Chairman  KERRIGAN  -  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
Kevin  H.  White,  will  now  deliver  his  annual 
message. 
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Councillor  Kerrigan,  Reverend  Clergy,  Members  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  Guests,  and  Fellow  Citi- 
zens of  Boston. 

This  is  my  third  annual  message  —  and  the 
first  annual  address  delivered  in  this  new  City  Hall. 
It  is  a  moment  that  marks  the  midpoint  of  my 
term  as  Mayor,  the  beginning  of  a  new  City 
Council,  and,  most  important  of  all,  the  start  of  a 
new  decade  —  a  decade  that  the  City  of  Boston 
faces  with  mixed  feelings  of  hope  and  anxiety. 

The  60's  were  often  called  the  decade  of  the 
American  city,  for  never  before  in  our  history  was 
so  much  attention  paid  to  the  plight  of  the  cities. 
The  past  ten  years  have  been  years  of  painful 
self-examination  in  this  country  —  they  were 
years  of  moral  upheaval,  violent  protest,  dramatic 
change! 

Boston,  like  other  great  metropolitan  centers, 
was  caught  up  in  these  powerful  forces.  We  have 
had  our  share  of  the  drama  of  the  60 's. 

Yet  today,  embarking  on  a  new  decade,  and 
after  thousands  of  ideas  have  been  conceived, 
millions  of  words  spoken,  and  mountains  of 
reports  compiled,  the  problems  of  our  cities  are 
still  with  us. 

And  it  should  surprise  no  one  who  is  conscious 
and  concerned.  For  the  condition  in  which  the 
American  city  finds  itself  today  is  the  product  of 
the  cumulative  forces  of  history,  and  it  can  only  be 
changed,  in  any  fundamental  sense,  by  equally 
powerful  countervailing  forces. 

In  the  past  decade  Boston  has  seen  some  of 
these  changing  forces  at  work.  We  are  bringing 
about  the  realization  of  a  commercial  renaissance 
in  downtown  Boston,  physical  renewal  of  older 
neighborhoods,  and  a  reclamation  of  the  city's 
greatest  natural  resource  —  its  waterfront. 

Just  in  the  past  two  years,  without  sacrificing 
the  momentum  we  have  generated  in  physical 
renewal,  we  have  made  important  strides  to  serve 
long-neglected  human  needs  —  to  reach  out  to 
our  people  and  to  make  our  urban  environment 
more  humane  for  those  it  serves. 

We  have  made  important  innovations  and 
created  needed  new  programs  to  serve  some  of  the 
more  neglected  needs  of  our  neighborhoods  — 
programs  such  as  the  Little  City  Halls,  Model 
Cities,  Summerthing,  Youth  Opportunity,  Council 
on  the  Aging,  Office  of  Human  Rights.  We  have 
established  the  Economic  Development  Commis- 
sion, Air  Pollution  Commission,  the  Consumers 
Council,  and,  recently,  a  Rent  Review  Board. 

We  can  take  pride  in  these  accomplishments. 
They  are  lasting  and  sustaining  contributions  that 
are  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
executive  and  the  legislative  branches  of  this  city 
government. 

And  yet,  balanced  against  this  record  that  we 
both  helped  to  shape,  is  the  certainty  that  we  have 
many  formidable  tasks  ahead.  I  need  not  trot  out 
the  tattered  catalog  of  urban  ills;  we  are  all  too 
familiar  with  them  —  the  countless  irritants  of 
city  living,  the  reasons  for  reaction,  the  frustra- 
tions, the  fear,  the  despair  among  the  people  of  a 
great  city. 


These  problems  have  always  been  with  us. 
Despite  our  good  intentions,  our  dedicated  efforts, 
our  imaginative  programs,  they  seem  to  defy 
solution. 

But  we  must  realize  that  none  of  our  efforts 
will  ever  be  of  sustaining  value  unless  we  deal 
successfully  with  those  unglamorous  day-to-day 
functions  that  are  the  essence  of  administering  a 
city  government  —  the  maintenance  of  order, 
improving  the  community,  and  delivering  services. 

Those  are  the  three  basic  functions  that  have 
too  long  been  neglected  in  this  city  and  other 
cities.  We  have  gotten  away  from  them,  and  in  no 
small  measure  this  has  contributed  to  the  magni- 
tude of  the  problem  of  the  American  city. 

I  can  report  to  you  that  in  this  past  year  we 
have  taken  these  steps  to  improve  the  traditional 
operations  of  the  city  government. 

For  example,  in  the  area  of  public  safety,  we 
have  in  the  past  twelve  months  assigned  more  than 
200  additional  policemen  to  law  enforcement 
duties. 

In  the  area  of  economic  development,  in  the 
past  twelve  months  we  have  enacted  one  of  the 
most  modern  building  codes  in  the  nation. 

In  the  area  of  public  works,  in  the  past  twelve 
months  we  have  surfaced  more  miles  of  roads  and 
lighted  more  streets  than  in  any  previous  years  in 
our  history. 

In  the  area  of  education,  we  have  in  the  past 
twelve  months  finally  embarked  upon  a  long- 
awaited  and  long-overdue  program  of  school  con- 
struction and  rehabilitation. 

In  the  area  of  pollution,  not  only  did  we 
establish  an  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission,  but 
we  took  the  lead  in  Massachusetts  to  reduce  the 
sulfur  content  in  fuels  burned  in  this  city. 

In  the  area  of  housing,  we  established  the  first 
rent  control  program  in  Boston  since  World  War  II. 

I  cite  these  accomplishments  not  in  self-serving 
terms,  nor  in  any  attempt  to  downgrade  the 
problems  we  face,  but  to  illustrate  what  I  consider 
to  be  the  principal  function  of  this  administration 

—  that  is,  to  respond  to  the  substance  of  daily 
living  in  this  city.  If  this  task  is  less  than  glamorous 

—  if  it  fails  to  capture  headlines  —  it  is 
nonetheless  the  most  important  work  that  we  can 
perform. 

As  we  enter  the  1970's  we  must  continue  the 
attack  on  these  fundamental  problems,  and  I  will 
be  directing  your  attention  in  the  coming  year  to 
four  critical  areas  in  particular. 

First,  the  environment  —  and  I  don't  mean 
sophisticated  attacks  on  chemical  pollution,  but 
rather  I  mean  the  basic  need  for  cleaning  our 
streets,  our  sidewalks,  our  parks,  and  our  play- 
grounds. 

Second,  traffic  and  parking.  We  must  take  a 
positive  stand  on  traffic  regulation.  We  must 
provide  sufficient  parking  spaces  for  residents  and 
commuters  alike,  and  we  will  inaugurate  a  number 
of  experimental  programs  in  this  regard  in  the 
coming  year. 

Third,  we  must  stop  the  erosion  of  our  tax  base 
and  expand  our  tax  resources  through  a  concerted 
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economic  development  program  and  an  all-out 
campaign  against  further  encroachment  by  tax- 
exempt  institutions. 

The  fourth,  and  critical,  area  is  drug  abuse. 
Drug  abuse  is  increasing  at  an  alarming  rate  in  this 
city.  The  use  of  every  type  of  dangerous  drug  is  on 
the  rise,  particularly  by  young  people,  and  in  every 
neighborhood  in  the  city. 

By  coordinating  existing  services  and  expanding 
the  city's  own  efforts  we  must  stem  the  tide  of 
drug  abuse  in  Boston  before  it  undermines  the  very 
fabric  of  our  communities.  In  that  regard  I  will 
present  for  your  consideration  within  ninety  days  a 
new  drug  program  with  necessary  supporting  legis- 
lation. 

These  are  some  of  the  major  problems  we  face 
in  the  coming  year,  and  I  will  be  presenting  these 
programs  and  others  designed  to  deal  effectively 
with  them.  If  you  subscribe  to  these  programs, 
then  I  ask  for  your  support.  If  you  do  not,  then  I 
ask  for  your  help  in  finding  alternative  solutions. 

In  previous  years  the  substance  of  my  address 
could  have  ended  here. 

But  this  year  we  are  faced  with  a  situation  that 
I  would  be  remiss  not  to  discuss  with  you.  Simply 
stated,  it  is  the  recently  announced  cutback  in  the 
urban  renewal  funds  allocated  by  the  federal 
government  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Whether  this  cutback  is  due  to  politics  or  to 
poor  judgment  is  difficult  to  discern  now.  But 
what  is  apparent  is  that  a  deliberate  policy  decision 
has  been  made  at  the  federal  level  which  can 
seriously  jeopardize  Boston's  renewal  program  and 
increase  the  already  staggering  burden  on  the 
Boston  taxpayer. 

For  too  long  urban  renewal  in  Boston  has 
emphasized  rebirth  of  the  downtown  area  at  the 
expense  of  the  neighborhoods.  For  too  many 
people  urban  renewal  has  meant  office  buildings 
and  parking  lots. 

But  in  the  past  two  years  we  have  begun  to 
redress  this  imbalance  by  concentrating  our  re- 
newal efforts  on  the  social  needs  of  the  city's 
neighborhoods. 

But  now,  after  changing  the  emphasis  from 
skyscrapers  to  schools,  from  government  buildings 
to  homes,  we  are  suddenly  told  we  cannot  com- 
plete the  projects  already  begun. 

It  is  the  neighborhoods,  not  downtown,  that 
will  suffer  if  this  announced  policy  is  carried  out. 
Commercial  revival  in  Boston  will  not  suffer, 
largely  because  we  have  already  developed  alter- 
native means  of  sustaining  the  city's  commercial 
renewal  —  namely,  by  issuing  self -financing  bonds 
on  the  credit  of  private  developers. 

Therefore,  private  investors  can  be  found,  and, 
I  might  add,  have  been  found,  who  are  willing  to 
furnish  the  capital  needed  to  continue  commercial 
renewal  in  Boston.  But  who  is  going  to  pay  for  new 
playgrounds?  Who  is  going  to  pay  for  streets  and 
sidewalks  and  street  lighting?  Who  is  going  to  pay 
for  low-income  housing? 

We  cannot  respond  to  these  desperate  needs 
without  public  funds.  And  now  Washington  has 
announced  that  it  is  going  to  pull  its  money  out.  If 


we  want  to  complete  the  neighborhood  renewal 
that  we  began  on  the  basis  of  federal  help,  we've 
got  to  do  it  ourselves. 

The  precise  impact  of  this  cutback  is  impossible 
to  measure  at  this  time.  But  it  is  clear  that  it  would 
affect  at  least  5,000  units  of  badly  needed  housing, 
seven  schools,  including  the  Campus  High  School, 
eight  major  recreation  areas,  as  well  as  community 
centers  and  possibly  a  medical  complex. 

These  projects  are  dependent  on  federal  funds. 
Without  them,  they  may  never  be  completed. 

This  is  not  a  crisis  just  for  Chaxlestown,  or  the 
Fenway,  or  the  South  End,  or  the  South  Cove  — 
it  is  a  crisis  for  the  entire  city.  There  is  not  a 
section  of  the  city  that  will  not  suffer  from  the 
termination  of  federal  urban  renewal  funds  for 
Boston. 

There  is  not  a  single  section  of  the  city  that 
does  not  need  to  have  pressure  taken  off  its 
housing  supply.  There  is  not  a  section  of  the  city 
that  does  not  need  to  have  pressure  taken  off  its 
public  facilities  by  the  construction  of  new 
schools. 

And  there  is  not  a  taxpayer  in  Boston  who  does 
not  need  the  fiscal  relief  that  only  adequate  federal 
funding  can  provide. 

We  faced  the  1960's  with  high  expectations.  We 
now  face  the  1970's  with  an  ominous  cloud 
hanging  over  our  future,  I  think  it  important  to 
remark  on  the  meaning  of  this  crisis  as  it  bears  on 
our  conduct  as  public  officials. 

It  means,  first,  that  we  mustputaside  personal- 
ities and  provincial  politics  and  unite  to  demand 
from  Washington  a  complete  restoration  of  urban 
renewal  funds. 

And,  second,  if  we  fail  to  restore  these  cuts,  it 
means  that  we  as  public  officials  will  have  to  make 
some  extremely  difficult  political  decisions,  de- 
manding wisdom  and  courage. 

We  will  have  to  recognize  that  we  cannot  have 
everything  we  want  —  or  even  everything  that  we 
so  badly  need.  We  will  have  to  reconsider  what  we 
want  the  future  of  this  city  to  be  and  decide  what 
sacrifices  we  are  willing  to  make. 

And  so  I  conclude  this,  my  third  annual 
message  to  the  City  Council,  not  with  optimistic 
prediction  or  self-congratulation,  but  with  a  warn- 
ing and  exhortation. 

A  warning  that  this  city,  which  has  come  so  far, 
whose  hopes  are  so  high,  and  whose  future  is  so 
promising,  may  face  bleak  and  uncertain  times  as 
the  decade  opens,  unless  those  of  us  in  public 
service  -  indeed,  all  citizens  of  Boston  meet  this 
challenge  with  the  dignity,  tenacity,  and  courage 
that  have  distinguished  the  citizens  of  this  city 
through  its  history. 

Thank  you. 

(Applause.) 

Chairman  KERRIGAN  -  Mr.  Mayor,  in  behalf 
of  each  member  of  the  Council  and  the  guests  in 
the  Chamber,  thank  you  for  your  wonderful 
address,  and  I  hope  that  God  will  give  you  the 
strength  to  carry  on  the  work.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1970,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  at  an  early  meeting  an  order  author- 
izing the  issuance  as  needed  during  the  year  of 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  re- 
ceipts. This  method  of  financing  is  made  necessary 
by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal 
tax  calendar  the  major  portion  of  the  city's 
revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1970  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total 
tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1969  together  with  the 
amount  received  from  excise  taxes  on  motor 
vehicles  and  trailers  and  payments  made  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year 
1969.  The  total  amount  of  the  tax  levy  for  1969 
amounted  to  $230,895,600.  In  1969  a  total  of 
$75,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During  the  year  1969 
it    was  necessary   to   issue   $59,000,000.   At  the 
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present  time  it  appears  that  the  1970  requirements 
for  this  type  of  financing  will  be  $75,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $75,000,000  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and  adop- 
tion.

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  report 
rules  to  govern  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council 
for  the  years  1970  and  1971  respectfully  submits 
and  recommends  for  adoption  the  accompanying 
draft  of  rules  for  the  City  Council  for  the  years 
1970  and  1971.

Rules  of  the  City  Council 
1970-1971 

Rule  1 .  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  city  council  shall  be  held  on  every  Monday 
at  two  o'clock  p.m.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
by  the  president  at  his  discretion,  and  by  the  city 
clerk  for  the  purpose  only  of  drawing  jurors.  No 
special  meeting  of  the  city  council,  except  to  draw 
jurors,  shall  be  called,  except  with  the  consent  of 
all  the  members,  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed  or 
dispatched  by  special  messenger. 
Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall 
consist  of  five  members.  If  at  the  time  any  meeting 
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is  called  to  order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call 
shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten 
minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a  quorum  is  not 
present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned;  provided, 
that  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  presence  of  a  quorum. 
President 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council  shall 
have  adjourned,  shall  call  the  members  to  order 
and,  after  a  roll  call  showing  a  quorum  present, 
shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of  business.  In 
the  absence  of  the  president  the  senior  member  by 
age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  president,  or 
until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve 
decorum  and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any 
member  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair, 
but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless  properly 
seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order 
until  the  question  on  appeal  has  beeen  decided. 

The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?  The  vote  shall  be  by  a 
roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more 
than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be 
subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply 
thereto. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in 
its  nature;  provided  that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing 
times  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be 
put  first. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the 
request  of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a 
question  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules, 
the  presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide 
all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be 
acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all 
votes;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the 
president  shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken  and, 
when  two  members  so  request,  shall  cause  the  vote 
to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 

Rule  9.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire 
to  vacate  the  chair  he  amy  call  any  member  to  it; 
but  the  president  or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  10.  Written  notice  of  the  substance  of 
any  committee  report  (except  for  a  report  of  the 
executive  committee  voted  at  any  meeting  thereof 
held  during  a  recess  of  the  council),  and  the 
original  and  eleven  copies  of  any  message,  order, 
ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or  other  measure  sub- 
mitted by  the  mayor  calling  for  action  by  the 
council,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of  the  city 


clerk  at  least  three  hours  prior  to  the  scheduled 
start  of  any  meeting  of  the  council  as  a  prerequisite 
to  its  consideration  of  such  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  committees  promptly  to 
deliver  a  copy  of  any  such  report  or  message  to 
each  of  the  council  members.  Every  motion  made 
during  a  meeting  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
copies  of  it  given  to  the  members  if  the  presiding 
officer  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike 
out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a 
direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council  shall 
be  referred  without  debate  to  the  committee  on 
rules,  and  shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the 
council  except  upon  report  by  that  committee. 
There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject 
to  suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall 
unanimous  consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so 
referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  on  rules  may -report  that  any 
motion,  order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out 
of  order  because  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
business  of  the  council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a 
final  disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions  as 
those  governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the  pre- 
siding officer. 

Rule  13.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution, 
vote,  or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor 
shall  be  rejected  without  prejudice  unless,  when  it 
is  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate 
of  the  corporation  counsel,  that,  if  adopted  or 
passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the  mayor,  it  will 
be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  14.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution 
relates  to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  com- 
mittee of  the  council,  such  order  or  resolution 
shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such 
committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any 
subject,  and  different  committees  are  proposed, 
the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1 .  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 
Any    member   offering   a    motion,    order,   or 

resolution  which  is  referred  to  a  committee  shall  be 
given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon  if  he  so  requests  at 
the  time  of  offering  the  same  or  before  final  action 
thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members. 

If,  after  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled 
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by  a  standing  vote  of  three  members  of  the 
council. 

If,  after  sixty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may 
recall  such  matter  from  the  committee,  and  such 
matter  shall  not  again  be  committed  to  any 
committee  other  than  the  executive  committee. 

Rule  15.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the 
presiding  officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except 
by  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  16.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  which  they 
stand  arranged: 

1 .  To  adjourn 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or 
pending  a  verification  of  a  vote:  and  that  motion, 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take 
from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  18.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  pro- 
vision of  these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the 
council  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Readings 

Rule  19.  Every  ordinance,  order,  and  resolu- 
tion, unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  or 
rejected,  shall  have  two  separate  readings,  both  of 
which  may  take  place  at  the  same  session  unless 
objection  is  made,  provided  that  all  orders  for  the 
expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported  upon  by  a 
committee  of  the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the 
second  reading  immediately  follows  the  first  read- 
ing, the  document  may  be  read  on  the  second 
occasion  by  its  title  only.  All  orders  releasing  rights 
or  easements  in  or  restrictions  on  land,  all  orders 
for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations  for  the 
purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  council 
shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  council,  and  shall  be  passed  only 
after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate 
votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be 
had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first, 
except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is 
authorized  by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order 
for  any  of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the 
same  number  of  readings  and  of  votes  as  was 
required  for  the  passage  of  the  original  order. 
Reconsideration 

Rule  20.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  at  the 
same  meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider 
shall  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes,  and  no  member 
shall  occupy  more  than  four  minutes,  but  on  a  vote 
upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental  question  debate 


shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and  no  member 
shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  21 .  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 
and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless 
it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor 
shall  any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the  follow- 
ing motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the 
table  or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of 
such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the 
motion  to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members 

Rule  22.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized.  In  speaking  he  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question,  shall  not  use 
unbecoming,  abusive  or  unparliamentary  language, 
and  shall  avoid  personalities.  Any  member  who,  in 
debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in  personalities,  or 
makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  character  of 
another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open 
session  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  offense  is 
committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named  by 
the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and  suspended 
from  further  participation  in  debate  until  said 
apology  is  made. 

Rule  23.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has 
not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member 
speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted 
by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  24.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any  committee, 
where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned, 
distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  25.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by 
interest,  shall  give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative  or  shall  respond  "present"  unless  the 
council  for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him  from 
voting. 

Committees 

Rule  26.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  stand- 
ing committees  and,  unless  specially  directed  by 
the  council,  all  special  committees.  He  shall  fill  any 
committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the 
members  of  each  committee.  There  shall  be  the 
following  standing  committees: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  know  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance, to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  matters  concerning  appropriations, 
the  city  budget,  expenditures,  and  loans. 

3.  A  committee  on  Claims  to  consist  of  five 
members,  to   which   shall   be   referred   all  claims 
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against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or  neglect  of 
any  of  its  departments.  It  shall  report  annually  an 
account  of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved  by  it 
and  the  amount  of  money  awarded  or  paid  in 
settlements  thereof. 

4.  A  committee  on  Confirmations,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
appointments  which  are  required  to  be  confirmed 
by  the  council. 

5.  A  committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule, 
to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials  to  officials  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  the  Federal  Government  and  all  matters 
relating  to  the  eighty-ninth  article  of  amendment 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said 
committee  or  its  delegate  shall  appear  before  the 
committees  of  the  General  Court  to  represent  the 
interest  of  the  city  when  authorized  so  to  do  by 
vote  of  the  council. 

6.  A  committee  on  Licenses,  to  consist  of  five 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  petitions 
for  licenses  and  permits. 

7.  A  committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolu- 
tions, to  consist  of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  orders  concerning  ordinances  and  all 
resolutions  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts,or 
purposes. 

8.  A  committee  on  Penal  Matters,  to  consist  of 
five  members. 

9.  A  committee  on  Public  Health,  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  public  health  and  hospitals. 

10.  A  committee  on  Public  Housing,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  public  housing. 

1 1.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
relating  to  public  lands. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Services,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  public  safety,  public  welfare, 
public  works,  parks,  playgrounds,and  recreation. 

13.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  seven 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  rules,  committee  procedures  and  coun- 
cil equipment,  facilities,  staff,  and  supplies. 

14.  A  committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to  consist 
of  seven  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  urban  redevelopment,  rehabili- 
tation, and  renewal. 

Order  of  Business 
Rule    27.  At    every   regular    meeting    of    the 
council  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meet- 
ings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators 
Rule  28.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the 
council  shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy 


the  scat  in  the  council  chamber  of  any  member  of 
the  council.  The  city  messenger  shall  enforce  this 
rule. 

Rule  29.  No  person  excepting  officials  con- 
nected with  the  council  and  duly  assigned  reporters 
of  the  news  media  shall  be  allowed  upon  the  floor 
of  the  council  chamber  while  the  council  is  in 
session,  except  upon  invitation  of  the  presiding 
officer.  Spectators  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of 
the  council  chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session, 
but  no  one  will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all 
the  seats  are  occupied.  No  demonstrations  of 
approval  or  disapproval  from  the  spectators  shall 
be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are  made 
the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall 
enforce  this  rule. 

Committee  Meetings 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof,  be 
called  upon  less  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the 
time  the  clerk  of  committees  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  or  dispatched  them  by  special  messenger; 
provided  that  meetings  of  the  executive  committee 
may  be  held  in  the  recess  period  of  any  meeting  of 
the  council  without  such  consent  or  notice.  No 
committee,  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council,  shall  incur  any  expense.  No  committee 
meeting  shall  be  called  later  than  one  hour  imme- 
diately preceding  the  time  set  for  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  council,  nor  shall  any  committee 
remain  in  session  later  than  the  hour  named  for 
such  regular  meeting. 

The  clerk  of  committees  shall  deliver  notices  of 
all  committee  meetings  to  all  the  members  of  the 
council  at  their  offices. 

Form  of  Votes 
Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
shall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of 
command,  and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for 
everything  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts,  or 
purposes. 

Duties  of  Officers  of  Council 
Rule  32.  The  following  officers  of  the  council 
shall  have  the  following  duties: 

1.  Staff  Director.  Subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  council  the  staff  director  shall  have  charge  of 
all  of  the  staff  activities  of  the  council  and  shall 
direct  the  work  of  all  other  members  of  the  council 
staff.  He  shall  report  to  the  council  through  the 
president  of  the  council.  He  shall  make  recommen- 
dations from  time  to  time  to  the  council  regarding 
the  recruitment,  compensation,  promotion,  and 
separation  of  council  staff  members.  In  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  staff  director,  the  president, 
after  consultation  with  the  rules  committee,  shall 
designate  a  member  of  the  staff  to  act  as  staff 
director. 

2.  Clerk  of  Committees.  Subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  staff  director,  the  clerk  of  committees 
shall: 

a.  Make  arrangements  at  the  request  of  the 
appropriate  committee  chairman  for  each  com- 
mittee meeting  and  hearing. 
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b.  Provide  for  the  preparation  of  minutes 
and  stenographic  transcripts  of  committee 
meetings  and  hearings. 

c.  Assist  councillors  in  preparing  original 
and  amended  orders,  resolutions,  and  com- 
mittee reports. 

d.  Supervise  the  activities  of  the  assistant 
clerk  of  committees. 

e.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  staff  direc- 
tor. 

3.  Chief  of  Research.  Subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  staff  director,  the  chief  of  research 
shall: 

a.  Undertake  or  direct  research  in  regard  to 
problems  and  projects  submitted  to  him  by 
council  committees  or  individual  councillors. 

b.  Supervise  the  work  of  research  analysts 
and  assist  in  the  indoctrination  and  supervision 
of  summer  interns. 

c.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  staff  direc- 
tor. 

4.  Chief  of  Administrative  Services.  Subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  staff  director,  the  chief  of 
administrative  services  shall: 

a.  Keep  the  accounts  and  prepare  the  bud- 
get and  financial  reports  of  the  council. 

b.  Furnish  and  maintain  an  appropriate 
stock  of  stationery,  stamps,  business  equip- 
ment, and  office  supplies,  and  supervise  the 
distribution  of  same. 

c.  Supervise  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  council  facilities,  furnishings,  and  equip- 
ment. 

d.  Perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time  by  the  staff  direc- 
tor. 

Use  of  Rooms  on  Council  Floor 

Rule  33.  No  person  except  members  and  offi- 
cers of  the  council  and  duly  assigned  reporters  of 
the  new  media  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the 
president's  room,  the  personal  offices  of  the 
councillors,  executive  committee  room, or  council 
chamber  except  when  invited  on  official  business 
or  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  council. 
Amendment  and  Suspension 

Rule  34.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be 
altered,  amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any 
time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  council. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  that  Rule  29  be 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "clerk"  the 
words  "of  committees." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  to  amend  Rule  25, 
clause  13,  by  striking  out  the  word  "seven"  where 
it  appears  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"five." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  there  be  in- 
cluded in  Rule  25  a  committee  known  as  the 
Committee  on  Public  Welfare,  to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  concerning  the  public  welfare. 


The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  reconsideration 
of  the  previous  vote; reconsideration  prevailed. 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  5:

Whereas,  The  City  Council  and  the  City  of 
Boston  stand  with  bowed  heads,  occasioned  by  the 
death  of  one  of  its  most  illustrious  sons,  the 
Honorable  John  B.  Hynes,  former  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Hynes,  all  through  his  public 
and  private  life,  was  an  exemplar  of  all  that  was 
kind  and  noble  in  mankind;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Hynes  was  a  kind,  com- 
passionate man  who  all  his  life  practiced  to  the 
fullest  degree  the  precept  that  charity  is  the 
greatest  virtue-true  charity,  which  is  the  love  of  all 
men,  irrespective  of  their  color,  creed,  or  station  in 
life ;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Hynes  yielded  to  no  man  in 
his  love  and  pride  in  this,  his  native  city,  a  city  in 
whose  destiny  and  future  he  played  a  significant

Whereas,  The  Boston  that  is  now  taking  such 
giant  strides  into  the  future  as  one  of  the  great 
cities  of  America  was  nurtured  and  burgeoned 
under  the  guidance  of  John  B.  Hynes;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Hynes  rose  successively 
through  the  ranks  of  municipal  government,  ulti- 
mately becoming  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  city 
he  loved  so  well;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Hynes  came  out  of  a  well- 
deserved  retirement  to  serve  the  Commonwealth  as 
Commissioner  of  Banks  and  Banking;  and

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine. 

An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Ordinance  Regulating 

Certain  Residential  Rents. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Clause  (a)  of  section  1  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1969  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "board  of  rent  appeals"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "rent  board." 

Section  2.  Clause  (b)  of  section  1  of  said 
chapter  10  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "interest  on  first  and  second  mortgages  shall 
not  be  included  to  the  extent  that  it  exceeds  the 
prevailing  market  interest  rate  for  such  first  and 
second  mortgages,  unless  the  board  upon  deter- 
mining all  the  facts  decides  otherwise"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "interest  on  any 
mortgage  shall  not  be  included  to  the  extent  that  it 
exceeds  the  market  interest  rate  prevailing  for 
second  mortgages  at  the  time  it  was  given." 

Section  3.  Subclause  (vi)  of  clause  (e)  of  said 
section  1  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "inn"  the  words  "college  sorority  or  fra- 
ternity house,  dormitory  of  any  institution  of 
higher  education." 

Section  4.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  its  caption  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  caption  "Rent 
Board." 

Section  5.  Paragraph  (a)  of  said  section  2  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  the  words  "Board  of  Rent  Appeals"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "Rent  Board." 

Section  6.  Paragraph  (c)  of  said  section  2  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence.

"items"  the  words  "and  regulations  permitting  rent 
increases  within  limitations  specified  in  such  regu- 
lations." 

Section  8.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  its  caption  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  caption  "Establish- 
ment of  Maximum  Rent,"  and  by  striking  out  the 
first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  'The  board  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  its  own  initiative  or  upon  application  by 
any  landlord  or  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  tenant, 
after  proper  hearing,  to  establish  as  the  maximum 
rent  for  any  housing  accommodation  in  the  city 
the  rent  in  effect  therefor  on  December  1 ,  1968,  or 
such  higher  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
hardships  or  correct  inequities." 

Section  9.  Subsection  (b)  of  said  section  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  caption  the 
words  "Upward  and  Downward." 

Section  10.  The  second  paragraph  of  said 
subsection  (b)  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
clause  (ii)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clause:  "(ii)  increases  in  capital  expenses 
due  to  necessary  refinancing  of  an  existing  mort- 
gage or  to  a  new  mortgage  incident  to  a  bona  fide 
sale  of,  and  a  transfer  of  title  to,  an  estate  having 
housing  accommodations,  but  only  to  the  extent 
of  mortgages  aggregating  not  more  than  70  percent 
of  the  lender's  appraised  value  of  the  estate." 

Section  11.  Clause  (iii)  of  said  second  para- 
graph of  said  subsection  (b)  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "for  such  indebtedness" 
the  words  "at  the  time  incurred." 

Section  12.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  first 
sentence,  the  words  "appoint  and  set  the  salaries  of 
an  executive  director  and  investigatory  and  clerical 
staff"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"employ  an  executive  director  and  such  other 
personnel  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable." 

Section  13.  Paragraph  (a)  of  section  5  of  said 
chapter  10  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "Whenever  the  rent  of  a 
housing  accommodation  is  increased  during  the 
continuation  of  a  tenancy  or  upon  the  commence- 
ment of  a  new  tenancy,  the  landlord  shall,  prior  to 
the  proposed  effective  date  of  such  increase,  give 
written  notice  of  the  amount  thereof  to  the  board 
and  to  the  tenant." 

Section  14.  Paragraph  (b)  of  said  section  5  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  the  word  "either"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "each." 

Section  15.  Said  section  5  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  paragraph  (d)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph:  "(d)  Judicial 
Review.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  of  the 
board  may,  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date 
of  such  order,  appeal  to  the  district  court  within 
the  judicial  district  of  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation lies."

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Designating  the  Mayor  as  the  Officer 
to  Grant  Licenses  to  Receive  Alms  in  Public 
Places  in  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Chapter  2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  7  the 
following  section: 

Section  7A.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  officer  to 
grant  licenses  under  chapter  538  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the  Receiving 
of  Alms  in  Public  Places  in  the  City  of  Boston."

ACCEPTANCE  OF  DONATIONS  FOR 
EMERGENCY  REPAIRS  TO  HEAT- 
ING EQUIPMENT  IN  CERTAIN 
HARDSHIP  CASES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Roston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  19,  1970. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Several  community  groups  in  the  city  have 
recommended  the  establishment  of  a  revolving 
fund  to  do  emergency  repairs  on  residential 
buildings  where  heating  systems  have  failed  dur- 
ing cold  weather  and  where  landlords  are  un- 
willing or  unable  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 
The  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Housing  Inspection  have  devised  a  system 
whereby  such  repairs  could  be  done  in  an 
emergency  under  provisions  of  the  law  that  will 
entitle  the  city  to  make  full  recovery  of  its  ex- 
penses from  the  landlords  in  question.  The 
fund  would  similarly  be  used  to  make  emer- 
gency purchases  of  fuel,  with  similar  full  recovery 
provisions  applying.  Repayments  would  go 
back  into  the  revolving  fund. 

We  have  had  indications  that  various  private 
individuals  would  be  willing  to  make  the  initial 


donations  needed  to  create  this  fund,  and  the 
accompanying  order  would  allow  us  to  accept 
these  donations.    I  recommend  its  adoption.

REPORT   OF  TEMPORARY   EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Atkins  the  provisions 
of  Rule  10  of  the  City  Council  Rules  were  sus- 
pended in  order  to  introduce  the  following: 


Import  of  the  Temporary  Executive  Committee 
Mr.  President,  your  Temporary  Executive 
Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  on  January 
12,  1970,  an  order  concerning  the  hiring  of 
civilian  listing  officers,  makes  the  following  re- 
port: 

I.  The  order  dealing  with  civilian  listing 
officers  was  stimulated  by  the  Mayor's  request 
for  an  $85,000  appropriation  to  hire  civilians 
who  would  replace  police  officers  in  compiling 
the  annual  listing  of  Boston  residents.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  appropriation  request  itself 
was  not  referred  to  this  committee.  Neverthe- 
less, it  was  not  possible  or  feasible  to  discuss  the 
proposed  hiring  of  civilian  listers  without  also 
discussing  the  probable  cost  to  our  taxpayers. 

II.  In  pursuing  this  matter,  the  committee 
held  two  public  hearings  —  on  January  14  and 
January  16.  At  the  first  hearing,  to  which  were 
invited  representatives  from  the  Election  De- 
partment, the  Mayor's  Office,  and  the  Police 
Department,  it  became  apparent  that  the 
Mayor's  Office  had  failed  to  think  through  the 
several  issues  involved  and  was  not  prepared  to 
answer  the  questions  raised  by  the  committee 
members.  Therefore  the  chairman  recessed  the 
meeting,  after  instructing  the  administrative 
spokesmen  to  prepare  specific,  written  answers 
to  the  following  questions: 

A.  How  will  the  proposed  system  result  in 
more  accurate  listings? 

B.  How  many  police  will  be  relieved  of 
"nonpolice"  functions? 

C.  How  will  the  system  save  money? 

D.  How  will  the  civilian  listing  officers  be 
chosen?  What  will  be  the  standards  for  em- 
ployment?   How  many  are  to  be  hired? 

E.  How  will  the  listing  officers  be 
guaranteed  access  to  homes  and  protection 
while  performing  their  function? 

F.  How  will  the  proposed  system  operate, 
step  by  step? 

The  answers  to  these  question  are  as  follows: 
Question:  How  will  this  system  result  in  more 
accurate  listings? 

Answer :  There  is  no  guarantee  that  a  listing  of 
residents  compiled  by  civilians  will  be  more  ac- 
curate than  a  listing  compiled  by  police  officers. 
The  Police  Department  had  several  advantages 
in  conducting  the  listing: 

1.  Residents  were  accustomed  to  police 
officers  taking  the  listing. 

2.  Police  officers  were  experienced  in  this 
work  and  familiar  with  the  way  it  should  be 
done. 

3.  Police  officers  had  relatively  fewer 
problems  in  getting  access  to  buildings  than 
civilians  might  have. 

However,  a  system  which  employs  civilian 
officers  might  also  have  several  advantages: 

1.  Listing  officers  working  within  their  own 
neighborhoods  will  be  representative  of  the 
kind  of  people  who  live  in  that  neighborhood, 
and  could  be  expected  to  be  familiar  with  the 
geographic  area  in  which  they  are  working. 

2.  In  some  neighborhoods,  the  ability  to 
speak  a  second  language  may  improve  the 
accuracy  of  listing.  For  example,  people  who 
can  speak  Italian  in  East  Boston  and  the 
North  End  might  obtain  more  accurate  infor- 
mation than  non-Italian  speakers.    Similarly, 
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people  who  speak  Spanish  might  obtain  more 
accurate  listing  in  the  South  End  and  sections 
of  Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain. 

3.  Furthermore,  civilian  listing  officers 
will  be  conducting  this  census  as  their  only 
function. 

4.  Police  officers  engaged  in  resident  listing 
might  be  called  upon  during  the  course  of  the 
day  for  other  duties,  or  to  answer  emergency 
calls,  interrupting  the  continuity  of  the  listing 
process,  with  the  resulting  loss  of  efficiency 
and  accuracy. 

5.  The  Listing  Board  hopes  to  utilize  the 
experience  of  the  police  officers  and  Police 
Department  in  conducting  the  resident  census 
by  employing  experienced  police  officers  in 
each  district  as  coordinators  and  supervisors. 
These  officers  will  play  a  key  role  in  the  day-to- 
day supervision  of  civilian  listing  officers  and 
in  the  initial  training  of  these  personnel. 
Question:  How    will    the    listing    officers    be 

chosen : 

a.  What  standards? 

b.  How  many  to  be  hired? 
Answer:  a.  The  listing  officers  will  be  em- 
ployed from  the  neighborhoods  in  which  they 
are  to  work.  Since  the  job  of  going  door  to  door 
is  a  physically  demanding  one,  each  applicant 
will  be  required  to  pass  (1)  a  physical  examina- 
tion given  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  Further,  to  insure  the  safety  of 
Boston  residents,  each  applicant  will  make  out 
(2)  a  security  form  which  will  be  processed  and 
checked  by  the  Boston  Police  Department.  In 
hiring  listing  officers  priority  will  be  given  to 
those  who  demonstrate  a  broad  knowledge  of 
the  area  in  which  they  are  to  work ;  (4)  to  those 
who  can  speak  a  second  language  in  appropriate 
neighborhoods;  and  (5)  to  people  who  can 
arrange  their  hours  flexibly,  guaranteeing  a  min- 
imum of  four  hours  work  per  weekday  and  a 
willingness  to  work  on  weekends.  (6)  In  hiring 
listing  officers  preference  will  be  given  to  existing 
city  employees  and  to  the  relatives  of  city  em- 
ployees, providing  they  meet  the  above  criteria. 
(7)  Each  employee  will  be  processed  by  the 
Personnel  Section  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  on  a  temporary  thirty-day  appoint- 
ment. (8)  Rules  regarding  preference  for  veter- 
ans will  of  course  be  maintained  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Office. 

b.  The  number  of  listing  officers  to  be  hired 
in  each  neighborhood  will  be  based  upon  the 
number  of  man-hours  of  work  to  be  done.  The 
Listing  Board  intends  to  be  flexible  in  this  re- 
gard. For  example,  we  estimate  there  are  1,281 
man-hours  of  listing  in  East  Boston.  Twelve 
people  working  an  average  of  four  hours  a  day 
could  complete  the  listing  in  East  Boston  in 
twenty-seven  days.  Obviously,  twenty-four 
people  could  be  employed  to  complete  the  listing 
in  one  half  that  time.  The  number  of  people 
to  be  hired  in  each  district  will  be  determined 
by  the  amount  of  time  required  to  do  the  job 
within  statutory  limits.  The  initial  plans  of 
the  Listing  Board  were  to  employ  200  listing 
officers  and  forty  listing  clerks,  permitting  the 
listing  process  to  be  completed  prior  to  the 
end  of  February.  At  this  point  it  looks  as  if 
the  greater  number  of  people  will  need  to  be 
employed  in  order  to  meet  that  deadline. 


Question:  How  will  the  listing  officers  be 
guaranteed  access  and  protection  while  perform- 
ing their  function? 

Answer:  There  is  no  sure  way  to  guarantee 
access  to  residential  units  to  either  civilian  listing 
officers  or  police  officers.  In  most  sections  of 
the  city  police  officers  would  have  much  less 
trouble  gaining  access  than  would  civilians. 
However,  to  insure  that  the  public  is  fully  in- 
formed about  the  listing  process,  the  Board 
intends  to  publish  advertisements  in  the  daily 
newspapers  and  in  the  neighborhood  weekly 
newspapers,  informing  the  public  about  the  list- 
ing process.  In  addition,  public  service  an- 
nouncements will  be  made  on  the  local  radio 
and  TV  stations.  The  listing  officers  will  have 
identification  cards  with  their  pictures  on  them. 
The  Board  recognizes  that  in  some  neighbor- 
hoods citizens  might  still  be  reluctant  to  open 
their  doors  to  strange  civilians.  Experienced 
police  officers  have  suggested  that  in  such  neigh- 
borhoods it  might  be  advisable  to  send  out  a 
man  and  a  woman  in  a  team,  which  might 
solve  some  of  the  problem  of  access. 

The  Board  is  very  concerned  about  the  pro- 
tection of  listing  officers  in  the  conduct  of  their 
duties.  In  most  areas  of  the  city  listing  during 
the  daylight  hours  by  single  individuals  offers 
no  great  risk.  Listing  during  the  evening  may 
be  risky  in  some  areas  of  the  city,  in  which  case 
the  Board  intends  to  experiment  with  a  variety 
of  arrangements,  relying  upon  the  police  officers 
in  the  local  police  stations  for  advice.  In  some 
areas,  for  example,  it  may  prove  advisable  to 
have  listing  officers  work  in  pairs  during  the 
evening,  whereas  this  might  not  be  neccessary 
in  other  areas. 

Question:  How  many  police  will  be  relieved 
of  nonpolice  functions?  ' 

Answer:  The  attached  chart  shows  the  num- 
ber of  police  officers  employed  in  listing  duties 
during  1969.  Superintendent  Taylor  will  testify 
regarding  the  number  of  men  transferred  from 
the  night  shift  to  the  day  shift  during  the  listing 
period.  Such  transfers,  of  course,  limit  the 
number  of  police  available  to  respond  to  calls 
during  the  evening  hours.

Question:   How  will  the  system  save  money* 

Answer:  In  past  years  no  appropriation  for 
personnel  to  conduct  the  listing  was  necessary 
since  the  time  spent  by  police  officers  was  al- 
ready included  in  the  Police  Department 
budget.  This  year  an  appropriation  for  civilian 
listing  officers  will  be  required,  and  to  that 
extent  the  listing  process  will  cost  more  than  in 
the  past. 

It  may  be  helpful,  however,  to  examine  the 
cost  of  having  the  Police  Department  conduct 
the  listing  as  compared  to  the  cost  of  having  the 
listing  done  by  civilians. 

In  1969  police  personnel  spent  6,055  man- 
days  (approximately  36,000  man-hours)  en- 
gaged in  listing1  duty.  At  the  1969  rate  of  pay 
for  police  officers  (approximately  $4  an  hour) 
the  cost  of  resident  listing  was  slightly  more 
than  $225,000. 

The  1970  rate  of  pay  for  police  officers  is 
approximately  $5,  with  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  cost.  Were  the  listing  to  be  conducted 
by  police  officers  on  special  duty  or  on  overtime, 
as  desired  by  the  Patrolman's  Association,  the 
cost   per   hour   would   be   approximately  $7.50. 

These  costs  are  to  be  compared  with  the 
anticipated  pay  rates  of  $2.50  per  hour  for 
civilian  listing  officers  and  $3  per  hour  for  listing 
clerks. 

Question :  How  will  the  system  operate  step  by 
step? 

Answer:  1.  For  each  resident  listed  in  1969 
an  IBM  card  is  already  printed. 

2.  These  cards  are  sent  to  each  police  precinct 
station,  where  they  will  be  checked  in  by  the 
supervising  police  officers  and  civilian  clerks 
against  a  master  list  of  all  buildings  and  suite 
numbers  in  the  district. 

3.  Packs  of  cards  will  be  assigned  daily  to 
the  listers  who  go  door  to  door  verifying  and  up- 
dating the  information  necessary  for  the  listing. 
At  a  house  in  which  there  are  no  new  persons 
to  be  listed  and  no  changes  in  listing  from  the 
previous  year,  the  appropriate  cards  are  marked 
as  "correct." 

4.  If  changes  are  needed  on  existing  cards, 
they  are  marked  to  be  changed,  and  the  ap- 
priate  changes  are  written  onto  the  card. 

5.  Should  an  individual  have  moved  or  died 
within  the  previous  year,  the  cards  are  marked 
accordingly. 


6.  If  a  house  contains  new  residents  or  if  a 
resident  of  a  house  has  become  twenty  years  of 
age  within  the  previous  year,  a  yellow  IBM- 
style  card  is  written  out  by  the  lister. 

7.  Each  day  listers  will  bring  their  assigned 
cards  back  to  the  police  station,  where  they  are 
checked  in  by  the  police  officers  and  civilian 
clerks.  This  is  the  first  check  for  accuracy.  A 
police  officer  experienced  in  listing  knows  ap- 
proximately how  many  new  listings  and  changes 
should  appear  in  each  district. 

8.  If  the  cards  turned  in  by  the  lister  vary 
from  that  expectation,  that  set  will  be  spot- 
checked  by  sending  out  a  second  lister  or  a 
police  officer  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  in- 
formation. 

9.  The  cards  of  persons  who  were  not  con- 
tacted by  the  lister  on  his  first  visit  are  set  aside 
and  assigned  to  a  second  lister  who  will  be  going 
out  at  a  different  time  of  day  or  on  a  weekend. 

10.  If  a  person  is  not  home  at  the  time  of  the 
second  visit,  a  card  will  be  left  asking  him  to 
telephone  the  Little  City  Hall  or  police  station 
to  inform  them  when  someone  will  be  at  the 
house  to  speak  with  the  lister. 

11.  After  receiving  this  phone  call,  or  after  an 
appropriate  wait,  a  third  visit  will  be  made. 
The  lister  proceeds  in  this  manner  precinct  by 
precinct. 

12.  As  the  listing  of  each  precinct  is  com- 
pleted, groups  of  cards  are  sent  to  City  Hall 
listing  office,  where  they  are  checked  to  see  if 
made  out  properly. 

13.  Cards  are  then  sent  to  the  IBM  Unit 
for  punching  of  changes  and  new  cards. 

14.  Completed  precincts  are  then  sent  to  the 
Election  Department  to  be  checked  against  the 
previous  year's  voting  list. 

15.  Persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
previous  voting  list  and  who  are  not  marked  as 
moved  or  deceased  on  the  IBM  listing  cards  are 
mailed  return  postcards  by  the  Election  De- 
partment. 

16.  If  such  a  person  was  omitted  from  the 
resident  listing  by  mistake,  his  name  is  restored 
when  he  returns  the  postcard.  In  1969  there 
were  approximately  35,000  such  omitted  listings. 
Approximately  8,200  post  cards  were  returned 
to  the  Election  Department. 

III.  On  the  basis  of  these  written  responses 
the  committee  reached  the  following  conclusions: 
A.  Too  little  thought  has  been  given  to 
the  problem  of  the  thousands  of  Boston 
voters  who  are  wiped  off  the  voting  lists  be- 
cause of  inefficiency  in  the  listing  process  or 
within  the  Election  Department.  More  than 
100,000  eligible  Boston  voters  are  currently 
unable  to  vote  because  they  are  not  regis- 
tered. At  least  30,000  to  40,000  of  these  have 
been  eliminated  by  the  listing  process.  Still 
others  have  been  discouraged  from  registering 
because  of  the  archaic  requirements  that  have 
to  be  met  and  the  cumbersome  procedures  to 
be  followed. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that 
the  Mayor  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council 
appropriate  home  rule  petitions  seeking  legis- 
lative changes  to  simplify  the  voting  and  reg- 
istration procedures.  This  legislation  should 
seek  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  voting 
process,  but  should  also  guarantee  that  the 
basic  and  constitutional  right  to  vote  is  not 
denied  through  administrative  inefficiency  or 
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unnecessary  bureaucratic  procedures.  Along 
this  line,  there  should  be  standard,  simplified 
procedures  by  which  residents  are  listed,  if 
this  listing  process  is  retained  at  all.  Mini- 
mum information  is  needed  for  this  purpose  — 
name,  address,  age,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
citizenship,  residence  as  of  January  1. 

The  committee  strongly  recommends  that 
approval  of  the  appropriation  request  be  con- 
ditioned on  adherence  to  the  written  replies 
mentioned  above,  with  the  exception  that  pri- 
ority shall  be  given  to,  and  only  to,  those  city 
employees  who  are  employed  in  the  uniformed 
departments  —  firemen,  police,  meter  maids, 
school  crossing  guards.  In  such  instances  as 
when  the  uniformed  personnel  are  not  profi- 
cient in  a  language  spoken  by  a  large  number 
of  residents  in  a  given  neighborhood,  the  List- 
ing Board  may  hire  other  persons  to  accom- 
pany the  uniformed  personnel. 

The  only  justification  for  giving  preference 
to  anyone  is  that  the  preferred  person  is  some- 
how better  equipped  by  experience,  appear- 
ance in  uniform,  etc.,  to  perform  the  needed 
task.  This  should  not  be  seen  as  an  effort  to 
compensate  for  salary  levels  that  might  be  too 
low. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  listing  process 
will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  hiring 
of  local  residents  to  do  listing  within  their 
own  communities,  thereby  eliminating  most 
language  barriers  and  many  problems  of  access 
and  security  while  performing  the  functions. 

The  committee  recommends  that  all  of  the 
uniformed  city  employees  be  adequately  and 
appropriately  notified  of  the  procedure  and 
dates  for  applying  to  become  civilian  listers, 
and  that  this  be  worked  out  by  the  relevant 
departmental  heads  and  collective  bargaining 
agents. 

C.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  of 
the  committee  members,  including  the  chair- 
man, strongly  question  the  assumption  that 
one  person  will  be  able  to  acquire  twenty 
listings  per  hour.  We  therefore  fear  that  the 
requested  amount  will  be  found  to  be  too 
small.  However,  since  the  program  is  new  and 
untried,  we  would  prefer  .  o  see  an  inadequate 
amount  appropriated,  with  the  result  that  a 
subsequent  request  would  allow  the  oppor- 
tunity to  review  and  monitor  how  well  the 
experiment  worked. 

D.  The  committee,  finally,  calls  attention 
to  the  potential  problems  of  credibility  which 
might  arise  because  a  new  system  is  being 
instituted  in  the  largest  city  in  the  Common- 
wealth by  a  Mayor  who  is  himself  an  unan- 
nounced candidate  for  the  gubernatorial 
election  to  be  held  this  year.  Such  problems, 
though  present,  seem  unavoidable,  since 
Boston  has  either  a  local,  state,  or  national 
election  every  year. 

E.  Even  though  the  appropriation  order 
was  not  referred  to  this  committee  initially, 
the  consideration  of  this  committee  covered 
the  items  raised  by  the  request  for  funds. 
Therefore  the  committee  recommends  against 
further  consideration  at  this  time  by  another 
committee.  It  is  our  recommendation  that 
the  appropriation  request  be  approved  by  the 
Council,  as  submitted,  and  conditioned  upon 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  report.

ATKINS  moved  that  the  message  of 
the  Mayor  and  order  for  appropriation  of 
$85,000  for  hiring  civilians  to  perform  the  annual 
listing  of  residents  (referred  January  12,  1970) 
be  recalled  from  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  and  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


EFFORTS  BY   MASSACHUSETTS  PORT 
AUTHORITY  TO  PURCHASE  TRANS- 
ITRON   CORPORATION 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  call  on  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to  cease  and  de- 
sist from  its  efforts  to  purchase  the  Transitron 
Corporation  property  in  the  East  Boston  section; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Economic 
Development  Commission  be  empowered  and 
requested  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  are 
any  funds  under  the  statutes  which  could  be 
made  available  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  this 
firm  in  remaining  in  the  present  location. 

Coun.  ArKINS  moved  that  the  order  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following : 

"And  be  it  further  ordered  that  a  hearing 
be  held  by  the  appropriate  committee  to  be 
named  by  the  President  no  later  than  Thursday, 
January  22,  1970,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
testimony  from  the  Economic  Development 
Commission  and  from  such  other  interested 
parties  as  may  be  designated  by  the  committee 
chairman." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rules. 

Later  in  the  session  President  PIEMONTE 
designated  the  Executive  Committee  as  the  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  foregoing  order.

TEMPORARY    EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE   REPORT 

Conn.  ATKINS,  for  the  Temporary  Executive 
Committee,  submitted  the  following: 
Report  of  the  Temporary  Executive  Committee 

Mr.  President,  your  Temporary  Executive 
Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  on  January 
12,  1970,  an  order  concerning  the  hiring  of 
civilian  listing  officers,  makes  the  following  re- 
port: 

I.  The  order  dealing  with  civilian  listing 
officers  was  stimulated  by  the  Mayor's  request 
for  an  $85,000  appropriation  to  hire  civilians 
who  would  replace  police  officers  in  compiling 
the  annual  listing  of  Roston  residents.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  appropriation  request  itself 
was  not  referred  to  this  committee.  Neverthe- 
less, it  was  not  possible  or  feasible  to  discuss  the 
proposed  hiring  of  civilian  listers  without  also 
discussing  the  probable  cost  to  our  taxpayers. 

II.  In  pursuing  this  matter,  the  committee 
held  two  public  hearings  —  on  January  14  and 
January  16.  At  the  first  hearing,  to  which  were 
invited  representatives  from  the  Election  De- 
partment, the  Mayor's  Office,  and  the  Police 
Department,  it  became  apparent  that  the 
Mayor's  Office  had  failed  to  think  through  the 
several  issues  involved  and  was  not  prepared  to 
answer  the  questions  raised  by  the  committee 
members.  Therefore  the  chairman  recessed  the 
meeting,  after  instructing  the  administrative 
spokesmen  to  prepare  specific,  written  answers 
to  the  following  questions: 

A.  How  will  the  proposed  system  result  in 
more  accurate  listings? 

R.     How  many  police  will  be  relieved  of 
nonpolice' '  functions  ? 

C.  How  will  the  system  save  money? 

D.  How  will  the  civilian  listing  officers  be 
chosen?  What  will  be  the  standards  for  em- 
ployment?   How  many  are  to  be  hired? 

E.  How  will  the  listing  officers  be  guaran- 
teed access  to  homes  and  protection  while  per- 
forming their  function? 

F.  How  will  the  proposed  system  operate, 
step  by  step? 

The  answers  to  these  question  are  as  follows: 
Question:  How  will  this  system  result  in  mor 
accurate  listings? 

Answer:  There  is  no  guarantee  that  a  listing  of 
residents  compiled  by  civilians  will  be  more  ac- 
curate than  a  listing  compiled  by  police  officers. 
The  Police  Department  had  several  advantages 
in  conducting  the  listing: 

1.  Residents  were  accustomed  to  police 
officers  taking  the  listing. 

2.  Police  officers  were  experienced  in  this 
work  and  familiar  with  the  way  it  sould  be 
done. 

3.  Police  officers  had  relatively  fewer 
problems  in  getting  access  to  buildings  than 
civilians  might  have. 

However,  a  system  which  employs  civilian 
officers  might  also  have  several  advantages: 

1.  Listing  officers  working  within  their  own 
neighborhoods  will  be  representative  of  the 
kind  of  people  who  live  in  that  neighborhood, 
and  could  be  expected  to  be  familiar  with  the 
geographic  area  in  which  they  are  working. 

2.  In  some  neighborhoods,  the  ability  to 
speak  a  second  language  may  improve  the 
accuracy  of  listing.  For  example,  people  who 
can  speak   Italian  in   East  Roston  and   the 


North  End  might  obtain  more  accurate  infor- 
mation than  non-Italian  speakers.  Similarly, 
people  who  speak  Spanish  might  obtain  more 
accurate  listings  in  the  South  End  and  sec- 
tions of  Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain. 

3.  Furthermore,  civilian  listing  officers  will 
be  conducting  this  census  as  their  only  func- 
tion. 

4.  Police  officers  engaged  in  resident  listing 
might  be  called  upon  during  the  course  of  the 
day  for  other  duties,  or  to  answer  emergency 
calls,  interrupting  the  continuity  of  the  listing 
process,  with  the  resulting  loss  of  efficiency 
and  accuracy. 

5.  The  Listing  Roard  hopes  to  utilize  the 
experience  of  the  police  officers  and  Police 
Department  in  conducting  the  resident  census 
by  employing  experienced  police  officers  in 
each  district  as  coordinators  and  supervisors. 
These  officers  will  play  a  key  role  in  the  day-to- 
day supervision  of  civilian  listing  officers 
and  in  the  initial  training  of  these  personnel. 

Question:  How  will  the  listing  officers  be 
chosen: 

a.  What  standards? 

b.  How  many  to  be  hired? 
Answer:  a.  The  listing  officers  will  be  em- 
ployed from  the  neighborhoods  in  which  they 
are  to  work.  Since  the  job  of  going  door  to  door 
is  a  physically  demanding  one,  each  applicant 
will  be  required  to  pass  (1)  a  physical  examina- 
tion given  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  Further,  to  insure  the  safety  of 
Roston  residents,  each  applicant  will  make  out 
(2)  a  security  form  which  will  be  processed  and 
checked  by  the  Roston  Police  Department.  In 
hiring  listing  officers  (3)  priority  will  be  given  to 
those  who  demonstrate  a  broad  knowledge  of 
the  area  in  which  they  are  to  work;  (4)  to  those 
who  can  speak  a  second  language  in  appropriate 
neighborhoods;  and  (5)  to  people  who  can 
arrange  their  hours  flexibly,  guaranteeing  a  min- 
imum of  four  hours  work  per  weekday  and  a 
willingness  to  work  on  weekends.  (6)  In  hiring 
listing  officers  preference  will  be  given  to  existing 
city  employees  and  to  the  relatives  of  city  em- 
ployees, providing  they  meet  the  above  criteria. 
(7)  Each  employee  will  be  processed  by  the 
Personnel  Section  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  on  a  temporary  thirty-day  appoint- 
ment. (8)  Rules  regarding  preference  for  veter- 
ans will  of  course  be  maintained  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Office. 

b.  The  number  of  listing  officers  to  be  hired 
in  each  neighborhood  will  be  based  upon  the 
number  of  man-hours  of  work  to  be  done.  The 
Listing  Roard  intends  to  be  flexible  in  this  re- 
gard. For  example,  we  estimate  there  are  1,281 
man-hours  of  listing  in  East  Roston.  Twelve 
people  working  an  average  of  four  hours  a  day 
could  complete  the  listing  in  East  Roston  in 
twenty-seven  days.  Obviously,  twenty-four 
people  could  be  employed  to  complete  the  listing 
in  one  half  that  time.  The  number  of  people 
to  be  hired  in  each  district  will  be  determined 
by  the  amount  of  time  required  to  do  the  job 
within  statutory  limits.  The  initial  plans  of 
the  Listing  Roard  were  to  employ  200  listing 
officers  and  forty  listing  clerks,  permitting  the 
listing  process  to  be  completed  prior  to  the 
end  of  February.  At  this  point  it  looks  as  if 
the  greater  number  of  people  will  need  to  be 
employed  in  order  to  meet  that  deadline. 
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Question:  How  will  the  listing  officers  be 
guaranteed  access  and  protection  while  perform- 
ing their  function? 

Answer:  There  is  no  sure  way  to  guarantee 
access  to  residential  units  to  either  civilian  listing 
officers  or  police  officers.  In  most  sections  of 
the  city  police  officers  would  have  much  less 
trouble  gaining  access  than  would  civilians. 
However,  to  insure  that  the  public  is  fully  in- 
formed about  the  listing  process,  the  Board 
intends  to  publish  advertisements  in  the  daily 
newspapers  and  in  the  neighborhood  weekly 
newspapers,  informing  the  public  about  the  list- 
ing process.  In  addition,  public  service  an- 
nouncements will  be  made  on  the  local  radio 
and  TV  stations.  The  listing  officers  will  have 
identification  cards  with  their  pictures  on  them. 
The  Board  recognizes  that  in  some  neighbor- 
hoods citizens  might  still  be  reluctant  to  open 
their  doors  to  strange  civilians.  Experienced 
police  officers  have  suggested  that  in  such  neigh- 
borhoods it  might  be  advisable  to  send  out  a 
man  and  a  woman  in  a  team,  which  might 
solve  some  of  the  problem  of  access. 

The  Board  is  very  concerned  about  the  pro- 
tection of  listing  officers  in  the  conduct  of  their 
duties.  In  most  areas  of  the  city  listing  during 
the  daylight  hours  by  single  individuals  offers 
no  great  risk.  Listing  during  the  evening  may 
be  risky  in  some  areas  of  the  city,  in  which  case 
the  Board  intends  to  experiment  with  a  variety 
of  arrangements,  relying  upon  the  police  officers 
in  the  local  police  stations  for  advice.  In  some 
areas,  for  example,  it  may  prove  advisable  to 
have  listing  officers  work  in  pairs  during  the 
evening,  whereas  this  might  not  be  neccessary 
in  other  areas. 

Question:  How  many  police  will  be  relieved 
of  nonpolice  functions? 

Answer:  The  attached  chart  shows  the  num- 
ber of  police  officers  employed  in  listing  duties 
during  1969.  Superintendent  Taylor  will  testify 
regarding  the  number  of  men  transferred  from 
the  night  shift  to  the  day  shift  during  the  listing 
period.  Such  transfers,  of  course,  limit  the 
number  of  police  available  to  respond  to  calls 
during  the  evening  hours

Question:    How  will  the  system  save  money? 

Answer:  In  past  years  no  appropriation  for 
personnel  Lo  conduct  the  listing  was  necessary 
since  the  time  spent  by  police  officers  was  al- 
ready included  in  the  Police  Department 
budget.  This  year  an  appropriation  for  civilian 
listing  officers  will  be  required,  and  to  that 
extent  the  listing  process  will  cost  more  than  in 
the  past. 

It  may  be  helpful,  however,  to  examine  the 
cost  of  having  the  Police  Department  conduct 
the  listing  as  compared  to  the  cost  of  having  the 
listing  done  by  civilians. 

In  1969  police  personnel  spent  6,055  man- 
days  (approximately  36,000  man-hours)  en- 
gaged in  listing  duty.  At  the  1969  rate  of  pay 
for  police  officers  (approximately  $4  an  hour) 
the  cost  of  resident  listing  was  slightly  more 
than  $225,000. 

The  1970  rate  of  pay  for  police  officers  is 
approximately  $5,  with  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  cost.  Were  the  listing  to  be  conducted 
by  police  officers  on  special  duty  or  on  overtime, 
as  desired  by  th  Patrolman's  Association,  the 
cost   per    hour   would    be   approximately  $7.50. 

These  costs  are  to  be  compared  with  the 
anticipated  pay  rates  of  $2.50  per  hour  for 
civilian  listing  officers  and  $3  per  hour  for  listing 
clerks. 

Question:  How  will  the  system  operate  step  by 
step? 

Answer:  1.  For  each  resident  listed  in  1969 
an  IBM  card  is  already  printed. 

2.  These  cards  are  sent  to  each  police  precinct 
station,  where  they  will  be  checked  in  by  the 
supervising  police  officers  and  civilian  clerks 
against  a  master  list  of  all  buildings  and  suite 
numbers  in  the  district. 

3.  Packs  of  cards  will  be  assigned  daily  to 
the  listers  who  go  door  to  door  verifying  and  up- 
dating the  information  necessary  for  the  listing. 
At  a  house  in  which  there  are  no  new  persons 
to  be  listed  and  no  changes  in  listing  from  the 
previous  year,  the  appropriate  cards  are  marked 
as  "correct." 

4.  If  changes  are  needed  on  existing  cards, 
they  are  marked  to  be  changed,  and  the  ap- 
priate  changes  are  written  onto  the  card. 

5.  Should  an  individual  have  moved  or  died 
within  the  previous  year,  the  cards  are  marked 
accordingly. 

6.  If  a  house  contains  new  residents  or  if  a 
resident  of  a  house  has  become  twenty  years  of

age  within  the  previous  year,  a  yellow  IBM- 
style  card  is  written  out  by  the  lister. 

7.  Each  day  listers  will  bring  their  assigned 
cards  back  to  the  police  station,  where  they  are 
checked  in  by  the  police  officers  and  civilian 
clerks.  This  is  the  first  check  for  accuracy.  A 
police  officer  experienced  in  listing  knows  ap- 
proximately how  many  new  listings  and  changes 
should  appear  in  each  district. 

8.  If  the  cards  turned  in  by  the  lister  vary 
from  that  expectation,  that  set  will  be  spot- 
checked  by  sending  out  a  second  lister  or  a 
police  officer  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  in- 
formation. 

9.  The  cards  of  persons  who  were  not  con- 
tacted by  the  lister  on  his  first  visit  are  set  aside 
and  assigned  to  a  second  lister  who  will  be  going 
out  at  a  different  time  of  day  or  on  a  weekend. 

10.  If  a  person  is  not  home  at  the  time  of  the 
second  visit,  a  card  will  be  left  asking  him  to 
telephone  the  Little  City  Hall  or  police  station 
to  inform  them  when  someone  will  be  at  the 
house  to  speak  with  the  lister. 

11.  After  receiving  this  phone  call,  or  after  an 
appropriate  wait,  a  third  visit  will  be  made. 
The  lister  proceeds  in  this  manner  precinct  by 
precinct. 

12.  As  the  listing  of  each  precinct  is  com- 
pleted, groups  of  cards  are  sent  to  City  Hall 
listing  office,  where  they  are  checked  to  see  if 
made  out  properly. 

13.  Cards  are  then  sent  to  the  IBM  Unit 
for  punching  of  changes  and  new  cards. 

14.  Completed  precincts  are  then  sent  to  the 
Election  Department  to  be  checked  against  the 
previous  year's  voting  list. 

15.  Persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
previous  voting  list  and  who  are  not  marked  as 
moved  or  deceased  on  the  IBM  listing  cards  are 
mailed  return  postcards  by  the  Election  De- 
partment. 

16.  If  such  a  person  was  omitted  from  the 
resident  listing  by  mistake,  his  name  is  restored 
when  he  returns  the  postcard.  In  1969  there 
were  approximately  35,000  such  omitted  listings. 
Approximately  8,200  post  cards  werj  returned 
to  the  Election  Department. 

III.  On  the  basis  of  these  written  responses 
the  committee  reached  the  following  conclusions: 

A.  Too  little  thought  has  been  given  to 
the  problem  of  the  thousands  of  Boston 
voters  who  are  wiped  off  the  voting  lists  be- 
cause of  inefficiency  in  the  listing  process  or 
within  the  Election  Department.  More  than 
100,000  eligible  Boston  voters  are  currently 
unable  to  vote  because  they  are  not  regis- 
tered. At  least  30,000  to  40,000  of  these  have 
been  eliminated  by  the  listing  process.  Still 
others  have  been  discouraged  from  registering 
because  of  the  archaic  requirements  that  have 
to  be  met  and  the  cumbersome  procedures  to 
be  followed. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that 
the  Mayor  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council 
appropriate  home  rule  petitions  seeking  legis- 
lative changes  to  simplify  the  voting  and  reg- 
istration procedures.  This  legislation  should 
seek  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  voting 
process,  but  should  also  guarantee  that  the 
basic  and  constitutional  right  to  vote  is  not 
denied  through  administrative  inefficiency  or 
unnecessary  bureaucratic  procedures.  Along 
this  line,  there  should  be  standard,  simplified 


procedures  by  which  residents  are  listed,  if 
this  listing  process  is  retained  at  all.  Mini- 
mum information  is  needed  for  this  purpose  — 
name,  address,  age,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
citizenship,  residence  as  of  January  1. 

The  committee  strongly  recommends  that 
approval  of  the  appropriation  request  be  con- 
ditioned on  adherence  to  the  written  replies 
mentioned  above,  with  the  exception  that  pri- 
ority shall  be  given  to,  and  only  to,  those  city 
employees  who  are  employed  in  the  uniformed 
departments  —  firemen,  police,  meter  maids, 
school  crossing  guards.  In  such  instances  as 
when  the  uniformed  personnel  are  not  pro- 
ficient in  a  language  spoken  by  a  large  number 
of  residents  in  a  given  neighborhood,  the 
Listing  Board  may  hire  other  persons  to  ac- 
company the  uniformed  personnel. 

The  only  justification  for  giving  preference 
to  anyone  is  that  the  preferred  person  is  some- 
how better  equipped  by  experience,  appear- 
ance in  uniform,  etc.,  to  perform  the  needed 
task.  This  should  not  be  seen  as  an  effort  to 
compensate  for  salary  levels  that  might  be  too 
low. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  listing  process 
will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  hiring 
of  local  residents  to  do  listing  within  their 
own  communities,  thereby  eliminating  most 
language  barriers  and  many  problems  of  access 
and  security  while  performing  the  functions. 

The  committee  recommends  that  all  of  the 
uniformed  city  employees  be  adequately  and 
appropriately  notified  of  the  procedure  and 
dates  for  applying  to  become  civilian  listers, 
and  that  this  be  worked  out  by  the  relevant 
departmental  heads  and  collective  bargaining 
agents. 

C.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  of 
the  committee  members,  including  the  chair- 
man, strongly  question  the  assumption  that 
one  person  will  be  able  to  acquire  twenty 
listings  per  hour.  We  therefore  fear  that  the 
requested  amount  will  be  found  to  be  too 
small.  However,  since  the  program  is  new  and 
untried,  we  would  prefer  to  see  an  inadequate 
amount  appropriated,  with  the  result  that  a 
subsequent  request  would  allow  the  oppor- 
tunity to  review  and  monitor  how  well  the 
experiment  worked. 

D.  The  committee,  finally,  calls  attention 
to  the  potential  problems  of  credibility  which 
might  arise  because  a  new  system  is  being 
instituted  in  the  largest  city  in  the  Common- 
wealth by  a  Mayor  who  is  himself  an  unan- 
nounced candidate  for  the  gubernatorial 
election  to  be  held  this  year.  Such  problems, 
though  present,  seem  unavoidable,  since 
Boston  has  either  a  local,  state,  or  national 
election  every  year. 

E.  Even  though  the  appropriation  order 
was  not  referred  to  this  committee  initially, 
the  consideration  of  this  committee  covered 
the  items  raised  by  the  request  for  funds. 
Therefore  the  committee  recommends  against 
further  consideration  at  this  time  by  another 
committee.  It  is  our  recommendation  that 
the  appropriation  request  be  approved  by  the 
Council,  as  submitted,  and  conditioned  upon 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  report.

listing  of  residents  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
report  of  the  Temporary  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted.

The  following  information  is  submitted  in 
reply  to  the  letter  of  December  5,  1969,  from 
Mr.  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director,  Administra- 
tive Services  Department,  concerning  the  City 
Council  order  of  December  1,  1969,  calling  for  a 
study  of  the  utilization  of  foot  patrolmen  in 
modern  police  operations. 

Two  of  the  basic  functions  of  the  patrol  force 
of  an  urban  police  department  are  the  perform- 
ance of  preventive  police  patrol  and  the  answer- 
ing of  citizen  requests  for  police  service.  The 
current  allocation  of  the  patrol  force  to  different 
types  of  patrol  work  (sector  car  patrol,  foot 
patrol,  wagon  patrol,  etc. )  is  made  in  accordance 
with  guidelines  and  constraints  which  take  into 
account  both  demands  for  service  and  needs  for 
preventative  patrol.  Factors  dependent  on  the 
nature  of  a  particular  area,  its  susceptibility  to 
various  types  of  crime,  the  physical  character- 
istics of  the  area,  the  population  density,  the 
number  of  business  and  residential  units,  and 
the  characteristics  of  the  population  are  taken 
into  account  as  well  as  workload  statistics  which 
indicate  the  day-to-day  need  for  police  services. 

To  provide  an  effective  patrol  operation  two 
basic  characteristics  are  necessary  —  communi- 
cations and  mobility.  These  are  essential  for 
effective  prevent  rive  patrol  operations  and 
effective  response  to  calls  for  service.  His- 
torically the  police  officer  became  more  detached 
from  foot  patrol  and  more  attached  to  the  police 
vehicle  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  mo- 
bility and  communications  thus  provided.  The 
escalating  demand  for  police  services,  with  the 
size  of  the  department  remaining  constant,  has 
placed  a  premium  on  the  most  effective  use  of 
the  patrol  force.  In  order  to  make  the  best  use 
of  the  patrol  time  available  for  preventative 
patrol,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  mobility  so  that 
one  or  two  men  can  provide  preventative  patrol 
services  for  a  large  area.  Thus  the  escalating 
demand  for  police  services  has  caused  the  police 
officer  to  become  isolated  from  some  of  the  more 
intimate  personal  contacts  of  the  past. 

At  the  present  time  foot  patrol  is  performed 
in  those  areas  in  which  analysis  indicates  that 
foot  patrol  is  the  best  suited  patrol  method. 
These  areas  include  various  business  sections, 
housing    projects,    etc.     In    addition    to    these 


regular  foot  patrol  assignments,  the  Tactical 
Patrol  Force  is  deployed  on  foot  at  times  to 
combat  particular  problems  as  the  need  demands. 
When  justification  exists,  officers  are  also  as- 
signed on  paid  overtime  foot  patrol  duty  to 
augment  regular  patrols.  All  patrol  personnel 
have  been  directed  to  keep  in  as  close  contact  as 
possible  with  business  establishments  and  citizens 
on  their  sectors;  however,  the  steady  increase 
in  calls  for  service  requires  that  more  and  more 
of  the  time  of  the  patrol  officer  is  spent  answering 
calls,  reducing  the  amount  of  time  available  for 
preventative  patrol  and  citizen  contact. 

Given  the  present  department  resources  a 
major  expansion  of  foot  patrol  could  come  only 
at  a  major  sacrifice  of  our  ability  to  respond  to 
calls  for  service  and  perform  preventative  patrol. 
With  the  current  increases  in  calls  for  services, 
the  remaining  patrol  time  must  be  devoted 
to  highly  visible,  highly  mobile  preventative 
patrol.  Large  areas  must  be  covered  and  random 
patterns  must  be  maintained  in  order  to  provide 
effective  crime  prevention  and  control. 

The  development  of  an  effective  and  practical 
means  of  communicating  with  an  officer  when 
he  leaves  his  vehicle  has  overcome  one  of  the 
previous  drawbacks  to  increasing  the  amount 
of  foot  patrol  by  the  patrol  force.  The  advent 
of  portable  communications  transceivers  has 
made  it  possible  for  police  officers  to  leave  their 
vehicles  and  still  remain  in  communication  with 
the  dispatcher  to  respond  to  emergency  calls 
and,  if  necessary,  to  summon  aid  or  report  on 
conditions.  The  department  has  begun  acquir- 
ing such  equipment  at  the  maximum  rate  that 
our  resources  will  permit,  and  this  year's  budget 
requests  include  funds  for  a  number  of  additional 
transceivers  to  provide  communications  with 
officers  on  foot.  In  those  districts  that  have 
been  equipped  with  these  transceivers  we  have 
inaugurated  several  experimental  programs  in- 
volving new  patrol  methods.  As  more  portable 
communications  equipment  is  put  into  service, 
we  will  have  more  and  more  flexibility  to  per- 
form foot  patrol  while  still  maintaining  our 
capability  to  respond  to  calls  for  service. 

In  another  effort  to  improve  our  patrol  cover- 
age, the  department  is  developing  a  new  records 
and  reporting  system.  By  simplifying  reporting 
procedures  and  by  reducing  time  consumed  in 
paper  work,  the  department  will  increase  the 
amount  of  patrol  time  available  to  the  patrol 
force.  In  this  light,  also,  the  department  is  now 
designing  a  new  dispatching  system  and  vehicular 
communications  system  which  will  allow  more 
effective  control  of  patrol  units,  reducing  time 
in  answering  calls  for  service  and  thus  increasing 
patrol  time.  Funds  have  been  requested  in  our 
1970  budget  to  implement  these  new  systems. 

The  developing  concept  of  patrol  operation 
in  our  department  does  not  focus  on  the  distinc- 
tion between  auto  patrol,  foot  patrol,  scooter 
patrol,  etc.,  but  focuses  on  the  concept  of  a 
"patrol  unit,"  a  combination  of  various  re- 
sources —  men,  communications,  mobility,  etc. 
—  which  can  be  applied  as  conditions  warrant 
to  best  provide  police  services.  Through  proper 
supervision,  proper  planning,  and  proper  manage- 
ment we  hope  to  operate  our  patrol  forces  so 
that  a  given  patrol  unit  —  for  example,  two  men, 
one  car,  two  walkie-talkies,  and  related  equip- 
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ment  —  can  provide  the  type  of  service  that 
is  demanded  by  particular  conditions  and  be 
instantaneously  adaptable  to  sudden  changes  in 
conditions.  Such  a  unit  will  sometimes  operate 
as  two  foot  patrolmen,  sometimes  as  a  two-man 
car,  sometimes  as  a  one-man  car  and  a  foot 
patrolman,  or  sometimes  in  combination  with 
other  patrol  units  to  form  a  selective  enforce- 
ment squad  or  other  special  purpose  unit.  It  is 
our  policy  that  greater  service  and  greater 
efficiency  can  be  provided  to  the  public  by 
sophisticating  our  management  policies  and 
controls  to  make  our  entire  patrol  force  as 
flexible  and  adaptable  as  possible,  rather  than 
designating  a  few  officers  as  "foot  patrolmen" 
and  losing  the  ability  to  respond  to  changes 
in  conditions. 

Taking  into  account  days  off,  vacations,  etc., 
it  takes  approximately  five  officers  to  fill  one 
foot  patrol  post  around  the  clock.  The  cost  of 
these  men  will  soon  be  approaching  $75,000 
(taking  into  account  benefits,  overhead,  etc.). 
For  an  additional  $1,800  per  year  the  foot 
patrolman  can  be  given  the  added  resource  of  a 
vehicle,  available  to  respond  to  emergencies, 
to  move  from  area  to  area,  to  store  special  equip- 
ment, etc.  Thus  small  increase  in  cost  provides 
a  vast  increase  in  the  officer's  ability  to  respond 
and  adapt  to  changing  situations.  To  not  take 
advantage  of  such  increased  effectiveness  at 
such  insignificant  increase  in  cost  would  be  poor 
management. 

By  combining  all  of  the  factors  enumerated 
above  the  department  is  striving  to  overcome 
the  ever-increasing  proportion  of  patrol  time 
taken  up  by  calls  for  service  and  to  increase  the 
amount  of  preventative  patrol  performed.  We 
are  striving  to  increase  police-citizen,  person-to- 
person  contact  not  by  increasing  the  number 
of  officers  on  foot  patrol,  but  by  providing 
resources,  policies,  and  management  so  that  a 
significant  percentage  of  the  time  of  all  patrol 
officers  is  spent  patrolling  on  foot  and  meeting 
with,  reassuring,  and  getting  to  know  residents, 
businessmen,  children,  and  visitors.  Neces- 
sarily the  providing  of  the  equipment  resources, 
the  personnel  resources,  the  supervisory  re- 
sources, the  training  and  allocation  patterns  for 
such  an  operation  requires  considerable  develop- 
ment. The  department  is  now  at  work  to 
accomplish  this  goal. 

In  addition  to  our  constant  evaluation  of  our 
own  operation,  we  are  maintaining  contact  with 
the  other  police  agencies  in  the  Major  Cities 
group  to  remain  informed  on  the  latest  changes 
in  patrol  methods  and  procedures  and  in  depart- 
ment administration  in  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

As  a  result  of  our  efforts  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  increase  the  amount  of  preventative  patrol, 
increase  police-citizen  contact,  and  effect  a  cor- 
responding decrease  in  the  incidence  of  crime.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

This  letter  is  in  answer  to  the  request  by  the 
City  Council  for  an  investigation  of  the  possi- 
bility of  including  in  the  Boylston-Essex  Street 
Project  that  area  on  Essex  street  known  as  the 
"  Combat  Zone." 

As  you  know,  the  overall  CBD  Plan  includes 
the  total  redevelopment  of  the  block  bounded  by 
Tremont,  Boylston,  Washington,  and  Stuart 
streets  (the "Hinge"  Block).  The  planning  goal 
is  to  upgrade  this  heart  of  the  entertainment 
district  and  eliminate  the  majority  of  the  most 
blighting  influences  in  the  area.  The  Boylston- 
Essex  Project  itself  is  very  small  and  will  simply 
eliminate  a  traffic  problem  by  realigning  Boyl- 
ston street,  at  Washington  street,  to  flow 
directly  into  Essex  street. 

At  this  time  it  is  very  doubtful  that  HUD 
would  approve  either  the  inclusion  of  the ' '  Hinge 
Block"  in  the  Boylston-Essex  Project  or  the 
creation  of  a  new  "mini  project"  in  this  district. 
The  costs  for  acquisition  alone  would  be  in 
excess  of  $4  million.  However,  renewal  of  this 
area,  in  accordance  with,  the  CBD  Plan,  is 
high  in  priority  within  the  downtown  program; 
and  we  are  working  closely  with  the  Boston 
Study  Group  (a  nonprofit  civic  organization 
which  has  voluntarily  been  studying  the  area) 
on  a  development  proposal  for  the  Hinge  Block. 
It  is  hoped  that  a  feasible  method  for  the  early 
redevelopment  of  this  area  can  be  achieved 
through  a  nonfederally  assisted  project  and/or 
private  development,  and  that  the  BRA  will 
continue  to  strive  for  such  action.

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Mental  Betarda- 
tion, consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  parks  and 
recreation  and  the  commissioner  of  health  and 
hospitals,  ex  officiis,  or  their  respective  designees, 
and  seven  persons  appointed  by  the  mayor,  each 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  In  making 
the  appointments  to  be  made  by  him,  the  mayor 
shall  give  consideration  to  the  appointment  of 
persons  associated  with,  or  representative  of,  the 


division  of  social  and  rehabilitation  services  in 
the  federal  department  of  health,  education, 
and  welfare,  the  area  director  for  community 
mental  health  and  retardation  area  VI  in  the 
commonwealth,  the  division  of  special  education 
in  the  city's  school  department,  and  the  Greater 
Boston  Association  for  Retarded  Children,  and 
three  inhabitants  of  the  city  who  are  parents  of 
retarded  children  and  indicate  a  willingness  to 
serve  on  the  board. 

The  mayor  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate 
one  of  the  members  of  the  board  as  chairman. 
The  vice-chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  board 
by  majority  vote.  The  board  may  appoint  a 
clerical  assistant. 

All  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mission on  mental  retardation  to  meet  at  least 
once  each  month:  to  coordinate  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent  the  work  of  all  public  and  private 
agencies  dealing  with  the  problems  besetting  the 
parents  of  children  who  are  mentally  retarded 
and  assisting  retarded  children  in  any  manner; 
to  bring  about  a  continual  dialogue  and  exchange 
of  views  between  federal,  state,  and  local 
agencies  concerned  with  the  effective  adminis- 
tration of  programs  for  the  mentally  retarded; 
to  conduct,  either  independently  or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  school  committee  of  the  city  or 
any  other  appropriate  agency,  such  education 
programs  as  the  board  deems  necessary;  to  co- 
ordinate the  existing  recreational  programs  for 
retarded  children  and  to  initiate  where  ap- 
propriate new  and  innovative  recreational  pro- 
grams for  retarded  children.

Whereas,  The  Chief  Judge  of  the  Boston

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested 
to  confer  with  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  so  that  a  test  case 
may  get  adjudicated  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  on  the  issue  of  the  ordinance's  validity 
or/and  the  City  Council's  power  to  enact  such 
an  ordinance.

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  RE  PRINTING 
SECTION 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Testimony  given  to  the  City  Council, 
most  recently  at  a  hearing  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance  held  on  January  22, 
1970,  has  indicated  that  the  City  Printing  Office 
has  a  tremendous  backlog  of  work  and  is  far 
behind  in  its  assignments  and  that  commercial 
printing  or  other  duplication  of  city  reports 
might  in  some  instances  save  not  only  time  but 
money;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  said  hearing,  it  developed 
that  the  financial  report  for  the  city's  fiscal  year 
1968  has  not  yet  been  completed  or  sent  to  the 
Printing  Office,  and  no  adequate  explanation 
was  given,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  investigate  the 
possibility  of  improving  the  system  of  producing 
city  reports  and  that  it  inquire  into  the  reason 
for  the  delays  in  the  City  Auditor's  office  in 
submitting  reports  to  the  Printing  Office. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  third 
paragraph  of  the  foregoing  (which  is  the  "Be  It 
Ordered"  clause)  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth 
line  everything  after  the  word  "in"  after  the 
word  "delays"  and  in  the  fifth  line  the  first  two 
words,  so  that  it  would  then  read  "and  that  it 
inquire  into  the  reason  for  the  delays  in  the 
printing  office."

BUDGET  FOR  1970 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  2,  1970. 

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909  as  amended,  the  operating  budget  for 
the  city,  county,  and  income  departments  for 
the  year  1970. 
City  Budget 

The  city  budget  has  increased  from  $160,755,- 
244  in  1969  to  $175,774,816  in  1970,  an  increase 
of  $15,019,572.  This  is  an  increase  of  9  percent 
from  the  1969  budget.    The  cost  of  living  in  the 
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Boston  area  increased  6.1  percent  from  1968  to 
1969,  and  this  drastic  increase  affects  the  city  as 
much  as  the  consumer.  In  addition,  we  are  also 
bringing  the  city  employees'  pay  scale  into  line 
with  pay  scales  outside  of  the  city  government 
under  the  terms  of  the  three-year  contract 
signed  with  the  employee  union  representatives 
in  1969.  We  are  also  taking  important  action 
to  correct  the  deterioration  of  the  city's  build- 
ings and  facilities  which  have  suffered  many 
years  of  neglect. 

To  keep  pace  with  a  highly  inflationary  econ- 
omy and  at  the  same  time  providing  adequate 
funds  for  the  continuation  of  our  current  pro- 
grams and  adding  funds  for  vital  new  programs, 
while  holding  the  overall  city  budget  increase  to 
9  percent  reflects  great  credit  on  the  quality  of 
management  of  this  administration. 

The  personal  services  increase  required  to 
provide  for  the  cost  in  1970  of  the  city's  wage 
agreement  with  the  employees  union  representa- 
tives, as  well  as  the  cost  of  annual  step-rate  in- 
creases in  the  city's  pay  plan,  totals  over 
$8,400,000.  The  city  budget  includes  almost 
$9,000,000  for  increases  necessary  for  the  con- 
tinuation 'of  our  current  programs.  Among 
these  increases  are  $1,259,000  for  the  city's  share 
of  the  hospital  and  insurance  plan  for  the  city's 
employees;  $500,000  for  the  increased  cost  of 
veterans'  benefits;  $2,032,000  to  provide  for  the 
increased  needs  of  the  city  hospitals  beyond  the 
cost  of  wage  increases;  $946,000  in  the  Public 
Facilities  Department's  budget  to  provide  for  a 
stepped-up  repair  and  maintenance  program; 
$759,000  in  the  Public  Works  budget  to  provide 
for  increased  contractual  costs  as  well  as  an 
improved  street  maintenance  program;  and 
$602,000  in  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment budget  to  provide  for  improved  recreation 
programs  and  playground  maintenance.  Also 
included  is  $1,309,000  for  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  payment  of  bills  the  department  owes 
to  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  for 
services  rendered  prior  to  the  assumption  of 
welfare  responsibility  by  the  state  government, 
but  since  the  same  amount  of  money  becomes 
hospital  revenue,  this  item  amounts  to  a  book- 
keeping transaction. 

The  new  programs  provided  for  in  this  budget 
total  only  $1,536,000;  included  among  these  are 
$276,000  for  a  tow  truck  program  to  clear  the 
city  streets  of  parking  violators,  and  $950,000 
for  new  hospital  programs,  among  which  are  two 
new  intensive  care  units,  a  new  obstetrical  and 
gynecologic  facility,  inpatient  and  day  care 
treatment  of  drug  addiction,  and  four  primary 
care  outreach  centers  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 


County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  from 
$13,904,381  in  1969  to  $15,696,418  in  1970,  an 
increase  of  $1,792,037.  The  city  has  very  little 
control  over  the  increase  in  this  budget  since  it 
is  largely  determined  by  special  acts  of  the  legis- 
lature and  actions  of  the  judicial  system.  Fund- 
ing salary  increase  in  1970  accounts  for  $1,477,- 
000  of  the  increase. 

Income  Departments 

The  income  departments  budget  increased 
from  $7,396,246  in  1969  to  $8,179,773  in  1970, 
an  increase  of  $783,527.  This  increase  will  be 
financed  from  increased  income  of  these  de- 
partments. 

The  Financial  Problems 

The  untenable  fiscal  position  of  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  discussed  so  may  times  it  has 
become  a  tedious  subject.  However,  I  would  be 
neglecting  my  duty  if  I  did  not  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  point  out  once  again  the  facts  which 
have  made  our  position  untenable. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  the  commercial  and 
cultural  center  of  a  large  metropolitan  area. 
However,  we  are  restricted  to  the  property  tax 
as  the  source  of  two-thirds  of  our  revenue,  and 
almost  50  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  prop- 
erty in  the  city  is  exempt  from  the  property 
tax.  The  major  urban  problems  faced  by  the 
City  of  Boston  are  national  problems  rather 
than  local  problems.  Yet  the  financial  assistance 
provided  by  the  state  and  federal  governments 
is  wholly  inadequate  and  inequitable.  The  state 
government,  rather  than  assisting  in  overcoming 
these  problems,  sees  fit  instead  to  place  addi- 
tional burdens  on  the  city  by  levying  various 
assessments.  The  City  of  Boston  cannot  hope 
to  reduce  the  tax  burden  on  the  property  owner 
until  such  time  as  the  federal  government  lives 
up  to  its  responsibility  to  provide  major  city 
governments  with  the  financial  resources  to 
combat  the  national  urban  problems,  and  the 
state  government  alters  its  discriminatory  atti- 
tude by  providing  an  equitable  share  of  state 
funds  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  by  permitting 
the  City  of  Boston  to  make  major  revisions  in 
its  tax  structure. 

Until  such  time  as  the  federal  and  state  gov- 
ernments accept  their  responsibilities,  we  have 
no  choice  but  to  act  as  responsibly  as  we  can. 
I  trust  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  also  act 
in  a  responsible  manner.

COMPARISON  OF  ESTIMATED  EX- 
PENDITURES AND  REVENUES  BE- 
TWEEN  1969   AND   1970 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  2,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

You  were  presented  recently  with  the  1970 
operating  budgets  for  the  city,  county,  and  in- 
come departments  as  well  as  my  letter  of  trans- 
mittal describing  the  highlights  of  these  budgets 
and  the  fiscal  problems  facing  the  city  govern- 
ment. However,  I  wish  at  this  time  to  describe 
for  you  the  complete  financial  situation  of  the 
city  based  on  the  best  estimates  we  can  make  at 
the  present  time. 

The  attached  table  presents  a  detailed  com- 
parison of  estimated  expenditures  and  revenues 
between  1969  and  1970.  The  1970  estimate  of 
the  city  budget  includes  the  following  increases 
in  cost  which  are  mandatory  for  the  continuance 
of  our  current  programs:  $8,419,579,  required 
payroll  increase  for  the  cost  in  1970  of  the 
civilian  employees'  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment and  step-rate  increases;  $7,648,435  for  the 
cost  in  1970  of  the  police  collective  bargaining 
agreement;  $773,062  for  the  cost  in  1970  of 
achieving  parity  for  the  firemen;  $1,309,569  to 
pay  bills  owed  by  the  Welfare  Department  to 
City  Hospital  for  treatment  of  indigents  ren- 
dered prior  to  assumption  of  welfare  responsi- 
bility by  the  state  government;  $193,300  to  pay 
the  clothing  allowance  to  the  firemen  as  agreed 
in  their  contract;  $214,080  to  pay  the  increased 
power  cost  of  improved  street  lighting;  $161,348 
to  provide  for  the  escalation  clause  in  the  city's 
rubbish  collection  contracts;  $500,000  for  the 
increased  cost  of  veterans'  benefits  as  required 
by  state  law;  $107,917  for  the  required  increase 
to  12  percent  of  the  Library's  budget  for  book 
purchases  and  periodicals  to  qualify  for  state 
did;  $2,032,295  for  the  continuation  of  current 
operations  in  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Depart- 
ment so  that  future  accreditation  inspections 
will  not  uncover  additional  points  of  criticism 
at  Boston  City  Hospital;  and  $1,259,400  to 
provide  for  the  city's  50  percent  share  of  the 
increased  cost  of  employees'  hospital  and  in- 
surance plans. 

These  mandatory  increases,  if  no  other  in- 
creases were  included  in  the  budget,  would  re- 
quire expenditures  from  the  city  budget  totaling 
over  $178,000,000,  and  requiring  a  tax  rate, 
when  all  other  required  expenditures  are  added 
in  as  shown  on  the  attached  table,  of  $154.70 
per  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation.     In 


addition,  because  we  are  aware  that  under  the 
law  your  Honorable  Body  is  not  able  to  add 
programs  but  can  only  reduce  programs,  we  are 
also  including  in  the  recommended  budget,  for 
your  consideration,  programs  which  we  consider 
to  be  of  high  priority.  The  total  additional  cost 
of  these  programs  is  almost  $5,200,000  and 
would,  if  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body, 
increase  the  required  tax  rate  to  $157.90  per 
thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation. 

These  programs  include  $946,199  for  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Facilities  to  provide  for  in- 
creased repairs  and  maintenance  of  city  build- 
ings and  land;  $287,500  for  an  increase  in  the 
federally  assisted  program  for  demolition  of 
unsafe  structures;  $383,800  for  improved  street 
and  bridge  maintenance;  $602,205  for  improved 
recreation  program  and  playground  mainte- 
nance; $950,000  for  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  to  correct  points  of  criticism  on 
which  the  City  Hospital  lost  its  accreditation, 
as  well  as  to  provide  drug  addiction  treatment; 
$276,200  for  the  tow  truck  program  to  clear  the 
city's  streets  of  parking  violators  obstructing 
traffic;  and  $98,500  to  provide  for  the  operation 
of  the  newly  established  Rent  Appeals  Board. 
A  detailed  listing  of  minor  increases  included  in 
the  $5,200,000  increase  will  be  provided  shortly. 

I  am  aware  that  your  Honorable  Body  has 
never,  at  least  in  recent  history,  been  presented 
with  an  estimate  of  the  property  tax  rate  at  the 
time  these  operating  budgets  were  submitted  to 
you  for  your  consideration.  However,  I  believe 
that  this  represents  a  significant  step  forward  in 
improved  management  of  the  city  government, 
since  it  enables  you  to  conduct  your  budget 
hearings  and  reach  your  major  policy  decisions 
on  these  budgets  with  full  knowledge  of  the 
elfect  of  your  decisions  on  the  property  tax  rate, 
whereas  previously  you  were  forced  to  operate 
in  the  dark  without  full  knowledge  of  the  effect 
of  your  budgetary  decision  making. 

I  must  caution  you  that  many  of  the  figures 
on  the  attached  table  are  only  estimates  and  may 
well  change  between  now  and  the  time  that  the 
tax  rate  for  1970  is  officially  established.  When 
significant  changes  in  these  estimates  become 
necessary,  you  will  be  given  full  information  on 
the  extent  of  those  changes. 

It  is  a  painful  task  for  me  to  forecast  such  a 
large  increase  in  the  property  tax  rate;  but, 
in  view  of  the  difficult  circumstances  we  are  in, 
I  believe  we  must  face  the  facts  and  act  as 
responsibly  as  we  can.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
I  am  presenting  you  with  this  information  at 
this  time.

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Pursuant  to  section  6  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966,  I  submit  herewith  for  your  consid- 
eration the  annual  loan  order,  which,  with  cer- 
tain cash  appropriations  within  the  annual 
budget,  as  shown  in  the  attached  table,  will 
enable  carrying  forward  the  capital  projects  of 
the  city  during  1970.  These  new  appropriations 
will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  funds  from  other 
sources  such  as  federal  grants  for  urban  beauti- 
fication  and  open  space,  state  funds  under  chap- 
ter 90  for  road  works,  whatever  may  be  made 
available  for  pollution  control  activity,  and 
existing  loan  authorizations  from  previous  years. 

Besides  continuing  the  annual  public  works 
programs,  and  funding  construction  of  projects 
such  as  the  city  garage  and  fire  stations  for  which 
land  acquisition  and  design  funds  were  approved 
several  years  ago,  the  major  emphasis  this  year 
is  on  renovating,  modernizing,  and  effecting 
extraordinary  repairs  to  city  buildings,  espe- 
cially in  the  area  of  pollution  control,  with  the 
removal  of  the  inefficient  coal  burning  furnaces 
from  our  school  buildings  and  improving  the 
control  devices  at  the  South  Bay  incinerator. 

A  major  program  to  upgrade  our  parks  and 
recreation  facilities  is  also  included.  While  in- 
door recreational  facilities  are  being  provided 
across  the  city  as  an  important  component  of 
our  school  construction  program,  the  relevant 
part  of  the  accompanying  loan  order  is  directed 
at  outdoor  recreational  facilities  and  is  intended 
to  be  utilized  in  conjunction  with  particular 
elforts  to  secure  our  fair  share  of  state  and 
federal  aid  programs  in  this  field. 

I  believe  this  capital  budget  essential,  and  re- 
spectfully recommend  its  approval  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

MINORITY    REPORT   OF   COUNCILLORS 
LANGONE  AND   KERRIGAN 

Couns.  LANGONE  and  KERRIGAN,  for  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance, 
offered  the  following: 

Dockets  663  and  664  are  loan  requests  from 
the  Mayor  for  $10,000,000  and  $90,000,000  for 
new  schools. 

This  appropriation  is  for  the  construction  of 
new  schools  in  various  sections  of  the  city  to 
replace  fifty-eight  schools  now  in  existence  and 
use.  These  buildings  range  in  age  from  forty 
years  to  123  years.  The  Quincy  School  was 
built  in  1847,  some  fifteen  years  before  the 
Civil  War.  Conditions  in  these  schools  are  un- 
bearable and  not  conducive  to  a  good  educational 
program. 

There  are  overcrowded  conditions  as  well  as 
unsanitary  ones.  The  lighting  is  poor.  The 
physical  plants  are  atrocious.  Schools  are 
heated  by  antique  coal-burning  systems  which 
help  to  contribute  to  the  air  pollution  in  the 
vicinity  of  these  schools. 

The  loan  requests  for  the  $100,000,000  are 
merely  for  the  authorization,  not  for  the  expendi- 
ture, of  these  'funds.  Approval  of  this  request 
by  the  City  Council  will  not  cost  the  taxpayer 
any  money  until  the  city  actually  borrows  this 
money. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  contends 
that  mass  purchasing  and  ordering  of  the  ma- 
terials for  all  the  program,  in  a  system  of  co- 
ordinated ordering  and  purchasing  of  materials, 
will  result  in  a  savings  to  the  taxpayer  of  about 
25  percent.  This  could  mean  a  savings  of  many 
millions  to  the  City  of  Roston. 

In  addition,  the  construction  of  these  schools 
will  mean  that  there  will  be  many  new  jobs  in 
various  segments  of  the  building  trades  industry. 
This  is  a  very  important  consideration  which 
the  City  Council  cannot  overlook. 

Secondly,  the  longer  we  delay  construction 
the  more  the  cost  of  construction  increases. 

The  City  Council  in  the  past  always  showed 
great  feeling  and  response  to  the  needs  of  the 
citizens  of  this  city,  particularly  when  they 
alfected  the  educational  needs  of  our  school- 
children. 

This  action  by  the  majority  of  the  City 
Council  committee  certainly  is  not  being  done  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  many  problems  which 
our  antiquated  schools  have  caused,  both  from 
responsibility  of  our  government  to  furnish 
decent  schools  for  our  children  and  from  an 
economic  standpoint. 

Such  action  by  a  majority  of  the  Appropri- 
ations Committee  is  indicative  that  we  are  failing 
to  live  up  to  our  responsibility,  that  is,  to  furnish 
decent  schools  to  our  most  precious  commodity, 
the  schoolchildren  of  today,  who  will  be  the 
citizens  of  tomorrow. 


On  motion  of  Councillor  Saltonstall,  the 
minority  report  was  placed  on  file. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  to  amend  the  pro- 
posed amendment  by  striking  out  the  figure 
"$52,000,000"  where  it  appears  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  figure     $90,000,000." 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  2,  nays  7: 

Yeas — Councillors  Kerrigan,  Langone — 2. 

Nays — Councillors  Atkins,  Hicks,  Iannella, 
O'Leary,  Piemonte,  Saltonstall,  Timilty — 7. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  order  as  amended  was  given  its  first  read- 
ing and  passage,  yeas  9. 

The  order  was  assigned  for  fourteen  days  for 
final  action.

On  behalf  of  the  family  of  the  late  John  B. 
Hynes,  I  wish  to  express  our  sincere  feelings  of 
appreciation  for  the  recent  action  of  the  Audi- 
torium Commission  in  renaming  the  War 
Memorial  Auditorium  in  his  memory. 

I  am  sure  you  will  agree  that  those  who  knew 
him  well  will  remember  him  as  a  humble  and 
gentle  man.  Were  he  still  alive,  we  may  be 
equally  certain  that  he  would  have  shunned  the 
honor  which  his  city  has  conferred  on  him. 

However,  he  also,  undoubtedly,  would  look 
with  some  dismay — as  indeed  his  family  now 
does — upon  more  recent  developments  which 
indicate  a  concerted  movement  by  some  who 
object  to  the  removal  of  the  word  "war"  in  the 
new  designation. 

Although  we  recognize  that  their  actions  are 
sincerely  motivated,  we  feel  compelled  to  ques- 
tion their  lack  of  courtesy  and  concern  for  his 
family  by  neglecting  to  consult  with  us  or  inform 
us  of  their  objections.  And  so,  we  now  make 
known  our  feelings  on  the  matter. 

We  feel  the  proposal  advanced  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  chapter 
of  the  American  Legion  to  retain  the  word 
"war"  in  the  new  designation  is  thoroughly 
objectionable.    We  further  feel  that  such  a  pro- 
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posal  certainly  cannot  be  shared  by  the  majority 
of  State  Legionnaires  and  other  veterans' 
groups. 

As  you  know,  my  father  served  his  country 
in  two  world  wars  and  dedicated  his  life  to  the 
service  of  this  city  he  loved  so  well.  His  family 
feels  that  the  proposed  designation  by  the 
Legion  Committee  does  a  disservice  to  his 
memory  and  the  memory  of  those  who  served 
Lheir  country  in  the  interest  of  peace — not  war. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  the  Auditorium 
was  planned  and  built  for  all  the  people  of 
Boston  and  that  the  designation  chosen  by  your 
Auditorium  Commission,  the  John  B.  Hynes 
Civic  Memorial  Auditorium,  is  in  keeping  with 
its  basic  intent. 

If  the  proposal  of  the  American  Legion  Com- 
mittee to  retain  the  word  "war"  should  be 
acted  upon  favorably,  we,  his  family,  must 
decline  permission  to  use  the  name  John  B. 
Hynes  in  connection  with  it. 

We  trust  that  your  commission,  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  and  veterans'  organizations  will 
understand  and  respect  our  feelings  in  this 
sensitive  matter.

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary  of  the  Great  and  General  Court 
is  in  some  manner  considering  a  document  en- 
titled "An  Act  Permitting  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  to  Take  by  Eminent  Domain 
Certain  Land  in  the  East  Boston  District  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Not  Being  Used  for  Residential 
Purposes,"  which  has  been  identified  as  "House 
Bill  No.  2697";  and 

Whereas,  The  land  described  in  so-called 
"House  Bill  No.  2697"  is  wholly  within  the 
political  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in- 
cludes slightly  less  than  ten  acres,  is  assessed  for 
$500,000  (land  and  buildings),  and  provides  em- 
ployment for  approximately  400  persons;  and 

Whereas,  The  Logan  International  Airport 
presently  is  approximately  2,000  acres  in  extent; 
and 

Whereas,  Article  LXXXIX  of  the  Articles  of 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth provides  that  "the  General  Court  shall 
have  the  power  to  act  in  relation  to  cities  and 
towns  .  .  .  but  only  by  special  laws  en- 
acted on  petitions  filed  or  approved  by  the 
voters  of  a  city  or  town  or  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council";  and 

Whereas,  The  Director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority,  Edward  King,  has  stated  that 
the  land,  if  acquired,  would  become  the  site  of  a 
storage  hangar;  and 

Whereas,  The  land  in  question  is  remote  from 
runway  approaches  and  is  on  the  periphery  of 
the  airport;  and 

Whereas,  Acquisition  of  the  site  entirely 
within  the  City  of  Boston  would  destroy  $500,- 
000  of  assessed  and  taxable  real  estate,  displace 
400  jobs,  eliminate  the  substantial  possibility  of 
further  development  of  the  site,  and  expand  the 
land  area  of  the  Logan  International  Airport  a 
bare  five-tenths  of  1  percent;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  acquisition  of  the  additional 
space  in  this  manner  (i.e.,  so-called  "House  Bill 
No.  2697")  would  be  contrary  to  the  letter  and 
the  spirit  of  the  "Home  Rule  Amendment";  and

Resolved,  That  the  acquisition  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  of  this  parcel  would  be 
inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
the  loss  of  substantial  tax  revenue,  the  dis- 
placing of  hundreds  of  jobs,  and  the  prevention 
of  further  taxable  development;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  op- 
poses any  action  by  the  General  Court  until 
after  such  time  as  we  shall  have  held  at  least 
one  public  hearing  to  evaluate  the  proposed 
land-taking,  to  measure  the  potential  impact

Boston  City  Council, 

January  29,  1970. 
Dr.  Nathan  M.  Pusey, 

President,  Harvard  University. 
Dear  Dr.  Pusey: 

As  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  a 
Harvard  graduate,  I  have  been  concerned  by  the 
current  controversy  regarding  possible  use  of 
the  stadium  by  the  Patriots  football  team. 

While  this  issue  may  not  loom  large  in  the 
total  sweep  of  Harvard's  340-year  history, 
surely  the  price  which  Harvard  is  asked  to  pay 
in  the  interests  of  community  harmony  is  not 
great  either.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  small  act 
of  generosity — such  as  agreeing  to  lease  the 
stadium  to  the  Patriots  at  a  fair  rental  for 
fourteen  Sundays  during  1970  and  1971 — 
would  not  be  amiss  at  this  time  and  would  be 
likely  to  pay  dividends  in  terms  of  good  will 
and  enhancement  of  Boston's  economy. 

Your  recent  letter  to  Mr.  William  Sullivan 
of  the  Patriots  makes  the  point  that  if  Harvard 
were  to  allow  the  stadium  to  be  used  for  pro- 
fessional football  it  would  make  those  who 
participate  in  Harvard  athletics  feel  like  second- 
class  citizens.  My  own  informal  survey  of 
Harvard  undergraduate  opinion,  including  inter- 
views with  members  of  the  Harvard  varsity 
football  team,  does  not  bear  out  this  conclusion. 
However,  if  it  is  important  to  get  an  accurate 
picture  of  the  views  of  the  1  larvard  community, 
and  I  believe  it  is,  let  me  suggest  the  wisdom  of 
allowing  students,  faculty,  and  Greater  Boston 
alumni  (who  will  be  more  familiar  with  the 
problem  than  other  alumni)  to  express  their 
opinion,  perhaps  by  mail  ballot.  If  the  view 
thus  elicited  should  support  the  position  which 
you  have  taken,  this  should  be  helpful  in  laying 
the  matter  to  rest.  But  if  the  Harvard  com- 
munity should  indicate  its  disagreement  with 
you,  this  would  provide  an  occasion  for  you  to 
review  the  conclusion  which  you  have  reached. 

One  further  thought.  Although  your  letter  to 
Mr.  Sullivan  did  not  suggest  a  fear  on  your  part 
that  Harvard  might  sulfer  unfortunate  tax 
consequences  if  the  Patriots  were  allowed  to 
use  the  stadium  for  noncharity  games,  I  believe 


that  a  fair  percentage-of-the-gross  tax  might  be 
negotiated  in  advance  and  that  such  a  use  would 
not  jeopardize  the  tax-exempt  status  of  the  land 
and  buildings  at  the  stadium  site  after  it  reverts 
to  exclusive  Harvard  occupancy. 

Please  be  assured  of  my  desire  to  be  helpful 
in  this  situation  in  any  way  which  you  might 
suggest.

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  November 
25,  1969,  with  which  you  enclose  a  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Council  concerning 
the  recent  ban  on  the  use  of  cyclamates  in  food 
products. 

Since  the  announcement  on  October  18,  1969, 
of  the  action  with  respect  to  cyclamates,  we 
have  attempted  to  keep  the  public  informed  of 
all  new  developments  as  they  occurred.  Four 
news  releases  were  issued  following  the  initial 
statement,  and  we  are  pleased  to  enclose  copies. 
Enclosed  also  is  the  text  of  the  October  18  an- 
nouncement which  explains  the  reasons  for  the 
order  to  remove  cyclamates  from  the  list  of  sub- 
stances generally  recognized  as  safe  for  use  in 
foods. 

Attached  to  the  press  release  of  November  20, 
1969,  is  a  list  of  recommendations  made  by  a 
medical  advisory  group  on  cyclamates  which 
met  November  17  and  18  to  consider  the  possi- 
ble harmful  effects  of  the  artificial  sweetener  in 
relation  to  its  potential  benefits.  You  will  note 
they  support  the  prohibition  of  cyclamates  in 
foods  for  general  use,  and  that  we  have  approved 
their  recommendation  that  food  products  and 
concentrates  containing  cyclamates  be  drug- 
labeled  and  sold  on  a  nonprescription  basis  for 
use  under  medical  supervision  by  those  who 
need  such  products  for  health  reasons.

to  be  burned  within  the  City  of  Boston  to  1  per- 
cent by  weight  as  of  October  1,  1970;  and

Laws,  chapter  111,  section  3lC,  any  such  regula- 
tion must  be  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  I  lealth  before  it  can  take 
binding  legal  eirect;  and 

Whereas,  RAPCC  submitted  the  said  regula- 
tion to  the  said  department  on  February  4,  1970, 
with  a  request  that  it  be  approved  by  the  de- 
partment; and 

Whereas,  Experience  has  shown  that  the 
burning  of  high-sulfur-content  fuel  is  the  most 
serious  single  cause  of  dangerous  emissions  of 
sulfur  dioxide,  and  that  limitation  of  sulfur  con- 
tent is  currently  the  only  ell'ective  and  economic 
means  of  controlling  such  emissions;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  strongly 
urges  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  give 
prompt  and  unqualified  approval  to  the  said 
regulation.

REORGANIZATION  OF  PARKS  AND 
RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received:

Jentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  and  ordinance 
fhich  reorganize  the  city  Parks  and  Recreation 
)epartment.  First,  they  provide  for  the  broadening 
if  the  department's  functions  to  include  those  of 
Deal  conservation  commissions  as  provided  for  by 
he  law  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  will  allow  us 
o  participate  in  state-funded  programs  from  which 
ve  are  currently  excluded,  and  will  give  impetus  to 
he  protection  of  our  vitally  needed  open  space.  I 
lelieve  that  by  locating  this  important  function 
vithin  the  city  Parks  and  Recreation  Department, 
ve  will  be  insuring  that  it  will  receive  maximum 
ecognition  from  the  city  government. 

Second,  the  ordinance  creates  three  positions  as 
ssistant  commissioners.  These  would  not  be  new 
iositions,  but  would  replace  existing  civil  service 
lositions.  This  would  mean  that  four  out  of  the 
nore  than  500  positions  in  the  Paiks,  Recreation 
nd  Conservation  Department  would  be  non-civil 
ervice,  which  seems  to  me  the  minimum  necessary 
or  effective  administrative  control  of  the  depart- 
nent. 

Third,  the  ordinance  gives  the  Parks,  Recre- 
tion,  and  Conservation  Department  responsibility 
or  public  celebrations  and  the  entertainment  of 
istinguished  guests.  These  functions  are  part  of 
he  city's  recreational  and  cultural  program,  and 
hould  therefore  be  part  of  the  department  which 
5  responsible  for  these  activities. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accom- 
ianying  order  and  ordinance.

Section  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
hapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 


amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  clause  (13)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clause: 

"(13)  The  commissioner  of  parks,  recreation, 
and  conservation,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars; 
and  each  assistant  commissioner  of  parks,  recre- 
ation, and  conservation,  seventeen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars." 

Section  3.  Chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  department  of  parks, 
recreation,  and  conservation,  which  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the  parks, 
recreation,  and  conservation  commission,  consist- 
ing of  an  officer,  known  as  the  commissioner  of 
parks,  recreation,  and  conservation,  who  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  board,  three  other  officers,  known 
as  assistant  commissioners  of  parks,  recreation,  and 
conservation,  and  five  other  officers,  known  as 
associate  commissioners  of  parks,  recreation,  and 
conservation,  all  severally  appointed  by  the  mayor. 
The  commissioner  and  the  assistant  commissioners 
shall  each  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected,  and  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  the 
work.  The  associate  commissioners  first  appointed 
under  this  ordinance  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments,  for 
terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  two,  one  year,  in  the 
case  of  two  others,  two  years,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  other,  three  years,  from  May  1,  1970.  As  the 
term  of  any  associate  commissioner  so  appointed, 
or  of  any  subsequent  associate  commissioner, 
expires,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  an  associate  commissioner  shall  be 
filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
associate  commissioners  shall  serve  without  pay." 

"Each  assistant  commissioner  of  parks,  recre- 
ation, and  conservation  shall  exercise  such  powers, 
and  perform  such  duties,  as  the  commissioner  of 
parks,  recreation,  and  conservation  shall  from  time 
to  time  designate,  and  shall,  in  addition,  at  such 
times  as  he  shall  have  been  so  authorized  by 
written  designation  signed  by  said  commissioner, 
approved  by  the  mayor  and  filed  with  the  city 
clerk,  and  such  authorization  shall  not  have  been 
revoked  in  like  manner,  exercise  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  said  commissioner  in  relation 
to  such  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
designation." 

Section  4.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  line  1,  the 
words  "and  recreation"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "recreation  and  conservation," 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following  sentence: 
"The  board  shall,  in  addition,  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  conservation  commissions  established 
under  section  8C  of  chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws." 
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Section  5.  Said  section  2,  as  amended  by 
section  4  of  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following 
paragraph: 

'The  board  shall  develop  and,  to  the  extent  of 
available  funds,  carry  out,  athletic,  cultural,  and 
recreational  programs  for  persons  of  all  ages 
throughout  the  city,  and  shall  stimulate  the  con- 
duct of  wholesome  athletic,  cultural,  and  recre- 
ational activities  by  private  agencies,  clubs,  and 
other  groups.

Section  3  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"commissioner"  in  line  4  the  words  "the  parks  and 
recreation  commission,"  and  by  striking  out  in  line 
6  the  words  "parks  and  recreation"  and  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "department"  in  line  7  the 
words  "of  parks,  recreation,  and  conservation." 

Section  7.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  lines  1  and  2 
the  words  "parks  and  recreation  commission"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "board."

Mayor  of  Boston, 
Dear  Mayor  White: 

On  December  8,  1969,  the  City  Council  passed 
a  resolution  requesting  that  a  survey  be  undertaken 
by  this  department  of  the  practicability  of  estab- 
lishing decentralized  or  mini-hospital  health  facili- 
ties throughout  the  city.  This  letter  constitutes  my 
report  to  you  on  this  question. 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  recognizes 
that  neighborhood  health  services  can  be  a  power- 
ful way  for  a  city  to  demonstrate  concern  for  the 
health  and  welfare  of  its  citizens  and  to  strengthen 
confidence  in  the  vitality  of  city  government. 
Moreover,  with  the  gradual  disappearance  of  family 
doctors  from  the  central  city,  residents  of  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston  have  been  faced  with  a 
crisis  due  to  the  inaccessibility  of  other  health  care 
resources.  As  a  result,  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  has  taken  the  restoration  of  health 
services  to  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston  as  a  point 
of  special  focus  and  priority. 

The  department  has  proposed  two  principal 
lines  of  attack.  In  the  first  instance  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  has  selected  a  primary  health 
service  area  for  the  City  Hospital  which  includes 
East  Boston,  South  Boston,  the  South  End,  Rox- 
bury,  and  North  Dorchester. 

A  program  of  action  within  this  area  has  been 
prepared  jointly  by  neighborhood  residents  and  the 
department  and  is  being  implemented  on  a  phased 


basis  at  the  present  moment.  Secondly,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  requested  that 
each  of  the  major  hospitals  of  the  city  follow  the 
leadership  of  the  City  Hospital  and  take  responsi- 
bility for  the  delivery  of  primary  health  care  in  a 
defined  geographical  district.  This  approach  is 
discussed  below. 

With  regard  to  the  first  line  of  attack,  the 
provision  of  basic  health  care  within  the  primary 
service  area  of  the  City  Hospital  can  be  docu- 
mented as  follows: 

a.  The  Harvard  Street  Health  Unit  in  Dor- 
chester is  being  renovated,  and  comprehensive 
pediatric,  obstetrical,  and  gynecological  services 
are  now  being  offered  at  this  facility.  The 
dental  program  is  being  redesigned  and  ex- 
panded. With  the  addition  of  an  adult  health 
component,  the  Harvard  Street  Health  Unit 
will,  this  year,  become  a  primary  health  care 
center,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Dorchester. 

b.  The  department  is  working  closely  with 
the  Determined  People  of  Dorchester  to 
establish  a  primary  health  care  center  in  the 
Fields  Corner  area  of  that  community.  Dorches- 
ter House  has  provided  a  site  for  the  initial 
health  center,  renovations  are  almost  com- 
pleted, and  it  is  anticipated  that  medical  service 
will  begin  in  this  new  center  in  March  1970. 

c.  In  conjunction  with  active  citizen  groups, 
existing  health  service  programs  in  East  Boston 
and  South  Boston  are  being  consolidated  and 
expanded  so  that  more  comprehensive  health 
services  will  be  available  and  accessible  in  both 
of  these  communities  on  an  initial  basis  during 
1970. 

d.  The  department,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Roxbury  Comprehensive  Health  Center,  is  now 
offering  comprehensive  health  services  to  the 
residents  of  Roxbury  at  the  Washington  Park 
Mall.  Services  at  this  center  are  available  from  9 
a.m.  to  9  p.m.  daily,  five  days  a  week,  with 
additional  clinic  sessions  on  Saturday. 

e.  During  1969  the  South  End  Health  Cen- 
ter opened  its  doors  within  the  municipal 
building  on  West  Brookline  street.  The  initial 
funding  was  provided  by  Health  and  Hospitals, 
and  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  at  the  City 
Hospital  took  responsibility  for  the  professional 
staffing.  Sixteen  hundred  children  have  been 
served  by  the  facility  in  the  first  nine  months  of 
operation. 

The  second  principal  line  of  attack  is  to  gain  a 
commitment  from  each  of  the  major  community 
hospitals  in  Boston  to  take  responsibility  to 
develop  a  similar  primary  care  program  for  other 
neighborhoods  of  the  city.  Several  agencies  of  city 
government  have  assisted  this  development  and  will 
continue  to  do  so.  These  public  contributions  are 
diverse  in  scope  and  constitute  a  major  indis- 
pensable basis  for  what  is,  in  both  theory  and  fact, 
a  public-private  partnership  in  health  care.  The  city 
has  provided  (1)  assistance  in  project  planning  and 
in  preparation  of  grant  applications  for  federal 
assistance,  (2)  public  facilities  to  house  health 
clinics,  and   (3)  skilled   health   specialists  in   the 
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fields  of  nursing,  child  care,  and  dentistry.  It  is  our 
expectation,  as  a  result  of  this  campaign,  that  in 
1970  every  neighborhood  will  have  under  develop- 
ment new  or  expanded  health  facilities  staffed  by 
community  physicians  and  by  the  major  hospitals 
of  Boston. 

Progress  towards  the  second  objective  can  be 
detailed  as  follows: 

a.  In  partnership  with  city  government,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  opened  and 
staffed  the  Bunker  Hill  Health  Center  in 
Charlestown  in  December  of  1968.  This  health 
center  provides  comprehensive  family  health 
services  and  school  health  services  to  both  the 
public  and  parochial  schools.  With  service  to 
close  to  half  the  population  of  Charlestown 
during  the  first  year,  the  Bunker  Hill  program  is 
demonstrating  what  can  be  accomplished  else- 
where in  the  city  through  a  partnership  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  the 
private  hospitals. 

b.  The  Carney  Hospital  has,  through  its 
long-range  planning  committee,  accepted  re- 
sponsibility for  the  development  of  a  primary 
health  care  program  in  South  Dorchester  and 
Hyde  Park.  The  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  will  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
people  of  these  two  communities  and  the 
Carney  Hospital  in  the  development  of  a  plan 
to  provide  high  quality  primary  health  care  to 
these  neighborhoods. 

c.  Other  neighborhood  health  facilities  have 
been  opened  in  the  recent  past  by  other  area 
hospitals.  The  Beth  Israel  Hospital  at  the 
Dimmock  Community  Health  Center  is  pro- 
viding comprehensive  maternity  and  pediatric 
services  to  the  residents  of  the  Washington  Park 
area  of  Roxbury.  The  Children's  Hospital,  the 
Boston  Hospital  for  Women,  and  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  are  engaged  in  joint  support 
of  the  Martha  Elliot  Health  Center  at  the 
Bromley-Heath  Housing  Project  in  Jamaica 
Plain.  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  provides  maternal 
and  infant  care  services  to  residents  of 
Brighton-Allston,  as  does  St.  Margaret's  Hospital 
through  the  Laboure  Center  in  South  Boston. 

d.  With  substantial  state  and  federal  assis- 
tance, Boston's  mental  health  centers  are  plan- 
ning outreach  programs  which  we  anticipate 
will  be  well  coordinated  or  fully  integrated  with 
the  general  health  programs  in  each  of  the 
neighborhoods. 

e.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
has  formally  requested  that  twenty-two  of  the 
principal  hospitals  in  Boston  consider  making  a 
commitment  before  May,  1970,  to  the  pro- 
vision of  primary  health  care  in  specified 
geographical  districts  of  the  city. 

f.  At  the  same  time  the  department  is  in 
active  and  continuing  communication  with  each 
of  several  neighborhood  health  committees 
throughout  Boston  to  assure  that  they,  as  well, 
are  actively  engaged  in  the  planning  of  all  of 
these  primary  health  care  programs. 

Each  of  the  health  centers  being  organized  will 
bring  much  needed  high  quality  medical  services  to 


the  neighborhoods  of  Boston  where  there  will  be 
ease  of  access  for  all  residents.  While  the  initail 
hours  of  operation  of  some  clinics  will  not  make 
service  possible  during  evening  hours,  or  at  night, 
measures  are  being  taken  concurrently  (1)  to 
strengthen  our  city  ambulance  services  and  (2)  to 
extend  gradually,  as  funding  permits,  the  hours  of 
operation  of  the  neighborhood  health  centers. 

More  active  consideration  will  have  to  be  given 
in  the  future  to  special  programs  for  the  elderly 
and  those  with  special  disabilities  or  in  high  risk 
illness.  Our  first  job,  however,  has  been  to  lay  the 
foundation  to  develop  a  basic  system  of  health 
care. 

In  summary,  in  our  view,  the  mini-hospital 
concept  is  a  sound  one,  and  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  considers  its  promotion  a 
matter  of  high  priority.  The  interest  and  recogni- 
tion by  the  City  Council  in  this  basic  urban 
problem  -  the  crisis  in  health  care  delivery  -  is  to 
be  commended.  The  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  will  continue  to  push  vigorously  for  the 
development  of  high  quality  health  care  for  every 
neighborhood  of  the  city.

(1)  Introduction 
This  preliminary  analysis  of  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  mobile   cardiac  units  in  the  City  of 
Boston  was  prepared  in  response  to  a  request  for 
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in-depth  information  having  bearing  upon  Coun- 
cillor Kerrigan's  resolution  adopted  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  on  December  8,  1969,  with  regard  to 
the  "feasibility  of  establishing  mobile  cardiac  units, 
completely  equipped  with  all  the  facilities  afforded 
by  modern  technology,  staffed  by  trained  per- 
sonnel, to  be  located  throughout  the  city,  ready  to 
answer  emergency  calls." 

Several  staff  cardiologists  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  their  associates,  dedicated  to  the  care 
of  patients  with  heart  disease,  have  for  some  time 
had  a  special  interest  in  the  prevention  of  death 
from  cardiac  arrhythmias  (irregularities  or  stoppage 
of  the  heart  beat).  The  present  analysis  attempts  to 
summarize  pertinent  information,  gathered  else- 
where as  well  as  here,  which  may  have  bearing 
upon  the  question  at  hand. 

(2)  The  Problem  -  Background  Statistics 
It  is  estimated  that  of  the  400,000  individuals 
who  die  annually  from  myocardial  infarction  in  the 
United  States  250,000  die  outside  hospitals.1  How 
many  represent  sudden,  instantaneous  deaths,  and 
how  many  die  while  arrangements  for  medical 
attention  are  being  made  is  not  known.  Several 
studies  suggest  that  60  percent  of  deaths  from 
acute  myocardial  infarction  occur  within  one  hour, 
and  80  percent  within  twelve  hours  of  onset  of 
symptoms.  It  is  now  well  recognized  that  modern 
surveillance  and  treatment  of  patients  with  acute 
myocardial  infarction  in  especially  equipped  and 
staffed  hospital  facilities  known  as  coronary  care 
units  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  overall  hospital 
mortality  by  one  third,  from  about  30  percent  to 
about  20  percent' 

(3)  The  Hypothesis 

From  the  above  facts  it  has  been  postulated 
that  if  diagnostic  surveillance  (monitoring),  and 
treatment  facilities  were  available  to  the  patient 
suffering  an  acute  myocardial  infarction  within 
minutes,  additional  lives  could  be  saved.  If  the 
potential  salvage  were  again  one  third,  then  for  the 
nation  this  could  amount  to  as  much  as  80,000 
lives,  of  which  perhaps  30,000  might  be  age 
sixty-five  or  less.  Extrapolated  to  the  City  of 
Boston  (population  base  570,000),  the  estimates 
would  be  a  potential  saving  of  228  lives,  of  which 
84  might  be  age  sixty-five  or  under.  It  must  be 
emphasized  that  these  are  very  crude  estimates. 
(4)  The  Method  Proposed 

Well-equipped  and  professionally  staffed  mobile 
coronary  care  units,  or  flying  squads,  stationed 
strategically  and  linked  to  a  responsive  communi- 
cation system,  combined  with  appropriate  health 
education  of  the  population,  and  especially  of 
coronary-prone  individuals,  have  been  proposed  as 
the  method  of  preventing  early  deaths  from  acute 
myocardial  infarction.  These  units  would  permit 
early  diagnosis,  continuous  observation  and  moni- 
toring of  patients  and  electrocardiograms,  treat- 
ment of  cardiac  arrhythmias,  and  resuscitative 
measures  where  indicated.  The  plan  is  feasible  and 
scientifically  sound. 


(5)  Experiences  with  Mobile  Coronary  Care  Units 

Mobile  services  for  coronary  patients  have  been 
established  in  a  number  of  cities  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad.  Flying  coronary  care  squads 
first  became  available  in  Soviet  Russia  in  the  early 
sixties.2  In  Moscow  only  four  of  over  400,000 
patients  transported  to  hospitals  died  in  these 
special  ambulances.  In  Sverdlovsk  not  one  of  6,000 
patients  died  during  transportation. 

In  Belfast,  Ireland,  Pantridge  established  a 
mobile  coronary  care  unit  in  1966,  to  serve  a 
population  of  500, 000. 3  In  the  first  twenty  months 
of  operation  49  percent  of  469  patients  trans- 
ported had  proven  myocardial  infarcts.  Of  fifteen 
patients  with  ventricular  fibrillation  —  a  cardiac 
arrhythmia  uniformly  fatal  -  who  were  resusci- 
tated outside  the  hospital,  ten  survived  to  leave  the 
hospital.  There  was  not  a  single  death  in  transit. 

The  first  mobile  coronary  care  unit  in  the 
United  States  has  been  operating  out  of  St. 
Vincent's  Hospital  in  New  York  City,  staffed  by 
attending  physician,  resident  physician,  nurse, 
technician,  driver,  and  assistant.4  Among  193 
"bona  fide"  cases  transported,  there  were  six 
patients  with  ventricular  fibrillation;  four  of  these 
were  resuscitated.5 There  were  no  deaths  in  the 
ambulance. 

Warren  has  recently  reported  on  a  mobile 
coronary  care  unit  operating  in  Columbus, 
Ohio.6  In  six  months  500  calls  were  received, 
among  which  were  275  cardiovascular  problems. 
Ten  to  twelve  lives  were  saved  with  survival.  The 
annual  budget  for  this  operation  is  in  excess  of 
$200,000. 

Numerous  other  cities  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad  have  similar  services.  Reports,  however,  are 
either  fragmentary  or  not  generally  available. 

(6)  The  Situation  in  Boston 
Using  a  population  base  of  570,000  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  an  estimate  of  850,000  acute 
myocardial  infarcts  in  the  United  States,  the 
expected  yearly  number  of  manifest  acute  myocar- 
dial infarcts  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  2,500,  of 
which  712  may  be  expected  to  be  fatal  outside 
hospitals.  This  may  well  be  an  underestimate,  in 
view  of  the  larger  population  at  work  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  That  these  estimates  are  reasonable,  how- 
ever, is  suggested  by  the  fact  that  approximately 
600  patients  with  myocardial  infarction  are  admit- 
ted to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  annually;  it  is 
known  that  about  one  third  of  patients  hospi- 
talized in  Boston  with  acute  illness  are  hospitalized 
at  this  hospital. 

An  analysis  of  thirty-six  cases  dead  on  arrival  at 
Boston  City  Hospital  during  a  sixty-day  period  in 
1969  revealed  a  mean  age  of  fifty-seven  years. 
Thirty  had  arrived  by  police  car,  two  by  house 
ambulance,  four  by  other  conveyance,  none  with 
trained  professionals  in  attendance.  At  least 
eleven  died  of  cardiac  causes.  Careful  review  of  the 
circumstances  suggested  that  more  than  half  of 
these  may  have  been  salvageable. 
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(7)  Feasibility  Studies  at  Boston  City  Hospital 

Early  in  1969  Taylor,  Hood,  and  Abel- 
mann7 developed  a  lightweight  (62  kilogram),  por- 
table, battery-operated  monitoring  and  resusci- 
tation system  which  was  used  to  monitor  sixteen 
cardiac  patients  during  ambulance  transport.  This 
pilot  study  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  such  a 
service,  but  also  revealed  that  the  conventional 
Boston  City  Hospital  ambulance  was  too  small  to 
permit  adequate  medical  care  and  resuscitation  in 
transit.  This  system  was  then  modified  for  use  with 
in-hospital  transport  of  cardiac  patients,8  a  logical 
and  necessary  extension  of  mobile  coronary  ser- 
vices to  provide  coverage  between  entry  into 
hospital  and  the  coronary  or  intensive  care  unit.  In 
84  percent  of  fifty  patients  monitored  during 
in-hospital  transport,  cardiac  arrhythmias  were 
demonstrated.  In  twenty-two  patients  emergency 
treatment  was  indicated.  At  least  one  life  was 
saved. 

(8)  Feasibility  of  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  Mobile  Coronary  Care  Units 

The  data  summarized  above  would  seem  to 
justify  the  establishment  of  a  mobile  coronary  care 
unit  in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  purpose  of 
improving  early  recognition  and  care  of  the  patient 
with  myocardial  ischemia  or  infarction,  or  other 
acute  cardiovascular  disease,  permitting  safe  trans- 
port and  preventing  death  and  disability.  Mobile 
coronary  care  units  have  been  in  existence  else- 
where for  sufficient  time  for  accumulation  of 
administrative  and  operational  experience  neces- 
sary to  permit  the  establishment,  if  desired,  of  such 
a  service  in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  modifications 
to  adapt  to  the  local  scene.  It  would  seem  to  me, 
however,  that  it  would  be  wise  to  start  with  a 
single  mobile  care  unit,  as  a  pilot  or  model  service, 
rather  than  with  several  units  as  proposed.  Plans 
for  such  a  pilot  project  should  have  the  benefit  of 
site  visits  to  existing  mobile  coronary  care  services, 
and  in-depth  analysis  of  their  operation,  as  well  as 
of  personnel,  staffing  and  training  procedure,  and 
an  exploration  of  available  vehicles  and  equipment. 
The  relationship  of  such  a  project  to  existing 
systems  of  transport  of  the  sick  and  wounded  must 
be  carefully  explored.  Such  exploration  will  un- 
doubtedly reveal  the  inadequacy  of  present  services 
and  point  to  the  need  for  major  reorganization  of 
the  present  emergency  care  and  transport  systems. 

I  am  confident  that  the  members  of  the 
cardiovascular  unit  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  will 
be  glad  to  assist  in  planning,  establishment,  and 
operation  of  a  project.  It  must  be  recognized, 
however,  that  not  only  do  we  not  dispose  of 
personnel  or  funds  to  establish  and  operate  such  a 
unit,  but  even  the  planning  phase  would  require 
additional  personnel  and  funding. 

(9)  Summary  and  Conclusions 

(a)  Many  people  with  coronary  heart  disease 
die  preventable  deaths  outside  hospitals. 

(b)  Mobile  cardiac  or  coronary  care  units  or 
flying  squads  are  feasible. 

(c)  Mobile  coronary  care  units  can  save  lives. 


(d)  More  studies  and  long-term  studies  are 
needed  to  establish  accurate  statistics  and  cost  of 
mobile  cardiac  care  units. 

(e)  Mobile  coronary  care  units  or  flying  squads 
have  been  established  in  many  urban  communities 
and  rural  areas  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

(f)  Mobile  cardiac  care  units  for  the  City  of 
Boston  are  entirely  feasible,  if  desired.  Their 
establishment  is  largely  a  function  of  the  strength 
of  motivation,  adequacy  of  funding,  planning,  and 
organization.  The  Central  Cardiovascular  Unit  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital,  affiliated  with  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  as  well  as  with 
the  three  medical  schools  in  Boston,  has  a  strong 
continuing  interest  in  coronary  and  cardiovascular 
care,  has  carried  out  two  feasibility  studies  of 
transportation  of  the  cardiac  patient,  and  would  be 
willing  to  assist  in  the  establishment  and  operation 
of  a  pilot  mobile  cardiac  care  unit. 

g.  Notwithstanding  our  interest,  at  this  time  we 
have  neither  the  personnel  nor  funds  to  cany  out 
any  further  analyses,  planning,  or  feasibility 
studies. 

h.  It  may  be  wise  to  consider  any  projected 
mobile  coronary  care  service  as  part  of  an  overall 
establishment  of  a  comprehensive  emergency  care 
system  for  the  cardiac  patient,  comprising  emer- 
gency room  and  accident  floor  facilities  as  well  as 
in-hospital  transportation.  Furthermore,  the  rela- 
tionship of  emergency  services  and  transport  of 
cardiovascular  patients  to  similar  services  to 
patients  with  other  emergency  problems,  such  as 
trauma,  should  be  explored.

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  have  not  been  amended  to 
conform  either  with  chapter  244  of  the  Acts  of 


1964  amending  St.  1956,  c.  665,  so  as  to  substi- 
tute, effective  December  31,  1964,  the  present 
zoning  enabling  act  and  the  regulations  thereunder 
for  the  former  zoning  law,  or  with  chapter  642  of 
the  Acts  of  1966  abolishing  the  Department  of 
School  Buildings  and  establishing  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department. 

As  a  result,  even  though  read  with  the  cumula- 
tive supplement  the  City  Clerk  prepares  and  prints 
at  the  close  of  each  municipal  year  under  chapter  7 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1961,  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  are  in  certain  details  misleading  to  the 
unwary  because  of  provisions  which  appear  to  be 
in  force  but  which  are  in  fact  obsolete  under  the 
legislative  acts  cited  above.

In  answer  to  your  request  for  an  immediate 
study  concerning  conditions  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  more  particularly  as  they  relate  to  the 
physical  conditions  at  the  plant  (especially  the 
kitchen  facilities),  the  following  is  a  report  with 
specific  emphasis  placed  on  the  kitchen  and  kitch- 
en facilities. 

The  access  tunnels  surrounding  the  kitchen 
building  are  in  poor  general  repair,  with  leaking 


foundations  and  pipes  very  often  contributing  to  a 
very  damp  environment.  Because  of  the  poor 
general  condition  of  the  building,  sanitation  and 
cleanliness  are  almost  impossible  to  achieve. 

Compressors  supplying  refrigeration  are  ade- 
quately maintained  and  provide  acceptable  temper- 
atures for  the  preservation  of  perishable  foods; 
however,  the  refrigerated  rooms  themselves  are 
substandard  and  obsolete.  Because  they  are  some- 
what below  ground  level,  again  dampness  is  a 
serious  factor  in  proper  maintenance. 

The  storeroom  areas  of  this  building  where 
staple  foods,  housekeeping  supplies,  medical  ward 
supplies,  etc.,  are  received  and  kept,  are  a  part  of 
the  kitchen  complex.  The  roof  is  in  extremely  poor 
condition  and  has  been  patched  numerous  times  to 
no  avail.  The  floors,  as  a  result  of  the  moisture 
seeping  through  the  walls  and  roof,  are  buckling  in 
spots.  This  area  is  contiguous  to  the  old  employees 
cafeteria  area  and  employee  food  distribution 
point.  Plaster  in  these  areas  is  beyond  repair 
because  of  moisture.  This  dining  area  had  to  be 
abandoned.  The  only  other  dining  area  was  in  the 
Nurses'  Home  -  more  than  one-quarter  mile 
distant. 

To  reach  the  Nurses'  Home,  the  food  as  well  as 
the  employees  must  pick  their  way  through  tunnels 
in  deplorable  condition.  Often  there  is  as  much  as 
four  inches  of  water  on  the  floors.  They  are 
narrow,  dirty,  and  rough,  and  the  lighting  is 
extremely  poor. 

The  kitchen  building  itself  is  an  overly  large, 
one-story,  cube-shaped  building  whose  vertical 
dimension  design  was  indeed  too  generous.  Its 
actual  age  is  immaterial,  except  to  say,  even  twenty 
or  more  years  ago  when  an  attempt  was  made  to 
keep  the  elements  out  by  spraying  its  outside  walls 
with  some  sort  of  plastic  weatherproofing,  it  was  a 
gallant  but  fleeting  attempt  to  preserve  its  mon- 
strous integrity.  Even  on  a  bright,  suuny  day,  its 
gloom  and  dinginess  cannot  be  dispelled,  even 
when  paint  adorned  its  walls.  The  old  equipment 
contained  within  it  is  not  efficiently  arranged  with 
the  hodge-podge  of  connected  water  and  steam 
pipes  giving  it  a  sinister  science  fiction  aspect.  On 
dreary  days  its  woebegone  lighting  would  have  a 
depressing  effect  on  anyone  engaged  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  food,  and,  should  it  rain,  these  same 
individuals  could  be  standing  in  the  dank  allowed 
inside  by  the  leaking  roof.  The  once  protective 
plastic  on  the  outside,  now  cracked  and  old,  allows 
water  to  seep  into  the  walls  and,  because  it  is  still 
intact  in  places,  keeps  the  water  inside.  This,  in 
turn,  has  ruined  the  plaster,  on  which  no  known 
paint  formula  can  adhere.  It  is  somewhat  fortunate 
that  ordinarily,  people  do  not  look  upward,  for  to 
do  so  is  to  view  the  cracks,  the  peeling,  the  stains, 
and  plaster  long  fallen  away.  The  roof  drains,  as 
they  enter  the  building,  have  frozen  and  cracked, 
contributing  to  the  destruction.  These  drains  are  in 
each  corner,  some  30  to  40  feet  from  the  floor. 

Add  to  the  cube  a  somewhat  smaller  cube- 
shaped  room,  which  houses  the  bakery  equipment. 
Most  of  this  equipment  is  fairly  new  and  present- 
able and  functions  well.  However,  the  bake  shop 
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suffers  from  the  same  malady  brought  about  by 
moisture-laden  walls,  cracked  drains,  and  a  leaking 
roof.  Adjoining  the  main  cube  are  cafeteria,  store- 
rooms, refrigerated  meat  chests,  and  meat  cutting 
areas.  The  same  general  description  applies  to  these 
-  damp,  dark,  foreboding,  and  decaying.  Nothing 
has  been  done  to  remedy  this  complex,  because 
each  year  the  remedy  is  requested,  but  not  granted. 
There  is  one  oasis,  the  special  diet  kitchen  -  clean 
and  bright,  fairly  well  equipped,  entirely  sur- 
rounded. 

There   is  considerable   stainless  steel  cafeteria 
equipment  in  this  area  which  can  be  salvaged  and 


utilized  elsewhere.  Fortunately  this  does  not  seem 
to  have  deteriorated.  This  equipment,  along  with 
other  kitchen  equipment,  such  as  new  ranges,  new 
ovens,  large  bake  ovens  manufactured  by  "Fish," 
dough  mixers,  and  the  like,  certainly  should  be 
salvaged  and  used  in  the  relocated  kitchen. 

A  number  of  consultants,  interviewed  since 
1966,  have  all  agreed  that  this  building  complex 
should  be  abandoned  at  once.  Accrediting  and 
licensing  bodies  alike  cannot  conceive  of  any 
rehabilitation  or  patching  which  could  save  this 
building.  In  conclusion,  the  building  is  hopeless 
and  far  removed  from  hospital  activity. 


In  addition  to  the  above  report,  I   would  like   to  bring  to  your  attention  the  following  list,  which 

demonstrates  immediate  needs  at   Long  Island  and  reflects  the  very  poor  condition  of  the  eight  items 
enumerated:

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  memorandum  of  understanding 
passed  by  the  City  Council  for  the  infill  housing 
program,  is  drafting  a  comprehensive  report  on  the 
progress  of  the  program.  We  plan  to  have  this 
report  in  the  Council's  hands  within  a  few  weeks. 

In  the  meantime  we  are  replying,  as  requested, 
to  the  questions  posed  by  the  Council  in  its  order 
of  January  26. 

Ql.  How  many  sites  are  currently  committed, 
and  to  whom,  for  inclusion  in  the  program? 

A.  At  this  time  there  are  three  developers 
actively  processing  for  construction. 

a.  Development  Corporation  of  America  - 
plans  are  nearly  completed  for  an  initial  three 
packages  to  consist  of  600  units.  Full-scale 
construction  should  begin  abour  April  1. 

b.  Housing  Innovations,  Inc.  -  proposes  to 
build  an  initial  package  of  100  units  starting  in 
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early  summer  and  would  like  to  continue  with 
additional  packages  of  50  to  100  units. 

c.  United  Community  Development,  Inc.  - 
plans  to  build  a  demonstration  duplex  house 
with  four  bedrooms  in  each  unit  in  Washington 
Park  within  a  few  months  and,  if  this  building 
confirms  their  cost  estimates,  they  propose  to 
do  an  initial  package  of  100  units. 
The    BRA   staff  has  tentatively    selected   and 
reserved  sites  for  both  Housing  Innovations  and 
United  Community  Development's  initial  packages 
and  for  DCA's  infill  programs.

Q2.  How  many  leased  housing  reservations 
have  been  approved  for  use  by  the  program? 

A.  The  Housing  Assistance  Administration  in 
Washington  has  approved,  to  date,  leased  housing 
allocations  for  all  of  DCA's  program  and  six  units 
of  Housing  Innovations'  program. 

Q3.  Where  are  the  sites  located,  how  many 
units  are  planned,  what  are  current  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  construction,  economic  rent,  tenant  rent, 
and  federal  government  contributions? 

A.  The  sites  currently  being  considered  are  in 
the  South  End,  Washington  Park,  Model  City, 
Parker  Hill,  Dorchester  (Ward  14),  and  East  Bos- 
ton. The  tentative  projected  rent  figures  for  DAC 
and  HI  follow;  UCD  is  still  in  the  process  of 
developing  their  figures.

Q4.  How  many  neighborhood  representatives 
have  been  chosen;  when  were  they  chosen;  by 
whom  were  they  chosen;  how  much  are  they  being 
paid? 

Q7.  What  steps  have  been  taken  to  create  a 
systematic  program  of  community  involvement? 

A.  We  have  combined  our  reply  to  questions  4 
and  7  due  to  their  similarity.  BUAC  is  developing  a 
program  to  establish  abutters  committees,  and  the 
intent  is  that  those  committees  will  select  their 
representative.  In  forming  these  committees  BUAC 
will  also  work  with  established  groups  such  as 
SEPAC,  Model  Neighborhood  Board.  Prior  to 
construction  BRA  infill  staff  and  developer  will 
meet  with  each  committee  to  give  specifics  of 
proposal  for  local  infill  sites  and  work  out  adjust- 
ments based  on  local  knowledge  of  neighborhood 
that  will  improve  the  proposal.  During  and  after 
construction  the  BRA  and  developer  will  meet 
with    the    committee    when   requested;  the  con- 


struction representative  will  be  reporting  regularly 
to  the  committee. 

Q5.  What  is  the  tax-status  of  developers  within 
the  infill  program,  as  distinct  from  the  status  of  the 
BHA?  Have  official  communications  from  Washing- 
ton HUD  been  received  as  to  the  alleged  tax  status? 

A.  Developers  pay  to  the  city  the  normal  real 
estate  taxes  as  assessed  by  the  City  Assessor.  The 
city  in  turn  makes  a  credit  to  the  BHA.  The 
amount  of  credit  is  the  difference  between  the  tax 
paid  by  the  developer  and  10  percent  of  the  shelter 
rent  paid  by  the  tenant.  This  tax  agreement  is  the 
subject  of  a  letter  from  HUD  dated  October  22, 
1968,  to  City  Clerk  Joseph  Dunlea. 

Q6.  What  has  been  the  sale  price  of  the  city 
lots  included  within  the  program? 

A.  The  average  sale  price  will  be  about  1 1  cents 
per  square  foot,  based  on  two  independent  outside 
appraisals.  The  developer  will  also  pay  for  the  cost 
of  the  appraisals.  The  money  received  from  the  sale 
of  land  will  be  turned  over  to  the  city.  In  our  full 
report  we  will  furnish  a  full  list  of  sites  and  sales 
prices. 

Q8.  What  alternative  uses  for  the  tentative 
infill  sites  have  been  proposed  by  community 
agencies,  groups,  or  individuals? 

A.  We  have  received  a  number  of  proposals  for 
alternate  use,  such  as  open  area,  off-street  parking, 
elderly  housing,  sales  housing.  To  date  the  follow- 
up  by  the  proponents  of  these  proposals  is  virtually 
nonexistent. 

Q9.  What  steps  have  been  taken  to  assure 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Council-passed 
memorandum  of  understanding  for  the  infill  pro- 
gram? 

A.  The  Assistant  Regional  Administrator  for 
Housing  Assistance  of  HUD  is  requiring  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  report  weekly  on  infill 
progress  and  compliance  with  memorandum  of 
understanding.  The  BRA,  by  replying  to  this 
Council  order,  and  by  its  forthcoming  full  report, 
will  show  compliance.  The  BRA  Director  reports 
to  the  Mayor  on  infill  progress  and  compliance. 
The  BRA  infill  staff  complies  with  the  memoran- 
dum of  understanding  in  its  day-to-day  work,  just 
as  it  complies  with  all  other  federal,  state,  and  local 
laws  and  regulations. 

Q10.  How  are  tenants  being  selected  for  the 
units  within  the  program? 

A.  Applicants  will  be  screened  for  eligibility  by 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  The  list  of  eligibles 
for  each  district  will  be  given  to  the  BRA,  who  will 
establish  a  Tenant  Selection  Board  for  the  district. 
The  Board  will  consist  of  representatives  of: 

a.  BRA  family  relocation  staff 

b.  The  developer 

c.  The  immediate  neighborhood 

Qll.  What  plans  have  been  made  to  provide 
social  services  to  the  infill  tenants? 

A.  Social  services  for  tenants  will  include  coun- 
seling prior  to  tenant  move-in,  formation  of  tenant 
organizations,  establishing  of  a  program  of  tenant 
activities,  and  involvement  in  the  management 
program.  The  success  or  failure  of  the  infill 
program   will  be   determined  by  the  extent  and 
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quality  of  social  services  provided,  starting  with 
tenant  selection.  The  BRA  and  Development  Cor- 
poration of  America  are  now  working  jointly  to 
develop  and  initiate  a  comprehensive  program  of 
social  services,  which  will  also  be  interrelated  with 
neighborhood  committees  and  community  involve- 
ment.   We    will   include   our  proposal  for  social 
services  in  our  full  report  to  you.

TO  CONSTRUCT  A  STADIUM  IN  NEPON- 
SET  AREA

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  herewith  is  a  home  rule  petition 
necessary  to  enable  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  construct  a  football  stadium  in  the 
Neponset  area. 

I  believe  the  plan  currently  in  consideration  is 
the  soundest  stadium  plan  yet  presented  from  the 
standpoint  of  financing  and  location.  It  requires  no 
city  money,  nor  any  pledge  of  the  city  credit.  In 
fact,  this  plan  in  no  way  diverts  any  city  resources 


from  the  solution  of  other,  more  pressing  prob- 
lems. If  this  plan  is  defeated,  there  will  be  no 
stadium  in  Boston. 

I  believe  the  value  to  the  city  of  a  stadium  of 
this  type  is  clear,  and,  since  we  will  bear  no  real 
cost  in  constructing  it,  I  recommend  your  adoption 
of  this  order.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Legislative  Declarations.  It  is  here- 
by found,  determined,  and  declared  that  there 
exists  in  the  commonwealth  an  acute  and  critical 
need  for  a  large  multipurpose  stadium,  open  and 
available  to  the  public  in  large  numbers,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  safe,  sanitary,  and  com- 
fortable facilities  for  public  activities  and  events, 
for  patriotic  and  political  meetings,  for  con- 
ventions and  meetings  of  public  officials,  of  organi- 
zations protective  of  the  rights  of  working  men  and 
women,  of  benevolent  and  philanthropic  groups 
dedicated  to  civic  and  social  betterment,  and  of 
groups  desiring  to  exercise  their  constitutional 
right  to  assemble,  for  educational  forums,  conven- 
tions of  educators  and  student  organizations, 
physical  education  exercises,  expositions,  theatrical 
exhibitions,  shows,  concerts,  professional  and 
amateur  athletic  events,  and  recreational  activities 
other  than  horse  and  dog  racing;  that  there  is  in  the 
commonwealth  no  stadium  or  similar  facility  meet- 
ing this  need,  the  existing  available  facilities  suffer- 
ing from  lack  of  size,  poor  location,  lack  of  parking 
facilities  and  other  amenities,  or  a  combination  of 
them;  that  private  enterprise  is  not  likely  to 
construct  a  facility  to  meet  such  need;  and  that  the 
existence  of  a  suitable  gathering  place  for  a  large 
number  of  persons  will  contribute  substantially  to 
the  public  welfare  and  the  economic  well-being  of 
the  commonwealth  by  fostering  recreation,  advanc- 
ing educational,  cultural,  civic,  and  patriotic  en- 
deavors, promoting  tourism,  and  attracting  large 
conventions,  trade  shows,  and  exhibitions. 

It  is  hereby  further  found,  determined,  and 
declared  that  the  project  area  in  which  a  stadium  is 
to  be  constructed  under  this  act  is  a  blighted  open 
area  as  that  phase  is  used  in  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  the  development  of  improve- 
ments on  so  much  of  said  area  as  is  not  necessary 
for  purposes  of  the  stadium  will  eliminate  that 
portion  of  the  project  area  as  a  blighted  open  area, 
provide  housing  and  other  benefits  for  the  citizens 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  also  assist  the  financing 
and  construction  of  the  stadium. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act,  the 
following  words  and  terms  shall  have  the  following 
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meanings,  unless  the  context  shall  indicate  another 
or  different  meaning  or  intent: 

(a)  "Adjacent  development"  shall  mean  the 
dwellings,  apartment  buildings,  hotels,  motels, 
stores,  shopping  centers,  parking  facilities,  marinas, 
and  appurtenant  facilities  constructed  pursuant  to 
the  powers  vested  in  the  authority  by  clause  (c)  of 
section  4  of  this  act,  and  the  site  thereof. 

(b)  "Authority"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  created  by  chapter  150  of 
the  acts  of  1957  or,  if  said  authority  shall  be 
abolished,  the  entity,  body,  board,  or  commission 
succeeding  to  the  principal  functions  thereof  or  to 
whom  the  powers  given  by  this  act  to  said 
authority  shall  be  given  by  law. 

(c)  "City"  shall  mean  the  city  of  Boston. 

(d)  "Cost  of  the  stadium"  shall  embrace  the 
cost  of  acquisition  of  all  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  including  all  lands,  improved  and  unim- 
proved, easements,  franchises,  licenses,  and  rights 
in  land  and  other  property,  the  cost  of  demol- 
ishing, removing,  or  relocating  buildings  or  struc- 
tures on  land  so  acquired,  the  cost  of  relocating 
displaced  persons  and  concerns,  the  cost  of  relo- 
cating utilities,  the  cost  of  construction,  including 
the  cost  of  all  machinery,  equipment,  furnishings, 
fixtures,  and  electronic  apparatus,  site  preparation 
and  landscaping,  financing  charges,  provision  for 
working  capital,  interest  payable  at  or  before  the 
completion  of  the  stadium,  reserves  for  future 
interest,  the  cost  of  estimates  and  of  the  services  of 
architectural,  engineering,  legal,  and  other  con- 
sultants, surveys,  borings,  plans,  specifications, 
expenses  necessary  or  incident  to  determining  the 
feasibility  or  practicability  of  financing  and  con- 
structing the  stadium,  the  cost  of  issuing  revenue 
bonds  and  placing  the  stadium  in  operation,  and 
administrative  expenses  occurring  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  stadium. 

(e)  "Cost  of  the  stadium  project"  means  the 
cost  of  the  stadium,  as  herein  defined,  and  in 
addition  thereto  the  cost  of  acquiring,  clearing, 
filling,  grading,  and  otherwise  improving  the  site  of 
the  adjacent  development,  the  cost  of  legal  and 
other  services  connected  with  such  development, 
and  all  other  costs  and  expenses  incurred  or 
payable  by  the  authority  in  connection  therewith. 

(f)  "Current  expenses"  shall  mean  the  author- 
ity's reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  of  main- 
taining, repairing,  and  operating  the  stadium,  and 
shall  include,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  all  fees  and  expenses,  including  adminis- 
trative, insurance,  trustee,  paying  agent,  archi- 
tectural, engineering,  legal,  and  other  ordinary  and 
usual  expenses  of  operation,  maintenance,  and 
repair,  which  may  include  expenses  not  annually 
recurring,  and  any  other  expenses  required  to  be 
paid  by  the  authority  under  the  provisions  of  the 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  hereinafter  men- 
tioned or  by  law. 

(h)  "Stadium"  shall  mean  a  multipurpose  sta- 
dium in  the  city  on  a  site  to  be  selected  by  the 
authority,  within  the  project  area,  providing  facili- 
ties for  athletic,  recreational,  civic,  educational, 
cultural,    patriotic,    and    entertainment  activities, 


events,  contests,  exhibitions,  and  performances  of 
various  kinds,  and  shall  include  such  one  or  more 
public  parking  areas,  garages,  or  facilities  (which 
may  be  single-level  or  multilevel  constructed  on, 
above,  or  below  ground  level)  as  the  authority  may 
include  to  provide  parking  spaces  to  promote  and 
accommodate  expected  stadium  usage,  and  other 
structures,  facilities,  and  appurtenances  incident  to 
the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of 
the  stadium  and  any  such  parking  garage  or 
facility,  including,  among  other  things,  seating 
facilities,  first  aid,  dressing  and  rest  rooms,  facili- 
ties for  providing  food,  alcoholic  and  nonalcoholic 
beverages,  and  other  conveniences,  loading  and 
unloading  areas  appurtenant  thereto,  outdoor  light- 
ing of  playing  fields  and  adjacent  areas,  accommo- 
dations for  television  and  other  communications 
media,  public  address  systems,  electronic  score 
boards,  other  electronic  apparatus,  machinery, 
equipment,  lighting,  heating,  air  conditioning, 
water,  sewerage,  and  other  utilities,  furnishings, 
fixtures,  walks,  roadways,  ramps,  and  other  ap- 
proaches, entrances,  exits,  traffic  control  devices, 
public  transportation  platforms,  site  preparation, 
landscaping,  and  such  land,  rights  of  way,  ease- 
ments, leaseholds,  and  other  interests  in  land  and 
property,  both  improved  and  unimproved,  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient. 

(i)  "Stadium  project"  shall  mean  the  stadium 
and  the  adjacent  development. 

(j)  "Trustee"  shall  mean  the  bank  or  trust 
company  acting  as  trustee  under  the  resolution 
whereby  the  revenue  bonds  herein  provided  for  are 
issued  by  the  authority  or  under  a  trust  agreement 
made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the 
authority  and  a  bank  or  trust  company. 

Section  3.  Authority's  Official  for  the  Purposes 
of  This  Act.  Before  the  issuance  of  any  revenue 
bonds  under  this  act,  the  authority  shall  employ 
and  designate  a  comptroller  who  shall  be  autho- 
rized to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  authority  in 
connection  with  the  exercise  by  the  authority  of 
its  powers  and  duties  under  this  act.  The  comptrol- 
ler shall  execute  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of 
$100,000,  such  bond  to  be  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  and 
executed  with  a  surety  company  authorized  to 
transact  business  in  the  commonwealth,  approved 
by  the  attorney  general,  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  state  secretary. 

Section  4.  General  Grant  of  Powers.  In  addi- 
tion to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  granted 
to  it  under  any  general  or  special  law,  the  authority 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered: 

(a)  To  locate,  acquire,  and  construct  within  the 
project  area,  and  operate,  repair,  and  maintain,  or 
cause  to  be  so  constructed,  operated,  repaired,  and 
maintained,  the  stadium  for  the  benefit  and  wel- 
fare of  the  commonwealth;  provided  that  such 
construction,  repair,  and  maintenance  shall  be 
subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  143  of 
the  General  Laws  relative  to  the  safety  of  persons 
in  buildings  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Building  Code,  edition  of  1955  (as  amended  in 
December,    1957,   and   January,   1963);  and  pro- 
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vided  further  that  before  commencement  of  physi- 
cal construction  the  authority  shall  invite  bids 
from  at  least  five  responsible  general  contractors 
for  construction  of  the  stadium  and  shall  select 
from  among  those  responding  to  the  invitation  that 
bidder  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authority,  will 
construct  the  stadium  at  the  lowest  ultimate  cost, 
consistent  with  the  plans  and  specifications  pre- 
scribed therefor  and  within  the  time  specified.  In 
inviting  bids  for,  or  awarding  contracts  for,  the 
construction  of  the  stadium  or  any  part  thereof  or 
other  structure  or  facility  related  thereto,  or  item 
of  machinery,  equipment,  furnishings,  or  furniture 
included  therein,  the  authority  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  provision  of  chapter  30,  or  chapter  149,  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(b)  To  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared, 
studies,  surveys,  estimates  of  costs,  plans,  specifi- 
cations, and  other  contract  documents  and  instru- 
ments for  the  acquisition,  construction,  operation, 
repair,  and  maintenance  of  the  stadium. 

(c)  Without  regard  to  any  other  provision  of 
law,  to  select  any  portion  of  the  project  area  which 
in  its  discretion  it  may  determine  is  not  necessary 
for  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  stadium 
and  designate  the  same  as  the  site  of  the  adjacent 
development,  to  clear,  fill,  grade,  and  otherwise 
improve  the  site  of  such  adjacent  development,  to 
prepare  a  plan  or  plans  for  the  development  of 
improvements  of  ah  kinds  and  descriptions  to  be 
constructed  thereon,  including,  without  limitation, 
dwellings,  apartment  buildings,  hotels,  motels, 
stores,  shopping  centers,  parking  facilities,  marinas, 
and  any  and  all  facilities  appurtenant  thereto,  to 
select  by  competition  or  private  negotiation  one  or 
more  persons  to  construct  and  operate  said  im- 
provements, to  enter  into  a  lease,  or  such  other 
agreement  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient,  with 
such  one  or  more  persons  providing  for  the 
payment  of  rentals  and  other  charges  to  the 
authority  for  the  use  of  the  adjacent  development, 
all  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  authority 
shall  deem  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  act 
and  otherwise  in  the  public  interest,  provided  that 
the  plan  or  plans  for  such  development  adopted  by 
the  authority  shall  (1)  conform  to  the  general  plan 
for  the  city  as  a  whole  and  be  consistent  with  the 
construction  and~operation  of  the  stadium  and  any 
definite  local  objectives  respecting  appropriate  land 
uses,  improved  traffic,  public  transportation, 
public  utilities,  recreational,  educational,  and  com- 
munity facilities  and  other  public  improvements; 
(2)  be  sufficiently  complete  to  indicate  the  bound- 
aries of  the  area,  such  land  acquisition,  such 
demolition,  removal,  and  rehabilitation  of  struc- 
tures, and  such  redevelopment  and  general  public 
improvements  as  may  be  proposed  to  be  carried 
out  within  such  area,  zoning  and  planning  changes, 
if  any,  and  proposed  land  uses,  maximum  densities, 
and  building  requirements;  and  (3)  indicate,  or  be 
accompanied  by  materials  indicating,  the  proposed 
method  for  relocation  of  persons  to  be  displaced 
by  the  project,  if  any,  and  the  availability  of  the 
means  by  which  there  will  be  provided  dwelling 
units  for  such  persons  substantially  equal  in  num- 


ber to  the  number  of  dwelling  units  to  be  rendered 
temporarily  or  permanently  uninhabitable  as  a 
result  of  carrying  out  the  project;  and  further 
provided  that  the  authority  shall  not  enter  into  any 
lease  or  other  agreement  respecting  the  use  of  the 
adjacent  development  by  any  person  unless  the 
authority  shall  affirmatively  find  that  the  rental  or 
charge  shall  be  at  least  equivalent  to  the  fair 
market  value  of  the  privileges  afforded. 

(d)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
this  act,  to  lease  to  a  lessee  or  lessees,  or  to 
construct  for  use  or  operation  by  an  operator  or 
operators,  all  or  any  portion  of  the  stadium  for  any 
purpose  mentioned  in  this  act  and  to  lease  land  to 
any  lessee  or  lessees  for  the  provision  of  parking 
and  other  accommodations  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  stadium,  all  on  such  terms  as  to 
rent,  fees,  and  charges  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
the  authority  may  deem  consistent  with  the 
purposes  of  this  act  and  otherwise  in  the  public 
interest. 

(e)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
this  act,  to  provide  directly  through  its  employees, 
or  by  agreements  of  lease,  franchise,  concession,  or 
operation,  for  the  furnishing  of  services,  food, 
beverages,  and  other  conveniences  for  the  accom- 
modation of  persons  admitted  to  or  using  the 
stadium,  including  alcoholic  beverages  of  all  kinds, 
which  may  be  sold  and  served  without  further 
authority  than  that  contained  in  this  act  but 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  authority  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

(f)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
this  act,  to  fix  from  time  to  time,  charge,  and 
collect  rents,  rates,  charges,  and  fees  (and,  in  its 
discretion,  to  approve  rents,  rates,  charges,  and  fees 
fixed  by  any  lessee,  licensee,  franchisee,  con- 
cessionaire, operator,  or  other  user  of  the  stadium 
under  contract  with  the  authority),  including  a 
charge  of  10  percent  on  the  price  of  each  admis- 
sion ticket,  for  admission  to,  or  the  lease,  use, 
occupancy,  or  operation  of,  the  stadium  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  for  the  grant  of  concessions  or 
franchises  therein  or  the  provision  of  services, 
food,  beverages,  and  other  items  in  the  stadium, 
and  to  alter,  change,  or  modify  such  rents,  rates, 
charges,  or  fees. 

(g)  To  issue  stadium  revenue  bonds  of  the 
authority  payable  from  revenues  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  issue  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
obligation  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  sta- 
dium revenue  bonds,  payable  from  the  proceeds 
thereof,  and  to  refund  its  bonds,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  to  pledge,  hypothecate,  assign,  or 
otherwise  encumber  all  or  any  part  of  the  revenues 
of  the  stadium  project. 

(h)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
this  act,  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
lease,  use,  or  occupancy  of,  and  admission  to,  the 
stadium,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  provide 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  conduct  of  users  of  the  stadium  not 
exceeding  $50  for  each  offense,  which  may  be 
recovered  by  complaint  before  a  district  court  and 
shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  to  the  authority. 
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(i)  To  operate  busses  or  other  means  of  trans- 
portation, or  to  contract  for  such  operation  with 
others,  including  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transpor- 
tation Authority,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  move- 
ment of  persons  to  and  from  the  stadium  project. 

(j)  To  acquire  by  grant,  purchase,  gift,  devise, 
or  lease,  and  to  hold,  use,  or  exchange,  real  and 
personal  property  of  every  kind  and  nature  what- 
soever, licenses,  patents,  rights,  and  interests  neces- 
sary, convenient,  or  useful  for  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  vested  hereunder. 

(k)  To  accept  funds  payable  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 20  of  this  act,  to  commingle  the  same  with 
other  revenues  of  the  stadium  project,  and  to 
devote  the  same  to  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

(1)  To  sell,  lease,  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  any  property,  rights,  interests,  or  other  assets, 
whether  surplus  to  its  needs  or  otherwise,  subject 
to  such  limitations  as  may  be  imposed  under  any 
trust  agreement  securing  the  bonds  issued  here- 
under. 

(m)  To  employ  architects,  consulting  engi- 
neers, accountants,  attorneys,  construction  and 
financial  experts,  superintendents,  managers  and 
such  other  employees,  agents,  and  independent 
contractors,  including  police,  as  may  be  necessary 
in  its  judgment  to  carry  out  its  functions  vested 
hereunder,  and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

(n)  To  receive  and  accept  from  the  federal 
government,  the  commonwealth,  or  any  agency 
thereof,  or  from  any  other  entity  or  person,  grants 
and  assistance  for,  or  in  aid  of,  the  acquisition, 
construction,  operation,  repair,  or  maintenance  of 
the  stadium  project,  or  the  payment  of  principal 
of,  and  interest  on,  stadium  revenue  or  revenue 
refunding  bonds,  including  moneys,  property, 
labor,  or  other  things  of  value,  to  be  held,  used, 
and  applied  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  respecting  which  such  grants 
or  assistance  are  granted. 

(o)  To  make  and  enter  into  all  contracts, 
agreements,  and  other  instruments  necessary  or 
incidental  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the 
execution  of  its  powers  under  this  act. 

Xp)  To  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or 
convenient  to  carry  out  the  powers  expressly 
granted  by  this  act. 

In  exercising  its  power  and  performing  its 
duties  under  this  act,  the  authority  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  regulation  of  any 
department,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  except  to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  act,  but  shall  cooperate 
with  each  and  all  of  them  insofar  as  they  may  have 
programmed  improvements  in  the  area.  The  exer- 
cise by  the  authority  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the 
performance  of  essential  governmental  functions. 

Section  5.  Limitations  on  Use  of  Stadium. 
Anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, the  authority  shall  operate  and  allocate 
the  use  of  the  stadium  facilities  in  accordance  with 
the  following  provisions: 


(a)  No  lease  or  other  agreement  entitling  a 
private  person  to  use  or  operate  the  stadium  for 
any  number  of  days  in  more  than  one  calendar 
year  or  for  more  than  five  days  in  any  one  calendar 
year  (whether  or  not  consecutive)  shall  be  made 
unless: 

(i)  The  lease  or  agreement  contains  pro- 
visions prohibiting  the  user  from  refusing  ad- 
mission to  the  stadium  to  anyone  on  account  of 
race,  sex,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin. 

(ii)  The  authority  shall  find  affirmatively 
that  operation  of  the  stadium  for  such  purpose 
will  not  unduly  restrict  the  use  of  the  stadium 
for  other  public  purposes. 

(iii)  The  authority  shall  find  that  the  rental 
to  be  charged  for  operation  of  the  stadium  will 
be  a  least  equivalent  to  the  fair  market  value  of 
the  privileges  afforded.  In  making  such  finding 
the  authority  shall  investigate  and  take  into 
account  the  rental  charges  to  users  similarly 
situated  by  stadium  owners,  public  and  private, 
in  other  sections  of  the  United  States. 

(iv)  The  lease  or  agreement  contains  such 
other  provisions  as  the  authority  shall  deem 
appropriate  for  protection  of  the  public  in- 
terest, including,  if  the  authority  shall  so 
determine,  provisions  in  any  lease  or  agreement 
operative  in  more  than  one  calendar  year  for 
reopening  the  terms  of  the  lease  or  agreement. 

(b)  While  the  stadium  is  being  constructed,  the 
authority  shall  make  and  publish  general  regula- 
tions respecting  its  availability  for  civic,  philan- 
thropic, educational,  recreational,  and  other  uses, 
which  regulations  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time  thereafter  by  the  authority.  In  making  or 
amending  such  regulations  the  authority  shall, 
insofar  as  consistent  with  the  necessity  to  provide 
the  authority  with  sufficient  funds  to  pay  interest 
on,  and  principal  of,  all  stadium  revenue  and 
revenue  refunding  bonds,  be  governed  by  the 
following  principles: 

(i)  To  the  extent  possible,  the  stadium  shall 
be  made  available  for  as  many  diverse  uses  as 
appear  to  the  authority  to  be  in  the  public 
interest,  the  first  priority  being  the  use  of  the 
stadium  by  public  agencies  and  institutions. 

(ii)  In  establishing  priorities  of  use,  the 
authority  shall  take  into  account  the  critical 
need  for  recreational  and  athletic  facilities  for 
students  at  public  high  schools  and  state  col- 
leges and  universities  in  and  around  Boston  and 
its  environs. 

(iii)  In  making  the  stadium  available  to 
public  agencies  and  institutions,  the  authority 
shall  fix  its  rents,  rates,  charges,  and  fees  at 
such  levels  as  will  recognize  the  necessity  of 
paying  the  costs  of  constructing,  financing,  and 
operating  the  stadium  and  the  desirability  of 
making  the  stadium  available  to  as  many 
citizens  as  possible. 

Section  6.  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Upon 
completion  of  the  stadium,  the  authority  shall 
operate,  maintain,  and  repair  it,  or  shall  cause  it  to 
be  operated,  maintained,  and  repaired,  for  the 
purpose    of   this   act    until    it  shall  become   the 
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property  of  the  city  as  provided  in  section  19  of 
this  act. 

So  much  of  the  cost  of  the  audit  of  the  books 
of  the  authority  as  pertain  to  the  construction  of 
the  stadium  shall  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
construction  thereof;  and  so  much  of  the  cost  of 
such  audit  as  pertains  to  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  stadium  shall  be  treated  as  a 
current  expense. 

Section  7.  Acquisition  of  Property.  The 
authority  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
acquire,  by  purchase,  grant,  devise,  donation,  lease, 
or  otherwise,  including  the  exercise  of  the  power 
of  eminent  domain  in  accordance  with  chapter  79 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  then  amended  and  in  force, 
such  lands,  improved  and  unimproved,  structures, 
rights  of  ways,  franchises,  easements,  and  other 
rights  in  land,  including  lands  lying  under  water, 
riparian  rights,  subsurface  rights,  public  lands,  or 
parts  thereof  or  rights  therein,  as  the  authority 
may  deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  act.  The  powers  provided  in 
this  section  are  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  deroga- 
tion of,  the  authority's  powers  under  chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws  and  any  other  provision  of 
law.  The  authority  shall  take  title  to  any  such 
property  and  shall  have  the  power  to  sell,  lease,  or 
otherwise  transfer  or  convey  any  portion  of  the 
same  deemed  by  the  authority  to  be  surplus  to  its 
needs  to  any  person  or  public  or  private  entity. 
Any  acquisition  hereunder  by  the  authority  of  an 
easement  or  any  other  estate  or  right  in  land, 
whether  improved  or  unimproved,  may  be  con- 
fined to  a  portion  or  section  of  any  parcel  or  estate 
fixed  by  planes  of  division,  or  otherwise,  below  or 
above  or  at  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  in  such  case 
no  taking  need  be  made  of  upper  or  lower  portions 
or  other  parts  or  sections  thereof  other  than  the 
easement,  estate,  or  right  in  land  deemed  necessary 
by  the  authority  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

When  a  parcel  of  private  property  so  taken  is 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  residential  purposes, 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  parcel  may,  within 
thirty  days  of  the  date  of  the  authority's  notice  to 
vacate  such  parcel,  appeal  to  the  authority  for  a 
postponement  of  the  date  set  for  vacating,  where- 
upon the  authority  shall  grant  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  a  postponement  of  three 
months  from  the  date  of  such  appeal;  provided, 
however,  that  the  appeal  for  such  postponement 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  written  request  to  the 
authority  sent  by  registered  mail,  return  receipt 
requested. 

The  authority  shall  give  security  to  the  state 
treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  damages  as  may 
be  awarded  in  accordance  with  law  for  such  taking, 
and  the  provisions  of  section  40  of  said  chapter  79, 
insofar  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  shall  govern 
the  rights  of  the  authority  and  of  any  person 
whose  property  shall  be  so  taken. 

Whenever  the  authority  shall  acquire  hereunder 
any  lands  which  have  been  filled  or  otherwise 
improved,  occupied,  or  used  under  any  authority 
or  license  granted  by  the  commonwealth  or  by  its 
department  of  public  works  under  the  provisions 


of  chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws  or  correspon- 
ding provisions  of  earlier  law,  such  license  or 
authority  shall  not  be  revoked  so  long  as  such  lands 
shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  The 
department  of  public  works  shall  issue  a  license  to 
the  authority  to  fill  or  otherwise  occupy,  use,  or 
maintain  any  such  land  on  which  there  is  unau- 
thorized fill,  and  such  license  shall  not  be  revoked 
by  the  department  so  long  as  the  land  is  used  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act. 

All  departments,  agencies,  and  instrumentalities 
of  the  commonwealth  and  the  city  are  hereby 
authorized,  notwithstanding  any  statutory  pro- 
vision to  the  contrary,  to  lease,  sell,  donate,  grant, 
or  convey  to  the  authority  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  at  its  request,  with  or  without  consideration 
and  upon  terms  and  conditions  mutually  agreeable 
and  without  advertisement,  notice,  or  order  of 
court,  any  property,  real  or  personal,  improved  or 
unimproved,  including  property  then  devoted  to  a 
public  use,  owned  by  them  or  under  their  juris- 
diction, and  any  rights  or  easements  in,  upon,  over, 
under,  or  across  any  such  property.  Without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  city, 
the  commonwealth,  the  state  department  of  public 
works,  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority,  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  any  railroad  or 
common  carrier  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  state  department  of  public  utilities,  and  any 
other  department,  agency,  or  instrumentality  of 
the  commonwealth  and  any  political  subdivision  of 
the  commonwealth  are  authorized  and  directed, 
severally  or  jointly,  to  cooperate  with  and  assist 
the  authority  in  the  construction  and  operation  of 
the  stadium  project,  including  construction  or 
relocation  of  buildings,  structures,  ways,  tracks, 
streets,  and  highways  in  the  vicinity  of  the  stadium 
project,  construction  or  relocation  of  ramps  and 
access  roads  to,  from,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
stadium  project,  clearing,  excavating,  filling  and 
grading  lands  and  waterways,  and  granting  ease- 
ments, air  rights,  and  other  rights  of  passage  and 
use,  and  to  expend  funds  therefor  as  may  other- 
wise be  available  to  such  public  bodies,  all  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  maximum  public  enjoyment 
and  convenient  use  of  the  stadium  project  and  all 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  public  bodies  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  upon  by  the  authority  and  such 
public  bodies.  The  commonwealth  hereby  consents 
to  the  construction  by  the  authority  of  a  foot 
bridge  across  the  Neponset  River,  and  to  the  use  by 
the  authority  of  all  lands  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth, including  lands  lying  under  water,  subsur- 
face rights,  air  rights,  and  other  rights  in  land, 
which  the  authority  deems  necessary  for  the 
construction,  operation,  repair,  or  maintenance  of 
the  stadium  project. 

Section  8.  Incidental  Powers.  The  authority 
shall  have  the  power  to  change  and  adjust  the  lines 
and  grades,  and  to  vacate,  abandon,  or  discontinue 
or  change  the  location,  of  public  streets  and  public 
highways  if  necessary  for  the  construction  or 
operation  of  the  stadium  project;  and  any  damage 
caused  by  the  construction  of  the  stadium  project 
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or  by  changing  or  adjusting  the  lines  and  grades,  or 
vacating  or  changing  the  location,  of  such  streets 
and  highways  shall  be  paid  by  the  authority  to  the 
public  entity  having  jurisdiction  damaged  thereby. 
The  authority  may  establish  satisfactory  detours 
over  existing  public  ways  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  stadium  project. 

If  the  authority  shall  find  it  necessary  to  change 
the  location  of  any  portion  of  any  public  way,  it 
shall  reconstruct  the  same  at  such  location  as  the 
authority  shall  deem  most  favorable  and  of  sub- 
stantially the  same  type  and  in  as  good  condition 
as  the  original  highway.  The  authority  may  acquire 
land  or  rights  in  land  for  this  purpose  by  eminent 
domain  under  chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
authority  may,  for  such  purpose,  acquire  by 
purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain  under  said 
chapter  79  land  or  rights  in  land,  including 
easements,  outside  the  stadium  site. 

The  authority  and  its  authorized  agents  and 
employees  may  enter  upon  any  lands,  waters,  and 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys, 
soundings,  drillings,  and  examinations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purpose  of 
this  act,  and  such  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
trespass,  nor  shall  an  entry  for  such  purposes  be 
deemed  an  entry  under  any  eminent  domain 
proceedings  which  may  be  then  pending.  The 
authority  shall  make  reimbursements  for  any 
actual  damages  resulting  to  such  lands,  waters,  and 
premises  as  a  result  of  such  activities. 

The  authority  may  order  the  removal  or  reloca- 
tion of  any  surface  tracks,  and  the  removal  or 
relocation  of  any  conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles,  or 
other  property  located  in  public  ways  or  places  or 
in  or  upon  private  land,  which  it  deems  to  interfere 
with  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  the 
stadium  project,  and  the  proper  authorities  shall 
grant  new  locations  for  such  structures  so  removed 
or  relocated,  and  the  owner  thereof  shall  be 
reimbursed  by  the  authority  for  the  reasonable 
cost  of  such  removal  or  relocation.  Such  orders,  to 
the  extent  specified  therein,  shall  be  deemed  a 
revocation  of  the  right  or  license  to  maintain  such 
tracks,  pipes,  conduits,  wires,  poles,  or  other 
property  in  such  public  ways  or  places,  and  the 
owner  of  any  such  structures  in  public  ways  or 
lands  shall  comply  with  such  orders.  If  any  such 
owner  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  such  order  of 
the  authority  relating  to  such  structure  in  public 
ways  and  places  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed 
in  the  order,  the  authority  may  discontinue  and 
remove  such  tracks,  conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles, 
or  other  property,  and  may  relocate  the  same,  and 
the  cost  of  such  discontinuance,  removal,  or 
relocation  shall  be  repaid  to  the  authority  by  the 
owner.  No  such  discontinuance,  removal,  or  reloca- 
tion shall  entitle  the  owner  of  the  property  thus 
affected  to  any  damages  on  account  thereof, 
except  for  the  reimbursement  of  cost  provided  for 
above.  Any  such  structure  in  or  upon  private  lands 
may  be  removed  and  relocated  by  the  authority, 
or,  if  removed  and  relocated  by  the  owner  thereof, 
the  reasonable  expense  shall  be  repaid  to  him  by 
the  authority. 


Any  gas  or  electric  lighting  company  shall  shut 
off  the  gas  or  current  from  any  pipes  or  wires 
affected  by  any  acts  done  hereunder,  so  far  and  for 
such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
escape  or  explosion  of  gas  or  other  public  danger. 

The  authority  may  call  upon  the  state  depart- 
ment of  public  works,  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  and  such  other  state  or  city  boards, 
commissions,  or  divisions  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  making 
investigations  and  in  effecting  the  design  and 
construction  of  the  stadium  project. 

Police  officers  of  the  city,  and  state  and  other 
police  officers  to  the  extent  of  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  may  be  made  available  for  the  move- 
ment of  traffic  and  the  protection  of  those  using 
the  stadium. 

The  authority  shall  not  be  immune  from 
liability  to  any  person  sustaining  bodily  injury  or 
damage  to  his  property  by  reason  of  any  defect  or 
want  of  repair  of  the  stadium,  or  any  part  thereof, 
caused  by  the  authority.  The  authority  is  autho- 
rized to  carry  such  insurance  as  it  deems  necessary 
to  protect  itself  against  any  such  liability. 

Any  person  seeking  admittance  to  or  using  the 
stadium  who  refuses  to  pay  the  fee  or  charge 
properly  prescribed  therefor  or  who  evades  or 
attempts  to  evade  payment  of  such  fee  or  charge, 
or  who  otherwise  violates  any  published  rule  or 
regulation  established  by  the  authority  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  stadium,  may  be  summarily 
removed  from  the  premises  without  a  warrant. 

Section  9.  Revenues.  Consistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  5,  the  authority  is  authorized  to 
fix,  revise,  charge,  and  collect  rents,  rates,  fees,  and 
charges  for  admission  to,  or  the  lease,  use,  occu- 
pancy, or  operation  of,  the  stadium  project  and  all 
portions  thereof,  and  to  contract  with  any  person 
or  public  entity  respecting  the  lease,  use,  occu- 
pancy, or  operation  of  the  stadium  project,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  to  reserve  the  right  to  review  or 
approve  such  rents,  rates,  fees,  and  charges  as  may 
be  prescribed  and  collected  by  any  such  person  or 
public  entity,  and  to  fix  such  terms,  conditions, 
and  requirements  respecting  admission  to  the 
stadium,  or  the  lease,  use,  occupancy,  or  operation 
of  the  same,  as  the  authority  may  deem  desirable. 
Such  rents,  rates,  fees,  and  charges  shall  not, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  supervision 
or  regulation  by  any  department,  division,  commis- 
sion, board,  bureau,  agency,  or  officer  of  the 
commonwealth,  or  any  political  subdivision  there- 
of. 

Such  rents,  rates,  fees,  and  charges  shall  be  so 
fixed  and  adjusted  as  to  provide,  together  with 
other  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  a  fund  as 
nearly  sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  authority 
as  possible,  with  all  other  revenues  and  income,  if 
any,  from  the  stadium  project,  to  pay  (a)  the 
current  expenses  of  the  authority  and  (b)  the 
principal  of,  interest  on,  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  bonds  then  outstanding  as  the 
same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  and  to  create 
reserves  for  such  purposes.  All  rents,  rates,  fees, 
and  charges  and  all  other  revenues  derived  by  the 
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authority  from  the  ownership  or  operation  of  the 
stadium  project,  except  such  part  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  current  expenses  and  to 
provide  such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  required 
under  the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
the  bonds  of  the  trust  agreement  securing  the 
same,  shall  be  set  aside  at  such  regular  intervals  as 
may  be  provided  in  such  resolution  or  such  trust 
agreement  in  a  sinking  fund  which  is  hereby 
pledged  to,  and  charged  with,  the  payment  of  such 
principal,  interest,  and  redemption  premium. 

Such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  from  the 
time  when  the  pledge  is  made.  The  revenues  or 
other  moneys  so  pledged  and  thereafter  received 
by  the  authority  shall  immediately  be  subject  to 
the  lien  of  such  pledge  without  any  physical 
delivery  thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  any 
such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  as  against  all 
parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract, 
or  otherwise  against  the  authority,  irrespective  of 
whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither 
the  resolution  nor  any  trust  agreement  by  which  a 
pledge  is  created  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except 
in  the  records  of  the  authority. 

The  use  and  disposition  of  moneys  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  such  sinking  fund  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  resolution  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds  or  of  such  trust  agreement. 
Except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  in  such 
resolution  or  trust  agreement,  such  sinking  fund 
shall  be  a  fund  for  all  such  bonds  without 
distinction  or  priority  of  one  over  another. 

Section  10.  Exemption  from  Taxation.  The 
exercise  of  the  powers  granted  by  this  act  will  be  in 
all  respects  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth,  for  the  increase  of  their  com- 
merce and  prosperity,  and  for  the  improvement  of 
their  health  and  living  conditions,  and  as  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  stadium  by  the 
authority  will  constitute  the  performance  of  essen- 
tial governmental  functions,  the  authority  and  any 
lessee  leasing  from  the  authority  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  any  taxes  or  assessments  upon  the 
stadium;  and  the  authority  shall  not  be  required  to 
pay  any  taxes  upon  the  income  therefrom.  With 
respect  to  the  adjacent  development,  the  authority 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  taxes  on  the  rental 
or  other  income  therefrom  or  its  interest  in  such 
adjacent  development;  but  the  adjacent  develop- 
ment shall  be  taxed  to  the  lessee  or  lessees  thereof 
or  their  assigns  in  the  same  matter  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  said  lessee  or  lessees,  or  their  assigns, 
were  the  owner  thereof  in  fee.  Payment  of  such 
taxes  shall  not  be  enforced  by  any  lien  upon  or  sale 
or  taking  of  the  real  estate,  but  in  the  case  of  any 
leasehold  subject  to  taxation  as  aforesaid  the 
interest  of  the  lessee  or  lessees  or  their  assigns 
therein  may  be  sold  or  taken  by  the  collector  of 
taxes  of  the  city  for  the  nonpayment  of  the  tax 
assessed  as  aforesaid  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
for  the  sale  or  taking  of  real  estate  for  nonpayment 
of  local  taxes.  Such  collector  shall  have  for  the 
collection  of  taxes  assessed  under  this  section  all 
other  remedies  provided   by    chapter  60   of  the 


General  Laws  for  the  collection  of  taxes  by  col- 
lectors of  cities  and  towns. 

The  bonds  and  interim  receipts  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  their  transfer,  and  the 
income  therefrom  (including  any  profit  made  on 
the  sale  thereof)  shall  at  all  times  be  free  from 
taxation  of  any  kind,  including  the  corporate 
excise  or  any  like  tax  within  the  commonwealth. 

Section  11.  Stadium  Revenue  Bonds.  For  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
stadium  project,  the  authority  is  hereby  authorized 
to  provide  by  resolution,  at  one  time  or  from  time 
to  time,  for  the  issuance  of  its  stadium  revenue 
bonds.  The  principal  of,  and  the  interest  on,  such 
bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds  herein 
provided  for  such  payment.  The  bonds  of  each 
issue  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate 
or  rates,  shall  mature  at  such  time  or  times,  not 
exceeding  forty  years  from  their  date  or  dates,  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  authority,  and  may  be 
made  redeemable  before  maturity,  at  the  option  of 
the  authority,  at  such  price  or  prices  and  under 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
authority  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The 
authority  shall  determine  the  form  of  the  bonds, 
including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached 
thereto,  and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or  denomi- 
nations of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or  places  of 
payment  of  principal  and  interest,  which  may  be  at 
any  bank  or  trust  company  within  or  without  the 
commonwealth.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  authority  or  shall  bear  his  fac- 
simile signature,  and  shall  bear  a  facsimile  of  the 
official  seal  of  the  authority,  attested  by  the 
comptroller  of  the  authority,  and  any  coupons 
attached  thereto  shall  bear  the  facsimile  signature 
of  the  chairman  of  the  authority.  In  case  any 
officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  any  bonds  or  coupons 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of 
such  bonds,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall 
nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes 
the  same  as  if  he  had  remained  in  office  until  such 
delivery.  All  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  have, 
all  the  qualities  and  incidents,  including  negotia- 
bility, of  investment  securities  under  the  uniform 
commercial  code  of  the  commonwealth.  The  bonds 
may  be  issued  in  coupon  or  in  registered  form,  or 
both,  as  the  authority  may  determine,  and  pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  the  registration  of  any 
coupon  bonds  as  to  principal  alone  and  also  as  to 
both  principal  and  interest,  and  for  the  recon- 
version into  coupon  bonds  of  any  bonds  registered 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  and  for  the 
interchange  of  registered  and  coupon  bonds.  The 
authority  may  sell  such  bonds  in  such  manner, 
either  at  public  or  at  private  sale,  and  for  such 
price,  as  it  may  determine  to  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  authority. 

The  proceeds  of  the  bonds  shall  be  deposited 
with  a  trustee  for  credit  to  a  special  fund  to  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the 
stadium  project,  and  shall  be  disbursed  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  the 
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authority  may  provide  in  the  resolution  autho- 
rizing the  issuance  of  such  bonds  or  the  trust 
agreement  hereinafter  mentioned  securing  the 
same. 

If  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  initially  issued,  by 
error  of  estimates  or  otherwise,  shall  be  less  than 
the  cost  of  the  stadium  project,  additional  bonds 
may  in  like  manner  be  issued  to  provide  the 
amount  of  such  deficit,  and,  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds  or  in  the  trust  agreement  securing 
the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  same  issue 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  payment  from  the  same 
fund  without  preference  or  priority  of  the  bonds 
first  issued.  If  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall 
exceed  the  cost  of  the  stadium  project,  the  surplus 
shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund 
for  such  bonds. 

Prior  to  the  preparation  of  definitive  bonds,  the 
authority  may,  under  like  restrictions,  issue  interim 
receipts  or  temporary  bonds,  with  or  without 
coupons,  exchangeable  for  definitive  bonds  when 
such  bonds  shall  have  been  executed  and  are 
available  for  delivery.  The  authority  may  also 
provide  for  the  replacement  of  any  bonds  or 
coupons  which  shall  become  mutilated  or  shall  be 
destroyed  or  lost.  Bonds  may  be  issued  by  the 
authority  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  without 
obtaining  the  consent  of  any  department,  division, 
commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  without  any  other  proceeding 
or  the  happening  of  any  other  condition  of  thing 
than  those  proceedings,  conditions,  or  things  which 
are  specifically  required  by  this  act. 

While  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  remain  outstanding,  the  powers,  duties,  or 
existence  of  the  authority  shall  not  be  diminished 
or  impaired  in  any  way  that  will  affect  adversely 
the  interests  and  rights  of  the  holders  of  such 
bonds. 

Section  12.  Trust  Agreement.  In  the  discretion 
of  the  authority,  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may  be  secured  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  authority  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  com- 
pany or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth.  Such  trust 
agreement  or  the  resolution  providing  for  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds  may  pledge  or  assign  the 
revenues  to  be  received,  but  shall  not  convey  or 
mortgage  the  stadium  project  or  any  part  thereof. 
Such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  providing  for 
the  issuance  of  such  bonds  may  contain  such 
provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights 
and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law, 
including  covenants  setting  forth  the  duties  of  the 
authority  in  relation  to  the  acquisition  of  property 
and  the  construction  of  the  stadium  project  and 
the  maintenance,  operation,  repair,  and  insurance 
of  the  stadium  project,  the  rents,  rates,  charges^and 
fees  to  be  charged,  and  the  custody,  safeguarding, 
and  application  of  all  moneys,  and  may  contain 
provisions  for  the  employment  of  architects  and 
consulting  engineers  in  connection  with  the  con- 


struction and  operation  of  the  stadium  project. 
Such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  shall  set  forth 
the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  and  of 
the  trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  bondholders.  In  addition  to  the  fore- 
going, such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  may 
contain  such  other  provisions  as  the  authority  may 
deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the 
bondholders.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  such  trust  agreement  or  resolu- 
tion may  be  treated  as  current  expenses. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  which  may  act  as  depositary  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  bonds  or  of  revenues  to  furnish 
such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securi- 
ties as  may  be  required  by  the  authority. 

Section  13.  Remedies.  Any  holder  of  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  and  the  trustee 
under  any  trust  agreement  or  resolution,  except  to 
the  extent  the  rights  herein  given  may  be  restricted 
by  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution,  may,  either 
at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action,  mandamus,  or 
other  proceeding,  protect  and  enforce  any  and  all 
rights  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or 
granted  hereunder  or  under  such  trust  agreement 
or  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such 
bonds,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the  perfor- 
mance of  all  duties  required  by  this  act  or  by  such 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  to  be  performed  by 
the  authority  or  by  any  officer  thereof,  including 
the  fixing,  charging,  and  collecting  of  rents,  rates, 
charges,  and  fees. 

Section  14.  Trust  Funds.  All  moneys  received 
by  the  authority  or  by  the  trustee  pursuant  to  this 
act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  revenue 
bonds,  as  revenues,  as  funds  payable  pursuant  to 
section  20  hereof,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  trust  funds,  to  be  held  and  applied  solely  as 
provided  in  this  act.  The  resolution  authorizing  the 
bonds  or  the  trust  agreement  securing  such  bonds 
shall  provide  that  any  officer  with  whom,  or  any 
bank  or  trust  company  with  which,  such  moneys 
shall  be  deposited  shall  act  as  trustee  of  such 
moneys  and  shall  hold  and  apply  the  same  for  the 
pruposes  hereof,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  this 
act  and  such  resolution  or  trust  agreement  may 
provide. 

Section  15.  Credit  of  Commonwealth  or  Any 
Political  Subdivision  Not  Pledged.  Bonds  and 
interim  receipts  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  any  such  political  sub-- 
division;  but  such  bonds  and  interim  receipts  shall 
be  payable  solely  from  the  funds  herein  provided 
therefor  from  revenues.  All  such  bonds  and  interim 
receipts  shall  contain  on  the  face  thereof  in 
boldface  type  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  neither 
the  authority  nor  the  commonwealth  nor  any 
political  subdivision  thereof  shall  be  obligated  to 
pay  the  same  or  the  interest  thereon  except  from 
revenues  of  the  stadium  project,  or  other  funds 
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provided  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  and  that 
neither  the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of 
the  commonwealth  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  or  the  interest  on  such  bonds  and  interim 
receipts. 

All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  payable  solely  from 
funds  provided  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  and 
no  liability  or  obligation  shall  be  incurred  by  the 
authority  hereunder  beyond  the  extent  to  which 
moneys  shall  have  been  provided  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Section  16.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investments. 
Bonds  issued  by  the  authority  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  made  securities  in 
which  all  public  officers  and  public  bodies  of  the 
commonwealth  and  its  political  subdivisions,  all 
insurance  companies,  trust  companies  in  their 
commercial  departments  and  within  the  limits  set 
by  section  54  of  chapter  172  of  the  General  Laws, 
banking  associations,  investment  companies,  execu- 
tors, trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  and  all  other 
persons  whatsoever  who  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  a  similar  nature,  may  properly  and  legally 
invest  funds,  including  capital  in  their  control  or 
belonging  to  them,  and  such  bonds  are  hereby 
made  obligations  which  may  properly  and  legally 
be  made  eligible  for  the  investment  of  savings 
deposits  and  the  income  thereof  in  the  manner 
provided  by  section  50  of  chapter  168  of  the 
General  Laws.  Such  bonds  are  hereby  made  securi- 
ties which  may  properly  and  legally  be  deposited 
with  and  received  by  any  state  or  municipal  officer 
or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the 
commonwealth  for  any  purpose  for  which  the 
deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the 
commonwealth  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  autho- 
rized by  law. 

Section  17.  Stadium  Revenue  Refunding 
Bonds.  The  authority  is  hereby  authorized  to 
provide  by  resolution  for  the  issuance  of  its 
stadium  revenue  refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose 
of  refunding  any  revenue  bonds  then  outstanding 
which  shall  have  been  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  including  the  payment  of  any  redemp- 
tion premium  thereon  and  any  interest  accrued  or 
to  accrue  to  the  date  of  redemption  of  such  bonds, 
and,  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  authority,  for  the 
additional  purpose  of  constructing  improvements, 
extensions,  or  enlargements  of  the  stadium.  The 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  the  maturities  and  other 
details  thereof,  the  rights  of  the  holders  thereof, 
and  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  authority  in 
respect  of  the  same,  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
appropriate.  The  issuance  of  stadium  revenue 
refunding  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
need  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  any 
other  law  applicable  to  the  issuance  of  bonds. 

Revenue  refunding  bonds  issued  under  this 
section  may  be  sold  or  exchanged  for  outstanding 
bonds  issued  under  this  act,  and,  if  sold,  the 
proceeds  thereof  may  may  be  applied,  in  addition 


to  any  other  authorized  purposes,  to  the  purchase, 
redemption,  or  payment  of  such  outstanding 
bonds.  Revenue  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued,  in 
the  determination  of  the  authority,  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  date  of  maturity  or  maturities  or  the 
date  selected  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds 
being  refunded  thereby.  Pending  the  application  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  revenue  refunding  bonds, 
with  any  other  available  funds,  to  the  payment  of 
the  principal,  accrued  interest,  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  bonds  being  refunded,  and,  if  so 
provided  or  permitted  in  the  resolution  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  such  refunding  bonds  or  in  the  trust 
agreement  securing  the  same  to  the  payment  of 
any  interest  on  such  refunding  bonds  and  any 
expenses  in  connection  with  such  refunding,  such 
proceeds  may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of 
or  obligations  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on 
which  are  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the 
United  States  of  America  which  shall  mature  or 
which  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  by  the  holder 
thereof,  at  the  option  of  such  holder,  not  later 
than  the  respective  dates  when  the  proceeds, 
together  with  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  will  be 
required  for  the  purposes  intended. 

Section  18.  Miscellaneous.  To  effect  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  the  state  department  of  public 
works,  on  its  behalf,  shall  make  available  to  the 
authority  all  maps,  plans,  and  data  which  may  be 
useful  to  the  authority  in  making  such  surveys  and 
studies  and  in  constructing  the  stadium,  all  without 
cost  to  the  authority. 

Section  19.  Transfer  to  City.  When  all  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including 
principal,  interest,  and  any  redemption  premium, 
and  all  other  obligations  incurred  by  the  authority 
under  the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
such  bonds  or  the  trust  agreement  securing  the 
same  shall  have  been  paid,  or  a  sufficient  amount 
for  the  payment  thereof  shall  be  held  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  and  others, 
the  stadium  project,  if  then  in  good  condition  and 
repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city,  shall,  subject 
to  any  outstanding  leases  or  other  agreements 
respecting  the  same,  become  the  property  of  the 
city  and  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  and 
operated  by  the  city  or  any  agency  thereof,  as  may 
be  hereafter  provided  by  law,  and  all  funds  of  the 
authority  received  pursuant  to  this  act  and  not 
required  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds  and  other 
obligations  shall  be  paid  to  the  city.  The  authority 
shall  not  be  dissolved  until  all  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  interest  thereon 
shall  have  been  paid  or  a  sufficient  amount  for  the 
payment  of  all  such  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon 
to  the  maturity  thereof  shall  have  been  set  aside  in 
trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  bondholders. 

Section  20.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  3  of 
chapter  128A  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in 
section  2  of  chapter  805  of  the  acts  of  1963,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  follow- 
ing sentence:  "In  the  years  1970  and  1971  and 
thereafter  so  long  as  any  stadium  revenue  bond  or 
stadium  revenue  refunding  bond  issued  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the  purpose 
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of  constructing  a  stadium  project  pursuant  to  a 
special  law  passed  in  the  year  1970  has  not  been 
paid  or  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  payment 
thereof  is  not  held  in  trust,  a  license  issued  under 
this  section  for  running  horse  racing  meetings  shall 
include  a  license  to  conduct  running  horse  racing 
meetings  on  twelve  days  within  the  fortnight 
immediately  preceding  the  first  of  the  meetings 
aforesaid,  which  days  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
stadium  days."  The  entire  15  percent  withheld  by 
the  licensee  on  such  stadium  days  under  section  5, 
and  also  the  full  breaks  on  such  stadium  days,  and 
in  addition  the  1  percent  withheld  on  such  stadium 
days  under  section  27  of  chapter  546  of  the  acts  of 
1969,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  the  licensee  to 
said  authority;  and  no  part  of  either  said  15 
percent  or  said  breaks  or  said  1  percent  shall  either 
be  paid  to  the  commission  or  be  retained  by  the 
licensee;  provided,  however,  that  the  licensee  may 
retain  from  said  15  percent  so  much  of  his  direct 
costs  in  conducting  such  stadium  days  as  is  not 
defrayed  by  sums  received  for  admission  to  the 
running  horse  racing  meetings  on  such  stadium 
days  and  for  parking  motor  vehicles  on  such 
stadium  days.  All  sums  received  by  said  authority 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  revenues  of 
the  stadium  project.  The  authority  or  its  duly 
authorized  representative  shall  at  all  times  have 
access  to  the  records  and  books  of  the  licensee 
conducting  stadiurh  days  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining and  checking  the  same,  and  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  the  proper  amount  has  been  or  is 
being  paid  to  said  authority  as  required  hereunder. 

Section  21.  Clause  (d)  of  said  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  chapter  663  of  the  acts  of  1953,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "held" 
in  line  1  the  words  "in  the  case  of  running  horse 
racing  meetings,  only  between  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  any  year,  and  in  the  case  of 
other  horse  racing  meetings." 

Section  22.  Clause  (f)  of  said  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  section  3  of  chapter  454  of  the  acts  of 
1935,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  4 
the  words  "at  state  and  county  fairs"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "on  stadium  days  or  at 
state  and  county  fairs;  provided,  however,  that  in 
the  years  1970  and  1971  and  thereafter  so  long  as 
any  stadium  revenue  bond  or  stadium  revenue 
refunding  bond  issued  as  aforesaid  has  not  been 
paid  or  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  payment 
thereof  is  not  held  in  trust,  licenses  shall  be  issued 
for  an  aggregate  of  ninety  days  of  running  horse 
racing  meetings  on  stadium  days  and  at  state  and 
county  fairs." 

Section  23.  Act  Liberally  Construed.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  common- 
wealth and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  con- 
strued to  effect  the  purposes  thereof. 

Section  24.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 
such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 


Section  25.  Inconsistent  Laws  Inappli- 
cable, All  general  or  special  laws,  or  parts  thereof, 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
inapplicable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Chapter 
778  of  the  acts  of  1962  is  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  The  aid  formula  should  be  changed  to 
a  sum  of  $4  on  each  $1,000  of  the  average  of  the 
assessor's  valuations  for  the  three  preceding  years;

the  enactment  of  the  various  taxes  suggested.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor : 

In  response  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  February  2,  1970,  and  in 
accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  herewith 
replies  to  questions  posed  under  section  2  of  said 
resolution,  which,  I  believe,  reflect  your  thoughts 
concerning  the  issues  involved. 
I.  "What  advantages  and  disadvantages  would 
accrue  to  the  City  of  Boston  from  the  enact- 
ment of  a  payroll,  wage,  or  income  tax? 
Local  income,  wage,  and  payroll  taxes  can  take 
a  variety  of  forms.  In  this  discussion  the  term 
"income  tax"  will  be  used  to  refer  to  a  tax  on  all 
income  earned  by  residents  of  Boston.  The  terms 
"payroll  tax"  and  "wage  tax"  will  be  used  to  refer 
to  a  tax  on  all  earnings  from  employment  in 
Boston. 

Enactment  of  a  city  payroll,  wage,  or  income 
tax  would  reduce  dependence  on  the  property  tax. 
Reduced  dependence  on  the  property  tax  would 
have  three  advantages: 

1.  The  tax  structure  would  become  less  regres- 
sive. The  property  tax  is  clearly  regressive, 
while  an  income  or  wage  tax  would  be 
proportional  or  progressive. 

2.  The  city's  tax  base  would  be  more  elastic. 
During  inflationary  periods  income  rises 
more  rapidly  than  property  values. 

3.  The  city's  housing  market  would  be  favor- 
ably affected.  Reduced  dependence  on  pro- 
perty taxes  would  reduce  pressures  for  rent 
increases  and  would  encourage  housing  con- 
struction. 

Any  new  tax  would  incur  increased  costs  for 
administration.  However,  if  the  tax  is  properly 
designed,  it  could  be  collected  by  the  state  as  part 
of  the  regular  state  income  tax  collection  process. 
In  this  way  collection  costs  could  be  kept  to  a 
minimum;  and  the  taxpayer  would  need  to  fill  out 
only  one  form  for  both  city  and  state  income 
taxes. 

A  city  income  tax  has  two  advantages  over  a 
wage  or  payroll  tax: 


1.  An  income  tax  would  be  more  progressive 
because  it  would  tax  nonemployment  in- 
come (such  as  dividends  and  interest).  Non- 
employment  income  is  earned  primarily  by 
higher-income  households. 

2.  An  income  tax  might  have  a  marginal 
tendency  to  encourage  business  growth  in 
the  city. 

A  city  income  tax  has  two  disadvantages  when 
compared  with  a  wage  or  payroll  tax: 

1.  An  income  tax  would  provide  a  very  mar- 
ginal incentive  for  Boston  residents  to  relo- 
cate outside  the  city  limits.  Assuming  that 
the  tax  rate  was  low,  the  impact  would  be 
more  psychological  than  economic. 

2.  The  tax  base  for  a  city  income  tax  would  be 
relatively  small.  Boston's  residents  earn  con- 
siderably less  than  the  state  and  metropoli- 
tan average.  In  1968  Boston's  per  capita 
income  was  approximately  76  percent  of 
the  state  per  capita  income  and  80  percent 
of  the  metropolitan  level.  For  this  reason  a 
1  percent  income  tax  in  Boston  in  1968 
would  have  generated  only  about  $7.1 
million  if  current  state  income  tax  deduc- 
tions and  exemptions  were  allowed.  With  no 
deductions  or  exemptions  the  same  tax 
would  have  produced  about  $18.9  million  in 
revenue.  The  latter  tax  in  1968  would  have 
reduced  that  year's  property  taxes  by  no 
more  than  $11. 

A  city-wide  wage  or  payroll  tax  would  have  a 
much  broader  revenue  base  because  it  would  allow 
Boston  to  tax  commuters.  In  1968  a  1  percent 
wage  tax  on  gross  earnings  would  have  generated 
about  $33  million  for  the  city  or  16.3  percent  of 
the  amount  raised  by  the  property  tax  in  that  year. 
However,  a  wage  or  payroll  tax  does  not  include 
income  earned  from  nonemployment  sources. 

To  incorporate  this  revenue  source  in  the  tax 
base,  a  "combination"  tax  could  be  enacted.  City 
residents  who  worked  in  Boston  would  have  all  of 
their  income  taxed.  Residents  who  worked  outside 
of  the  city  would  have  only  their  nonemployment 
income  taxed.  Commuters  would  pay  taxes  on 
their  employment  income.  Under  this  plan  (similar 
to  one  adopted  in  Detroit)  Boston  would  have 
received  about  $38  million  in  1968.  Since  this  tax 
provides  a  larger  tax  base  and  would  be  more 
progressive,  it  is  preferable  to  a  straight  wage  or 
payroll  tax. 

A  wage  or  "combination"  tax  applicable  only 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  however,  would  have  a 
marginal  adverse  effect  on  the  economic  growth  of 
the  city.  It  is  highly  probable  that  a  firm  would 
incur  greater  costs  from  increased  wages  than  it 
would  save  from  lower  property  taxes.  The  result- 
ing lower  profits  might  discourage  new  firms  from 
locating  in  the  city  and  encourage  existing  firms  to 
leave. 

II.  "Are  there  alternative  revenue-generating  ap- 
proaches more  feasible  and/or  appropriate  for 
the  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston? 
Three  types  of  alternatives  to  a  city  wage  or 
income  tax  should  be  discussed:  other  new  local 
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taxes,    more    extensive    use    of   present    revenue 
sources,  and  increased  state  aid. 

Any  new  local  tax,  other  than  a  wage  or  income 
tax,  does  not  seem  desirable.  A  corporate  tax  or  a 
sales  tax  would  have  serious  adverse  effects  on 
the  city's  economy.  A  use  tax,  attached  to  a  sales 
tax,  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  administer. 
Imposing  excise  taxes  on  specific  goods  (such  as 
(cigarettes)  would  have  the  same  economic  effects 
as  a  sales  tax  and  offer  little  revenue  potential. 

It  is  possible  to  utilize  present  revenue  sources 
more  extensively,  but  in  most  cases  such  utilization 
would  either  be  unwise  or  unproductive.  The  city's 
property  tax-exempt  institutions  could  be  taxed. 
But,  although  almost  50  percent  of  the  city's  total 
valuation  is  tax  exempt,  70  percent  of  total 
exempt  property  is  government-owned.  It  would 
make  little  sense  for  the  city  to  tax  itself,  and  it  is 
unrealistic  to  expect  either  the  state  or  federal 
government  to  subject  their  property  to  local 
taxation.  The  remaining  30  percent  of  tax-exempt 
property  is  owned  by  private  institutions.  If  all 
these  institutions  were  fully  taxed  in  1969  the  city 
tax  rate  would  have  declined  by  $33.22.  But 
certainly  at  least  some  of  these  institutions  per- 
form functions  worthy  of  some  tax  relief  or 
government  subsidy,  and  the  Legislature  has  shown 
no  disposition  to  modifying  any  tax  exemptions. 

A  better  proposal  is  not  to  tax  any  institution 
fully,  but  levy  a  charge  on  the  value  of  city  services 
provided.  A  service  charge  levied  on  all  private 
institutions,  and  computed  on  the  basis  of  valua- 
tion, would  yield  about  $13.5  million,  or  $8.50  on 
the  1969  tax  rate.  The  advantage  of  this  approach 
is  that  it  does  not  overburden  these  institutions, 
while  still  reimbursing  the  city  for  the  costs  it 
incurs  in  providing  direct  services  to  these  institu- 
tions. 

A  second  method  of  increasing  revenues  from 
existing  sources  would  be  to  increase  the  various 
license  fees  and  user  charges  which  the  city 
currently  collects.  The  amount  of  these  fees  must, 
by  law,  be  related  to  the  cost  of  providing  the 
service.  Many  fees  now  are  much  lower  than 
relevant  city  costs  would  warrant.  While  these  fees 
should  be  increased,  the  resulting  revenue  would 
not  be  enough  to  eliminate  the  need  for  an 
additional  revenue-generating  mechanism. 

The  final  alternative revenue-generatingapproach 
is  to  increase  state  aid  (by  increasing  state  taxes). 
This  approach  has  many  advantages.  A  state  tax 
would  not  face  constitutional  challenge.  Because  it 
would  aid  other  communities  besides  Boston,  its 
political  acceptability  would  be  enhanced.  The 
state  tax  would  also  have  the  least  adverse  effect 
on  Boston's  economic  growth.  And  it  would  give 
maximum  flexibility  in  establishing  a  revenue 
distribution  formula  based  on  financial  need. 

In  analyzing  the  possibilities  for  increased  state 
aid,  two  questions  should  be  examined  separately. 
First,  which  state  tax  should  be  increased  to 
provide  the  additional  aid?  Second,  how  should  the 
tax  revenues  be  distributed? 

Of  the  three  major  state  taxes  that  could  be 
increased,  the  corporate  excise  tax  is  the  least 


advantageous.  The  tax's  effective  rate  is  already 
twice  the  average  state  corporate  tax  in  the 
country.  Moreover,  to  generate  revenues  for  sub- 
stantial state  aid  (e.g.,  $150-$200  million)  the  tax 
must  be  increased  by  at  least  60  percent.  Such  an 
increase  could  have  serious  detrimental  effects  on 
the  state's  economic  health. 

In  its  present  form  the  sales  tax  would  also  be 
an  undesirable  mechanism  for  raising  additional 
revenue  because  of  its  regressivity  and  narrow  tax 
base,  reform  of  the  tax  to  eliminate  these  faults, 
however,  is  entirely  feasible.  Elimination  of  the 
food,  clothing,  and  services  exemptions  would 
broaden  the  revenue  base,  generating  an  additional 
$158  million  at  the  current  3  percent  rate.  Increas- 
ing the  current  income  tax  credit,  and  making  it 
progressively  larger  as  income  declines,  would 
make  the  tax  progressive  at  all  income  levels  below 
$10,000.  Such  a  credit  would  cost  approximately 
$25  million  over  the  current  income  tax  credit.  If 
the  tax  rate  were  also  raised  to  4  percent,  the 
projected  net  new  revenue  would  be  $230  million 
on  a  statewide  basis.  With  these  changes  the  sales 
tax  still  would  be  lower  than  the  same  tax  in  most 
other  states.  The  new  Massachusetts  sales  tax 
would  cost  the  taxpayer  about  1.7  percent  of 
personal  income.  The  average  state  sales  tax  in  the 
nation  costs  1.9  percent  of  personal  income. 

A  similar  increase  in  revenue  ($240  million) 
could  be  generated  from  an  increase  of  Vh  per- 
centage points  in  the  state  income  tax.  The 
resulting  Sxh  percent  tax  would  be  considerably 
higher  than  the  average  state  income  tax  (2  percent 
of  income  for  Massachusetts,  compared  with  a 
national  average  of  1.2  percent).  However,  since 
the  purpose  of  the  income  tax  increase  is  to  lower 
property  taxes,  the  total  state  and  local  tax  burden 
need  not  be  increased.  Thus,  either  the  state  sales 
or  income  tax  could  be  used  to  provide  funds  for 
increased  state  aid. 

The  new  aid  funds  could  be  redistributed  by  a 
variety  of  formulas.  Any  formula  adopted  should, 
however,  meet  the  criterion  of  favoring  those  cities 
and  towns  which  the  property  tax  leaves  least  able 
to  provide  high  quality  municipal  services  at 
reasonable  tax  rates.  The  property  tax  inherently 
discriminates  against  cities  with  high  service  costs 
per  capita  valuation.  If  need  is  to  be  a  major 
concern  in  establishing  some  alternative  revenue- 
generating  approach,  the  redistribution  formula 
should  aim  at  alleviating  the  discrimination  in- 
herent in  the  property  tax. 

One  method  of  meeting  this  criterion  is  to 
provide  proportionately  more  assistance  to  com- 
munities with  low  per  capita  assessed  valuation. 
The  following  is  an  example  of  such  a  formula:

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This  formula  is  basically  a  population  formula, 
adjusted  by  the  ratio  of  state  per  capita  property 
valuation  over  local  per  capita  valuation.  Towns 
with  per  capita  valuations  less  than  the  state 
average  would  receive  a  higher  proportion  of 
revenue  than  they  would  through  a  straight  popula- 
tion formula.  Under  this  formula  an  increase  in  the 
sales  or  income  tax  of  the  amount  mentioned 
previously  would  provide  approximately  $45  mil- 
lion per  year  for  Boston. 

Other  formulas  could  accomplish  substantially 
the  same  result.  If  an  increased  income  tax  were 
adopted,  the  revenue  could,  for  example,  be 
distributed  on  a  50-50  basis  between  town  of 
residence  and  town  of  employment.  Whatever  the 
formula,  the  concern  should  be  that  it  favors  those 
communities  which  are  most  harmed  by  reliance 
on  the  property  tax. 
Ill, "What   steps  are   being   taken   to  effect  the 

alternatives? 

Any  proposal  for  fundamental  change  in  the 
city's  fiscal  structure  would  require  major  state 
legislative  action.  However,  the  existence  of  the 
Master  Tax  Plan  Commission  bars  duch  paction  at 
least  for  this  year.  The  Mayor's  staff  is  preparing  a 
paper,  which  will  analyze  fiscal  problems,  for 
submission  to  the  commission.  But,  until  the 
commission's  reports  are  made  public,  the  only 
steps  which  can  be  taken  involve  using  present 
revenue  sources  more  extensively. 

For  this  reason  the  Mayor  is  taking  action  in 
two  areas.  First,  steps  are  being  taken  to  alleviate 
the  problems  of  private  and  public  tax-exempt 
institutions.  The  Mayor  recently  announced  a  bill 
proposing  a  service  charge  on  all  private  tax- 
exempt  institutions  (except  houses  of  religious 
worship  and  primary  and  secondary  schools)  for 
the  value  of  services  provided  directly  to  the 
institutions.  The  service  charge  would  be  equiva- 
lent to  21  percent  of  a  full  tax  on  these  institu- 
tions. This  bill  will  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
shortly.  The  Mayor  has  also  proposed  that  the  city 
be  granted  discretion  in  approving  all  zoning 
permits  on  land  purchased  by  institutions  of  higher 
education.  This  measure  would  give  the  city 
substantially  increased  control  over  university  ex- 
pansion. 

Regarding  public  tax-exempt  institutions,  the 
Mayor  has  submitted  a  bill  to  the  General  Court 
which  would  allow  the  city  to  tax  businesses  that 
lease  land  from  the  Port  Authority.  Moreover,  the 
city  is  currently  negotiating  with  the  Port  Author- 
ity on  payments  for  Fire  Department  services.  A 
similar  agreement  has  already  been  successfully 
negotiated  with  the  Turnpike  Authority.  Under  its 
terms  the  city  will  receive  $500  for  each  call 
received  by  the  Fire  Department  on  Turnpike 
Authority  property.  It  is  not  yet  certain  how  much 
these  measures  would  increase  Boston's  revenues. 

The  second  area  of  action  is  updating  the 
structure  and  collection  of  city  fees,  and  charges 
are  being  updated.  Hospital  collections  have  in- 
creased drastically  over  the  last  three  years.  Collec- 
tion of  traffic  fines  has  also  increased  significantly. 
In   addition,   the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 


ment is  currently  finishing  a  study  of  the  city  fee 
structure  (except  school  and  hospital  fees).  Their 
study  will  recommend  that  most  fees  be  increased 
by  30  percent  to  60  percent,thus  generating  up  to 
$9  million  in  revenue. 

Without  major  state  legislation,  these  measures 
are  the  only  ways  the  Mayor  can  increase  local 
revenues.  Unfortunately  the  revenue  to  be  gained 
from  them  is  not  enough  to  eliminate  the  need  for 
an  alternative  tax.

Reduced  property  taxes  would  lower  busi- 
ness costs  in  Boston.  One  might  think  that 
employees  would  press  for  higher  wages  in 
order  to  maintain  the  level  of  after-tax  earnings. 
However,  the  existence  of  a  labor  supply 
outside  the  city  limits  would  reduce  the  effec- 
tiveness of  this  pressure.  Therefore,  businesses 
might  expect  that  property  tax  reductions 
would  not  be  offset  bv  wage  increases.

No  city  which  has  a  tax  on  earnings  allows 
exemptions  or  deductions. 

Initially  the  tax  would  be  borne  completely 
by  employees  in  the  form  of  lower  after-tax 
wages  which  would  produce  a  tendency  for 
employees  to  seek  other  jobs  outside  the  city. 
Thus  firms  must  raise  their  wages  to  maintain 
their  labor  supply.

On  behalf  of  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City 
of  Boston  it  is  respectfully  requested  that  your 
Honorable  Body  favorably  consider  the  attached 
proposed  order  which  is  a  condition  precedent 
under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  authorize  the 
Legislature  to  make  any  salary  adjustments  for  the 
chairman,  members,  and  secretary  of  this  board. 

The  Honorable  City  Council  two  years  ago 
favorably  acted  upon  a  similar  request  by  this 
board,  for  which  we  were  deeply  grateful,  but 
unfortunately  his  Honor  the  Mayor  did  not  take 
the  necessary  action  to  finalize  the  order.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  his  Honor  now  has  had  ample 
time  to  thoroughly  consider  the  gross  inequities 
suffered  by  this  board  in  terms  of  compensation  in 
comparison  with  other  department  heads  and 
commission  members,  and  would  want  to  do  what 
he  could  to  balance  these  inequities. 

In  order  that  you  and  members  of  your 
Honorable  Body  may  become  familiar  with  the 
unique  position  that  the  board  finds  itself  in,  I  will 
briefly  present  the  background  of  the  creation  of 
this  board  and  the  compensation  of  its  members 
and  secretary. 

Pursuant  to  the  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  291,  the 
Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  was 
created,  vesting  the  appointive  power  of  its  mem- 
bers in  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  authorizing 
the  salaries  of  its  members  and  secretary  to  be  fixed 
by  statute  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury. 
In  order  for  the  members  of  the  board  and  its 
secretary  to  obtain  an  increase  in  salary,  a  bill  on 
its  behalf  had  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
requiring  a  majority  approval  of  the  240  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  forty 
State  Senators,  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  the 
Governor.  For  sixty-four  years  this  procedure  had 
to  be  followed  in  order  for  four  employees  to 
receive  an  increase  in  salary. 
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It  can  be  readily  understood,  with  this  burden- 
some procedure,  why  four  appointees  with  vast 
responsibilities  and  complex  duties  administering 
one  of  the  few  remaining  revenue-producing  de- 
partments in  the  city  met  with  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  abreast  with  cost-of-living  in- 
creases over  this  long  protracted  period.  The 
inequities  in  the  compensation  of  this  board  and  its 
secretary  are  shocking  when  you  consider  that  in 
1906,  when  the  Board  was  created,  the  chairman 
received  $4,000  per  annum,  and  the  members  and 
its  secretary  received  $3,500  per  annum;  sixty-four 
years  later,  the  chairman  receives  $9,000  per 
annum,  and  the  members  and  its  secretary  receive 
$8,500  per  annum.  This  represents  an  increase  in 
salary  of  a  little  more  than  twice  the  original  salary 
in  1906. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  logical  arguments  for 
attractive  salaries  for  responsible  positions  in  city 
government,  it  would  appear  most  unfair,  and 
tragic  that  the  present  members  and  secretary  of 
this  board,  all  having  been  public  servants  in  city  or 
state  government  for  twenty  or  more  years,  would 
have  to  face  retirement  benefits  on  the  basis  of  the 
present  compensation. 

Please  keep  in  mind  that  members  of  this  board 
and  its  secretary  have  not  had  an  increase  in  salary 
since  1955,  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  fourteen  of 
which  I  have  served  as  chairman  or  member. 

To  defer  this  requested  authority  until  such 
time  as  the  administration  decides  whether  or  not 
it  wishes  to  seek  appointive  power,  or  otherwise 
restructure  the  board,  would  require  time  to 
implement  such  a  decision  under  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment,  and  this  would  only  aggravate  finan- 
cial hardship  that  already  burdens  the  board  and  its 
secretary. 

Enclosed  please  find  a  copy  of  Senate  Bill  608 
pending  in  the  Legislature  awaiting  local  action. 

Early  consideration  of  this  reasonable  request 
would  be  sincerely  appreciated.

us  the  luxury  of  involvement  in  or  support  of 
foreign  disputes  such  as  Vietnam;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
all  Massachusetts  Legislators  to  show  their  support 
of  non- American  involvement  in  Asiatic  land  wars 
by  voting  for  the  enactment  of  House  5165, 
empowering  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  seek  an  opinion  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  concerning  the  constitutionality  of 
United  Spates  involvement  in  armed  hostilities  in 
Vietnam,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION 
AND  HOME  RULE 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  moved  to  suspend  the 
provisions  of  Rule  10  of  the  Rules  of  the  City 
Council  in  order  to  introduce  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule, 
to  which  was  referred  a  home  rule  petition  to 
enable  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
construct  a  football  stadium  in  the  Neponset 
section  of  Dorchester  (Docket  No.  729),  recom- 
mends that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  imme- 
diate consideration  of  said  matter  by  said  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing 
motion  of  Councillor  Saltonstall  for  suspension  of 
the  rules  by  adding  the  following: 

That  the  Executive  Committee  meet  this  eve- 
ning until  the  hour  of  8  p.m.  to  consider  the 
systematic  consideration  of  this  proposal. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  then  be  in- 
structed to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  where  such  additional 
hearings  as  needed  will  be  held,  with  ample 
opportunity  for  receiving  the  testimony  of  perti- 
nent people,  including  but  not  limited  to: 

a.  The  BRA  Administrator 

b.  The  Public  Facilities  Director 

c.  The  Chairman  and  Director  of  the  MBTA 

d.  Representatives  of  the  Patriots 

e.  Bond  Counsel 

The  amendment  was  adopted;  the  motion  as 
amended  was  carried. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Piemonte  it  was  voted 
to  make  the  following  a  part  of  the  foregoing 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home 
Rule: 

Re  Home  Rule  Petition  to  Enable  the  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority  to  Construct  a 

Football  Stadium. 

On  March  9,  1970,  the  Boston  City  Council  at 
its  meeting  received  a  communication  dated  March 
6,  1970,  from  his  Honor,  Kevin  H.  White,  Mayor  of 
Boston,  relating  to  a  home  rule  petition  necessary 
to  enable  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
construct  a  football  stadium,  and  enclosed  there- 
with the  said  home  rule  petition. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule.  The  said  committee 
held  public  hearings  regarding  the  same  on  Thurs- 
day, March  12,  at  Dorchester  High  School  at  7.30 
p.m.,  and  again  on  Friday,  March  13,  at  Faneuil 
Hall  at  9.30  p.m. 

The  meeting  on  Thursday,  March  12,  was 
devoted  to  hearing  from  the  general  public.  At  the 
hearing  held  Friday,  March  13,  at  9.30  a.m.,  the 
experts  were  invited  to  attend. 
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The  petition,  though  entitled  "Home  Rule 
Petition,"  if  enacted  would  do  everything  but 
provide  home  rule.  For  this  reason  the  petition  is 
objectionable. 

The  petition  presented  to  the  Council  provided 
in  section  4,  paragraph  15,  is  as  follows: 

"(p)  To  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary 
or  convenient  to  carry  out  the  powers  expressly 
granted  by  this  act. 

In  exercising  its  powers  and  performing  its 
duties  under  this  act,  the  authority  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  regulation  of  any 
department,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  except  to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  act,  but  shall  cooperate 
with  each  and  all  of  them  insofar  as  they  may  have 
programmed  improvements  in  the  area.  The  exer- 
cise by  the  authority  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the 
performance  of  essential  governmental  functions." 
Lack  of  Safeguards  for  Working  Man 

The  petition  provides  that  in  inviting  bids  or 
awarding  of  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the 
stadium  or  any  part  thereof  or  other  structure  or 
facility  related  thereto,  or  items  of  machinery  or 
equipment  the  provisions  of  chapters  30  or  149  of 
the  General  Laws  be  exempted  which,  in  effect, 
means  that  the  stadium  could  be  constructed  by 
scab  labor.  Further,  this  exemption  would  also 
deprive  the  working  man  from  the  safeguards  that 
protection  the  state,  city,  and  elected  officials  had 
fought  so  long  for,  and  which  have  been  so 
zealously  guarded. 
Competitive  Bidding 

Exemption  from  these  provisions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  would  also  cause  the  loss  of  benefits  that 
come  from  competitive  bidding.  It  would  be  a 
serious  blow  to  the  continuous  fight  being  made  by 
all  civic  organizations  interested  in  good  govern- 
ment, including  all  media  of  communication,  in 
their  current  campaign  for  the  enactment  of  law 
which  would  make  it  mandatory  for  existing 
authorities  to  apply  competitive  bidding  in  the 
conduct  of  their  administration.  The  present  peti- 
tion would  exempt  the  authority  from  competitive 
bidding  requirements.  (See  section  4,  paragraph  8, 
pages  7  and  8.)  The  petition  allows  for  including, 
and  without  limitation,  contracts  for  construction 
of  dwellings,  apartments,  buildings,  stores,  shop- 
ping centers,  etc.,  to  be  by  competition  or  private 
negotiations.  (See  section  4,  paragraph  c,  page  9.) 
The  petition  allows  the  authority  to  enter  into  a 
lease  or  other  agreement  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  payments  of  rentals  and  other 
charges  to  the  authority.  (See  section  4,  paragraph 
c,  page  9.)  The  petition  provides  that  the  authority 
shall  have  the  power  to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise 
transfer  or  convey  any  portion  of  the  same  deemed 
to  be  surplus  to  its  needs  to  any  person  or  public 
or  private  entity.  (There  is  no  provision  for 
competitive  bidding  or  other  safeguard.)  (Section 
7,  page  19.)  For  these  reasons  the  petition  is 
objectionable. 
Eminent  Domain 


The  petition  gives  the  authority  the  right  to 
take  by  eminent  domain  property  outside  of  the 
stadium  project.  (See  section  9,  page  23.)  The 
authority  may  take  by  eminent  domain  rights  and 
land,  including  easements  outside  the  stadium  site, 
in  connection  with  the  establishing  of  ways  to  and 
from  the  stadium.  Yet  it  fails  to  provide  the 
restrictions  and  relief  contained  in  eminent  domain 
takings  under  federal  government  action.  (Also,  see 
section  7,  page  20.)  For  this  reason  the  petition  is 
objectionable. 
Undue  Invasion  of  Privacy 

The  petition  would  give  the  authority  and  its 
authorized  agents  and  employees  the  right  to  enter 
upon  any  lands,  waters,  and  premises  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  such  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
trespass  (page  24,  section  8).  For  this  reason  the 
petition  is  objectionable. 

Right  of  City  to  Tax  Other  Real  Estate  in  Stadium 
Project  Such  as  Motels, Restaurants,  Etc. 

The  petition  states  that  the  adjacent  develop- 
ment shall  be  taxed  to  the  lessees  or  assigns  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  they  were  the  owners  but  restricts 
the  enforcement  of  any  lien  for  nonpayment  to  the 
interest  of  the  lessee  or  lessees.  (See  section  10, 
page  29.)  This  is  inadequate  protection  for  the 
city.  This  exempts  the  stadium  from  taxation,  thus 
adding  to  the  long  list  of  tax-exempt  properties 
within  the  city.  (See  section  10,  page  2.)  For  this 
reason  the  petition  is  objectionable. 
Authority  to  Issue  Liquor  Licenses 

The  petition  would  authorize  the  authority  to 
issue  liquor  licenses  without  any  regard  for  the 
Massachusetts  law  establishing  the  number  of 
licenses  to  be  issued.  It  would  also  empower  the 
authority  to  make  any  regulation  regarding  the  sale 
without  any  concern  for  existing  state  or  city  law 
or  requirements  and  irrespective  of  the  public 
opinion.  No  provisions  are  made  for  notice  or 
hearing  to  the  public.  (Section  4e,  page  11.)  For 
this  reason  the  petition  is  objectionable. 
Safeguards  in  Construction  and  Lack  of  Home 
Rule  Provision 

The  petition  provides  that  construction,  repair, 
and  maintenance  be  subject  only  to  the  section  of 
the  Massachusetts  Laws  relative  to  the  safety  of 
persons  in  buildings  and  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Building  Code.  (See  section  4a,  pages  7 
and  8.)  Despite  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  has 
after  lengthy  hearing  enacted  a  new  building  code, 
this  petition  would  exempt  the  stadium  from  the 
present  and  future  codes  and  regulations  that 
might  be  enacted  by  the  city  or  state.  Section  8 
(see  page  23)  provides  that  the  authority  shall  have 
the  power  to  change,  vacate,  abandon,  discontinue, 
or  change  the  location  of  public  streets  if  necessary 
for  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  stadium. 
No  redress  is  offered  the  taxpayer  nor  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard.  The  same  section  also  gives  the 
authority  the  right  to  establish  satisfactory  detours 
during  construction.  There  is  no  requirement  for 
approval  by  or  even  consultation  with  the  city.  The 
petition  states  that  police  officers  of  city  and  state 
and  other  police  officers  may  be  made  available  for 
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the  movement  of  traffic  and  protection  of  those 
using  the  stadium.  (See  section  8,  page  26.)  No 
provision  is  made  as  to  whether  these  officers  may 
be  used  outside.  No  provision  is  made  for  require- 
ment that  their  own  employees  -  or  that  if  city 
police  officers  are  used  -  be  on  a  paid  detail.  For 
this  reason  the  petition  is  objectionable. 
Accounting  for  Monies  Received 

Section    3k    (see    page    13)    of  the   petition 
provides  for  the  authority  to  receive  monies  but 
fails  in  provisions  for  the  accounting  of  same. 
Books  Open  to  Public 

The  petition  contains  no  provisions  that  the 
books  of  the  authority  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  strong  support  of 
having  laws  enacted  which  would  require  all 
existing  authorities  to  make  their  books  open  to 
the  public. 
Transfer  to  City 

Section  19  (see  page  40)  of  the  petition  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  city  subject  to  any 
outstanding  leases  or  other  agreements  regarding 
the  same.  It  would  seem  that  some  provision  might 
be  explored  whereby  any  lease  or  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  authority,  after  a  certain 
period  with  respect  to  the  maturity  date  of  the 
bonds,  would  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
if  beyond  the  estimated  maturity  date  of  bonds. 
Feasibility  Study 

The  conclusions  of  the  feasibility  study  pro- 
jected $713,200  as  the  conservative  sum  to  be 
realized  annually  as  revenue  from  professional 
football.  The  formula  to  be  used  in  the  payment 
by  the  professional  football  program  is  based  on  a 
percentage,  and  that  is  how  the  projected  figure  of 
$713,200  was  arrived  at.  At  Friday's  hearing  the 
question  was  asked  as  to  whether  the  professional 
football  team  would  sign  a  lease  on  a  guarantee  of 
$500,000  annually.  This  they  refused  to  do.  An 
attorney  for  the  football  team  later  said  they 
would  sign  a  lease  on  a  guarantee  of  $235,000 
annually,  which  sum  would  include  the  fixed 
payment  of  $40,000  for  rental  of  office  space,  etc. 
This  is  a  difference  of  $500,000  annually  from  the 
figure  projected  in  the  feasibility  study  as  testified 


to  in  open  hearing.  In  view  of  this  wide  difference 
in  the  sums  of  monies  to  be  paid  annually,  and 
especially  because  Mr.  Weeks  of  Mosely  in  his 
testimony  stated  he  based  his  preliminary  observa- 
tion on  the  salability  of  revenue  bonds  on  the 
figures  given  him  as  resulting  from  the  "feasibility 
study,"  it  is  obvious  that  this  area  should  be 
reexamined  and  with  all  parties  to  it  present.  For 
this  reason  the  petition  is  objectionable.

facilities  related  thereto,  and  shall  select  from 
among  those  responding  to  each  advertisement 
that  bidder  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authority, 
will  construct  the  stadium,  structure,  or  facility, 
as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  lowest  ultimate  cost 
consistent   with    the    plans    and    specifications 


prescribed  therefor  and  within  the  time  specified. 
In  awarding  contracts  for  items  of  machinery, 
equipment,,  furnishings,  or  furniture,  the  au- 
thority shall  likewise  invite  bids  by  public  ad- 
vertisements and  shall  select  from  among  those 
responding  to  each  advertisement  that  bidder 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authority,  will  supply 
such  item  at  the  lowest  ultimate  cost  consistent 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  prescribed 
therefor  and  within  the  time  specified.

In  making  such 
finding,  the  authority  shall  investigate  and  take 
into  account  the  charges  to  users  similarly 
situated  by  stadium  owners,  public  and  private, 
elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 

"(c)  No  license,  lease,  or  other  agreement 
entitling  a  private  person  to  use  or  operate  the 
stadium  for  any  number  of  days  in  more  than  one 
calendar  year  or  for  more  than  five  days  in  any 
one  calendar  year  (whether  or  not  consecutive) 
shall  be  granted  or  made  unless  the  authority 
shall  affirmatively  find  that  operation  of  the 
stadium  for  such  purpose  will  not  unduly 
restrict  the  use  of  the  stadium  for  other  public 
purposes. 

"(d)  No  license,  lease,  or  other  agreement 
entitling  a  private  person  to  use  or  operate  the 
stadium  in  more  than  one  calendar  year  shall  be 
granted  or  made  unless  it  contains  provisions  for 
reopening  the  terms  thereof." 

7.  Ry  inserting  after  the  word  "shall"  in 
the  third  line  from  the  bottom  of  page  17  the 
words  "allocate  stadium  dates  and.' 

8.  Ry  inserting  after  the  word  "citizens"  in 
line  2  on  page  18  the  words  "and  at  as  little  cost 
to  them.' 

9.  Ry  striking  out  in  the  third  sentence  of 
section  7  on  page  19  the  words  "and  shall  have 
the  power  to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  transfer  or

17.  By  striking  out  in  lines  11,  12,  and  13  -on 
page  42  the  words  "within  the  fortnight  imme- 
diately preceding  the  first  of  the  meetings  afore- 
said, which  days  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
stadium  days"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "hereinafter  referred  to  as  stadium 
days,  which  shall  precede  the  first  of  the  running 
horse  racing  meeting  days  otherwise  licensed." 

18.  By  inserting  in  line  1  of  clause  (h)  on  page 
5  after  the  word  "stadium"  the  words  "or 
stadium  project"  and  by  striking  out  in  line  3  of 
clause  (h)  on  page  5  the  words  "within  the  proj- 
ect area"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "located  generally  between  the  South 
Station,  so  called,  and  the  Broadway  station  of 
the  Massachusetts  Transportation  Authority." 

19.  By  striking  out  the  second  paragraph  of 
section  1. 

20.  By  striking  out  in  section  2  clauses  (a), 
(e),  (g),  and  (i). 

21.  By  striking  out  in  lines  1  and  2  of  clause 
(a)  of  section  4  on  page  7  the  words  "within  the 
project  area." 

22.  By  striking  out  clause  (c)  in  section  4. 

23.  By  adding  on  page  12  after  the  word 
"project"  at  the  end  of  clause  (g)  in  section  4  the 
words  "before  any  revenue  bond  is  issued  under 
this  act,  the  Boston  Patriots  Football  Club,  Inc., 
hereinafter  called  the  Patriots,  shall  enter  into 
a  written  agreement  with  the  authority  wherein 
the  Patriots  shall  agree  that  if  a  stadium  con- 


forming to  the  description  thereof  in  such  feasi- 
bility report  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  issuance 
of  revenue  bonds  under  this  act  is  constructed, 
the  Patriots,  so  long  as  any  stadium  revenue,  or 
stadium  revenue  refunding,  bond  issued  under 
this  act  is  not  paid  or  a  sufficient  amount  for  the 
payment  is  not  held  in  trust,  the  Patriots  will 
use  the  stadium  for  at  least  nine  games  annually 
and  pay  for  such  use  a  fee  or  rental  of  at  least 
$260,000  and  for  the  use  of  office  space  and  the 
stadium's  playing  field  for  practice  an  additional 
annual  sum  aggregating  at  least  $40,000." 
The  report  was  accepted. 

Minority  Beport  of 
Councillors  Kerrigan  and  Saltonstall 

The  action  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Bule  in  voting  to  sub- 
stitute the  South  Station  area  for  the  Neponset 
area  as  the  site  for  the  proposed  football  stadium 
does  not  seem  wise  to  the  minority  members 
of  the  committee. 

Present  indications  are  that  the  cost  of  con- 
structing a  stadium  at  South  Station  would  be 
vastly  greater  than  building  the  same  stadium 
in  Neponset  —  so  much  greater,  in  fact,  that  it 
would  likely  be  impossible  for  South  Station 
stadium  bonds  to  pay  out,  or  even  to  be  sold, 
without  a  massive  infusion  of  state  or  city  credit. 
If,  as  seems  likely,  then,  the  feasibility  study 
required  by  the  bond  underwriters  will  prove 
the  impossibility  of  paying  for  a  stadium  at  the 
South  Station  out  of  (a)  stadium  revenue  and 
(b)  the  net  proceeds  of  twelve  extra  racing  days, 
the  majority's  formula  would  leave  us  with  no 
plan  at  all  and  would  therefore  mean  the  end  of 
the  line  for  a  stadium  in  Boston. 

The  minority  recommendation  is  that  the 
legislation  before  us  be  amended  to  require: 

1.  That  the  feasibility  study  be  extended  to 
cover  both  construction  sites. 

2.  That  following  receipt  of  the  results  of  the 
study,  and  in  the  fight  of  those  results,  the 
Governor  and  the  Mayor  should  decide  whether 
it  is  possible  to  pay  for  a  stadium  at  either  site 
with  the  present  financing  plan. 

3.  That  if  the  Neponset  site  is  selected  by  the 
Governor  and  the  Mayor,  additional  safeguards 
be  included  to  require  the  provision  of  at  least 
11,000  parking  spaces  on-site  or  nearby,  the 
construction  of  a  station  stop  at  or  near  Neponset 
Circle  on  the  proposed  rapid  transit  line  from 
Andrew  Square  to  South  Braintree,  and  the 
construction  of  on  and  off  ramps  on  the  South- 
east Expressway  and  a  bridge  for  pedestrians 
and  motorized  carts  across  the  Neponset  River. 

Accordingly  we  recommend  that  amendments 
18  through  23  attached  to  the  majority  report 
be  rejected  and  that  the  attached  amendments 
designated  A  through  I  be  substituted. 

A.  By  striking  out  the  second  paragraph  of 
section  1  and  inserting  after  section  1  the  fol- 
lowing sections: 

"Section  1A.  Feasibility  of  Stadium  Project. 
At  the  earliest  practicable  time  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  the  authority  shall  cause  to  be  made 
a  study  of,  and  report  on,  the  respective  feasi- 
bility of  constructing  a  stadium  to  meet  the 
aforesaid  need  in,  or  in  the  vicinity  of,  the  South 
Station  urban  renewal  project  area  and  of  con- 
structing such  a  stadium  in  the  area  in  the  city 
bounded  by  the  Neponset  River,  Neponset  ave- 
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nue,  and  the  state  highway  known  under  chapter 
534  of  the  Acts  of  1958  as  the  Sergt.  William  G. 
Walsh  Memorial  Expressway,  hereinafter  called 
the  area  at  iNeponset,  and  after  due  consideration 
of  such  study  and  report  snail,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  tne  Governor  of  tne  Commonwealth 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  determine  whether 
such  a  stadium  in  either  of  said  areas  is  feasible, 
and,  if  so,  select  as  the  project  area  whichever  of 
said  areas  or  portions  thereof  it  determines,  sub- 
ject to  such  approval,  to  be  most  feasible. 

"If  the  area  at  Neponset  is  selected  as  the 
project  area  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  au- 
thority, before  any  revenue  bond  is  issued  under 
this  act,  shall  by  contract  make  provision  for  the 
use  by  persons  attending  the  stadium  of  space 
outside,  but  in  the  vicinity  of,  the  project  area 
for  parking  not  less  than  8,300  motor  vehicles. 

"Section  IB.  Further  Legislative  Declaration. 
It  is  hereby  found,  determined,  and  declared  that 
the  area  in  the  city,  bounded  by  the  Neponset 
River,  Neponset  avenue,  and  the  Sergt.  William 
G.  Walsh  Memorial  Expressway  is  a  blighted 
open  area  as  that  term  is  used  in  chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws  and  that  the  construction 
of  the  stadium  and  of  other  improvements  in  the 
area  in  conformity  with  a  development  plan  or 
plans  therefor,  exclusive  of  such  portion  of  the 
area  as  the  authority  by  resolution  shall  de- 
termine to  be  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of 
this  act,  will  eliminate  blight  from  such  area  and 
will  result  in  the  provision  of  public  and  private 
facilities,  including  the  stadium,  housing,  and 
other  facilities,  essential  for  the  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  the  commonwealth." 

B.  By  striking  out  in  section  2  clause  (a)  on 
page  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing clause: 

"(a)  If  the  area  at  Neponset  or  a  portion 
thereof  is  selected  as  the  project  area  pursuant 
to  section  1A,  'adjacent  development'  shall 
mean  the  office  buildings,  hotels,  motels,  stores, 
shopping  centers,  other  commercial  develop- 
ment, apartment  buildings,  dwellings,  parking 
facilities,  marinas,  appurtenant  facilities  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  the  development  plan  or 
plans  prepared  or  caused  to  be  prepared  by  the 
authority  under  clause  (c)  of  section  4  of  this 
act,  and  the  site  thereof." 

C.  By  striking  out  in  section  2  clause  (g)  on 
page  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing clause: 

"(g)  'Project  area'  shall  mean  the  area,  if 
any,  selected  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  the  mayor  pursuant  to  section  1A." 

D.  By  striking  out  in  lines  3  and  4  on  page  6 
the  words  "to  promote  and  accommodate 
stadium  usage"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "which,  if  the  area  at  Neponset  or  a 
portion  thereof  is  the  project  area,  shall  be  for 
at  least  2,700  motor  vehicles." 

E.  By  inserting  after  the  word  "walks"  in 
line  17  on  page  6  the  words  "(including  a  bridge 
across  the  Neponset  River  for  pedestrians  and 
motorized  chairs  and  carts)." 

F.  By  inserting  after  section  3  on  page  7  the 
following  section: 

"Section  3A.  Contract  with  Boston  Patriots 
Football  Club,  Inc.,  for  Use  of  Stadium.  Before 
any  revenue  bond  is  issued  under  this  act  the 


Boston  Patriots  Football  Club,  Inc.,  hereinafter 
called  the  Patriots,  shall  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  with  the  authority  wherein  the 
Patriots  shall  agree  that  if  a  stadium  is  con- 
structed in  the  area  selected  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  the  mayor  pursuant  to 
section  1A,  and  such  stadium  conforms  to  the 
description  thereof  in  the  report  provided  for  in 
section  1A,  the  Patriots,  so  long  as  any  stadium 
revenue,  or  stadium  revenue  refunding,  bond 
issued  under  this  act  is  not  paid  or  a  sufficient 
amount  for  the  payment  thereof  is  not  held  in 
trust,  the  Patriots  will  use  the  stadium  for  at 
least  nine  games  annually  and  pay  for  such  use 
a  fee  or  rental  of  at  least  $260,000,  and  for  the 
use  of  office  space  and  the  stadium's  playing 
field  for  practice  an  additional  annual  sum  ag- 
gregating at  least  $40,000." 

G.  By  striking  out  in  section  4  clause  (c)  on 
pages  9  and  10  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clause: 

"(c)  Without  regard  to  any  other  provision 
of  law,  if  the  area  at  Neponset  or  a  portion 
thereof  is  selected  as  the  project  area  pursuant 
to  section  1A,  to  designate  as  the  site  or  sites  of 
the  adjacent  development  that  portion  or  por- 
tions of  the  project  area  or  the  airspace  thereof 
which  the  authority  determines  to  be  suitable 
for  such  development  and  not  necessary  for  the 
construction  or  operation  of  the  stadium,  to 
clear,  fill,  grade,  and  otherwise  improve  the  site 
or  sites  of  such  adjacent  development,  to  pre- 
pare and  adopt  a  development  plan  or  plans  for 
the  construction  on  such  site  or  sites  of  improve- 
ments of  all  kinds  and  descriptions,  including, 
without  limitation,  office  buildings,  hotels, 
motels,  stores,  shopping  centers,  apartment 
buildings,  dwellings,  parking  facilities,  marinas, 
and  any  and  all  facilities  appurtenant  thereto, 
to  select  by  competition  or  private  negotiation 
one  or  more  persons  or  entities  to  whom  the  site 
or  sites  of  the  adjacent  development  or  one  or 
more  parts  thereof  shall  be  made  available  by 
lease  or  other  agreement  for  the  provision 
thereon  of  improvements  in  conformity  with 
such  development  plan  or  plans  and  to  enter  into 
such  leases  or  other  agreements  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  to  provide  for  such  im- 
provements, including  the  construction,  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  management,  and  administra- 
tion of  such  improvements,  and  the  payment  of 
rents,  fees,  and  other  charges  to  the  authority 
for  the  rent,  use,  or  occupancy  of  the  site  thereof, 
all  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  authority 
shall  deem  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  otherwise  in  the  public  interest,  pro- 
vided that  such  development  plan  or  plans 
adopted  by  the  authority  shall  (1)  conform  to 
the  general  plan  for  the  city  as  a  whole  and  be 
consistent  with  the  construction  and  operation 
of  the  stadium  and  any  definite  local  objectives 
respecting  appropriate  land  uses,  improved 
traffic,  public  transportation,  public  utilities, 
recreational,  educational,  and  community  facili- 
ties, and  other  public  improvements;  (2)  be 
sufficiently  complete  to  indicate  the  boundaries 
of  the  area,  such  land  acquisition,  such  demoli- 
tion, removal,  and  rehabilitation  of  structures, 
and  such  redevelopment  and  general  public  im- 
provements as  may  be  proposed  to  be  carried 
out  within  such  area,  zoning  and  planning 
changes,  if  any,  and  proposed  land  uses,  maxi- 
mum densities,  and  building  requirements;  and 
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(3)  indicate,  or  be  accompanied  by  materials 
indicating,  the  proposed  method  for  relocation 
of  persons  to  be  displaced  by  the  project,  if  any, 
and  the  availability  of  the  means  by  which  there 
will  be  provided  dwelling  units  for  such  persons 
substantially  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  to  be  rendered  temporarily  or 
permanently  uninhabitable  as  a  result  of  carry- 
ing out  the  stadium  project;  and  further  pro- 
vided that  the  authority  shall  not  enter  into  any 
lease  or  other  agreement  with  any  person  or 
entity  respecting  the  site  or  sites  of  any  such 
adjacent  development  unless  the  authority  shall 
affirmatively  find  that  the  rents,  fees,  or  charges 
payable  therefor  to  the  authority  shall  be  at 
least  equivalent  to  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  afforded  to  such  person  or 
entity  under  such  lease  or  other  agreement." 

H.  By  inserting  after  section  22  on  page  44 
the  following  section: 

"Section  00.  Expressway  Ramps.  Forth- 
with upon  the  issuance  of  stadium  revenue  bonds 
under  section  11  of  this  act,  the  state  depart- 
ment of  public  works  shall  construct  and  main- 
tain ramps  leading  to  and  from  both  directions 
of  travel  on  the  state  highway  known  under 
chapter  534  of  the  Acts  of  1958  as  the  Sergt. 
William  G.  Walsh  Memorial  Expressway." 

I.  By  inserting  before  section  23  on  page  44 
the  following  section: 

"Section  00.  Rapid  Transit  Station.  Forth- 
with upon  the  issuance  of  stadium  revenue 
bonds  under  section  11  of  this  act,  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Bay  Transportation  Authority  shall 
deem  most  feasible  a  station  on  the  rapid  transit 
line  being  constructed  by  it  under  chapter  723 
of  the  Acts  of  1965." 

Placed  on  file. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  original  pro- 
posal submitted  by  the  Mayor  be  considered 
page  by  page. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  to  strike  the 
second  paragraph  of  section  1  of  the  original 
order  and  substitute  in  place  thereof  section  1A 
as  contained  in  the  minority  report. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  fore- 
going motion  by  striking  therefrom  in  the  last 
line  of  the  proposed  section  1A  the  figure  "8,300" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figure  "5,500."

ORDINANCE   REORGANIZING   THE 
COUNCIL  ON    AGING 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Roston, 
Ollice  of  the  Mayor,  March  30,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council.

The  problems  of  the  elderly  citizens  of  Roston 
have  been  well  documented.  Their  needs  in 
such  fields  as  housing  and  social  services  are 
clear,  and  so  is  the  city's  responsibility  to  meet 
their  needs. 

The  work  of  the  Council  on  Aging,  since  its 
inception  in  1968,  has  been  of  great  value.  It  is 
largely  based  on  the  Council's  findings  that  I 
submit  the  enclosed  ordinance,  which  reorgan- 
izes the  Council  on  Aging  and  establishes  the 
position  of  Commissioner  of  Aging.  I  believe 
that  adoption  of  this  ordinance  would  improve 
the  coordination  of  services  to  Roston's  elderly, 
and  I  urge  its  passage  by  your  Honorable  Rody.

An    Ordinance    Reorganizing    the    Council    on 

Aging. 
Re  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Roston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  clause  (1)  the  following  clause: 

"(1A)  The  commissioner  on  aging,  fifteen 
thousand  dollars." 

Section  2.  Chapter  4A  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  inserted  by  chapter  5  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Council  on  Aging,  consisting  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Commissioner  on  Aging, 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board  and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
work,  and  ten  other  officers,  known  as  Associate 
Commissioners  on  Aging,  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  associate  commissioners  first  ap- 
pointed shall  serve,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  their  respective  appointments,  for  terms  ex- 
piring, in  the  case  of  three  associate  commis- 
sioners, one  year,  in  the  case  of  three  other 
associate  commissioners,  two  years,  in  the  case 
of  two  other  associate  commissioners,  three 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  two  associate 
commissioners,  four  years,  from  May  1,  1970. 
As  the  term  of  any  such  associate  commissioner, 
or  of  any  subsequent  associate  commissioner, 
expires,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  an  associate  commissioner  shall 
be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
The  associate  commissioners  shall  serve  without 
compensation." 

Section  3.  The  council  on  aging  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 


duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  board  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  council  on  aging  cre- 
ated by  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Every  person  holding  an  ollice  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  ollice  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  ollice  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department 
or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  created,  or  a 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
abolished  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such 
person  shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain 
all  rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall 
have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him; 
and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition 
had  not  taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the 
term  "agency'  shall  be  construed  as  defined  in 
section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  Acts 
of  1953. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or 
special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by 
reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  with- 
out a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced  in 
rank  or  compensation. 

Section  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
the  Wednesday  next  following  its  approval  by 
the  mayor.

Enclosed  herewith  is  a  proposed  ordinance 
concerning  the  fees  charged  by  the  Building 
Commissioner  for  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

The  last  time  that  this  fee  was  increased  by 
ordinance  was  in  August  of  1968.  The  expenses 
associated  with  the  Board  of  Appeal  are  still  not 
covered  by  fees  received  from  applicants  which 
are  heard  by  this  Board. 

This  proposed  ordinance  changes  our  fee 
schedule  by  charging  the  applicant  for  the  cost 
of  advertising,  except  in  cases  of  one-  or  two- 
famih  houses.  It  also  recognizes  that  appli- 
cants who  get,  say,  ten  variances  have  to  pay  a 
fee  of  $50  for  each  and  every  deviation  from  the 
Building  or  Zoning  Code.  The  rationale  is  that 
large  projects  invariably  have  more  variances 
and  should  pay  more  toward  defraying  our  costs. 

I  respectfully  request  your  concurrence  with 
this  proposed  fee  schedule  and,  once  having  re- 
ceived this,  I  will  need  your  assistance  to  expe- 
dite its  review  and  submission  to  the  City 
Council  Committee  on  Ordinances  for  passage 
into  law.

Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  clauses  (3)  and  (4),  as  amended  by  section  1 
of  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  clauses: 

"(3)  Appeal  to  Board  of  Appeal  under 
Building  Code.  The  entry  fee  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  building  commissioner  for  each 
appeal  to  the  board  of  appeal  from  a  decision  of 
such  commissioner  under  the  Boston  Building 
Code  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  a  structure  which, 
if  on  such  appeal  the  appellant  prevails,  is  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  dwelling  purposes  by  not 
more  than  two  families,  $25,  and  in  the  case  of 
each  and  every  other  structure,  a  primary  fee  of 
$50  and  an  additional  fee  of  $50  for  each  and 
every  deviation  or  variance  from  the  Boston 
Building  Code  sought  by  such  appeal  (including 
the  first). 

"(4)  Appeal  to  Board  of  Appeal  under 
Zoning  Law.  The  entry  fee  which  shall  be  paid 
to  the  building  commissioner  for  each  appeal 
under  section  8  of  chapter  665  of  the  Acts  of 
1956  to  the  board  of  appeal  from  a  refusal, 
order,  or  decision  of  an  administrative  olficial 
shall  be,  in  the  case  of  a  structure  which,  if  on 
such  appeal  the  appellant  prevails,  is  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  dwelling  purposes  by  not  more 
than  two  families,  $50  (which  shall  include  the 


cost  to  the  city  of  publishing  and  sending  notice 
of  hearing  as  required  by  law),  and  in  the  case 
of  each  and  every  other  structure,  a  primary 
fee  of  $75  (which  shall  include  the  cost  to  the 
city  of  publishing  and  sending  notice  of  hearing 
as  required  by  law)  and  an  additional  fee  of  $50 
for  each  and  every  deviation  or  variance  from 
the  Boston  Zoning  Code  sought  by  such  appeal 
(including  the  first)."

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  have  received  copies  of  a  City  Council 
resolution  and  correspondence  concerning  1970 
funds  available  under  the  Omnibus  Crime  Con- 
trol and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968.  This  letter 
should  answer  in  summary  form  the  questions 
raised  by  the  resolution  under  section  17F  of 
the  City  Charter  and  under  any  other  authority 
of  the  Council.  As  you  know,  all  funds  available 
to  Boston  under  this  program  must  be  accepted 
by  the  City  Council  under  G.L.,  chapter  44, 
section  53A,  before  they  can  be  expended,  so  I, 
for  one,  welcome  the  interest  of  the  Council  in 
the  situation  at  this  point. 

First,  I  should  correct  the  statement  in  the 
resolution  that ' '  the  states  are  required  to  redis- 
tribute 75  percent  of  their  grants  to  local  and 
county  law-enforcement  agencies. "  The  releva  nt 
provision  of  the  Safe  Streets  Act,  Public  Law 
90-351,  section  303(2),  requires  each  state 
planning  agency  to  develop  a  comprehensive 
state  plan  which  provides,  among  other  things, 
that  at  least  75  percent  of  all  federal  funds 
granted  to  the  state  planning  agency  for  any 
fiscal  year  "will  be  available  to  units  of  general 
local  government."  The  latter  term  is  else- 
where defined  to  mean  any  city,  county,  or  other 
general  purpose  political  subdivision  of  a  state. 
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Section  601(d).  It  is  important,  in  discussing 
the  Safe  Streets  Act,  that  the  Council  under- 
stand that  Congress  has  designated  the  unit  of 
local  government,  and  not  the  local  law  enforce- 
ment agency,  as  the  recipient  of  at  least  75  per- 
cent of  federal  funds  granted  to  the  state  plan- 
ning agency.  I  am  unaware  of  any  stated  per- 
centage of  grants  required  by  Congress  or  the 
Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administration, 
the  national  agency  which  administers  the 
statute,  to  be  redistributed  to  local  law  enforce- 
ment agencies. 

The  first  question  is  whether  plans  have  been 
drawn  and  submitted  for  participation  by  Bos- 
ton, and  the  answer  as  of  now  is  no.  The  Co- 
ordinating Committee  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice,  its  staff,  and  the  Advisory  Committee 
for  the  Administration  of  Justice  have  been 
working  for  several  months  on  the  development 
of  a  comprehensive  criminal  justice  plan  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  the  plan  has  not  yet  been 
approved  by  either  committee  for  recommenda- 
tion to  you. 

The  second  question  concerns  the  status  of  our 
plan.  Since  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Law 
Enforcement  and  Administration  of  Criminal 
Justice  first  informed  us  in  early  January  that 
it  desired  Boston  to  prepare  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  city  as  a  condition  of  receiving  1970 
action  funds,  we  have  hired  a  senior  planner  to 
devote  his  entire  time  to  this  immediate  ob- 
jective. In  close  consultation  with  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  (which 
committee  includes  three  police  superintendents 
and  both  police  union  chairmen),  the  Advisory 
Committee  (which  committee  includes  a  police 
deputy  superintendent  and  a  police  captain), 
our  consultant,  former  police  superintendent 
John  Howland  and  the  staff  of  the  Governor's 
Committee,  he  has  prepared  in  draft  form  an 
analysis  of  criminal  justice  problems  in  the  city 
and  a  tentative  list  of  priorities  to  marshall  our 
resources  to  cure  these  problems.  A  tentative 
budget  has  also  been  prepared  for  1970  action 
money,  although  we  cannot  determine  how  much 
money  is  available  for  Boston  and  have  only  an 
estimate  of  approximately  SI, 000, 000  from  the 
Governor's  Committee  to  use  as  a  planning 
figure.  At  least  two  more  meetings  of  the  Co- 
ordinating Committee  now  appear  in  order  before 
my  committee  will  be  satisfied  to  recommend 
this  plan  for  your  approval  and  submission  to 
the  Governor's  Committee.  Some  of  the  figures 
and  programs  now  appearing  in  this  tentative 
budget  will  no  doubt  undergo  change  during  the 
next  few  weeks  before  the  plan  goes  to  the  state. 

The  third  question,  how  much  of  Boston's 
funds  are  earmarked  to  go  directly  to  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  reflects  the  misconception 
explained  earlier  —  no  funds  are  earmarked  to  go 
directly  to  the  Police  Department  because  the 
federal  statute  requires  them  to  go  to  "the 
unit  of  general  local  government."  What  the 
question  really  means  is  the  question  being 
asked  by  police  chiefs  all  over  the  country  — 
whatever  happened  to  all  the  federal  money 
that  was  supposed  to  go  to  police  departments 
under  the  Safe  Streets  Act?  I  do  not  blame 
police  chiefs  for  asking  the  question,  and  our 
Police  Commissioner  may  justifiably  join  the 
chorus.  As  Barney  Frank  has  repeatedly  said, 
the  answer  is  that  virtually  no  money  has  been 
released  to  anyone  on  the  local  government  level; 


to  date  Boston  has  been  promised  $124,300, 
and  has  received  checks  for  855,000,  of  which, 
incidentally,  the  Police  Department  will  receive 
approximately  875,130  and  830,000,  respectively. 

The  more  accurate  way  to  ask  this  question, 
in  my  opinion,  is  to  inquire  how  many  of  the 
programs  tentatively  planned  for  1970  are  so 
directly  connected  to  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment that  the  funds,  if  appropriated  by  the  City 
Council,  would  appropriately  belong  in  the 
budget  of  the  Police  Department.  Using  this 
approach,  my  answer  at  the  present  time  is 
8800,000  out  of  a  total  tentative  budget  of 
$1,490,000.  The  figures  are  oversimplified  as 
presented,  but  I  think  in  this  fashion  the 
Council's  question  is  answered. 

No  funds  have  yet  been  received  by  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970.  The 
state  committee  is  sufficiently  far  behind  at 
this  point  that  we  received  grants  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  in  June  of  1969  in  February  of  1970. 
In  fact,  we  are  still  awaiting  the  revised  specifica- 
tions for  the  police  precinct  crime  analysis 
proposal  for  $13,500  in  1969  action  money  so  that 
we  can  send  in  our  application. 

"T'was  brillig,  and  the  slithy  toves 
Did  gyre  and  gimble  in  the  wabe  ..." 

We  shall  continue  to  try  to  slay  the  Jabber- 
wock  which  lurks  behind  every  corner  in  the 
bureaucracy  built  into  the  Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968.  I  believe 
we  soon  will  begin  to  receive  1970  action  money 
for  distribution  to  projects  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  and  other  city  and  private  agencies 
prepared  to  intelligently  develop  a  coordinated 
and  planned  attack  on  the  many  deficiencies  in 
our  present  nonsystem  of  criminal  justice.  I  am 
glad  to  answer  the  Council's  questions  now  and 
will  be  even  more  glad  then.

SECURITY   BENEFITS

Dear  Mr.  O'Donnell: 

The  President  has  asked  me  to  thank  you  for 
the  resolution  and  to  reply  to  it  since  it  concerns 
social  security. 

As  you  may  know,  the  recently  enacted  tax 
reform  bill  includes  a  provision  for  a  15-percent 
across-the-board  increase  in  social  security  bene- 
lits,  ehective  for  Januarv,  1970.  The  President 
has  recommended  that,  in  the  future,  social 
security  benelits  be  kept  up  to  date  automatically 
on  a  current  basis  witli  increases  that  occur  in 
the  cost  of  living.  With  this  change  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  social  security  benefits  would 
be  maintained. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  is  now  considering  the 
President's  recommendations  for  improvements 
in  the  social  security  program.  Also,  the  Ad- 
visory Council  on  Social  Security,  which  was 
appointed  last  year,  is  reviewing  all  aspects  of 
the  program,  including  the  adequacy  of  benefits. 
The  Council  will  make  its  report  by  January  1, 
1971.

OUT   A   TRUTH-IN-PRICING    LABEL 
OR  DISPLAY 
Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 


An  Ordinance  Forbidding  the  Sale  of  Certain 
Consumer  Items  Without  a  Truth-in- 
Pricing  Label  or  Display. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  29  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  be  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  109  a  new  section  109A. 

"No  person  shall  himself  or  by  his  agent  or 
servant  sell  or  offer  for  sale  at  retail  any  com- 
modity, however  packaged  or  contained  when 
offered  for  retail  sale,  unless  there  appears  on 
the  outside  of  the  package  a  plain  and  con- 
spicuous declaration  of  the  total  sales  price. 
No  person  shall  himself  or  by  his  agent  or  servant 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  at  retail  any  bread,  cereals, 
cooking  oils,  carbonated  soft  drinks,  napkins, 
facial  tissue,  toilet  tissue,  waxed  paper,  alu- 
minum foil,  plastic  food  wrapping,  dog  and  cat 
food,  frozen  foods,  soups,  canned  fruits,  or 
canned  vegetable,  however  packaged  or  con- 
tained when  offered  for  retail  sale,  unless  the 
appropriate  price  per  measure  is  plainly  and 
conspicuously  marked  by  stamp,  tag,  label,  or 
sign  at  the  point  of  display.  The  appropriate 
price  per  measure  shall  be  computed  accurately 
on  the  basis  of  the  exact  quantity  declaration 
on  the  package  and  shall  be  computed  to  the 
nearest  whole  cent.  The  term  "appropriate 
price  per  measure"  as  used  in  this  ordinance 
shall  mean  the  price  per  pound  for  nonliquid 
items  where  the  declaration  of  quantity  is  in 
terms  of  liquid  measure,  and  the  price  per  fifty 
units  for  nonliquid  items  where  the  declaration 
of  quantity  is  in  terms  of  numerical  count  or 
linear  measure." 

Section  2.  Section  110  of  chapter  29  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  first  sentence,  as  amended 
by  section  2  of  chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sentence:  "Any  person  violating  any  provision 
of  section  28,  41,  42,  43,  44,  45,  46,  49,  49A, 
49B,  49C,  57,  57A,  or  109A  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $50  for  each  offense.

General  Policy  Statements 
1.     Your  committee  recommends  further  as 
follows: 

a.  That  a  policy  be  established  that  no 
municipal  employee  shall  be  paid  from  more 
than  one  departmental  budget;  that  no  mu- 
nicipal employee  shall  be  charged  to  a  de- 
partmental budget  unless  that  employee 
spends  a  majority  of  his  time  working  for 
that  department. 

b.  That  this  policy  be  applied  to  the  1970 
budget,  and  to  all  subsequent  budgets  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  Boston  City  Council  shall 
approve  as  many  of  such  dual-pay  positions 
as  are  not  found  to  be  unnecessary  for  the 
1970  budget,  and  that  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  within 
sixty  days  appropriate  budget  transfer  re- 
quests to  enable  such  funds  as  are  approved 
for  these  positions  to  be  correctly  credited  to 
and  deposited  in  the  appropriate  departmental 
budget. 

c.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested to  prepare  such  legislation  as  might 
be  required  to  effect  changes  in  either  charter 
provisions  or  ordinances  so  that  the  above 
policy  shall  become  permanent. 
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2.  The  current  budget  for  the  fiscal  year 
1970  is  void  of  essential  detail,  a  conclusion  con- 
curred in  by  the  Boston  Finance  Commission, 
Deputy  Director  of  Administrative  Services  for 
Fiscal  Affairs,  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  and  the  Executive  Secretary  to  his 
Honor,  and,  therefore,  your  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Budget  Department  adopt  here- 
after the  program  budgeting  technique,  specify- 
ing in  detail  the  costs  of  each  and  every  program. 

3.  The  practice  of  having  public  relations 
officials  in  the  various  departments  of  the  city 
should  be  eliminated,  and  the  city  should  main- 
tain one  adequate  department  for  this  purpose. 

4.  The  practice  of  providing  passenger  motor 
vehicles  for  the  various  departments  should  be 
restricted  to  those  departments  where  such 
service  is  essential  and  use  of  the  motor  pool 
should  be  required. 

5.  In  order  to  effect  the  greatest  possible 
economies  for  the  city  and  in  order  to  eliminate 
incompatible  data  processing  systems,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  be  directed  to  prepare  for  the  con- 
sideration of  your  committee  recommendations 
for  a  central  data  processing  unit  which  would 
service  all  of  the  city's  needs,  said  report  to  be 
submitted  no  later  than  July  1,  1970. 

6.  Whereas  abatements  have  increased  from 
$3,888,774  in  1967  to  $7,153,114.05  in  1969,  and 
whereas  the  overlay  deficit  has  increased  from 
$1,619,584.64  in  1969  to  an  estimated  figure  in 
excess  of  $4,000,000  for  1970,  the  Assessing  De- 
partment should  be  directed  to  use  the  maximum 
6  percent  of  the  property  tax  levy  as  the  overlay 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1957,  chapter  717,  and,  further, 
that  said  Assessing  Department  should  be  di- 
rected to  make  every  effort  to  reduce,  rather 
than  increase,  abatements  for  future  years  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  reorganization 
of  the  Assessing  Department. 

7.  Your  committee  thanks  the  City  Council 
Staff,  the  City  Budget  Analysts,  and  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance. 

8.  Your  Chairman  personally  thanks  each 
and  every  member  of  the  committee  for  their 
cooperation  and  helpful  support.

APPROPRIATION   ORDER   FOR   THE   FISCAL 
YEAR   1970 

ORDERED: 

I.  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  County  of  Suffolk  in  the  fiscal  year  1970, 
the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  schedules 
hereinafter  set  out,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  appro- 
priated for  expenditure  under  the  direction  of  the  re- 
spective boards  and  officers  severally  specified,  for  the 
several  specific  purposes  hereinafter  designated  and, 
except  for  transfers  lawfully  made,  for  such  purposes 
only  —  said  appropriations,  to  the  extent  they  are  for 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and 
the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities  inci- 
dent thereto  (which  is  hereby  determined  to  be  $848,357), 
being  hereby  made  out  of  the  income  from  parking  meters, 
and,  to  the  extent  they  are  for  other  purposes,  being 
hereby  made,  so  far  as  possible,  out  of  available  funds  on 
hand  January  1,  1970,  as  certified  by  the  Director  of 
Accounts  under  section  23  of  Chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  the  balance  of  said  appropriations  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  pursuant  to  said  section  23 :  — 
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2.  The  Executive  Committee  submits  a  report 
recommending  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  order. 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  $100,000  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  and  Finance  is  recommending 
be  deleted  from  the  Parks  and  Recreation  De- 
partment budget,  originally  designated  for  Sum- 
merthing,  be  left  in  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  budget  and  specifically  used  for 
increased  recreational  activities  for  the  thousands 
of  people  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  have  mental 
or  physical  handicaps. 

Couns.  HICKS  and  ATKINS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  Appropriations  and  Finance 
Committee  has  recommended  that: 

1.  a.  A  policy  be  established  that  no  mu- 
nicipal employee  shall  be  paid  from  more  than 
one  departmental  budget;  that  no  municipal 
employee  shall  be  charged  to  a  departmental 
budget  unless  that  employee  spends  a  majority 
of  his  time  working  for  that  department. 

b.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  requested  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  within  sixty  days  appropriate 
budget  transfer  requests  to  enable  such  funds 
as  are  approved  for  these  dual  payroll  positions 
to  be  correctly  credited  to  and  deposited  in  the 
appropriate  departmental  budget. 

c.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested to  prepare  such  legislation  as  might  be 
required  to  effect  changes  in  either  charter  pro- 
visions or  ordinances  so  that  the  above  policy 
shall  become  permanent. 

2.  The  Budget  Department  adopt  hereafter 
the  program  budgeting  technique,  specifying  in 
detail  the  costs  of  each  and  every  program. 

3.  The  practice  of  having  public  relations 
officials  in  the  various  departments  of  the  city 
be  eliminated,  and  that  the  city  maintain  one 
adequate  department  for  this  purpose. 

4.  The  practice  of  providing  passenger  motor 
vehicles  for  the  various  departments  be  re- 
stricted to  those  departments  where  such  service 
is  essential  and  that  the  use  of  the  motor  pool 
be  required. 

5.  In  order  to  effect  the  greatest  possible 
economies  for  the  city  and  in  order  to  eliminate 
incompatible  data  processing  systems,  the  Ad- 
ministrative Services  Department  be  directed 
to  prepare  for  the  consideration  of  your  com- 
mittee   recommendations    for    a    central    data 


processing  unit  which  would  service  all  of  the 
city's  needs,  said  report  to  be  submitted  no 
later  than  July  1,  1970. 

6.  The  Assessing  Department  be  directed  to 
use  the  maximum  6  percent  of  the  property  tax 
levy  as  the  overlay  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1957, 
chapter  717,  and,  further,  that  said  Assessing 
Department  be  directed  to  make  every  effort 
to  reduce,  rather  than  increase,  abatements  for 
future  years  in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the 
reorganization  of  the  Assessing  Department. 

Whereas,  The  Council  has  accepted  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Appropriations  and  Finance 
Committee  as  policy  for  future  years,  and 

Whereas,  These  recommendations  contain 
basic  policy  questions  which  will  materially 
alter  the  method  by  which  the  city  conducts  its 
fiscal  affairs,  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  vitally  inter- 
ested in  seeing  these  recommendations  adopted 
and  implemented  by  the  Mayor  and  other  ex- 
ecutive personnel;  therefore  be  it  hereby 

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

1.  The  Mayor  be  requested  to  prepare  de- 
tailed answers  to  the  recommendations,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter, 
within  fourteen  days. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing,  follow- 
ing expiration  of  the  fourteen  days,  to  consider 
the  Mayor's  responses  or  actions. 

3.  The  Committee  invite  to  the  public  hear- 
ing the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing,  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  the  Director  of  Data 
Processing  for  the  city,  the  City  Auditor,  and 
the  City  Treasurer. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  resolution  and 
order  were  passed.

which  it  was  taken  by  eminent  domain  in  part 
in  1912  and  in  part  in  1919. 

As  more  fully  appears  from  the  letter  from  the 
Director  of  Public  Facilities  transmitted  here- 
with, this  transfer  is  requested  by  the  Public 
Facilities  Department.  The  Public  Facilities 
Commission  proposes  to  construct  on  the  land  a 
new  800-pupil  elementary  school  to  replace  the 
two  Agassiz  school  buildings  at  14  Burroughs 
street,  Jamaica  Plain,  built  in  1849  and  1893, 
respectively.  The  new  structure  will  contain  a 
gymnasium,  community  facilities,  and  locker 
rooms  which,  in  addition  to  the  adjoining  play- 
ground, will  be  developed  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Public  Facilities  Com-

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  ac- 
knowledges the  critical  need  that  exists  in  the 
Jamaica  Plain  section  of  Boston  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  elementary  school  to  replace  the  Old 
Agassiz  and  the  New  Agassiz  Schools,  located 
at  14  Burroughs  street;  and  the  commission 
further  acknowledges  that  it  is  the  policy  ot 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  to  build 
schools  that  will  fulfill  the  recreational  as  well 
as  the  educational  requirements  of  school 
children. 

It  is  further  understood  that  the  policy  of  the 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  that 
the  school  so  constructed  additionally  serve  the 
total  community  during  nonschool  hours  for  its 
educational,  recreational,  and  cultural  activities. 

The  Public  Facilities  Commission  and  the 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  have 
expressly  agreed  that  the  present  site  of  the 
Agassiz  Schools,  located  at  14  Burroughs  street 
in  Jamaica  Plain,  will  be  transferred  to  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  at  the  time  of  the 
opening  of  the  new  school  for  development  as  a 
recreational  area,  the  demolition  of  the  present 
structures  and  improvements  for  said  site  to  be 
paid  for  entirely  from  funds  provided  by  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission. 

It  is  further  understood  the  new  school  will 
occupy  approximately  one  acre  of  land,  or  ap- 
proximately one  quarter  of  the  John  W.  Murphy 
Playground,  and  that  the  remaining  land  will-be 
developed  with  the  latest  recreational  improve- 
ments, which  will  be  available  for  use  by  the 
total  community  during  nonschool  hours.

Would  you  kindly  transmit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil a  request  for  the  transfer  of  the  John  W. 
Murphy  Playground  to  the  School  Depart- 
ment for  school  construction  purposes. 

The  I'uhlic  Facilities  Department  proposes  to 
construct  on  a  portion  of  the  upper  level  of  the 
playground  the  replacement  for  the  Agassiz 
School  presently  located  on  Burroughs  street 
in  Jamaica  Plain.  The  new  school  will  contain 
a  gymnasium,  locker  rooms,  multipurpose  spaces 
which  can  be  used  in  programs  for  the  elderly, 
and  an  auditorium  for  use  by  the  school  as  well 
as  for  the  community  meetings  and  cultural 
events  in  this  neighborhood  which  now  have  no 
adequate  home. 

It  is  believed  that  the  proximity  of  these

Replying  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  requesting  the  formulation  of 
plans  for  erection  of  seventy-five  elderly  housing 
units  in  every  ward  of  the  city,  rest  assured  that 
the  authority  supports  this  resolution,  which 
supplements  your  request  made  in  early  1969 
for  an  acceleration  of  studies  and  surveys  with  a 
view  to  erecting  additional  facilities  for  the 
elderly  throughout  the  entire  city. 

This  overall  plan,  however,  would  not  be 
feasible  at  the  present  time  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  authority's  actions  are  dependent  upon  the 
following  conditions  in  each  instance:  (1)  the 
availability  ol  funds;  (2)  the  availability  of  suit- 
able sites;  (3)  the  acceptance  by  individual  com- 
munities of  such  housing  in  specific  neighbor- 
hoods. 

The  above  three  factors  are  necessary  tools  in 
implementing  a  city-wide  plan  of  this  character, 
and,  as  these  factors  are  resolved,  immediate 
action  will  be  taken  to  comply  with  the  wishes 
of  all  concerned.

OPINION  RE  CONSTITUTIONALITY  OF 
A  WAGE,  PAYROLL,  OR  INCOME  TAX 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  31,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  your  request  which  was  adopted  on 
February  2,  1970,  and  which  I  received  on 
February  11,  1970,  concerning  the  constitutional 
authority  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  impose  a 
wage,  payroll,  or  income  tax.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  if  the  charges  which  you  describe  are  held 
to  be  taxes,  they  may  not  be  imposed  by  the 
City  of  Boston  without  further  authority  than 
it  now  has.  Article  2,  section  7,  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth, 
provides : 

"Limitation  on  Local  Powers.  —  Nothing 
in  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to  grant  to  any 
city  or  town  the  power  to  (1)  regulate  elections 
other  than  those  prescribed  by  sections  three 
and  four;  (2)  to  levy,  assess,  and  collect  taxes; 
(3)  to  borrow  money  or  pledge  the  credit  of 
the  city  or  town;  (4)  to  dispose  of  park  land; 
(5)  to  enact  private  or  civil  law  governing 
civil  relationships  except  as  an  incident  to  an 
exercise  of  an  independent  municipal  power; 
or  (6)  to  define  and  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  a  felony  or  to  impose  imprisonment 
as  a  punishment  for  any  violation  of  law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  enumer- 
ated powers  may  be  granted  by  the  general 
court  in  conformity  with  the  constitution  and 
with  the  powers  reserved  to  the  general  court 
by  section  eight;  nor  shall  the  provisions  of 
this  article  be  deemed  to  diminish  the  powers 
of  the  judicial  department  of  the  common- 
wealth." 

Nor,  in  my  opinion,  could  the  Legislature, 
"in  conformity  with  the  Constitution,"  grant 
to  the  City  of  Boston  alone  the  power  to  impose 
such  charges. 

The  General  Court  is  empowered  by  Article 
44,  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  levy  a  tax  on  incomes  as 
follows : 

"Full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given 
and  granted  to  the  general  court  to  impose 
and  levy  a  tax  on  income  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided.  Such  tax  may  be  at 
different  rates  upon  income  derived  from  dif- 
ferent classes  of  property,  but  shall  be  levied 
at  a  uniform  rate  throughout  the  common- 
wealth upon  incomes  derived  from  the  same 
class  of  property.  The  general  court  may  tax 
income  not  derived  from  property  at  a  lower 
rate  than  income  derived  from  property,  and 
may  grant  reasonable  exemptions  and  abate- 
ments. Any  class  of  property  the  income 
from  which  is  taxed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposi- 
tion and  levying  of  proportional  and  reason- 
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able  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes  as  at  present 
authorized  by  the  constitution.  This  article 
shall  not  he  construed  l.o  limit  the  power  of 
the  funeral  court  to  impose  and  levy  reason- 
able duties  and  excises." 

The  meaning  of  the  uniformity  requirement 
in  Article  44  was  interpreted  in  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  266  Mass.  583,  586: 

"The  second  sentence  restricts  that  power 
[to  levy  income  taxes]  to  the  imposition  of  a 
uniform  rate  throughout  the  commonwealth 
upon  incomes  derived'  from  the  same  kind  of 
property,  although  permitting  different  rates 
on  income  derived  from  different  kinds  of 
property.  This  is  more  circumscribed  than 
the  limitation  on  the  power  to  tax  conferred 
on  the  Congress  by  art.  1,  s.  8,  cl.  1  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  the  effect 
simply  that  'all  duties,  imposts  and  excises 
shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States.'  Those  words  have  been  held  to  exact 
only  a  geographic  uniformity.  Billings  v. 
United  States,  232  U.  S.  261,  282.  The  words 
of  Amendment  44  exact  also  geographic 
uniformity.     .     .     ." 

The  General  Court,  acting  pursuant  to  the 
grant  of  authority  contained  in  Article  44,  could 
thus  authorize  a  local  tax  on  incomes  only  if 
such  tax  were  (1)  made  applicable  to  all  cities 
and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  (2)  levied 
at  the  same  rate  (for  each  class  of  income)  in 
every  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth. 

It  may  be  suggested,  however,  that  the  Gen- 
eral Court  could  levy,  or  authorize  the  City  of 
Boston  to  levy,  an  excise  on  income,  under 
authority  of  the  last  sentence  of  Article  44, 
quoted  above,  namely,  "This  article  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  general 
court  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and 
excises." 

The  c6nstitutional  authority  to  impose  excises 
is  found  in  Part  2,  chapter  1,  section  1,  Article 
4,  of  the  Constitution,  which  confers  a  general 
taxing  power  on  the  General  Court.  That  article 
distinguishes  between  excises  and  taxes  on 
property :  Taxes  on  property  are  required  to  be 
proportional  and  reasonable";  excises  are  re- 
quired only  to  be  "reasonable."  The  relevant 
language  of  the  article  is  as  follows : 

"[F]ull  power  and  authority  are  hereby 
given  and  granted  to  the  said  general  court 
.  .  .  to  impose  and  levy  proportional  and 
reasonable  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes,  upon 
all  the  .  .  .  estates  lying  within  said 
commonwealth;  and  also  to  impose  and  levy 
reasonable  duties  and  excises  upon  any  prod- 
uce, goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  commodi- 
ties, whatsoever,  brought  into,  produced, 
manufactured,  or    being    within    the    same. 

Arguably,  therefore,  since  an  "excise"  need  be 
neither  "uniform  throughout  the  common- 
wealth" nor  "proportional,"  a  local  income  tax 
for  the  City  of  Boston  could  he  upheld  as  an 
"excise  on  income."  The  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  has  upheld  the  authority  of  the  General 
Court,  acting  under  authority  of  Article  4, 
quoted  above,  to  levy  excises  on  domestic  manu- 
facturing corporations,  Commonwealth  v.  Ham- 
ilton Manufacturing  Co.,  12  Allen  298,  and  on 
foreign  corporations,  S.  S.  White  Dental  Manu- 
facturing Co.  v.  Commonwealth,  212  Mass.  35. 


Although  the  excise  on  domestic  manufacturing 
corporations  was  (and  still  is.  sec  (j.  I,,  chapter 
63,  section  32j  based  in  part,  on  the  net  income 
earned  by  such  corporations,  the  imposition  was 
held  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  be  an 
excise  on  the  "commodity"  of  the  privilege  to 
do  business  in  Massachusetts  conferred  by  the 
act  of  incorporation.  The  excise  was  construed, 
in  other  words,  as  a  form  of  franchise  tax.  This 
principle  was  extended  in  the  White  Dental  case 
which  upheld  the  excise  on  foreign  corporations. 
Since  foreign  corporations  enjoy  no  franchise 
granted  by  the  Commonwealth,  the  Court  held 
that  the  "commodity"  on  which  that  excise  was 
levied  was  the  "privilege  of  transacting  business 
in  the  commonwealth.' 

By  extension  of  these  principles  it  may  be 
argued  that  the  General  Court  could  authorize 
the  City  of  Boston  to  levy  an  excise  on  the 
"privilege  to  do  business  or  conduct  an  occupa- 
tion in  the  city  of  Boston."  In  my  opinion, 
however,  the  Constitution,  as  interpreted  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  does  not  permit  this 
distinction.  In  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  220 
Mass.  613,  the  Court  held  that  a  so-called 
"excise"  on  personal  income  derived  from  inter- 
est and  dividends  would  be  unconstitutional. 
On  pages  623-24,  the  Court  said : 

"Plainly  it  [the  levy  in  question]  is  laid  as 
an  excise.    Such  an  imposition  cannot  be  sus- 
tained under   the  clause  of  the  constitution 
relating  to  excises.  A  tax  upon  income  from 
money  on  deposit  or  at  interest,  from  bonds, 
notes  or  other  debts  due,  and  as  dividends 
from  stocks,  coupled  with  exemption  from  all 
other  taxation  of  the  principal  from  which 
income  flows,  is  in  substance  and  effect  a  tax 
upon  the  property  from  which  it  is  derived. 
A   tax   upon   the   income   of  property   is    in 
reality  a  tax  upon  the  property  itself.     In- 
come derived  from  property  is  also  property. 
Property  by  income  produces  its  kind,  that 
is,  it  produces  property  and  not  something 
different.     It  does  not   matter  what  name   is 
employed.     The  character  of  the  tax  cannot  be 
changed  by  calling  it  an  excise  and  not  a  property 
tax."    (Emphasis  supplied.) 
So  saying,  the  Court  ruled  that  the  tax  would 
not  be  constitutional  because  it  was  not  "pro- 
portional," as  property  taxes  are  required  by  the 
Constitution  to  be.     And,  as  the  Court  said  in 
Cheshire  v.   County  Commissioners,   118   Mass. 
386,   389,   the  constitutional  requirement   that 
taxes  be  proportional  "forbids  their  imposition 
upon  one  class  of  persons  or  property  at  a  dif- 
ferent rate  from  that  which  is  applied  to  other 
classes,  whether  that  discrimination  is  effected 
directly  in  the  assessment  or  indirectly  through 
arbitrary  and  unequal  methods  of  valuation." 
(This  case  preceded  the  enactment  of  Article  44 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  but  its 
holding  that  a  tax  on  income  from  property  is 
itself  a  "  property"-type  tax,  has  been  affirmed 
on  numerous  occasions  since  then.     See,   e.g., 
State  Tax  Commission  v.  Wheatland,  343  Mass. 
650,  and  cases  cited,  pages  652-53.) 

In  the  case  of  Baymer  v.  Tax  Commissioner, 
239  Mass.  410,  the  Court  considered  the  argu- 
ment that  income  from  employment  was  not 
"income  derived  from  property"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  third  sentence  of  Article  44,  re- 
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produced  above.  But  the  Court  held  that  in- 
come from  employment  is  "income  derived  from 
property,"  saying  at  page  413: 

"'Property'  is  a  word  of  large  import.     It 
has  been  interpreted  as  including  the  right  to 
make   contracts   for   labor   and   for   personal 
service.     .     .     .     It  is  not  open  to  question 
that    contracts    for    labor    and    service    are 
'property'  within  the  meaning  of  that  word  in 
both  the  Federal  and  State  Constitutions,  and 
as  such  they  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of 
the   numerous   guarantees   thereby   afforded. 
It  would  be  a  strained  and  unnatural  con- 
struction to  hold  that  that  which  was  'prop- 
erty'   for    the    purposes    of    the    protections 
afforded  by  the  Constitution  was  not  'prop- 
erty' for  the  purposes  of  the  taxation  of  income 
'derived    from    property'    authorized    by    an 
amendment  to  this  same  instrument." 
Taking    these    two    cases    together,    it    is    my 
opinion  that  a  tax  on  income  from  employment 
would  be  held  to  be  a  tax  on  "property"  and  not 
an  excise,  regardless  of  which  designation  was 
used  in  the  law  to  describe  such  tax.    It  could 
not,  therefore,  be  imposed  in  the  City  of  Boston 
alone.

Re:  An  Act  Regarding  Tidelands  Along  Atlantic 
Avenue  and  Commercial  Street 

Enclosed  please  find  the  original  and  three 
copies  of  an  order  for  consideration  by  the  City 
Council. 

The  bill  for  a  special  law  to  be  filed  with  the 
enclosed  order  would  extend  the  time  during 
which  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
BRA  are  authorized  to  grant  irrevocable  licenses 
to  erect  and  maintain  valuable  structures,  fill- 
ings, and  enclosures  in  the  tidelands  area  along 
the  Atlantic  Avenue  and  Commercial  Street 
waterfront  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Chapter  663  of  the  Acts  of  1964  presently 
authorizes  the  DPW,  with  the  approval  of  the 
BRA,  to  grant  such  irrevocable  licenses.  How- 
ever, the  Authority's  power  to  approve  applica- 
tions for  licenses,  including  the  power  to  subject 
the  license  to  such  conditions  as  the  Authority 
may  impose,  expires  on  December  31,  1970,  at 
a   time  when  the  development  of  the   water- 
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front  under  the  Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil 
Hall  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  not  have  been 
completed.  The  Authority,  then,  cannot  assure 
future  developers  of  waterfront  properties  that 
the  waterfront  area  will  be  developed  according 
to  the  comprehensive  and  consistent  planning 
concepts  embodied  in  such  plan,  and  that  their 
substantial  investments  will  not  be  endangered 
by  the  denial  or  revocation  of  licenses  to  erect 
and  maintain  necessary  structures,  fillings,  and 
enclosures. 

When  enacted,  the  special  law  would  provide 
the  Authority  with  the  powers  required  for  the 
successful  completion  of  the  development  of  the 
waterfront  along  Atlantic  avenue  and  Commer- 
cial street  in  the  City  of  Boston.

Last  December  31  was  the  final  date  on  which 
an  alcoholic  beverage  license  could  be  tendered 
to  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  for  cancellation 
under  chapter  804  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  entitled 
"An  Act  Providing  for  the  Retirement  of  Certain 
Alcoholic  Beverage  Licenses  in  the  City  of 
Boston."  Through  tenders  and  cancellations 
under  said  chapter  804,  the  number  of  liquor 
licenses  had  by  that  date  been  reduced  almost 
to  the  maximum  numbers  prescribed  in  G.  L. 
c.  138,  2.  17;  but  such  maximum  numbers  still 
exceed  substantially  the  ratios  to  population 
permitted  in  other  Massachusetts  municipalities 
and  are  detrimental  to  the  economics  of  the 
retail  liquor  business  in  Boston.  Accordingly, 
I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  and 
adoption  an  order  approving  a  petition  for  a 
special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston  which 
would  be  effective  upon  its  passage  and  pro- 
vided: (1)  that  no  further  original  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises  shall  be  granted  until  the  number  of 
such  licenses  shall  have  been  reduced  to  less 
than  600  (instead  of  the  700  or  so  now  out- 
standing); (2)  that  no  further  original  licenses 
for  package  stores  shall  be  granted  until  the 
number  of  such  licenses  shall  have  been  reduced 
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to  less  than  200  (instead  of  the  present  250  limit); 
(3.)  that  restaurant  licenses  may  be  transferred 
to  clubs,  so  that  there  may  be  restricted  use 
of  premises  in  multistoried  ollice  buildings; 
(4)  that  chapter  804  of  the  Acts  of  1965  be 
amended  so  as  to  allow  the  system  for  retiring- 
licenses  thereunder  to  be  extended  lor  another 
live  years;  and  (5)  that  the  Licensing  Board  and 
the  city  correct  an  injustice  which  developed 
under  the  exacting  terms  of  chapter  804.

licenses  thereunder  may  be  granted  only  up  to 
a  total  not  exceeding  600.  Said  board  may 
grant  not  exceeding  250  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
all  alcoholic  beverages  under  section  15;  pro- 
vided that  no  further  original  licenses  under  said 
section  shall  be  granted  until  the  number  of 
licenses  outstanding  thereunder  shall  have  been 
reduced  to  less  than  200  by  cancellation  or  revo- 
cation or  the  failure  of 'holders  of  such  licenses 
to  apply  for  renewals,  and  thereafter  licenses 
thereunder  may  be  granted  only  up  to  a  total 
not  exceeding  200.  The  number  of  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  only,  or  both, 
in  said  city  shall  not  exceed  200." 

Section  2.  Any  license  under  section  12  of 
said  chapter  138  held  by  any  individual,  part- 
nership, or  corporation  for  a  location  in  the  city 
of  Boston  may,  anything  in  section  23  of  said 
chapter  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  be 
transferred  under  said  chapter  to  a  club  as 
defined  in  section  1  of  said  chapter. 

Section  3.  Section  1  of  chapter  804  of  the 
acts  of  1956  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  line  1  the  word  "seventy"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "seventy-five,"  by  striking 
out  in  line  17  the  word  "seven"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "six,"  and  by  striking 
out  in  lines  19  and  20  the  words  "and  fifty." 

Section  4.  If  within  one  year  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act  due  application  is  made  to 
the  licensing  board  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  any 


person  who  on  the  effective  date  of  said  chapter 
80  I  held  under  section  12  or  15  of  said  chapter 
138  a  license  to  do  business  on  premises  in  said 
city  which  had  theretofore  been  taken  in  fee  by 
public  authority  and  who  had  held  such  license 
at  the  lime  of  such  taking  but  who  could  not 
tender  such  license  for  cancellation  under  said 
chapter  804  solely  because  he  was  not  required 
to  remove  his  business  from  such  premises 
within  four  years  from  the  date  of  taking  and 
so  could  not  have  his  license  reserved  under  sec- 
tion 23B  of  said  chapter  138,  said  licensing  board 
shall  forthwith  revive  said  license  but  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  such  person  to  tender  it 
for  cancellation  under  said  chapter  804;  and  such 
person  may  thereupon  forthwith  tender  it  for 
such  cancellation  as  of  the  date  he  was  required 
to  remove  from  the  premises  and  thereupon  be 
paid  the  sum  which  would  have  been  payable  if 
it  had  been  tendered  on  that  date.

Gentlemen : 

We  respectfully  submit  for  your  review  and 
approval  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan  for  the 
Model  City  Program.  This  program  is  funded 
by  the  federal  government  on  an  annual  basis, 
and,  therefore,  City  Council  approval  is  re- 
quired for  each  successive  year. 

The  Model  City  Administrator  recommends 
approval  of  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan.  It 
has  been  reviewed  by  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board.  The  board,  by  separate  document,  is 
stating  its  position  with  respect  to  the  plan. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  a  number  of 
city  departments  will  be  involved  in  the  im- 
plementation of  the  plan  this  coming  year. 

We  strongly  support  the  Model  City  Program 
from  the  standpoint  of  its  direct  benefit  to  model 
neighborhood  residents  and  as  a  demonstration 
to  the  rest  of  our  city.  We  urge  that  you  vote  to 
approve  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

Enclosed  herewith  for  submission  to  the  City 
Council  are  copies  of  our  Second  Year  Action 
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Plan.  This  constitutes  an  application  for  fund- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Uroan 
Development  (HUD),  and,  by  virtue  of  tne 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  De- 
velopment Act  of  1966,  City  Council  approval  is 
required.  It  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board.  The  board,  by  separate 
document,  is  stating  its  position  with  respect 
to  the  plan. 

In  the  introduction  to  the  Second  Year 
Action  Plan,  you  will  find  a  statement  of 
priorities  and  an  overview  of  the  program.  This 
is  followed  by  specific  work  programs  and 
budgets  for  each  project  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
second  year. 

Given  the  fact  that  most  of  our  projects  were 
not  released  by  HUD  until  late  last  year  and  the 
first  two  months  of  this  year,  the  Second  Year 
Action  Plan  represents  a  continuation  of  the 
projects  as  outlined  in  our  initial  comprehensive 
city  demonstration  program.  The  funding 
level  of  §7.9  million  is  approximately  the  same 
amount  as  in  the  first  year  application. 

The  city  is  required  to  pay  20  percent  of  the 
cost  of  administering  the  program.  Pursuant 
to  a  grant  contract,  the  federal  government  pays 
the  remaining  80  percent  and  100  percent  of  the 
cost  of  carrying  out  all  projects. 

The  problems  in  housing,  health,  education, 
and  employment  for  model  neighborhood 
residents  are  pressing  ones,  and,  accordingly, 
I  urge  that  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan  be  ap- 
proved in  order  that  the  Model  City  Program 
may  be  continued  uninterrupted.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its 
Model  City  Administrator,  pursuant  to  a  city 
demonstration  grant  contract  between  the 
United  States  (acting  by  the  Secretary  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development)  and  the  City  of 
Boston  (acting  by  its  Mayor),  is  carrying  out 
those  parts  of  a  comprehensive  city  demonstra- 
tion program,  including  a  first-year  plan,  that 
were  approved  by  resolution  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  November  25,  1968,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  November  27,  1968  (said  parts 
so  approved  being  hereinafter  called  "the 
Program");  and 

Whereas,  By  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  22,  1969,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  December  23,  1969,  as 
amended,  the  City  Council  established  for  a 
limited  time  an  agency,  known  as  the  Model 
City  Agency,  and  also  a  board,  known  as  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  ordinance  passed 
on  December  22,  1969,  the  Model  City  Ad- 
ministrator has  the  power  and  responsibility  to 
administer  and  carry  out  the  comprehensive 
city  demonstration  program  under  Title  I  of 
the  Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan 
Development  Act  of  1966  (42  U.S.C.  3301),  and 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  is  the  official 
community  representative  of  the  model  neigh- 
borhood and  has  the  power  and  responsibility  to 
review  and  approve  all  plans  and  programs  which 
are  part  of,  or  being  considered  for  incorporation 
in,  the  comprehensive  program  being  adminis- 
tered  by  the   Model  City   Administrator;  and 

Whereas,  Section  103  of  the  act  requires  that 
the   City   Council  approve   the   comprehensive 


program  and,  where  appropriate,  applications 
for  assistance  under  the  program  as  a  condition 
for  eligibility  for  assistance;  and 

Whereas,  Plans  for  the  second  year  of  the 
comprehensive  program  ("the  Second  Year 
Action  Plan")  have  been  developed  by  the  Model 
City  Administrator,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
on  April  13,  1970,  and  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
to  the  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
has  reviewed  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan 
pursuant  to  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  22,  1969;  and 

Whereas,  The  Second  Year  Action  Plan,  as 
submitted  to  the  City  Council,  contains  an 
analysis  of  action  taken  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
gram, outlines  a  program  and  budget  for  the 
activities  proposed  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
second  year,  recommends  the  addition  and  dele- 
tion of  certain  projects,  and  identifies  those  city 
departments  and  commissions,  other  public 
agencies,  and  private  corporations  and  associa- 
tions designated  to  operate  parts  of  the  compre- 
hensive program;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  desires  that  the 
United  States  through  said  secretary  grant  to 
the  City  of  Boston  funds  to  assist  the  city  in 
carrying  out  the  program  as  further  delineated 
in  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Besolved : 

1.  That  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan,  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  on  April  13,  1970,  and 
hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is,  approved  and  made  a  part  of  the 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program 
being  carried  out  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
the  program  approved  by  the  City  Council  by 
resolution  on  November  25,  1968,  is  hereby 
amended  to  the  extent  necessary  to  effect  the 
Second  Year  Action  Plan. 

2.  That  assurance  be,  and  hereby  is,  given 
that  the  necessary  nonfederal  share  of  the  cost 
of  program  administration  will  be  provided  for 
the  second  year. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
execute  with  the  United  States  a  one-year  grant 
contract  for  the  second  year  of  the  comprehensive 
program  (with  as  many  counterpart  originals 
as  may  be  convenient). 

4.  That  the  Model  City  Administrator  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
gram, as  amended  by  the  Second  Year  Action 
Plan  hereby  approved,  including  the  submission 
of  such  reports,  certifications,  and  other  material 
as  said  secretary  shall  require. 

5.  That  the  Model  City  Administrator  or  the 
Deputy  Model  City  Administrator  may  do  all 
things  required  to  be  done  in  order  to  obtain 
payment  of  the  grant,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  selection,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Collector-Treasurer  of  the  city,  of  a  commercial 
bank  to  receive  payment  vouchers,  the  submis- 
sion of  signature  specimens,  and  the  filing  of 
requests  for  payment. 

6.  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  granted 
under  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  53A,  so  that  funds  received 
from  the  United  States  or  other  source  for  carry- 
ing out  the  program,  as  amended  by  the  Second 
Year   Action   Plan   hereby   approved,    may   be 
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expended  by  the  Model  Citj  Agency  or  with  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Model  City  Administrator, 
by  any  other  board  or  office  of  I  In'  city  carrying 
out  a  part  of  said  program. 

7.  That  all  actions  taken  by  the  Model  City 
Administrator  in  carrying  out  the  program  in 
the  first  year  with  respect  to  the  designation  of 
operating  agencies  of  projects  consistent  with 
the  Second  Year  Action  Plan  are  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed  in  all  respects. 

8.  That  no  member  of  the  Model  City  Agency 
staff  or  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
benefit  financially  —  directly  or  indirectly 
from  any  agreement  for  services  to  be  performed 
or  materials  to  be  furnished  under  any  contract 
entered  into  under  the  program. 

9.  That  the  Model  City  Administrator  shall 
continue,  in  any  further  planning  or  implemen- 
tation of  the  program,  as  amended  by  the 
Second  Year  Action  Plan  hereby  approved,  to 
meet  with  relevant  municipal  officials,  agencies, 
and  employee  groups,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  City  Council,  the  School  Committee,  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, the  Boston  Teachers'  Union,  the  Superior 
Officers'  Association,  the  Boston  Police  Patrol- 
men's Association,  the  American  Federation  of 
State,  City,  and  Municipal  Employees,  the 
Building  Services  Employees  Association,  etc. 

10.  That  notwithstanding  anything  contained 
in,  referred  to,  or  implied  by  either  the  act,  or 
the  program,  or  this  resolution,  or  any  contract 
or  other  implementation  or  action  undertaken 
or  maintained  pursuant  to  or  under  the  act, 
the  program,  this  resolution,  or  otherwise, 
neither  the  act,  nor  the  program,  nor  this 
resolution,  nor  any  contract,  federal  assistance 
grant,  or  other  implementation  or  action  under- 
taken by  or  within  the  reach  of  the  act,  the 
program,  or  this  resolution,  or  any  instrumenta- 
tion thereunder,  shall  be  deemed,  construed, 
applied,  or  allowed  to  authorize,  empower, 
justify,  or  otherwise  sanction  the  Mayor,  the 
Model  City  Agency,  the  Model  City  Adminis- 
trator, the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  or  any 
successor  or  agent  of  any  of  them,  or  any 
department,  agency,  official,  officer,  or  other 
agent  or  instrumentality  of  the  city  or  other 
governmental  entity  or  unit  (1)  to  make  inopera- 
tive or  ineffectual  or  to  abrogate,  terminate,  set 
aside,  suspend,  modify,  or  otherwise  change  or 
alter,  in  whole  or  in  any  part,  any  existing  or 
future  collective  bargaining  agreement  or  ar- 
rangement between  the  city  and  any  recognized 
or  certified  employee  organization,  or  (2)  to  re- 
place or  displace,  or  impair  or  interfere  with,  any 
such  employee  organization  in  its  representa- 
tive or  other  capacity  or  status,  or  its  institu- 
tional role  or  function,  or  (3)  to  refuse  to  consult 
or  negotiate,  and  in  good  faith  collectively  bar- 
gain, with  any  such  employee  organization  on 
matters  deemed  by  such  employee  organization 
to  have  impact  on  its  existence  and  operations 
and  the  wages,  hours  of  work,  and  other  condi- 
tions of  employment  of  its  members  by  reason  of 
its  or  their  relation  to  the  various  subjects 
within  the  scope  of  or  indicated  by  this  resolu- 
tion, or  (4)  to  initiate  or  maintain  any  action 
which  may  result  in  an  impact  on  a  collective 
bargaining  agreement  or  arrangement  between 
the  city  and  any  such  employee  organization  to 
the  impairment  of,  injury  to,  or  interference  with 


the  full  workings  and  administration  of  any  such 
collective  bargaining  agreement  or  arrangement 
or  the  rights  of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
thereunder,  or  (5/  to  impair,  injure,  interfere 
with,  diminish,  suspend,  waive,  modify,  or  in 
any  way  affect  the  rights  of  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  under  law.

RESOLUTIONS  APPROVING  SURVEY 
AND  PLANNING  APPLICATIONS 
FOR  BRUNSWICK-KING,  GOULD- 
VILLE  TERRACE,  AND  KITTREDGE 
AREAS 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was   suspended 
in  order  to  introduce  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment (HUD)  Regional  Office  has  recently 
informed  us  that  limited  funds  are  tentatively 
reserved  for  new  renewal  projects  in  Boston's 
Model  City  Area.  It  is  therefore  essential  that 
applications  be  submitted  as  soon  as  possible  so 
that  Boston  will  be  able  to  have  these  funds 
committed  before  the  end  of  this  federal  fiscal 
year. 

The  Model  City  Agency  and  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  working  along  with  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  have  prepared 
three  survey  and  planning  applications  for  the 
40-acre  areas  indicated  on  the  attached  map: 
Gouldville  Terrace,  Kittredge  Square,  and 
Brunswick-King.  Survey  and  planning  is  the 
first  step  towards  renewal,  and  in  these  applica- 
tions a  planning  period  of  not  more  than  six 
months  is  proposed  during  which  time  the  actual 
details  of  neighborhood  improvement  plans  will 
be  developed  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  Model  City  Agency  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and 
its  neighborhood  subcommittees.  The  final 
urban  renewal  projects  will  be  subject  to  ap- 
proval by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 

The  three  survey  and  planning  areas  have 
been  chosen  because  they  have  the  potential  for 
some  early  construction  of  housing  on  vacant 
land  and  because  they  appear  to  be  feasible  for 
renewal  with  the  limited  funds  available.  The 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  Housing  Committee 
selected  these  target  areas,  and  the  applications 
have  been  approved  by  the  full  elected  Model 
Neighborhood  Board. 

These  projects  are  of  such  a  small  size  that 
they  might  be  referred  to  as  "mini-projects." 
They  are  not  a  solution  to  the  widespread  de- 
terioration and  extensive  rehabilitation  needs  of 
the  2,000-acre  Model  City  Area;  rather,  they 
are  just  an  important  although  admittedly  very 
small  "first  step."  The  Model  City  Agency  and 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  are  continuing 
to  plan  for  the  entire  Model  City  Area  and  will 
be  attempting  to  obtain  the  additional  funds 
needed  to  upgrade  all  parts  of  the  community. 
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The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
voted  to  approve  these  three  survey  and  planning 
applications  and  finds  them  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws.  Under  the  provision  of  Title  I 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the 
City  Council  must  approve  the  filing  of  these 
survey  and  planning  applications. 

I  believe  that  these  applications  have  the 
widespread  support  of  the  Model  City  Com- 
munity and  that  neighborhood  improvement 
funds  are  desperately  needed  for  the  area.  I 
fully  recommend  the  Gouldville  Terrace,  Kitt- 
redge  Square,  and  Brunswick-King  survey  and 
planning  applications  for  your  approval.

on  a  plan  entitled  "Model  Neighborhood  Sub- 
area  5  —  Brunswick-King  Survey  and  Planning 
Area,"  dated  April  2,  1970,  and  filed  with  the 
City  Clerk  on  April  13,  1970,  and  hereby  made 
a  part  hereof;  and 

Whereas,  Under  section  105  of  the  Demon- 
stration Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development 
Act  of  1966  (42  U.S.C.  3305),  the  Secretary  is 
authorized  to  make  grants  to  a  city  demonstra- 
tion agency  of  not  to  exceed  80  percent  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  nonfederal  contributions 
otherwise  required  to  be  made  to  all  projects  or 
activities  assisted  by  federal  grant-in-aid  pro- 
grams which  are  carried  out  in  connection  with 
an  approved  comprehensive  city  demonstration 
program;  and 

Whereas,  The  undertaking  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  of  surveys  and  plans  for 
an  urban  renewal  project  in  the  proposed  Urban 
Renewal  Area  has  been  recommended  by  the 
Model  City  Administrator  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  approved  by  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  of  said  city ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston : 

1.  That  the  proposed  Urban  Renewal  Area 
described  above  is  appropriate  for  an  urban  re- 
newal project  and  that  the  undertaking  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  of  surveys  and 
plans  for  an  urban  renewal  project  of  the  charac- 
ter contemplated  by  section  110(c)  of  Title  I  in 
the  proposed  Urban  Renewal  Area  is  hereby 
approved. 

2.  That  the  financial  assistance  available 
under  Title  I  is  needed  to  enable  the  Boston  Re- 


development Authority  to  finance  the  planning 
and  undertaking  of  the  proposed  project. 

3.  That  the  undertaking  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  of  surveys  and  plans 
for  an  urban  renewal  project  in  the  proposed 
Urban  Renewal  Area  is  closely  related  to  the 
physical  and  social  problems  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Area,  and  an  urban  renewal  proj- 
ect in  such  area  can  reasonably  be  expected  to 
have  a  noticeable  effect  upon  such  problems. 

4.  That  the  comprehensive  city  demonstra- 
tion program  shall  include  such  undertaking  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  of  surveys 
and  plans-  for  an  urban  renewal  project  in  the 
proposed  Urban  Renewal  Area. 

5.  That  it  is  cognizant  of  the  conditions  that 
are  imposed  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out 
of  urban  renewal  projects  with  federal  financial 
assistance  under  Title  I,  including  those  relating 
to  (a)  the  relocation  of  site  occupants,  (b)  the 
provision  of  local  grants-in-aid,  (c)  the  prohibi- 
tion of  discrimination  because  of  race,  color, 
creed,  or  national  origin,  and  (d)  the  requirement 
that  the  locality  present  to  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  approval  of  the  application  described 
below,  a  Workable  Program  for  Community  Im- 
provement, as  set  forth  in  section  101(c)  of 
Title  I,  for  utilizing  appropriate  public  and 
private  resources  to  eliminate  and  prevent  the 
development  or  spread  of  slums  and  urban 
blight. 

6.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  (a)  that  a 
feasible  method  for  the  relocation  of  individuals 
and  families  displaced  from  the  Urban  Renewal 
Area,  in  conformity  with  Title  I,  can  be  pre- 
pared, and  (b)  that  the  local  grants-in-aid  can 
and  will  be  provided  in  an  amount  which  will  be 
not  less  than  one-third  of  the  new  project  cost 
of  the  project,  which,  together  with  the  federal 
capital  grant,  will  be  generally  equal  to  the  dif- 
ference between  gross  project  cost  and  the  pro- 
ceeds or  value  of  project  land  sold,  leased,  or 
retained  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan. 

7.  That  the  filing  of  an  application  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  an  advance 
of  funds  from  the  United  States  of  America  to 
enable  it  to  defray  the  cost  of  surveys  and  plans 
for  an  urban  renewal  project  in  the  proposed 
Urban  Renewal  Area  described  above  is  hereby 
approved. 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended  (herein  referred  to  as 
"Title  I"),  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  is  authorized  to  extend  financial 
assistance  to  local  public  agencies  in  the  elimina-

The  Model  City  Agency  and  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  (BRA)  have  been  in- 
formed by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  Regional  Office  that 
limited  funds  have  been  tentatively  earmarked 
for  renewal  projects  in  the  Model  City  Area. 

It  is  essential  that  applications  be  submitted 
as  soon  as  possible  so  that  Boston  will  be  able 
to  have  these  funds  committed  before  the  end 
of  this  federal  fiscal  year. 

Planning  for  urban  renewal  and  other  related 
physical  improvement  programs  is  part  of  our 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program. 

The  staffs  of  the  two  agencies,  working  with 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  have  prepared 
survey  and  planning  applications  for  three  very 


small  areas  (approximately  forty  acres  each)  in- 
dicated on  the  attached  map:  Gouldville  ter- 
race, Kittredge  Park,  and  Brunswick-King. 
These  areas  have  been  chosen  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  Housing  Committee  and 
have  been  approved  by  the  full  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board. 

These  "mini-projects"  are  totally  inadequate 
as  a  solution  to  the  widespread  physical  deteri- 
orization  and  extensive  rehabilitation  needs  of 
the  2,000-acre  Model  City  Area;  nevertheless, 
they  are  an  important  beginning  step. 

The  proposed  project  areas  have  been  selected 
because  they  provide  opportunities  for  early  de- 
velopment of  housing  without  extensive  reloca- 
tion and  because  they  appear  to  be  feasible  of 
renewal  with  the  limited  funds  available. 

Survey  and  planning  activities  for  these  proj- 
ects are  expected  to  last  no  longer  than  six 
months,  at  a  cost  of  $106,000  for  each  project. 
The  federal  grant  reservation  being  requested  is 
$1,380,000  for  each  project. 

Given  the  strong  model  neighborhood  support 
and  approval  for  these  applications  and  their 
approval  by  the  BRA  Board,  we  urge  that  these 
applications  be  approved  by  the  City  Council 
as  soon  as  possible.

I  have  been  advised  by  federal  officials  that 
limited  funds  are  now  available  for  urban  re- 
newal projects  in  Model  Cities  areas.  For 
Boston  to  receive  its  share,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  file  survey 
and  planning  applications  as  soon  as  possible 
with  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  and  that  the  City  Council  approve 
such  filing.  Accordingly,  I  am  enclosing  for 
your  transmittal  to  the  City  Council  survey  and 
planning  applications  for  the  following  projects: 
the  Kittredge  Square  Urban  Renewal  Project 
(in  Model  Cities  Subarea  2);  the  Gouldville 
Terrace  Urban  Renewal  Project  (in  Model  Cities 
Subarea  4);  and  the  Brunswick-King  Urban  Re- 
Subarea  4);  and  the  Brunswick-King  Urban- 
Renewal  Project  (in  Model  Cities  Subarea  5). 
The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  approved 
the  filing  of  these  applications  at  its  meeting  on 
April  2,  1970. 

These  applications  were  developed  jointly  by 
the  staffs  of  the  Model  City  Agency  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  at 
its  meeting  on  April  3,  1970.  The  designated 
areas  were  chosen  because  they  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  early  development  of  housing  without 
extensive  relocation  and  because  they  appear 
feasible  of  renewal  with  the  limited  funds  avail- 
able. Survey  and  planning  activities  are  ex- 
pected to  last  no  longer  than  six  months,  at  a 
cost  of  $106,760  for  each  project.

Dear  Mrs.  Hicks: 

At  its  last  meeting  on  Friday,  April  3,  1970, 
the  Boston  Model  Neighborhood  Board  voted 
to  approve  the  submission  of  three  survey  and 
planning  applications  for  approximately  $2.7 
million  in  renewal  funds  that  have  been  set  aside 
by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment for  Boston's  Model  City  Area. 

In  accordance  with  the  mandate  given  to  it 
by  the  City  Council  last  December,  the  Board 
has  utilized  its  community  organization  facili- 
ties to  inform  people  about  the  projects  and  to 
involve  neighborhood  residents  in  the  planning 
decisions  that  will  directly  affect  them.  Our 
vote  last  Friday  was  preceded  by  almost  three 
months  of  negotiations  and  discussions  leading 
to  a  physical  development  strategy  for  Boston's 
Model  City  Area  that  would  take  account  of 
the  realities  of  scarce  federal  funding,  yet  provide 
much  needed  housing  and  other  improvements 
in  the  shortest  possible  time.  These  discussions 
took  place  among  the  Board,  its  Housing  and 
Subarea  Committees,  and  representatives  of  the 
Model  City  Administration  and  the  BRA. 
Many  of  these  meetings  were  held  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods, with  the  people  most  directly  affected 
taking  part,  and  the  Board's  own  technical  staff 
answering  questions  and  providing  alternatives. 

There  is  little  need  to  remind  you  of  the 
critical  housing  emergency  that  exists  in  Boston. 
Construction  of  new,  safe,  sanitary  housing  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  is  urgently 
required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  over-9,000 
Model  Neighborhood  Area  families  currently 
residing  in  substandard  housing.  These  appli- 
cations will  provide  money  for  the  construction 
of  some  200  units  of  new  housing  and  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  many  more. 

We  are  asking,  therefore,  that  your  com- 
mittee give  its  earliest  attention  to  this  matter 
so  that  the  applications  can  be  submitted  to 
HUD  and  funding  received  prior  to  the  end  of 
this  fiscal  year.  Should  you  desire  it,  we  look 
forward  to  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  you 
to  discuss  these  applications,  and,  of  course,  we 
will  be  available  to  testify  in  support  of  them 
when  your  committee  holds  its  hearings.  We 
hope  that  you  will  set  the  date  of  the  hearings 
as  soon  as  possible.

AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT,  EN- 
LARGING ITS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES, 
AND  CHANGING  ITS  NAME 
Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Roston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 
An  Ordinance  Reorganizing  the  Parks  and  Re- 
creation Department,  Enlarging  Its  Powers 
and  Duties,  and  Changing  Its  Name. 
Re  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Roston 
as  follows: 
Section  1.  Section  10  of  chapter  2  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "for  the  entertainment 
of  guests." 

Section  2.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clause  (13)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  clause : 

"(13)  The  commissioner  of  parks,  recreation, 
and  conservation,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars; 
and  each  assistant  commissioner  of  parks,  rec- 
reation, and  conservation,  seventeen  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars." 

Section  3.  Chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment known  as  the  Department  of  Parks,  Rec- 
reation and  Conservation,  which  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the  Parks, 
Recreation,  and  Conservation  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Commissioner 
of  Parks,  Recreation,  and  Conservation,  who 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  three  other 
ollicers,  known  as  Assistant  Commissioners 
of  Parks,  Recreation,  and  Conservation,  and 
five  other  officers,  known  as  Associate  Commis- 
sioners of  Parks,  Recreation,  and  Conservation, 
all  severally  appointed  by  the  mayor.  The 
commissioner  and  the  assistant  commissioners 
shall  each  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  the  work.  The  associate  commissioners 
first  appointed  under  this  ordinance  shall  serve 
according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective 
appointments,  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case 


of  two,  one  year,  in  the  case  of  two  others,  two 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other,  three  years, 
from  May  1,  1970.  As  the  term  of  any  associate 
commissioner  so  appointed,  or  of  any  subsequent 
associate  commissioner,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
associate  commissioner  shall  be  filled  by  the 
mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  associate 
commissioners  shall  serve  without  pay. 

Each  assistant  commissioner  of  parks,  recrea- 
tion, and  conservation  shall  exercise  such  powers, 
and  perform  such  duties,  as  the  commissioner 
of  parks,  recreation,  and  conservation  shall  from 
time  to  time  designate,  and  shall,  in  addition,  at 
such  times  as  he  shall  have  been  so  authorized 
by  written  designation  signed  by  said  commis- 
sioner, approved  by  the  mayor  and  filed  with 
the  city  clerk,  and  such  authorization  shall  not 
have  been  revoked  in  like  manner,  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  said  commis- 
sioner in  relation  to  such  matters  as  may  be 
specified  in  such  designation. 

Section  4.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  1  the 
words  "and  recreation"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "recreation  and  conservation," 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following  sen- 
tence: "The  board  shall,  in  addition,  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  on  conservation  com- 
missions established  under  section  8C  of  chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws." 

Section  5.  Said  section  2,  as  amended  by 
section  4  of  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following 
paragraph : 

"The  board  shall  develop  and,  to  the  extent 
of  available  funds,  carry  out  athletic,  cultural, 
and  recreational  programs  for  persons  of  all  ages 
throughout  the  city,  and  shall  stimulate  the 
conduct  of  whblesome  athletic,  cultural,  and  rec- 
reational activities  by  private  agencies,  clubs, 
and  other  groups.  The  board  shall  also  keep 
continually  abreast  of  new  developments  in  the 
fields  of  conservation  and  recreation,  including 
(a)  new  programs  for  the  recreation  and  diver- 
sion of  the  handicapped,  the  ill,  the  institution- 
alized, and  the  retarded,  (b)  new  ideas  for  park 
and  playground  facilities,  and  (c)  new  improve- 
ments in  ecological  practices." 

Section  6.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"commissioners"  in  line  4  the  words:  "the  parks 
and  recreation  commission"  and  by  striking  out 
in  line  6  the  words  "parks  and  recreation"  and 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "department"  in 
line  7  the  words  "of  parks,  recreation,  and 
conservation." 

Section  7.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  19  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  lines  1  and 
2  the  words  "parks  and  recreation  commission" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "board." 

Section  8.  Said  chapter  19  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  6  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section : 

"Section  6.  The  board  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  all  public  celebrations  and  parades 
and  of  music  therefor,  and  of  public  band  con- 
certs, the  entertainment  of  distinguished  guests, 
the  provision  of  proper  facilities  for  public  en- 
tertainment in  connection  with  the  holding  of 
conventions  in  the  city,  and  the  promotion  of 
cultural  affairs  in  the  city."

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its 
Model  City  Administrator,  pursuant  to  a  city 
demonstration  grant  contract  between  the 
United  States  (acting  by  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development)  and  the  City 
of  Boston  (acting  by  its  Mayor),  is  carrying 
out  those  parts  of  a  comprehensive  city  demon- 
stration program,  including  a  first  year  plan, 
that  were  approved  by  resolution  passed  by  the 
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City  Council  on  November  25,  1968,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  November  27,  1968 
(said  parts  so  approved  being  hereinafter  called 
"the  program");  and 

Whe  eas,  By  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  22,  1969,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  December  23,  1969,  as  amended 
by  the  City  Council  on  March  2,  1970,  the  City 
Council  established  for  a  limited  time  an  agency, 
known  as  the  Model  City  Agency,  and  also  a 
board,  known  as  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  ordinance  passed  on 
December  22,  1969,  the  Model  City  Adminis- 
trator has  the  power  and  responsibility  to  ad- 
mi  lister  and  carry  out  the  comprehensive  city 
demonstration  program  under  Title  I  of  the 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Devel- 
opment Act  of  1966  (42  U.S.C.  3301)  ("the 
act"),  and  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  is 
the  official  community  representative  of  the 
model  neighborhood  and  has  the  power  and  re- 
sponsibility to  review  and  approve  all  plans  and 
programs  which  are  part  of,  or  being  considered 
for  incorporation  in,  the  comprehensive  program 
being  administered  by  the  Model  City  Admin- 
istrator; and 

Whereas,  Section  103  of  the  act  requires  that 
the  City  Council  approve  the  comprehensive 
program  and,  where  appropriate,  applications 
for  assistance  under  the  program  as  a  condition 
for  eligibility  for  assistance;  and

comprehensive  program  ("the  Second  Year  Ac- 
tion Plan")  have  been  developed  by  the  Model 
City  Administrator,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
on  April  13,  1970,  and  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
to  the  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board, 
pursuant  to  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  22,  1969,  as  amended  by 
the  City  Council  on  March  2,  1970,  has  reviewed 
the  Second  Year  Action  Plan  and  approves  it  as 
amended  by  the  City  Council  on  April  27,  1970; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Model  City  Administrator  ap- 
proves the  Second  Year  Action  Plan  as  amended 
by  the  City  Council  on  April  27,  1970;  and 

Whereas,  The  Second  Year  Action  Plan,  as 
amended  by  the  City  Council  on  April  27,  1970, 
contains  an  analysis  of  action  taken  in  carrying 
out  the  program,  outlines  a  program  and  budget 
for  the  activities  proposed  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  second  year,  recommends  the  addition  and 
deletion  of  certain  projects,  and  identifies  those 
city  departments  and  commissions,  other  public 
agencies,  and  private  corporations  and  associ- 
ations designated  to  operate  parts  of  the  com- 
prehensive program;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  desires  that  the 
United  States  through  said  Secretary  grant  to 
the  City  of  Boston  funds  to  assist  the  city  in 
carrying  out  the  program  as  further  delineated 
in  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan,  as  amended 
by  the  City  Council  on  April  27,  1970;  now 
therefore,  he  it 

Besolved : 

1.  That  the  Second  Year  Action  Plan,  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  on  April  13,  1970,  and  as 
amended  by  the  City  Council  on  April  27,  1970, 
and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  approved  and  made  a  part  of 
the  comprehensive  city  demonstration  program 


being  carried  out  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
the  program  approved  by  the  City  Council  by 
resolution  on  November  25,  1968,  is  hereby 
amended  to  the  extent  necessary  to  effect  the 
Second  Year  Action  Plan  hereby  approved. 

2.  That  assurance  be,  and  hereby  is,  given 
that  the  necessary  nonfederal  share  of  the  cost 
of  program  administration  will  be  provided  for 
the  second  year. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
execute  with  the  United  States  a  one  year  grant 
contract  for  the  second  year  of  the  comprehen- 
sive program  (with  as  many  counterpart  origi- 
nals as  may  be  convenient). 

4.  Thai  the  Model  City  Administrator  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  carry  out  the 
program,  as  amended  by  the  Second  Year  Action 
Plan  hereby  approved,  including  the  submission 
of  such  reports,  certifications,  and  other  ma- 
terial as  said  Secretary  shall  require.

The  order  in  the  new  draft  as  amended  was 
passed. 

Beport  of  the  Urban  Benewal  Committee 
Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Second    Year    Action    Program    application     of 
the   Model   City   Agency,   makes  the   following 
report. 

A.  Public  hearings  were  held  on  this  matter 
on  April  22,  215,  and  24,  1970.  During  the  course 
of  those  hearings  it  was  revealed  that  the  Second 
Year  Action  Program  envisions  activities  i  i  the 
following  areas :  Belocation;  Project  Evaluation, 
Data  Collection  and  Information  Systems; 
Citizen  Evaluation;  Citizen  Education;  Health; 
Mental  Health;  Speech,  Hearing  and  Language 
Service-;  Drug  Program;  Information  and 
Evaluation;  Child  Care;  Adult  Education; 
Higher  Education;  Manpower;  School-Com- 
munity Communications;  Increased  Local  Edu- 
cational  Responsibility;  Program    for    Children 


With  Learning  Problems;  Youth  Program; 
Police-Community  Relations;  Physical  Planning; 
Housing  Development;  Housing  Rehabilitation 
Service;  C,it\  Services;  Parks  and  Recreation; 
Economic  Planning  and  Development;  Educa- 
tional Counseling  Service. 

The  total  cost  of  these  programs  is  $10,371,963. 
Of  this  amount  the  City  of  Boston  is  asked  to 
provide  $180,837.  The  remainder  of  the  money 
will  come  from  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  ($7,919,370),  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
($1 ,878,056 ),  t  he  Olfice  of  Economic  Opportunity 
($43,700),  the  Justice  Department  ($150,000)', 
and  from  third  party  health  pavments 
($200,000). 

The  committee  was  given  a  list  or  changes 
to  be  made  in  the  application  as  submitted, 
which  changes  were  the  result  of  further 
negotiations  between  the  Model  City  Admin- 
istrator and  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 
These  changes  essentially  reflect  a  shift  of 
emphasis  based  on  the  sentiment  of  the  residents 
of  the  area  that  housing  programs  be  given  the 
top  priority  during  the  Second  Year  Action 
Program. 

B.  The  committee  also  held  hearings  on  the 
three  survey  and  planning  applications  submitted 
to  the  Council  for  approval  as  part  of  the 
Second  Year  Action  Program.  The  three  areas 
to  be  surveyed  for  possible  inclusion  in  the  Urban 
Benewal  Program  were: 

1.  Brunswick-King,  located  in  Subarea  5. 

2.  Gouldville  Terrace,  located  in  Subarea  4. 

3.  Kittredge  Square,  located  in  Subarea  2. 
All  three  survey  and  planning  applications  are 

for  areas  in  which  little  or  no  displacement  of 
people  is  anticipated,  a  d  in  which  the  major 
focus  is  to  be  on  housing  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  stock.  No 
actual  urban  renewal  activities  will  take  place 
in  any  of  the  three  areas,  since  the  applications 
merely  propose  a  series  of  survey  and  planning 
activities  leading  up  to  the  possible  submission, 
at  a  later  date,  of  urban  renewal  project  appli- 
cations. 

C.  The  committee,  in  an  effort  to  indicate  as 
clearly  as  possible  what  the  Second  Year  Action 
Program  is  about,  has  appended  to  this  report, 
to  become  a  part  of  our  official  record,  a  summary7 
of  each  of  the  various  program  activities  to  be 
carried  out  during  the  Second  Year  Action  Pro- 
gram. This  summary  also  includes  budget  in- 
formation on  each  program,  indicating  the  total 
funds  needed,  the  source  from  which  the  funds 
will  be  sought,  and  the  cost,  if  any,  to  the  city. 

D.  Recommendations 

1.  The  committee  recommends  that  the 
Council  approve  all  three  survey  and  planning 
applications,  as  submitted.  The  committee 
calls  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the  con- 
tents of  a  letter  received  from  the  chairman 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  relative 
to  the  survey  and  planning  applications. 
This  letter  states: 

"  Pursuant  to  an  inquiry  and  subsequent  re- 
quesl  made  by  Councillor  Atkins  during 
hearings  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee 
concerning  the  Brunswick-King,  Kittredge 
Square,  and  Gouldville  Terrace  survey  and 
planning  applications  for  renewal  in  the  Model 
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City  area,  the  Boston  Model  Neighborhood 
Board,  at  a  meeting  held  on  April  24,  1970, 
designated  the  following  priorities  for  funding 
of  these  projects: 

Priority  One Brunswick-King 

Priority   Two Kittredge  Square 

Priority  Three Gouldville  Terrace 

"It  is  our  understanding  that  HUD  has  ear- 
marked funds  for  a  total  of  $2.76  million  to  be 
spent  on  renewal  in  this  area.  We  intend  to 
notify  HUD  that  it  is  the  position  of  the 
Board  that  Brunswick-King  and  Kittredge 
Square  be  funded  from  the  earmarked  funds 
and  that  Gouldville  Terrace  be  funded  as 
soon  as  new  renewal  money  is  available." 

Based  on  the  above,  we  urge  that  the  City 
Council  vote  to  approve  the  three  survey  and 
planning  applications  in  the  order  indicated 
by  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 

2.  The  committee  recommends  that  new 
pages  be  substituted  for  the  following  pages 
as  they  appeared  in  the  original  Second  Year 
Action  Program  application:  125,  126,  127, 
138,  144,  146,  150,  153,  154,  155,  156,  157, 
167,  168,  169,  170,  175,  176,  177,  178,  179, 
180,  181,  182,  183,  184,  187,  189,  190,  191, 
192,  205,  206,  209,  210,  212,  213,  214,  215, 
216,  218,  220,  229,  231,  254,  258,  259,  274, 
276,  277,  280,  285,  294,  and  296. 

3.  The  committee  recommends  that  the 
Second  Year  Action  Program  be  approved  as 
amended,  and  that  the  resolution  in  the  new 
draft  submitted  by  the  committee  be  approved 
by  the  Council,  authorizing  the  Mayor  to 
submit  the  Second  Year  Action  Program 
application. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Urban  Benewal  sub- 
mits a  report  recommending  that  the  document 
titled  "Application  for  Workable  Program  Cer- 
tification or  Becertification"  on  page  88  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  paragraph 
entitled,  "Boston  Urban  Affairs  Committee"  the 
following  words:  "The  City  of  Boston  will  pro- 
vide funds  to  the  B.U.A.C.  for  hiring  and  super- 
vising staff  of  its  own  choosing.  This  staff  will 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  a  director,  secre- 
tary and  at  least  two  program  analysts,  and  will 
perform  such  functions  as  assigned  by  the 
B.U.A.C." 


Pres.  PIEMONTE  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  the  previous 
question.  The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  7, 
nays  2: 

Yeas  —  Councillors  Atkins,  Hicks,  Iannella, 
Kerrigan,  Langone,  O'Leary,  Saltonstall  —  7. 

Nays  —  Councillors  Piemonte,  Timilty  —  2. 

The  report  was  accepted.  The  amendment 
was  adopted. 

4.  On  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  16)  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Benewal  submits  a  report  recommending  that 
the  order  in  the  Workable  Program  be  amended 
as  follows:

same  hereby  is,  approved" 

That  clause  (2)  be  amended  by  striking  the 
word  "Administrator"  therefrom  and  inserting 
the  word  "Secretary"  in  place  thereof. 

That  clause  (3)  be  stricken  therefrom  and 
there  be  inserted  in  place  thereof  a  clause  (3) 
reading  as  follows:  "That  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
supply  such  additional  information  or  make 
such  modification  in  the  Workable  Program,  not 
substantially  changing  the  provisions  thereof, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  HUD;  provided,  however,  that 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  amendments  of 
the  City  Council  of  April  27,  1970." 

That  the  order  be  further  amended  by  insert- 
ing at  the  end  thereof  a  clause  (4)  reading  as 
follows:  "That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  submit  the 
Workable  Program,  as  amended  on  April  27, 
1970,  by  the  City  Council,  to  the  Secretaryr  of 
HUD,  or  to  such  other  officials  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  HUD." 

The  report  was  accepted. 


Minority  Beport  of  Councillor  Piemonte 

We  have  presented  to  us  a  98-page  document, 
headed  Application  for  Workable  Program  Cer- 
tification or  Becertification.  This  came  to  the 
Council  on  March  17.    The  resolve  reads: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  undertaken 
a  comprehensive  program  of  urban  renewal 
designated  to  eliminate  slums  and  blight  from 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  National  Housing  Act  of  1954, 
as  amended  (see  43  USCA  1451),  requires  that 
a  community  seeking  urban  renewal  funds  dem- 
onstrate through  a  Workable  Program  that  the 
city  is  doing  its  part  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
slums  and  blight;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  its 
responsibilities  and  had  in  operation  a  Workable 
Program  of  urban  renewal  which  was  approved 
by  the  Administrator  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  the  year 
1969; and 

Whereas,  A  biennial  restatement  of  the  Work- 
able Program  is  a  requirement  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  under 
provisions  of  the  National  Housing  Act;  and 

Whereas,  The  Workable  Program  contains  a 
statement  of  the  city's  progress  in  four  areas  as 
follows: 

(1)  Codes  and  Code  Enforcement 

(2)  Planning  and  Programming 

(3)  Housing  and  Relocation 

(4)  Citizen  Involvement;  and 

Whereas  the  Workable  Program  has  been 
carefully  studied  and  reviewed  by  the  City 
Council  after  public  hearing;  therefore  be  it 
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Ordered,  (I)  Thai,  the  Application  for  Re- 
certification  of" Workable  Program"  transmitted 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  on 
February  23,  1970,  he,  and  the  same  is.  approved; 
and  (2)  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  notify  the 
Administrator  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  of  such  approval;  and 
(3)  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  supply  such  addi- 
tional information  or  make  such  modification 
in  the  "Workable  Program,"  not  substantially 
changing  the  provisions  thereof,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Administrator. 

Despite  the  untiring  sincere  efforts  of  the 
members  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Committee,  and 
especially  its  chairlady  whom  I  had  the  privilege 
to  appoint,  the  best  that  can  be  said  is  that  the 
Council  in  its  charity  is  asked  to  put  itself  on 
record  as  having  carefully  examined  the  Work- 
able Program  as  stated  in  the  resolve. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Council  through  its 
Urban  Renewal  Committee  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  Workable  Program  as  presented, 
may  I  say  that  this  practice  is  very  bad,  as  it  is 
based  on  the  practice  anybody  opposed  shall 
oppose  it. 

The  insincerity  of  this  program  may  best  be 
evidenced  by  the  written  instrument  itself.  We 
are  asked  to  say  that  the  Application  for  Re- 
certification  of  the  Workable  Program  was 
transmitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  on  February  23,  1970;  therefore  saying 
on  the  record  that  we  have  had  this  since  Febru- 
ary 23,  when  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
docket  itself  will  show  it  was  not  sent  to  the 
Council  until  March  16,  1970,  a  month  later 
than  that  date.  That  perhaps  is  the  best  evi- 
dence of  how  impractical,  how  unworkable  is  the 
present  procedure  of  the  Workable  Program. 

We  are  asked,  among  other  things,  to  find 
that  the  city  has  a  good  code  enforcement  pro- 
gram, and  yet  we  have  evidence  that  the  code 
enforcement  program  is  not  much  better  off 
except  for  the  patronage  it  has  afforded  the 
various  administrations  than  it  was  when  urban 
renewal  first  came  to  us. 

As  for  planning  and  programming,  the  second 
phase  of  it,  we  witnessed  how  lacking  we  are  in 
planning  and  programming  as  evidenced  by  the 
most  recent  presentation  of  a  proposed  stadium. 

As  for  housing  and  relocation,  there  is  nothing 
in  the  Workable  Program  to  indicate  that  the 
city,  the  administration,  has  made  any  advance 
on  housing  and  relocation.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
a  study  will  show  conclusively  that  the  admin- 
istration thus  far  has  failed  miserably,  as  have 
prior  administrations,  in  providing  housing  for 
the  people  who  were  displaced.  As  for  relo- 
cation, the  best  evidence  of  how  lightly  this  is 
taken  is  the  fact  that  in  the  legislation  whicli 
accompanied  the  proposal  for  a  stadium  there 
was  no  provision  contained  therein  for  reloca- 
tion of  any  people  displaced. 

As  far  as  citizen  involvement  is  concerned, 
how  much  of  a  mockery  this  is,  how  much 
vacuum  there  is  in  the  statement,  is  best  con- 
tained in  the  Workable  Program  itself.  You 
will  find  contained  therein  in  Exhibit  1  a  state- 
ment that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  setting  up  a 
new  committee,  setting  up  another  committee, 


and  no  information  given  as  to  the  personnel  who 
will  serve  in  the  various  districts,  but  reference 
is  made  to  it  in  Exhibit  3,  the  fourth  page  of 
Exhibit  :;. 

The  facts  presented  at  the  hearings,  all  of 
which  one  can  have  as  a  public  record,  don't 
warrant  my  approval  of  the  Workable  Program. 

I  appreciate  the  dilemma  that  the  Council,  is 
caught  in,  thai  we  must  file  on  or  before  May  1, 
according  to  the  best  information  available,  our 
approval  of  a  Workable  Program  in  order  that 
we  might  continue  to  be  eligible. 

However,  the  records  will  clearly  indicate 
that,  as  will  the  text  of  my  minority  reports 
filed  in  the  past,  this  is  the  only  means  that  I 
have,  that  I  know  of,  of  at  least  trying  to 
remedy  some  of  the  inequities  in  this  program. 

It  was  only  by  such  action  and  by  the  work 
of,  for  example,  committees  in  Charlestown  who 
were  not  easily  pressured  into  going  along,  that 
has  brought  about  what  is  now  known  as  Instant 
Housing. 

There  is  much  more  to  be  done,  and  I  hope 
that  this  minority  report  may  serve  to  indicate 
not  so  much  to  this  administration  as  to  the 
people  in  Washington  the  need  of  a  real  pro- 
gram, more  involved  with  the  follow-through. 
Il  is  not  enough  to  have  good  intentions,  it  is 
not  enough  to  supply  the  wherewithal,  but 
there  must  be  constant  monitoring,  and  there 
must  be  constant  follow-up  in  order  that  the 
true  concept  for  which  urban  renewal  was  con- 
ceived and  became  part  of  law  —  that  every 
American  family  may  be  provided  with  a  decent 
dwelling  unit  —  might  become  a  reality,  instead 
of  the  media  for  some  people  to  gain  wealth 
and  to  gain  power  at  the  expense  of  the  suffering 
of  our  poor. 

Placed  on  file. 

The  amendments  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee were  adopted. 

Coun.  HICKS  moved  that  the  word  and 
figures  "February  23,  1970"  be  stricken  there- 
from and  the  word  and  figures  "March  16, 
1970"  be  inserted  in  place  thereof.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed. 


POLICE  TO  TAKE  PATROL  CARS  HOME 
DURING    OFF-DUTY    HOURS 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Experience  has  shown  that  an  in- 
crease in  visible  police  presence  tends  to  deter 
crimes  of  violence  in  the  streets  and  other  public 
places;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
has  had  a  program  in  operation  for  about  a  year 
for  increasing  police  visibility  by  ordering  police 
assigned  to  patrol  cars  to  take  the  cars  home 
with  them  during  off-duty  hours  and  use  them  as 
personal  cars;  and 

Whereas,  The  mayor  and  police  of  Indianap- 
olis consider  that  this  program  has  been  most 
successful  in  helping  to  deter  crime  and  increas- 
ing the  apprehension  of  criminals  and  intend  to 
keep  it  in  effect  indefinitely;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  and 
the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association  favor 
initialing  such  a  program  in  a  portion  of  Boston 
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on  a  pilot  basis  as  soon  as  adequate  funds  can 
be  obtained  for  the  purpose;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  give  prompt  and  favorable  attention 
to  releasing  adequate  funds,  already  available 
under  the  Safe  Streets  Act,  to  permit  the  im- 
mediate commencement  of  such  a  pilot  program. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Services.

Commission  be  and  is  requested  to  report  to  this 
Council  the  nature  and  status  of  any  plan  to 
alleviate  pollution  in  Boston  Harbor;  and

modified  as  to  provide,  for  the  restoration  of

On  December  28,  1962,  the  then  Mayor  of 
Boston  approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  on  the  preceding  day  approving  the 
North  Harvard  Street  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 
In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  April  26,  1963, 
between  the  city  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  respect  to  the  project,  the  city 
agreed  to  make  local  cash  grants-in-aid  to  the 
Authority  to  cover  necessary  project  improve- 
ments as  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
project. 

Pursuant  to  this  agreement,  an  urban  renewal 
bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of  $653,900 
is  required  to  meet  the  costs  of  the  one-third 
local  share  of  the  net  project  cost.  This  amount 
exceeds  the  original  cost  estimates  primarily  due 
to  the  basic  change  in  the  project  plan  to  low- 
income  housing  which  necessitated  the  provision 
of  certain  public  improvements  not  previously 
anticipated.  Construction  of  the  public  im- 
provements is  scheduled  to  commence  in  June  of 
1970,  and  occupancy  is  scheduled  for  the  later 
part  of  1970. 

It  is  respectfully  requested,  therefore,  that 
you  submit  a  recommendation  to  the  City 
Council  requesting  their  approval  of  the  bond 
issued  in  the  amount  of  $653,900.

PROGRAM  FOR  MODEL  CITY  PRO- 
GRAM

Gentlemen : 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  June  9,  1969,  the  City  of  Boston 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  dated  July 
23,  1969,  pursuant  to  which  the  city  received 
a  $500,000  grant  for  a  one  year  interim  assistance 
program. 

The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment has  advised  us  that  additional  funds 
may  be  made  available  for  the  City  of  Boston 


to  continue  the  interim  assistance  program 
activities  for  a  second  year. 

The  Model  City  Administrator  has  developed 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Second  Year  Action 
Plan  of  the  Model  City  Program  a  second  year 
inteiim  assistance  program  seeking  $750,000  of 
additional  interim  assistance  funds  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devleop- 
ment.  This  program  is  in  the  form  of  an  amend- 
ment of  the  first  year  program  extending  the 
program  for  a  second  year. 

The  Model  City  Administrator  recommends 
approval  of  the  second  year  interim  assistance 
program.  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  has 
reviewed  the  program  and  is  stating  its  position 
on  the  program  by  separate  document. 

Matching  funds  equal  to  one-third  of  the 
estimated  program  cost  will  be  provided  by  the 
city  in  the  form  of  noncash  grants-in-aid  from 
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regular  appropriations  for  I  he  several  city  de- 
partments for  1970.  This  means  that  no  addi- 
tional city  funds  will  be  required. 

The  area  covered  by  the  application  is  all  of 
the  Model  City  area  plus  a  portion  of  Dor- 
chester extending  past  Franklin  Field  down  to 
Almont  street,  but  explicitly  excludes  the 
Campus  High  Urban  Renewal  Project  area. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  second  year  interim 
assistance  program  developed  by  the  Model 
City  Administrator,  together  with  an  order  for 
its  approval,  submission,  etc.,  which  I  recom- 
mend your  Honorable  Body  adopt.

tion, and  that  relocation  payments  are  made  to 
all  eligible  displacees,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin  under  any  program

(b)  with  requirements  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment regarding  the  relocation  of  those  displaced 
by  interim  assistance  program  activities.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an 
order  to  City  Council  to  provide  a  special  ap- 
propriation of  $121,390  for  the  use  of  the  Office 
of  Public  Service. 

Assuming  the  Council  approves  this  order,  it 
is  our  intention  to  use  the  money  in  conjunction 
with  three  federal  sources  of  funds.  We  did  not 
submit  this  request  as  a  part  of  our  regular 
budget,  as  it  was  not  then  clear  that  these 
federal  funds  would  be  available.  Since  that 
time,  federal  plans,  particularly  for  Neighbor- 
hood Youth  Corps  Program,  have  become  more 
firm,  and  we  are  prepared  to  proceed  with  plans 
for  our  Summer  Work  Program. 

The  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program, 
funded  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Labor  through  Action  for  Boston  Community 
Development  (ABCD),  will  be  used  to  employ 
320  students  of  high  school  age  for  ten  weeks 
during  the  summer  (from  June  29  to  September 
4).  The  youths  will  be  used  in  crews  of  eight. 
Each  crew  will  be  supervised  by  a  college-age 
crew  chief.  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  will 
pay  the  youths  $1.45  per  hour  for  twenty-six 
hours  of  work  with  federal  Labor  Department 
funds.  The  city's  contribution  will  be  used  to 
increase  this  pay  at  a  rate  of  35  cents  an  hour  for 
twenty-six  hours  and  $1.80  for  nine  hours. 
Thus,  the  work  week  will  be  thirty-five  hours  at 
$1.80  per  hour.  The  city  share  will  be  $25.30 
per  worker  per  week. 

The  college-age  crew  chiefs  will  be  employed 
under  the  College  Work-Study  Program,  which 
is  funded  by  the  federal  Office  of  Economic  Op- 
portunity through  various  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. The  city  share  of  salary  is  20  to  25 
percent,  or  about  $25  per  week.  A  number  of 
additional  college  work-study  students  will  be 
employed  to  provide  the  administrative  struc- 
ture necessary  to  run  the  program. 

The  administration  of  the  program  will  be  as 
follows:  The  work  crews  will  work  out  of  the 
Little  City  Halls,  and  overall  supervision  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  manager  and  a  col- 
lege-age area  supervisor.  The  students  will  be 
engaged  in  a  wide  variety  of  cleanup,  mainte- 
nance, and  light  construction  jobs  throughout 
the  city. 

The  area  supervisor  will  work  with  the  Little 
City  Hall  manager,  area  city  department  per- 
sonnel, and  community  groups  to  determine 
useful  work  projects  for  the  area  and  to  organize 
and  schedule  these  projects. 

Work  teams  will  be  assigned  to  Little  City 
Halls  according  to  the  size  of  the  neighborhood 
and  needs  of  the  community.  The  crews  will  be 
supported  by  a  central  staff  which  will  be 
responsible  for  coordinating  projects,  equip- 
ment, transportation,  and  payroll. 
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The  program  will  need  a  van  for  each  area  for 
the  purpose  of  moving  equipment  and  crews 
which  will  be  working  in  various  parts  of  the 
neighborhoods. 

One  principal  objective  of  this  program  is  to 
assist  regular  city  departments  and  community 
groups  to  clean  up  and  improve  Boston's 
neighborhoods.  It  will  provide  additional 
staff,  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  depart- 
ment and  Little  City  Hall  managers,  to  ac- 
complish projects  devised  by  the  city  depart- 
ments. The  additional  advantage  is  that  it 
accomplishes  this  end  without  requiring  the 
valuable  supervisory  time  of  regular  members 
of  the  department  staffs. 


Other  objectives  are  obvious:  to  provide  sum- 
mer jobs  and  income  for  disadvantaged  youths 
and  their  families;  to  teach  good  work  habits 
and  develop  useful  skills  for  high-school-age 
workers  by  providing  them  with  an  ongoing 
relationship  with  college-age  workers;  to  provide 
high-school-age  youths  with  a  sense  of  accom- 
plishment and  pride  in  their  community. 

The  experience  with  the  program  which  was 
organized  along  these  general  lines  during  the 
summer  of  1969  has  convinced  me  of  its  value, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  this  request 
be  submitted  to  City  Council  as  soon  as  possible. 
I  am  attaching  the  appropriate  budget  break- 
down.

An    Ordinance    Reorganizing    the    Council    on 

Aging  and  Changing  Its  Name 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  clause  (1)  the  following  clause: 

(1A)  The  commissioner  on  affairs  of  the 
elderly,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  Chapter  4A  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  inserted  by  chapter  5  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  sections  1  and  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sections : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Commissioner  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board 
and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work, 
and  ten  other  officers,  known  as  Associate  Com- 
missioners on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  appointed 


by  the  mayor.  The  associate  commissioners 
liisi  appointed  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  oi  their  respective  appointments,  for 
terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  three  associate 
commissioners,  one  year,  in  the  case  of  three 
other  associate  commissioners,  two  years,  in 
the  case  of  two  other  associate  commissioners, 
three  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  two 
associate  commissioners,  four  years,  from  May  1, 
1970.  As  the  term  of  any  such  associate  com- 
missioner, or  of  any  subsequent  associate  com- 
missioner, expires,  his  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  associate  com- 
missioner shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  associate  commissioners 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  2.  The  commission  on  affairs  of  the 
elderly  shall  be  cognizant  of  federal  and  state 
legislation  concerning  financial  assistance,  in- 
formation exchange,  and  planning  for  better 
community  programming  for  the  elderly,  and 
shall  coordinate  or  carry  out  programs  designed 
to  meet  the  problems  of  the  elderly  in  coordina- 
tion with  programs  of  the  commission  on  aging 
established  under  section  73  of  chapter  6  of  the 
General  Laws  or  its  successor  in  function.  The 
commission  on  affairs  of  the  elderly  shall  send  to 
said  commission  or  its  successor  in  function  a 
copy  of  the  annual  report  transmitted  by  it  to 
the  mayor  under  section  25  of  chapter  3  of  these 
ordinances. 

Section  3.  The  council  on  aging  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers, 
duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  board  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  council  on  affairs  of  the 
elderly  created  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  depart- 
ment or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  created, 
or  a  department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either, 
not  abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such 
person  shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain 
all  rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall 
have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him; 
and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  aboli- 
tion had  not  taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section, 
the  term  "agency"  shall  be  construed  as  defined 
in  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  acts 
of  1953. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or 
special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall, 
by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be 
without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced 
in  rank  or  compensation. 

Section  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same.

from  the  treasury  of  the  city  shall  submit  to 
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the  public  facilities  commission  on  or  before 
October  first  in  each  year  a  list  of  all  capital 
improvements  proposed  to  be  made  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  such  department,  office,  or  under- 
taking in  the  ten  succeeding  calendar  years;  and 
no  such  board  or  officer  shall  request  the  mayor 
to  originate  any  appropriation  or  loan  order  for 
an>  capital  improvement  unless  within  the  pre- 
ceding six  months  such  board  or  oificer  has 
referred  such  capital  improvement  to  the  public 
facilities  commission  and  requested  said  com-

APPROPRIATIONS     OF     $1,947,907     AND 
$5,309,781   FOR  SCHOOL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  11,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  April  3,  1970,  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  appropriated  under  its  own  au- 
thority as  established  by  law  the  sum  of 
$71,452,998  for  general  school  purposes  and 
$2,552,093  for  alterations  and  repairs. 

In  addition,  by  letter  dated  April  6,  1970, 
from  the  secretary  to  the  School  Committee, 
Mr.  Edward  J.  Winter,  the  School  Committee 
requested  that  I  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
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Body  additional  appropriations  of  $15,764,224 
for  general  school  purposes  and  $3,832,640  for 
alterations  and  repairs.  This  would  provide  a 
total  budget  for  general  school  purposes  of 
$87,217,222  and  a  total  budget  for  alterations 
and  repairs  of  $6,384,733. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  1969  final  budget  for  the 
School  Committee  for  general  school  purposes 
totaled  $68,362,998,  and  for  alterations  and 
repairs  the  1969  final  budget  was  $4,520,000. 
The  School  Committee  is  therefore  asking  for 
an  increase  for  1970  of  almost  $19,000,000,  or 
28  percent  for  general  school  purposes  and  more 
than  an  $1,800,000,  or  40  percent,  increase  in 
alterations  and  repairs. 

While  we  are  well  aware  of  the  difficult  prob- 
lems faced  by  the  School  Committee  and  the 
entire  city  school  system,  I  cannot  in  conscience 
recommend  that  such  large  increases  in  the 
School  Committee's  budget  be  appropriated  by 
your  Honorable  Body,  since  the  city's  financial 
condition  will  not  permit  budget  increases  of  this 
size.  As  I  pointed  out  in  my  letter  of  February 
2,  1970,  accompanying  my  recommendations  for 
the  city  and  county  budgets,  the  city's  fiscal 
position  is  untenable  because  of  our  restriction 
to  the  property  tax  as  the  source  of  two-thirds 
of  our  revenue  while  almost  50  percent  of  the 
property  value  in  the  city  is  exempt  from  tax- 
ation. Yet,  the  financial  assistance  provided  by 
the  state  and  federal  governments  is  wholly 
inadequate  and  inequitable.  Although  we  place 
great  value  on  the  importance  of  education, 
the  City  of  Boston  simply  cannot  finance  the 
requests  of  the  School  Committee  until  such 
time  as  the  federal  and  state  governments 
accept  their  responsibility  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary financing,  and  the  state  government  per- 
mits to  the  City  of  Boston  to  make  major  re- 
visions in  its  tax  structure. 

Accordingly,  I  am  recommending  that  your 
Honorable  Body  appropriate  $5,309,781  for 
general  school  purposes  and  $1,947,907  for 
alterations  and  repairs.  These  appropriations 
by  your  Honorable  Body  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee will  provide  a  total  1970  budget  for 
general  school  purposes  of  $76,762,779  and  a 
1970  budget  for  alterations  and  repairs  of 
$4,500,000. 

The  recommended  appropriation  to  the  School 
Committee  of  $5,284,781  for  general  school  pur- 
poses will  provide  for  the  full-year  financing 
of  ninety-five  expansion  positions  authorized  in 
the  1969  budget  in  the  amount  of  $514,556;  the 
increased  cost  in  1970  of  nonpersonal  operating 
expenses  in  the  amount  of  $1,009,225;  the 
financing  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1970  for 
238  unbudgeted  positions  at  a  cost  of  $1,270,000 
with  a  stipulation  that  these  unbudgeted  posi- 
tions will  be  absorbed  by  September,  1970;  a 
provision  for  pay  increases  to  be  effective 
September  1,  1970,  in  the  amount  of  $2,091,000; 
and  a  sum  of  $425,000  to  provide  for  expanded 
programs. 

This  appropriation  will  not  provide  for  re- 
quested amounts  of  $1,125,000  for  a  health  and 
welfare  fund;  $4,044,620  for  conversion  from 
monthly  to  biweekly  salary  payments;  or 
$300,000  for  payment  of  unused  accumulated 
sick  leave  on  separation.  We  do  not'  believe 
that  these  items  are  either  required  or  desirable. 


The  appropriation  for  alterations  and  repairs 
reflects  my  continued  concern  with  the  physical 
condition  of  our  school  facilities.  In  addition  to 
the  appropriation  I  am  recommending,  you  will 
recall,  I  also  recommended  and  your  Honorable 
Body  approved  substantial  amounts  for  im- 
provement of  the  school  plant  in  the  1970 
capital  budget. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  two  appropriation 
orders  in  the  amounts  described  above.

Ordered,  That,  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,   as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  end   that   legislation   be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  fire  commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension 
to  be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments, 
Edward  J.  Hunt,  a  fire  fighter  in  the  fire  depart- 
ment of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated 
as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  in  the 
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performance  of  his  duty  on  December  23,  1967, 
when  he  fell  from  the  roof  of  a  building  on  fire. 
Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of 
regular  compensation  which  would  have  been 
paid  him  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the 
grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 
Upon  his  death,  leaving  Carol  R.  Hunt,  his  wife, 
surviving  him,  said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long 
as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  increased  by  three  hundred 
and  twelve  dollars  for  each  child  of  said  Edward 
J.  Hunt  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  for  earn- 
ing. If  said  Carol  R.  Hunt  remarries,  said  city 
shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her, 
an  annuity  of  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to,  or  for  the  benefit  of,  each  such  child  during 
the  time  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said 
Edward  J.  Hunt  under  this  act  the  Roston 
retirement  board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all 
amounts  standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity 


savings  fund  of  the  State-Roston  retirement 
system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue 
to  apply  to  said  Edward  J.  Hunt  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement 
as  a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

I  transmit  herewith  for  adoption  by  your 
Honorable  Rody  a  resolution  which  would  au- 
thorize me  to  execute  and  file  applications  with 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment for  code  enforcement  grants  under  section 
117  of  the  Houisng  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  in 
an  area  or  areas  to  be  designated  and  specifically 
described  in  such  applications.  Grants  under 
section  117  include  public  improvements  incident 
to  code  enforcement  as  well  as  code  enforcement 
itself.  This  type  of  program  (now  in  execution 
in  Jamaica  Plain  and  the  Fields  Corner-Ronan 
Park  section  of  Dorchester)  has  proven  success- 
ful in  preventing  the  deterioration  of  dwelling 
units.  The  ultimate  consequence  of  such  deteri- 
oration is  usually  demolition,  which  can  only 
mean  a  worsening  of  the  already  existing  housing 
shortage.  The  program  is,  therefore,  a  direct 
aid  in  our  struggle  to  provide  adequate  housing 
accommodations  in  this  city. 

I  recommend  early  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying resolution  by  your  Honorable  Rody  in 
order  that  we  may  begin  the  preparation  of  ap- 
plications and  notify  the  appropriate  federal 
agencies  of  our  intent  so  to  do.

Whereas,  Section  117  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  authorizes  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  make 
grants  to  municipalities  and  counties  to  assist 
them  in  carrying  out  programs  of  concentrated 
code  enforcement  in  deteriorated  or  deteriorating 
areas  in  which  such  enforcement,  together  with 
certain  public  improvements  to  be  provided  by 
the  locality,  may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  de- 
cline of  the  area;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  found  and  determined  by 
this  Rody  that  there  exists  in  this  locality  cer- 
tain deteriorated  or  deteriorating  areas  for  which 
a  program  of  concentrated  code  enforcement, 
combined  with  certain  public  improvements, 
may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  decline  of  the 
area;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  grant  of 
funds  pursuant  to  section  117  will  impose  certain 
obligations  and  responsibilities  upon  the  City  of 
Roston,  among  which  is  the  obligation  to  assure 
that  any  persons  who  may  be  displaced  as  a 
result  of  the  code  enforcement  and  public  im- 
provements programs  are  relocated  into  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  housing  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin  under  any  program 


or  activity  receiving  federal  financial  assistance; 
and  Executive  Order  11063  prohibits  discrimina- 
tion on  basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  or  national 
origin  in  sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of 
residential  property  (including  land  intended  for 
residential  use)  or  in  the  use  or  occupancy 
thereof;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  Ry  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Roston : 

1.  That  applications  be  filed  with  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Roston  for  code  enforce- 
ment grants  under  section  117  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  of  two  thirds  of  the 
cost  of  undertaking  and  carrying  out  code  en- 
forcement programs,  which  cost  is  now  estimated 
to  be  $17,000,000,  in  areas  to  be  designated  and 
specially  described  in  such  applications  and  that 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Roston  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  execute  and  file  such  applications, 
to  provide  such  additional  information  and 
furnish  such  documents  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, to  execute  such  contract  or  contracts  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  grants  applied  for,  to 
execute  and  file  requisitions  for  funds,  and  to  act 
as  the  authorized  representative  of  the  City  of 
Roston  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  code 
enforcement  programs. 

2.  That  during  the  period  of  the  contract  for 
the  code  enforcement  grant  the  City  of  Roston 
will  maintain  a  level  of  expenditures  for  code 
enforcement  activities,  exclusive  of  expenditures 
in  any  federally  assisted  code  enforcement  or 
Title  I  Urban  Renewal  Project  areas,  that  is  not 
less  than  the  average  yearly  expenditure  for  such 
activities  throughout  the  locality  for  the  two  full 
fiscal  years  immediately  preceding  the  filing  of 
the  application. 

3.  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for,  and 
will  provide  in  a  timely  manner,  all  necessary 
public  improvements  for  the  code  enforcement 
area. 

4.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  ade- 
quate amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  which  is  available  to  persons  displaced 
as  a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  and  related 
public  improvements  programs,  at  prices  which 
are  within  their  financial  means  and  which  are 
not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities 
than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals 
and  families,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Rody  that 
such  displacees,  if  any,  will  be  relocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  applicable  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full 
compliance  by  the  City  of  Roston  with  regula- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  Title  VI.  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964  and  applicable  executive 
orders. 

6.  That  such  federal  funds  as  may  be 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  section  117  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  may  be 
expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  granted. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  that  the 
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meeting  of  the  committee  be  held  at  4.30  p.m. 
this  afternoon,  and  that  the  Law  Department 
and  the  representative  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  in  charge  of  this  code  enforce- 
ment be,  and  hereby  are,  invited  to  attend  such 
meeting.

The  following  was  received :

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

On  April  2,  1970,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  approved  the  Sumner  Street  Public 
Housing  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  This  approval, 
together  with  other  findings  and  determinations 
required  under  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws,  was  made  by  the  Authority  after  considera- 
tion of  statements,  views,  and  opinions  expressed 
at  a  public  meeting  held  by  the  Authority  on 
March  19,  1970,  to  consider  the  plan. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  12  IB  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  the  Authority  must  secure  approval  oi  the 
plan  by  the  Mayor  with  the  City  Council.  This 
approval  must  include  certain  findings  and  is  to 
be  made  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing. 
Federal  requirements  specify  that  such  notice 
should  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks,  with  the  first  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  hearing.  The  attached  list  indicates  the 
documents  which  are  herewith  submitted  for 
your  consideration. 

The  plan  appears  to  have  broad  support 
throughout  the  East  Boston  area,  and  it  is  my 
belief  that  it  serves  the  citizens,  especially  the 
elderly,  in  the  area  as  well  as  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  The  Authority  has,  after  due  and 
proper  notice,  held  a  public  meeting  with  respect 
to  the  project  area  and  at  said  hearing  received 
and  heard  extensive  evidence,  views,  and  opin- 
ions with  respect  to  the  project  area  and  its 
conditions;  and 

Whereas,  There  was  submitted  to  the  Au- 
thority at  this  meeting  an  application  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
for  loan  and  grant,  which  included  a  project 
area  report,  referred  to  as  Code  No.  R-212, 
describing  the  surveys  and  studies  undertaken 
in  the  project  area,  the  criteria  used  to  determine 
the  condition  of  structures  in  the  project  area; 
and 

Whereas,  There  was  also  submitted  to  the 
Authority  at  this  meeting  a  memorandum  from 
the  director  dated  March  19,  1970,  entitled 
"  Eligibility  of  the  Sumner  Street  Public  Housing 
Urban  Renewal  Area";  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  considered  and 
reviewed  the  aforesaid  evidence,  views,  opinions, 
project  area  report,  and  memorandum,  and 
other  evidence  and  opinions  as  to  the  character 
and  conditions  of  the  project  area  submitted  by 
members  of  the  Authority's  staff;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority : 

1.  That  the  character  and  conditions  of  the 
project  area  as  described  in  said  project  area 
report  and  said  memorandum  of  March  19, 
1970,  do  exist. 

2.  That  clearance  and  redevelopment  are 
warranted  under  said  Title  I,  as  shown  on  Map  5 
of  said  application  for  loan  and  grant,  in  that 


all  ten  of  the  buildings  (100  percent)  are  struc- 
turally substandard  to  a  degree  requiring  clear- 
ance. 

3.     That  the   following   particular   facts   are 
found  to  exist: 

a.  100  percent  of  the  ten  buildings  in  the 
project  area  are  out  of  repair,  physically  de- 
teriorated, or  in  need  of  major  maintenance 
or  repair  as  evidenced  by 

(1)  Roof  material,  gutters,  and  flashing 
deteriorated  or  missing. 

(2)  Flooring  and  stair  material  worn, 
loose,  or  missing. 

(3)  Floors  warped  and  deteriorated. 

(4)  Windows  and  doors  deteriorated. 

(5)  Chimney  in  need  of  pointing  or  re- 
placement. 

(6)  Evidence  of  dampness  penetration  in 
basement  and  interior  walls. 

(7)  Lack  of  adequate  fire  protection;  fire 
escapes  broken. 

(8)  Electrical  service  and  wiring  inade- 
quate. 

(9)  Sanitary  facilities  and  heating  system 
inoperable. 

b.  All  of  the  ten  buildings  (100  percent)  in 
the  project  area  contain  building  deficiencies 
in  the  form  of  deteriorating  conditions  because 
of  defects  not  correctable  by  normal  mainte- 
nance. 

c.  The  project  area  contains  two  environ- 
mental deficiencies,  as  follows: 

(1)  Obsolete  building  types,  such  as  large 
warehouses  or  other  industrial  buildings 
which  through  lack  of  use  or  maintenance 
have  a  blighting  influence.  The  multistory 
warehouse  buildings  no  longer  meet  the 
needs  of  present  day  industrial  activities. 
Extensive  defects  and  the  lack  of  elevators 
in  all  of  the  buildings  made  them  unsuitable 
for  improvement  or  conversion  to  public 
housing. 

(2)  Detrimental  land  uses  or  conditions, 
such  as  incompatible  uses,  structures  with 
mixed  use,  or  adverse  influences  from  noise, 
smoke,  or  fumes.  The  majority  of  the 
buildings  are  vacant  or  grossly  under- 
utilized, and  one  has  been  severely  damaged 
by  fire.  Lack  of  adequate  maintenance  is 
prevalent  among  most  of  the  buildings,  and 
this  further  adversely  affects  the  nearby 
residential  properties. 

d.  The  foregoing  building  and  environ- 
mental deficiencies  are  present  throughout  the 
project  area. 

4.  That  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  area 
in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound 
growth  of  the  Boston  community  because  of 
the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  vacant,  and, 
under  existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  that 
the  buildings  will  be  replaced;  and  because  of 
obsolete  building  types,  such  as  large  warehouses 
or  other  industrial  buildings,  and  because  of 
detrimental  land  uses  or  conditions,  such  as 
incompatible  uses,  structures  with  mixed  use  or 
adverse  influences  from  noise,  smoke,  or  fumes 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  rede- 
veloped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise;  and  the  project  area  is  a  substandard 
area  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  faulty  arrange- 
ments and  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  and 
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sanitation  facilities  which  are  detrimental  to  the 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound 
growth  of  the  community. 

Resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au-

Whereas,  In  connection  with  an  application 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (here- 
inafter called  the  "Authority")  to  the  Depart- 
ment   of    Housing    and    Urban    Development 
(hereinafter  called  "HUD")  for  financial  assist- 
ance under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  the  approval  by  the  Authority  of 
an  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area  in- 
volved in  such  application  (such  area  being  de- 
fined in  said  plan  text)  is  required  by  the  federal 
government  before  it  will  enter  into  a  contract 
for  loan  and  grant  with  the  Authority   under

Whereas,  There  was  presented  to  this  meeting 
of  the  Authority,  for  its  consideration  and  ap- 
proval, a  copy  of  an  application  for  loan  and 
grant  containing  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the 
project  area,  dated  February,  1970,  which  plan 
is  entitled  "Sumner  Street  Public  Housing 
Urban  Renewal  Plan"  and  consists  of  a  title 
page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two  pages,  nineteen 
pages  of  text,  and  five  maps,  which  are  at- 
tached thereto  and  certified  by  the  secretary 
of  the  Authority  to  be  part  of  such  plan ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  shall  perform  the  duties  conferred 
on  planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts 
by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including 
section  70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the 
powers  and  shall  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  statute  or  ordinance  on  the 
former  City  of  Boston  Planning  Board;  and 

Whereas,  The  urban  renewal  plan  has  been 
reviewed  for  conformity  with  the  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "general 
plan"),  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  Au- 
thority at  its  meeting  on  March  11,  1965,  and 
for  consistence  with  local  objectives  respecting 
appropriate  land  uses,  improved  public  utilities, 
recreational  and  community  facilities,  and  other 
public  improvements;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  from  time  to  time  approved  the  con- 
ditions under  which  relocation  payments  will  be 
made  and  these  same  conditions  are  appropriate 
for  occupants  to  be  displaced  by  this  project; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  on  file  provisions 
and  amounts  of  a  schedule  of  fixed  relocation 
payments  and  a  schedule  of  average  annual 
gross  rents  in  the  locality,  and  a  schedule  of  aver- 
age sales  prices  for  standard  housing  in  the 
locality  for  use  in  making  fixed  relocation  pay- 
ments, additional  payments,  and  replacement 
housing  payments;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  HUD  effectuating 
that  title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national 
origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in,  be 
denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  dis- 


crimination in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out 
of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted  under  Title  I 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority : 

1.  That  the  urban  renewal  plan  is  based  upon 
a  local  survey,  conforms  to  the  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  to  the  Work- 
able Program  for  Community  Improvements, 
and  is  consistent  with  the  aforesaid  local  objec- 
tives of  the  community ;  and 

2.  The  project  area  is  at  present  a  blighted, 
deteriorated,  and  deteriorating  area  and  qualifies 
for  federal  financial  assistance  under  said  Title  I. 

3.  It  is  hereby  found  and  determined : 

(a)  That  the  project  area  would  not  by 
private  enterprise  alone  and  without  the  aid 
sought  by  the  Authority  from  the  federal 
government  be  made  available  for  redevelop- 
ment. 

(b)  That  the  proposed  land  uses  and  build- 
ing requirements  in  the  project  areas  in  the 
locality  where  the  project  area  is  located  will 
afford  maximum  opportunity  to  privately 
financed  development  or  redevelopment  con- 
sistent with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as 
a  whole. 

(c)  That  the  financial  plan  is  sound. 

(d)  That  the  project  area  is  a  substandard, 
decadent,  or  blighted  open  area. 

4.  It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  cannot  be 
achieved  through  more  extensive  rehabilitation 
of  the  project  area. 

5.  The  Sumner  Street  Public  Housing  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  is  hereby  in  all  respects  approved. 

6.  The  conditions  under  which  relocation 
payments  previously  approved  for  all  projects 
now  in  execution  shall  apply  to  the  Sumner 
Street  Project. 

7.  The  Schedule  of  Fixed  Payments  (HUD- 
6142),  and  the  Schedule  of  Average  Annual 
Gross  Standard  Rentals  in  the  Locality  (HUD- 
6148),  and  the  Schedule  of  Average  Sales  Price 
for  Standard  Housing  in  the  Locality  (HUD- 
6155),  all  previously  approved  for  projects  in 
execution,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the 
Sumner  Street  Project. 

8.  The  secretary  of  the  Authority  is  hereby 
authorized  to  reproduce  the  five  maps  which  are 
a  part  of  said  plan  and,  upon  appropriate  certi- 
fication thereof  by  the  secretary,  to  file  the  urban 
renewal  plan,  consisting  of  the  aforesaid  title 
page,  table  of  contents,  nineteen  pages  of  text, 
and  the  five  maps  which  are  reproduced  as  afore- 
said with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  in  ap- 
propriate recording  offices,  and  such  urban  re- 
newal plan,  with  the  certification  of  the  secre- 
tary inscribed  thereon,  shall  be  conclusively 
deemed  to  be  the  official  urban  renewal  plan  of 
the  Authority  for  the  Sumner  Street  Public 
Housing  Urban  Renewal  Project.

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of

R-212(3)(d),  R-212(4),  R-212(5),  R-212(6), 
R-212(7),  R-213,  R-223;  and 

Whereas,  The  urban  renewal  plan  has  been 
approved  by  the  local  public  agency,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  copy  of  said  Body's  duly  certified 
resolution  approving  the  urban  renewal  plan, 
which  is  attached  thereto;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  has  been  prepared 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the 
general  development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Bedevelopment  Au- 
thority, which  is  the  duly  designated  and  acting 
official  planning  body  for  the  locality,  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  governing  body  its  report  and 
recommendations  respecting  the  urban  renewal 
plan  for  the  project  area  and  has  certified  that 
the  urban  renewal  plan  conforms  to  the  general 
plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole,  and  the  govern- 
ing body  has  duly  considered  the  report,  recom- 
mendations, and  certification  of  the  planning 
body;  and 

Whereas,  The  urban  renewal  plan  for  the 
project  area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for  the 
project  area,  and  will  require,  among  other 
things,  changes  in  zoning,  the  vacating  and  re- 
moval of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways, 
the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer  and  water 
mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and  other  public

cause of  race,  color,  creed,  sex,  or  national 
origin;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 
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1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  project  is  a  substandard  and  decadent 
area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible  project  area 
under  chapter  12 IB  of  the  General  Laws. 

2.  That  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the 
project,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  on  May  18, 
1970,  having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered, 
is  hereby  approved. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive  re- 
habilitation of  the  project  area. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area 
conforms  to  the  general  plan  of  the  locality. 

5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  pursuant  to 
the  contract  for  federal  financial  assistance  per- 
taining to  the  project  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  urban  re- 
newal area  will  afford  maximum  opportunity, 
consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as 
a  whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of  the  area  by 
private  enterprise. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  urban  re- 
newal area  gives  due  consideration  to  the  pro- 
vision of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighbor- 
hood improvement,  with  special  consideration 
tor  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children 
residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered 
by  the  plan. 

8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  stan- 
dards is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and 
timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution 
and  completion  ot  the  project. 

9.  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  hereby 
approved,  it  is  found  and  determined  that  cer- 
tain official  action  must  be  taken  with  reference, 
among  other  things,  to  changes  in  zoning,  the 
vacating  and  removal  of  streets,  alleys,  and

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section 
20  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  the  sum  of  $1,494,600  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  in 
aid  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  for 
defraying  such  part  of  the  acquisition  and  de- 
velopment costs  of  the  Sumner  Street  Public 
Housing  Urban  Renewal  Project  (to  which  the 
federal  government,  pursuant  to  federal  legis-

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
execute  and  deliver  to  Ronald  Thompson  an 
instrument  in  writing  conveying  all  the  City  of 
Boston's  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  said 
land  and  buildings  for  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
$100. 


Upon  the  approval  of  this  order  by  the  Mayor, 
the  purchaser  shall  immediately  repair  the  exist- 
ing fence  and  seal  off  the  building,  said  condition 
to  remain  in  effect  throughout  the  period  of 
renovation. 

Prior  to  delivery  of  a  deed,  the  purchaser  shall 
furnish  written  evidence  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that  he  has  a  firm  commitment  from 
the  Unity  Bank  &  Trust  Company  and  the 
Small  Business  Administration  for  financing 
this  undertaking. 

Any  deed  given  pursuant  to  this  order  shall 
contain  the  following  conditions: 

1.  Within  one  year  from  delivery  of  said 
deed  the  purchaser  shall  expend  the  sum  of  not 
less  than  $32,000  to  convert  the  lower  floor  into 
a  day  care  center  and  the  upper  floor  into  a 
residential  apartment,  said  day  care  center  to  be 
operated  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

2.  Rehabilitation  of  the  premises  shall  con- 
form to  design  standards  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,  Department  of  Planning 
and  Urban  Design. 

For  breach  of  any  of  the  above  conditions  the 
City  of  Boston  reserves  unto  itself  the  right  to 
enter  and  repossess  the  premises  as  of  its  former 
estate.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    URBAN 
RENEWAL 

Coun.  HICKS,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Renewal,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Second  Year  Interim  Assistance  Program  de- 
veloped by  the  Model  City  Administrator, 
makes  the  following  report: 

A.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  matter 
on  May  15,  1970.  During  the  course  of  this 
hearing  it  was  revealed  that  the  Second  Year 
Interim  Assistance  Program  envisions  activities 
in  the  following  areas:  repair  to  street  lights, 
streets,  and  sidewalks;  repair  and  maintenance 
of  parks,  playgrounds,  and  recreation  facilities; 
year-round  comprehensive  cleanup;  summer 
youth  program  area-wide  cleanup;  public  edu- 
cation; rodent  control;  summer  preventive 
maintenance  project. 

The  total  cost  of  these  programs  is  $1,125,000. 
Of  this  amount  the  City  of  Boston  is  asked  to 
provide  $375,000;  this  local  share  will  come  from 
money  already  budgeted  for  city  departments 
and  will  entail  no  additional  expenditure  by  the 
city.  The  remainder  of  the  money  will  be  a 
grant  of  $750,000  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

The  program  was  approved  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board,  which  submitted  a  letter 
to  the  committee  indicating  its  approval. 

B.  The  committee,  in  an  effort  to  indicate 
as  clearly  as  possible  what  the  Second  Year 
Interim  Assistance  Program  is  about,  has  ap- 
pended to  this  report,  to  become  part  of  our 
official  record,  an  outline  of  each  of  the  various 
program  activities  to  be  carried  out  during  the 
second  year  with  the  grant  received  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment. 

C.  The  committee  recommends  that  the 
Second  Year  Interim  Assistance  Program  be 
approved,  and  that  the  resolution  authorizing 
the  Model  City  Administrator  to  submit  the 
Second  Year  Interim  Assistance  Program  Appli- 
cation be  approved  by  the  Council  in  the  form 
of  the  draft  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  the 
Council.

Whereas,  Eleven  years  have  elapsed  since  the 
initial  passage  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention 
Code;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  aforementioned  advances 
Boston  now  has  an  archaic  and  outmoded  code; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  immedi- 
ately take  whatever  steps  are  deemed  necessary 
to  update  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  Fire  Pre- 
vention Code  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
viable  ordinance  that  will  give  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment an  effective  vehicle  for  the  protection  of 
the  life  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  that  an  appropriation  order  for  this  purpose 
be  forwarded  to  the  City  Council  for  its  imme- 
diate consideration.

Whereas,  In  1959  Rev.  David  C.  Gabriel,  a 
young  Catholic  priest,  came  into  our  city;  and 

Whereas,  He  found  our  Lebanese  community 
without  a  church,  without  a  pastor;  and 

Whereas,  He  dedicated  himself  to  this  com- 
munity, and  decided  to  remain  among  us;  and 

Whereas,  For  eleven  years  Boston  was  his 
adopted  city,  and  the  United  States  his  adopted 
country;  and 

Whereas,  Through  his  near-Herculean  efforts 
a  church,  a  rectory,  and  a  parish  hall  have  been 
built  for  our  Lebanese  citizens;  and 


Whereas,  Father  Gabriel's  love  for  and  devo- 
tion to  people  transcended  the  bounds  of  reli- 
gion to  reach  all  of  the  citizens  of  our  city;  and 

Whereas,  Immediately  following  the  comple- 
tion of  his  life  dream,  Our  Lady  of  the  Cedars 
of  Lebanon  Church,  Father  Gabriel  was  stricken 
with  a  rare  disease,  and  some  days  later  died 
at  the  age  of  thirty-six;  and 

Whereas,  The  loss  of  Father  Gabriel  has  been 
deeply  felt  by  all  of  our  citizens;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  intersection  of  Rockwood 
street  and  Cedars  of  Lebanon  Road  in  Jamaica 
Plain  be  known  as  Rev.  David  C.  Gabriel 
Square;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  prepare 
a  suitable  marker  and  put  it  in  place  and  that 
the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  be  and  is  hereby

Whereas,  Many  of  the  schoolteachers  of  the

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  Boston  is  the  official 
who  has  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the 
affairs  of  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  city's  educational  program  is 
in  a  major  crisis  due  to  the  said  teachers'  strike; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  raise 
his  voice  and  use  the  high  influence  of  his  office 
to  call  all  the  parties  together  for  the  purpose 
of  settling  this  strike  and  affording  the  children 
of  this  city  an  opportunity  to  continue  their 
education. 

Coun  Iannella  moved  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  adoption  of  the  resolution;  the  rules  were 
not  suspended,  yeas  5,  nays  4  (six  votes  being 
necessary  for  suspension  of  the  rules):

STUDY     OF    AVAILABLE     CLASSROOMS 
FOR  USE  BY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 
Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  At  a  recent  hearing  before  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council,  regarding  the  problem  of  the 
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physically  handicapped,  testimony  was  given 
that  many  handicapped  children  in  the  Boston 
public  schools  were  being  given  home  instruction 
because  the  physical  structure  of  the  schools  was 
not  adapted  to  their  needs;  and 

Whereas,  The  Associate  Superintendent  testi- 
fied that  isolating  the  handicapped  child  is  detri- 
mental to  his  educational  and  social  develop- 
ment, and  there  is  no  question  that  associating 
with  his  peers  in  the  mainstream  of  school  life 
and  activities  is  a  most  vital  ingredient  in  the

Ordered,  That  his  Honoj  the  Mayor  direct 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  to  cooperate 
with  the  Planning  and  Engineering  Department 
of  the  Boston  public  schools  to  make  a  study  of 
the  availability  of  classrooms  and  to  provide  the 
necessary  structural  changes  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  handicapped  children  in  Boston.

Chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  line  9  the  words  "and  shall  devote  his

"Section  49B.  No  person  in  control  of  an 
estate  abutting  on  a  street  shall  knowingly 
suffer  any  rubbish,  litter,  or  other  refuse  to  re- 
main in  the  open  on  such  estate  except  in  a 
receptable  or  bundle  from  which  such  rubbish, 
litter,  or  refuse  is  not  likely  to  be  blown  onto 
such  street."

Conservation  Commission. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Conservation  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
mayor  as  follows :  one  commissioner  from  two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Roston  Society  of 
Landscape  Architects,  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Audubon  Society,  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Trustees  of 
Reservations,  and  two  commissioners  selected  at 
large  by  the  mayor.  The  conservation  com- 
missioners first  appointed  shall  serve,  in  the  case 
of  the  commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Roston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects, 
one  year,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  ap- 
pointed upon  nomination  of  the  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society,  two  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Trustees  of  Reservations,  three  years,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  commissioners  selected  at  large  by 
the  mayor,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  one  for  one  year  and 
one  for  two  years,  from  May  1,  1970.  As  the 
term  of  any  commissioner  so  appointed,  or  of 
any  subsequent  commissioner,  expires,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such 
commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  commissioner  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  commissioners  as  chairman  and  an- 
other as  vice-chairman.

commitment  and  the  mandate  of  the  Mayor  and 
Boston  City  Council;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
be  ordered  to  appear  before  the  City  Council  and 
explain  the  status  of  the  present  program,  the 
number  of  units  completed  as  of  May  1,  1970, 
and  the  reasons  for  the  apparent  delay;  and 
further  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
give  the  City  Council  reason  for  not  having  con- 
structed housing  for  the  elderly  in  East  Boston 
prior  to  the  presentation  of  the  Sumner  Street 
Housing  Project  Urban  Benewal  Plan,  and  for 
not  having  constructed  housing  for  the  elderly 
in  other  sections  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  the  order 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Be- 
newal. 


IMPLEMENTATION   OF  COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT  COBPOBATION 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its 
Model  City  Administrator,  pursuant  to  a  city 
demonstration  grant  contract  between  the 
United  States  (acting  by  the  Secretary  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development  (HUD))  and  the 
City  of  Boston  (acting  by  its  Mayor),  is  carrying 
out  those  parts  of  a  comprehensive  city  demon- 
stration program,  including  a  first-year  plan, 
that  was  approved  by  resolution  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  November  25,  1968,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  November  27,  1968, 
and  a  second-year  plan,  that  was  approved  by 
resolution  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  April 
27,  1970  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  April 
27,  1970  (said  program  so  approved  being  here- 
inafter called  the  program);  and 

Whereas,  The  program  contains  a  component 
under  the  first-year  plan  referred  to  as  Economic 
Development-Community  Development  Cor- 
poration and  under  the  second-year  plan  as 
Economic  Planning  and  Development;  and 

Whereas,  The  operating  agency  for  these 
components,  referred  to  in  the  program  as  the 
Community  Development  Corporation,  is  in- 
tended to  be  a  corporation  controlled  by  the 
residents  of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area  act- 
ing by  and  through  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board ; and 

Whereas,  To  date  approval  of  these  compo- 
nents of  the  program  involving  economic  de- 
velopment have  not  been  approved  by  HUD; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  that  operation  of 
the  economic  development  component  by  the 
Community  Development  Corporation  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Model  City  Agency  and  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  is  essential  to  the  effective 
implementation  of  said  program. 

2.  That  it  is  further  found  that  to  unify 
the  community  structure  of  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Area  reliance  should  be  placed  on  a  form 
of  Community  Development  Corporation  that 


respects  the  policy-and  priority-setting  role  of 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Model  City 
Administrator  be  supported  in  their  attempts  to 
obtain  approval  by  HUD  of  the  economic  de- 
velopment component  of  the  program. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 


BESUMPTION     OF    TBANSIT     SEBVICE, 
TO  DOBCHESTEB,  MATTAPAN  AND 
BOXBUBY 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  M.B.T.A.  has  the  responsibility 
of  providing  transit  service  to  the  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  surrounding  com- 
munities located  within  the  M.B.T.A.  district; 
and 

Whereas,  The  inability  of  the  M.B.T.A.  and 
its  special  police  force  to  conclude  contract 
negotiations  has  resulted  in  the  elimination  of 
service  to  parts  of  the  Dorchester,  Boxbury,  and 
Mattapan  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  M.B.T.A. 
police  force  Boston  policemen  were  either  em- 
ployed by  the  M.B.T.A.  or  assigned  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  so  as  to  guarantee  a  con- 
tinuation of  this  vital  public  service;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  the  biggest 
financial  supporter  of  the  M.B.T.A.,  paying  up 
to  65  percent  of  the  annual  deficit;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Besolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  his  capacity 
as  chairman  of  the  M.B.T.A.  Advisory  Board, 
be  requested  to  use  his  influence  to  convince  the 
M.B.T.A.  to  hire  Boston  policemen  on  special 
detail  for  the  duration  of  the  contractual  dead- 
lock. 

2.  That,  should  he  be  unable  to  convince  the 
M.B.T.A.  to  hire  Boston  policemen,  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  work  out  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner the  assignment  of  Boston  policemen 
to  such  M.B.T.A.  buses  as  required  to  prevent  a 
disruption  of  service  to  Boston  residents. 

3.  That  the  M.B.T.A.  and  the  M.B.T.A. 
police  force  be  requested  to  take  all  steps  neces- 
sary to  guarantee  the  continuation  of  transit 
services,  even  including  day-by-day  agreement 
pending  final  resolution  of  the  contract  negotia- 
tions. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

Code  sought  by  such  appeal  (including  the  first). 

(4)  Appeal  to  Board  of  Appeal  under  Zoning 
Law.  The  entry  fee  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
building  commissioner  for  each  appeal  under 
section  8  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956  to 
the  board  of  appeal  from  a  refusal,  order,  or

TION COUNSEL  RE  PENALTY  FOR 
INTERFERING  WITH  FIRE  FIGHT- 
ERS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Roston,

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

An  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Rody  on 
May  11,  1970,  requests  that  I  prepare  an  appro- 
priate order  for  adoption  under  clause  (1)  of 
section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 


enacted  providing  that  any  person  interfering 
with  fire  fighting  or  fire  fighters  in  the  City  of 
Boston  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$1,000,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two 
years,  or  both. 

G.  L.,  c.  268,  s.  32A,  as  amended  by  St.  1968, 
C.  82,  now  provides  as  follows: 

"Whoever    willfully     obstructs,     interferes 
with,  or  hinders  a  fire  fighter  in  the  lawful 
performance  of  his  duty,  or  whoever  willfully 
obstructs,  interferes  with,  or  hinders  a  fire- 
fighting  force  in  the  lawful  performance  of  its 
duty,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of 
correction  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  two  and  one  half  years  or  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  state  prison  for  not  more 
than   five  years,  or   by   both   such   fine  and 
imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction." 
The   provision  just   quoted   from   the   General 
Laws  applies  not  only  in  Boston  but  throughout 
the  Commonwealth.     It  provides  for  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  for  an  even  greater  imprison- 
ment than  your  order  suggests,  or  both. 

In  the  circumstances,  I  respectfully  request 
to  be  excused  from  preparing  the  order  you 
request.

1.  On  the  petition  of  the  Gray  Line  Inc.,  re- 
ferred April  27,  1970  (Docket  No.  781),  for 
license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  from  Marriott 
Motor  Hotel  in  Newton  to  Logan  International 
Airport,  East  Boston,  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
held  a  public  hearing  on  this  matter  May  6,  1970. 
Present  at  the  hearing  were  representatives  of 
the  petitioner  and  various  persons  in  opposition.

The  peti- 
tioner is  a  Boston  lirm  and  has  been  operating 
for  sixty  years.  Testimony  at  this  hearing  re- 
vealed that  64  percent  of  the  guests  at  the 
Marriott  Motor  Hotel  use  the  facilities  at 
Logan  Airport  and  are  a  stimulus  to  business  in 
Boston.  Based  on  the  evidence  inlroduced  at 
the  hearing,  and  after  having  duly  considered 
the  petition,  your  committee  recommends 
granting  of  the  license.

C.  Urban  Development:  To  consist  of  seven 
members;  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  urban  renewal,  model  cities,  code 
enforcement,  urban  beautification,  and  such 
other  matters  as  require  or  seek  funds  from  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment. 

D.  Confirmations  and  Petitions:  To  consist 
of  five  members;  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
appointments  which  must  be  confirmed  by  the 
Council,  all  petitions  for  licenses  and  permits, 
and  all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the 
act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  It  shall 
report  annually  an  account  of  the  claims  awarded 
or  approved  by  it  and  the  amount  of  money- 
awarded  or  paid  in  settlements  thereof. 

E.  Legislation  and  Home  Rule:  To  consist 
of  five  members;  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
memorials  to  officials  of  the  Commonwealth  or 
the  federal  government  and  all  matters  relating 
to  the  eighty -ninth  article  of  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  com- 
mittee or  its  delegate  shall  appear  before  the 
committees  of  the  General  Court  to  represent 
the  City  Council  when  authorized  to  do  so  by 
vote  of  the  Council. 

F.  Ordinances  and  Resolutions:  To  consist 
of  five  members;  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
orders  concerning  ordinances  and  all  resolutions. 


G.  Public  Health  and  Welfare:  To  consist  of 
five  members;  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  mat- 
ters concerning  public  health,  hospitals,  and 
welfare. 

H.  Public  Housing  and  Public  Lands:  To 
consist  of  five  members;  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  concerning  public  housing  or 
public  lands. 

I.     Public  Services:  To  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers; to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  con- 
cerning   public    safety,    penal    matters,    public 
works,  parks,  playgrounds,  and  recreation. 
Rule  30. 

A.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof,  be 
called  upon  less  than  twenty-four  hours  from 
the  time  the  Clerk  of  Committees  shall  have 
mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by  special 
messenger;  provided,  however,  that  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  may  be  held  in  the 
recess  period  of  any  meeting  of  the  Council 
without  such  consent  or  notice. 

B.  No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an 
order  of  the  Council,  shall  incur  any  expense. 

C.  No  committee  meeting  shall  be  called  later 
than  one  hour  immediately  preceding  the  time 
set  for  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  nor 
shall  any  committee  remain  in  session  later  than 
the  hour  named  for  such  regular  meeting.

The  following  officers  of  the  Council  shall  have 
the  following  duties: 

A.  Staff  Director.  Subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Council,  the  Staff  Director  shall  have 
charge  of  all  of  the  staff  activities  of  the  Council 
—  except  the  personal  attaches  of  the  Council- 
lors —  and  shall  direct  the  work  of  all  such 
staff  members.  He  shall  report  to  the  Council 
through  the  President.  He  shall  make  recom- 
mendations, from  time  to  time,  to  the  President 
regarding  the  recruitment,  compensation,  pro- 
motion, and  separation  of  Council  staff 
members.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of 
the  Staff  Director,  the  President,  after  consul- 
tation with  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
designate  a  member  of  the  staff  to  act  as  Staff 
Director.

dial  "O"  for  operator  and  the  call  will  be  in- 
stantly connected  to  the  Fire  Department;  and

Whereas,  Effective  May  1,  1963,  the  City  of 
Roston  accepted  the  provisions  of  chapter  268A 


of  the  General  Laws  as  it  appeared  in  chapter 
779  of  the  Acts  of  1962;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Laws,  268A,  section  2, 
says,  in  part:  "Whoever,  being  a  .  .  .  munic- 
ipal employee  .  .  .  or  a  person  selected  to  be 
such  an  employee  .  .  .  directly  or  indirectly, 
corruptly  asks,  demands,  exacts,  solicits,  seeks, 
accepts,  receives,  or  agrees  to  receive  anything 
of  value  for  himself  or  for  any  other  person  or 
entity,  in  return  for  (1)  being  influenced  in  his 
performance  of  any  official  act  or  any  act  within 
his  official  responsibility,  or  (2)  being  influenced 
to  commit  or  aid  in  committing,  or  to  collude 
in,  or  allow,  any  fraud,  or  make  opportunity  for 
the  commission  of  any  fraud,  on  the  .  .  . 
municipal  agency,  or  (3)  being  induced  to  do  or 
omit  to  do  any  acts  in  violation  of  his  official 
duty  .  .  .  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $5,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  three  years,  or  both;  and,  in  the 
event  of  final  conviction,  shall  be  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under 
the  commonwealth  or  under  any  state,  county, 
or  municipal  agency";  and 

Whereas,  Said  chapter  268A,  says  further,  in 
part:  "No  officer  or  employee  of  a  municipal 
agency  shall  improperly  disclose  confidential  in- 
formation acquired  by  him  in  the  course  of  his 
official  duties  nor  use  such  information  to  further 
his  personal  interests;  nor  use  or  attempt  to  use 
his  official  position  to  secure  unwarranted  privi- 
leges or  exemptions  for  himself  or  others  or  give 
the  appearance  of  such  action;  nor  by  his  con- 
duct give  reasonable  basis  for  the  impression 
that  any  person  can  improperly  influence  him  or 
unduly  enjoy  his  favor  in  the  performance  of 
his  official  duties,  or  that  he  is  unduly  affected 
by  the  kinship,  rank,  position  or  influence  of 
any  party  or  person;  nor  pursue  a  course  of 
conduct  which  will  raise  suspicion  among  the 
public  that  he  is  likely  to  be  engaged  in  acts 
that  are  in  violation  of  his  trust";  and 

Whereas,  A  course  of  conduct  has  been  fol- 
lowed with  respect  to  certain  municipal  employ- 
ees which  has,  as  reported  in  segments  of  the 
public  media,  raised  suspicion  among  some  parts 
of  the  public  as  to  whether  acts  are  being  com- 
mitted in  violation  of  chapter  268 A;  and 

Whereas,  Reasonable  basis  has  been  given  for 
the  impression  that  certain  municipal  employees 
would  be  improperly  influenced  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  official  duties  in  order  to  secure 
unwarranted  privileges  for  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Roston;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged  by  citizens  of 
the  city,  through  the  public  media,  that  some 
employees  of  the  Assessing  Department  have 
failed  to  make  proper  assessments  or/and  have 
offered  to  perform  reassessments  on  an  arbitrary 
and  detrimental  basis;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged,  by  citizens  of 
the  city,  through  the  public  media,  that  some 
employees  of  the  Fire  Department  have  failed 
to  make  proper  inspections  or/and  offered  to 
perform  reinspections  on  an  arbitrary  and  detri- 
mental basis;  and 

Whereas,  The  above-mentioned  departments 
perform  functions  vital  to  the  safety  and  finan- 
cial well-being  of  the  city,  failure  to  perform 
which  could  result  in  dangerous  or  fatal  fires,  or 
great  loss  of  revenue  to  the  city;  and 
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Whereas,  The  employees  in  the  above-men- 
tioned departments  deserve  the  opportunity  to 
face  in  a  public  and  ollicial  forum  those  who 
would  make  allegations  of  wrong-doing,  so  as  to 
offer  such  factual  data  as  available,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  city  deserve  the  opportunity  to 
bring  allegations  and  concerns  of  potential  or 
actual  wrong-doing  to  the  attention  of  their 
local  governing  body  and  the  public,  nbw  there- 
fore be  it 

Ordered  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

1.  A  notice  shall  be  run  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  of  daily  circulation,  in  which  a  copy 
of  this  order  shall  be  displayed,  with  the  invita- 
tion to  such  parties  as  have  information  to  come 
forward  on  behalf  of  themselves  or  their  city  to 
offer  such  information  to  the  City  Council. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  June  22  to  hear  testimony 
from  such  persons  as  desire  to  present  factual 
information  to  the  committee.  The  commit- 
tee's hearing  shall  be  conducted  under  oath, 
and  a  stenographic  transcript  shall  be  kept. 

3.  The  Commissioners  of  Fire  and  Assessing 
are  respectfully  requested  to  attend  the  hearing 
and  to  oiler  such  factual  information  as  they 
may  have  to  the  committee.

Whereas,  The  city,  state,  and  nation  notes 
with  regret  the  retirement  from  public  life  of  the 


Honorable  John  W.  McCormack,  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives;  and 

Whereas,  The  Honorable  John  W.  McCormack 
served  in  the  House  and  Senate  of  his  native 
state;  and 

Whereas,  The  Honorable  John  W.  McCormack 
served  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for 
forty-two  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  Honorable  John  W.  McCormack 
served  as  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  nine  consecutive  years;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  long  and  honorable  history  of 
the  House  of  Bepresentatives  this  has  only  been 
exceeded  in  length  of  years  by  the  former  Speaker 
and  colleague  of  the  present  Speaker,  the

Conservation  Commission. 
Section  I.  'There  shall  be  in  the  cit>  a  board, 
known  as  the  Conservation  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  the  commissioner  of  parks  and  recrea- 
lion,  e\  ollicio,  and  six  conservation  commis- 
sioners, who  shall  be  residents  of  the  city, 
appointed  b>  the  mayor,  of  whom  two  shall  be 
appointed  from  ten  candidates  nominated  two 
each  by  the  board  of  directors  or  like  body  of 
I  he  following  corporations  or  organizations:  the 
Massachusetts  \iidubon  Society,  Inc.,  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Forest  and  Park  Associalion,  lh» 
Massachusetts  Roadside  Council,  the  'Trustees 
of  Reservations,  and  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Group  of  the  New  England  Chapter  of  the 
Siena  Club.  'The  conservation  commissioners 
first  appointed  shall  serve  according  to  the  pro- 
visions ol  their  respective  appointments,  in  I  In- 
case of  the  two  commissioners  appointed  upon 
nomination,  for  three  years,  in  the  case  of  two 
of  the  commissioners  selected  at  large,  lor  two 
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years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  two  other  commis- 
sioners selected  at  large,  for  one  year,  from  May 
1,  1970.  As  the  term  of  any  conservation  com- 
missioner so  appointed,  or  of  anj  subsequent 
conservation  commissioner,  expires,  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  con- 
servation commissioner  shall  he  filled  in  like 
manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  conservation  commissioners  as  chair- 
man and  another  as  vice-chairman.  The  com- 
mission shall  elect  a  secretary  who  need  not  be 
a  member  of  the  commission. 

The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special 
municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  conservation  commission 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter  as 
that  term  is  defined  in  clause  (5)  of  section  7  of 
chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws,  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  conservation  commissions 
by  section  8C  of  chapter  -10  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  3.  The  public  facilities  commission 
shall  not  transfer  any  land  from  the  municipal 
purpose  to  which  it  is  devoted  at  the  time  of 
transfer  to  any  other  municipal  purpose  unless 
not  less  than  fourteen,  nor  more  than  ninety, 
days  prior  to  transfer,  the  director  of  public 
facilities  has  given  the  conservation  commission 
written  notice  of  his  intention  to  recommend 
such  transfer;  nor  shall  the  public  improvement 
commission  lay  out,  relocate,  or  widen  any  public 
way  unless  not  less  than  fourteen,  nor  more  than 
ninety,  days  prior  to  such  laying  out,  relocation, 
or  widening,  the  commissioner  of  public  works 
has  given  the  conservation  commission  written 
notice  of  his  intention  to  recommend  such  laying 
out,  relocation,  or  widening. 
The  report,  was  accepted. 

Coun.  TIMILTY  moved  to  amend  the  ordi- 
nance as  follows: 

After  the  word  "Mayor"  in  the  fourth  line 
strike  out  the  comma  and  all  words  thereafter 
through  the  word  "organizations"  on  line  6  and

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  has 
approved  the  recommendation  that  your  hospi- 
tal be  accredited  for  a  period  of  one  year  or 
until  a  subsequent  survey  is  conducted.  This 
is  the  result  of  the  evaluation  of  the  hospital 
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survey  conducted  on  the  date  and  by  the  field 
representative  indicated  below. 

Attached  are  recommendations  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  quality  of  patient  care  based 
on  the  findings  of  the  survey.  These  warrant 
your  attention  and  should  be  put  into  effect 
before  the  next  visit  of  a  representative  of  the 
commission. 

Copies  of  this  letter  with  the  recommendations 
have  been  sent  to  the  chief  of  staff  and  president 
of  the  governing  board  of  your  hospital.  Since 
this  report  is  confidential  on  the  part  of  the 
commission,  the  release  of  its  contents  is  a  mat- 
ter for  your  mutual  consideration  and  decision. 
Any  publicity  emanating  from  this  report  must 
of  necessity  come  from  your  authorized  spokes- 
man. 

Plans  will  be  made  to  conduct  another  survey 
of  your  hospital  in  a  year's  time.  We  would 
like  to  remind  you  of  the  commission's  policy 
that  if  a  hospital  has  been  granted  accreditation 
for  one  year  on  two  successive  surveys,  it  must 
achieve  accreditation  for  two  years  on  the  third 
survey  visit  or  be  reduced  to  nonaccreditation. 

If  any  question  should  arise  relating  to  this 
letter  or  to  the  accreditation  status  of  your  hos- 
pital, please  communicate  with  Otto  Arndal, 
M.D.,  Program  Director,  Hospital  Accreditation 
Program,  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of

BECOMMENDATIONS  AND  COMMENTS 

1.  All  hazardous  areas  of  the  hospital  should 
be  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  fire- 
extinguishing  system. 

2.  All  remaining  deficiencies  and  violations 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  hospital  admin- 
istration by  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the 
city  Fire  Department  should  be  completed  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

3.  Efforts  which  have  been  begun  to  reduce 
the  duplication  of  administration  effort  between 
the  hospital  and  the  central  administrative 
structure  of  the  city  should  be  continued  and 
strengthened.  Serious  attention  should  be  given 
to  the  development  of  an  operational  relation- 
ship which  will  allow  the  hospital  more  effective 
management  control  and  flexibility  in  the  utiliza- 
tion of  its  resources.  This  was  recommended 
in  1969. 

4.  The  bylaws  of  the  governing  body  have 
been  amended  to  accurately  reflect  the  current 
authority  and  responsibility  of  the  Director  and 
other  Deputy  Commissioners.  However,  the 
existing  organizational  structure  embodies  "  man- 
agement by  negotiation"  and  contains  the  possi- 
bility   of    management    stalemate.      Attention 


should  be  given  to  appropriate  changes  in  ad- 
ministrative structure  which  will  provide  the 
Director  with  effective  management  control  over 
all  areas  of  hospital  operations.  This  was  rec- 
ommended in  1969. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  every  page  in  the 
patient's  medical  record  be  identified  by  the  pa- 
tient's name  and  hospital  number. 

6.  As  recommended  in  1969,  documented 
evidence  of  the  ongoing  review  and  evaluation 
of  the  work  by  the  various  clinical  departments 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  executive  committee 
of  the  medical  staff  in  order  that  this  committee 
may  exercise  its  role  of  overall  supervision  of 
the  clinical  work  done  in  the  hospital. 

7.  Boutine  admission  histories  and  physical 
examinations  recorded  by  house  officers  should 
be  authenticated  by  countersignature  of  the  at- 
tending physician  or  by  senior  residents  on  rec- 
ommendation of  the  staff. 

8.  It  is  again  stressed  that  every  effort  be 
made  to  comply  with  the  previous  recommenda- 
tions to  engage  more  qualified  radiology  tech- 
nicians. 

9.  Concentrated  efforts  should  be  continued 
to  obtain  adequate  licensed  nursing  personnel  to 
assure  good  patient  care. 

10.  Nursing  care  plans  should  show  evidence 
that  consideration  has  been  given  to  alteration 
of  the  plan  as  the  condition  of  the  patient 
changes. 

11.  The  review  and  evaluation  of  nursing 
care  should  be  expanded  to  include  staff  nurses 
as  well  as  supervisory  personnel. 

12.  Nursing  notes  should  be  improved  by  in- 
cluding pertinent  observation  particularly  at  the 
time  of  admission  and  discharge. 

13.  All  adult  patients  should  have  access  to 
a  functioning  call  system. 

14.  Employee  work  performance  evaluations 
should  include  all  members  of  the  nursing  staff. 

15.  It  is  again  recommended  that  every  effort 
be  made  to  secure  additional  registered  dieti- 
tians to  fully  supplement  the  food  service  pro- 
gram. 

16.  Boutine  admission  physical  examina- 
tions of  psychiatric  patients  should  include  all 
positive  and  negative  findings  in  evidence  of  the 
fact  that  an  adequate  examination  has  been  done. 

17.  The  medical  staff  and  administration  are 
commended  for  the  coordinated  effort  with 
which  the  majority  of  the  recommendations 
made  in  1969  are  being  implemented.  The  at- 
tention of  the  staff  and  administration  is  directed 
to  the  following  major  deficiencies  which  should 
be  promptly  corrected  in  order  that  full  accredi- 
tation may  be  retained : 

a.  The  lack  of  an  approved  automatic  fire 
extinguishing  system  in  all  hazardous  areas. 

b.  Failure  to  fully  implement  the  previous 
recommendation  for  delegating  specific  author- 
ity and  responsibility  to  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner and  Director  relating  to  management 
control  over  all  areas  of  hospital  operations. 

c.  Failure  to  review  and  revise  the  bylaws 
of  the  governing  body  to  create  changes  in 
administration  control  which  would  give  the 
Director  full  responsibility  for  all  hospital 
operations. 

d.  Failure  to  fill  the  quota  of  licensed 
nursing  personnel. 
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e.  Failure  to  document  fully  the  review  of 
the  work  of  various  clinical  departments  and 
direct  suggestive  improvements  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  its  evaluation  and  imple- 
mentation. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  enclosed  "Standards 
for  Hospital  Accreditation."

POLICE 
Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston  have  become 
gravely  alarmed  at  the  existing  situation  on  the 
streets  of  Boston  relative  to  crimes  of  violence, 
and  the  situation   has  reached   a  point  where 
some  definitive  action  must  be  taken;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Task  Force  on 
police  matters  has  recommended  voluntary 
citizen  patrols  and  certain  other  measures  which 
will  help  alleviate  the  aggravated  situation;  and 
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Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment has  been  numerically  reduced  since  1962 
from  the  total  complement  of  2,900  police 
olficers;  and 

Whereas,  Since  that  time  the  percentage  of 
increase  in  the  crime  rate  in  the  City  of  Boston 
has  risen  sharply  beyond  the  proportion  of  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  police  in  the  Police 
Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston  are  now 
clamoring  for  more  police  protection  to  abate 
the  dangerous  situation  which  now  does  in  fact 
exist,  and  statistics  have  shown  that  the  in- 
creasing crime  rate  requires  that  something  must 
be  done  immediately  to  stem  this  trend;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  increase  the

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  INCREASING 
APPROPRIATION  POWER  OF  BOSTON 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  11,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  order  herewith  transmitted  calls  for  an 
increase  in  the  appropriation  power  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  for  the  alteration  and  repair  of 
school  buildings  from  $1.70  for  each  $1,000  of 
assessed  valuation  to  $3  for  each  $1,000  of 
assessed  valuation. 

This  would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
appropriation  power  of  the  School  Committee  for 
alterations  and  repairs  from  approximately 
$2,500,000  to  approximately  $4,500,000,  which  is 
the  amount  of  money  which  was  allocated  for  this 
purpose  in  1969  and  in  1970. 

Although  I  have  previously  expressed  the 
opinion  that  such  appropriations  should  not  be 
mandated  by  statute,  after  listening  to  arguments 
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put  forward  by  many  sincere  and  concerned 
people,  I  am  now  of  the  opinion  that,  as  long  as 
law  does  exist,  the  formula  should  be  brought  into 
line  with  current  needs. 

I  am  impressed,  too,  with  the  argument  that  the 
School  Department  cannot  make  long-range  plans 
for  the  alteration  and  repair  of  schools  if  it  does 
not  know  from  year  to  year  the  amount  of  money 
which  will  be  available. 

I  have  been  willing  to  approve  the  previous 
action  of  the  City  Council  which  would  have 
increased  the  formula  to  $4  because  1  believe  that 
the  resulting  appropriating  power  of  almost 
$6,000,000  would  be  an  excessively  high  annual 
level  which  could  not  be  justified  in  the  light  of  the 
city's  present  fiscal  situation. 

The  action  which  I  am  requesting  is  a  compro- 
mise which  is  approved  by  Mr.  Anthony  Galeota 
and  by  the  officers  of  the  Boston  Home  and 
School  Association.  It  was  arrived  at  in  discussions 
with  them  and  it  has  their  complete  support.

STATEMENT  BY  PRESIDENT  PIEMONTE 

The  huge  framed  tapestry,  10  feet  by  8  feet  in 
dimension,  that  decorates  the  wall  behind  the  dais 
of  Council  President  Gabriel  F.  Piemonte  depicts 


the    death    of  General  Warren   at   the   Battle   of 
Bunker  Hill. 

The  tapestry  is  over  100  years  old.  It  was 
woven  by  the  most  talented  French  weavers, 
selected  by  national  competition,  as  a  contribution 
of  that  nation  to  the  United  States'  national 
centennial  celebration  in  Philadelphia  in  1876. 

The  tapestry  is  a  reproduction  from  a  painting 
by  Trumbull,  one  of  a  series  of  five  by  that  artist 
on  Revolutionary  themes.  The  painting  in  ques- 
tion, entitled  "The  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill,"  was 
described  by  Virgil  Barking  in  his  book  American 
Paintings  (Macmillan,  1950)  as  "a  perfectly  har- 
monized pictorial  conception." 

While  it  is  impossible  to  place  a  price  on  this 
outstanding  tapestry,  it  may  be  noted  that  it  was 
recently  insured  by  a  Boston-based  firm  for 
$180,000.

The  Boston  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission 
has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  devel- 
oping and  conducting  a  noise  control  program  for 
the  city.  In  order  to  properly  initiate  this  new  and 
necessary  program,  present  and  future  problems 
should  be  defined,  and  recommendations  for  regu- 
latory and  control  measures,  including  budget  and 
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staffing,  must  be  developed.  As  we  pointed  out  at 
the  time  of  submission  of  its  budget  request  for  the 
current  fiscal  year,  such  an  appraisal  and  program 
outline  is  beyond  the  current  resources  of  the 
commission.  The  most  expeditious  and  economic 
means  of  accomplishing  this  initial  objective  is 
deemed  to  be  a  study  by  a  competent  consulting 
organization. 

The  commission's  initial  request  for  funds  was 
not  recommended  to  the  City  Council  by  you, 
because  no  proposals  for  such  a  study  were  in 
hand.  The  commission  has  subsequently  invited 
proposals  from  three  firms  of  established  reputa- 
tion in  this  field,  and  has  also  advertised  its  request 
in  the  "City  Record."  ("Request  for  Proposal" 
dated  April  9,  1970,  is  attached.)  Two  proposals 
were  received  and  evaluated;  the  technical  proposal 
of  Bolt,  Beranek,  and  Newman,  Inc.,  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  was  selected.  (Copies  of  B.B.N.'s 
technical  and  cost  proposals  are  enclosed.) 

An  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  the  commis-

HEALTH  AND  HOSPITALS  DEPARTMENT  IM- 
PLEMENTS OUTREACH  PROGRAM  IN 
EAST  BOSTON 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Health  and  Hospitals  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  has  started  a  so-called 
Outreach  Program  to  provide  additional  medical 
health  and  care  facilities  in  several  of  the  various 
communities  in  Boston,  and  additional  money  was 
appropriated  in  the  1970  budget  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  this  purpose;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  understood  that  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Hospital  was  to  be  the  site  of  the 
expanded  community  medical  health  facilities  in 
the  East  Boston  district:  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  some  confusion  among 
the  East  Boston  community  residents  as  to  the 
continued  existence  of  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Hospital;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  City  of  Boston  Health  and  Hospitals  Depart- 
ment to  implement  the  Outreach  Program  in  the 
East  Boston  district  so  that  the  community  health 
facilities  continue  in  their  present  expanded  phase 
at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Hospital,  and  that  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  in  conjunction  with 
the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  be  notified 
of  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Boston  City  Council  intends  that 
the  program  be  carried  out  as  it  was  explained 
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when  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department 
appeared  before  the  Appropriations  and  Finance 
Committee  of  the  City  Council,  and  that  the 
program  be  implemented  as  it  was  originally 
intended.

POST  SIGNS  ON  BUILDINGS  OWNED  BY  VARI- 
OUS AUTHORITIES  FOR  PROTECTION 
OF  POLICE 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  During  the  recent  hearing  before  the 
Committee  on  Public  Services  the  representative 
from  the  Boston  Fire  Department  testified  that  his 
inspectors  were  unable  to  enter  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  the  buildings  owned  by  the  following 
authorities:  Massport  Authority,  Parking  Author- 
ity, Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  Mystic 
River  Bridge  Authority,  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  Public  Facilities  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, Boston  Housing  Authority,  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  buildings  could  present 
death  traps  for  fire  fighters  entering  the  premises  in 
the  course  of  their  employment;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  communi- 
cate with  the  above-named  authorities  to  deter- 
mine the  dates  on  which  all  buildings  owned  by 
these  authorities  have  been  inspected;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  these  same  authorities  be  re- 
quested to  post  signs  on  unsound  buildings  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  and  particularly  the  fire 
fighters.

INVESTIGATION  OF  POLLUTION  AT 
TENEAN  BEACH 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Tenean  Beach,  located  in  the  Nepon- 
set  area  of  Dorchester,  is  the  recreational  facility 
for  hundreds  of  Boston  citizens  during  the  swim- 
ming season;  and 

Whereas,  Tenean  Beach  has  been  ordered  closed 
to  the  public  for  swimming  purposes  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  On  May  18,  1970,  the  Boston  City 
Council  unanimously  passed  a  resolution  which 
read: 

"Whereas,  There  are  rumors  that  Tenean 
Beach  in  Dorchester  is  polluted  and  may  not  be 
open  at  the  commencement  of  this  year's 
bathing  season;  and 

"Whereas,  The  said  Tenean  Beach  each  year 
affords  relief,  relaxation,  and  comfort  to  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  Boston  citizens;  and 

"Whereas,  The  curtailment  of  the  use  of  said 


Tenean  Beach  for  any  period  of  time,  short  as  it 
may  be,  would  be  a  serious  loss  and  blow  to 
those  thousands  of  families  who  look  forward 
to  its  use;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  cause 
to  have  tests  of  the  waters  of  said  beach  made 
immediately,  and  if  said  waters  are  found  to  be 
polluted  or  unsafe  for  bathing,  to  initiate 
whatever  steps  may  be  required  to  make  the 
beach  safe  and  open  for  the  commencement  of 
and  throughout  the  bathing  season  this  year 
and  every  year." 

An  amendment  was  offered  that  read  "that  the 
City  of  Boston  Law  Department  in  conjunction 
with  whatever  other  city  agency  is  involved  take 
whatever  legal  necessary  steps  are  necessary  for  the 
clearance  of  the  pollution  from  this  particular 
beach  area";  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  cause  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  complete  the  drainage  ditch  for  the 
proper  drainage  of  the  Tenean  Beach  culvert  and 
relieve  the  sewage  overflow  problem  in  this  area; 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Commissioner  of  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  in  the  installation  of 
culvert  stop  logs,  screens,  and  the  chlorination 
program  in  the  Tenean  Beach  culvert;  and 

That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  cause  the  City  of 
Boston  Health  Department  to  initiate  and  proceed 
with  its  phase  of  the  remedial  program  by  investi- 
gating any  illegal  connections  into  Tenean  Creek 
and  to  take  samples  of  the  waters  of  Tenean  Beach; 
and 

That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  cause  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks  and  Recreation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  to  report  all  the  damage  caused  by  the 
flooding  of  the  Garvey  Playground  in  the  Neponset 
area;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  com- 
mend the  Neponset  Civic  Association  for  their  well 
organized  and  orderly  demonstration  on  Saturday, 
June  29,  at  Tenean  Beach  and  their  manifested 
concern  for  the  youth  of  our  city;  and 

That  a  public  hearing  be  held  in  the  Neponset 
area  to  which  all  the  city  and  state  agencies 
involved  with  and  responsible  for  solving  this 
problem  be  invited  to  attend  and  report  to  the 
citizens.

Whereas,  Boston  Harbor  is  in  a  state  of  pollu-

Whereas,  The  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
has  not  responded  to  the  Council's  request  for 
information  relative  to  a  plan  to  abate  this  situa- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  The  harbor  pollution  is  so  extreme 
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that  Tenean  Beach  has  been  closed  to  public  use; 
and 

Whereas,  Only  now,  some  months  after  the 
Council's  resolution,  has  work  begun  to  reopen 
Tenean  Beach; and 

Whereas,  Pollution  of  the  harbor  and  especially 
of  Tenean  Beach  has  caused  great  discomfort  to 
our  citizens;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  special  committee  on  harbor 
pollution  be  appointed;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  such  committee  shall  forthwith 
schedule  a  public  hearing  in  the  Neponset  area  to 
determine  what  action  can  be  taken  to  restore 
Boston  Harbor  and  our  beaches  to  their  pure  and 
natural  state;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  for  the  Commonwealth,  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  for  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission, a  representative  of  the  Water  Resources 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  such  others  as  the  committee 
shall  require  shall  appear  before  this  special  com- 
mittee and  shall  give  such  testimony  as  the 
committee  shall  request.

ORDINANCE  DESIGNATING  MAYOR  AS  OFFI- 
CER TO  GRANT  CERTAIN  LICENSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  29,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Prior  to  its  abolition  by  St.  1967,  c.  658,  s.  79, 
the  board  known  as  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  had  licensing  functions  under  St.  1909,  c. 
538,  with  respect  to  the  receipt  of  contributions  in 
the  streets  and  other  public  places,  and  under  G.L.. 
c.  101,  s.  33,  with  respect  to  the  sale  in  the  streets 
and  other  public  places  on  specified  days  (e.g., 
Poppy  Day)  of  certain  small  articles  for  charitable 
purposes. 

St.  1967,  c.  658,  s.  79,  ostensibly  transferred 
these  licensing  functions  to  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare;  but  efforts  to  restore  these 
functions  to  local  control  have  been  successful. 
Last  year  St.  1969,  c.  822,  amended  St.  1909,  c. 
538,  so  as  to  give  the  licensing  power  thereunder  to 
"such  board  or  officer  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
designated  by  ordinance";  and  now  St.  1970,  c. 
225,  has  similarly  amendedG.  L.,  c.  101,  c.  33. 

No  fees  have  ever  been  established  for  the 
licenses  in  question,  and  I  do  not  suggest  that  they 
should;  but  with  no  revenue  brought  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  their  issuance,  the  licensing  function 
should  be  imposed  on  some  existing  licensing 
officer  without  added  cost  to  the  city.  There  is  no 
local  successor  in  function  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare;  and  in  Boston,  as  in  most,  if  not  all, 
other  Massachusetts  municipalities,  there  is  no 
centralized  licensing  office.  There  is  a  broad  public 
interest  in  the  activities  covered  by  the  above-cited 
statutory  provisions,  and  a  wide  sweep  to  the 
matters  which  must  be  taken  into  account  in  acting 
upon  applications  for  licenses  for  them.  Conse- 
quently, I  have  concluded  that  the  licensing  func- 
tions involved  should  be  added  to  the  functions  of 
the  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office. 
Accordingly,  I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend 
that  you  adopt,  an  ordinance  designating  the 
Mayor  as  the  officer  to  grant  such  licenses.

Under  the  provisions  of  sections  303  and  304 
of  the  federal  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe 
Streets  Act  of  1968  (P.L.  90-351),  as  supple- 
mented by  sections  113  and  123  of  the  federal 
Juvenile  Delinquency  Prevention  and  Control  Act 
of  1968  (P.L.  90-445),  the  city  has  been  granted 
$45,000  for  a  research-demonstration  project  with 
respect  to  a  certain  class  of  juveniles  between  the 
ages  of  twelve  and  sixteen  on  probation  from  the 
Boston  Juvenile  Court.  The  money  comes  to  the 
city  through  the  state  agency  administering  the 
federal  funds  in  Massachusetts. 

The  aim  of  the  project  is  to  develop  an 
individualized  community-based  program  for  each 
child  after  medical,  psycological,  and  psychiatric 
examinations.  There  would  also  be  opportunity 
for  voluntary  housing  from  time  to  time  in  a 
residential  facility  in  the  Blue  Hills. 

The  project  which  will  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Justice  of  the  Boston  Juvenile 
Court,  will  be  conducted  for  the  city  through  a 
contract  with  the  Citizenship  Training  Group,  Inc., 
a  charitable  corporation  which,  since  its  inception 
in  1936,  has  compiled  an  enviable  record  of 
rehabilitating  delinquent  boys  and  girls

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR  LANGONE 

Upon  recieving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Coun.  LANGONE  stated  that  repeated 
newspaper  articles  have  suggested  a  possible  con- 
flict of  interest  on  his  part  between  the  Langone 
Funeral  Home  and  BRA  Parcel  8  despite  exonera- 
tion by  the  Supreme  Court. 

He  further  stated  that  he  requested  a  report  by 
the  Finance  Commission  on  this  matter  on  July  22, 
1968,  and  no  reply  has  been  received  as  yet.  Coun. 
LANGONE  further  stated  he  hoped  this  would  put 
to  rest  the  question  of  the  Langone  Funeral  Home. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  it  was  voted 
that  the  following  be  made  part  of  the  record: 


Press  Release  for  June  29,  1970 

Boston  City  Councillor  Frederick  C.  Langone 
vehemently  denied  the  inference  there  is  a  conflict 
of  interest  on  his  part  in  his  official  position  and 
the  fact  that  the  funeral  home  of  his  brother, 
Representative  Joseph  A.  Langone  III,  has  not 
been  demolished  at  its  present  site.  Langone  made 
this  statement  as  a  result  of  an  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Boston  Globe  yesterday,  whose 
language  he  termed  as  "one  of  the  meanest 
distortions  of  the  truth  by  any  newspaper  since  I 
have  been  in  politics.  The  venom  and  allegations  in 
the  Sunday  Globe  article  are  not  new  to  me.  This 
has  been  the  seventh  time  that  such  inferences  have 
been  raised  because  my  brother  owns  a  funeral 
parlor  in  an  urban  renewal  area." 

"In  fact,"  Langone  said,  "because  of  my  vote  in 
favor  of  the  urban  renewal  proposal  on  Parcel  8  in 
1964,  my  vote  was  challenged  before  the  Massa- 
chusetts Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  the  case  of 
Moskow  v.  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  349 
Mass.  553.  The  issue  of  conflict  of  interest  was 
raised  in  that  case,  and  the  court  held  that  even 
though  a  member  of  his  immediate  family  had  a 
financial  interest  in  the  Government  Center  Area 
Project,  in  that  such  member  of  the  family  was 
conducting  a  funeral  home  business  in  the  area  and 
was  paying  rent  therefor  and  seeking  to  relocate  his 
business  within  the  area  there  was  no  conflict." 
Langone  said,  "This  is  a  continuing  charge  to 
discredit  me  in  the  eyes  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This 
is  not  the  first  time  nor  the  second  time  that  such 
allegations  have  been  made  against  me  because  of 
my  brother's  funeral  home.  In  1966,  as  a  result  of 
a  letter  sent  by  a  former  City  Councillor  to  the 
Housing  and  Urban  Redevelopment  Regional 
Office  in  New  York,  I  introduced  an  order  in  the 
Boston  City  Council  which  was  passed  asking  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  to  investigate  these 
allegations,  and  after  due  investigation  by  that 
authority  I  was  given  a  clean  bill  of  health. 

"As  to  the  allegations  that  the  funeral  home  is 
holding  up  a  much-needed  road-widening  project, 
this  is  completely  false.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  failure  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  complete 
the  Haymarket  Square  Parking  Garage  under  which 
the  traffic  will  flow  to  Haymarket  square  from 
Merrimack  street  is  the  reason  for  the  delay.  As  to 
the  suggestion  that  the  Langone  family  has  enjoyed 
political  favoritism,  this  is  the  third  displacement 
of  the  Langone  Funeral  Home  for  public  improve- 
ment purposes.  The  original  parlor  was  subjected 
to  the  building  of  the  Sumner  Tunnel  in  1930.  The 
second  home  was  taken  for  the  Central  Artery  in 
1952,  and  the  present  home  has  been  taken  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the  Govern- 
ment Center  Project.  This  certainly  does  not 
indicate  any  political  muscle  on  the  part  of  the 
family. 

"I  have  never  had  an  interest  in  the  funeral 
home.  Upon  the  death  of  my  father  in  1960,  the 
late  Senator  Joseph  A.  Langone,  Jr.,  the  property 
and  the  business  was  left  to  my  mother.  In  fact,  I 
signed  a  waiver  of  any  testamentary  interest  at  that 
time  which  is  on  file.  Prior  to  the  death  of  my  late 
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mother,  Clementina,  she  sold  the  business  to  my 
brother,  the  present  owner. 

"As  to  the  allegations  as  to  the  type  of 
Councillor  I  have  been,  particularly  as  Chairman  of 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  it  would  seem  that 
this  has  nothing  to  do  with  whether  or  not  a 
funeral  parlor  is  at  its  present  location.  I  have 
always  taken  my  duties  as  a  City  Councillor  very 
seriously.  I  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance  longer  than  any  other 
committee  chairman,  and  the  fact  that  I  am  not 
chairman  this  year  is  because  I  did  not  want  to  be 
chairman  this  year  as  it  is  a  very  difficult  position 
to  hold. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  has  the  responsibility  under  the 
federal  law  to  relocate  displaced  businessess.  It  is 
alleged  in  the  article  that  I  have  been  friendly  with 
the  present  and  past  administrations  in  the  Mayor's 
Office.  Why  then  hasn't  the  funeral  home  been 
relocated  as  the  federal  law  prescribed? The 
answer  is  that  our  effort  has  been  hampered 
because  the  officials  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  are  afraid  to  touch  this  matter  because 
of  my  public  position. 

"I  would  sincerely  hope  that  this  matter  of  the 
funeral  home  would  be  laid  to  rest  once  and  for  all. 
I  have  been  continuously  plagued  with  political 
harassment  by  my  political  enemies,  who  use  the 
press  to  make  the  funeral  home  an  albatross 
around  my  neck.  In  all  sense  of  fair  play  this 
matter  has  thoroughly  been  considered  and  I  have 
nothing  to  hide."

ment was  made  between  the  bank  and  the 
Authority  whereby  the  plaintiffs'  property 
would  also  be  taken,  their  building  demolished, 
and  their  land  turned  over  to  a  developer  for 
erection  thereon  of  a  new  building  in  which  the 
bank  would  become  a  tenant,  thus  enabling  the 
bank  to  continue  business  in  the  area,  the  bill 
also  alleged  that  the  controversy  was  between 
the  plaintiffs  and  the  authority  and  did  not 
allege  any  contractual  right  of  the  bank  or  any 
facts  showing  that  as  a  prospective  tenant  of 
the  new  building  the  bank  was  in  any  different 
legal  position  from  that  of  any  other  prospec- 
tive tenant  thereof  (561]  ;  Kirk  and  Spiegel,  JJ. 
dissenting. 

An  approval  by  a  city  council  of  the  plan  of  an 
urban  renewal  project  under  G.L.  c.  121,  s. 
26ZZ,  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing  was 
not  invalid  because  of  the  facts  that  the  hearing 
was  not  conducted  like  a  court  hearing,  that  the 
council  had  twice  previously  voted  to  disap-

Political  campaign  contributions  do  not  fall  within 
the  prohibitions  of  G.L.  c.  268A,  ss.  3  and  17, 
as  appearing  in  St.  1962,  c.  779,  s.  1.

A  contention  that  the  plan  for  an  urban  renewal 
project  in  Boston  was  invalid  because  the  plan 
did  not  conform  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
municipality  as  a  whole  and  was  not  suffi- 
ciently complete  to  indicate  zoning  and  plan- 
ning changes  as  required  by  G.  L.  c.  121,  s. 
26ZZ,  was  without  merit  where  it  appeared 
that  no  general  plan  for  Boston  as  a  whole 
existed  and  that  the  plan  showed  an  intention 
to  erect  a  structure  "not  .  .  .  less  than  360  feet 
in  height"  whereas  "the  existing  zoning  .  .  .

lie  hearing  at  which  State  Street  appeared  by 
counsel,  the  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation,  and  Renewal  of  the  city  council 
reported  that  a  majority  of  the  committee  were  in 
favor  of  the  Project  with  the  boundaries  which  had 
been  earlier  defined,  but  were  opposed  to  the 
inclusion  of  Parcel  8.  Thereupon  the  council 
rejected  the  Plan  by  a  vote  of  five  to  four.  On  July 
29,  1963,  the  council  again  voted  to  reject  the

During  August,  September,  and  October,  1963, 
the  mayor  and  others,  including  a  director  of  the 
bank,  attempted  to  make  the  approval  of  the  Plan 
a  political  issue  in  the  November  election  of 
members  of  the  city  council.

of  Parcel  8  violate  the  "zoning  ordinances"  of 
Boston,  but  the  Plan  does  not  indicate  the  changes 
in  the  "ordinances"  required. 

1.  At  the  outset  we  shall  eliminate  two  defen- 
dants whose  presence  in  the  discussion  is  unneces- 
sary. Their  demurrers  were  rightly  sustained. 

(a)  The  first  is  the  bank.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
it  is  alleged  that  the  controversy  is  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  the  Authority.  The  bank  may  be 
more  than  an  interested  bystander,  but  it  does  not 
have  the  kind  of  interest  referred  to  in  G.  L.  c. 
231A,  s.  8  (inserted  by  St.  1945,  c.  582,  s.  1).  In 
other  words,  it  does  not  "have  or  claim  any 
interest  which  would  be  affected  by  the  declara- 
tion." No  contractual  right  is  alleged,  and,  as  to  the 
controversy,  the  bank  is  in  no  different  legal 
position  from  that  of  any  other  prospective  tenant. 

(b)  The  second  is  Hunter,  who  has  no  interest 
whatsoever  to  be  affected  by  the  declaration.  His 
only  connection  is  extremely  indirect  through  two 
members  of  the  city  council,  who,  as  later  appears, 
were  not  disqualified  from  voting.  His  claim  for 
counsel  fees  we  leave  to  application  to  the  court 
below,  should  he  be  so  advised. 

2.  We  next  consider  certain  issues  raised  by 
allegations  of  the  bill  which  have  been  the  subject 
of  decisions  of  this  court.  No  attention  can  be  paid 
to  the  allegations  that  the  property  at  10  and  28 
State  Street  is  not  within  a  decadent,  substandard, 
or  blighted  open  area  and  that  the  Authority  had 
no  power  to  take  on  such  grounds.  Courts  are  not 
authorized  to  second  guess  the  Authority  in  such 
respects.  The  allegations,  moreover,  do  not  mean 
that  the  public  bodies  designated  by  the  statute 
might  not  reasonably  adjudge  otherwise.

Area."  This  is  based  upon  G.L.  c.  268A,  s.  19  (a) 
(as  appearing  in  St.  1962,  c.  779,  s.  1)3 

The  present  funeral  home  site  is  in  the  original 
project  area,  and  not  on  State  Street,  as  the 
plaintiffs'  concede  in  their  brief.  The  statute  is 
deficient  in  not  containing  a  definition  of  "fin- 
ancial interest."  76  Harv.  L.  Rev.  1209, 
1226-1227.  The  bill  is  not  sufficiently  definite  to 
charge  Langone  with  the  commission  of  a  criminal 
offence    carrying    severe    penalties.    It    does    not 
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appear  in  the  allegations  that  the  Plan  contains  any 
reference  to  the  funeral  home.  While  the  unnamed 
member  of  Langone's  family  may  have  a  financial 
interest  in  subsequent  decisions  of  the  Authority, 
nothing  discloses  that  such  member  had  any 
financial  interest  in  the  approval  of  the  Plan  with 
or  without  Parcel  8. 

4.  A  further  contention  in  the  bill  is  that  "the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  submitted  by  the  Authority 
was  invalid  and  should  not  have  been  approved 
because  [  1  ]  it  did  not  conform  to  a  general  plan 
for  the  municipality  as  a  whole  and  [2]was  not 
sufficiently  complete  to  indicate  zoning  and  plan- 
ning changes  as  required  by  G.  L.  c.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  number  of  com- 
munications from  various  department  heads  re- 
questing supplemental  funds,  together  with  the 
appropraiate  orders.  To  facilitate  your  review  of 
these  requests  I  am  listing  the  detail  for  each 
department  below. 

City  Council:  To  provide  funds  for  the  in- 
creased cost  of  stenographic  services,  $6,000,  and 
for  the  purchase  of  three  typewriters  to  replace 
equipment  now  on  loan,  $1,000. 

Office  of  Human  Rights:  Expansion  of  present 
programs  and  the  establishment  of  a  Commission 
on  the  Status  of  Women,  $94,889. 

Model  Cities:  The  sum  of  $164,306  represents 
the  required  local  matching  share.  Federal  funds 
provided  for  this  program,  $7,700,000. 

Administrative  Services  Department:  To  pro- 
vide funds  for  a  contract  for  the  purpose  of 
installing  an  improved  method  of  position  evalua- 
tion of  management  employees,  $25,000. 

Law  Department:  Funds  necessary  for  addi- 
tional personnel  and  salary  increases,  $40,000. 

Public  Facilities  Department:  For  alterations 
and  repairs  at  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  and  the  South  Bay  Incinerator, 
$135,000,  and  for  rental  of  school  facilities, 
$147,320. 

Police  Department:  To  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase of  protective  and  safety  supplies,  $107,800. 

Fire  Department:  Funds  necessary  for  rewrit- 
ing and  updating  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code, 
$25,000. 

Library  Department:  For  the  implementation 
of  a  new  salary  scale  retroactive  to  January  7, 
1970,  $174,949. 

Parks  and  Recreation  Department:  To  provide 
funds  for  necessary  overtime,  $190,000;  for  the 
services  of  an  engineering  firm  to  survey  existing 
facilities  and  make  recommendations  on  replace- 
ment and  improvements,  $30,000;  repairs  to  swim- 
ming pools,  $25,000;  miscellaneous  repairs  and 
improvements  to  parks  and  playgrounds, 
$200,000. 

Pensions  and  Annuities:  To  provide  funds  for 
cost  of  living  increase  granted  to  certain  veterans 
under  chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  retroactive 
to  October  18,  1968,  city,  $290,000;  county, 
$10,000.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

A  review  of  the  expenditures  and  appropria- 
tions of  this  department  indicates  that  we  will 
experience  deficits  in  several  areas.  We  therefore 
respectfully  request  a  supplementary  appropriation 
of  $7,000.  The  justification  for  this  request  is  as 
follows: 

Item  29,  Miscellaneous  Contractual  Services, 
$6,000. 

The  cost  of  the  contract  for  the  stenographic 
services  provided  to  the  Boston  City  Council  has 
increased  by  approximately  20  percent.  In  addi- 
tion, there  is  a  clause  in  the  current  contract 
requiring  the  city  to  pay  a  premium  for  every 
twenty  minutes  of  stenographic  service  provided 
after  4  p.m.: 

Item  56,  Office  Equipment,  $"1,000. 

We  have  several  typewriters  on  loan,  and  the 
manufacturer  has  requested  the  return  of  this 
equipment.  We  also  had  one  on  loan  from  the 
Administrative  Services  Department  which  has 
been  returned.  Our  department  will  be  short  three 
typewriters,  and  this  request  is  for  the  purchase  of 
this  necessary  equipment.  This  department  has 
enough  money  left  in  the  budget  to  purchase  one 
typewriter,  and  the  supplementary  appropriation 
will  give  us  enough  money  to  purchase  the  other 
two  typewriters.

Re:   Funds  Appropriation  FY  1970 

This  is  to  inform  you  that  this  agency  is 
requesting  $164,306  to  be  appropriated  from  the 
current  fiscal  year's  budget.  This  sum  represents 
the  required  local  matching  share  of  the  adminis- 
trative budget  for  the  first  and  second  operational 
years  of  the  Model  City  Program.  The  allocation 
between  the  two  years  is  as  follows: 

First  Year  (January  1,  1969-July  31,  1970) 
The  required  local  share  of  the  administrative 
budget  was  $195,882.  The  City  Council  appro- 
priated cash  in  the  amount  of  $115,000  and 
in-kind  contributions  totalling  $13,994.  It  was 
anticipated  that  the  difference  could  be  raiser'  by 
in-kind  contributions  from  other  local  agencies.  We 
have  not  been  successful  in  obtaining  contributions 
which  could  be  applied  to  the  administrative 
budget.  Additionally,  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD) 
has  increased  our  first  operational  year  from 
fifteen  months  to  eighteen  months,  thereby  in- 
creasing our  operational  costs.  For  the  above 
reasons  we  must  request  the  amount  of  $66,888  to 
cover  the  local  share  requirements  under  our 
present  HUD  contract. 


JULY  13,  1970 
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Second  Year    (August  1,  1970-July  31,  1971) 

The  total  local  share  requirements  for  the 
second  year's  operation  is  $194,837.  It  is  my 
understanding,  however,  that  the  City  Council 
cannot  appropriate  funds  past  the  current  fiscal 
year.  Since  approximately  one-half  of  the  second 
year's  operation  will  occur  during  the  city's  current 
fiscal  year,  I  am  requesting  that  $97,418  (one-half 
of  the  matching  share)  be  appropriated  at  this 
time,  the  balance  to  be  appropriated  during  the 
city's  fiscal  year  1971. 

May  I  recommend  that  we  once  again  seek  a 
lump  sum  appropriation?  In  the  past  we  have 
found  this  to  be  a  most  efficient  method  by  which 
we  can  expend  city  monies  within  the  80-20  ratio. 

For  the  record,  please  note  that  of  a 
$7,700,000  commitment  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  only  $194,837  is 
required  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  second 
operational  year  of  the  Model  City  Program.  This 
represents  a  small  decrease  in  the  required  funds 
for  the  first  year.  Further,  under  Model  Cities 
federal  legislation,  the  HUD  funds  can  be  used  to 
make  up  the  local  share  required  in  obtaining  other 
federal  funds.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an  order 
to  the  City  Council  to  provide  a  special  appro- 
priation of  $94,889.20  for  the  use  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Human  Rights. 

The  purpose  of  the  MOHR  is  to  encourage 
equality  of  treatment  for,  and  prevent  discrimina- 
tion against,  any  racial,  religious,  or  ethnic  group 
its  members;  to  cooperate  with  governmental  and 
nongovernmental  agencies  and  organizations  having 
like  or  kindred  functions.  This  appropriation  will 
enable  us  to  expand  into  areas  of  need  throughout 
the  city. 

Projected  expansion  of  the  office  is  based  upon 
present  operative  needs  in  the  Mattapan/Dor- 
chester  and  "Chinatown"  areas  of  the  city. 

The  office  entered  these  two  areas  in  response 
to  special  problems  voiced  by  area  citizens.  In 
Chinatown  a  community  accustomed  to  handling 
all  of  its  own  problems  found  this  no  longer 
possible,  and  needed  a  direct  line  of  help  to  city 
agencies.  In  Mattapan/Dorchester  a  rising  crime 
rate  and  lack  of  coordinated  recreational  facilities 
demanded  broad  programs  of  improvement. 

Drawing  on  office  personnel  in  all  departments 
(this  meant  an  additional  work  load  for  these 
persons,  and  entails  as  many  as  three  evening 
meetings  per  week),  the  MOHR  entered  the  two 
communities  and  established  task  forces.  Thus  in 


both  areas  has  been  established  a  self-determining 
core  group  (50  members  in  Chinatown,  250  in 
Mattapan/Dorchester)  of  community  residents, 
businessmen,  and  agency  representatives.  The  task 
force  represents  a  means  of  long-range,  broad 
cooperation  between  the  community  and  the  city, 
on  mutually  beneficial  programs.  They  open  here- 
tofore untapped  lines  of  communication  which  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Human  Rights  believes  to  be 
both  remedial  for  existing  problems  and  preventive 
of  future  tensions. 

In  Mattapan/Dorchester  the  task  force  has,  in  a 
few  short  months,  procured  the  Franklin  Field 
House  as  a  recreational  facility  and  established  a 
community  patrol. 

Since  December  the  Chinatown  task  force 
subcommittees  have  set  up  bilingual  classes,  are 
working  with  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center 
to  open  an  evening  clinic  on  September  1,  and, 
perhaps  of  most  concern  to  them,  are  attempting 
to  protect  the  physical  boundaries  and  cultural 
identity  of  the  community  against  outside  inter- 
ests. 

Estimated  cost  for  personnel  to  continue  and 
expand,  $25,400. 

Not  only  must  the  MOHR  meet  the  needs  of 
Mattapan/Dorchester  and  Chinatown,  but  also  the 
citizens  of  East  Boston,  Uphams  Corner,  and  the 
North  End  have  expressed  a  need  for  the  same  type 
of  contact  with  the  city  that  the  MOHR  provides. 
Estimated  cost  for  personnel  to  expand  into  these 
areas,  $27,700. 

Also  since  the  office  reaches  out  where  the 
need  is  greatest,  the  Mayor  is  going  to  establish  a 
Commission  on  the  Status  on  Women,  in  response 
to  the  recent  furor  over  this  issue.  The  commission, 
which  will  be  part  of  MOHR,  will  seek  to  prevent 
discrimination  against  women  in  many  areas.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

It  is  respecfully  requested  that,  if  at  all  possible, 
certain  additional  appropriations  be  made  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department  this 
year  in  order  to  cover  certain  emergency  situations 
which  could  not  be  foreseen  at  the  time  of  the 
1970  budget  submissions  and  additional  require- 
ments for  rentals  which  have  developed  since  that 
time. 

The  single  most  important  item  is  the  rental  of 
the  St.  Gabriel's  Monastery  School  building  in 
Brighton,  which  need  has  resulted  from  the  sur- 
prise announcement  of  the  closure  of  that  building 
as  a  parochial  school  this  month  and  the  conse- 
quent responsibility  of  the  public  system  to  accom- 
modate these  pupils.  Other  new  rentals  for  the 
School  Department  are  in  the  physical  education 
area,  where  the  program  of  providing  space  for 
these  activities  in  various  Boys  Clubs  and 
Y.M.C.A. -type  facilities  to  compensate  for  the 
inadequacy  of  this  area  in  many  of  the  school 
buildings  has  been  proving  most  successful.  It  is 
desired  to  expand  this  program  to  offer  the 
necessary  and  improved  physical  education  and 
athletic  program  to  more  students  and  to  assist  the 
School  Department  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Education  in  this  field. 

The  other  major  need  is  in  the  Alterations  and 
Repairs  section  of  our  program  where  emergency 
situations  and  specific  instances  of  damage  by  wind 
and  fire  have  required  us  to  undertake  repairs  not 
provided  for.  Without  supplemental  appropriations 
to  cover  this  work,  the  previously  approved  work 
program  of  urgently  needed  repairs  will  have  to  be 
cut  back  to  compensate. 

Details  are  given  on  the  enclosed  listing.  I 
respectfully  request  your  recommendation  of 
these  additional  appropriations  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil.

The  justification  for  this  request  is  as  follows: 
Overtime  -  Item  12. 

The  increased  use  of  recreational  activities 
outside  of  the  normal  working  hours  requires  a 
minimum  of  four  hours  overtime  pay  to  Parks 
personnel.  Due  to  lack  of  personnel  at  playgrounds 
we  must  use  existing  personnel  beyond  their 
normal  workday  and  week  to  have  buildings  open 
and  fields  ready  for  programmed  activity  at  night 
and  weekends.  Special  events  and  the  spring 
cleanup  have  increased  our  overtime  expenditures 
by  almost  40  percent  in  1970. 
Miscellaneous  Contractual  Services  —  Item  29. 

In  order  to  prepare  a  three-year  program  for 
repairing,  replacing,  and  improving  parks  and  play- 
grounds facilities  we  propose  to  engage  engineering 
firms  to  survey  our  existing  plant  and  to  submit  a 
report  outlining  for  each  facility  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  department  the  work  required  to  be 
done  and  the  cost  estimates  for  replacing  damaged 
or  defective  fences,  walks,  walls,  benches,  play 
apparatus,  and  shelters.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
amount  required  to  put  all  our  facilities  in  good 
condition,  without  making  major  improvements, 
would  be  between  two  and  three  million  dollars. 


The    above    survey    will    allow    us   to   plan   the 
improvements  over  an  extended  period  of  time. 
Repairs    to    Swimming   Pools,   Parks,    and   Play- 
grounds -  700  and  813 

An  appropriation  for  this  work  was  requested 
in  our  1970  proposed  budget.  The  Mayor's  recom- 
mended budget  did  not  include  these  items.  The 
condition  of  the  pool  structures  requires  that  we 
do  the  repairs  this  year.  The  appropriation  re- 
quested for  roadway  and  walk  repairs  is  an  annual 
program  to  keep  our  walks  and  drives  in  repair  and 
reduce  the  number  of  lawsuits  caused  by  defective 
walks  and  drives.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  you  recom- 
mend and  submit  to  the  City  Council  two  appro- 
priation and  loan  orders  for  two  particularly 
important  and  desirable  projects. 

First,  for  the  implementation  of  the  hot  lunch 
program  for  the  city  schoolchildren,  we  have,  as 
you  know,  obtained  a  building  to  serve  as  a  central 
kitchen  preparation  and  distribution  facility. 
Through  the  School  Committee  and  State  Bureau 
of  School  Lunches  we  are  obtaining  substantial 
federal  grants  in  support  of  this  program  which 
require  certain  matching  funds  for  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  the  necessary  equipment  here 
and  in  the  receiving  schools.  The  School  Depart- 
ment is  expending  added  funds  from  the  altera- 
tions and  repairs  budget  required  also  in  the 
receiving  schools. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  does  not  have 
sufficient  funds  available  to  allow  it  to  provide  the 
matching  amounts  for  the  federal  grants  and  to 
carry  out  the  also  necessary  substantial  alterations 
and  renovations  of  the  central  kitchen  facility 
which  is  the  key  to  the  inauguration  of  this  service. 
The  appropriation  requested  of  $1,500,000,  under 
the  provisions  of  G.L.,  chapter  44,  section  7,  clause 
(3a),  will  cover  this  need  and  will  also  permit 
renovation  of  the  remainder  of  the  space  in  the 
kitchen  building  not  needed  initially  for  this 
program  as  badly  needed  extra  and  modern  ele- 
mentary classroom  facilities  for  the  surrounding 
Northern  Dorchester-Uphams  Corner  area  re- 
quested by  the  School  Department  as  an  interim 
solution  pending  the  time  new  permanent  schools 
can  be  built  here. 

The  other  requested  loan  for  $500,000  outside 
the  debt  limit,  under  provisions  of  chapter  642  of 
the  Acts  of  1966,  is  to  finance  the  construction  of 
a  new  building  at  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  as  a  dormitory  for  the  work-release 
program,  replacing  and  expanding  facilities  de- 
stroyed by  fire.

The  monies  requested  in 
this  instance  will  be  used  for  renovations  in  the 
building  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  acquired 
to  house  the  central  kitchen. 

As  you  know,  Boston  has  recently  secured 
substantial  amounts  of  federal  assistance  to  aid  in 
inaugurating  this  long-needed  expansion  of  the 
school  lunch  program.  The  Department  of  Planning 
and  Engineering  of  the  School  Department  is  also 
planning  to  expend  from  the  alterations  and  repair 
budget,  as  augmented  with  your  approval  this  year, 
in  order  to  fit  out  existing  schools  for  participation 
in  the  school  lunch  program. 

The  school  lunch  expansion  program  has  been 
designed  to  make  maximum  use  of  all  presently 
available  federal  aid.  Expenditures  to  start  up  the 
program,  including  building  renovations  and  the 
acquisition  of  equipment,  are  necessary  to  assure 
Boston  will  be  able  to  take  full  advantage  of 
available  federal  aid  in  the  future.  That  benefit  to 
the  city  is  in  addition  to  the  main  benefit  to  be 
derived  from  the  program,  which  is  making  nutri- 
tious meals  available  to  an  increasing  number  of 
our  schoolchildren. 

I  recommend  approval  of  the  accompanying 
appropriation  and  loan  order.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  you  recom- 
mend and  submit  to  the  City  Council  two  appro- 
priations and  loan  orders  for  two  particularly 
important  and  desirable  projects. 

First,  for  the  implementations  of  the  hot  lunch 
program  for  the  city  schoolchildren,  we  have,  as 
you  know,  obtained  a  building  to  serve  as  a  central 
kitchen  preparation  and  distribution  facility. 
Through  the  School  Committee  and  State  Bureau 
of  School  Lunches  we  are  obtaining  substantial 
federal  grants  in  support  of  this  program  which 
require  certain  matching  funds  for  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  the  necessary  equipment  here 
and  in  the  receiving  schools.  The  School  Depart- 
ment is  expending  added  funds  from  the  altera- 
tions and  repairs  budget  required  also  in  the 
receiving  schools. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  does  not  have 
sufficient  funds  available  to  allow  it  to  provide  the 
matching  amounts  for  the  federal  grants  and  to 
carry  out  the  also  necessary  substantial  alterations 
and  renovations  of  the  central  kitchen  facility 
which  is  the  key  to  the  inauguration  of  this  service. 
The  appropriation  requested  of  $1,500,000,  under 
the  provisions  of  G.L.,  chapter  44,  section  7,  clause 
(3a),  will  cover  this  need  and  will  also  permit 
renovation  of  the  remainder  of  the  space  in  the 
kitchen  building  not  needed  initially  for  this 
program  as  badly  needed  extra  and  modern  ele- 
mentary classroom  facilities  for  the  surrounding 
Northern  Dorchester-Uphams  Corner  area  re- 
quested by  the  School  Department  as  an  interim 
solution  pending  the  time  new  permanent  schools 
can  be  built. 

The  other  requested  loan  for  $500,000  outside 
the  debt  limit,  under  provisions  of  chapter  642  of 
the  Acts  of  1966,  is  to  finance  the  construction  of 
a  new  building  at  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  as  a  dormitory  for  the  work-release 
program,  replacing  and  expanding  facilities  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  The  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner has  asked  for  this  support  for  one  of  his 
most  successful  programs.  The  Public  Facilities 
Commission  concurs  in  this  request  and  respect- 
fully hopes  that  your  Honor  will  agree  and  will 
recommend  this  as  well  as  the  other  loan  to  the 
City  Council  for  their  approval.

These  forms  supply  the  information  requested 
as  far  as  numerical  tables  record  the  deployment  of 
the  department's  manpower.  However,  many  other 
factors  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  order 
to  determine  the  number  of  officers  performing  a 
particular  type  of  duty  in  a  particular  place  at  a 
particular  time,  for  example: 

Criminal  Investigation  Division  and  other  Head- 
quarters units  perform  some  of  their  duties  in 
fifty-seven  unmarked  sedans.  These  duties  may 
consist  of  surveillance,  plainclothes  patrol  investiga- 
gations,  and  patrol  between  points  of  investiga- 
tions. Their  locations  vary  throughout  the  city 
according  to  the  assignments.  They  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  "Lineup  of  Cars"  form,  and,  there- 
fore, supplement  the  cars  listed  thereon. 

The  Tactical  Patrol  Force  performs  its  duties  in 
various  locations  throughout  the  city,  changing 
according  to  conditions,  and  sometimes  patrolling 
in  a  residential  section  of  the  city  until  10  p.m.  and 
then  moving  into  downtown  and  Back  Bay  areas 
until  2  a.m. 

Also,  officers  listed  as  sector  car  men  may 
perform  some  of  their  tour  of  duty  on  foot  as 
during  the  "Building  Check"  period  between  3  and 
7  a.m. 

Concerning  the  "Lineup  of  Cars"  form,  the 
number  of  spaces  provides  for  extra  vehicles  which 
may  be  placed  in  use,  such  as  in  District  Four, 
where  from  two  to  five  wagons  may  be  used, 
according  to  conditions.  Concerning  sector  cars, 
the  city  is  divided  into  seventy-four  sectors,  which, 
however,  does  not  indicate  that  seventy-four  sec- 
tors should  be  equally  covered  on  all  three  shifts,  it 
being  important  to  have  more  coverage  during  the 
first  night  shift  than  the  second  night  shift,  es- 
pecially after  2  a.m.  Also,  a  district  captain  might 
have  officers  perform  foot  duty  at  certain  times,  in 
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preference  to  car  duty,  according  to  conditions  and 
the  requirements  to  meet  his  problems.  This  form 
does  not  indicate  cars  on  duty  "off  the  air,"  such 
as  school  cars,  fire  cars,  and  other  special  func- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  listed,  a  large 
number  of  uniformed  officers  are  on  duty  on  the 
streets,  in  places  of  public  entertainment  and  other 
locations  throughout  the  city,  performing  paying 
details,  that  is,  performing  police  duties  for  which 
they  are  paid  by  the  party  who  contracts  for  their 
services.

Under  the  date  of  January  7,  1970,  I  recom- 
mended to  you  that  an  order  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  for  authorization  of  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the  amount  of 
$75,000,000,  and  such  order  was  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  February  4,  1970.  It  now  appears 
that  this  authorization  may  not  be  sufficient  for 
the  financial  requirements  of  the  city  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  an  additional 
authorization  of  $25,000,000  is  therefore  recom- 
mended at  this  time. 

Total  appropriations  and  charges  for  the  fiscal 
year  1970  to  date  total  $364,044,079.61,  an  in- 
crease of  $36,124,479.81  over  the  1969  total  of 
$327,919,599.80. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General   Laws,  the   city  could  issue  in   1970,  in 


anticipation  of  revenue  receipts,  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  total 
of  the  tax  levy  of  the  financial  year  1969  together 
with  the  net  amount  received  during  said  financial 
year  1969  from  motor  excise  taxes  and  payments 
made  by  the  Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  on 
account  of  property  taken  for  institutions  or  for 
metropolitan  district  purposes.  This  would 
approximate  $240,150,851.92. 

In  1970  we  have  issued,  or  will  have  issued  by 
next  Wednesday,  $60,000,000  of  the  original  au- 
thorization of  $75,000,000.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  an  additional  authorization  of 
$25,000,000  be  made  for  the  financial  require- 
ments of  the  city  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
This  authorization  will  be  used  only  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Collector -Treasurer  it  is  necessary. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  an  order  for  this 
purpose  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
consideration  and  adoption.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
AMENDING  AND  STRENGTHENING  CHAP- 
TER 797,  ACTS  OF  1969,  RE  RENT  CON- 
TROL LAW 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Saltonstall  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  adoption  of 
an  order  approving  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston 
amending  and  strengthening  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969,  "An  Act  Confirming  the  Authority 
of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
Impose  a  Rent  Control  Law  in  the  City  of  Boston." 

Section  1  of  the  proposed  law  contains  findings 
and  declarations  as  to  the  continuing  housing 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2  of  the  proposed  law  would  provide  a 
fair  net  operating  income  standard  for  determining 
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maximum  rents.  By  providing  a  more  specific 
standard  than  the  standard  presently  provided  ("to 
remove  hardships  or  correct  inequities")  this  sec- 
tion should  render  chapter  797  less  vulnerable  to 
legal  attack.  The  fair  net  operating  income  stan- 
dard provided  by  section  2  is  the  same  standard  as 
that  used  in  the  1953  state  rent  control  law  which 
was  upheld  by  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court. 

Section  3  of  the  proposed  law  would  authorize 
the  city  to  regulate  evictions  by  requiring  landlords 
to  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction  from  the  Board 
of  Rent  Appeals  prior  to  taking  any  action  to 
remove  a  tenant  from  any  housing  accommodation 
covered  by  the  act.  This  section  also  establishes 
civil  remedies  and  criminal  penalties  for  violation 
of  the  act  or  any  ordinances  adopted  under  the  act, 
and  confers  equity  jurisdiction  on  the  Superior 
Court  to  restrain  violations  of  the  act  and  any 
ordinances  adopted  thereunder. 

I  urge  you  to  take  prompt  action  on  the 
proposed  order.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  -  to  the 
end  that  legislation  effective  upon  its  passage  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  General  Court  finds  and  de- 
clares that  a  serious  public  emergency  declared  in 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  continues  to  exist 
in  the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the  housing 
of  a  substantial  number  of  the  citizens  of  said  city, 
which  emergency  continues  to  be  marked  by  a 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions; that,  unless  residential  rents  continue  to  be 
regulated  and  controlled  and  unless  evictions  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emer- 
gency and  the  inflationary  pressures  resulting 
therefrom  will  produce  serious  threats  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  said  city;  and  that  such  emergency 
should  be  met  immediately  with  due  regard  for  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  sentences:  "So  long  as  the 
current  public  exigency,  emergency,  or  distress 
continues  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  City  Council 
of  said  city,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may 
by  ordinance  control  the  rent  for  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  housing  accommodations  in  struc- 
tures having  four  or  more  dwelling  units,  excluding 
motels,  hotels,  or  inns,  and  may  create  a  board  and 
empower  it  to  establish  as  the  maximum  rent  for 
such  housing  accommodations  the  rent  in  effect 
therefor  on  December  1,  1968,  or  such  other 
amount    as   may    be    necessary    to    yield   to   the 


landlord  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations.  In  determining  whether 
the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions yields  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations,  due  consideration  shall 
be  given  to  the  following,  among  other  relevant 
factors:  (1)  increases  in  property  taxes;  (2)  un- 
avoidable increases  in  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses;  (3)  major  capital  improvement  of  the 
housing  accommodations  as  distinguished  from 
ordinary  repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance;  (4) 
increases  or  decreases  in  living  space,  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  or  equipment;  and  (5)  sub- 
stantial deterioration  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tions, other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or  failure 
to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or  main- 
tenance." 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  797  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following 
paragraphs: 

"Such  ordinance  may  also  require  any  landlord 
seeking  to  recover  possession  of  any  housing 
accommodation  the  rent  of  which  is  controlled  by 
such  ordinance  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction 
from  said  board,  which  certificate  shall  be  granted, 
after  a  hearing,  only  if  said  board  finds  that:  (1) 
the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  entitled;  or  (2)  the  tenant  has  violated 
an  obligation  or  covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than 
the  obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation  after 
having  received  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
landlord;  or  (3)  the  tenant  is  committing  waste,  or 
committing  or  permitting  a  nuisance,  in  the 
housing  accommodation,  or  is  using  or  permitting 
use  of  the  housing  accommodation  for  any  illegal 
purpose;  or  (4)  a  tenant  under  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  terminating  on  or  after  the 
effective  date  of  such  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a 
written  extension  or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further 
term  of  like  duration  and  in  substantially  similar 
terms  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative  of  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  such  ordinance;  or  (5)  the 
tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reasonable  access 
to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose  of 
making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  or  of  showing  the 
housing  accommodation  to  any  prospective  pur- 
chaser or  mortgagee  as  permitted  or  required  by 
the  rental  agreement  or  by  law;  or  (6)  the  tenant 
holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a  subtenant 
not  approved  by  the  landlord;  or  (7)  the  landlord 
seeks  to  recover  possession  for  use  and  occupancy 
by  himself  or  his  immediate  family;  or  (8)  the 
landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  any  other 
just  cause,  providing  that  his  purpose  is  not  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
act  or  such  ordinance.  Upon  a  decision  of  said 
board  concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a 
certificate  of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  location  of  the  housing  accommodation 
involved. 

"Any  person  who  demands,  accepts,  receives, 
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or  retains  any  payment  of  rent  or  anything  of  value 
from  a  tenant  or  from  any  other  person  in 
consideration  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation  in  excess  of  a  maximum 
rent  established  by  said  board  or  in  violation  of 
such  ordinance,  or  any  person  who  removes, 
excludes,  or  evicts  a  tenant  from,  or  brings  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of,  a  housing  accom- 
modation without  a  certificate  of  eviction  required 
by  such  ordinance,  shall  be  liable  in  an  action  of 
contract  to  said  tenant  or  other  person  for  reason- 
able attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  the  amount  of  damages  actually  caused  by 
such  violation,  and  in  addition  thereto,  if  the 
violation  is  willful,  punitive  damages  of  two  times 
the  actual  damages;  and  if  the  violation  is  willful, 
such  person  shall  upon  complaint  also  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more,  in  the  case  of  a  first 
violation,  than  $500,  and  in  the  case  of  a  second  or 
subsequent  violation,  than  $3,000.  The  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  affected  is  located  shall 
have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  over  all  such 
actions  and  complaints. 

"The  Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of 
this  act  and  ordinances  adopted  hereunder  and 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board  provided  for  by  this  act."

AMENDING  ORDINANCE  REGULATING 
CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  RENTS 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Atkins  Rule  10  of  the 
Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in  order 
to  introduce  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  13,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  adoption  of 
an  ordinance  amending  chapter  10  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1969,  "An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain 
Residential  Rents." 

The  principal  purpose  of  the  accompanying 
amendments  is  to  strengthen  the  operation  of  the 
present  rent  control  ordinance.  The  present  system 
of  rent  regulation  has  succeeded  in  affording 
significant  relief  to  those  tenants  who  have  initi- 
ated complaints.  But,  because  it  depends  on  tenant 
initiative,  it  has  not  succeeded  in  holding  down  the 
general  level  of  rents  throughout  the  city.  The 
continuing  critical  shortage  of  housing  in  Boston 
makes  it  essential,  in  my  judgment,  to  give  the 
board  sufficient  authority  to  control  the  general 
level  of  rents  in  the  city. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  purpose,  I  am 
proposing  three  major  changes  in  the  rent  control 
ordinance.  Section  8  of  the  accompanying  amend- 
ments forbids  landlords  from  increasing  rents  after 
July  1,  1970,  without  permission  of  the  board.  The 


section  also  substitutes  for  the  present  maximum 
rent  formula  a  "fair  net  operating  income"  for- 
mula. This  formula,  derived  from  the  Common- 
wealth's 1953  rent  control  legislation,  and  based 
on  federal  wartime  controls,  will  be  more  effective 
and  easier  to  administer  than  the  present  formula. 
Section  9  of  the  accompanying  amendments  au- 
thorizes the  board  to  establish  maximum  rents  on  a 
general  basis,  by  regulation  applicable  to  a  class  of 
housing  accommodations,  as  well  as  on  an  indi- 
vidual basis,  by  order.  Section  1 1  imposes  a 
requirement  of  general  rent  registration  and 
strengthens  the  existing  requirement  that  infor- 
mation be  provided  in  connection  with  specific 
proceedings. 

Sections  1,  5,  6,  7,  and  10  of  the  proposed 
amendments  seek  to  bring  the  language  of  the 
ordinance  more  closely  in  line  with  the  fair  net 
operating  income  standard.  Sections  2,  3,  and  4  of 
the  proposed  amendments  clarify  definitions  of 
those  housing  accommodations  covered  by  the 
ordinance. 

None  of  these  proposed  amendments  requires 
amendment  of  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  to 
be  effective.

Certain  Residential  Rents. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  10  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  clause  (b). 

Section  2.  Clause  (e)  of  said  section  1  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  subclause  (ii)  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  subclause: 

"(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  three  dwell- 
ing units;  provided  that  two  or  more  adjoining 
buildings  or  structures  under  common  management 
shall  constitute  a  single  building  or  structure  for 
this  purpose." 

Section  3.  Subclause  (iv)  of  said  clause  (e)  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"least"  in  line  4  the  words  "$  160  in  the  case  of  a 
studio." 

Section  4.  Subclause  (vi)  of  said  clause  (e)  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "inn" 
in  line  1  the  words  "college  fraternity  or  sorority 
house,  dormitory  of  an  institution  of  higher 
education  or  private  school." 

Section  5.  Clause  (f)  of  said  section  1  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "Housing 
services:  services"  in  line  1  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "Services,  furniture,  furnishings 
or  equipment:  services  or  facilities." 

Section  6.  Clause  (h)  of  said  section  1  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Operating" 
in  line  1  the  words  "and  maintenance,"  and  by 
striking  out  in  line  3  the  words  "property  taxes." 
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Section  7.  Clause  (c)  of  section  2  of  said 
chapter  10  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  2  and  also  in  line  5  the  words  "case  or 
controversy"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  in  each 
instance  the  word  "application,"  and  by  striking 
out  in  line  6  the  words  "fair  and  reasonable"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "maximum." 

Section  8.  Said  chapter  10  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and  inserting  in 
place  therof  the  following  section : 

"Section  3.  Maximum  Rent,  (a)  Establishment 
of  Maximum  Rent.  The  board  shall,  by  order  or 
regulation  as  provided  in  section  5 ,  establish  as  the 
maximum  rent  for  housing  accommodations  the 
rent  in  effect  therefor  on  December  1,  1968,  or 
such  higher  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  yield  to 
the  landlord  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations.  In  determining  whether 
the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions yields  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations,  due  consideration  shall 
be  given  to  the  following,  among  other  relevant 
factors:  (1)  increases  in  property  taxes;  (2)  un- 
avoidable increases  in  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses;  (3)  major  capital  improvement  of  the 
housing  accommodations  as  distinguished  from 
ordinary  repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance;  (4) 
increases  or  decreases  in  living  space,  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  or  equipment;  and  (5) 
substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing  accommo- 
dations, other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or 
failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement,  or 
maintenance. 

"The  board  may  refuse  to  grant  an  upward 
adjustment  of  the  maximum  rent  if  it  determines 
that  the  housing  accommodation  violates  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and  such  violation  is 
not  caused  by  the  tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct 
and  has  not  been  cured  by  the  landlord  after  due 
notice  and  the  lapse  of  a  reasonable  time  to 
remedy  the  violation.  The  board  may  refuse  to 
make  a  downward  adjustment  of  the  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than 
thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  unless 
such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 

"After  the  establishment  of  a  maximum  rent 
for  a  housing  accommodation,  the  board  shall 
make  such  subsequent  adjustments,  whether  up- 
ward or  downward,  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure 
to  the  landlord  a  fair  net  operating  income  from 
the  housing  accommodation;  provided,  however, 
that  the  board  shall  not  be  required  to  entertain  an 
application  for  adjustment  of  a  maximum  rent  of 
any  housing  accommodation  if  a  maximum  rent 
for  said  housing  accommodation  has  been  estab- 
lished within  a  period  of  twelve  months. 

"(b)  Rent  Increases  Restricted.  After  July  1, 
1970,  no  landlord  may  increase  the  rent  for  any 
housing  accommodation  except  in  accordance  with 
an  order  or  regulation  of  the  board  establishing  or 
adjusting  a  maximum  rent  for  said  housing  accom- 
modation; provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  restrict  the  right  of  a  landlord  to 
charge  a  rent  equal  to  the  rent  in  effect  on 
December  1,  1968." 


Section  9.  Said  chapter  10  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  5.  Proceedings  Before  the  Board,  (a) 
Individual  Establishment  or  Adjustment  of  Maxi- 
mum Rent.  The  board  may,  on  application  of  a 
tenant  or  landlord  or  on  its  own  initiative,  establish 
or  adjust  the  maximum  rent  of  either  a  single 
housing  accommodation  or  all  housing  accommo- 
dations located  in  the  same  building  or  structure. 
Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  board.  The  board  shall  notify  the  landlord 
and  the  tenant  of  every  housing  accommodation 
the  rent  of  which  may  be  affected  by  such 
proceeding,  which  notice  shall  inform  the  recipient 
of  the  nature  of  the  proceeding  and  of  the  right  of 
the  recipient  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within 
seven  days  of  receipt  of  said  notice.  If  a  hearing  is 
requested,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof 
shall  be  furnished  to  said  landlord  and  said  tenants 
at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto.  Such  a  hearing  may 
be  conducted  before  a  quorum  of  the  board.  After 
conducting  any  hearing  required  by  this  paragraph 
and  after  considering  all  the  relevant  evidence  and 
testimony,  the  board  shall  issue  an  order  establish- 
ing the  maximum  rent  for  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion or  accommodations  involved. 

"(b)  General  Establishment  or  Adjustment  of 
Maximum  Rent.  The  board  may,  by  regulation, 
establish  or  adjust  rents  for  all  housing  accom- 
modations in  any  class  of  comparable  housing 
accommodations.  Such  regulation  may  be  adopted 
only  after  public  hearing  held  before  at  least  a 
quorum  of  the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place, 
and  purpose  of  such  hearing  shall  be  published 
three  times  in  at  least  one  newspaper  having  a 
general  circulation  in  the  city,  the  last  publication 
to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  prior  to  such 
hearing. 

"(c)  Judicial  Review.  Any  person  aggrieved  by 
an  order  of  the  board  promulgated  pursuant  to  this 
section  may,  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date 
of  such  order,  appeal  to  the  district  court  within 
the  judicial  district  of  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation lies." 

Section  10.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  line  6  before  the 
word  "rent"  the  word  "maximum." 

Section  11.  Section  9  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two 
paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

"Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  an  application 
for  establishment  or  adjustment  of  a  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive 
director,  within  seven  days  after  his  written  de- 
mand therefor,  information  pertaining  to  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  or  accommodations  involved 
in  the  application  and  to  the  building  or  structure 
wherein  said  housing  accommodation  is  located  on 
a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  executive  director. 

"On  or  before  October  1,  1970,  every  landlord 
shall  file  with  the  executive  director  a  written 
statement  on  forms  to  be  provided  by  said  execu- 
tive director.  The  statement  shall  identify  and 
describe    each    housing    accommodation    owned,

managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord,  and  the 
services  provided  in  conjunction  therewith,  and 
shall  specify  the  rent  currently  being  charged  for 
each  housing  accommodation.  Whenever  a  rent  is 
increased  pursuant  to  a  regulation  of  the  board,  the 
landlord  shall  inform  the  executive  director  of  such 
event,  and  of  any  accompanying  change  in  housing 
services,  furniture,  furnishings,  or  equipment,  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  upon  which  such 
increase  becomes  effective,  on  a  form  to  be 
provided  by  the  executive  director. 

"Whoever  willfully  withholds  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  or  whoever 
willfully  gives  false  statements  in  connection  there- 
with shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  day 
for  each  refusal  or  false  statement,  and,  in  the  case 
of  a  landlord  seeking  an  upward  adjustment  of  a 
maximum  rent,  may  be  denied  such  adjustment  in 
its   entirety."

ORDINANCE  REORGANIZING  ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE SERVICES  DEPARTMENT, 
CREATING  OFFICE  OF  DEPUTY  DI- 
RECTOR OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  SER- 
VICES FOR  EMPLOYEE  RELATIONS 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  9,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

The  establishment  of  the  position  of  Deputy 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  for  Em- 
ployee Relations  completes  the  restructuring  of 
the  Administrative  Services  Department  which 


was  begun  with  the  establishment  of  the  posi- 
tion of  Deputy  Director  for  Fiscal  Affairs  in 
1968. 

The  rapid  growth  of  collective  bargaining  and 
union  activity  in  city  government  has  escalated 
the  whole  business  of  personnel  administration 
to  a  new  level.  The  management  of  all  existing 
collective  bargaining  contracts  and  the  handling 
of  union  grievances  and  inequity  appeals  have 
ripened  up  vast  new  areas  of  responsibility  which 
involve  large  commitments  of  public  money. 

The  investment  of  city  funds  in  the  hiring  of  a 
competent  man  to  direct  and  control  all  these 
activities  is  a  very  prudent  and  necessary  action 
to  take  at  this  time.  Millions  of  dollars  are  at 
stake. 

I  therefore  recommend  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying ordinance.

An  Ordinance  Reorganizing  the  Administrative 
Services  Department,  Creating  Therein  the 
Office  of  Deputy  Director  of  Administra- 
tive Services  for  Employee  Relations. 
Re  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Clause  (1)  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  first  semicolon  the  words: 
"the  deputy  director  of  administrative  services 
for  employee  relations,  twenty-three  thousand 
dollars." 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by  section 
3  of  chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  first 
two  sentences  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following    sentences: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department, 
known  as  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board, 
known  as  the  Administrative  Services  Board, 
consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services,  who  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  for  Fiscal 
Affairs,  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  for  Personnel  Rela- 
tions, an  officer  known  as  the  Supervisor  of 
Budgets,  an  officer  known  as  the  Supervisor  of 
Personnel,  an  officer  known  as  the  Purchasing 
Agent,  and  the  commissioner  of  assessing,  the 
city  auditor,  and  the  collector-treasurer,  ex 
officiis.  The  director  of  administrative  services, 
deputy  director  of  administrative  services  for 
fiscal  affairs,  the  deputy  director  of  administra- 
tive services  for  personnel  relations,  the  super- 
visor of  budgets,  and  the  purchasing  agent  shall 
each  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  ex- 
piring on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  follow- 
ing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which 
a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices." 

Section  3.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended  by  section  3  of 
chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  2A 
the  following  section: 
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"Section  2B.  The  deputy  director  of  ad- 
ministrative services  for  personnel  relations 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  in 
consultation  with  the  director  of  administrative 
services,  continually  review  the  labor  relations 
and  personnel  administration  of  the  city  in  all 
its  aspects,  make  from  time  to  time  recom- 
mendations for  improvements  in  basic  personnel 
policies  and  procedures,  and  be  generally  re- 
sponsible for  the  management  and  operation  of 
labor  relations  and  personnel  administration 
functions." 

Section  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  a  new 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either, 
oreated,  or  a  department  or  agency,  or  division 
cf  either,  not  abolished,  by  this  ordinance ;  and 
every  such  person  shall,  upon  such  reappoint- 
ment, retain  all  rights  to  retirement  w  ith  pension 
that  shall  have  accrued  or  would  thereafter 
accrue  to  him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As  used 
in  this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall  be  con- 
strued as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
173  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  con- 
strued that  no  person  holding,  whether  under 
general  or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance,  be  without  a  similar  office  or  position 
or  be  reduced  in  rank  or  compensation. 

Section  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
the  Wednesday  next  following  its  approval  by 
the  mayor.

ORDINANCE     CONCERNING     DISPLAY 
AND    DISTRIBUTION    OF    CERTAIN 
ADVERTISING     MATTER     IN     THE 
STREETS 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  17,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Section  37  of  chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  prohibits,  except  in  accordance 
with  a  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  the  distribution  to  persons  in  any  street 
of  any  papers  for  the  purpose  of  advertising 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise.  At  the  present 
time  it  appears  that  a  number  of  employment 


agencies,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  permit,  have 
been  advertising  their  services  by  means  of 
papers  distributed  to  persons  on  the  streets  of 
Boston. 

I  have  received  complaints  from  residents  and 
employers  urging  that  this  unethical  practice  be 
curtailed. 

Enclosed  is  an  order  which  would  amend  sec- 
tion 37  to  include  the  advertising  of  services 
within  the  purview  of  this  section.  I  recommend 
an  adoption  of  this  order.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  have  received  a  copy  of  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  June  29,  1970,  requesting 
information  concerning  the  collapse  of  a  structure 
within  the  city,  especially  one  located  at  36 
Braddock  park  in  the  South  End  district.  In 
response  to  this  order  I  have  listed  the  questions 
asked  by  the  City  Council  and  have  answered 
each  of  them.  In  addition  I  have  obtained  a 
copy  of  the  weather  report  from  the  Northeast 
Weather  Service  at  13lA  Great  road  in  Bedford, 
Massachusetts,  for  the  time  period  immediately 
preceding  the  collapse  of  the  building  on  Brad- 
dock park.  I  have  also  had  brick  specimens  from 
the  collapsed  wall  tested  in  a  testing  laboratory 
which  indicates  that  the  party  wall  brick  had  an 
exceptionally  high  porosity. 

One  third  of  the  rain  for  the  month  of  June 
fell  in  a  day  or  two  preceding  this  collapse. 
While  one  cannot  be  specific,  it  can  be  fairly 
assumed  that  the  neglect  of  maintenance  on  the 
gutters,  flashing,  soffits  and  down  spouts  caused 
the  introduction  of  inordinate  amounts  of  water 
into  the  masonry  party  wall,  thereby  increasing 
the  weight  by  as  much  as  20  percent.  With 
this  combined  with  the  old  mortar  joints  of  the 
wall  plus  frequent  freezing  and  thawing  the  ex- 
terior wall  simply  failed  to  retain  its  bond  with 
the  remaining  part  of  the  structure. 

I  have  listed  the  six  questions  the  City  Council 
sent  to  you  and  under  each  of  these  questions  I 
have  drafted  a  proposed  reply.  I  shall  be  happy 
to  provide  you  with  any  additional  information 
you  wish  in  this  instance. 

Question  1 :  What  city  agency  was  responsible 
for  the  demolition  of  the  house  adjoining  36 
Braddock  park? 

Answer:  The  Building  Department  ordered 
this  building  demolished  on  May  21,  1965.  It 
was  demolished  July  30,  1965,  by  the  E.  Polcari 
and  Son  Company  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  $2,400. 
No  lien  required  as  building  was  property  of  the 
city.  We  closed  the  demolition  tile  at  the  end 
of  1965. 

Question  2:  When  a  building  which  shares  a 
common  wall  with  another  building,  as  in  this 
case,  is  demolished,  who  is  legally  responsible 
for  reinforcing  the  standing  wall? 

Answer:  The  owners  of  the  remaining  party 
wall.  In  the  case  of  34  Braddock  park  the  city 
ordered  the  property  down.  It  has  been  a  long- 
standing practice  of  the  city  to  ask  the  remain- 
ing party  wall  owner  if  they  wish  to  restore  the 
party  wall.  They  usually  do  not,  in  which  case 
we,  the  city,  write  specifications  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  wall.  We  then  take  bids  after  public 
advertisement  and  award  a  contract.  We 
charge  one  half  of  the  cost  to  the  remaining 
party  and  one  half  to  the  demolished  site.  We 
place  liens  on  each  property  for  one  half  of  the 
total  cost. 

Question  3:  How-many  buildings  has  the  city, 
or  the  BRA,  or  such  other  agencies  as  may  have 
such  responsibilities,  demolished,  leaving  a  party 
wall  exposed? 

Answer:  Since  1960  the  Building  Department 
has  exposed  and  repaired  129  sidewalls  at  vari- 
ous locations  throughout  the  city. 
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Question  4:  In  the  aforementioned  cases  what 
provisions  has  the  city  and  its  various  agencies 
made  to  insure  the  structural  integrity  of  the 
standing  party  walls? 

Answer :  We  write  specifications  for  each  party 
wall  repair.  Enclosed  is  a  typical  specification. 
This  one  happens  to  be  for  34  Braddock  park  in 
the  South  End. 

Question  5:  What  action  is  contemplated 
against  the  parties  responsible  for  the  occur- 
rences on  Braddock  park  and  such  other  similar 
incidents? 

Answer:  We  do  not  anticipate  taking  any 
action  at  this  time. 

Question  6:  What  action  has  been  taken  re- 
garding the  several  incidents  reported  involving 
the  collapse  of  BBA-  or  city-owned  buildings 
such  as  the  buildings  on  West  Springfield  and 
West  Canton  streets  which  have  recently  col- 
lapsed? 

Answer:  We  have  asked  the  Law  Depart- 
ment to  evict  the  tenants  at  114  West  Spring- 
held  street  so  that  we  may  demolish  the  struc- 
ture. The  owner  at  208  West  Canton  street  had 
this  structure  demolished.  This  was  caused  by 
workmen  who  had  apparently  removed  some  of 
the  bearing  walls  while  they  were  preparing  the 
building  for  rehabilitation.

Braddock  park,  Ward  4,  Type  IV  building. 

Right  Side  Party  Wall  Repair:  Repair  brick 
so,  when  completed,  this  wall  will  present  a 
smooth  even  surface.  Front  and  rear  corners  of 
right  side  brick  wall  shall  be  returned  and 
legally  bonded  to  the  intersecting  front  and  rear 
walls.  All  holes,  chases,  and  recesses  will  be 
bricked  in,  using  a  running  bond,  and  securely 
bonded  to  existing  brickwork.  Missing  and 
loose  bricks  along  brick  wall  at  roof  level  will  be 
replaced  and  relaid.  There  will  be  a  two-inch  by 
eight-inch  wood  nailer  piece  securely  fastened  to 
the  masonry  wall  full  length  of  wall  to  receive 
roof  boarding.  Galvanized  roof  gravel  cleat 
and  flashing  shall  be  used  full  length  of  wall,  and 
roofing  paper,  tar,  and  gravel  repaired  in  the  best 
practices  of  the  roofing  trade  and  made  weather- 
tight.  Section  at  mansard  roof  rake  shall  be 
made  weathertight  by  installing  lead-coated 
flashing,  and  flashing  made  secure  to  masonry 
and  face  of  mansard  roof  gable.  Shingles  of 
mansard  roof  gable  and  rake  shall  be  repaired, 
forming  a  true  corner,  and  made  weathertight. 

There  will  be  installed  two  channel  irons 
8  inches  by  19  pounds  per  foot  in  a  vertical 
position  to  roof  line,  dividing  this  wall  into 
three  equal  sections.  These  channels  will  be 
anchored  below-grade  with  one  cubic  yard  of 
concrete  at  the  cellar  floor  line.

OPINION    OF    CORPORATION    COUNSEL 
RE  SPECIAL  LAW  FOR  RESIDENTIAL 
PARKING   PERMITS 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  July  8,  1970. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  a  motion  adopted  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  April  6,  1970,  request- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  an  order  ap- 


proving a  petition  for  a  special  law  revising  the 

seventh  paragraph  of  St.  1929,  c.  263,  s.  2,  as 

amended. 
That  paragraph,   as  appearing   in   St.    1964, 

c.  387,  now  reads  as  follows: 

"Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
section,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing  of 
vehicles  on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of 
one  or  more  streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or 
parkways  under  the  control  of  the  city  may 
provide  that  it  shall  not  apply  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  prescribed  in  such  rule  or  regulation 
to  any  motor  vehicle  registered  under  chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws  and  owned  or  used  by  a 
person  residing  on  an  estate  abutting  in  whole 
or  in  part  the  portion  of  the  street,  way,  high- 
way, road,  or  parkway  where  such  vehicle  is 
parked,  who,  in  the  year  in  which  such  vehicle 
is  parked  or  in  the  preceding  December  for 
such  year,  shall  have  given,  by  a  writing 
executed  in  such  form  and  detail  as  such  rule 
or  regulation  shall  prescribe  and  filed  with  the 
officer  in  command  of  the  police  division  in 
which  such  vehicle  is  parked,  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  park  at  such  estate  and  shall  display 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  such  vehicle,  while 
parked,  such  visible  evidence  of  the  giving  of 
such  notice  as  such  rule  or  regulation  shall 
prescribe;  but  neither  the  giving  of  such 
notice  nor  the  issuance  of  visible  evidence  of 
the  giving  thereof  shall  be  construed  to  assign 
any  specific  space  to  any  person  or  vehicle." 
Under  the  proposed  special  law,  it  would  read 

thus: 

"The  commission  may  adopt,  amend  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations  establishing  a 
residential  preferential  parking  plan  for  all 
congested  residential  neighborhoods  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  If  a  preferential  parking  plan 
is  established  by  the  commission,  it  shall  be 
for  the  entire  city.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
may: 

(1)  Divide  the  city  into  designated  resi- 
dential parking  districts. 

(2)  Prohibit  any  person  from  parking  any 
vehicle  in  any  such  district  except  as  per- 
mitted upon  the  issuance  of  a  special  permit. 

(3)  Provide  for  the  issuance,  and  revocation 
for  cause,  of  a  special  permit  to  any  person 
who  resides  in  any  such  district,  allowing  him 
to  park  his  vehicle  in  such  district  if  he  has 
registered  his  vehicle  under  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws  as  principally  garaged  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  has  agreed  to  abide  by  all 
the  regulations  of  the  commission  applicable 
to  parking  in  such  districts. 

(4)  Designate  particular  times,  or  particu- 
lar streets  or  portions  of  streets  within  a 
particular  residential  parking  district  when  or 
where  persons  may  park  notwithstanding  that 
they  have  not  been  issued  special  permits 
hereunder  or  when  or  where  nobody  may  park, 
including  persons  who  have  been  issued 
special  permits. 

(5)  Provide  for  exemptions  (a)  for  desig- 
nated persons  or  classes  of  persons  in  emer- 
gency situations,  and  (b)  under  conditions  of 
extreme  inclement  weather  or  other  general 
emergency." 

A  material  difference  between  the  present  law 
and  the  proposed  law  lies  in  the  fact  that  under 
existing  law  a  person  residing  on  an  estate  may, 
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if  he  fulfills  the  statutory  conditions,  park  at 
such  estate  without  violating  a  parking  prohibi- 
tion, while  under  the  proposed  law  a  person 
residing  in  a  district  could  be  granted  a  special 
permit  to  park  in  such  district.  The  question  is 
whether  such  permits  would  infringe  constitu- 
tional rights  of  abutting  landowners. 

In  my  view  the  city  may  grant  exemptions  to 
its  parking  regulations.  It  cannot,  however, 
purport  to  grant  a  right  which  our  court  has 
said  belongs  to  someone  else.  Prior  to  the 
enactment  of  G.  L.,  c.  40,  s.  22A,  providing  for 
the  installation  and  operation  of  parking  meters, 
the  Legislature  sought  the  opinion  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  As  the  court 
noted  in  Loosian  v.  Goudreault,  335  Mass.  253, 
256,  it  was  stated  in  that  opinion  (Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  297  Mass.  559,  564): 

"Whatever  cannot  be  justified  as  incidental 
to  travel  is  a  violation  of  the  rights  of  the 
abutting  landowner  in  the  ordinary  case  where 
he  owns  the  fee  of  the  public  way,  and  is  also 
an  obstruction  to  the  right  of  travel  by  the 
public.  There  is  much  parking  along  high- 
ways which  is  in  excess  of  the  easement  of 
travel  and  is  a  trespass  against  the  abutting 
landowner.  It  commonly  escapes  being  chal- 
lenged in  court,  perhaps  because  of  its  fugitive 
nature  or  the  difficulty  of  identification  of  the 
particular  offender  or  for  other  reasons.  It  is 
hard  to  draw  the  line  between  temporary 
stops  of  automobiles  which  are  incidental  to 
travel  and  therefore  lawful,  and  the  occupa- 
tion of  a  part  of  the  public  way  which  is  not 
incidental  to  travel  and  cannot  be  permitted 
even  by  legislative  act  against  the  protest  of 
the  owner  of  the  fee." 

While  no  case  in  Massachusetts  dealing  with 
the  specific  issue  at  hand  has  been  found,  the 
interaction  of  the  landowner's  rights  and  the 
municipalities'  power  to  keep  streets  open  was 
considered  in  Commonwealth  v.  Dobbins,  344 
Mass.  272.  See  also  Commonwealth  v.  Mor- 
rison, 197  Mass.  199,  which  held  that  a  lunch 
wagon  parked  in  Adams  square  between  6  p.m. 
and  5  a.m.  was  an  obstruction  to  travel  even 
though  a  permit  therefor  had  been  issued. 

To  the  extent  that  the  statute  you  propose 
purports  to  grant  a  right  to  park  on  portions  of 
a  street  when  the  vehicle  owner  has  no  property 
rights,  I  think  it  raises  unnecessary  constitu- 
tional questions.  So  far  as  the  proposed  law 
seeks  to  broaden  the  present  exemption  from 
abutting  estates  to  districts,  however,  I  do  not 
believe  it  is  objectionable  constitutionally.  I 
would,  therefore,  suggest  that  it  be  redrafted  so 
as  to  read : 

"Any  rule  or  regulation,  adopted  under  this 
section,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing 
of  vehicles  on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts 
of  one  or  more  streets,  ways,  highways,  roads, 
or  parkways  under  the  control  of  the  city, 
may  provide  that  it  shall  not  apply  in  specified 
residential  districts  at  such  times  as  shall  be 
prescribed  in  such  rule  or  regulation  to  any 
motor  vehicle  registered  under  chapter  90  of 
the  General  Laws  as  principally  garaged  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  owned  or  used  by  a 
person  residing  in  a  district  so  specified,  who, 
in  the  year  in  which  such  vehicle  is  parked  or 
in  the  preceding  December  for  such  year,  shall 
have  given,  by  a  writing  executed  in  such  form 


and  detail  as  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  pre- 
scribe and  filed  with  the  officer  in  command  of 
the  police  division  in  which  such  vehicle  is 
parked,  notice  of  intention  to  park  in  such 
district  and  shall  display  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  such  vehicle,  while  parked,  such 
visible  evidence  of  the  giving  of  such  notice 
as  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  prescribe;  but 
neither  the  giving  of  such  notice  nor  the  issu- 
ance of  visible  evidence  of  the  giving  thereof 
shall  be  construed  to  assign  any  specific  space 
to  any  person  or  vehicle."

PREREQUISITE  FOR  CONDITIONAL  USE 
OF  DORMITORIES  BY  COLLEGE 
STUDENTS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  shortage  of  adequate 
housing  in  those  communities  of  Boston  in  which 
are  located  colleges,  universities,  and  secondary 
schools  of  education ;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  this  shortage  is  contributed 
to  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  lack  of  on-campus 
dormitories  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  enroll- 
ment at  these  schools  far  exceeds  the  available 
on-campus  dormitory  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  present  time  any  college 
which  is  purchasing  private  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  off-campus  dormitory  use  is  causing 
a  resulting  displacement  of  many  low-  or  middle- 
income  families,  many  of  which  are  on  fixed 
income;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  system,  whenever 
an  institution  of  higher  learning  intends  to  pur- 
chase private  housing  accommodations  for  off- 
campus  dormitory  use,  they  are  required  to 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Zoning  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  required  to  receive  a  conditional  use; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest the  Zoning  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  require  as  a  prerequisite  for  granting 
of  this  conditional  use  that  the  petitioning 
college  require  as  a  rule  of  entrance  of  any  of  its 
students  the  following: 

That  upon  application  by  a  student  for 
entrance  into  a  college  in  Boston  who  lives 
within  a  25-mile  radius  of  the  central  administra- 
tion building  of  that  institution,  it  must  be 
shown  that  that  student  is  not  living  on  campus 
because  he  is  living  in  a  private  housing  ac- 
commodation which  is  occupied  by  a  relative 
within  the  third  degree  or  that  the  public  trans- 
portation facilities  to  the  campus  from  his  home 
is  either  nonexistent  or  inadequate. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  adoption  of  the  resolution.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    LEGIS- 
LATION   AND   HOME   RULE 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  submitted  the 
following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  May  4)  ap- 
proving petition  for  special  law  re  transfer  of  ap- 
propriations— recommending  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was 
passed. 

2.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
and  Home  Rule.  Having  held  extensive  public 
hearings  on  March  31  and  July  17,  1970,  on  the 
subject  matter  of  Dockets  229,  681,  692,  and  746, 
the  committee  concludes  that  the  basic  legisla- 
tion under  which  the  city's  public  olf-street  park- 
ing faci  ities  have  been  constructed  and  operated 
ought  to  be  revised  in  the  light  of  the  following 
difficulties: 

1.  The  several  facilities  have  not,  for  the 
most  part,  been  operated  in  furtherance  of  the 
city's  transportation  policy,  which  is  to  dis- 
courage commutation  into  the  inner  city  by 
automobile,  or  in  furtherance  of  the  original 
legislative  purpose,  which  was  to  provide  oil- 
street  parking  facilities  for  out-of-town  shoppers 
and  other  short-term  visitors  to  the  inner  city. 

2.  Recause  many  of  these  facilities  have  been 
leased  on  a  long-term  basis,  some  for  as  much  as 
forty  years,  under  conditions  required  by 
statute  which  may  not  permit  adjustment  of 
the  parking  rates  to  be  charged,  the  city  and 
in  a  few  cases  the  lessees  have  been  unable  to 
realize  adequate  revenues. 

3.  The  leasing  of  these  facilities  on  the  basis 
of  a  sharing  of  gross  revenues  by  the  lessees  with 
the  city  has  in  some  cases  created  at  least  the 
possibility  of  conflict  of  interest,  if  not  of  corrupt 
practice. 

Accordingly  the  committee  recommends  en- 
actment of  legislation  by  home  rule  petition  in 
the  revised  draft  which  is  attached  hereto. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  liled  with  an  at- 
tested copy  of  this  copy,  be,  and  hereby  is,  ap- 
proved under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2, 
as  amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts; to  the  end  that  chapter  474  of  the 
Acts  of  1946  as  most  recently  amended  by  chap- 
ter 352  of  the  Acts  of  1965  is  hereby  further 
amended : 

(1)  Ry  deleting  from  section  1  the  words 
"except  the  power  to  operate  any  parking  facility 
established  or  acquired  under  this  act." 

(2)  Ry  inserting  as  section  1(d)  thereof  the 
following  section: 

"(d)  The  power  to  operate  or  contract  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  three  years  with  any 
person  for  the  operation  of  any  property  ac- 
quired or  used  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehi- 
cles for  such  period  and  upon  such  terms  as  the 
commissioner  shall  determine." 


(3)  By  adding  the  following  language  at  the 
end  of  section  1(e):  "anj  lease  entered  into 
under  this  act  may  be  modified  li\  written  agree- 
ment so  as  to  revise  the  schedule  of  maximum 
rates  contained  therein  arid  to  require  the  p;i > - 
mentof  an  increased  rental  during  the  remainder 
of  its  term;  provided,  that  the  ratio  of  the  in- 
crease in  rent  is  not  less  than  the  ratio  of  I  lie 
increase  in  maximum  rates." 

(4)  By  striking  Section  3  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Before  leasing  any  land  or  enter- 
ing any  contract  for  operation  of  a  parking 
facility  under  this  act,  the  board  shall  invite 
proposals  therefor  by  advertisements  in  at 
least  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  the 
city,  once  a  week  for  at  least  two  consecutive 
weeks,  the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  time  specified  for  the  opening 
of  said  proposals.  Such  advertisements  shall 
state  the  time  and  place  where  the  form  of 
lease  or  contract  of  operation  and,  if  the  term 
of  the  lease  is  to  exceed  five  years,  the  plans 
and  specifications,  may  be  had  and  the  time 
and  place  for  opening  the  proposals  in  answer 
to  said  advertisements,  and  shall  reserve  to 
the  board  the  right  to  reject  all  proposals.  All 
such  proposals  shall  be  opened  in  public.  No 
lease  shall  be  made  except  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  as  determined  by  the  board. 
No  contract  for  the  operation  of  a  parking 
facility  shall  be  awarded  except  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  as  determined  by  the  board. 
Every  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
years  and  every  contract  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  bond  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the 
board,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money,  certified 
check  or  other  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof,  and  such  bond  or  other 
security  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  col- 
lector until  the  lease  has  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects.  The  preceding  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  leases  under  clause 
(s  2)  of  section  1.  Every  lease  for  a  period  ex- 
ceeding five  years  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
bond  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  board, 
or  by  a  deposit  of  money,  certified  check,  or 
other  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
all  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  con- 
struct, or  cause  to  be  constructed,  any  struc- 
tures or  facilities  for  parking;  and  such  bond  or 
other  security  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city 
collector  until  all  such  covenants  have  been 
carried  out  in  all  respects.  All  amounts  re- 
ceived in  reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  plans 
and  specifications  and  all  amounts  received  as 
a  result  of  the  failure  of  faithful  performance 
of  covenants  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  con- 
structed, structures  or  facilities  for  parking 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Parking  Facilities  Fund 
established  under  section  4;  and  all  other 
amounts  received  from  leases  under  this  act 
or  as  a  result  of  other  failure  of  faithful  per- 
formance required  in  any  such  lease  shall  be 
credited  as  general  funds  of  the  city  and  may 
be  appropriated  for  any  municipal  purposes. 
No  person  shall  be  assessed  any  tax  upon  any 
real  estate  or  buildings  of  which  he  is  the 
lessee  under  this  act,  any  provision  of  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing." 

(5)  Ry  striking  Section  3 A  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 
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"Section  3 A.  Every  proposal  under  sec- 
tion 3  shall  be  accompanied  by  cash  or  a 
certified  check  on,  or  a  certificate  of  deposit 
issued  by,  a  responsible  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany, payable  to  the  city,  in  such  amount  as 
the  board  may  fix,  which  shall  be  stated  in  the 
invitation  for  proposals.  The  board  may,  at 
its  option,  prescribe  and  receive  a  bid  bond 
in  a  form  satisfactory  to  it  in  lieu  of  cash, 
certified  check,  or  certificate  of  deposit.  All 
such  bid  deposits,  except  those  of  the  three 
highest  responsible  and  eligible  bidders  in  the 
case  of  leases  and  the  three  lowest  responsible 
and  eligible  bidders  in  the  case  of  contracts, 
shall  be  returned  within  five  days,  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  holidays  excluded,  after  the 
opening  of  proposals  therefor.  All  bid  deposits 
shall  be  returned  upon  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  lease,  or,  if  no  lease  is  made, 
then  at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the 
opening  of  the  bids  therefor.  Should  any 
bidder  to  whom  an  award  is  made  fail  to  enter 
into  a  lease  or  contract,  as  the  case  may  be, 
within  such  time  as  the  board  may  fix,  the 
amount  so  received  from  such  bidder  through 
his  cash,  certified  check,  bid  bond,  or  certifi- 
cate of  deposit  shall  become  and  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city  as  liquidated  damages;  pro- 
vided that,  in  case  of  death,  disability,  or  other 
unforeseen  circumstances  affecting  the  bidder 
such  cash,  certified  check,  bid  bond,  or  certifi- 
cate of  deposit  may  be  returned  to  him.  Any 
amount  so  received  shall  be  credited  to  the 
Parking  Facilities  Fund  established  under 
section  4. 

Coun.  LANGONE  raised  a  point  of  order 
against  the  acceptance  of  the  committee  report, 
citing  the  provisions  of  Rule  10  of  the  Rules  of 
the  City  Council. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of  order  well  taken. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  appealed  the  decision 
of  the  Chair. 

The  question  was  put — "Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Coun- 
cil?"

N o  contract  for  the  operation  of 
a  parking  facility  shall  be  awarded  except  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  as  determined  by 
the  board.  Every  lease  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  five  years  and  every  contract  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with  surety  satis- 
factory to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money, 
certified  check,  or  other  security  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  thereof,  and  such  bond  or 
other  security  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city 
collector  until  the  lease  has  been  carried  out 
in  all  respects.  The  preceding  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  leases  under 
clause  (J)  of  section  1.  Every  lease  for  a 
period  exceeding  five  years  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  bond  with  surety  satisfactory  to 
the  board,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money,  certified 
check,  or  other  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  covenants  on  the  part  of  the 
lessee  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
any  structures  or  facilities  for  parking;  and 
such  bond  or  other  security  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  city  collector  until  all  such  covenants 
have  been  carried  out  in  all  respects.  All 
amounts  received  in  reimbursement  for  the 
cost  of  plans  and  specifications  and  all  amounts 
received  as  a  result  of  the  failure  of  faithful 
performance   of  covenants    to   construct,    or 
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cause  to  be  constructed,  structures  or  facilities 
for  parking  shall  be  credited  to  the  Parking 
Facilities  Fund  established  under  section  4; 
and  all  other  amounts  received  from  leases 
under  this  act  or  as  a  result  of  other  failure  of 
faithful  performance  required  in  any  such 
lease  shall  be  credited  as  general  funds  of  the 
city  and  may  be  appropriated  for  any  mu- 
nicipal purposes.  No  person  shall  be  assessed 
any  tax  upon  any  real  estate  or  buildings  of 
which  he  is  the  lessee  under  this  act,  any  pro- 
vision of  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding." 

(5)  By  striking  Section  3 A  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

"Section  3 A.  Every  proposal  under  section 
3  shall  be  accompanied  by  cash  or  a  certified 
check  on,  or  a  certificate  of  deposit  issued  by, 
a  responsible  bank  or  trust  company,  payable 
to  the  city,  in  such  amount  as  the  board  may 
fix,  which  shall  be  stated  in  the  invitation  for 
proposals.  The  board  may,  at  its  option, 
prescribe  and  receive  a  bid  bond  in  a  form 
satisfactory  to  it  in  lieu  of  cash,  certified  check 
or  certificate  of  deposit.  All  such  bid  deposits, 
except  those  of  the  three  highest  responsible 
and  eligible  bidders  in  the  case  of  leases  and 
the  three  lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bid- 
ders in  the  case  of  contracts,  shall  be  returned 
within  five  days,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and 
holidays  excluded,  after  the  opening  of  pro- 
posals therefor.  All  bid  deposits  shall  be 
returned  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  lease,  or,  if  no  lease  is  made,  then  at  the 
expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the  opening  of 
the  bids  therefor.  Should  any  bidder  to  whom 
an  award  is  made  fail  to  enter  into  a  lease  or 
contract,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  such 
time  as  the  board  may  fix,  the  amount  so 
received  from  such  bidder  through  his  cash, 
certified  check,  bid  bond,  or  certificate  ol 
deposit  shall  become  and  be  the  property  of 
the  city  as  liquidated  damages;  provided,  that, 
in  case  of  death,  disability,  or  other  unforeseen 
circumstances  affecting  the  bidder,  such  cash, 
certified  check,  bid  bond,  or  certificate  of 
deposit  may  be  returned  to  him.  Any  amount 
so  received  shall  be  credited  to  the  Parking 
Facilities  Fund  established  under  section 
4."

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual 
pension  to  be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  in- 
stallments, John  M.  McDonnell,  a  patrolman  in 
the  police  department  of  said  city,  who  is  totally 
incapacitated  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by 
him  on  January  12,  1970,  when  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duty  he  was  struck  by  a  motor 
vehicle  on  Granite  avenue,  in  the  Dorchester 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Such  pension 
shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  com- 
pensation which  would  have  been  paid  him  had 
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he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him 
at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his  death, 
leaving  Margaret  M.  McDonnell,  his  wife,  sur- 
viving him,  said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long 
as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $15, 000. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  John 
M<  McDonnell  under  this  act  the  Boston  Re- 
tirement Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all 
amounts  standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston  retirement 
system.

Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who  demands, 
accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  regulation,  order 
or  ordinance  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable 

as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  person  from  whom

such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or 
retained,  and  to  the  city:  (1)  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amounts  of 
(2)  $100,  or  (3)  not  more  than  three  times  the 
amount  by  which  the  payment  or  payments 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed 
the  maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained,  whichever 
is  the  greater  amount;  provided  that,  if  the 
defendant  proves  that  the  violation  was  neither 
willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable 
precautions  against  the  occurrence  of  the  violation, 
the  amount  of  such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is

In  the  event  the  board  settles  the 
said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it 
incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  has  been  committed 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the 
city  brings  action  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fees  and  costs 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  (1)  of  subsection  (a) 
and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation  was 
committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  subsection  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in

Action  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year  after  the 
date  of  the  violation.

Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain 
any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing 
accommodation  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent 
prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the 
orders,  regulations,  or  ordinance  hereunder 
promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any 
action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or 
the  orders,  regulations,  or  ordinance  hereunder 
promulgated. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to

(c)  Any  person  who  willfully  violates  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or 
ordinance  hereunder  promulgated,  or  who  know- 
ingly makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony 
before  the  rent  board  or  administrator  or  who 
knowingly  supplies  the  rent  board  or  administra- 
tor with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or  both;  provided, 
however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  and  subse- 
quent offense,  such  person  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district  within 
which  the  housing  accommodation  affected  is 
located  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of 
this  act  and  ordinances  adopted  hereunder  and 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board  provided  for  by  this  act.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  deci- 
sion of  such  court  shall  nof  effect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions.

( 1)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled. 

(2)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the  obliga- 
tion to  surrender  possession  upon  proper  notice 
and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation  after 
having  received  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
landlord. 

(3)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation  or  is 
creating  a  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation. 

(4)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(5)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  has  refused,  after  written 
request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to  execute 
a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof  for  a 
further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such  terms 
that  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative  of 
any  provisions  of  such  act. 

(6)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reason- 
able access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the 


purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improve- 
ments required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  any  sub- 
division thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as 
permitted  or  required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  the  housing  accommo- 
dation to  any  prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee. 

(7)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord. 

(8)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
because  of  immediate  and  compelling  necessity 
for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself,  or  his 
children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law,   son-in-law,   or   daughter-in-law. 

(9)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use. 

(10)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  act. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the  board 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
an  application,  the  board  shall  send  a  copy  of  the 
petition  to  the  tenant  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion together  with  a  notification  of  all  rights  and 
procedures  available  under  this  section.  If  the 
board  finds  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the 
landlord's  petition  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with 
paragraph  (a),  the  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be 
issued.  Any  application  for  a  certificate  of  eviction 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted  unless  denied 
by  the  board  within  thirty  days  of  such  application 
or  such  shorter  period  as  may  be  determined  by 
ordinance. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  such 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  may  main- 
tain an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  possession 
of  any  housing  accommodations  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by 
the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  accom- 
modations are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person 
to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing  accom- 
modation. Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concern- 
ing the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of 
eviction,  either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the 
district  court  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  location 
of  the  housing  accommodation  involved. 

Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who  demands,

the  amount  of  such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  rule, 
regulation  or  ordinance  hereunder  promulgated 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
violation,  the  board  may  either  settle  the  claim 
arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such  action. 
Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any 
other  person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation 
or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a  settlement  has 
been  reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles  the 
said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it 
incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  has  been  committed 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the 
city  brings  action  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fees  and  costs 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  (1)  of  subsection  (a), 
and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation  was 
committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  subsection  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in 
any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
recovery  under  this  section  in  any  other  action 
against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any 
violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such  judg- 
ment was  rendered.  Action  to  recover  liquidated 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  be  brought  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of 
the  violation.  A  single  action  for  damages  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  may  include  all 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  com- 
mitted by  the  same  defendant  against  the  same 
person. 

Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain 
any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing 
accommodation  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent 
prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the 
orders,  regulations  or  ordinance  hereunder  promul- 
gated, or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the 
orders,  regulations,  or  ordinance  hereunder  pro- 
mulgated. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 


opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation*  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  the  said  fee  or  the  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Any  person  who  willfully  violates  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or 
ordinance  hereunder  promulgated,  or  who  know- 
ingly makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony 
before  the  board  or  who  knowingly  supplies  the 
board  with  any  false  inform  ation- shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or  both; 
provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  and 
subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district  within 
which  the  housing  accommodation  affected  is 
located  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
such  actions  and  complaints. 

The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of 
this  act  and  ordinances  adopted  hereunder  and 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board  provided  for  by  this  act.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  deci- 
sion of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions.

TEACHERS    UNION     RE    PETITION 
FOR     SPECIAL     LAW     RE     SALARY 
INCREASES 
The  following  was  received : 

Roston  Teachers  Union, 

August  4,  1970. 
Hon.  Gabriel  F.  Piemonte, 

President  of  the  City  Council. 

The  petition  attached  hereto  is  submitted, 
and  favorable  action  thereon  is  urged,  based  on 
the  following  justifications: 

The  teachers  of  Roston  agreed  on  May  19, 
1970,  to  end  a  strike  and  return  to  work  provid- 
ing the  Roston  School  Committee  agreed  to 
binding  arbitration  under  the  auspices  of  the 


Conciliation  and  Arbitration  Roard  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  George  Romanos, 
chairman. 

After  lengthy  arbitration  the  substance  of  the 
award  has  been  decided  upon,  but  not  yet 
written.  The  award  will  be  made  official  before 
August  15,  1970. 

There  is  a  sum  of  $11.9  million  available  in 
so-called  "free  cash."  This  means  that  it  is 
legally  possible  to  fund  the  award,  which  will 
represent  a  much  lesser  cost,  with  no  need  to 
affect  the  tax  rate. 

The  administrative  procedures  involved  in 
implementing  the  award  and  funding  it  may 
delay  its  effectuation  beyond  September  1, 
1970. 

Since  chapter  241,  section  5,  of  the  Acts  of 
1875  and  chapter  786,  section  4,  of  the  Acts  of 
1963  are  still  in  effect  and  prohibit  salary  in- 
creases to  school  personnel  in  Roston  after 
September  1  of  any  school  year,  even  a  court 
decision  in  favor  of  the  Union  (which  could 
not  be  handed  down  by  the  court  until  after 
September  1 )  would  have  no  practical  effect. 

Therefore  the  Union  is  petitioning  the  City 
Council  of  Roston,  under  the  home  rule  provi- 
sion, to  suspend  the  September  1  limitations  of 
chapter  241,  section  5,  of  the  Acts  of  1875  and 
chapter  786,  section  4,  of  the  Acts  of  1963  for 
the  school  year  1970-71,  so  that  justice  and 
equity  may  prevail,  and  to  require  funding  of 
collective  bargaining  agreements  or  arbitration 
awards  involving  the  Roston  School  Committee 
and  its  teachers.  Obviously  these  laws  are 
archaic  in  the  light  of  the  provisions  of  the  col- 
lective bargaining  law  for  public  employees. 

Certainly    a    practical    consideration    is    that 
conditions  in  the  schools  of  Roston  will  once 
again  be  disrupted  if  the  teachers  are  refused  the 
educational  and  salary  benefits  won  by   them 
before  an  impartial  third  party.

in  the  City  of  Boston  be  enacted  as  follows: 

Section  1.  So  much  of  section  5  of  chapter 
241  of  the  Acts  of  1875,  as  amended,  as  provides 
that  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
of  said  city  shall  not  be  increased  during  a 
school  year,  shall  not  be  operative  in  respect  to 
salaries  established  by  collective  bargaining 
agreements  or  arbitration  awards  for  the  school 
year  beginning  September  1,  1970. 

Section  2.  So  much  of  section  4  of  chapter 
786  of  the  Acts  of  1963  as  provides  that  the 
school  committee  shall  at  no  time  increase  the 
salary  of  any  person  in  the  service  of  the  school 
department  or  of  any  vacant  office  or  position 
therein  unless  such  increase  is  to  be  operative 
for  at  least  four  months  in  the  financial  year  in 
which  it  is  granted,  and  a  general  appropriation 
for  salary  increases  is  available  for  the  payment 
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of  such  increase  in  such  year,  shall  not  be  opera- 
live  in  respect  to  salaries  established  by  collec- 
tive bargaining'  agreements  or  arbitration  awards 
lor  the  school  year  beginning  September  1,  1970. 

Section  3.  All  acts,  parts  of  acts,  rules  and 
regulations,  and  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  suspended  during  the  period 
of  its  operation. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

In  reply  to  the  City  Council  order  under  date 
of  July  13,  1970,  requesting  information  regard- 
ing public  improvements  in  connection  with  the 
Concentrated  Code  Enforcement  Program,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  information: 


1   and  2.     No  public   improvements  have 
been  done  to  date  under  this  program.    This 
has  resulted  from  the  fact  that  the  application 
was  made  to  HUD  in  1966,  and  it  was  not 
approved  and  funded  until  April,  1969. 
As  a  result  of  the  delay,  the  various  cost  esti- 
mates and  specific  public  improvements  sched- 
uled in  the  application  were  determined  to  be 
outdated.     Some  of  the  items  had  already  been 
installed,  while  others  were  no  longer  deemed 
necessary.      Obviously,    plans    made   over    two 
years  ago  required  considerable  revision.     A  fur- 
ther stipulation  to  the  contract  is  that  one-third 
of  the  cost  of  all  program  activities  be  funded 
locally.     This  was  simply  not  possible  in  1969 
because  of  the  late  notice  of  approval.     As  a 
consequence,  in  1969  the  proposals  were  updated, 
and  appropriate  work  activities  and  budgeting 
were  planned  for  1970. 

3.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  is  submitting  under  sep- 
arate letter  a  detailed  list  of  the  streets  where 
lighting  and  street  and  sidewalk  construction 
is  being  planned  for  1970.

The  Fire  Department  will  spend  $60,000  for 
new  communications  system. 

In  addition,  during  1970,  the  Traffic  and  Park- 
ing Department  is  planning  on  spending  $44,000 
for  new  street  name  signs  and  traffic  regulation 
signs. 

4.  In  connection  with  the  application  now 
pending  in  the  City  Council  for  an  additional 
grant  for  code  enforcement,  detailed  plans 
are  now  not  available  for  the  public  improve- 
ments to  be  accomplished  in  all  areas. 

I  am,  however,  attaching  a  list  of  streets 
scheduled  for  better  lighting  and  public  improve- 
ments to  be  made  in  Savin  Hill,  Jamaica  Plain, 
Egleston  Square,  and  Blue  Hill-Greenwood 
sections  of  the  city. 

As  detailed  plans  for  public  improvements  in 
the  other  areas  are  completed,  I  will  be  happy 
to  forward  them  to  the  City  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
LEGISLATION   AND   HOME   RULE 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home 
Rule,  to  which  was  referred  March  9  (Docket 
733),  an  order  approving  a  petition  for  a  special 


law  establishing  a  housing  court,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  hereby  recommends  that  the 
order  ought  to  pass  in  the  amended  form  at- 
tached hereto. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  copy,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted 
providing  as  follows: 

An  Act  Establishing  a  Housing  Court  for  the 
City  of  Boston 
Whereas,  The  need  for  adequately  maintained 
residential  housing  is  of  grave  public  concern, 
and  the  existing  means  of  enforcing  minimum 
standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitation  are 
unsuited  to  the  volume  and  nature  of  the  task; 
and 

Whereas,  A  specialized,  expert,  and  remedial 
judicial  procedure  is  urgently  needed  to  stimu- 
late better  housing  maintenance  and  better  rela- 
tions between  property  owners  and  occupants 
for  the  well-being  of  the  public  at  large;  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Section  1.     The   General   Laws  are   hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter   214A   the 
following     chapter:  "Chapter     214B,    Housing 
Court  for  the  City  of  Boston." 
Housing  Court  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1,  In  sections  1  to  31  of  this  act,  in- 
clusive, unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires, the  following  words  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing meanings:  "City,"  the  City  of  Boston; 
"Court,"  the  Housing  Court  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  2.  The  court  shall  consist  of  one  pre- 
siding justice  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time 
during  ordinary  business  hours  to  his  duties, 
and  who  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  engage 
in  the  practice  of  law.  The  justice  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  is  provided  for  associate  j  ustices 
of  the  superior  court  by  section  27  of  chapter 
212  of  the  General  Laws,  said  salary  to  be  elfec- 
tive  as  of  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and,  in 
addition,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  chief  j  ustice 
of  the  superior  court,  the  amount  of  the  expenses 
incurred  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  The  court  shall  always  be  open, 
and  business  may  be  transacted  at  any  time, 
subject  to  the  rules  of  the  court,  and  notwith- 
standing anything  to  the  contrary  in  section  6 
of  chapter  220  of  the  General  Laws.  Space  shall 
be  provided  in  the  Suffolk  county  court  house 
for  sittings  of  the  court  or  in  such  district  court 
houses  within  the  city  as  may  be  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  court,  subject  to  the  rules  of 
the  court  regarding  separate  dockets  and  other 
matters  which  may  expedite  proceedings  before 
the  court. 

Section  4A.  The  court  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise concurrent  original  jurisdiction  in  rem  and 
in  personam  over  all  causes  arising  under  section 
127A  to  127K,  inclusive,  of  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws,  sections  14  and  18  of  chapter  186 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  chapter  239  of  the 
General  Laws.    The  court  shall  have  concurrent 
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original  jurisdiction  over  any  criminal  proceed- 
ings instituted  under  all  of  the  foregoing  enumer- 
ated statutes. 

Section  4B.  The  court  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  matters  and  proceedings 
arising  under  any  general  or  special  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  and  codes,  ordinances,  or  regu- 
lations in  effect  in  the  city  from  time  to  time 
(1)  which  affect  the  use,  condition,  construction, 
rehabilitation,  maintenance,  or  operation  of  any 
building  or  dwelling  used  or  intended  for  human 
habitation  and  every  other  structure  or  condition 
located  within  the  same  metes  and  bounds  of  the 
parcel  of  land  containing  such  building  or  dwell- 
ing; (2)  which  relate  to  the  health,  safety,  or 
welfare  of  any  occupant  of  any  building  or  dwell- 
ing used  or  intended  for  human  habitation;  and 
(3)  matters  and  proceedings  under  section  5  of 
chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws,  chapter  143 
of  the  General  Laws,  chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws,  section  16  of  chapter  270  of  the  General 
Laws,  chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  chapter 
217  of  the  Acts  of  1939,  and  chapter  314  of  the 
Acts  of  1962  as  the  foregoing  general  and  special 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  codes,  ordi- 
nances, and  regulations,  enacted  pursuant  there- 
to, may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

Section  4C.  Upon  a  decision  by  the  official 
city  agency  concerned  with  the  regulation  of 
rents  in  a  housing  accommodation,  after  a  proper 
hearing,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court 
within  seven  days,  notwithstanding  anything  to 
the  contrary  in  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969. 

Section  5.  In  all  matters  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion the  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
superior  court  in  actions  at  law  and  suits  in 
equity,  including  the  power  to  grant  injunctions 
and  restraining  orders  as  justice  and  equity  may 
require,  and  the  court  shall  have  like  power  and 
authority  for  enforcing  orders,  rulings,  and 
decrees  made  or  pronounced  in  the  exercise  of 
any  juristiction  vested  in  it  and  for  punishing 
civil  contempts  of  its  orders,  rulings,  and  de- 
crees and  other  contempts  of  its  authority  as  are 
vested  for  such  and  similar  purposes  in  the  su- 
preme judicial  court  or  superior  court  in  equity. 
The  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  general 
rules  and  forms  for  procedure,  process,  and 
practice  before  the  court  in  law  and  equity  in 
all  matters  not  expressly  provided  for  by  law, 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  call  before  it  any 
person  or  officer  of  any  agency  or  department  of 
the  commonwealth  or  city  or  federal  government 
whose  presence  would  be  helpful  in  resolving  the 
issue  or  in  maintaining  or  improving  the  housing 
in  question. 

Section  6.  The  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record. 
It  shall  be  a  court  of  superior  and  general  juris- 
diction in  all  matters  in  which  it  has  jurisdiction, 
and  no  order,  decree,  judgment,  writ,  or  process 
made,  issued,  or  pronounced  by  it  need  set  out 
any  adjudication  or  circumstances  with  greater 
particularity  than  would  be  required  in  other 
courts  of  superior  and  general  jurisdiction,  and 
like  presumption  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  pro- 
ceedings of  this  court  as  would  be  made  in  favor 
of  proceedings  of  other  courts  of  superior  and 
general  jurisdiction.  Thecourtshall  have  a  seal, 
which  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  its  clerk  and 
shall  be  affixed  to  all  processes  issued  by  such 
court  requiring   a  seal.     Citations,   orders,   or 


notice,  writs,  executions  and  all  other  processes 
issued  by  the  court  shall  bear  the  teste  of  the 
justice. 

Section  7.  Any  action  may  be  commenced  by 
filing  a  petition  or  a  writ  in  the  court.  The 
entry  fee  for  a  petition  or  a  writ  shall  be  two 
dollars,  except  that  there  shall  be  no  fee  when 
the  petitioner  is  a  governmental  agency.  The 
petition  or  writ  shall  state  concisely  and  with 
substantial  certainty  the  substantive  facts  neces- 
sary to  constitute  the  cause  of  the  action.  The 
petition  or  writ  shall  be  entered  in  the  court, 
with  the  full  title  of  the  cause,  containing  the 
names  and  description  of  all  the  parties.  Upon 
application  therefor  in  the  petition  or  writ  or 
otherwise,  the  court  may  order  discovery  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  supreme  ju- 
dicial court. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  petition,  the 
clerk  shall,  without  holding  any  |  eliminary 
hearings,  issue  an  order  of  notice,  attached  to  a 
copy  of  the  petition,  directed  to  the  respondent 
or  respondents  requiring  said  respondents  to  file 
an  appearance  and  answer  at  a  time  not  later 
than  ten  days  after  the  issuance  of  said  notice. 
Any  answer  shall  be  responsive  to  each  and  every 
paragraph  of  the  petition  and  shall  set  forth 
simply,  precisely,  and  with  substantial  certainty 
each  and  every  defense,  counter-claim,  cross- 
claim,  or  other  claim  for  relief.  Such  order  of 
notice  may  be  served  not  later  than  seven  days 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  defendant  is 
required  to  file  his  answer  by  an  officer  qualified 
to  serve  civil  process,  by  delivering  to  the 
respondent  within  such  time  an  attested  copy 
thereof  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  by  leaving  such  copy  at 
his  last  and  usual  place  of  abode,  or,  if  the 
respondent  is  an  owner  or  agent  of  an  owner  at 
the  address  to  which  the  rent  is  sent  or  delivered, 
or  to  the  address  used  by  the  city  of  Boston  for 
real  property  tax  purposes,  or,  if  the  respondent 
is  a  corporation,  service  may  also  be  made  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  or  by  leaving  an  attested 
copy  thereof  at  the  last  and  usual  place  of  abode 
of  the  president,  treasurer,  or  clerk  of  the  cor- 
poration, or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  court 
may  direct.  In  the  alternative,  service  by  reg- 
istered mail  with  return  receipt  requested  shall 
be  suilicient  if  an  affidavit  of  service  and  the  re- 
turned receipt,  if  received  by  the  plaintiff,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  case  on  or  before  the  return  day 
of  the  process  or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
court  may  allow.  The  process  of  the  court 
shall  run  throughout  the  commonwealth  for 
service  in  any  case  or  proceeding  within  its 
jurisdiction. 

Section  9.  The  trial  of  all  causes,  motions, 
and  other  matters,  whether  interlocutory  or 
final,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  court 
sitting  without  a  jury,  except  that  in  all  cases 
where  a  jury  trial  is  required  by  the  constitution 
of  the  commonwealth,  such  cases  shall  be  forth- 
with tried  before  a  jury  therein,  selected  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapter  234  of  the  General  Laws, 
presided  over  by  the  justice,  provided  that  the 
defendant  has  complied  with  such  reasonable 
bond  requirements  as  the  court  may  order  and 
has  not  waived  his  rights  to  a  j  ury.  In  all  actions 
before  the  court,  the  report  of  an  inspector  of 
the  housing  inspection  department  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  contained  therein.  A 
party  aggrieved  by  a  final  decree  or  j  udgment  of 
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the  court  may,  within  seventy-two  hours  after 
receipt  of  notice  of  entry  thereof,  appeal  there- 
from. An  appeal  from  a  linal  decree  or  judgment 
shall  be  taken  directly  to  the  supreme  judicial 
court.  When  such  appeals  have  been  taken,  all 
temporary  orders,  judgments,  injunctions,  de- 
crees, or  other  orders  of  the  court  may  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  be  stayed  pending  appeal. 
The  completion  of  an  appeal  hereunder  shall  be 
governed  by  section  135  of  chapter  231  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  the  cause  shall  thereupon  be 
pending  before  the  supreme  judicial  court,  which 
shall  hear  and  determine  the  same,  and  allirm, 
reverse,  and  modify  the  decree  appealed  from. 

Section  10.  Orders  pending  appeal.  Upon 
entry  of  an  appeal  in  the  supreme  judicial  court 
from  a  linal  decree,  the  court  or  any  justice 
thereof  may  make  such  orders  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  receivers,  and  of  injunction  or  prohibi- 
tion, or  for  continuing  the  same  in  force,  as  are 
needful  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  parties, 
until  the  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  supreme 
judicial  court. 

Section  11.  In  any  equity  case  the  court  shall, 
if  a  written  request  by  any  party  entitled  to  ap- 
peal therefrom  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  court 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  party  has 
been  notified  of  the  entry  of  the  decree,  report 
the  material  facts  found  by  him  within  five  days 
after  filing  of  the  request  as  aforesaid  or  within 
such  further  time  as  the  court  may  grant.  If 
no  such  request  is  filed,  such  report  shall  be  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.  Such  request  may 
be  accompanied  by  a  request  for  action  on  rul- 
ings of  law  duly  filed  during  the  trial,  and  in  case 
of  such  additional  request  exceptions  may  be 
taken  to  any  rulings  or  refusals  to  rule  thereon 
within  three  days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  the 
action  of  the  court  thereon.  A  request  for  action 
on  such  requested  rulings  may  be  made  also 
within  three  days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  a 
report  of  material  facts  made  by  the  court  in  its 
discretion  without  previous  request,  and  excep- 
tions may  be  taken  as  aforesaid  within  three 
days  after  notice  of  the  action  of  the  court.  In 
either  case,  the  filing  of  such  requests  after  trial 
for  action  on  rulings  of  law  shall  constitute  a 
waiver  of  the  right  to  appeal  under  section  19 
of  chapter  214,  and  in  case  exceptions  are  taken 
as  herein  provided  the  party  shall  be  entitled  to 
take  an  appeal  under  sections  122  and  123  of 
chapter  231  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  12.  Upon  an  appeal  in  equity  cases 
the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  have  been  ex- 
amined orally  before  the  court,  at  the  request 
of  any  party,  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  court 
in  accordance  with  sections  24  and  25  of  chapter 
214  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  13.  In  all  cases  decided  by  the  court 
a  final  decree  shall  be  entered  although  excep- 
tions have  been  taken  or  a  bill  of  exceptions  has 
been  filed  and  allowed,  but  execution  and  opera- 
tion of  the  decree  so  entered  shall  be  stayed 
until  the  exceptions  have  been  disposed  of  unless 
the  courts  find  that  the  exceptions  are  im- 
material, frivolous,  or  intended  for  delay. 

Section  14.  A  party  aggrieved  by  an  inter- 
locutory decree  of  the  court  may  in  like  manner 
appeal;  but  the  appeal  shall  not  suspend  the 
execution  of  such  decree,  except  as  provided  in 
section  22  of  chapter  214,  nor  transfer  to  the 
full  supreme  judicial  court  the  entire  cause  or 
any  matter  therein  except  the  question  whether 


the  interlocutory  decree  appealed  from  shall  be 
open  to  revision  upon  appeals  from  final  decrees, 
so  far  only  as  it  appears  to  the  full  supreme 
judicial  court  llial  such  linal  decrees  are  er- 
roneously affected   thereby. 

Section  15.  If,  upon  making  an  interlocutory 
decree  or  order,  the  court  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  so  affects  the  merits  of  the  controversy  thai 
the  matter  ought,  before  further  proceedings, 
to  be  determined  by  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
he  may  report  the  question  for  that  purpose,  and 
stay  all  further  proceedings  except  those  neces- 
sary to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  parties. 

Section  16.  No  process  for  the  execution  of  a 
final  decree  of  the  court  shall  issue  until  the  ex- 
piration of  twenty-four  hours  after  the  entry 
thereof,  unless  all  the  parties  against  whom  such 
decree  is  made  waive  an  appeal  by  a  writing 
filed  with  the  clerk  or  by  causing  an  entry 
thereof  to  be  made  on  the  docket;  except  that 
if  the  court  is  of  opinion  that  the  appeal  from 
such  decree  is  groundless  and  intended  merely 
for  delay,  process  for  the  execution  of  the  decree 
may  be  awarded  notwithstanding  the  appeal. 

Section  17  Every  order  and  decree  shall  bear 
date  of  the  day  when  actually  entered  by  the 
clerk,  and  at  the  time  of  the  entry  he  shall  note 
such  date  upon  the  order  or  decree  and  upon  the 
docket. 

Section  18.  The  court  may  issue  writs  of 
seisin  and  execution  in  common  form  if  such 
process  is  appropriate  for  the  enforcement  of  a 
decree  in  equity. 

Section  19.  Where  a  bond  is  required  of  a 
receiver  appointed  by  the  court,  the  provisions 
of  section  7  of  chapter  203  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply. 

Section  20.  When  judgment  is  entered  by  the 
court  upon  demurrer,  or  upon  a  case  stated,  or 
when  a  decree  is  rendered  in  an  action,  except 
in  open  court,  the  clerk  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  parties  or  to  their  attorneys. 
Section  21.  Any  action  commenced  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws 
to  recover  possession  of  premises  situated  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  city  wherein  the 
defendant  asserts  a  defense  under  section  8A  of 
said  chapter,  and  files  with  the  court  a  copy  of 
the  inspection  report  referred  to  in  said  section 
8A,  shall  be  transferred  on  motion  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court  in  which  said  action  was  commenced, 
who  shall  forthwith  transfer  papers  and  entry 
fee  in  the  cause  to  the  clerk  of  the  court,  and  the 
same  shall  proceed  as  though  originally  entered 
there.  i 

Section  22.  Whenever  cross  actions  between 
the  same  parties  or  two  or  more  actions,  includ- 
ing for  the  purposes  hereof  other  court  proceed- 
ings arising  out  of  or  connected  with  the  same 
accident,  event,  or  transaction,  are  pending,  one 
or  more  in  the  court  and  also  one  or  more  district 
courts  or  superior  court,  the  court,  upon  motion 
of  any  party  to  any  of  such  actions,  may  order 
that  the  action  or  actions  pending  in  the  district 
court  or  courts  or  superior  court  or  courts,  with 
all  the  papers  relating  thereto,  be  transferred  to 
the  court  without  the  payment  of  any  entry  fee. 
Either  party  may  remove  a  civil  case  to  the  court, 
provided,  however,  that  no  case  originally  en- 
tered in  the  court  may  be  transferred  to  any  other 
court. 

Section  23.  All  penalties  imposed  by  the 
court  in  cases  arising   under  chapter   111   and

chapter  186  of  the  General  Laws  upon  defend- 
ants who  did  not  wilfully,  repeatedly,  or  reck- 
lessly disobey  an  order  of  the  city's  commissioner 
of  housing  inspection,  or  who  did  not  wilfully  or 
recklessly  cause  or  permit  the  violation  in  ques- 
tion to  exist,  shall  be  deemed  noncriminal,  and 
all  aspects  of  proceedings  to  collect  such  penal- 
ties shall  be  conducted  subject  to  applicable 
statutes  governing  civil  procedure.  Penalties 
imposed  under  chapter  ill  and  chapter  186 
upon  defendants  who  wilfully,  repeatedly,  or 
recklessly  disobey  an  order  of  the  commissioner 
of  housing  inspection  or  who  wilfully  or  reck- 
lessly cause  or  permit  the  violation  in  question 
to  exist  shall  be  criminal  in  nature,  and  all  as- 
pects of  such  proceedings  shall  be  conducted 
subject  to  applicable  statutes  governing  criminal 
procedure.  Every  proceeding  commenced  under 
this  chapter  to  collect  a  criminal  fine  shall  be 
brought  by  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspec- 
tion. Proceedings  to  collect  a  civil  fine  or  for- 
feiture may  be  brought  by  the  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  or  by  any  tenant  affected 
provided  that  such  tenant  is  otherwise  a  party 
to  an  action  before  the  court,  and  in  such  case 
the  action  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection,  and  all  sums 
collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  held  by  him, 
and,  subject  to  appropriation,  remitted  to  the 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection  solely  for 
use  to  defray  costs  incurred  in  the  demolition, 
removal,  repair,  or  cleaning  of  structures  under 
section  127 A  of  chapter  111  or  for  the  use  of  the 
receivership  loan  fund  of  section  127J  of  chapter 
111. 

Section  24.  The  court  shall  have  a  clerk,  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  who  shall  be  knowl- 
edgeable in  housing  maintenance  and  rehabilita- 
tion, and  in  the  public  services  available  to  help 
both  landlord  and  tenant  maintain,  finance,  and 
repair  housing  intended  for  human  occupancy. 
Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court,  his  services 
shall  be  made  available  to  all  parties  before  the 
court,  and  he  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties 
as  the  court  may  order  from  time  to  time. 

The  clerk  shall  hold  office  during  good  be- 
havior, subject,  however,  to  retirement  under 
the  provisions  of  any  applicable  general  or  spe- 
cial law  relative  to  retirement  systems.  He 
shall  annually  receive  such  salary  as  is  provided 
for  the  first  assistant  clerk  of  the  superior  court 
for  civil  business  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  pur- 
suant to  section  94  of  chapter  221  of  the  General 
Laws.  In  case  of  the  absence,  death,  or  removal 
of  the  clerk,  the  court  may  appoint  a  temporary 
clerk  to  act  until  the  clerk  or  a  successor  takes 
or  resumes  office. 

Section  25.  The  court  shall  appoint  an  as- 
sistant clerk  and  may  appoint  additional  assist- 
ant clerks  and  specialists  in  housing  maintenance, 
repair,  and  financing,  in  such  numbers  and  at 
such  salaries  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  Suffolk 
county  compensation  plan. 

Section  26.  The  clerk  and  any  assistant 
clerks  or  housing  specialists  shall  be  sworn  by 
a  justice  who  shall  forthwith  make  return  of  such 
act  with  the  date  thereof  to  the  state  secretary. 
They  or  one  of  them  shall  attend  all  sessions  of 
the  court  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceed- 
ings. The  clerk  shall  have  care  and  custody  of 
all  records,  books,  and  papers  appertaining  to, 
or  filed  or  deposited  in,  his  office.  He  .may 
make  and  issue  writs  and  processes,  shall  make 


returns  of  the  court,  tax  bills  of  costs,  and  receive 
fines,  forfeitures,  fees,  and  costs  accruing  from 
the  business  of  the  court,  including  fees  for 
blanks  and  copies. 

The  clerk  may  sign  process  issued  by  the  court, 
and  court  records,  documents,  or  other  legal 
papers  or  copies  thereof,  made  or  issued  by  the 
clerk  in  conformity  with  law,  by  imprinting 
thereon  a  facsimile  of  the  same  validity  as  a 
written  signature.  All  clerical  powers  and  obli- 
gations conferred  upon  the  clerk  by  any  appli- 
cable statute  may  be  exercised  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  clerk,  by  an  assistant  clerk. 

Section  27.  The  clerk  or  any  assistant  clerk 
or  housing  specialist  shall  not  be  retained  or 
employed  as  attorney  in  an  action,  complaint, 
or  proceeding  in  the  court  which  has  been  ex- 
amined or  tried  therein. 

Section  28.  The  clerk  and  assistant  clerks 
and  housing  specialists  before  entering  the  per- 
formance of  their  official  duties,  and  thereafter 
at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  year,  so  long 
as  they  continue  to  hold  such  offices,  shall  sepa- 
rately give  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city 
a-  bond,  conditioned  to  perform  faithfully  their 
official  duties,  with  a  surety  company  author- 
ized to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth 
as  surety,  in  a  sum  approved  by  the  court,  but 
in  no  event  less  than  $5,000.  Failure  to  give 
such  bond  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  removal. 

Section  29.  A  court  officer  shall  be  appointed 
and  may  be  removed  by  the  court,  and  any 
vacancy  caused  by  removal  or  otherwise  may 
likewise  be  filled.  The  court  olficer  shall  attend 
the  sessions  of  the  court,  shall  preserve  order, 
and  may  serve  orders  and  processes  of  the  court. 
The  court  officer  shall  annually  receive  from  the 
city  such  salary  as  is  established  in  the  Suffolk 
county  compensation  plan. 

Such  court  officer  shall  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  sum  of 
$1,000,  payable  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
city,  with  sufficient  sureties,  approved  by  the 
court. 

Section  30.  The  court  or  the  clerk  or  assist- 
ant clerk  may  employ  clerical  and  stenographic 
services  for  the  court  and  may  procure  all  law 
books  relating  to  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
of  the  United  States  or  to  the  problems  of  hous- 
ing generally,  and  all  stationery  and  other  inci- 
dentals required  by  the  court.  Any  sums  so 
expended  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  upon  vouchers 
signed  by  the  court.  The  number  and  salary  of 
such  additional  personnel  shall  be  such  as  are 
established  in  the  Suffolk  county  compensation 
plan. 

Section  31.  There  shall  be  appropriated  an- 
nually the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  establishment 
and  operation  of  the  court  during  each  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1,  1970.  Sums  in  excess  of 
$100,000  per  year,  necessary  for  the  operation  of 
the  court,  shall  be  appropriated  annually  and 
borne  by  the  city. 

Section  2.  Section  49  of  chapter  35  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  words  "the  clerk  and  assistant  clerks 
of  the  superior  court  for  criminal  business  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk"  the  following  words  "the 
clerk,  assistant  clerk,  and  court  olficer  of  the 
housing  court  for  the  city  of  Boston." 

Section  3.  Section  127G  of  chapter  ill  of 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sentence: 
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"This  section  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  com- 
menced in  the  housing  court  of  the  city  of 
Boston." 

Section  4.  Section  22  of  chapter  214  of  the 
General  Laws  as  most  recently  amended  by  chap- 
ter 309  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "After  an 
appeal  has  been  taken  from  a  decree  of  the 
superior  court,  or  housing  court  for  the  city  of 
Boston,  the  supreme  judicial  court  may,  by  an 
order,  on  terms  or  otherwise,  suspend  the  execu- 
tion or  operation  of  the  decree  appealed  from, 
pending  the  appeal,  and  may  modify  or  annul 
any  order  made  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  the  parties,  pending  the  appeal;  but,  until 
such  order  has  been  modified  or  annulled,  the 
justice  of  the  superior  court  or  housing  court  by 
whom  the  order  or  decree  appealed  from  was 
made,  or  any  other  justice  of  said  court,  may 
make  any  proper  interlocutory  orders,  pending 
such  appeal,  including  orders  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  receivers,  of  injunction,  of  prohibition, 
and  orders  for  continuing  in  force  such  orders 
previously  made,  or  for  modifying  or  dissolving 
them." 

Section  5.  Section  42  of  chapter  223  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "All  real 
and  personal  property  liable  to  be  taken  on  exe- 
cution, except  such  personal  property  as,  from 
its  nature  or  situation,  has  been  considered  as 
exempt  according  to  the  principles  of  the  com- 
mon law  as  adopted  and  practiced  in  the  com- 
monwealth, and  except  as  provided  in  the  four 
following  sections,  may  be  attached  upon  the 
original  writ  or  petition  in  any  action  in  which 
debt  or  damages  are  recoverable,  and  may  be 
held  as  security  to  satisfy  such  judgment  as  the 
plaintiff  may  recover;  but  no  attachment  of  land 
shall  be  made  on  a  writ  returnable  before  a 
district  court  unless  the  debt  or  damages  de- 
manded therein  exceed  $20." 

Section  6.  Section  86A  of  chapter  223  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "Upon  motion  of  the  plain- 
tiff at  any  time  after  a  verdict  has  been  rendered 
or  a  finding  of  liability  or  otherwise  made  in 
his  favor  in  any  action  at  law  in  the  superior 
court  or  housing  court,  or  after  a  finding  in  his 
favor  fixing  the  amount  of  an  unliquidated  claim 
has  been  made  in  a  suit  in  equity  in  the  supreme 
judicial,  superior  court,  or  housing  court  for  the 
city  of  Boston,  shall  thereupon  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  by  appropriate  procedure  and  process 
to  cause  to  be  reached,  held,  and  thereafter  ap- 
plied in  payment  of  any  judgment  or  decree  in 
his  favor  in  such  action  or  suit  the  same  kind 
of  property,  right,  title,  or  interest,  legal  or 
equitable,  of  a  defendant,  within  or  without  the 
commonwealth,  which  may  be  reached  and  ap- 
plied under  clauses  (7)  and  (8)  of  section  3  of 
chapter  214  of  the  General  Laws,  and  any  prop- 
erty, right,  title,  or  interest,  legal  or  equitable, 
real  or  personal,  including  any  shares  or  inter- 
ests in  corporations,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  and 
located  or  having  a  general  office  in  the  com- 
monwealth, fraudulently  conveyed  by  the  de- 
fendant with  intent  to  defeat,  delay,  or  defraud 
his  creditors  or  to  defeat  or  delay  the  plaintiff 
in  the  satisfaction  of  his  claim,  or  purchased,  or 


directly  or  indirectly  paid  for,  by  liirn,  the  record 
or  other  title  to  which  is  retained  in  the  vendor 
or  is  conveyed  to  a  third  person  with  intent  to 
defeat,  delay,  or  defraud  the  creditors  of  the 
defendant  or  to  defeat  or  delay  the  plaint  ill  in 
the  satisfaction  of  his  claim;  provided,  that,  in 
reaching  and  applying  hereunder  the  interest  of 
a  partner  in  partnership  property,  the  business 
of  the  partnership  shall  not  be  enjoined  or  other- 
wise interrupted  further  than  to  restrain  the 
withdrawal  of  any  portion  of  the  defendant's 
share  or  interest  therein  until  final  judgment  or 
decree  in  such  action  or  suit." 

Section  7.  Section  6  of  chapter  224  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentence:  "Except  as  provided  in 
section  5,  all  proceedings  for  the  examination, 
commitment,  or  discharge  of  a  defendant  ar- 
rested on  mesne  process  or  on  execution,  and  all 
supplementary  proceedings  under  this  chapter 
as  to  a  judgment  debtor,  shall  be  had  in  the 
district  court  within  whose  judicial  district  the 
defendant  or  debtor  was  arrested  or  lives  or  has 
a  usual  place  of  business  or  employment  or  in  the 
housing  court  for  the  city  of  Boston  in  actions 
arising  under  its  jurisdiction;  or,  if  the  defendant 
or  debtor  does  not  live  or  have  a  usual  place 
of  business  or  employment  within  the  common- 
wealth, such  proceedings  may  also  be  had  in  the 
district  court  within  whose  judicial  district  the 
record  of  the  original  action  is  kept. 

Section  8.  Section  7  of  chapter  227  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "If  a  defendant  in  an  action 
in  the  supreme  judicial  or  superior  court  or 
housing  court  for  the  city  of  Boston  is  absent 
from  the  commonwealth,  or  his  residence  is  un- 
known to  the  officer  serving  the  writ,  and  no 
personal  service  has  been  made  on  him  or  his 
agent  appointed  under  section  5,  or  if  the  service 
of  a  writ  is  defective  or  insufficient  by  reason  of 
a  mistake  of  the  plaintiff  or  officer  as  to  where  or 
with  whom  the  summons  or  copy  ought  to  have 
been  left,  the  court,  upon  suggestion  thereof  by 
the  plaintiff,  shall  order  the  action  to  be  con- 
tinued until  notice  of  the  action  is  given  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  order,  and  in  the  housing 
court  the  plaintiff  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed 
in  rem  against  the  property. 

Section  9.  Section  8  of  chapter  227  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing sentence:  "If,  after  such  notice,  the  de- 
fendant does  not  appear  within  twenty-one  days

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee,  having  met  on 
Monday,  July  13,  1970,  and  on  Tuesday,  July 
28,  1970,  in  accordance  with  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  Monday,  June  29,  1970, 
relative  to  the  repair  and  restoration  of  the 
Summer  Street  Bridge,  recommends  adoption  of 
the  attached  order  by  the  City  Council. 

Whereas,  The  bridge  carrying  Summer  Street 
over  what  is  now  the  Penn  Central  Transporta- 
tion Company's  railroad  has  been  closed  to 
traffic  since  May  14,  1968,  because  of  a  fire  that 
took  place  on  said  date,  the  said  railroad  being 
then  owned  and  operated  by  the  trustees  of  the 
property  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  which  property  on 
January  1,  1969,  became  the  property  of  the 
Penn  Central  Transportation  Company,  now  in 
reorganization  under  the  Federal  Bankruptcy 
Act;  and 

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  the  property  of  the 
Penn  Central  Transportation  Company,  as  the 
successor  by  order  of  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  the  District  of  Connecticut  to  the  lia- 
bility of  the  trustees  of  the  property  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, are  liable  for  the  repair  and  restoration  of 
said  bridge  (other  than  the  wearing  surface);  and 

Whereas,  The  continued  disrepair  of  said 
bridge  constitutes  a  serious  health,  safety,  and 
financial  hazard  to  those  Bostonians  who  live 
and  work  within  the  surrounding  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  operation  of  said  bridge  plays 
an  important  role  in  the  overall  traffic  system  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Said  bridge  was  daily  traversed  by 
at  least  20,000  motor  vehicles,  including  emer- 
gency vehicles  such  as  ambulances,  Civil  De- 
fense equipment,  fire  apparatus,  and  police 
vehicles,  and  many  other  vehicles  which  deliver 
materials  that  are  vital  to  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  Boston ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  continued  disrepair  of  said 
bridge  denies  ready  access  for  emergency  vehi- 
cles, whether  proceeding  to  South  Boston  from 
the  downtown  business 'district  or  from  South 
Boston  to  the  downtown  business  district;  and 

Whereas,  Said  continued  disrepair  of  said 
bridge  does  not  allow  full  and  efficient  access  to 
the  federal  military  facilities  that  provide  over 
22,000  civilian  positions  and  generate  approxi- 
mately $200,000,000  per  year  for  Boston  and  its 
suburbs;  and 

Whereas,  Said  continued  disrepair  of  said 
bridge  causes  restraints  on  access  to  passenger 
and  cargo  movements  incidental  to  the  port  of 
Boston,  and  places  constraints  and  economic  loss 
on  a  number  of  firms  located  in  South  Boston 
that  are  directly  dependent  on  this  artery  for 
shipment  and  delivery  of  goods;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  duly 
passed  three  orders,  the  first  on  June  3,  1968, 
the  second  on  July  8,  1968,  and  the  third  on

June  29,  1970,  all  of  which  are  relative  to  the 
restoration  of  said  bridge;  and 

Whereas,  The  progress  regarding  the  repair  of 
said  bridge  has  not  materialized  to  the  satis- 
faction and  standards  of  the  Boston  City 
Council;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  grant 
a  two-week  period  commencing  on  Monday, 
August  3,  1970,  and  ending  on  Monday,  August 
24,  1970,  during  which  time  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Corporation  Counsel 
shall  take  the  necessary  steps  to  consummate 
with  the  trustees  of  the  property  of  the  Penn 
Central  Transportation  Company  a  properly 
dated  schedule,  within  which,  acceptable  repairs 
shall  be  completed  for  the  reopening  of  said 
bridge;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That,  if  said  schedule  does  not  reflect 
the  urgency  necessitated  by  the  conditions 
herein  described,  created  by  the  disrepair  of 
said  bridge,  and  if  it  is  agreed  upon  with  the 
trustees  of  the  property  of  the  Penn  Central 
Transportation  Company  that  said  trustees,  at 
a  designated  future  date,  will  pay  to  the  City  of 
Boston  its  lawful  share  of  all  costs  incurred 
through  the  complete  repair  and  restoration  of 
said  bridge  by  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Boston 
City  Council  request  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
direct  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
solicit  bids  for  the  needed  repairs  to  said  bridge. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  passed.

REQUEST  FOR  INFORMATION  RE 
LAND  ACQUISITION  BY  HARVARD 
IN   MISSION   HILL  SECTION 

Couns.  ATKINS  and  HICKS  offered  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  the  largest 
percentage  of  tax-exempt  property  of  any  major 
American  city ;  and 

Whereas,  A  significant  amount  of  this  tax- 
exempt  property  is  owned  by  educational  and 
medical  institutions;  and 

Whereas,  The  Harvard  Medical  School  has 
developed  plans  calling  for  the  acquisition  and 
demolition  of  128  buildings  and  230  residential 
units  in  the  Mission  Hill  section  of  Roxbury  and 
their  conversion  to  institutional  use;  and 

Whereas,  The  families  located  in  the  affected 
neighborhood  are  primarily  low-  and  moderate- 
income  families,  and  will  have  great  difficulty 
finding  suitable  and  equivalent  relocation  hous- 
ing; and 

Whereas,  If  the  affected  neighborhood  is  de- 
molished and  the  families  displaced,  substantial 
risk  will  be  created  that  the  larger  Mission  Hill 
community  will  be  adversely  affected — stores, 
schools,  churches,  security;  and 

Whereas,  The  Harvard  Medical  School,  work- 
ing through  the  Affiliated  Hospital  Coalition — 
Boston  Lying-In,  Children's  Hospital,  Free  Hos- 
pital for  Women,  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,  Peter  Bent  Brigham,  Robert  Breck 
Brigham — plans  to  construct  in  this  area  new 
hospital  facilities,  research  facilities,  a  new 
power  plant  by  1973,  housing  and  service  facili- 
ties for  doctors  and  nurses  and  staff,  parking 
facilities,  etc.;  and 

Whereas,  To  the  end  of  institutional  expansion 
an  unknown  number  of  homes  and  buildings 
have  already  been  quietly  purchased,  with  many 
more  planned  for  acquisition,  with  little  or  no 
involvement  of  the  relocation  services  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  nor  the  over- 
view of  the  Zoning  Commission  or  Board  of 
Appeals,  nor  the  involvement  of  the  Traffic  or 
Police  or  Fire  Departments;  and 
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Whereas,  It,  is  unclear  what,  if  any,  commit- 
ment the  Affiliated  Hospital  Coalition  or  the 
Harvard  Medical  School  is  prepared  to  make  to 
the  residents  of  the  immediate  neighhorhood,  or 
to  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  health  and 
medical  services  which  might  mitigate  the  dis- 
ruption and  fiscal  loss  likely  to  ensue;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  Mission  Hill 
neighborhood  have  formed  an  organization,  the 
Roxbury  Tenants  of  Harvard,  to  deal  with  the

Ordered  by  the  Boston  City  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter, 
that: 

1.  We  respectfully  request  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  investigate  the  above-mentioned  mat- 
ter and  to  report  back  to  the  City  Council 
within  two  weeks  the  following  information: 

a.  How  many  buildings  and  housing  units 
have  already  been  acquired  by  Harvard  in 
the  affected  area,  and  how  many  more  are 
planned  for  acquisition. 

b.  What  plans  have  been  made  for  the 
construction  of  replacement  housing,  at  what 
rents,  on  what  construction  schedules,  by  what 
developers,  and  for  what  people. 

c.  What  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
payments  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  the 
property  thus  being  removed  from  the  tax 
rolls. 

d.  What  agencies,  departments,  boards, 
commissions,  or  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
have  been  apprised  of  the  Harvard-Affiliated 
Hospital  development  and  expansion  plan,  and 
what  cooperation  or  assistance  has  the  City 
given  the  project  to  date. 

e.  What  steps,  if  any,  have  been  taken  to 
safeguard  the  immediate  and  surrounding 
neighborhoods  against  deterioration  (e.g.,  is 
the  area  scheduled  to  be  one  of  the  Compre- 
hensive Code  Enforcement  Areas  for  which 
approval  is  now  being  sought  from  the  City 
Council). 

f.  What  steps  may  be  taken  by  the  city 
to  prevent  or  regulate  the  expansion  being 
planned,  so  as  to  minimize  its  impact  upon 
the  residents  and  fiscal  structure  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Further,  be  it  resolved  that: 

1.  The  Urban  Renewal  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  hold  a  public  hearing  to  evaluate 
the  responses  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  to 
receive  such  information  or  statements  from  resi- 
dents and  others  as  may  be  relevant.  The  Coun- 
cil staff  is  hereby  instructed  to  send  copies  of 
this  resolution  and  to  invite  to  the  hearing  at 
least  the  following  people: 

a.  Roxbury  Tenants  of  Harvard. 

b.  The  Dean  of  the  Harvard  Medical

Whereas,  A  "health  crisis"  has  developed  in 
many  parts  of  Boston  because  of  the  departure 
of  doctors  from  these  areas;  and

or,  at  most,  only  minimal  care;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  has  solicited  community  action  to 
establish  neighborhood  primary  health  care 
centers  with  the  assistance  of  hospitals  normally 
servicing  these  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Several  primary  health  care  centers, 
such  as  the  Bunker  Hill  Health  Center  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  are  already 
functioning  with  great  success,  thereby  marking 
this  type  of  health  care  as  a  trend  for  the  future; 
and 

Whereas,  There  are  groups  in  the  city,  such 
as  the  Port  Norfolk  Health  Committee,  the 
Jamaica  Plain  Wide  Health  Coordinating  Com- 
mittee, and  others  in  the  North  End,  the  Chinese 
section,  and  Uphams  Corner,  which  have  al- 
ready submitted,  or  are  about  to  submit,  their 
proposals  to  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  These,  and  other  groups  which  are 
to  be  formed,  will  need  seed  money  in  order  to 
have  their  plans  come  to  fruition ;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  funds  are  made  available  for 
these  groups  which  will  be  ready  to  commence 
their  operations  in  the  next  few  months,  these 
groups  will  not  be  able  to  receive  any  seed 
money  until  April,  1971,  at  the  earliest;  now, 
therefore  be  it, 

Ordered  by  the  Boston  City  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter, 
that  we  respectfully  request  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  investigate  the  inclusion  in  his  supplementary 
budget  of  the  sum  of  $100,000,  to  be  held  in 
escrow  to  provide  the  essential  seed  money  to 
such  groups  as  have  been  herein  mentioned  and 
any  other  such  groups  which  may  eventually 
need  similar  financial  assistance,  and  to  reply 
to  the  Council  prior  to  the  time  the  supplemen- 
tary budget  is  voted  upon  by  the  Council.

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  69  of 
chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws,  any  employee 
of  the  City  of  Boston  who,  while  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  duty,  receives  bodily  injury  resulting 
from  acts  of  violence  of  patients  or  prisoners  in 
his  custody,  and  who  as  a  result  of  such  injury 
would  be  entitled  to  benefits  under  said  chapter 
152,  shall  be  paid  the  difference  between  the 
weekly  cash  benefits  to  which  he  would  be  en- 
titled under  said  chapter  152  and  his  regular 
salary,  without  such  difference  being  charged 
against  available  sick  leave  credits,  even  if  the 
resultant  incapacitation  may  be  for  a  period  of 
less  than  six  days.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  member  of  the  police  or  fire  force  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

year,  shall  have  given,  by  a  writing  executed  in 
such  form  and  detail  as  such  rule  or  regulation 
shall  prescribe,  and  filed  with  the  officer  in 
command  of  the  police  division  in  which  such 
vehicle  is  parked,  notice  of  intention  to  park 
in  such  district  and  shall  display  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  such  vehicle,  while  parked,  such  visible 
evidence  of  the  giving  of  such  notice  as  such  rule 
or  regulation  shall  prescribe;  but  neither  the 
giving  of  such  notice  nor  the  issuance  of  visible 
evidence  of  the  giving  thereof  shall  be  construed 
to  assign  any  specific  space  to  any  person  or 
vehicle.

the  cost  of  teachers'  salaries,  textbooks,  and  in- 
structional materials,  opined  that  such  legislation 
would   be   unconstitutional,  970  A.S.  789;   and 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  ruled  on  May  15,  1970,  that  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court's  opinion  of  May  11,  1970, 
made  it  clear  that  the  aforementioned  three 
orders  pending  before  the  Council  could  not  be 
constitutionally  adopted;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  of  Massachusetts  (see,  e.g.,  Board,  of  Edu- 
cation v.  Allen,  392  U.  S.  236;  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  354  Mass.  779)  have  suggested  that  the 
financial  pressure  on  private  schools  may  consti- 
tutionally be  relieved  by  public  programs  of 
assistance  to  all  students  attending  public  as  well 
as  private  schools,  or  their  parents;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  that  (a)  the 
economic  difficulties  being  encountered  by  private 
schools  in  Boston  are  typical  of  those  experienced 
by  private  schools  throughout  the  state,  and  (b) 
the  problem  and  its  possible  solutions  are  state- 
wide rather  than  local; 

Now,  therefore,  the  City  Council  hereby  urges 
the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  to  adopt  and 
approve  forms  of  statutory  aid  to  all  grade  and 
high  school  students  of  the  Commonwealth, 
whether  they  be  students  in  public,  parochial,  or 
other  private  schools  within  the  Commonwealth, 
including,  without  limitation,  the  expenditure  of 
state  funds  to  provide  free  textbooks  and  teaching 
materials  and  free  transportation  to  and  from 
school. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  the  State  Department  of  Education  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  set  up  a  scholar- 
ship fund  for  any  worthy  student  attending 
primary  or  secondary  school  in  Massachusetts,  not 
to  exceed  $100  per  student,  which  shall  be  paid 
to  an  accredited  school  upon  acceptance  by  that 
school  of  said  student. 

This  scholarship  fund  shall  be  administered  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  and  shall 
require  application  and  approval  by  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  said  student  to  defray  the  parent's 
or  guardian's  cost  of  education  for  such  student. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  shall  grant 
these  scholarships  based  on  guidelines  which  they 
should  promulgate.  Any  amount  granted  to  stu- 
dents attending  nonpublic  schools  shall  likewise 


be  granted  in  a  similar  amount  to  the  public 
school  system  in  that  city  or  town.  The  public 
school  may  accept  aid  in  credits  for  new  school 
construction  or  other  projects  such  as  training 
aids  or  programs. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  as  submitted  by  the  committee 
and  as  amended  was  adopted.

Whereas,  Said  fuel  shortage  may  drastically 
increase  rents  because  of  the  high  price  landlords 
will  be  forced  to  pay  for  fuel;  now  therefore,

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  record 
itself  in  favor  of  a  proposal  by  Senator  Maclntyre 
of  New  Hampshire,  which  seeks  the  admittance 
of  an  additional  150,000  barrels  of  foreign  oil 
per  day  to  enter  the  New  England  area,  and 
which,  if  favorably  acted  upon,  would  save  2  cents 
per  gallon  of  fuel  and  would  also  stabilize  the

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
The  Bevised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  1  the  follow- 
ing chapter  1A  initiative  and  referendum: 

Section  1.  The  city  council  or  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  hold  a  public  hearing  and  act  with 
respect  to  every  petition  which  is  addressed  to  it 
and  which  is  signed  by  at  least  ten  registered 
voters  of  the  city.  The  hearing  shall  be  held  by 
the  city  council  or  the  school  committee,  or,  in 
either  case,  by  a  committee  or  subcommittee 
thereof,  and  the  action  by  the  city  council  or 
school  committee  shall  be  taken  not  later  than 
three  months  after  the  petition  is  filed  with  the 
city  clerk.  Hearings  on  two  or  more  petitions 
filed  under  this  section  may  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  and  the  clerk  shall  mail  notice 
of  the  hearing  to  the  petitioner  whose  name  first 
appears  on  each  petition  at  least  forty-eight 
hours  before  the  hearing. 

Section  2.  The  word  "measure"  as  it  is  used 
in  this  chapter  shall  mean  an  ordinance  passed 
or  which  could  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or 
an  order,  resolution,  vote,  or  other  proceeding 
passed  or  which  could  be  passed  by  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  including  a 
specific  item  in  a  city  budget  or  school  com- 
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mittee  budget,  but  excluding  (1)  proceedings  re- 
haling  to  the  organization  or  operation  of  the 
cily  council  or  school  committee,  (2)  an  emer- 
gency measure  passed  in  conformity  with  the 
cily  charter,  (3)  the  city  budget  as  a  whole  or 
the  school  committee  budget  as  a  whole,  (4)  a 
revenue  loan  order,  (5)  any  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  the  city's  debts  or  obligations,  (6)  an 
appropriation  of  funds  necessary  to  implement  a 
written  agreement  executed  under  section  1781 
of  chapter  149,  (7)  any  proceeding,  or  part 
I  hereof,  relating  to  the  election,  employment, 
appointment,  suspension,  transfer,  demotion, 
removal,  or  discharge  of  any  city  officer  or  em- 
ployee, (8)  any  proceeding  providing  for  the 
submission  or  referral  of  a  matter  to  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  city  at  an  election,  or  (9)  any 
proceeding  repealing  or  rescinding  a  measure,  or 
a  part  thereof,  which  is  protested  by  referendum 
procedures.  The  words  "initiative-measure" 
shall  mean  a  measure  proposed  by  initiative 
procedures  under  this  chapter  and  the  words 
"referendum  measure"  shall  mean  a  measure,  or 
part  of  a  measure,  which  is  protested  by  the 
referendum  procedures  under  this  chapter. 
Whenever  the  city  clerk  is  required  by  section  8 
or  section  14  to  give  written  notice  to  petitioners, 
he  shall  cause  such  notice  to  be  delivered  to  the 
residence  of  the  person  whose  name  first  appears 
on  the  initiative  petition,  the  supplemental 
initiative  petition,  or  the  referendum  petition, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  3.  A  measure  may  be  proposed  to  the 
city  council  or  to  the  school  committee  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
but  no  measure  which  is  substantially  the  same 
as  any  other  measure  submitted  or  referred  to 
the  voters  and  disapproved  by  them  within  two 
years,  or  which  would  have  the  ell'ect  of  repeal- 
ing any  measure  so  submitted  or  referred  and 
approved  by  the  voters  within  two  years,  may 
be  proposed  by  initiative  procedures. 

Section  4.  Initiative  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  the  liling  of  an  initiative  petition 
with  the  city  clerk.  The  petition  shall  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  city  council  or  the  school  com- 
mittee, shall  contain  a  request  for  the  passage 
of  a  particular  measure  set  forth  in  the  petition 
and  shall  be  signed  by  ten  registered  voters  of 
the  city.  If  the  clerk  determines  that  all  the 
lilers  are  registered  voters,  he  shall  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  petition  to  the  corporation  counsel. 

Section  5.  .Within  fifteen  days  after  his 
receipt  of  the  petition  the  corporation  counsel 
shall  advise  the  city  clerk  in  writing  whether  the 
measure  may  be  proposed  by  initiative  pro- 
cedures and  whether  it  may  lawfully  be  passed 
by  the  city  council  or  the  school  committee. 
The  clerk  shall  furnish  copy  of  the  corporation 
counsel's  opinion  to  the  person  whose  lirst  name 
appears  on  the  initiative  petition. 

Section  6.  After  the  city  clerk  determines  that 
the  lilers  of  the  petition  are  registered  voters  of 
the  city,  the  signatures  of  additional  registered 
voters  of  the  city  who  support  the  petition  may 
be  gathered  on  forms  prepared  in  accordance 
with  section  12.  The  separate  pages  bearing 
additional  signatures  shall  be  filed  at  one  time 
with  the  city  clerk  not  more  than  six  months 
after  the  liling  of  the  original  petition  with  the 
clerk  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the 
initiative  petition.  Such  additional  signatures, 
together  with  those  of  the  ten  lilers  of  the  peti- 
tion, shall  be  at  least  equal  in  number  to  10 


percent  of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city  or  20,000  registered  voters,  whichever 
is  less. 

Section  7.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  of 
signatures  to  an  initiative  petition  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  section  13. 
Within  thirty  days  after  an  initiative  petition 
is  presented  to  the  city  council  or  the  school 
committee  the  council  or  the  committee  shall 
act  with  respect  to  the  initiative  measure  by 
passing  it  without  change,  or  by  rejecting  it, 
or  by  passing  some  other  measure  stated  to  be 
in  lieu  thereof.  The  passage  of  a  measure  in 
lieu  of  an  initiative  measure  shall  be  deemed  a 
rejection  of  the  initiative  measure.  If  the  coun- 
cil or  the  committee  fails  to  act  with  respect  to 
the  initiative  measure  as  required  by  this  section 
within  thirty  days  after  presentation,  the 
measure  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  rejected 
on  the  thirtieth  day  after  presentation.  If  an 
initiative  measure  is  rejected,  the  city  clerk 
shall  promptly  give  written  notice  of  that  fact 
to  the  petitioners. 

Section  8.  Within  twenty  days  after  notice  of 
the  rejection  of  an  initiative  measure  has  been 
given  by  the  city  cleric,  a  supplemental  initiative 
petition  addressed  to  the  city  council  on  forms 
prepared  in  accordance  with  section  12  may  be 
filed  with  the  clerk.  The  supplemental  initiative 
petition  shall  be  signed  by  a  number  of  registered 
voters  of  the  city  which  is  at  least  equal  to  5  per- 
cent of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters  of 
the  city  or  5,000  voters,  whichever  is  less.  The 
sulliciency  of  the  number  of  signatures  to  a  sup- 
plemental initiative  petition  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  section  13.  If  the 
number  of  signatures  to  a  supplemental  initia- 
tive petition  is  sullicient,  the  city  council  shall 
provide  for  a  submission  of  the  initiative  measure 
to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance 
with  section  15. 

Section  9.  Any  measure  passed  by  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  including  a 
measure  proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and 
passed  by  the  council  or  the  committee,  may  be 
protested  and  referred  to  the  registered  voters 
of  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

Section  10.  Referendum  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  the  liling  of  a  referendum  petition 
with  the  city  clerk  within  twenty  days  after  the 
iinal  passage  by  the  city  council  or  the  school 
committee  of  the  measure  to  which  the  petition 
relates.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
city  council  or  the  school  committee  on  forms 
prepared  in  accordance  with  section  12  and 
shall  be  signed  by  a  number  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city  which  is  at  least  equal  to  12  percent 
of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters  of  the 
city.  Whenever  referendum  procedures  are 
started  in  accordance  with  this  section,  the 
referendum  measure  shall  thereupon  be  sus- 
pended from  taking  ell'ect,  and  such  suspension 
shall  remain  in  force  until  (1)  it  is  determined 
that  there  is  an  insullicient  number  of  signatures 
to  the  petition,  or  (2)  the  referendum  measure 
has  been  repealed  or  rescinded  by  the  city  coun- 
cil or  the  school  committee,  or  (3)  the  question 
whether  the  measure  should  take  ell'ect  has  been 
determined  by  the  registered  voters. 

Section  11.  The  sulliciency  of  the  number  of 
signatures  to  a  referendum  petition  shall  be 
determined    in    accordance    with    section     13. 
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Within  ihirly  days  after  a  referendum  petition 
is  presented  to  the  city  council  it  shall  recon- 
sider the  referendum  measure  and  shall  repeal 
or  rescind  it,  or  the  council  shall  provide  for 
referring  the  matter  to  the  registered  voters  of 
the  city  in  accordance  with  section  If.  Within 
thirty  days  after  a  referendum  petition  is  pre- 
sented to  the  school  committee  it  shall  likewise 
reconsider  and  repeal  or  rescind  the  referendum 
measure  or  shall  notify  the  city  council  that  it 
has  failed  to  take  such  action  with  respect  to 
the  measure.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  the 
city  council  shall  thereupon  provide  for  referring 
the  matter  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city 
in  accordance  with  section  14. 

Section  12.  (a)  Signatures  to  initiative,  sup- 
plemental initiative,  and  referendum  petitions 
need  not  all  be  on  one  paper. 

(b)  Each  separate  page  of  an  initiative  peti- 
tion on  which  signatures  in  addition  to  those  of 
the  ten  original  filers  of  the  petition  are  obtained 
shall  bear  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  ten 
original  lilers  of  the  petition  and  shall  also  have 
two  sentences  in  substantially  the  following 
form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
(city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the  city 
of  Boston  pass  the  following  measure:  (set 
forth  initiative  measure  in  full).  Each  of  the 
undersigned  certilies  that  he  is  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not  signed 
this  initiative  petition  more  than  once. 

(c)  Each  separate  page  of  a  supplemental 
initiative  petition  shall  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
following  measure  which  was  presented  by  an 
initiative  petition  and  then  rejected  by  the 
(city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the  city 
of  Boston  be  submitted  to  all  the  registered 
voters  of  the  city:  (set  forth  initiative  measure 
in  full).  Each  of  the  undersigned  certilies  that 
he  is  a  registered  voter  of  the  city  and  that  he 
has  not  signed  this  supplemental  initiative 
petition  more  than  once. 

(d)  Each  separate  page  of  a  referendum  peti- 
tion shall  have  two  sentences  in  substantially  the 
following  form  at  the  top: 

(Each  of  the  undersigned  protests  the  action 
of  the  (city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the 
City  of  Boston  whereby  it  passed  the  follow- 
ing measure:  (set  forth  the  protest  measure  in 
lull),  and  requests  that  such  measure  be  re- 
pealed or  rescinded.)  or  (Each  of  the  under- 
signed protests  the  action  of  the  (city  council) 
(school  committee)  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
passing  (describe  measure  in  general  terms) 
insofar  as  said  measure  contains  the  following 
provisions:  (set  forth  the  protested  provisions 
in  full),  and  requests  that  such  provisions  be 
repealed  or  rescinded.)  and:  Each  of  the 
undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not  signed 
this  referendum  petition  more  than  once. 

(e)  All  initiative,  supplemental  initiative,  and 
referendum  petitions  shall  require  the  following 
information  to  be  furnished  by  each  signer  in 
accordance  with  the  following  instructions 
which  shall  appear  on  each  page:

(1)  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be  filed  in  the 
period  between  July  fifteenth  and  December 
thirty-first,  the  year  inserted  in  "Registered  Ad- 
dress" in  subsection  (e)  above  shall  be  the  then 
current  year.  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be 
filed  in  the  period  between  January  first  and 
July  lifteenth,  the  year  which  is  so  inserted  shall 
be  the  preceding  year. 

Section  13.  Whenever  a  completed  initiative 
petition,  a  supplemental  initiative  petition,  or  a 
referendum  petition  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk, 
he  shall  submit  it  to  the  Election  Commission 
forthwith.  The  Commission  shall  thereupon 
examine  the  petition  and  place  a  checkmark 
against  each  signature  which  they  determine  is 
the  name  of  a  registered  voter  of  the  city,  except 
that  when  they  have  checked  a  number  of  signa- 
tures which  is  -10  percent  greater  than  the  mini- 
mum number  of  signatures  which  is  required  for 
a  valid  petition,  they  need  not  examine  or  check 
any  further  signatures.  The  Commission  shall 
prepare  a  certificate  showing  the  number  of 
signatures  to  the  petition  which  have  been  so 
checked  and  the  number  of  registered  voters  of 
the  city  who  were  entitled  to  vote  at  the  most 
recent  preceding  regular  election,  and  the  regis- 
trars sliiil I  return  the  petition  with  their  cer- 
tificate to  the  city  clerk.  The  number  of  persons 
who  were  so  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  number  of  registered  voters  of  the  city  for 
the  purposes  of  sections  6,  8,  and  10.  The  city 
clerk  shall  hold  the  petition  and  Commissioners' 
certificate  available  for  public  inspection  during 
ordinary  ollice  hours  for  two  full  days;  and  unless 
written  objections  to  the  certificate  of  the  Com- 
missioners are  filed  by  a  registered  voter  within 
said  period,  the  Commissioners'  certificate  shall 
be  deemed  conclusive.  If  objections  are  so 
filed,  the  clerk  shall  promptly  give  written 
notice  of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners.  Objections 
to  the  sufficiency  or  validity  of  the  signatures  on 
any  petition  shall  be  disposed  of  forthwith  in  the 
manner  provided  by  section  11  of  chapter  53, 
and  to  the  extent  required  the  commissioners 
shall  revise  accordingly.  If  the  certificate  of  the 
commissioners  or  their  revised  certificate,  if  any, 
shows  that  the  number  of  signatures  is  insuffi- 
cient, the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  that  fact 
to  the  petitioners  and  shall  retain  the  petition 
for  at  least  six  months,  after  which  period  the 
clerk  may  destroy  the  petition.  If  such  original 
or  revised  certificate  shows  that  the  number  of 
signatures  is  sulficient,  the  clerk  shall  present  the 
petition  and  the  applicable  certificate  to  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  as  may  be 
appropriate. 
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Section  14.  Whenever  an  initiative  measure 
is  to  be  submitted  to  the  registered  voters  or  a 
referendum  measure  is  to  be  referred  to  them, 
the  city  council  shall  provide  for  such  submission 
or  referral  at  a  special  city  election  to  be  held  on 
any  Tuesday,  other  than  a  holiday,  within  120 
days  after  the  supplemental  initiative  petition 
was  presented  to  the  city  council  or  the  refer- 
endum petition  was  presented  to  the  city  council 
or  the  school  committee,  provided  that  if  a  regu- 
lar city  election  is  to  be  held  within  said  period, 
the  city  council  may  cause  such  submission  or 
referral  to  occur  at  such  regular  city  election. 

Section  15.  (a)  At  the  election  at  which  an 
initiative  measure  is  submitted  to  the  registered 
voters,  the  ballot  shall  contain  a  question  in  sub- 
stantially the  following  form:

(b)  At  the  election  at  which  a  referendum 
measure  is  referred  to  the  voters  the  ballot  shall 
contain  a  question  in  substantially  the  same 
form  as  one  of  the  following: 

(Shall  the  following  measure  which  was 
passed  by  the  (city  council)  (school  com- 
mittee) take  effect?  (Text  of  measure)

(c)  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  or  refer- 
endum measure  is  to  be  submitted  or  referred 
to  the  registered  voters,  the  city  clerk  shall  fur- 
nish a  copy  of  such  measure  to  the  corporation 
counsel.  If  the  corporation  counsel  deems  it 
necessary  or  desirable,  he  shall  prepare  a  fair  and 
concise  summary  of  the  measure  for  use  on  the 
ballot  or  ballot  label  in  lieu  of  the  full  text  of  the 
measure.  In  addition,  if  only  part  of  a  measure 
is  being  referred  to  the  voters,  the  corporation 
counsel  may  add  such  explanatory  material  as 
he  deems  necessary  in  order  to  indicate  what 
effect  the  repeal  of  such  part  will  have. 

Section  16.  An  initiative  measure  shall  take 
effect  and  a  referendum  measure  shall  not  take 
effect,  if  a  majority  of  the  persons  voting  on  the 
question  so  vote. 

Section  17.  If  two  or  more  questions  are  sub- 
mitted or  referred  to  the  registered  voters  at  one 
election  and  as  a  result  of  the  election  incon- 
sistent measures,  which  were  contained  in  such 
questions,  would  be  in  effect  thereafter,  only  the 
measure  receiving  the  greater  number  of  votes 
in  favor  of  its  effectiveness  shall  take  effect  or 
remain  in  effect. 

Section  18.  The  city  council  may  submit  any 
measure  which  it  could  pass,  and  on  the  request 
of  the  school  committee  shall  submit  any  meas- 
ure which  the  school  committee  could  pass,  to 
the  registered  voters  for  their  approval  or  dis- 
approval at  a  regular  or  a  special  city  election. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  to  impair  the  mayor's  power  to 
veto  action  by  the  city  council  to  the  extent  that 
such  power  is  conferred  on  him,  except  that  he 
shall  not  have  any  power  to  veto  city  council 
proceedings  providing  for  the  submission  of  an 
initiative  measure  or  the  referral  of  a  referendum 
measure  to  the  registered  voters.  If  the  mayor 
vetoes  an  initiative  measure  passed  by  the  coun- 


cil or  vetoes  proceedings  of  the  council  repealing 
or  rescinding  a  referendum  measure  and  the 
council  fails  to  override  the  mayor's  veto,  the 
council  shall  then  provide  for  submitting  the 
initiative  measure  of  referring  the  referendum 
measure  to  the  registered  voters. 

Section  20.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such 
provision  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to 
any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  or  unconstitutional,  such  invalidity  or 
unconstitutionality  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  the  validity  or  constitutionality  of  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions  of  said  chapter  or  the 
application  of  such  provision  to  persons  or  cir- 
cumstances other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is 
held  invalid.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
legislative  intent  that  said  chapter  would  have 
been  adopted  had  such  invalid  or  unconstitu- 
tional provisions  not  been  included  therein.

PROPOSED    ESTARLISIIMENT    OF 
NEIGHBORHOOD  SERVICE  AREAS 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

Section  1.     Purpose. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  encourage 
citizen  involvement  in  government  at  the 
neighborhood  level  by  permitting  limited  self- 
government  through  the  establishment  of  neigh- 
borhood area  councils  as  legal  entities  of  the  city 
government. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Neighborhood 
Service  Areas. 

The  City  Council  may  establish  one  or  more 
neighborhood  service  areas  to  provide  services 
or  functions  that  the  neighborhood  area  council 
is  authorized  to  undertake. 

Section  3.     Creation  by  Petition. 

(a)  A  petition  may  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  requesting  the  establishment  of  a  neigh- 
borhood service  area  to  provide  any  service  or 
services  which  the  city  is  otherwise  authorized 
by  law  to  provide.  Such  petition  must  be  signed 
by  20  percent  of  the  voters  residing  in  such  area. 
The  petition  shall  describe  the  territorial  bound- 
aries of  the  proposed  service  area,  shall  specify 
the  services  to  be  provided,  and  shall  indicate 
the  size  of  the  neighborhood  area  council. 

(b)  Upon  receipt  of  the  petition  and  verifica- 
tion of  the  signatures  thereon,  the  City  Council 
shall,  within  thirty  days  following  verification, 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  the  requested  neighborhood  service  area 
shall  be  established.  The  hearing  may  be  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time  but  shall  be  completed 
within  sixty  days  of  its  commencement. 

(c)  Within  thirty  days  following  the  public 
hearing,  the  City  Council  shall  by  resolution 
approve  or  disapprove  the  establishment  of  the 
requested  neighborhood  service  area. 

(d)  A  resolution  approving  the  creation  of  the 
neighborhood  service  area  may  contain  amend- 
ments or  modifications  of  the  area's  boundaries, 
functions,  or  the  size  of  the  neighborhood  area 
council  as  set  forth  in  the  petition. 

Section  4.  Boundary  Changes'of  a  Neighbor- 
hood Service  Area. 

The  City  Council  may,  pursuant  to  a  request 
from  a  neighborhood  area  council  accompanied 
by  a  petition'signed  by  at  least  20  percent  of  the 
voters  residing  in  the  area  to  be  added  or  deleted, 
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enlarge,  diminish,  or  otherwise  alter  the  bound- 
aries of  any  existing  neighborhood  service  area 
following  the  procedures  set  forth  in  sections 
3  (b),  (c),  and  (d). 

Section  5.  Considerations  in  Setting  Boundaries. 

In  establishing  neighborhood  service  area 
boundaries  and  determining  those  services  to 
be  undertaken  by  a  neighborhood  area  council, 
the  City  Council  shall  study  and  take  into  con- 
sideration, but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(a)  The  extent  to  which  the  area  constitutes 
a  neighborhood  with  common  concerns  and  a 
capacity  for  local  neighborhood  initiative, 
leadership,  and  decision-making  with  respect  to 
city  government. 

(b)  City  agency,  authority,  and  resources 
which  may  appropriately  be  either  transferred 
or  shared  with  the  neighborhood  area  council. 

(c)  Population  density,  distribution,  and 
growth  within  a  neighborhood  service  area  to 
assure  that  its  boundaries  reflect  the  most  effec- 
tive territory  for  local  participation  and  control. 

(d)  Citizen  access  to,  control  of,  and  partici- 
pation in  neighborhood  service  area  activities 
and  functions. 

Section  6.  Dissolution  of  a  Neighborhood  Ser- 
vice Area. 

(a)  The  City  Council  may,  after  a  public  hear- 
ing, dissolve  a  neighborhood  service  area  on  the 
initiative  of  the  City  Council  or  pursuant  to  a 
petition  signed  by7  at  least  20  percent  of  the 
voters  living  within  the  neighborhood  service 
area. 

(b)  The  City7  Council  shall  give  notice,  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  neigh- 
borhood service  area,  of  its  intention  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  a  proposed  dissolution.  Such 
notice  shall  be  given  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  date  of  the  public  hearing. 

Section  7.     Election  of  Council;  Vacancies. 

(a)  A  neighborhood  area  council  shall  consist 
of  five  to  nine  members.  The  term  of  office  of 
each  member  shall  be  two  years,  and  until  a 
successor  is  qualified. 

(b)  The  council  members  shall  be  elected  at 
large  by  and  from  voters  residing  in  the  neigh- 
borhood service  area  at  the  time  of  the  election. 
The  City  Council  shall  determine  the  time  and 
manner  of  holding  such  elections. 

(c)  A  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  neighbor- 
hood area  council  by  appointment.  Members 
so  appointed  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified. 

Section  8.  Neighborhood  Area  Council  Pow- 
ers and  Functions. 

A  neighborhood  area  council  may  exercise  any 
powers  and  perform  any  functions  within  the 
neighborhood  service  area  expressly  authorized 
by  the  City  Council,  which  may  include  but  not 
be  limited  to: 

(a)  Advisory  or  delegated  substantive  au- 
thority, or  both,  with  respect  to  such  programs 
as  a  community  action  program,  urban  renewal, 
relocation,  public  housing,  planning  and  zoning 
actions,  and  other  physical  development  pro- 
grams, crime  prevention  and  juvenile  delin- 
quency programs,  health  services,  code  inspec- 
tion, recreation,  education,  and  manpower  train- 
ing. Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  the  City  Council  to  delegate 
to  any  neighborhood  area  council  any  sub- 
stantive authority  with  regard  to  zoning. 

(b)  Self-help  projects,  such  as  supplemental 
refuse  collection,  beautification,  minor  street  and 


sidewalk  repair,  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  neighborhood  community  centers,  street  fairs 
and  festivals,  cultural  activities,  recreation,  and 
housing  rehabilitation  and  sale. 

(c)  Acceptance  of  funds  from  public  and  pri- 
vate sources,  including  public  subscriptions;  and 
expenditure  of  monies  to  meet  overhead  cost  of 
council  administration  and  support  for  neighbor- 
hood service  area  projects. 

Section  9.  Compensation;  Meetings;  By- 
Laws;  Quorum. 

(a)  Members  of  a  neighborhood  area  council 
shall  receive  no  compensation  but  may  receive 
reimbursement  of  actual  and  necessary  travel 
and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  ollicial  duties. 

(b)  A  neighborhood  council  shall  adopt  by- 
laws providing  for  the  conduct  of  its  business 
and  the  selection  of  a  presiding  ollicer  and  other 
officers. 

(c)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  neighbor- 
hood area  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Each  member  shall 
have  one  vote. 

Section  10.     Annual  Report. 

Each  neighborhood  area  council  shall  make  an 
annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil which  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

Section  11.     Financial  Records. 

Each  neighborhood  area  council  shall  keep 
complete  financial  records  which  shall  be  subject 
to  city  audit. 

Section  12.     Ombudsman;  Other  Staff. 

(a)  The  City  Council  shall  elect  by  ballot  or 
otherwise,  an  ombudsman  to  hold  olfice  for  a 
term  of  eight  years  and  until  his  successor  is 
qualified.  He  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  full  Council.  The  ombuds- 
man shall  be  responsible  for  processing  citizen 
complaints  that  are  directed  or  referred  to  him 
and  which  he  determines  to  be  valid.  He  shall 
establish  and  maintain  procedures  for  the  ex- 
amination and  appropriate  referral  of  requests 
for  information  or  assistance  on  any  municipal 
matter.  The  heads  of  all  city  agencies  shall  co- 
operate fully  with  the  ombudsman.  The 
ombudsman  shall  maintain  a  central  grievance 
file  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  He  shall 
analyze  data  on  citizen  complaints  and  shall 
submit  reports  thereof  as  directed  by  the  City 
Council.  The  ombudsman  shall  appoint  and 
may  remove  the  members  of  his  stall'. 

(b)  The  City  Council  may  by  ordinance 
establish  other  stall'  positions,  regular  or  special, 
as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  to  assist  the  councillors  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

(c)  Salaries  of  Council  Stall';  The  City  Coun- 
cil shall  byr  ordinance  establish,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  modify,  a  salary  schedule  and  a  job 
description  for  the  ombudsman  and  such  other 
positions  as  it  may  create  to  serve  as  Council 
stall'.

VETO  OF  ORDER  ACCEPTING  CHAP- 
TER 628,  ACTS  OF  1970,  RE  IDEN- 
TIFICATION  OF   POLICE   OFFICERS 

The  following  was  received :

Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  26,  1970. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  adopted  by  your  Honor- 
able Rody  on  August  10,  1970,  accepting  chap- 
ter 628  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  entitled  "An  Act 
Providing  That  No  Police  Officer  or  Other  Per- 
son Empowered  To  Make  Arrests  Who  Is  Em- 
ployed by  a  City  or  Town  Shall  Re  Required  To 
Wear  a  Tag  Identifying  Him  Ry  Name."  My 
objections  hereto  are  twofold,  one  technical  and 
one  substantive. 

Chapter  628  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  is,  in  terms, 
not  subject  to  acceptance,  but  inserts  a  section 
98C  in  chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
does  not  become  operative  until  it  is  accepted. 
Therefore,  any  acceptance  should  be  of  section 
98C  of  chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  as  in- 
serted by  chapter  628  of  the  Acts  of  1970.  As  is 
readily  apparent,  this  is  a  technical  objection 
which  could  easily  be  cured  if  there  were  not  a 
substantive  problem. 

My  substantive  objection  is  that  G.L.,  c.  41, 
s.  98C,  if  accepted,  would  prohibit  the  city  from 
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requiring  members  of  its  police  force  to  wear  a 
tag  identifying  them  by  name.  This  is  a  matter 
which  is  currently  the  subject  of  an  arbitration 
proceeding  which  commenced  on  June  12,  1970, 
before  Professor  Robert  Stutz.  In  my  opinion, 
to  accept  legislation  alfecting  the  matter  prior 
to  the  arbitrator's  decision  would  be  most  inap- 
propriate.

In  determining  whether  the  maximum 
rent  for  such  housing  accommodations  yields  a 
fair  net  operating  income  from  such  housing 
accommodations  due  consideration  shall  be  given 
to  the  following,  among  other  relevant  factors: 
(1)  increases  in  property  taxes;  (2)  unavoidable 
increases  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 
(3)  major  capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations  as  distinguished  from  ordinary 


repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance;  (4)  in- 
creases or  decreases  in  living  space,  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  or  equipment;  and  (5) 
substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing  accom- 
modations, other  then  ordinary  wear  and  tear, 
or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replace- 
ment, or  maintenance. 

"The  board  may  refuse  to  grant  an  upward 
adjustment  of  the  maximum  rent  if  it  determines 
that  the  housing  accommodation  violates  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code 
or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and  such 
violation  is  not  caused  by  the  tenant's  neglect 
or  misconduct  and  has  not  been  cured  by  the 
landlord  after  due  notice  and  the  lapse  of  a  rea- 
sonable time  to  remedy  the  violation.  The  board 
may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
the  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the 
tenant  is  more  than  thirty  days  in  arrears  in 
payment  of  rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  au- 
thorized by  law. 

"After  the  establishment  of  a  maximum  rent 
for  a  housing  accommodation,  the  board  shall 
make  such  subsequent  adjustments,  either  up- 
ward or  downward,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
assure  to  the  landlord  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  the  housing  accommodation;  provided, 
however,  that  the  board  shall  not  be  required  to 
entertain  an  application  for  adjustment  of  a 
maximum  rent  of  any  housing  accommodation 
if  a  maximum  rent  for  said  housing  accommoda- 
tion has  been  established  within  a  period  of 
twelve  months. 

"(b)  Rent  Increases  Restricted.  After  July  1, 
1970,  no  landlord  may  increase  the  rent  for  any 
housing  accommodation  except  in  accordance 
with  an  order  or  regulation  of  the  board  estab- 
lishing or  adjusting  a  maximum  rent  for  said 
housing  accommodation;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  contained  herein  shall  restrict  the  right 
of  a  landlord  to  charge  a  rent  equal  to  the  rent 
in  effect  on  December  1,  1968." 

Section  9.  Said  chapter  10  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

"Section  5.  Proceedings  Before  the  Board. 
(a)  Individual  Establishment  or  Adjustment 
of  Maximum  Rent.  The  board  may,  on  appli- 
cation of  a  tenant  or  landlord  or  on  its  own 
initiative,  establish  or  adjust  the  maximum  rent 
of  eithe.  a  single  housing  accommodation  or  all 
housing  accommodations  located  in  the  same 
building  or  structure.  Such  application  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  board.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and  the  tenant  of 
every  housing  accommodation  the  rent  of  which 
may  be  affected  by  such  proceeding,  which  notice 
shall  inform  the  recipient  of  the  nature  of  the 
proceeding  and  of  the  right  of  the  recipient  to 
request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  seven  days 
of  receipt  of  said  notice.  If  a  hearing  is  re- 
quested, notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof 
shall  be  furnished  to  said  landlord  and  said  ten- 
ants at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto.  Such  a 
hearing  may  be  conducted  before  a  quorum  of 
the  board.  After  conducting  any  hearing  re- 
quired by  this  paragraph  and  after  considering 
all  the  relevant  evidence  and  testimony,  the 
board  shall  issue  an  order  establishing  the  maxi- 
mum rent  for  the  housing  accommodation  or 
accommodations  involved. 
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"(b)  General  Establishment  or  Adjustment 
of  Maximum  Rent.  The  board  may,  by  regula- 
tion, establish  or  adjust  rents  for  all  housing  ac- 
commodations in  any  class  of  comparable  hous- 
ing accommodations.  Such  regulation  may  be 
adopted  only  after  public  hearing  held  before 
at  least  a  quorum  of  the  board.  Notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  purpose  of  such  hearing  shall  be 
published  three  times  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
having  a  general  circulation  in  the  city,  the  last 
publication  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  prior 
to  such  hearing. 

"  (c)  Judicial  Review.  Any  person  aggrieved 
by  an  order  of  the  board  promulgated  pursuant 
to  this  section  may,  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  date  of  such  order,  appeal  to  the  dis- 
trict court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which 
the  housing  accommodation  lies." 

Section  10.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  line  6  before  the 
word  "rent"  the  word  "maximum." 

Section  11.  Section  9  of  said  chapter  10  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two 
paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
follow  ing    paragraphs : 

"Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  an  application 
for  establishment  or  adjustment  of  a  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive 
director,  within  seven  days  after  his  written 
demand  therefor,  information  pertaining  to  the 
housing  accommodation  or  accommodations  in- 
volved in  the  application  and  to  the  building  or 
structure  wherein  said  housing  accommodation 
is  located  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the 
executive  director. 

"On  or  before  October  1,  1970,  every  landlord 
shall  file  with  the  executive  director  a  written 
statement  on  forms  to  be  provided  by  said  execu- 
tive director.  The  statement  shall  identify  and 
describe  each  housing  accommodation  owned, 
managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord,  and  the 
services  provided  in  conjunction  therewith,  and 
shall  specify  the  rent  currently  being  charged 
for  each  housing  accommodation.  Whenever  a 
rent  is  increased  pursuant  to  a  regulation  of  the 
board,  the  landlord  shall  inform  the  executive 
director  of  such  event,  and  of  any  accompanying 
change  in  housing  services,  furniture,  furnish- 
ings, or  equipment,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  date  upon  which  such  increase  becomes 
effective,  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  execu- 
tive director. 

"Whoever  willfully  withholds  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  or  whoever 
willfully  gives  false  statements  in  connection 
therewith  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50 
per  day  for  each  refusal  or  false  statement,  and, 
in  the  case  of  a  landlord  seeking  an  upward 
adjustment  of  a  maximum  rent,  may  be  denied 
such  adjustment  in  its  entirety."

ORDINANCE    REORGANIZING    ADMIN- 
ISTRATIVE SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 
Coun.  O'LEVRY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 
An  Ordinance  Reorganizing  the  Administrative 
Services  Department,  Creating  Therein  the 


Office  of  Deputy  Director  of  Administrative 
Services  for  Employee  Relations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Clause  (1)  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  first  semicolon 
the  words  "the  deputy  director  of  administrative 
services  for  employee  relations,  twenty-three 
thousand  dollars." 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by 
section  3  of  chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
the  first  two  sentences  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  sentences: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department, 
known  as  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  who  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  the 
Deputy  Director  of  Administrative  Services  for 
Fiscal  Affairs,  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  for  Person- 
nel Relations,  an  officer  known  as  the  Super- 
visor of  Budgets,  an  officer  known  as  the  Super- 
visor of  Personnel,  an  officer  known  as  the 
Purchasing  Agent,  and  the  commissioner  of 
assessing,  the  city  auditor,  and  the  collector- 
treasurer,  ex  officiis.  The  director  of  adminis- 
trative services,  the  deputy  director  of  admin- 
istrative services  for  fiscal  affairs,  the  deputy 
director  of  administrative  services  for  personnel 
relations,  the  supervisor  of  budgets,  and  the 
purchasing  agent  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial  mu- 
nicipal election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and 
shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices." 

Section  3.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended  by  section  3  of 
chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  2A 
the  following  section: 

"Section  2B.  The  deputy  director  of  admin- 
istrative services  for  personnel  relations  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  in  con- 
sultation with  the  director  of  administrative 
services,  continually  review  the  labor  relations 
and  personnel  administration  of  the  city  in  all 
its  aspects,  make  from  time  to  time  recommenda- 
tions for  improvements  in  basic  personnel  poli- 
cies and  procedures,  and  be  generally  responsible 
for  the  management  and  operation  of  labor  rela- 
tions and  personnel  administration  functions." 

Section  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office 
or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  a  new 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either, 
created,  or  a  department  or  agency,  or  division 
of  either,  not  abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and 
every  such  person  shall,  upon  such  reappoint- 
ment, retain  all  rights  to  retirement  with  pension 
that  shall  have  accrued  or  would  thereafter 
accrue  to  him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed 
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to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As  used 
in  this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall  be  con- 
strued as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general 
or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall, 
by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be 
without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced 
in  rank  or  compensation. 

Section  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter 
1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
on  the  Wednesday  next  following  its  approval 
by  the  Mayor.

HOT  LUNCHES  TO  SENIOR  CITIZENS 

Couns.  LANGONE,  SALTONSTALL,  KER- 
RIGAN, and  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  40,000  elementary  public 
school  children  in  the  City  of  Boston  today  who 
are  not  receiving  a  hot  lunch ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  160,000  elderly  persons  in 
Boston,  of  which  it  is  estimated  that  60,000 
desire  to  participate  in  a  hot  lunch  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  1968  Public  Facilities  Commis- 
sion report  reveals  that  a  central  kitchen,  whose 
estimated  cost  of  erection  would  be  $1.6  million, 
could  be  built  to  provide  hot  lunches  for  the 
above  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  The  estimate  in  the  1968  Public 
Facilities  report  indicates  that  the  adoption  of  a 
central  kitchen  hot  lunch  program  would  save 
the  City  of  Boston  about  50  percent  of  the  con- 
struction costs  of  cafeterias  in  the  new  school 
building  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  through  the 
School  Department,  is  going  forward  with  plans 
for  the  purchase  of  a  building  on  Columbia  Road 
and  the  establishment  of  a  hot  lunch  kitchen  for 
40,000  school  children,  a  program  which  would 
not  be  fully  implemented  until  some  time  in  1972 
and  which  would  in  no  way  aid  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  hot  lunch  program  for  approximately 
60,000  senior  citizens;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  to  prepare  plans  and  esti- 
mates of  cost  for  the  construction  of  a  central 


kitchen  to  provide  hot  lunches  for  our  senior 
citizens  who  reside  in  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  To  prepare  plans  for  cafeteria  facili- 
ties conveniently  located  in  various  sections  of 
Boston  either  in  public  buildings  or  through 
cooperating  neighborhood  community  centers  for 
the  purpose  of  serving  hot  lunches  to  our  elderly 
citizens;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  report  be  made  to  the  City 
Council  as  soon  as  possible  when  these  plans  are 
completed. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

TIVES RE  PROPOSED  FARE  INCREASE

Whereas,  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit 
Authority  has  this  past  week  proposed  a  fare  in- 
crease which  would  bring  hardship  to  countless 
thousands  of  Boston  commuters;  and

pay  65  percent  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit 
Authority's  deficit,  will  be  expected  to  absorb 
the  brunt  of  this  proposed  fare  increase;  and 

Whereas,  The  deficit  continues  to  rise  at  an 
alarming  rate,  and  a  fare  increase  enacted 
eighteen  months  ago  did  not,  as  was  promised, 
halt  this  runaway  financial  burden;  and 

Whereas,  Revenues  which  help  subsidize  the 
present  deficit,  namely  the  cigarette  tax,  is  de- 
creasing; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  we  respectfully  request  the 
chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit 
Authority,  Mr.  Henry  Sears  Lodge,  and  the 
acting  general  manager,  Mr.  Joseph  Kelly,  to 
appear  before  the  Boston  City  Council  within 
two  weeks  to  outline  their  reason  for  a  fare  in- 
crease, and  indicate  why  other  proposals  which 
would  bring  more  new  revenue  have  not  been 
submitted.

The  Corporation  Counsel  has  ruled  that  this 
additional  appropriation  must  be  approved  by  your 
Honorable  Body  before  pay  checks  may  be  issued 
to  school  personnel  on  September  28,  1970, 
containing  the  salary  increases.  Consequently,  it  is 
imperative  that  your  Honorable  Body  act  on  this 
matter  without  delay.

On  March  15,  1963,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation  agreement 
of  March  15,  1963,  between  the  city  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect  to 
the  project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local 
grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary 
project  improvements  as  required  for  the 
completion  of  the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $6,455,000 
was  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  April,  1964. 
An  additional  urban  renewal  bond  issue  in  the 
amount  of  $4,925,000  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  in  June,  1967,  bringing  the  total 
authorized  to  $11,380,000. 

As  the  project  nears  completion  it  has  become 
evident  that  additional  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$4,800,000  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
necessary  improvements,  which  the  city  is  obli- 
gated to  provide  under  the  terms  of  the  coopera- 
tion agreement  in  the  Washington  Park  Project 
Area.  This  increase  in  cost  is  due  to  rapidly  rising 
construction  costs  as  well  as  changes  in  design  for 
project  improvements  requested  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department. 

The  anticipated  additional  costs  are  sum- 
marized as  follows: 

Remaining  funds  unencumbered  of 
$11,380,000  authorized,  $2,109,575;  additional 
funds  needed  to  complete  project  improvements, 
$6,909,575;  total  funds  needed  -  additional  bond 
issue,  $4,800,000. 

The  Authority  recommends  that  the  city 
authorize  the  issuance  of  the  necessary  additional 
bonds  so  that  construction  of  remaining  project 
improvements  in  Washington  Park  may  be 
continued  without  interruption.

On  Monday,  August  17,  1970,  bid  proposals 
were  opened  at  Fire  Headquarters  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  6,000-G.P.M.  fireboat. 

A  low  bid  of  $381,342  was  received  from  the 
Grafton  Boat  Company  of  Grafton,  Illinois.  How- 
ever, due  to  the  additional  services  of  the  architec- 
tural firm  of  Potter  and  McArthur,  Boston,  and 
due  to  design  changes  requested  by  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  an  additional  charge  of  $8,500  is 
required,  bringing  the  total  cost  to  $389,842  for 
the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  fireboat. 

As  of  July,  1970,  the  City  Auditor  had 
$260,900  encumbered  for  the  construction  of  the 
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fireboat.  In  1969  the  Fire  Department  requested 
that  $100,000  from  the  sale  of  city  property, 
which  was  approved  by  the  City  Council,  be 
carried  forward  by  the  City  Auditor  into  1970. 
However,  for  some  unknown  reason,  this  money 
was  not  carried  forward. 

Therefore,  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  requesting  you  to 
make  available  to  the  Fire  Department  a  sum  of 
$128,942  from  available  funds,  thereby  allowing 
the  City  of  Boston  to  sign  a  contract  with  the 
Grafton  Boat  Company  for  the  construction  of  a 
6,000-G .P.M.  fireboat. 

The  Grafton  Boat  Company  bid  proposal  is 
binding  for  forty-five  days  from  bid  proposal  date, 
which  ends  October  2,  1970.  Therefore  I  request 
that  you  expedite  this  matter  so  the  city  can  take 
advantage  of  this  low  bid. 

This  is  the  third  time  the  city  has  advertised  for 
bids  for  construction  of  a  fireboat,  and  finally 
conditions  in  the  industry  are  such  that  we 
received  a  good  bid  from  the  Grafton  Boat 
Company.

INFORMATION  ON  ABANDONED  BUILDINGS 
AND  ESTIMATED  COST  OF  ELIMINATION

eliminate  these  hazards. 

In  checking  with  officials  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,  I  have  been  advised  that  the 
forty-seven  buildings  which  remain  standing  and 
vacant  to  which  Commissioner  Thuma  makes 
reference  have  either  been  demolished  or  are  in  the 
process  of  being  demolished  prior  to  the  advent  of 
the  winter  weather.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

This  letter  is  in  reference  to  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  August  10,  1970,  in  which  the 
City  Council  requests  you  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  abandoned  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
to  state  specifically  how  much  money  would  be 
necessary  to  eliminate  all  of  them.  I  am  going  to 
assume,  for  the  purpose  of  this  discussion,  that  an 
abandoned  building  is  one  that  has  become  unsafe 
and  dangerous  either  by  vandalism  or  lack  of 
maintenance-and  probably  both.  I  should  like  to 
divide  abandoned  buildings  into  four  very  broad 
categories.  The  first,  city-owned  buildings;  the 
second,  BRA-owned  buildings;  the  third,  buildings 
acquired  by  the  state  for  the  Southwest  Express- 
way; the  fourth,  all  other  buildings. 

In  the  case  of  buildings  scheduled  for  demo- 
lition by  the  construction  of  the  Southwest  Ex- 
pressway, we  are  dealing  with  1,509  buildings.  Of 
these  628  have  been  razed,  127  are  vacant,  and  754 
are  occupied.  In  the  case  of  the  BRA-owned 
buildings,  our  records  indicate  that  438  have  been 
razed  by  the  BRA  and  47  buildings  remain 
standing  and  vacant.  My  intuition  is  that  the  BRA 
owns  more  buildings  which  may  be  standing  and 
vacant.  Before  any  information  is  furnished  to  the 
City  Council,  I  strongly  recommend  that  you 
confirm  this  figure  with  the  appropriate  authorities 
in  the  BRA. 

Since  October  6,  1969,  to  the  present  time  we 
have  demolished  eighty-two  buildings  which  were 
city-owned.  We  have  made  nine  safe,  have  boarded 
up  six,  and  have  repaired  sidewalk  on  eight 
buildings.  Our  fourth  category  deals  with  all  other 
buildings.  These  are  being  handled  under  a  program 
funded  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development;  one  third  is  paid  by  the  city  and  two 
thirds  by  the  federal  government.  Our  goal  in  this 
program  is  to  demolish  600  houses.  As  of  August 
26,  1970,  we  have  dealt  with  294  of  these  houses; 
125  have  been  demolished  and  169  remain  to  be 
demolished,  which  are  already  out  on  approved 
contracts.  Seventy-two  houses  of  this  number  have 
been  rehabilitated  because  we  threatened  to 
demolish  them.  We  anticipate  awarding  another 
contract  on  August  28,  1970,  for  approximately 
fifty  houses  and  still  another  contract  on  Septem- 
ber 29,  1970,  for  sixty-eight  houses.  In  summary, 
by  the  end  of  September,  1970,  we  will  have 
dealt  with  484  houses,  or  about  80  percent  of  the 
so-called  600  abandoned  houses  mentioned  in  the 
City  Council's  order.  This  has  been  accomplished 
in  nine  months;  put  another  way,  in  about  40 
percent  of  the  time  that  the  federal  government 
allowed. 

The  cost  of  demolition  is  increasing  at  an 
alarming  rate  because  the  cost  of  the  disposal  of 
waste  materials  of  demolition  is  increasing.  Out- 
lying communities  are  unwilling  to  provide  dump 
space  for  our  building  materials. 

At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1970  we  will 
have  stemmed  the  tide  of  abandoned  houses.  Fire, 
vandalism,  lack  of  maintenance,  and  blight  are 
dynamic  factors,  and  I  do  not  feel  that  we  can  ever 
eliminate    "all"    of   the   abandoned    houses.    My 
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estimate  is  that  we  will  in  future  deal  with  thirty 
houses  a  month  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  per  month,  or 
$720,000  per  annum.  Rather  than  become  "demo- 
lition oriented"  we  continue  to  search  for  ways  to 
"rehabilitate"  dilapidated  homes  and  offer  en- 
couragement to  those  property  owners  who  wish 
to  save  their  buildings.

This  letter  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  August 
10  for  a  departmental  recommendation  in  relation 
to  a  City  Council  order  passed  August  3,  1970, 
concerning  community  health  services  programs. 

The  overall  objective  we  are  pursuing,  as  you 
know  is  the  development  of  a  network  of  hospital- 
supported  primary  health  care  centers  throughout 
the  city.  Fundamental  to  the  attainment  of  this 
objective  is  the  plan  for  creation  of  hospital-based 
health  care  districts.  Under  this  plan  each  major 
hospital  of  the  city  has  been  asked  by  the  Mayor  to 
accept  responsibility  for  health  service  programs  in 
one  or  more  neighborhood  communities.  The 
response  to  date  has  been  excellent,  with  eight 
major  hospitals  committed  to  the  plan. 

As  the  second  phase  of  the  districting  plan, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  we  are  proposing  a  city-sponsored  pro- 
gram of  assistance  to  enable  these  hospitals  to 
begin  actual  services  within  the  neighborhoods  of 
Boston. 

Without  requesting  additional  budgetary  sup- 
port at  this  time,  the  department  is  prepared  to 
make  three  "start-up"  grants,  effective  this  month, 
to    the    Massachusetts   General    Hospital  for   the 


North  End,  to  the  Carney  Hospital  for  the  South 
Dorchester  community,  and  to  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  for  South  Jamaica  Plain.  These 
communities  have  immediate  needs  that  cannot 
wait  until  the  next  fiscal  year.  In  each  instance,  the 
hospitals  which  have  participated  actively  with  the 
residents  of  the  community  in  the  development  of 
a  carefully  designed  plan  of  action  will  be  asked  to 
match  the  city  contribution.  A  total  of  $24,000 
will  be  made  available  in  this  manner.  We  believe 
this  sum  is  adequate  to  provide  for  immediate 
necessities. 

Secondly,  beginning  in  1971,  we  are  proposing 
a  program  of  city  grant  support  according  to 
guidelines  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Hospitals.  These  subsequent  grants 
would  also  require  matching  by  the  participating 
hospitals.  As  the  proposed  guidelines  indicate,  all 
funding  requests  for  future  years  would  be  subject 
to  the  regular  city  budgetary  review  and  the 
availability  of  city  funds.

With  your  letter  of  August  21,  1970,  you 
enclosed  a  copy  of  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  requesting,  in  part,  a  report  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  on  the 
number  of  injuries  and  deaths  recorded  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  resulting  from  accidents  that 
occurred  in  or  around  abandoned  buildings.

2.  I  have  asked  the  emergency  and  admission 
services  to  notify  this  office  in  the  future  regarding 
this  type  of  patient.

In  answer  to  your  request  of  August  21,  1970, 
the  following  information  relative  to  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  in  regard  to 
fires  in  and  around  abandoned  buildings  is  hereby 
forwarded. 

During  the  year  of  1969  this  department 
responded  to  35  3  fires  in  vacant  and  abandoned 
buildings.  Of  these  353,  sixty-four  resulted  in 
multiple  alarms  and  seventy  were  regarded  as 
working  fires.  The  property  loss  in  values  of  these 
fires  would  be  estimated  in  the  vicinity  of 
$500,000,  but  this  is  not  the  full  picture.  During 
the  year  of  1969,  because  of  these  fires  in  vacant 
and  abandoned  buildings,  the  Fire  Department 
averaged  an  injury  to  a  fire  fighter  per  fire,  with 
the  injuries  varying  in  seriousness.  This  loss  of 
man-hours  through  these  injuries  becomes  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  operating  budget  of  any 
municipal  fire  department. 

From  January  1,  1970,  up  until  August  20, 
1970,  this  department  has  responded  to  175  fires 
in  vacant  and  abandoned  buildings.  Once  again,  the 
injuries  for  fire  fighters  remained  constant,  and  the 
average  loss  through  fire  to  these  buildings  would 
be  approximately  $250,000.  You  will  note  that 
there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  fires  in 
vacant  buildings  during  the  current  year.  This 
reflects  the  inspection  work  performed  by  the 
inspection  forces  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division 
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and    the  in-service   inspection   of  the   companies 
during  the  daylight  hours. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Chief  in  Charge  of 
the  Fire  Prevention  Division  that  he  is  in  the 
process  of  compiling  a  documentary  on  abandoned 
and  vacant  buildings  and  the  problems  that  they 
present  to  a  large  municipal  fire  department  as  well 
as  to  the  administration  of  a  large  metropolitan 
city.  This  documentary  will  consist  of  colored 
movies  taken  of  buildings,  both  interior  and 
exterior,  in  all  sections  of  the  city.  An  informative 
and  instructive  narration  will  accompany  the  show- 
ing of  this  film  to  the  various  neighborhood  civic 
organizations  with  a  view  to  enlisting  their  aid  in 
policing  their  own  neighborhoods  and  reducing  the 
vandalism  and  illegal  entries  and  use  of  these 
abandoned  and  vacant  buildings.

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  August  21 , 
1970,  and  the  City  Council  order  requesting 
certain  information  relative  to  arrests  resulting 
from  incidents  occurring  in  or  around  abandoned 
buildings  in  Boston. 

Unfortunately  this  department  cannot  furnish 
the  particular  information  requested  because  under 
our  data  processing  system  "Incident"  informa- 
tion, which  of  necessity  must  be  separated  from 
"Arrest"  information,  is  not  coded  for  "Aban- 
doned Building"  reference.  Furthermore,  our  data 
processing  arrest  cards  are  coded  only  by  the 
reporting  area  within  which  the  arrest  was  made, 
not  by  a  specific  location,  and  there  are  824  such 
areas. 

While  approximately  40,000  source  documents 
on  arrests  tabulated  each  year  do  contain  variable 
information  such  as  requested,  its  capture  would 
require  that  abandoned  buildings  be  located,  de- 
fined, and  classified;  and  this  isolated  information 
then  matched  against  a  hand  search  of  the  approxi- 
mately 40,000  original  arrest  reports  which  are 
filed  chronologically  during  the  course  of  a  year. 

Any  attempt  to  produce  the  requested  informa- 
tion, therefore,  would  be  a  time-consuming  task 
which  may  not  produce  sufficient  volume  of 
supportable  data.

With  respect  to  your  further  question  as  to 
what  procedures  have  been  adopted  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  exert  all  possible 
efforts  to  secure  enactment  of  such  Home  Rule 
Petitions  into  law,  we  have,  of  course,  endeavored 
to  secure  a  member  of  the  Legislature  who  would 
file  any  petition  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  we  have  made  sure 
that  the  most  effective  proponent  available  would 
advocate  the  passage  of  the  legislation  at  the 
hearing  of  the  appropriate  committee  —  usually 
Local  Affairs  -  and  we  have  then  asked  the  city's 
legislative  agents  to  obtain  support  for  the 
measures. 

With  respect  to  improvements  in  the  procedure, 
I  think  the  task  of  obtaining  the  attached  informa- 
tion discloses  that  records  should  be  kept  on  a 
more  established  basis  with  respect  to  Home  Rule 
Petitions,  and  we  are  instituting  such  procedures  in 
the  Law  Department.  When  the  1970  records  are 
completed,  we  will  be  able  to  see  more  clearly 
what  our  success  has  been,  but  it  is  my  tentative 
judgment  that  the  city  has  fared  as  well  as  could  be 
expected  with  Home  Rule  Petitions  over  the  past 
three  years.  Those  which  have  not  been  successful 
involve  matters  about  which  there  is  dispute.  None, 
I  think,  have  been  lost  as  a  result  of  an  oversight.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  the  loan  order  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  September  21,  1970,  which  would 
have  provided  $1.5  million  for  the  construction  of 
a  central  kitchen  facility  for  the  preparation  of  hot 
lunches  for  schoolchildren  and  elderly  persons. 

I  regret  that  this  veto  of  an  important  and 
desirable  program  is  necessary.  But  in  the  course  of 
your  consideration  of  the  order,  you  added  lan- 
guage limiting  the  appropriation  to  a  particular 
project  at  a  particular  address  on  Columbia  Road 
on  which  these  funds  were  to  be  spent.  In  my 
judgment  such  a  limitation  on  the  appropriation  of 
construction  funds,  the  amount  of  which  cannot 
be  predicted  accurately  before  undertaking  a  proj- 
ect, is  both  unwise  and  illegal  under  the  provisions 
of  s.  17G  of  the  City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452,  as 
amended).

The  Library  Department  terminated  four  basic 
service  contracts  as  of  March  31,  1970,  due  to  an 
$84,000  price  increase  over  the  amounts  allowed  in 
the  1970  budget  allocations  in  these  four  contracts 
as  a  result  of  bidding.  The  four  contracts  were 
listed  in  the  1970  budget  as  follows:

(2)  Guard  and  patrol  protection  service  at 
Central  Library 

(3)  Cleaning,  polishing,  and  maintenance  ser-

49  Other  Current  Charges  and  Obligations 

(1)  Rental  of  four  auto  trucks  with  drivers 

As  a  result  of  the  termination  of  these  four 

service  contracts  seventeen  full-time  new  positions 
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were  created  with  the  understanding  that  in  the 
course  of  the  year  a  sum  of  $124,000  would  be 
transferred  from  Item  29,  Miscellaneous  Contrac- 
tual Services,  and  Item  49,  Other  Current  Charges 
and  Obligations,  into  Item  10,  Personal  Services.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  EXECUTIVE  OF- 
FICE OF  ADMINISTRATION,  A  DEPART- 
MENT OF  BUILDING  REGULATION, 
AND  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  GENERAL 
SERVICES,  AND  ABOLISHING  ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE SERVICES  DEPARTMENT, 
THE  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT,  AND 
THE  HOUSING  INSPECTION  DEPART- 
MENT, AND  ORDER  APPROVING  A  PE- 
TITION FOR  A  SPECIAL  LAW  REOR- 
GANIZING CERTAIN  DEPARTMENTS  OF 
THE  CITY 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  an 
ordinance  and  an  order  for  a  petition  under  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment.  Together,  these  comprise 
the  proposals  for  reorganization  of  housing  and 
development  functions  and  staff  services  of  the 
city  recommended  to  me  by  the  Home  Rule 
Commission  in  reports  which  I  have  accepted  and 
endorsed. 


The  recommendations  of  the  Home  Rule  Com- 
mission submitted  to  me  in  March  of  this  year  were 
the  product  of  months  of  careful  deliberation.  The 
pioneering  study  of  the  Citizens'  Housing  and 
Planning  Association  on  the  housing  functions  of 
the  city  played  a  basic  role  in  the  commission's 
recommendations.  I  believe  the  consolidation  and 
realignments  of  city  departments  and  related  au- 
thorities spelled  out  in  these  proposals  are  a 
significant,  indeed  historic,  step  forward  in  stream- 
lining and  modernizing  city  government. 

In  substance,  the  order  and  the  ordinance  have 
the  effect  of  placing  all  the  housing  and  develop- 
ment functions  of  the  city  in  three  new  depart- 
ments, and  central  staff  and  management  functions 
in  two  new  departments. 

The  five  new  departments  are: 

1.  Department  of  Development. 

This  department  would  have  charge  of  plan- 
ning, development,  and  construction  of  public 
housing,  along  with  schools,  parks,  streets,  water 
and  sewer  mains,  police  and  fire  stations,  etc. 
Grouping  all  municipal  development  projects  with- 
in one  unit  would  improve  efficiency  by  consoli- 
dating personnel  now  scattered  throughout  many 
agencies,  and  would  enable  the  construction  of 
housing,  schools,  and  streets  to  be  an  integrated 
community  development  process. 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  would  be 
absorbed  by  this  department  except  for  the  plan- 
ning division  and  for  the  authority  to  relocate 
persons  displaced  by  new  construction. 

Boston  Housing  Authority's  power  to  plan  and 
construct  housing  projects  would  be  transferred  to 
this  department  of  development. 

Public  Facilities  Commission  would,  in  effect, 
be  abolished  and  all  of  its  personnel  and  powers 
transferred  to  the  new  department. 

Public  Improvement  Commission  would  be 
abolished  and  its  power  to  map  streets  and  order 
street  and  sewer  construction  transferred. 

Department  of  Public  Works  would  transfer 
only  its  power  to  plan  and  construct  streets,  street 
lighting,  sewers,  and  water  mains,  but  the  DPW 
would  continue  to  manage  these  and  all  other 
public  works. 

Real    Property    Board's    power    to    plan    and 
construct   off-street    parking   facilities    would   be 
transferred  to  the  development  department. 
2.  Department  of  Housing  Services. 

This  department  would  manage  all  city-owned 
dwellings  and  public  housing  units,  and  would 
provide  services  to  occupants,  but  would  be  free  of 
any  responsibility  for  planning  or  construction. 
Relocation  of  persons  displaced  by  the  Department 
of  Development  also  would  be  a  prime  responsi- 
bility of  this  department. 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's  powers  of 
relocation  would  be  transferred  to  this  department. 
The  BRA  currently  has  dual  responsibility  for 
developing  new  projects  and  for  relocating  dis- 
placed persons,  but,  under  the  pressure  of  expe- 
diting construction  schedules,  relocation  pro- 
cedures are  sometimes  deemphasized. 
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Boston  Housing  Authority  powers  to  manage 
and  maintain  public  housing  projects  -  as  con- 
trasted with  the  power  to  plan  and  construct  them 

would  be  situated  in  the  Department  of  Housing 
Services. 

Real  Property  Department's  residential  dwell- 
ings, whether  acquired  by  tax  foreclosure  or  by 
other  means,  would  be  transferred  to  and  managed 
by  the  Department  of  Housing  Services. 

3.  Department  of  Building  Regulation. 

All  licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  required 
for  the  construction'  and  operation  of  dwellings, 
lodging  houses,  and  buildings  would  be  consoli- 
dated into  this  department  for  uniform  administra- 
tion and  control. 

Housing  Inspection  Department  would  be  con- 
solidated into  this  department. 

Building  Department  would  be  consolidated 
into  this  department. 

The  Beacon  Hill  and  Back  Bay  Architectural 
Commissions,  the  Zoning  Commission,  miscel- 
laneous inspection  duties  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  would  be  merged  into  this 
department. 

4.  The  Executive  Office  of  Administration. 

This  new  department  would  be  headed  by  a 
Commissioner  of  Administration.  It  would,  as  an 
arm  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  direct  the  course  of  city 
government  through  the  following  steps: 

A.  Consolidate  the  present  responsibilities  for 
evaluating  city  policies  and  performance  (now 
performed  by  both  the  Office  of  Public  Service  and 
the  Planning  Evaluation  and  Analysis  Section  of 
Administrative  Services)  in  a  single  Division  of 
Administration  headed  by  a  Deputy  Commissioner. 

B.  Consolidate  capital  and  operating  budget 
responsibilities  (now  divided  between  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  and  the  budgeting  division  of 
Administrative  Services)  into  a  single  modern, 
more  program-oriented,  budget  operation  headed 
by  a  Deputy  Commissioner. 

C.  Create  a  new  Division  of  Planning,  headed 
by  a  Deputy  Commissioner.  This  division  would 
assume  the  comprehensive  city-wide  planning  and 
research  functions  of  the  BRA  and  the  responsi- 
bility to  prepare  the  ten-year  capital  improvement 
program  now  performed  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission. 

D.  Create  a  Division  of  Personnel  Relations, 
headed  by  a  Deputy  Commissioner,  who  would 
assume  responsibility  for  collective  bargaining, 
advising  and  assisting  line  departments  in  grievance 
procedures,  and  supervision  and  analysis  of  aspects 
of  city  personnel  policy  such  as  recruitment, 
training,  transfers,  liaison  with  Civil  Service.  The 
present  Personnel  Division  of  Administrative  Serv- 
ices would  remain  under  the  direction  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel  within  the  new  Employee 
Relations  Division. 

5.  General  Services  Department. 
This  department,  headed  by  a  Commissioner, 
would    consolidate    most    of    the    basic    support 
services  for  city  government  now  performed  by 


Administrative  Services  and  the  Real  Property 
Department.  It  would  house  the  present  functions 
of  purchasing,  printing,  and  data  processing  of 
Administrative  Services,  the  Art  commission,  and 
all  the  present  functions  of  the  Real  Property 
Department  except  development  and  management 
of  parking  garages  and  management  of  residential 
real  estate.  The  Committee  on  Foreclosed  Real 
Estate  (its  functions  transferred  to  the  General 
Services  Department),  the  Real  Property  Board, 
and  the  Real  Property  Department  would  be 
abolished. 

The  reorganization  proposals  are  being  sub- 
mitted to  you  in  both  ordinance  and  home  rule 
petition  form  because  some  elements  of  reorganiza- 
tion involving  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  are  beyond 
the  power  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  under  the 
Charter  and  require  legislative  action  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  Other  facets  of  the  reorganization 
involving  such  agencies  as  the  Administrative  Serv- 
ices Department,  Housing  Inspection,  Building 
Department,  and  the  Real  Property  Department 
are  able  to  be  accomplished  by  ordinance.  The 
ordinance  and  the  home  rule  petition  are,  however, 
an  integral  unit,  and  it  is  my  conviction  that  they 
should  be  reviewed  and  evaluated  together. 

The  complexity  and  importance  of  this  legisla- 
tion cannot  be  overstated.  I  submit  it  to  you  at  this 
time  so  that  you  may  have  ample  time  to  consider 
and  evaluate  it  before  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Court. 

I  recommend  your  favorable  action  on  these 
proposals.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston  an 
Executive  Office  of  Administration,  a  De- 
partment   of   Building    Regulation,   and    a 
Department  of  General  Services,  and  Abol- 
ishing the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment,  the   Building  Department,  and   the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  of  the  City. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby   amended  by   striking   out    chapter   4,  as 
amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing chapter: 

Chapter  4 
Executive  Office  of  Administration 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Executive  Office  of  Adminis- 
tration, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Administration, 
consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Administration,  who  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  board,  and  four  other  officers,  known  as  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  for  Administration,  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  for  Budget,  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Personnel  Relations,  and  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  for  Planning.  The  commis- 
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sioner  of  administration  and  the  four  deputy 
commissioners  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall 
devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

The  commission  on  administration  shall  divide 
the  executive  office  of  administration  into  an 
administrative  division,  a  budget  division,  a  per- 
sonnel relations  division,  a  planning  division  and 
such  other  divisions  as  said  commission  shall 
adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
department. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  administration 
shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the 
making  of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspen- 
sion, discharge,  compensation  and  indemnification 
of  subordinates  for  the  department. 

Administrative  Division 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  administration  to  make,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  administra- 
tion, studies  and  recommendations  with  respect  to 
the  organization,  activities,  policies,  and  pro- 
cedures of  all  departments,  boards,  and  officers  so 
that  the  administration  thereof  shall  be  economical 
and  efficient. 

Budget  Division 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  budget  to  review,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioner  of  administration, 
all  aspects  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city  and  make 
recommendations  for  continual  modernization  and 
improvement  in  the  basic  fiscal  policies  and  pro- 
cedures of  the  city,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
the  means  by  which  the  budget  can  be  used  to 
effectuate  policy  decision.  The  deputy  commis- 
sioner for  budget  shall  prepare,  under  the  direction 
of  the  commissioner  of  administration,  the  annual 
and  all  supplementary  budgets  to  be  submitted  by 
the  mayor  to  the  city  council,  and  shall  report  to 
the  commissioner  of  administration  on  all  subse- 
quent revisions  of  the  items  in  any  budget.  The 
deputy  commissioner  for  budget  shall  also  prepare, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  admin- 
istration, all  transfer  orders  to  be  submitted  by  the 
mayor  to  the  city  council  under  section  3B  of 
chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909.  The  deputy 
commissioner  for  budget  shall  further  prepare, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  admin- 
istration, the  form  of  estimate  sheets  to  be  used 
by  each  officer,  board,  and  department,  and  each 
division  of  a  department,  for  which  the  city 
appropriates  money,  and  the  form  of  monthly 
report  of  such  officer,  board,  and  department,  and 
each  division  thereof,  showing  expenditures  to  date 
of  all  appropriations  by  item.  The  deputy  com- 
missioner for  budget  shall,  in  addition,  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed on  the  budget  commissioner  by  any  statute 
other  than  section  56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General 
Laws. 


Personnel  Relations  Division 

Section  5.  The  deputy  commissioner  for  per- 
sonnel relations  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioner  of  administration,  (a)  continually 
review  the  labor  relations  and  personnel  admin- 
istration of  the  city  in  all  its  aspects,  make  from 
time  to  time  recommendations  for  improvements 
in  basic  personnel  policies  and  procedures,  and  be 
generally  responsible  for  the  management  and 
operation  of  labor  relations  and  personnel  admin- 
istration functions,  (b)  establish  and  maintain 
personnel  records,  as  complete  as  practicable,  for 
all  persons  in  the  service  of  the  city,  (c)  make  a 
continuing  study  of  personnel  problems,  employ- 
ment conditions,  and  economic  changes  affecting 
the  several  departments  of  the  city,  (d)  recom- 
mend, from  time  to  time,  to  the  commissioner  of 
administration  and  the  several  officers  appointing 
subordinates,  programs  designed  to  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  career  service  with  the  city  and 
administrative  policies  tending  to  improve  and 
coordinate  the  handling  of  personnel  matters, 
(e)  supervise  the  administration  of  all  compen- 
sation plans  established  for  persons  in  the  service 
of  the  city  and  recommend  such  changes  in  those 
plans  as  from  time  to  time  shall  seem  to  him 
necessary  or  advisable,  and,  (f)  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on 
the  budget  commissioner  by  section  56  of  chapter 
35  of  the  General  Laws.  The  deputy  commissioner 
for  personnel  relations  shall  furnish  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  budget  such  assistance  as  the 
latter  shall  require  in  connection  with  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  under  section  4  of  this  chapter. 

The  commissioner  of  administration  may,  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules,  appoint  for 
the  personnel  relations  division  a  supervisor  of 
personnel,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  personnel,  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
the  deputy  commissioner  for  personnel  by  clauses 
(b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  and  (f)  of  the  first  paragraph 
of    this    section. 

Planning  Division 

Section  6.  The  deputy  commissioner  for  plan- 
ning shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner 
of  administration,  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  public 
facilities  commission  by  clause  (a)  of  section  3  of 
chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966. 

Section  2.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  9, 
as  amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  9 
Department  of  Building  Regulation 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Department  of  Building 
Regulation,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Building 
Regulation,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  al 
which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
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There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  building 
regulation  such  divisions  as  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation  shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  depart- 
ment, including  any  division  required  by  section  8 
of  this  chapter. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  building  regu- 
lation: 

(1)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special 
law,  or  by  the  Boston  Building  Code,  upon  the 
building  commissioner  of  the  city. 

(2)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  section  120  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code  upon  the  board  of  examiners 
and  shall  issue  the  licenses  provided  for  by  said 
section  120. 

(3)  Shall  assign  a  street  number  to  each  build- 
ing on  a  street  and  require  such  number  to  be 
affixed  to  or  inscribed  on  the  building  by  the 
owner,  and  may  determine  the  form,  size,  and 
material  of  any  such  number  and  the  place  and 
mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it. 

(4)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special 
law  on  the  wire  commissioner  and  on  the  fire 
commissioner  as  successor  to  the  wire  commis- 
sioner, and  shall  carry  out  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  law  relating  to  wires  and  inspec- 
tion of  wires  and  the  installation  and  use  of 
electrical  conductors  and  appliances  in  buildings 
in  the  city. 

(5)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
a  board  of  health,  by  section  12  of  chapter  83,  and 
section  127  of  chapter  111,  of  the  General  Laws, 
by  sections  122,  123, 124,  and  125  of  said  chapter 
111  insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said  sections  122, 
123,  124,  and  125  apply  to  places  of  human 
habitation,  and  by  sections  127A  and  127B  of  said 
chapter  111  insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said 
sections  127A  and  127B  relate  (a)  to  enforcing  so 
much  of  the  state  sanitary  code  as  concerns 
standards  of  fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation, 
housing  and  sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor 
camps,  and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of  sani- 
tary sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b).  to  adopt- 
ing such  public  health  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  state  sanitary  code  or  other  provisions  of 
law,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation  may  be  necessary  to  make  and 
keep  all  places  of  human  habitation  fit  for  such 
habitation. 

(6)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  of  the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner  of 
the  city,  by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21,  and  22  of 
chapter  382  of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended,  by 
chapter  185  of  the  acts  of  1897,  by  chapter  219  of 
the  acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  by  section  128  of 
chapter  550  of  the  acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  and 
by  section  116  or  any  other  provision  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code. 

(7)  Shall  receive  all  complaints  of  violations  in 
or  about  places  of  human  habitation,  of  any  and  all 


statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  enacted 
for  the  preservation  of  health  or  safety  in  or  about 
places  of  human  habitation. 

(8)  Shall  refer  in  writing  to  the  fire  commis- 
sioner for  investigation  and  prosecution  all  com- 
plaints of  violations  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention 
Code  and  maintain  written  contact  with  said 
commissioner  with  respect  thereto. 

(9)  Shall  inspect  places  of  human  habitation 
and  enforce  therein  the  provisions  of  law  specified 
in  the  preceding  clauses  of  this  section  and  all 
other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations 
enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  in  or  about 
such  places. 

It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
the  fire  commissioner  to  enforce  compliance  with 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code.  To  aid  him  in 
discharging  such  duty  but  without  any  lessening  of 
his  responsibility,  the  commissioner  of  building 
regulation  may  offer  him,  and  he  may  accept, 
assistance  designed  to  unify  action  upon  com- 
plaints received  by  the  commissioner  of  building 
regulations. 

Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building  regulation  the  commission  established  by 
chapter  625  of  the  acts  of  1966. 

Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building  regulation  the  commission  established  by 
chapter  616  of  the  acts  of  1955. 
Board  of  Appeal 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building  regulation  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Appeal,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  mayor  as  follows:  one  member  from  two 
candidates  nominated,  one  by  the  Boston  Society 
of  Architects  and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  one  member  from  two  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of 
Boston  and  Vicinity,  one  member  from  two 
candidates  nominated,  one  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Association,  one  member  from  three 
candidates  nominated,  one  by  the  Master  Builders' 
Association  of  Boston,  one  by  the  Building  Trades 
Employers'  Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
one  by  the  Associated  General  Contractors  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  one  member  selected  at 
large  by  the  mayor.  All  members  of  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  be  residents  of,  engaged  in  business  in, 
Boston.  The  members  of  the  board  of  appeal  in 
office  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect  shall  serve, 
in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  or  the 
Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  for  a  term 
expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity,  for  a  term  expiring 
four  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board  or  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate 
Association,  for  a  term  expiring  five  years,  in  the 
case  of  the  member  appointed  upon  nomination  of 
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the  Master  Builders'  Association  of  Boston,  the 
Building  Trades  Employers'  Association  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  or  the  Associated  General  Contractors 
of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  for  a  term  expiring  one 
year,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  member  selected  at 
large  by  the  mayor,  for  a  term  expiring  two  years, 
respectively,  from  May  1,  1970.  As  the  term  of  any 
member  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect, 
or  of  any  subsequent  member,  expires,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  such 
member  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the 
board  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the 
unexpired  term.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  act 
in  any  case  in  which  he  has  a  personal  interest,  and 
when  a  member  is  so  disqualified  or  absent  or 
when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member, 
the  remaining  members  shall  designate  a  substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation;  but,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  appeal  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual 
or  other  report,  except  through  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  appeal  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in 
sections  117,  118,  and  119  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  and  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  665  of 
the  acts  of  1956. 

Committee  on  Licenses 

Section  7 .  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building  regulation  a  committee  of  the  Public 
Safety  Commission,  known  as  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  build- 
ing regulation,  the  fire  commissioner,  and  the 
commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking,  ex  officiis. 
Said  committee  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of 
street  commissioners  by  chapter  148  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  by  chapter  577  of  the  acts  of  1913,  and 
by  chapter  349  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  all  acts  in 
amendment  thereof. 

The  committee  on  licenses  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation  except  as  he  acts  as  a 
member  thereof;  but,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  mayor,  the  committee  on  licenses  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual 
or  other  report,  except  through  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation. 

Weights  and  Measures  Division 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building  regulation  a  division,  known  as  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Division,  under  the  charge  of 
a  sealer  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules.  The  mayor  may  likewise, 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules,  appoint 
for  such  division  a  chief  deputy  sealer  and  not 
exceeding  seventeen  deputy  sealers.  The  sealer  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  on  him  by  section  8  of  chapter  656  of 
the  acts  of  1965. 

Zoning  Commission 

Section  9.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  depart- 


ment of  building  regulation  the  board,  known  as 
the  Zoning  Commission,  provided  for  by  section  1 
of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956,  as  amended. 
Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  provided  by  statute.  Said  board  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  regulation;  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  zoning 
commission  shall  not  communicate  witn  the 
mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through  the  commissioner  of  building  regulation. 
Building  Limits 

Section  10.  The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
paragraph  (b)  of  section  202  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code  shall  continue  as  established  by 
chapter  4  of  the  ordinances  of  191 3  as  follows: 

All  that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  included 
within  a  line  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the 
boundary  lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
cities  of  Somerville  and  Everett;  thence  by  the 
boundary  lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
cities  of  Everett  and  Chelsea  to  the  intersection 
with  the  center  line  of  Trumbull  street  extended 
northerly ;  thence  by  said  center  line  of  Trumbull 
street  extended,  the  center  line  of  Trumbull  street, 
and  said  center  line  extended  southerly  to  the 
harbor  line;  thence  by  said  harbor  line  to  its 
intersection  with  the  easterly  line  of  Pier  No.  5, 
belonging  to  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Com- 
pany; thence  by  a  straight  line  across  Boston 
Harbor  to  its  intersection  with  the  harbor  line  at 
the  easterly  corner  of  Pier  No.  1,  in  South  Boston; 
thence  by  the  harbor  line  in  the  northerly,  easterly, 
and  southerly  portions  of  South  Boston  to  an  angle 
in  said  harbor  line  nearly  opposite  the  intersection 
of  the  center  line  of  Columbia  road  with  the  center 
line  of  location  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad;  thence 
by  a  straight  line  to  the  said  intersection;  and  by 
the  center  lines  of  Columbia  road,  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  Seaver  street,  Columbus  avenue,  Atherton 
and  Mozart  streets,  Chestnut  avenue,  Sheridan, 
Centre  and  Perkins  streets,  South  Huntington 
avenue,  Castleton  street,  and  the  center  line  of  said 
Castleton  street  extended  to  the  boundary  line 
between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of 
Brookline;  thence  by  said  boundary  line  to  a  point 
therein  one  hundred  feet  southwest  of  Washington 
street  in  the  Brighton  district;  thence  by  a  line 
parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  southwesterly 
from  the  center  line  of  Washington  street  to  an 
angle  formed  by  the  intersection  of  said  line  with 
the  extension  of  a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred 
feet  northwesterly  of  the  center  line  of  Market 
street;  thence  by  said  extension  and  said  line 
parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  northwesterly  of 
the  center  line  of  Market  street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Western 
avenue;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  and  one 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Western 
avenue  and  said  line  extended  to  a  point  in  the 
boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
town  of  Watertown  south  of  Watertown  Bridge,  so 
called;  thence  by  said  boundary  line  and  the 
boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
cities  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville  to  the  point  of

beginning.  Also  those  portions  of  the  Hyde  Park 
district  upon  or  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the 
following-named  streets  and  squares:  Everett 
square,  so  called;  Fairmount  avenue  from  River 
street  to  the  Neponset  river;  River  street  from  the 
location  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  to 
Winthrop  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the  easterly 
side  from  the  northerly  side  of  Oak  street  to 
Everett  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the  westerly 
side  from  the  northerly  side  of  Pine  Street  exten- 
sion, so  called,  to  a  point  on  said  Hyde  Park  avenue 
opposite  the  southerly  line  of  Everett  street; 
Harvard  avenue  from  River  street  to  Winthrop 
street;  Maple  street  from  River  street  to  a  point 
one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  southerly  therefrom; 
Central  avenue  from  River  street  to  Winthrop 
street;  Davison  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a 
point  three  hundred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom; 
Grove  street;  Pierce  street  from  Fairmount  avenue 
to  a  point  three  hundred  feet  northeasterly  there- 
from; Knott  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a 
point  three  hundred  feet  easterly  therefrom;  Rail- 
road avenue  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point 
three  hundred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Sta- 
tion street  from  the  Neponset  river  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  northeasterly  from  Fairmount  ave- 
nue; Walnut  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a 
point  three  hundred  feet  southwesterly  therefrom; 
Maple  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  westerly  therefrom. 

Section  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter 
14  the  following  chapter: 

Chapter  14A 
Department  of  General  Services 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Department  of  General  Ser- 
vices, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board, 
known  as  the  General  Services  Board,  consisting  of 
an  officer  known  as  the  Commissioner  of  General 
Services,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  an 
officer  known  as  the  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
General  Services,  and  an  officer  known  as  the 
Purchasing  Agent.  The  commissioner  of  general 
services,  the  assistant  commissioner  of  general 
services,  and  the  purchasing  agent  shall  each  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected  and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  general 
services  such  divisions  as  the  general  services  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge  necessary  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  department. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  general  ser- 
vices shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  per- 
form the  duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect 
to  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  com- 
pensation, and  indemnification  of  subordinates  for 
the  department  (and  the  several  officers  thereof), 
including  an  auctioneer,  who  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  prescribed  for  the  auc- 
tioneer in  the  office  of  the  board  of  real  estate 
commissioners  by  section  2A  of  chapter  652  of  the 


acts  of  1945  (as  amended  by  section  3  of  chapter 
633  of  the  acts  of  1951),  and  including  also  a 
superintendent  of  markets,  who,  subject  to  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  general  services,  shall  have  the  charge  and 
control  of  Faneuil-hall  market  and  Faneuil-hall 
market  limits;  shall  preserve  order  therein;  shall 
make  such  changes,  and  place  or  allow  to  be 
placed,  in  said  market  such  pipes,  drains,  and  other 
appliances  as  he  may  deem  proper;  and  shall  take 
and  forthwith  destroy  any  article  of  food  which  in 
his  opinion  is  diseased,  unwholesome,  or  tainted, 
and  is  kept  for  sale  within  such  market  limits.  Said 
superintendent  may  assign  stands  within  such 
market  limits  for  the  sale  of  provisions  and  other 
articles,  and  may,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
thereof,  remove  from  one  place  or  stand  to  another 
within  such  limits,  or  to,  and  to  be  kept  in,  a 
proper  storage  place  until  the  expense  is  paid,  any 
merchandise,  vehicle,  or  animal,  not  under  the 
charge  of  any  person,  or  not  immediately  so 
removed  on  the  direction  of  said  superintendent  or 
his  deputies. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  of  general  ser- 
vices shall  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties, 
severally  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  real 
estate  commissioners,  its  chairman,  and  its  com- 
mittee on  foreclosed  real  estate,  by  chapter  434  of 
the  acts  of  1943,  as  amended;  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed on  the  board  of  real  estate  commissioners  by 
chapter  474  of  the  acts  of  1946,  as  amended;  and 
shall  also  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  statute  on  the  board  of 
street  commissioners  in  relation  to  the  abatement 
of  taxes. 

Section  4.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and 
management  of,  shall  make  all  repairs  in  and  upon, 
and  shall  keep  in  repair  the  furniture  of,  all 
buildings  and  parts  of  buildings  belonging  to  or 
hired  by  the  city,  not  wholly  in  charge  of  one 
department,  or  for  which  no  other  provision  is 
made  by  statute  or  ordinance,  whether  the  same 
are  used  for  city  or  county  purposes,  and  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  hire  such  buildings 
or  rooms  as  may  be  required  for  such  purposes; 
shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  the  city  hall  and 
the  city  hall  annex;  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  flags  belonging  to  the  city  hall  and  to  the 
old  state  house;  shall  display  the  national  flag  upon 
the  city  hall  on  every  day,  except  Sundays, 
weather  permitting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  included 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  general  services  board  a 
statement  of  all  buildings  belonging  to  or  used  by 
the  city,  and  of  the  land  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  of  the  condition  of  such  buildings  and 
land,  and  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  expendi- 
tures that  have  been  made  during  the  preceding 
year  relative  thereto. 

Section  5.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  Faneuil  hall,  shall,  weather  per- 
mitting, every  day  except  Sundays,  display  the 
national  flag  upon  the  building  in  which  said  hall  is 
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located,  shall,  upon  vote  of  the  city  council 
approved  by  the  mayor  and  payment  of  the  charge 
prescribed  by  clause  (158)  of  section  1  of  chapter 
30  of  these  ordinances,  permit  the  use  of  said  hall, 
and  shall  hold  all  persons  signing  the  application 
for  such  permit  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  all 
damage  done  to  said  hall  at  or  in  connection  with 
the  meeting  for  which  such  permit  is  granted. 

Section  6.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  lease,  from  time  to  time,  by 
instruments  approved  as  to  form  by  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor, 
the  stalls,  cellars,  and  second  floor  in  Faneuil-hall 
market  for  terms  of  three  years  at  the  rents 
established  by  the  city  council  and  upon  such 
other  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  corporation  counsel  and  the  mayor. 

Section  7.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  the  Dillaway  house,  so  called,  in 
the  Roxbury  district  of  the  city,  may  establish 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  and  preservation 
of  said  house  as  a  historical  relic  of  the  revolu- 
tionajy  war,  and  may,  upon  vote  of  the  city 
council  approved  by  the  mayor,  let  or  lease  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  house  to  a  historical 
society  or  other  association  organized  for  historical 
purposes. 

Section  8.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  designate,  in  the  places  named  in 
orders  of  the  city  council,  a  suitable  room  to  be 
used  for  a  ward-room  for  the  ward  in  which  it  is 
situated.  If  any  such  room  cannot  be  so  used  at 
any  time,  said  assistant  commissioner  shall  provide 
accommodation  elsewhere  for  any  public  meeting 
in  such  ward  for  which  he  shall  issue  a  permit. 

Section  9.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of, 
shall  determine  the  use  of,  and  provide  for  open- 
ing, closing,  lighting,  and  heating  the  ward-rooms; 
shall  frame  and  keep  in  some  conspicuous  place 
therein  a  copy  of  this  and  the  following  section, 
and  as  soon  as  a  list  or  a  revised  list  of  voters  in  a 
ward  is  prepared  by  the  election  commissioners 
shall  keep  posted  or  hung  up  a  copy  thereof  in  the 
ward-room  of  the  ward  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  accessible  to  the  public,  and  such  copies 
shall  be  altered,  revised,  or  removed  only  under  the 
direction  of  the  election  commissioners  or  said 
assistant  commissioner. 

Section  10.  The  assistant  commissioner  of  gen- 
eral services,  when  a  written  application  (contain- 
ing a  copy  of  the  call  for  a  meeting  notifying  all 
persons  who  may  be  present  that  it  will  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section)  is  made  to  him  by 
not  less  than  five  legal  voters  of  a  ward  for  the  use 
of  a  ward-room  for  the  purpose  of  holding  such 
meeting,  and  when  he  is  paid  such  sum  of  money 
as  will  in  his  opinion  be  sufficient  to  defray  the 
expense  of  opening,  lighting,  heating,  and  closing 
the  ward-room  during  the  time  specified  in  the 
permit,  may  issue  a  permit  for  the  use  of  such 
ward-room,  which  permit  may  at  any  time  be 
revoked  by  the  mayor.  Said  assistant  commissioner 
shall  specify  in  the  permit  the  time  and  purpose  of 


the  meeting,  and  that  the  meeting  will  be  subject 
to  the  following  provisions, viz.:  Only  legal  voters 
in  the  ward  in  which  such  meeting  is  held,  and  to 
whom  no  objection  is  made  by  the  majority  of 
such  applicants  as  are  present  or  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  such  meeting,  shall  mark  or  vote,  or 
remain  at  such  meeting,  and  the  members  of  the 
police  force  present  shall  keep  the  peace  at  such 
meeting,  obey  the  lawful  orders  of,  and  remove 
such  persons  as  shall  be  designated  by,  the  majority 
of  such  applicants  as  are  present  or,  after  the 
election  of  a  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  such 
persons  as  shall  be  designated  by  such  presiding 
officer.  Said  assistant  commissioner  shall  request 
the  police  commissioner  to  detail  police  sufficient 
to  enforce  such  provisions. 

Section  11.  The  purchasing  agent  shall,  when 
satisfied  of  the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing 
signed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
requiring  material  or  supplies  of  any  kind,  at  once 
comply  with  such  requisition  and  furnish  the 
material  or  supplies  requisitioned,  shall  require 
suitable  evidence  that  the  material  or  supplies 
furnished  are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the 
requisition,  and  shall  keep  suitable  records  of  all 
requisitions  received  and  materials  and  supplies 
furnished. 

Section  12.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  shall,  when  satisfied  of 
the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing  signed  by 
any  officer  to  whom  the  city  is  required  by  law  to 
furnish  printing  or  binding,  supply  the  printing  or 
binding  requisitioned,  and  shall,  wherever  practi- 
cable, standardize  all  such  printing  and  binding.  All 
printed  matter  done  for  the  city  shall,  so  far  as  it 
can  legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint  of  the  union 
label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  of 
Boston. 

Section  13.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  number 
and  print  as  city  documents  copies  of  the  mayor's 
inaugural  or  annual  address,  the  department  re- 
ports and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  ordered  to 
be  printed  in  the  form  of  a  city  document  by  the 
city  council  or  by  the  mayor.  The  number  of 
copies  of  each  document  to  be  printed  shall,  unless 
specified  by  the  city  council,  be  determined  by  the 
mayor;  provided,  however,  that  the  minimum  shall 
be  two  hundred,  of  which  number  one  hundred 
copies  shall  be  bound  in  sets  of  volumes  containing 
all  such  city  documents  with  an  alphabetical  index. 
All  city  documents  and  sets  of  volumes  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  city  messenger  and  distributed  in 
such  manner  as  the  city  council  may  direct.  Special 
publications  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  printed  on 
order  of  the  city  council  approved  by  the  mayor, 
to  which  the  provisions  of  this  section,  except  as  to 
distribution,  shall  not  apply. 

Art  Commission 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
general  services  a  board,  known  as  the  Art  Commis- 
sion, consisting  of  five  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  mayor  as  follows:  one  from  three  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects, 
one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Copley  Society  of  Boston,  one  from  three  candi- 
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dates  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  one  from  three  candidates  nominated 
by  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  one  from  three 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  commissioners 
in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect  shall 
serve,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Archi- 
tects, for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1975,  in  the  case 
of  the  commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination 
of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  for  a 
term  expiring  May  1,  1974,  in  the  case  of  the 
commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  for  a  term  expiring  May  1, 
1973,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston, 
for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1972,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1971.  As  the 
term  of  any  commissioner  in  office  when  this 
ordinance  takes  effect,  or  of  any  subsequent 
commissioner,  expires,  his  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  as  such  commissioner  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  Vacancies  in  the  commission 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  The  members  of  the  art  commission 
shall  serve  without  compensation.  Any  secretary 
elected  by  the  commission  outside  of  its  own 
membership  shall  also  serve  without  compensation. 

The  art  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  general  services  board 
or  any  member  thereof;  but,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  art  commission  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor  except  through  the 
commissioner  of  general  services  and  shall  not 
make  any  annual  or  other  report  except  through 
the  general  services  board. 

The  art  commission  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on 
the  board  of  art  commissioners  in  existence  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  8  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1953. 

Public  Safety  Commission 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
general  services  the  board,  known  as  the  Public 
Safety  Commission,  provided  for  by  section  1  of 
chapter  203  of  the  acts  of  1959.  Said  board  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  pro- 
vided by  statute. 

Section  4.  Section  13  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the  words  "real 
property"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"general  services." 

Section  5.  Section  15  of  said  chapter  1  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sen- 
tence: "All  rooms  in  the  city  hall  and  other  public 
buildings,  not  assigned  by  this  ordinance,  may  be 
assigned  by  the  assistant  commissioner  of  general 
services  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor." 

Section  6.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 


out  clauses  (1)  and  (4)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  respectively,  the  following  clauses: 

"(1)  The  commissioner  of  administration  .twen- 
ty-seven thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  administration,  twenty-three 
thousand  dollars;  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
budget,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars;  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  personnel  relations,  twenty-three 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
planning,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars. 

"(4)  The  commissioner  of  building  regulation, 
twenty-two  thousand  dollars." 

Section  7.  Said  first  paragraph  of  said  section  5 
of  said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  clauses  (HA)  and  (16)  and  by  insert- 
ing after  clause  (10)  the  following  clause: 

"(10A)  The  commissioner  of  general  services, 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  general  services,  eighteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  and  the  purchasing  agent,  twenty 
thousand  dollars." 

Section  8.  Said  section  5  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  third  para- 
graph, as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1965,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraph: 

"Each  member  of  the  board  of  appeal  in  the 
department  of  building  regulation  shall  receive  for 
every  day  or  part  thereof  of  actual  service  thirty- 
five  dollars;  but  in  no  event  shall  any  member  of 
said  board  receive  in  any  one  year  more  than 
forty-two  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate  for 
services  rendered  by  him  under  the  building  code 
and  the  zoning  law." 

Section  9.  The  last  paragraph  of  said  section  5 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "real 
property  department"  and  inserting  in  place  there- 
of the  words  "department  of  general  services." 

Section  10.  Section  12  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "direc- 
tor of  administrative  services*  wherever  they  occur, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the 
words  "deputy  commissioner  for  administration." 

Section  11.  Section  16  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "admin- 
istrative services  board"  in  line  7  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of  adminis- 
tration." 

Section  12.  Sections  89  and  90  of  chapter  29 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
severally  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"assistant  commissioner  of  real  property"  wherever 
they  appear,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance,  the  words  "assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services." 

Section  13.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  clause  (146)  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  "building  commissioner"  wherever  they 
appear  in  clauses  (3),  (4),  (47),  (48),  (49),  (51), 
(52),  (53),  (92),  (94),  (96),  (97),  (145),  (153), 
(164),  (258),  (307),  (349),  and  (358),  and  inserting 
in  place  of  said  words,  in  each  instance,  the  words 
"commissioner  of  building  regulation." 

Section  14.  The  administrative  services  depart- 
ment, the  administrative  services  board,  and  the 
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offices  of  the  director  of  administrative  services, 
the  deputy  director  of  administrative  services  for 
fiscal  affairs,  the  supervisor  of  budgets,  and  the 
supervisor  of  personnel  are  hereby  abolished;  and 
the  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said 
department  other  than  those  pertaining  to  the 
purchasing  agent,  the  art  commission,  and  the 
public  safety  commission  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  executive  office  of  administration  established 
by  section  1  of  this  ordinance.  The  offices  of  the 
purchasing  agent,  the  art  commission,  and  the 
public  safety  commission  and  their  respective 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  are  hereby 
transferred  to,  and  placed  in,  the  department  of 
general  services  established  by  section  3  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  15.  The  building  department,  including 
the  offices  of  the  building  commissioner  and  of  the 
board  of  examiners,  is  hereby  abolished;  and  the 
powers;  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  depart- 
ment, the  offices  of  said  commissioner  and  said 
board  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department  of 
building  regulation  established  by  section  2  of  this 
ordinance.  The  offices  of  the  Back  Bay  architec- 
tural commission  established  by  chapter  625  of  the 
acts  of  1966  and  of  the  Beacon  Hill  architectural 
commission  established  by  chapter  616  of  the  acts 
of  1955  and  their  respective  powers,  duties,  and 
appropriations  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  placed 
in  said  department  of  building  regulation.  The 
offices  of  the  board  of  appeal,  the  committee  on 
licenses  of  the  public  safety  commission,  and  the 
zoning  commission  and  their  respective  powers, 
duties,  and  appropriations  are  hereby  transferred 
to  and  placed  in  said  department  of  building 
regulation. 

Section  16.  Chapter  16A  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  housing 
inspection  department,  the  housing  inspection 
board,  and  the  offices  of  the  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  and  the  assistant  commissioner 
of  housing  inspection  are  hereby  abolished;  and  the 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  depart- 
ment (including  its  weights  and  measures  division) 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department  of  build- 
ing regulation  established  by  section  2  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  17.- Chapter  22  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  real 
property  department,  the  real  property  board,  and 
the  offices  of  the  commissioner  of  real  property, 
the  assistant  commissioner  of  real  property,  and 
the  associate  commissioners  of  real  property  are 
hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties,  and 
appropriations  of  said  department  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  general  services 
established  by  section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  18.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department  or 
agency,  or  division  of  either,  created,  or  a  depart- 
ment   or    agency,    or    division    of    either,    not 


abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  -retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "agency" 
shall  be  construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of 
chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953. 

Section  19.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or 
special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall,  by 
reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be 
without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced 
in  rank,  grade,  or  compensation. 

Section  20.  Anything  in  this  ordinance  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  all  rules,  regulations, 
orders,  votes,  and  resolutions  adopted,  passed,  or 
promulgated  by  any  board  or  officer  abolished  or 
reorganized  by  this  ordinance  shall,  if  in  full  force 
and  effect  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect,  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  until  amended,  altered,  or 
repealed  by  the  board  or  officer  succeeding  under 
this  ordinance  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
board  or  officer  so  abolished  or  reorganized. 

Section  21.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the 
same. 

Section  22.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
December  thirtieth  in  the  current  year. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
hereinafter  called  the  city,  a  department,  known  as 
the  Department  of  Development,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Development,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor 
may  remove  a  commissioner  of  development  at  any 
time  by  filing  a  written  statement  to  such  effect 
with  the  city  clerk.  The  commissioner  of  develop- 
ment shall  receive  such  annual  salary  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  development: 

(a)  Shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  special  law  or 
ordinance,  including  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of 
1966  but  excepting  clause  (a)  of  section  3  of  said 
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chapter,  upon  the  public  facilities  commission  and 
the  director  of  public  facilities  of  the  city,  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act; 

(b)  Shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  imposed  by  law  or  by  ordinance  upon  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  of  the  city  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  which 
relate  to  the  construction,  reconstruction,  altera- 
tion, or  remodeling  of  facilities  (including,  but  not 
limited  to,  streets,  street  lamps,  sewers,  and  water 
mains)  the  estimated  cost  of  which  would  require 
compliance  with  section  39F  of  chapter  30  of  the 
General  Laws; 

(c)  Shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of  real 
estate  commissioners  of  the  city  by  chapter  474  of 
the  acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  excepting  clause  (e) 
of  section  1  of  said  chapter. 

Section  3.  The  public  facilities  department  of 
the  city,  the  public  facilities  commission  of  the 
city,  and  the  office  of  director  of  public  facilities 
are  hereby  abolished.  All  property  in  the  care  and 
custody  of  said  department  is  hereby  transferred  to 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  commissioner  of 
development  of  the  city  established  by  section  1  of 
this  act. 

Section  4.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  Department  of  Housing 
Services,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  Housing  Services  Commis- 
sioners, each  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  At  least  two  housing 
services  commissioners  shall  be  tenants  of  units  in 
structures  under  the  care,  custody,  management, 
and  control  of  the  commission.  The  mayor  may 
remove  a  housing  services  commissioner  at  any 
time  by  filing  a  written  statement  to  such  effect 
with  the  city  clerk.  The  housing  services  commis- 
sioners shall  receive  such  annual  compensation  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
housing  services  an  officer,  known  as  the  Director 
of  Housing  Services,  appointed  by  the  housing 
services  commission  to  serve  at  its  pleasure.  Subject 
only  to  general  policy  guidelines  established  by  the 
commission,  the  director  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  commission  and  shall  exclusively 
have  the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties,  of  a 
department  head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  dis- 
charge, compensation,  and  indemnification  of  sub- 
ordinates for  the  department. 

Section  6.  The  housing  services  commission 
shall  have  the  power  and  perform  the  duties  (1) 
which  relate  to  the  care,  custody,  management, 
and  control,  including  the  letting  or  leasing  but  not 
the  selling,  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  city 
whether  under  foreclosure  of  tax  title  or  otherwise 
and  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  dwelling  purposes; 
and  (2)  which  have  been  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  the  board  of  real  estate  commissioners  of  the 
city,  or  the  chairman  thereof,  or  the  committee  on 


foreclosed  real  estate  of  the  city,  by  chapter  434  of 
the  acts  of  1943,  as  amended.  The  housing  services 
commission,  shall  also  exercise  such  powers  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  it  by  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  deputy  commissioner  for  plan- 
ning of  the  executive  office  of  administration  of 
the  city  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  by  the  second  paragraph 
of  section  12  of  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1960. 

Section  8.  The  traffic  and  parking  commission 
of  the  city  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of  real 
estate  commissioners  of  the  city  by  clause  (e)  of 
section  1  of  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of  1946,  as 
amended. 

Section  9.  The  commissioner  of  development 
of  the  city  for  the  time  being  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
made  a  public  body  politic  and  corporation 
sole  by  the  name  of  the  Boston  Development 
Corporation,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  de- 
velopment corporation,  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  of  a  redevelopment  authority  created  by 
section  4  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws 
except  as  hereinafter  provided: 

(a)  To  the  extent  that  sections  4,5,  6,  and  7  of 
said  chapter  121B  are  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  latter  provision  shall  control; 

(b)  No  urban  renewal  plan  may  be  acted  upon 
by  the  development  corporation  unless  the  pro- 
visions of  said  plan  relating  to  the  relocation  of 
persons  and  organizations,  other  than  business 
organizations,  to  be  displaced  by  the  carrying  out 
of  said  plan  have  first  been  submitted  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Services  Corporation  created  by 
section  12  of  this  act.  If  said  provisions  of  said  plan 
are  approved  by  the  Boston  Housing  Services 
Corporation,  the  development  corporation  may 
carry  out  said  plan.  If  said  provisions  of  said  plan 
are  disapproved  by  the  Boston  Housing  Services 
Corporation,  said  provisions  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  mayor  of  the  city  and  the  development 
corporation  may  carry  out  said  plan  only  if  said 
provisions  are  approved  by  the  mayor.  The  terms 
"urban  renewal  plan"  and  "urban  renewal  proj- 
ect," as  used  in  this  act,  shall  have  the  meanings  set 
forth  in  section  1  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws; 

(c)  The  development  corporation  shall  not 
have  the  power,  function,  or  duty  to  provide 
financial  and  other  assistance  in  the  relocation  of 
persons  and  organizations,  other  than  business 
organizations,  as  the  result  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  an  urban  renewal  plan. 

Section  10.  In  addition  to  the  powers  con- 
ferred by  section  9  of  this  act,  the  Boston 
Development  Corporation  shall  have  the  exclusive 
power  and  authority: 

(a)  To  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  special  laws  upon 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  excepting 
those  powers  and  duties  which  have  been  conferred 
or   imposed   upon   the   deputy   commissioner  for 
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planning  of  the  executive  office  of  administration 
of  the  city  by  section  7  of  this  act; 

(b)  To  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  relating  to  housing  construction  and  de- 
velopment now  or  hereafter  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  the  housing  authorities  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston, 
including  those  powers  and  duties  described  in 
clauses  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  and  (g)  of  section  26  of 
chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  and  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  relating  to 
housing  development  conferred  or  imposed  by 
special  laws  upon  the  Boston  Housing  Authority; 
provided  that  all  powers  and  authority  conferred 
by  this  clause  may  be  delegated  by  the  develop- 
ment corporation  to  the  Boston  Housing  Services 
Corporation  if  such  delegation  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  expedient  by  the  commissioner  of 
development  in  order  to  carry  out  a  particular  plan 
for  housing  development. 

Section  11.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  4  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  hereby  dis- 
solved, and  all  its  assets  and  liabilities  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  Boston  Development  Cor- 
poration established  by  section  9  of  this  act. 

Section  12.  The  housing  services  commission 
of  the  city  for  the  time  being  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
made  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  of  the  Boston  Housing  Services  Corporation, 
hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  housing  services 
corporation.  The  director  of  housing  services, 
appointed  in  accordance  with  section  14  of  this 
act,  shall,  subject  only  to  general  policy  guidelines 
established  by  the  housing  services  commission,  be 
the  executive  officer  of  the  housing  services  cor- 
poration and  shall  have  complete  charge  of  the 
making  of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspen- 
sion, discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification 
of  subordinates  for  the  corporation. 

Section  13.  The  Boston  Housing  Services  Cor- 
poration shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  a 
housing  authority  created  by  section  3  of  chapter 
121B  of  the  General  Laws  and  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  special  laws  upon 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  except  as  herein- 
after provided: 

(a)  To  the  extent  that  sections  3,  5,  6,  and  7  of 
said  chapter  121B  are  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  latter  provisions  shall 
control; 

(b)  The  housing  services  corporation  shall  not 
have  the  powers  or  perform  those  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  the  Boston  Development  Corpor- 
ation by  clause  (b)  of  section  10  of  this  act. 

Section  14.  In  addition  to  the  powers  con- 
ferred by  section  13  of  this  act,  the  housing 
services  corporation  shall  also  have  the  exclusive 
power  and  duty  to  provide  financial  and  other 
assistance  in  the  relocation  of  persons  and  organ- 
izations, other  than  business  organizations,  as  the 
result  of  the  carrying  out  of  an  urban  renewal  plan. 

Section  15.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  is  hereby  dissolved,  and 


all  its  assets  and  liabilities  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Services  Corporation  estab- 
lished by  section  12  of  this  act. 

Section  16.  Neither  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder  shall  apply  to 
any  persons  who  are  employed  subsequent  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  by  the  departments  of  the 
city  or  by  the  corporate  bodies  established  by  this 
act;  provided,  however,  that  said  chapter  31  and 
the  rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply 
to  every  person  transferred  to  the  service  of  said 
departments  and  said  corporate  bodies  if  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  such  person  holds  an  office  or 
position  under  a  permanent  civil  service  appoint- 
ment and  is  not  still  serving  his  probationary 
period;  and  further  provided  that  said  chapter  31 
and  the  rules  made  thereunder  shall  govern  pro- 
motions among  those  to  whom  they  continue  to 
apply. 

Every  person  holding  a  position  subject  to  said 
chapter  31  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  in  a 
department,  authority,  board,  or  commission 
which  has  been  abolished  by  this  act  shall  be 
transferred  without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  corresponding  position  in  one  of 
said  departments  or  of  said  corporate  bodies 
without  reduction  in  rank  or  compensation  or 
impairment  of  his  civil  service  rights  or  his  retire- 
ment, seniority,  vacation,  or  sick-leave  rights;  and 
his  service  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  con- 
tinuous to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  abolition,  or 
modification  of  powers,  of  the  department,  au- 
thority, board,  or  commission  had  not  taken  place. 
No  person  transferred  in  accordance  with  this 
section  shall  suffer  any  impairment  of  his  retire- 
ment or  pension  rights  by  reason  of  such  transfer. 

x  Section  17.  Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section 
10  of  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  third 
sentence  the  following  sentence:  "The  city  council 
shall  take  definite  action  on  any  supplementary 
appropriation  order  for  the  department  of  develop- 
ment by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it  within 
sixty  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk;  and, 
in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  such 
supplementary  appropriation  order  as  submitted 
by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  formally 
adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor."

Chapter  616  of  the  acts  of  1955,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

"Section  3.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act, 
the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 
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"  'Building  Commissioner,'  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

'Building  Department,'  the  department  of 
building  regulation  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

"  'City,'  city  of  Boston. 

'Commission,'  the  commission  provided  for 
by  section  4  of  this  act. 

'Exterior  architectural  feature,'  the  architec- 
tural style  and  general  arrangement  of  such  portion 
of  the  exterior  of  a  structure  as  is  designed  to  be 
open  to  view  from  a  public  way,  including  kind, 
color,  and  texture  of  the  building  material  of  such 
portion,  and  type  of  all  windows,  doors,  lights, 
signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant  to  such 
portion. 

'Structure,'  a  structure  as  defined  in  the 
Boston  Building  Code." 

Section  20.  Chapter  625  of  the  acts  of  1966  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

"Section  3.  As  used  in  this  act,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

'Board,'  the  executive  office  of  administra- 
tion of  the  city  of  Boston  or  any  successor  in  its 
capacity  as  the  planning  board  of  the  city  of 
Boston. 

"  'Building  Commissioner,'  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

"  'City,'  city  of  Boston. 

'Commission,'  the  commission  provided  for 
by  section  4  of  this  act. 

'Exterior  architectural  feature,'  the  architec- 
tural style  and  general  arrangement  of  such  portion 
of  the  exterior  of  a  structure  as  is  designed  to  be 
open  to  view  from  a  public  street  or  way,  but  not 
such  portions  as  are  designed  to  be  open  to  view 
only  from  a  public  alley,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  kind,  color,  and  texture  of  the  building  material 
of  such  portion,  type  and  design  of  all  windows, 
doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant 
to  such  portion,  the  location  and  treatment  of  any 
parking  space  for  motor  vehicles  open  to  view  from 
such  public  street  or  way. 

'Structure,'  a  structure  as  defined  in  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  together  with  related  pav- 
ing, fencing,  or  masonry  or  stone  walls." 

Section  21.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  4  of 
said  chapter  625  is  hereby  amended  by  striking,  in 
line  2,  the  words  "Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"department  of  building  regulation  of  the  city." 

Section  22.  The  third  paragraph  of  said  section 
4  of  said  chapter  625  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  in  line  5,  the  word  "board"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "department  of  building 
regulation  of  the  city." 

Section  23.  Said  section  4  of  said  chapter  625 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph : 

"The  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  building  commis- 
sioner; but,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor, 
the  commission  shall  not  communicate  with  the 
mayor  except  through  the  building  commissioner 


and  shall  not  make  any  annual  or  other  report 
except  through  the  building  commissioner. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  that  the  ordi- 
nance and  order  be  severally  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule;  the 
motion  was  lost. 

The  foregoing  ordinance  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances. 

The  foregoing  order  approving  a  petition  for  a 
special  law  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule. 


INFORMATION  RE  ACQUISITION  OF  LAND  IN 
PARKER  HILL  AREA  BY  HARVARD  MEDI- 
CAL SCHOOL 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  28,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  response  to  the  order  and  resolution  of  your 
Honorable  Body  passed  under  date  of  August  3, 
1970,  pertaining  to  the  Affiliated  Hospitals  Devel- 
opment Plans  in  the  Parker  Hill  Area  of  Boston,  I 
transmit  herewith  answers  to  questions  posed 
which  were  furnished  by  Mr.  Philip  Zeigler,  Direc- 
tor of  Planning  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.

How  many  buildings  and  housing  units  have 
already  been  acquired  by  Harvard  in  the  affected 
area,  and  how  many  more  are  planned  for  acquisi- 
tion? 

In  the  area  generally  bounded  by  Francis 
Street,  Huntington  Avenue,  and  the  Riverway, 
Harvard  has  acquired  approximately  128  buildings 
containing  230  units  of  housing  as  well  as  the 
vacant  land  area  known  as  the  convent  site.  In  the 
Francis-Fen  wood  Road  portion  of  this  area,  three 
parcels  have  not  been  acquired  by  Harvard:  one  is 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  is  the  site  of  the 
Farragut  School,  another  is  occupied  by  the  New 
England  Merchants  National  Bank,  at  731-729 
Huntington  Avenue  and  4-6  Francis  Street,  and 
another  is  occupied  by  a  residential  structure  at 
20-28  St.  Albans  Street.  All  of  the  properties 
mentioned  above  have  been  purchased  by  Harvard 
University  on  the  open  market.  There  has  been  no 
City  of  Boston  involvement  in  these  acquisitions. 

In  the  area  south  of  Huntington  Avenue  and 
generally  bounded  by  Parker  Street,  Heath  Street, 
Huntington  Avenue,  and  Ward  Street,  there  are 
three  properties  presently  owned  by  Harvard.  One 
parcel  consists  of  the  20-acre  quarry  site,  another  is 
a  parcel  of  land  located  at  40  Pontiac  Street,  and 
another  is  a  parcel  located  at  134-140  Smith 
Street.  The  20-acre  quarry  site  consists  of  vacant 
land,  a  supermarket,  and  several  units  of  row 
housing    constructed    by    Harvard.    According   to 
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officials  of  Harvard  University,  there  are  no  plans 
at  the  present  time  for  further  acquisition  of 
properties  within  the  area  described  above. 

What  plans  have  been  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  replacement  housing,  at  what  rents,  on 
what  construction  schedules,  by  what  developers, 
for  what  people? 

In  the  area  bounded  by  Francis  Street,  Hunting- 
ton Avenue,  and  the  Riverway,  plans  are  being 
considered  for  the  development  of  approximately 
400  units  of  housing  to  be  constructed  on  the 
vacant  convent  site  just  west  of  Kempton  Street.  It 
is  our  understanding  that  this  housing  would  be 
built  under  section  236  and  would  be  for  moder- 
ate-income families,  with  at  least  20  percent  of  the 
units  leased  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
low-income  families.  Harvard  officials  have  indi- 
cated that  this  housing  would  serve  as  replacement 
housing  for  any  families  displaced  from  the  Fran- 
cis-Fenwood  area  as  a  result  of  new  institutional 
development  by  the  Affiliated  Hospitals  Center,  as 
well  as  add  to  the  city's  overall  supply  of  housing. 
In  order  to  implement  this  proposal,  it  is  our 
understanding  that  Harvard  would  sell  the  convent 
property  to  a  private  developer  at  cost  for  housing 
development,  subject  to  some  recapture  provision 
in  the  future.  This  provision  would  be  a  "right  of 
first  refusal"  or  some  other  option. 

In  the  area  south  of  Huntington  Avenue, 
preliminary  discussions  have  taken  place  concern- 
ing the  development  of  another  400  units  of 
housing  on  the  20-acre  quarry  site  currently  owned 
by  Harvard.  Several  years  ago  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  built  several  units  of  row  housing  on  one 
portion  of  this  site  on  St.  Alphonsus  Street. 

Since  no  specific  plans  have  been  submitted  to 
the  city  concerning  new  housing  development  on 
either  the  convent  site  or  the  quarry  site,  it  is  not 
possible  to  provide  information  on  rents,  construc- 
tion schedules,  or  proposed  developers. 

What  arrangements  have  been  made  for  pay- 
ments to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  the  property 
thus  being  removed  from  the  tax  rolls? 

If  housing  is  constructed  on  either  of  the  two 
vacant  sites  discussed  previously,  such  construction 
would  return  these  tax-exempt  lands  to  the  tax 
rolls  and  the  development  would  be  fully  taxable. 

Although  no  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
payments  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  property 
being  removed  from  the  tax  rolls,  the  city  is 
presently  circulating  policy  statements  pertaining 
to  the  expansion  to  both  educational  and  medical 
institutions. 

One  of  these  policies  states:  "Regardless  of  the 
location,  intensity  of  development,  or  former  tax 
status  of  tax-exempt  uses,  the  institution  should  be 
prepared  to  make  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  the 
city  sufficient  to  support  municipal  services  re- 
quired by  the  development." 

What  agencies,  departments,  boards,  commis- 
sions, or  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  been 
appraised  of  the  Harvard- Affiliated  Hospital  devel- 
opment and  expansion  plan,  and  what  cooperation 
or  assistance  has  the  city  given  the  project  to  date? 


As  of  this  date,  preliminary  discussions  have 
been  held  between  the  city  and  representatives  of 
Harvard  University  and  the  Affiliated  Hospital 
Center.  Since  no  specific  physical  plan  exists  at  the 
present  time  pertaining  to  the  development  of  the 
Affiliated  Hospital  Center,  these  discussions  have 
been  concerned  only  with  the  general  nature  of  the 
proposed  hospital  development. 

The  most  reliable  information  available  at  the 
present  time  is  contained  in  a  letter  sent  by  the 
Affiliated  Hospital  Center  to  the  Office  of  Planning 
and  Programming  Coordination  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  It  reads  as  follows: 

"Affiliated  Hospitals  Center  represents  a 
joint  venture  of  three  hospitals,  which  are  the 
Boston  Hospital  for  Women,  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital,  and  the  Robert  B.  Brigham 
Hospital,  all  in  Boston,  and  a  corporation 
known  as  Affiliated  Hospitals  Center,  Inc.  The 
purpose  of  the  joint  venture  is  to  develop  a  new 
hospital  complex  to  be  occupied  by  the  three 
hospitals,  in  which  the  consolidation  and  shar- 
ing of  services  and  facilities  can  be  maximized. 
tfThe  new  complex  will  be  located  on  Francis 
Street,  in  Boston,  near  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  with  which  each  of  the  hospitals  is 
affiliated,  and  adjacent  to  the  existing  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital. 

"The  new  complex  will  consist  of  three 
interconnected  structures,  one  for  each  hospi- 
tal. In  addition,  continuing  use  will  be  made  of 
the  existing  Peter  Bent  Brigham  facilities.  The 
other  two  hospitals  plan  to  dispose  of  their 
existing  buildings. 

'■'The  functions  currently  anticipated  to  be 
housed  in  the  several  structures  are  as  follows: 
Boston  Hospital  for  Women 
250  in-patient  beds 
Newborn  nurseries 
Supporting  hospital  services 
Research  laboratories 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital

Supporting  hospital  services 
Existing  Structure 
200  in-patient  beds 
Ambulatory  care  facilities 
Supporting  hospital  services 
Research  laboratories 
Robert  B.  Brigham  Hospital 
120  in-patient  beds 
Supporting  hospital  services 
Research  laboratories 

"A  comparison  of  existing  and  proposed  bed 
complements  is  as  follows: 

Existing     Proposed 
Boston  Hospital  for  Women  264  250 

Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  320  520 

Robert  B.  Brigham  Hospital  93  120 

"Integrated  into  these  structures  will  be 
provisions  for  extensive  programs  of  clinical 
education  in  medicine,  nursing,  and  various 
other  health  professions. 
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'Total  cost  of  the  new  complex  is  now 
estimated  to  be  about  $70,000,000. 

"Although  the  project  is  in  the  early  stages 
of  planning  (schematic  drawings  have  not  yet 
been  adopted),  an  application  for  a  grant  for 
federal  assistance  under  the  Health  Professions 
Assistance  Program  was  submitted  by  each  of 
the  hospitals  to  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  on  June  30,  1970. 

"It  is  also  anticipated  that  applications  will 
be  submitted  for  assistance  under  the  Hill-Bur- 
ton program  and  for  FHA  mortgage  insurance. 
Our  schedule  calls  for  the  submission  of  these 
applications  later  this  year." 
The  following  agencies  and  organizations  were 
sent  copies  of  the  above  letter: 

Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council 
Hospital  Planning  for  Greater  Boston,  Inc. 
Massachusetts  Department  for  Public  Health

What  steps,  if  any,  have  been  taken  to  safeguard 
the  immediate  and  surrounding  neighborhoods 
against  deterioration  (e.g.,  is  the  area  scheduled  to 
be  one  of  the  Comprehensive  Code  Enforcement 
Areas  for  which  approval  is  now  being  sought  from 
the  City  Council)? 

Many  residential  neighborhoods  have  been  re- 
viewed for  purposes  of  delineating  areas  which 
might  qualify  for  concentrated  Code  Enforcement 
Programs.  Although  Parker  Hill  was  one  of  the 
neighborhoods  reviewed,  it  is  not  included  in  any 
of  the  applications  before  the  City  Council. 

What  steps  may  be  taken  by  the  city  to  prevent 
or  regulate  the  expansion  being  planned,  so  as  to 
minimize  its  impact  upon  the  residents  and  fiscal 
structure  of  the  City  of  Boston? 

The  city  has  notified  Harvard  University  of  its 
concern  and  interest  in  not  only  this  proposed 
hospital  development,  but  all  other  developments 
contemplated  by  the  university  within  the  City  of 
Boston.  In  addition,  the  city  has  formerly  re- 
quested detailed  information  concerning  all  pro- 
posed development  from  the  university. 

Under  existing  federal  regulations,  the  Affili- 
ated Hospitals  Center  is  required  to  submit  their 
proposed  development  to  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council  for  review  and  comment  prior  to 
any  submission  of  an  application  for  federal 
funding.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
notified  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  of 
its  concern  and  interest  in  this  proposed  develop- 
ment and  has  requested  that  no  formal  action  be 
taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Metro- 
politan Area  Planning  Council  until  the  proposal 
has  been  reviewed  thoroughly  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  comments  have  been  submitted  to 
MA  PC. 

In  addition  to  exercising  the  powers  available  to 
the  city  under  the  Zoning  Code  in  controlling  this 
development,  the  city  has  taken  positive  steps  to 
regulate  further  expansion  of  institutions  in  the 
city.  These  steps  are  outlined  briefly  in  two  policy 
statements  (one  pertaining  to  educational  institu- 


tions, and  another  pertaining  to  medical  institu- 
tions) which  have  been  distributed  widely  to 
institutions  throughout  the  city.  For  your  informa- 
tion copies  of  these  policy  statements  are  attached. 
Proposed  Policies  for  Development  of 
Educational  Institutions  in  Boston 

The  City  of  Boston  is  aware  of  the  economic, 
social,  and  cultural  contributions  made  to  the  city 
by  the  many  educational  institutions  located  with- 
in its  boundaries.  The  city  is,  however,  concerned 
with  the  nature  of  institutional  growth  and  the 
patterns  of  development.  More  specifically,  it  must 
be  concerned  with  the  impact  of  the  institutional 
development  in  terms  of  the  appropriate  use  of 
taxable  land,  the  increased  demands  on  city  circu- 
lation and  service  systems,  the  size  and  character  of 
its  housing  stock,  and  the  surrounding  neighbor- 
hoods. 

It  is  with  concern  for  orderly  development  and 
based  on  the  impacts  enumerated  above  that  the 
city  has  prepared  the  following  development  poli- 
cies and  processing  requirements  regarding  develop- 
ment of  educational  institutions  in  Boston: 
I.    Development  Policies 

A.  Use  of  Taxable  Land 

1 .  Conservation  of  High  Tax-Yield  Land 
Institutional  development  of  tax-exempt 
uses  should  avoid  property  with  high 
actual  or  potential  tax-producing  capac- 
ity. Development  of  blighted,  vacant,  or 
underutilized  land  and  air  rights  is  en- 
couraged. 

2.  Intensity  of  Development 
Institutional  expansion  plans  should 
attempt  to  minimize  erosion  of  the  city's 
tax  base  through  maximum  efficiency  in 
the  use  of  land  and  facilities.  Such 
efficiencies  include:  (a)  intensive  or 
high-density  development  of  tax-exempt 
uses  in  appropriate  locations,  and  (b) 
joint  development  of  tax-exempt  uses 
with  tax-paying  uses  or  with  other  public 
or  tax-exempt  uses  wherever  possible. 

3.  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 
Regardless  of  the  location,  intensity  of 
development,  or  former  tax  status  of 
tax-exempt  uses,  the  institution  should 
be  prepared  to  make  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  to  the  city  sufficient  to  support 
municipal  services  required  by  the  devel- 
opment. 

B.  Increased  Demand  on  City  Circulation  and 
Service  Systems 

1.   Accessibility 

Since  educational  institutions  are  genera- 
tors of  traffic,  the  intensity  of  institu- 
tional development  should  relate  to  the 
accessibility  of  public  transportation  so 
as  to  minimize  auto  traffic.  Additionally, 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  ex- 
tent to  which  the  local  street  system  can 
accommodate  the  unavoidable  automo- 
bile and  truck  traffic  which  such  in- 
creased land  use  produces. 
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2.  Maximum    Use    of    High    Accessibility 
Areas 

Since  land  of  high  accessibility  is  at  a 
premium,  development  and  complemen- 
tary use  by  two  or  more  institutions  is 
encouraged  in  locations  with  good  acces- 
sibility to  public  transportation. 

3.  Off -Street  Parking 

Although  coordination  with  the  public 
transportation  system  is  encouraged, 
zoning  requirements  for  off-street  park- 
ing and  truck  loading  must  be  satisfied 
for  all  development  proposals. 

4.  Impact  on  Public  Services 
Acceptability  of  development  proposals 
will  be  based  on  the  development's 
potential  impact  on  public  services  in  the 
area.  These  services  include  police  and 
fire  protection,  water  and  sewer  facili- 
ties, and  refuse  collection. 

C.  Size  and  Character  of  the  City's  Housing 
Stock 

1.  Encroachment  into  Residential  Areas 
Institutional  expansion  proposals  should 
avoid     encroachment     into     residential 
areas  which  are   in   sound,  viable  con- 
dition. 

2.  Replacement  Housing  and  Relocation 

In  any  event,  the  removal,  by  demolition 
or  conversion,  of  existing  units  of 
housing  from  the  city's  private  housing 
supply  will  be  unacceptable  unless  (a)  at 
least  an  equal  number  of  new  housing 
units  is  created  by  the  institution 
through  new  construction  or  conversion 
at  rents  comparable  to  those  prevailing 
in,  and  in  the  vicinity  of,  the  removed 
housing,  and  (b)  adequate  provision  is 
made  for  relocation  of  the  occupants  of 
said  removed  housing  either  by  the 
institution  itself,  or  under  contract  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment   Authority. 

3.  Additions  to  Housing  Stock 
Development    proposals    which    include 
additions  to  the  private  housing  stock  - 
in   excess  of  any  replacement  housing 
required  —  are  encouraged. 

4.  Provision  of  Student  Housing 
Development  which  permits  an  increase 
in  the  enrollment  of  full-time  noncom- 
muting  students  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  commensurate  increase  in  housing 
provided  for  such  students.  Additionally, 
development  proposals  which  would 
eliminate,  by  demolition  or  conversion, 
existing  student  housing  should  include 
provisions  for  replacement  housing. 

D.  Impact  of,  Benefits  to,  and  Consultation 
with  Surrounding  Neighborhoods. 

1 .  Accordance  with  the  General  Plan 
Institutional  development  should  be  in 
conformance    with    the    city's   General 
Plan  and  with  overall  community  objec- 
tives. 

2.  Adverse  Impact  on  Surrounding  Neigh- 
borhoods 


Institutional  development  should  not 
have  the  potential  of  significant  adverse 
impact  on  the  surrounding  neighbor- 
hoods. 

3.  Facilities  Beneficial  to  Neighborhoods 
Plans  which  include  programs  and  facili- 
ties having  the  potential  of  directly 
benefiting  adjoining  residential  com- 
munities, and  which  are  utilized  for  such 
purposes,  are  encouraged. 

4.  Community  Participation 

Through  the  initiative  of  the  institution 
itself,  any  major  expansion  plan  should 
be  developed  with  the  active  partici- 
pation of  the  residents  of  the  surround- 
ing neighborhoods  or  their  representa- 
tives. 
II.  Procedure  Requirements 

In  order  to  assure  the  city  that  an  institu- 
tion's development  plans  are  in  con- 
formance with  the  city's  General  Plan, 
community  objectives,  and  with  the  orderly 
development  of  the  institution  itself  it  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  institution  to 
discuss  proposed  development  plans  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
to  provide  this  agency  with  the  material 
described  below.

Plans  for  specific  development  proposals 
should  be  submitted  to  the  BRA's  Zoning 
Division  at  an  early  stage  of  the  develop- 
ment process.

Such  long- 
range  plans  should  describe  long-range  space 
needs  for  classrooms,  offices,  housing,  park- 
ing, recreation,  and  other  facilities  as  well  as 
preferences  relative  to  location  of  proposed 
development  and  intensity  of  site  use. 
III. Implementation 

Development  proposals  inconsistent  with 
the  above  policies  and  which  have  not  been 
received  in  accordance  with  the  procedural 
requirements  will  be  opposed  by  the  BRA  ;it 
the  required  hearing  before  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal. 


Proposed  Policies  for  Development  of 
Medical  Institutions  in  Boston 
The  City   of  Boston   is  aware  of  the  benefits 
accruing  to  the  city  because  of  the  many  medical 
institutions  located  within  its  boundaries.  The  city 
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is,  however,  concerned  with  the  nature  of  institu- 
tional growth  and  the  patterns  of  development. 
More  specifically,  it  must  be  concerned  with  the 
impact  of  the  institutional  development  in  terms  of 
the  appropriate  use  of  taxable  land,  the  increased 
demands  on  city  circulation  and  service  systems, 
the  size  and  character  of  its  housing  stock,  and  the 
surrounding  neighborhoods. 

It  is  with  concern  for  orderly  development  and 
based  on  the  impacts  enumerated  above  that  the 
city  has  prepared  the  following  development  poli- 
cies and  processing  requirements  regarding  develop- 
ment of  medical  institutions  in  Boston. 
I.    Development  Policies 

A.  Use  of  Taxable  Land 

1.  Conservation  of  High  Tax-Yield  Land 
Institutional  development  of  tax-exempt 
uses  should  avoid  property  with  high 
actual  or  potential  tax-producing  capac- 
ity. Development  of  blighted,  vacant,  or 
underutilized  land  and  air  rights  is  en- 
couraged. 

2.  Intensity  of  Development 
Institutional  expansion  plans  should 
attempt  to  minimize  erosion  of  the  city's 
tax  base  through  maximum  efficiency  in 
the  use  of  land  and  facilities.  Such 
efficiencies  include:  (a)  intensive  or 
high-density  development  of  tax-exempt 
uses  in  appropriate  locations,  and  (b) 
joint  development  of  tax-exempt  uses 
with  tax-paying  uses  or  with  other  public 
or  tax-exempt  uses  wherever  possible. 

3.  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 
Regardless  of  the  location,  intensity  of 
development,  or  former  tax  status  of 
tax-exempt  uses,  the  institution  should 
be  prepared  to  make  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  to  the  city  sufficient  to  support 
municipal  services  required  by  the  devel- 
opment. 

B.  Increased  Demand  on  City  Circulation  and 
Service  Systems 

1.  Accessibility 

Since  medical  institutions  are  generators 
of  traffic,  the  intensity  of  institutional 
development  should  relate  to  the  accessi- 
bility of  public  transportation  so  as  to 
minimize  auto  traffic.  Additionally,  con- 
sideration must  be  given  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  local  street  system  can  accom- 
modate the  unavoidable  automobile  and 
truck  traffic  which  such  increased  land 
use  produces. 

2.  Maximum    Use    of    High    Accessibility 
Areas 

Since  land  of  high  accessibility  is  at  a 
premium,  development  and  complemen- 
tary use  by  two  or  more  institutions  is 
encouraged  in  locations  with  good  acces- 
sibility to  public  transportation. 

3.  Off -Street  Parking

Accordance  with  the  General  Plan 
Institutional  development  should  be  in 
conformance    with    the    city's   General 
Plan  and  with  overall  community  objec- 
tives.

Institutional  development  should  not 
have  the  potential  significant  adverse 
impact  on  the  surrounding  neighbor- 
hoods. 

3.  FaciHties  Beneficial  to  Neighborhoods 
Plans  which  include  programs  and  facili- 
ties having  the  potential  of  directly 
benefiting  adjoining  residential  com- 
munities, and  which  are  utilized  for  such 
purposes,  are  encouraged. 

4.  Community  Participation

Resolved,  That  section  100  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  ought  to  be  amended  as  follows: 

(1)  By  paying  to  each  surviving  child  of  any 
such  employee  during  his  or  her  minority,  and

(2)  By  extending  the  benefits  of  section  100  to 
the  families  of  every  city  employee  who  as  a  result 
of  an  assault  on  his  or  her  person  is  killed  or 
sustains  injuries  which  result  in  his  or  her  death.

Cross  football  team  was  felled  with  hepatitis 
because  a  sewer  drain  broke  and  sewerage  seeped 
into  the  drinking  water;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Park  Department  does  not 
require  a  periodic  bacteria  count  on  these  water 
bubblers,  and  in  fact  it  has  become  a  case  of  "if  the 
bubbler  works,  then  everything  is  all  right";  and 

Whereas,  The  resistance  of  these  young  athletes 
after  a  vigorous  workout  is  low,  and  as  a  result  the 
youth  are  entirely  susceptible  to  active  bacteria; 
therefore  be  it

report  of  the  conditions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
public  water  bubblers  and  the  connecting  piping 
within  two  weeks.

Large  numbers  of  registered  voters  were 
dropped  from  the  voting  list  because  they  were 
not  included  on  the  resident  listing  which  was 
carried  out  by  inexperienced  civilians. 

In  many  instances  no  notification  of  a 
change  in  polling  location  was  given  where 
precinct  lines  had  been  changed,  and  voters 
were  given  no  assistance  at  the  polls  in  locating 
the  correct  polling  place. 

Several  polling  places  opened  later  than  8 
a.m.,  others  closed  before  8  p.m. 

Defective  voting  machines  and  insufficient 
numbers  of  machines  were  reported  at  several 
locations. 

In    many    instances  there   was  no    supple- 
mentary voting  list  in  use  at  the  polling  place., 
and 
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Whereas,  It  is  the  clear  responsibility  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  correct  such  errors  as  occurred 
on  primary  election  day,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  hold  a  meeting  to  which  will  be 
invited  officials  of  the  Election  Department  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  what  steps  are  being  taken  to 
insure  that  the  above-mentioned  problems,  and  any 
others  which  may  have  occurred,  are  corrected 
before  the  November  election  so  that  the  sub- 
stantial disenfranchisement  which  occurred  in  Sep- 
tember is  not  repeated  in  the  November  election.

Gentlemen: 

Since  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
passed  the  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and 
Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968  (P.L.  90-351),  the 
City  of  Boston  has  received  very  little 
money  under  this  federal  program  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  and  improving 
local  law  enforcement.  Recently,  however, 
Boston  has  been  allocated  over  $1,000,000. 
The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  recommend 
the  prompt  adoption  of  the  enclosed  order 
for  the  acceptance  of  this  award.

(to    expand    district    court   clinic 
facilities     and     coordinate    them 
with     community     agencies     and 
other  resources). 
25,000     Violent   crime   treatment  project 
(to  continue  research  and  treat- 
ment of  defendants  charged  with 
violent  crime). 
25,000     Therapy  to  seriously  troublesome 

predelinquents.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN 
RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND  EVIC- 
TIONS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  5,  1970. 
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To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend 
adoption  of  an  ordinance  repealing  chapter 
10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  "An  Ordi- 
nance Regulating  Certain  Residential 
Rents,"  and  substituting  in  its  place  a 
comprehensive  system  of  rent  control  for 
the  city. 

The  accompanying  ordinance  is  a  resub- 
mission, with  certain  minor  modifications, 
of  amendments  to  chapter  10  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1969  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body  on  July  13,  1970.  In  addition,  the 
accompanying  ordinance  contains  provisions, 
authorized  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  relating  to  the  control  of  evictions, 
extension  of  rent  control  to  absentee-owned 
three-family  dwellings,  civil  and  criminal 
penalties,  and  injunctive  relief. 

I  recognize  that  the  city  has  the  option 
of  accepting  the  provisions  of  chapter  842 
of  the  Acts  of  1970,  "An  Act  Enabling 
Certain  Cities  and  Towns  to  Control  Rents 
and  Evictions,"  instead  of  acting  under 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended 
by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970.  Chapter 
842  provides  a  comprehensive  system  of 
rent  control  similar  in  most  major  respects 
to  the  system  established  by  the  accompa- 
nying ordinance.  However,  since  chapter 
842  must  be  either  accepted  or  rejected  in 
its  entirety,  very  little  latitude  is  allowed 
for  modification  of  its  provisions  to  suit 
local  conditions  and  changing  circumstances. 
Because  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969, 
as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  allows  the  city  greater  latitude  in 
adapting  rent  control  to  changing  local 
conditions,  I  recommend  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  ordinance. 

In  view  of  the  critical  shortage  of  decent, 
moderately-priced    rental    housing,    I    urge 
your  favorable  action  on  this  comprehensive 
program  of  rent  and  eviction  control.

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demo- 
lition of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient 
supply  of  new  housing  have  resulted  in  a 
substantial,  and  critical  shortage  of  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably-priced  rental  housing 
accomodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt 
with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation 
of  the  private  rental  housing  market,  and, 
unless  residential  rents  are  regulated  and 
controlled  so  that  rents  will  not  be  increased 
unreasonably  and  landlords  will  receive  a 
fair  net  operating  income  from  housing 
accommodations,  and  unless  evictions  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled,  such 
emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures 
resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limi- 
tation, Article  2,  as  amended,  ar.cl  Article 
47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended 
by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  be  it 
declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably 
priced  rental  housing  units  exists  because 
of  (1)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing,  (2)  an  insufficient  supply 
of  new  housing,  and  (3)  inadequate  munici- 
pal tools  presently  available  to  regulate 
residential  rents; 

And,  also  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended 
by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  be  it 
ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established 
by  section  2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation,  addition,  or  improve- 
ment which  appreciably  adds  to  the  value 
of  the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or  both, 
but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and 
maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations: 
all  housing  accommodations  within  the  city 
or  any  category  of  such  housing  accom- 
modations based  on  size,  age,  construction, 
rent,  location,  or  other  common  character- 
istics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive 
director  of  the  board. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  build- 
ing or  structure,  permanent  or  temporary, 
located    within    the    city,    or    any    part    or 
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portion  thereof,  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  by  one  or  more  individuals  as 
a  residence,  not  including  the  following: 
(i)  Housing  accommodations  which 
the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created 
under  the  laws  thereof  either  owns,  or 
operates,  or  regulates  the  rents  thereof, 
other  than  housing  accommodations  regu- 
lated under  the  provisions  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1969  or  of  this 
ordinance,  or  finances  or  subsidizes,  if 
regulation  of  the  rent  thereof  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  would  result 
in  the  cancellation  or  withdrawal,  by  law, 
of  such  financing  or  subsidy. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any 
building  or  structure  containing  no  more 
than  two  dwelling  units,  or  containing 
three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his 
permanent  residence;  provided  that  two 
or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures 
under  common  management  shall  consti- 
tute a  single  building  or  structure  for 
this  purpose. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created 
by  new  construction  or  by  conversion  from 
a  nonhousing  use  completed  after  De- 
cember 1,  1968; 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  for 
which  the  monthly  rent  in  effect  on  De- 
cember 1,  1968,  or,  if  there  was  no  rent 
in  effect  on  that  date,  the  first  rent  in 
effect  thereafter  was  at  least  $160  in  the 
case  of  a  studio;  $185  in  the  case  of  a 
one-bedroom  apartment;  $235  in  the  case 
of  a  two-bedroom  apartment;  or  $285  in 
the  case  of  an  apartment  having  three 
or  more  bedrooms. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  con- 
dominiums and  cooperatives. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  in  any 
motel,  hotel,  inn,  college  fraternity  or 
sorority  house,  dormitory  of  an  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  or  private 
school,  hospital,  extended  medical  care 
facility,  convent,  monastery,  or  nonprofit 
home  for  aged. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facili- 
ties provided  by  a  landlord  or  required  by 
law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to 
a  tenant  in  connection  with  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
including,  without  limitation,  services, 
furniture,  furnishings  and  equipment; 
repairs;  decorating  and  maintenance;  pro- 
vision of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  service;  kitchen, 
bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges; 
use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yard,  and  other  common  areas;  maid 
service,  linen  service,  janitor  service,  re- 
moval of  refuse,  and  parking  facilities. 

(g)  Landlord:  an  owner,  lessor,  sub- 
lessor, or  other  person  entitled  to  receive 
rent  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation,  or  an  agent  of  any 
of  the  foregoing. 


(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  ex- 
penses: the  reasonable  and  necessary  ex- 
penses to  a  landlord  of  providing  housing 
services  to  a  tenant,  including  but  not 
limited  to  maintenance,  repair,  management 
fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission,  in- 
surance, utilities  included  within  the  rent, 
but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and 
amortization  nor  an  allowance  for  obso- 
lescense or  depreciation. 

(i)  Person:  an  individual,  corporation, 
partnership,  association,  or  other  organized 
group  of  individuals,  or  the  legal  successor 
or  representative  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration  paid  or  pay- 
able, according  to  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement,  for  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  a  housing  accommodation  or  for 
the  transfer  of  a  lease  to  a  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an 
agreement,  verbal,  written,  or  implied, 
between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for  use 
and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation 
and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee, 
sublessee,  or  other  person  entitled  under 
the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement 
to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing 
accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board.  (a)  Compo- 
sition. There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Rent  Board,  consisting  of 
five  residents  of  the  city  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  including  one  tenant  who  owns  no 
housing  accommodations,  one  landlord  who 
owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental 
units  in  the  city,  and  three  members  repre- 
senting the  public  interest,  none  of  whom 
may  own  or  manage  more  than  five  rental 
units  in  the  city.  Members  of  the  board 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  Vacancies  shall 
be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  term,  by  the 
mayor.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairman  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  service  $35. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall, 
as  provided  in  sections  3,  4,  and  5,  establish 
and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be 
charged  for  housing  accommodations,  and 
shall  grant  or  deny  certificates  of  eviction 
as  provided  under  section  8.  The  board 
may,  at  the  request  of  any  landlord,  render 
a  binding  advisory  opinion  as  to  the  per- 
missible impact  of  a  proposed  capital  im- 
provement on  the  rents,  provided  that  said 
landlord  demonstrates  that  such  advisory 
opinion  is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain 
necessary  financing  for  said  improvement. 

(d)  Regulations.  The  board  shall  have 
power  to  promulgate  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  are  not  inconsistent  with  this 
ordinance,  including,  without  limitation, 
regulations  under  section  3   and  section  5 
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and  regulations  establishing  a  schedule  of 
standard  rental  increases  or  decreases  for 
improvement  or  deterioration  in  specific 
services  and  facilities. 

(e)  Investigations.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  gather  studies  and  infor- 
mation concerning  the  supply  and  quality  of 
housing  of  all  types,  and  regarding  the 
level  of  and  changes  in  rents  and  prices 
of  consumer  commodities,  and  shall  report 
to  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  semi- 
annually on  such  matters. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent.  The  board 
shall,  within  thirty  days  following  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  by  regu- 
lation establish  as  the  maximum  rent  for 
all  housing  accommodations  the  rent  in 
effect  therefor  on  December  1,  1968,  or, 
if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that  date, 
then  the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter. 

Section  4.  Adjustment  of  Maximum 
Rent,  (a)  Individual  and  General  Adjust- 
ments. The  board  shall,  by  order  or  regu- 
lation as  provided  in  section  5,  make  such 
individual  or  general  adjustments,  either 
upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum  rent 
for  any  housing  accomodation  or  any  class 
of  housing  accommodations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  remove  hardships  or  to  correct 
other  inequities,  and,  in  so  doing,  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maxi- 
mum rents  for  housing  accommodations  at 
levels  which  will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair 
net  operating  income  from  such  housing 
accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In 
determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for 
housing  accommodations  yields  a  fair  net 
operating  income,  the  board  shall  consider 
the  following  among  other  relevant  factors: 

(i)  Increases  or  decreases  in  property 
taxes 

(ii)  Unavoidable  increases  or  any  de- 
creases in  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses 

(iii)  Capital  improvement  of  the 
housing  accommodations 

(iv)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living 
space  or  housing  services 

(v)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the 
housing  accommodations,  other  than 
ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or  failure  to 
perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement,  or 
maintenance. 

(c)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  section, 
the  board  may  refuse  to  grant  an  upward 
adjustment  of  maximum  rent  if  it  de- 
termines that  the  affected  housing  accom- 
modation does  not  comply  with  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code 
or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and 
such  lack  of  compliance  is  not  caused  by 
the  tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct.  The 
board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward 
adjustment  of  maximum  rent  if  it  de- 
termines that  the  tenant  is  more  than 
thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent, 
unless  such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 


Section  5.  Board  Proceedings,  (a)  Gener- 
al Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regu- 
lation. The  board  may  adjust  maximum 
rents  by  regulation  applicable  to  any  class 
of  housing  accommodations.  Prior  to 
making  any  adjustment  of  maximum  rents 
under  this  subsection,  a  public  hearing  shall 
be  held  before  at  least  a  quorum  of  the 
board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and 
purpose  of  such  hearing  shall  be  published 
three  times  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
having  a  general  circulation  in  the  city,  the 
last  publication  to  be  not  less  than  five 
days  prior  to  such  hearing. 

(b)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum 
Rent.  The  board  shall  consider  an  adjust- 
ment of  maximum  rent  for  an  individual 
housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  land- 
lord or  tenant  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such 
petition  shall  be  made  on  a  form  reproved 
by  the  executive  director.  The  board  shall 
notify  the  landlord,  if  the  petition  was  filed 
by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant,  if  the  petition 
was  filed  by  the  landlord,  of  the  receipt  of 
such  petition  and  of  the  right  of  either 
party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within 
five  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  If  a 
hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either  party, 
or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initi- 
ative of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time,  place, 
and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  landlord  and  tenant  and  the 
hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  at  least 
one  member  of  the  board  prior  to  the  deci- 
sion by  the  board  to  grant  or  deny  an 
adjustment  of  maximum  rent.  The  board 
may  consolidate  petitions  and  actions  under- 
taken on  its  own  initiative  relating  to 
housing  accommodations  in  the  same  build- 
ing, and  all  such  petitions  and  actions  may 
be  considered  in  a  single  hearing. 

(c)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individ- 
ual Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board 
may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  of  an  individual 
housing  accommodation  if  a  hearing  has 
been  held  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent 
of  such  housing  accommodation  within 
twelve  months. 

(d)  Judicial  Review.  Any  person  ag- 
grieved by  an  order  of  the  board  issued 
pursuant  to  this  section  may,  within  twenty- 
one  days  after  the  date  of  such  order, 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation lies. 

Section  6.  Provision  of  Information.  On 
or  before  the  thirtieth  day  following  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  every 
landlord  shall  file  with  the  executive 
director  a  written  statement  on  forms  ap- 
proved by  said  executive  director.  The 
statement  shall  identify  and  describe  each 
housing  accommodation  owned,  managed, 
or  leased  by  the  landlord,  and  the  services 
provided  in  conjunction  therewith,  and  shall 
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specify  the  rent  currently  being  charged 
for  each  housing  accommodation  and  the 
rent  that  was  in  effect  on  December  1,  1968, 
or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that 
date,  then  the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter. 
Whenever  a  rent  is  increased  pursuant  to 
a  regulation  of  the  board,  the  landlord  shall 
inform  the  executive  director  of  such  event, 
and  of  any  accompanying  change  in  housing 
services,  furniture,  furnishings,  or  equip- 
ment at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date 
upon  which  such  increase  becomes  effective, 
on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive 
director. 

Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  petition 
for  adjustment  of  a  maximum  rent,  or  upon 
action  initiated  by  the  board  for  adjust- 
ment of  a  maximum  rent,  the  landlord  shall 
furnish  to  the  executive  director,  .within 
seven  days  after  his  written  demand  there- 
for, information  pertaining  to  the  housing 
accommodation  or  accommodations  involved 
in  the  petition  or  action  and  to  the  building 
or  structure  wherein  such  housing  accom- 
modation is  located  on  a  form  approved  by 
the  executive  director. 

Whoever  fails  to  file  or  withholds  any 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this 
section  or  whoever  -knowingly  gives  false 
statements  in  connection  therewith  shall,  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  10, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  day 
for  each  such  failure  or  false  statement, 
and,  in  the  case  of  a  landlord  seeking  an 
upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  may 
be  denied  such  adjustment  in  its  entirety. 

Section  7.  Executive  Director  and  Staff. 
The  board  shall  employ  an  executive 
director  and  such  additional  staff  as  may 
be  necessary  to  perform  the  following 
functions : 

(a)  Investigate  at  the  request  of  the 
board  any  petition  or  action  for  a  rent 
adjustment  brought  under  section  5  and 
any  application  for  a  certificate  of  eviction 
brought  under  section  8. 

(b)  Seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute 
by  voluntary  agreement  of  the  parties. 

(c)  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the 
assessing,  building,  fire  or  housing  in- 
spection departments. 

(d)  Bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a 
court  of  law  to  enforce  any  order  of  the 
board. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person 
shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  unless: 

(i)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the 
rent  to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled. 

(ii)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obli- 
gation or  covenant  of  his  tenancy  other 
than  the  obligation  to  surrender  posses- 
sion upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to 
cure  such  violation  after  having  received 
written  notice  thereof  from  the  landlord. 

(iii)  The  tenant  is  committing  or 
permitting  to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is 
causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  a 
substantial  interference  with  the  comfort, 


safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any 
adjacent  accommodation. 

(iv)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using 
or  permitting  a  housing  accommodation 
to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(v)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written 
lease  or  rental  agreement  which  termi- 
nated on  or  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  has  refused,  after  written  re- 
quest or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal 
thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  dura- 
tion and  in  such  terms  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  or  violative  of  any  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

(vi)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  land- 
lord reasonable  access  to  the  housing 
accommodation  for  the  purpose  of  making 
necessary  repairs  or  improvements  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
the  Commonwealth,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease  or 
by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
the  housing  accommodation  to  any  pro- 
spective   purchaser   or   mortgagee. 

(vii)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end 
of  a  lease  term  is  a  subtenant  not  ap- 
proved by  the  landlord. 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover 
possession  in  good  faith  for  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter- 
in-law. 

(ix)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover 
possession  to  demolish  or  otherwise  re- 
move the  housing  accommodation  from 
housing  use. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover 
possession  for  any  other  just  cause,  pro- 
vided that  his  purpose  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  pos- 
session of  a  housing  accommodation  shall 
apply  to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of 
eviction.  Such  application  shall  be  made 
on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive 
director.  Upon  receipt  of  such  an  appli- 
cation, the  board  shall  send  a  copy  of  the 
application  to  the  tenant  of  the  housing 
accommodation  and  shall  schedule  a  hearing 
on  the  application  within  fifteen  days. 
Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  land- 
lord and  tenant,  and  the  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  before  at  least  one  member  of 
the  board  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  board 
to  grant  or  deny  the  certificate  of  eviction. 
If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts  attested 
to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid  and  in 
compliance  with  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section,  the  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be 
issued.  Any  application  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  granted  unless  denied  by  the 
board  within  thirty  days  of  such  appli- 
cation. 
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(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
without  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordinance,  and 
the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this 
section  the  United  States,  the  Common- 
wealth, or  any  agency  or  political  sub- 
division thereof  may  maintain  an  action 
or  proceeding  to  recover  possession  of  any 
housing  accommodations  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  author- 
ized by  the  statute  or  regulation  under 
which  such  accommodations  are  admin- 
istered. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  additional  restrictions  on  the 
right  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation.  No  provision  of  this 
section  shall  entitle  any  person  to  recover 
possession  of  such  a  housing  accommodation. 
Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concerning 
the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate 
of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation involved  is  located. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies.  (a)  Any 
person  who  demands,  accepts,  receives,  or 
retains  any  payment  of  rent  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  pro- 
mulgated, shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter 
provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by 
the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the 
amount  of  $100,  or  not  more  than  three 
times  the  amount  by  which  the  payment 
or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained,  whichever  is  the  greater; 
provided  that,  if  the  defendant  proves  that 
the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the 
result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  pre- 
cautions against  the  occurrence  of  the 
violation,  the  amount  of  such  liquidated 
damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  over- 
charge or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  pay- 
ment is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or 
retained  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule  regulation,  or 
order  hereunder  promulgated  fails  to  bring 
an  action  under  this  section  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
violation,  the  board  may  settle  the  claim 
arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  there- 
after bar  any  other  person  from  bringing 
action  for  the  violation  or  violations  with 
regard  to  which  a  settlement  has  been 
reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles 
said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the 
costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof, 
and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 


has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings 
action  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  attorney's 
fees  and  costs  under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a),  and  the  person  against  whom 
the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the 
merits  in  any  action  under  this  section  shall 
be  a  bar  to  any  recovery  under  this  section 
or  in  any  other  action  against  the  same 
defendant  on  account  of  any  violation  with 
respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to  the 
institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgement  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than 
one  year  after  the  date  of  the  violation.  A 
single  action  for  damages  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  may  include  all 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial 
district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation affected  is  located  shall  have 
exclusive  original  jurisdiction  over  all 
actions  and  complaints  brought  under  this 
section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand, 
accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accom- 
modations in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent 
prescribed  therefor  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations,  or 
orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise 
to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder 
promulgated. 

(b)  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any 
payment  which  exceeds  the  maximum  law- 
ful rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or 
service  charge  for  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine or  lease  any  housing  accommodation, 
and  no  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  shall 
be  lawful  unless  the  person  from  whom  the 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to 
which  payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge 
has  been  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or 
retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regu- 
lation, or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  or 
whoever  knowingly  makes  any  faise  state- 
ment in  any  testimony  before  the  board,  or 
whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  board  with 
any  false  information  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  ninety  days, 
or  both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case 
of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such 
person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  not 
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more  than  $3,000  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  superior 
court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to 
restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of  this 
ordinance  and  of  rules,  regulations,  and 
orders  promulgated  by  the  board. 

Section  12.  Duration.  This  ordinance 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31, 
1972,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the 
mayor  and  city  council  that  the  present 
rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  13.  Constitutional  Construction. 
The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  14.  Repealer.  Chapter  10  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969  is  repealed.  Orders 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  under 
the  provisions  of  said  chapter  10  in  effect 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall 
remain  in  effect  according  to  their  terms. 
Any  matter  pending  before  said  Board  of 
Rent  Appeals  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  considered  by  the  board 
as  if  brought  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.

LIABILITY  OP  CITY  FOR  INJURIES 
SUSTAINED  IN  OR  AROUND 
CERTAIN  PRIVATELY  OWNED 
BUILDINGS 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

On   August   10   the    City    Council   passed 
an  order  that  I  be  requested  to  inform  the 


Council    if    the   city    is    liable    for   injuries 
incurred  in  or  around  abandoned  buildings. 

There  is  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
city  for  injuries  sustained  in  or  around 
privately  owned  buildings  which  have  been 
reported  to  the  city  as  hazardous. 

With  regard  to  city-owned  buildings,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  held  in  Kurtigan  v. 
City  of  Worcester,  348  Mass.  284,  that  the 
city  could  be  liable  when  a  limb  of  a  dead 
tree  on  land  on  which  the  city  held  a  tax 
title  fell  and  damaged  the  property  of  the 
adjacent  owner.  Thus  the  City  of  Boston 
could  be  liable  for  injuries  resulting  from 
conditions  on  its  land,  but  its  liability  with 
respect  to  injuries  occurring  on  land  on 
which  it  has  a  tax  title  would  depend  on 
the  relationship  of  the  person  injured  to 
the  city.  For  example,  the  city  would  not 
be  liable  to  a  trespasser,  but  it  might  be 
liable  to  a  business  visitor  if  it  had  reason 
to  know  of  the  dangerous  conditions  which 
caused  the  harm.

In  response  to  your  request  following  a 
City  Council  order  of  August  24,  1970,  we 
are  enclosing,  in  duplicate,  an  explanation 
of  tenant  selection  procedures  and  an 
analysis  of  vacant  and  available  housing 
as  of  August  1, 1970. 

We  regret,  as  indicated  in  our  letter  of 
September  8,  1970,  that  this  response  was 
delayed  because  of  staff  shortages  due  to 
vacation  schedules.

Boston  Housing  Authority 
Tenant  Selection  Procedures 
Applications      are      accepted      from      all 
persons  wishing  to  file.     They  may  do  this 
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at  the  Central  Office,  or  at  any  of  the 
thirteen  housing  Management  Offices,  at 
the  Little  City  Hall  Offices,  the  BRA,  and 
many  social  agencies. 

Each  application  is  stamped  immediately 
with  the  date  and  time.  Applicants  are 
given  a  receipt  showing  the  date  and  time 
of  filing. 

In  all  Authority  facilities  in  which  ap- 
plications are  received  a  notice  is  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  which  states  that  the 
Authority's  low-income  program  is  provided 
on  a  nondiscriminatory  basis,  along  with 
the  Authority's  tenant  selection  and  as- 
signment plan. 

All  applications  are  subject  to  specified 
tenant  selection  procedures  which  include 
assignment  of  a  case  number,  a  check  for 
former  tenancy  and  duplications,  verifica- 
tion of  such  items  as  income,  assets, 
property  ownership,  etc. 

Field  workers  visit  the  applicant's 
current  residence  to  assess  the  physical 
condition  of  the  housing  structure,  and  to 
verify  any  other  facts  that  may  be  net  led. 
These  conditions  are  the  basis  for  a  housing 
need  score  measuring  the  degree  of  relative 
housing  need  (exceptions  are  made  for 
emergency  situations). 

Applications  are  then  summarized  to  de- 
termine eligibility,  size  of  unit  required, 
deductions,  and  rentals  are  computed.  Re- 
cent federal  legislation  limits  rental  in 
federally  aided  developments  to  a  charge 
of  25  percent  of  income.  State  legislation 
this  year  imposes  a  similar  restriction  on 
rents  of  elderly  persons  in  state-aided 
housing. 

Preference,  set  forth  by  statute,  is  given 
to  families  displaced  by  public  action, 
disabled  veterans,  families  of  deceased 
veterans,  veterans,  and  servicemen. 

Applicants  are  given  a  personal  interview 
on    a    first-come,    first-served    basis.      The 


date  and  time  stamp,  relative  housing  need, 
and  statutory  limitations  are  the  criteria 
used  for  placement.  The  Authority  has 
adopted  standards  of  acceptability  to  en- 
sure the  objective  of  providing  decent,  safe, 
and  sanitary  housing  in  an  environment 
that  is  conducive  to  healthful  living,  family 
stability,  and  sound  community  relations. 

A  family  is  determined  eligible  on  a 
tentative  basis,  subject  to  further  evalu- 
ation, where  information  reveals  behavior 
or  composition  indicative  of  potential 
problems  of  a  serious  nature.  A  family 
shall  be  determined  ineligible  for  admission 
where  information  reveals  behavior  or 
composition  that  would  constitute  a  danger 
to  the  health,  safety,  or  morals  of  other 
tenants.  In  emergency  situations  these  ap- 
plicants are  classified  as  tentatively  eligible. 

During  the  interview  each  applicant  is 
assigned  a  suitable  vacant  unit  in  the 
location  with  the  highest  number  of 
vacancies.  If  the  applicant  rejects  the  first 
offer,  he  will  be  offered  the  location  with 
the  next  highest  number  of  vacancies.  If 
the  applicant  rejects  three  such  offers,  he 
is  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  of  eligible 
applicants.  For  cause,  such  as  illness  (need 
to  be  near  a  hospital,  doctor  or  relative), 
special  need  for  schooling,  transportation 
to  work,  etc.,  applicants  may  be  assigned 
to  developments  other  than  indicated  above. 

If  the  applicant  refuses  an  apartment 
that  will  result  in  undue  hardship  or  handi- 
cap, or  presents  clear  evidence  of  his  in- 
ability to  move,  it  does  not  count  as  one 
of  the  number  of  allowable  refusals. 

Any  applicant  who  has  rejected  the  three 
offers,  and  finds  himself  in  changed  dire 
circumstances,  may  ask  for  reconsideration. 
If  reconsideration  is  warranted,  he  will  re- 
ceive priority  according  to  the  date  and 
time  of  notification.

your  Honorable  Body.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  the  Compen- 
sation   and    Classification    Plans    for    the 
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Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County, 
the  Supervisor  of  Personnel,  whenever  a 
new  position  is  established,  is  required, 
after  an  investigation  of  the  actual  and 
proposed  duties  and  responsibilities  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  to  classify  the  position  by  allo- 
cating it  to  its  appropriate  class. 

Under  date  of  August  10,  1970,  the 
Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  requested  that 
the  title  of  Special  Services  Coordinator  in 
Compensation  Grade  CI-6  be  established  in 
his  department. 

My  investigation  of  this  request  reveals 
that  the  scope  and  nature  of  the  Sheriff's 
Department  has  broadened  significantly  to 
the  point  where  it  is  essential  that  one 
person  be  assigned  overall  responsibility 
for  the  implementation,  coordination,  and 
integration  of  all  services  and  programs. 
With  the  enactment  of  G.L.  c.  221,  s.  70,  the 
effect  of  which  was  to  place  the  officers 
for  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the 
Superior  Court  in  the  Suffolk  County 
Compensation  Plan,  with  the  resultant  en- 
titlement to  collective  bargaining  rights,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  person  who  shall  fill 
the  position  be  able  to  coordinate  these 
newly  developed  personnel  relations. 

In  order  to  include  this  new  classification 
in  the  Compensation  and  Classification 
Plans  for  the  Officers  and  Employees  of 
Suffolk  County  I  recommend  consideration 
and  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order

EFFECT  OF  FUEL  SHORTAGE  ON  RENTS

effect  a  fuel  shortage  would  have  on  rents  within 
the  city.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  of 
August  10,  1970,  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  has 
undertaken  a  brief  study  to  determine  the  elfect 
of  the  current  fuel  shortage  on  rents  in  the  city. 

We  have  found  that  a  shortage  of  No.  5  and 
.No.  b  heating  oil  does  indeed  exist,  and  that 
prices  have  increased  drastically.  These  heavy 
oils  are  used  for  heating  large  buildings,  gen- 
erally those  with  ten  or  more  apartments.  l\o.  2 
oil,  used  for  heating  the  small  buildings  which 
comprise  more  than  90  percent  of  the  city's 
housing  stock,  remains  in  good  supply,  with  little 
price  change  indicated. 

During  the  course  of  this  study  the  Board  has 
contacted  a  number  of  local  major  oil  suppliers. 
These  sources  have  supplied  information  re- 
garding past  increases  in  price,  but  have  declined 
to  estimate  what  increases  may  be  anticipated. 

Rased  on  the  information  available  and  barring 
any  drastic  worsening  of  the  international  oil 
situation,  we  may  expect  some  significant  con- 
tinued pressure  on  the  rents  of  those  buildings 
burning  iNo.  5  and  No.  6  oil,  with  only  slight 
elfects  on  other  rentals  in  the  city. 

'The  accompanying  report  has  been  prepared 
to  provide  additional  background  on  this  sub- 
ject. I  hope  that  it  will  prove  useful,  and  that 
the  Roard  of  Kent  Appeals  has  been  of  assistance 
in  this  matter.

Oil  Report,  October  6,  1970,  Prepared  by  Stall 
of  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals 

Introduction 

There  are  basically  two  categories  of  heating 
oils,  distillate  types  and  residual  oils.  They  are 
both  obtained  by  heating  crude  oil.  'The  oils 
that  boil  oil'  early  in  the  cooking  process  include 
iNo.  2  home  heating  oil,  gasoline,  and  kerosene. 
These  are  the  distillates. 

Left  over  from  the  refining  process,  after  the 
distillates  are  removed,  are  the  heavier  residual 
oils,  the  most  important  being  No.  5  and  No.  6 
heating  oil.     Both  of  these  are  used  for  heating 
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larger  apartment  buildings  and  commercial  in- 
stallations.  \o.  6  oil  is  also  commonly  used  tor 
Hie  production  ol'  electricity. 

Over  Lhe  pasL  year  a  severe  shortage  ol'  i\o.  5 
and  No.  6  residual  fuel  oils  has  developed  in  the 
Mew  England  area,  causing  larger  residential 
and  commercial  oil  consumers  serious  concern. 
i\o.  2  home  heating  oil,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
remained  in  relatively  good  supply. 

Although  there  has  been  increased  demand  lor 
residual  fuels,  the  primary  causes  ol'  the  shortage 
seem  to  be  political,  lhe  Lybian  government 
recently  experienced  a  coup,  and  the  new  ad- 
ministration immediately  nationalized  many  oil 
holdings.  In  addition,  it  has  ordered  production 
cutbacks  ol'  up  to  30  percent  lor  some  ol'  the 
country's  leading  oil  producers  in  an  attempt  to 
extract  a  higher  price  from  the  western  market. 

Similar  motivations  have  caused  the  Syrian 
government  not  to  permit  the  repair  of  the 
recently  damaged  Trans-Arabian  Pipeline.  In 
addition,  the  closing  of  the  Suez  Canal,  several 
years  ago,  forced  oil  for  the  European  market  to 
be  transported  around  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
causing  a  severe  and  continuing  tanker  shortage. 
This  has  considerably  raised  the  price  of  moving 
oil  anywhere  in  the  world. 

As  a  result  of  these  developments  the  price  of 
residual  oil  has  skyrocketed.  The  Boston 
Housing  Authority  reports  an  84  percent  in- 
crease in  fuel  costs  over  the  past  year,  and  con- 
tinued difficulties  in  obtaining  oil  for  this  heating 
season.  The  accompanying  graph  shows  the 
price  escalation  for  residual  fuels  over  the  past 
six  months,  based  on  quotations  from  one  of 
Boston's  largest  suppliers.  In  addition-,  the 
New  England  Council,  representing  a  large  num- 
ber of  commercial  interests  in  the  area,  reports 
that  over  20  percent  of  its  members  questioned 
have  failed  to  obtain  contracts  for  their  fuel 
oil  requirements  this  season. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  price  of  No.  2  oil  has 
remained  relatively  stable  at  18.9  cents  per 
gallon.  An  anticipated  increase  of  one  or  two 
cents  per  gallon  may  be  attributed  to  the  oil 
companies'  continuing  policy  of  increasing  more 
profitable  gasoline  production  at  the  expense  of 
No.  2  oil,  and  to  increased  tanker  rates. 
How  Does  Boston  Get  Its  Heat? 

The  New  England  area  relies  on  oil  products 
to  supply  most  of  its  heating  energy.  All  of 
Boston's  oil  must  be  shipped  in  by  tankers.  The 
area  has  no  local  supply  of  oil,  no  relinery,  and 
no  pipeline.  It  is  dependent  on  the  international 
oil  market  for  much  of  its  heat. 

The  outlook  for  alternative  energy  sources  is 
not  hopeful.  Nuclear  power  plants  have  failed 
to  live  up  to  many  expectations,  and  natural  gas 
suppliers,  while  providing  only  a  small  portion 
of  the  area's  heating  fuel,  find  themselves  hard 
pressed  to  keep  up  with  existing  demand. 

Similarly,  coal  producers  retain  only  a  small 
part  of  the  heating  market  and  are  suffering 
further  from  the  basic  obsolescence  of  this  fuel, 
dwindling  reserves,  and  air  pollution  regulation. 
While  it  is  chemically  possible  to  remove  sulfur 
from  oil,  this  cannot  be  economically  done  with 
coal. 

How  Do  We  Get  Our  Oil? 

The  Boston  area  obtains  these  two  types  of 
fuel  from  separate  sources.   No.  2  oil  and  other 


distillate  imports  are  severely  regulated  by  the 
federal  government  to  favor  domestic  producers. 
The  federal  government,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Trade  Expansion  Act  of  1962,  section  2:52, 
entitled  "Safeguarding  the  National  Security," 
limits  the  amount  of  crude  oil  and  finished 
products  (refined  oils  including  No.  2)  which 
may  be  imported.  The  import  quota  for  the 
total  quantity  of  these  two  categories  is  set 
at  12.2  percent  of  domestic  production.  Much 
of  this  quota  is  used  for  crude  oil.  Conse- 
quently almost  all  our  No.  2  home  heating  oil  is 
produced  in  this  country,  primarily  in  Texas 
and  Louisiana,  lhe  price  of  these  oils  has  re- 
mained relatively  stable. 

Residual  oils,  on  the  other  hand,  are  not  avail- 
able to  the  East  Coast  from  domestic  sources. 
Over  the  past  several  years  American  oil  pro- 
ducers have  found  it  more  profitable  to  convert 
most  of  their  production  to  gasoline,  No.  2  home 
heating  oil,  jet  fuel,  and  similar  products.  Con- 
sequently, they  have  almost  abandoned  the 
residual  oil  market.  This  has  necessitated  the 
removal  of  import  quotas  for  residuals  on  the 
East  Coast,  and  these  are  now  decontrolled. 
Consequently,  over  90  percent  of  -\ ew  England's 
residual  fuel  oil  is  imported  and  comes  primarily 
from  \  enezuela  and  the  Near  East. 

Clearly,  the  current  oil  shortage  is  princi- 
pally the  result  of  dilliculties  in  the  international 
oil  market  and  not  in  the  United  States  oil  quota 
system.  While  the  import  and  allocation  system 
may  be  bad  in  many  ways,  it  cannot  be  blamed 
entirely  for  the  present  oil  shortage  and  accom- 
panying price  increases. 

What  Are  the  Consequences? 

Fortunately,  for  the  Boston  homeowner  or 
tenant,  less  than  10  percent  of  the  city's  200,000 
housing  units  are  heated  by  No.  5  and  No.  6  oil. 
The  large  and  expensive  equipment  required  to 
burn  the  residual  fuels  makes  their  use  im- 
practical for  apartment  buildings  containing 
fewer  than  ten  apartments.  In  the  case  of  these 
buildings,  assuming  last  year's  increase  to  be 
84  percent  and  assuming  again  that  heating 
costs  represent  8  percent  of  the  gross  rental 
income  for  such  property,  then  this  increase 
would  require  a  rental  increase  corresponding  to 
6.7  percent  of  the  present  rent. 

In  the  case  of  apartment  buildings  containing 
less  than  ten  units,  a  one-  or  two-cent  per  gallon 
increase  in  the  price  of  No.  2  oil  would  correspond 
to  a  6-or  11— percent  increase  in  heating  costs. 
Assuming  the  increase  to  be  11  percent  and 
assuming  again  that  heating  costs  represent  8 
percent  of  the  gross  rental  income,  then  the  rental 
increase  caused  by  this  price  increase  would  still 
correspond  to  less  than  1  percent  of  present 
rents. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  expect  that  tenants  in 
those  buildings  burning  No.  5  or  No.  6  oil  will 
experience  significant  rent  increases  due  to  in- 
creased fuel  costs.  Barring  any  drastic  de- 
terioration of  the  oil  market,  we  may  also  expect 
that  the  large  number  of  tenants  living  in  build- 
ings, using  \o.  2  oil,  will  probably  not  be  sub- 
stantially affected.  Relaxation  of  import  re- 
strictions would  not  reduce  the  pressure  on  No. 
5  and  \o.  6  oil  prices,  because  this  pressure  is 
principally  due  to  a  world-wide  shortage  of 
residual    oil.      On    the    oilier    hand,    relaxation 
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of  import  restrictions  would  tend  to  ease  the 
pressure  on  No.  2  oil  prices.

Attached  hereto  is  the  draft  of  an  ordinance 
repealing  the  1965  amendments  made  to  sec- 
tion 10  of  chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  concerning  restrictions  on  park  frontage 
on  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

Height  limitations  in  the  Back  Bay  have  re- 
cently been  a  matter  of  considerable  public  dis- 
cussion. A  report  of  the  Task  Force  which 
served  at  the  invitation  of  the  Director  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  concluded  un- 
animously that  the  1965  park  frontage  amend- 
ments should  be  repealed.  This  view  was  aired 
at  a  public  hearing  conducted  in  the  Back  Bay 
on  June  4  of  this  year,  and  clearly  received  the 
support  of  the  Back  Bay  community. 

It  is,  therefore,  only  after  wide  community 
discussion  and  support  that  I  recommend  that 
the  exceptions  which  your  Honorable  Body  en- 
acted to  the  height  limitations  on  Common- 
wealth Avenue  live  years  ago  should  be  repealed. 
These  exceptions  are  viewed  by  many  lawyers, 
as  well  as  the  community,  as  examples  of  spot 
zoning.  Furthermore,  high-rise  on  westerly  cor- 
ners of  a  portion  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  be- 
tween Arlington  and  Dartmouth  Streets  would 
present  a  chaotic  impression  of  the  avenue  as  a 
whole  and  destroy  the  scale  of  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  avenues  in  the  country.  Accordingly, 
I  recommend  your  adoption  of  the  proposed  re- 
peal of  these  exceptions.

Unquestionably,  your  Council  is  outstanding 
in  having  come  to  grips  early  with  the  problems 
of  air  pollution  and  increasing  airport  and  high- 
way congestion. 

Our  situation  is  as  follows:  We  are  still  nego-

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
amends  the  existing  constitutional  provisions 
which  direct  the  division  of  the  Commonwealth 
into  2 10  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial 
districts.  It  provides  for  a  census  of  the  in- 
habitants of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common- 


wealth in  the  year  1971  and  in  every  tenth  year 
thereafter.  The  census  in  1971  is  to  be  the  basis 
for  determining  the  representative  and  senatorial 
districts  for  the  ten-year  period  beginning 
January  1,  1975.  Each  subsequent  census  shall 
be  the  basis  for  determining  the  districts  for 
each  ten-year  period  beginning  the  fourth 
January  following  each  census,  so  that  the  census 
in  1981  will  determine  the  districts  as  of  January, 
1985,  etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  house  of 
representatives  shall  consist  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  members  and  the  senate  of  forty  members. 
In  its  first  regular  session  following  each  census, 
the  Legislature  shall  divide  the  Commonwealth 
into  two  hundred  and  forty  representative  dis- 
tricts of  contiguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial 
districts  also  of  contiguous  territory.  Each 
representative  district  shall  contain,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  ac- 
cording to  the  census.  Each  senatorial  district 
shall  also  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census. 
A  representative  district  shall  not  unite  two  or 
more  counties, "towns,  or  cities,  or  parts  thereof, 
of  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  thereof,  in  one 
district  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable.  Further, 
no  town  of  less  than  six  thousand  inhabitants 
shall  be  divided  in  forming  representative  dis- 
tricts. It  is  also  provided  that  the  County  of 
Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  County  shall 
each  be  a  representative  district,  notwithstand- 
ing the  foregoing.  The  senatorial  districts, 
each  of  which  shall  elect  one  Senator,  shall  be 
formed  without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts 
of  two  or  more  counties,  unless  the  same  is  un- 
avoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen  at  least  one 
year  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and 
each  senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  dis- 
trict for  which  he  is  chosen  at  the  time  of  his 
election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  at  least  five  years  immedi- 
ately preceding  his  election.  Any  representative 
or  senator  who  ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  cease  to  represent  his 
district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legis- 
lature (1)  may  by  law  limit  the  time  within 
which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted 
calling  in  question  any  such  division  and  (2) 
shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  of  calling  and 
conducting  elections  for  the  choice  of  representa- 
tives and  of  ascertaining  their  election. 

Finally,  the  amendment  annuls  the  existing 
constitutional  provisions  with  respect  to  ap- 
portionment of  representative  and  senatorial 
districts,  although  those  provisions  will  remain 
in  effect  until  January  1,  1975.

A  loan  order  was  authorized  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayo.-  on 


March  30,  1967,  in  the  amount  of  (530,000  for 
the  purpose  of  making  available  the  one-third 
Local  Snare  oi  additional  funds  for  those  busi- 
nesses  whose  moving  expenses  would  exceed 
825,000.  This  order  was  based  on  chapter  121 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  amended 
December  I,  1966,  by  chapter  619  of  the  Acts 
of  I9.V>.  to  authorize  cities  and  towns  to  raise 
money  for  it  ml-  to  their  redevelopment  au- 
thorities for  the  making  of  relocation  payments 
by  the  authorities,  to  match  available  federal 
funds. 

At  that  time  tha  Development  Administrator 
estimated  there  were  sixty-four  businesses  whose 
total  cost  in  excess  of  825,000  would  amount  to 
81,588,000,  and  of  this  the  one-third  Local  share 
would  amount  to  8529,500.  Revised  estimates 
show  that  143  businesses  have  been  or  will  be 
eligible  for  relocation  benefits  over  825,000. 
The  original  Local  share  of  8530,000  has  been 
almost  totally  expended,  and  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  has  requested  that  the 
city  make  an  additional  grant  of  funds  to  the 
Authority  in  the  amount  of  8900,000  (see 
attached  BRA  letter). 

In  order  to  alleviate  a  hardship  to  the  addi- 
tional businesses  displaced  or  to  be  displaced  by 
public  action,  I  recommend  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil raise  8900,000  to  be  made  available  to  the 
Boston  Bedevelopment  Authority  for  the  mak- 
ing of  relocation  payments  under  chapter  121B, 
section  20,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

Federal  regulations  provide  for  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  pay 
the  first  $25,000  of  business  relocation  payments  and  to  pay  two  thirds  of  the  excess  of  $25,000  if 
the  local  authorities  pay  the  other  one  third. 

The  City  Council  authorized  and  the  Mayor  approved  on  March  30.  1967,  a  loan  order  in  the 
amount  of  $530,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  available  to  the  Authority  the  necessary  funds  for 
the  local  share  of  relocation  payments  in  excess  of  $25,000.  These  funds  have  been  almost  totally 
expended. 

At  the  time  of  the  original  loan  order  the  Development  Administrator  estimated  there  were 
sixty-four  businesses  whose  total  cost  in  excess  of  $25,000  would  amount  to  $1  588,000,  and  of  this 
the  one-third  local  share  would  amount  to  $529,500.  Bevised  estimates  show  that  143  businesses 
have  been  or  will  be  eligible  for  relocation  benefits  over  $25,000,  rather  than  the  original  estimate 
of  sixty-four  businesses.  Additional  eligible  businesses  displaced  or  to  be  displaced  in  all  projects 
are  estimated  to  cost  in  excess  of  825,000  per  business,  a  total  of  82,700,000.  The  one-third  local 
share  for  these  businesses  would  amount  to  $900,000.    These  estimates  would  break  down  as  follows:

In  response  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  August  21,  1970,  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  is  prepared  to  begin  plans 
and  estimates  of  cost  for  a  central  food  facility 
and  conveniently  located  cafeterias  to  serve  hot 
meals  to  the  elderly.  However,  before  we  can 
undertake  such  a  study,  monies  must  be  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose. 

As  you  know,  we  are  awaiting  Council  action 
on  the  appropriation  of  monies  for  the  kitchen 
facility  which  will  eventually  be  able  to  produce 
40,000  hot  meals.  The  central  kitchen  now 
planned  for  .570  Columbia  Road,  Dorchester,  will 
be  used  to  provide  meals  to  elderly  people  as 
well  as  schoolchildren.  The  feeding  of  the 
elderly  will  be  undertaken  shortly  after  school 
lunch  operations  begin. 

Since  the  elderly  program  is  a  coordinate  of 
the  school  lunch  program,  it  would  be  wise  to 
discuss  the  elderly  feeding  program  with  the 
School  Committee  before  undertaking  such  a 
study.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  your  order  of  September  28  concerning 
the  civil  or  criminal  liability  of  the  Building 
Commissioner  for  failure  to  act  on  complaints 
relating  to  buildings  and  the  powers  of  the  City 
Council  to  subpoena  witnesses. 

1.  St.  1938,  c.  479,  requires  the  Building 
Commissioner  to  inspect  all  buildings  and  struc- 
tures in  the  City  of  Boston  with  certain  enu- 
merated exceptions  and  to  administer  the  provi- 
sions of  G.  L.,  c.  143,  as  they  are  applicable  to 
the  city,  which  require  certain  building  and 
safety  inspection  procedures. 

In  cases  where  a  public  official  takes  action, 
but  acts  in  a  negligent  manner,  he  is  liable  for 
his  own  misfeasance.  Sherry  v.  Rich,  228  Mass. 
462.  But  where  he  fails  to  act  he  is  not  liable 
for  negligence.  In  Trum  v.  Paxton,  329  Mass. 
434,  the  Court  said  at  page  438 : 

"A    public    officer,    while    performing    his 
duties  imposed  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  is  not  liable  for  a  mere  failure  to  do 
that  which  is  required  by  the  statute.     His 
negligence  which  amounts  to  nothing   more 
than  an  omission  or  nonfeasance  creates  no 
liability." 
This  case  implies  that  no  civil  liability  would  be 
imposed  for  a  failure  to  act,  but  a  public  officer 
or  the  city  might  in  certain  circumstances  be 
liable  criminally  for  nonfeasance.     See    Hill  v. 
Boston,  122  Mass.  344,  348;  Riddle  v.  Proprietors 
of  Locks  and  Canals,  7  Mass.  169,  187;  Thayer  v. 
Boston,  19  Pick.  511,  514-516.    The  facts  of  the 
matter  you  refer  to,  as  I  understand  them,  how- 
ever, fall  far  short  of  the  standard  necessary  to 
impose  criminal  liability. 

2.  To  answer  the  question  concerning  the 
power  of  the  City  Council  to  subpoena,  G.  L., 
c.  233,  s.  8,  is  applicable.  That  section  con- 
cerns bodies  authorized  to  summon  witnesses 
and  reads  in  pertinent  part: 

"Witnesses  may  be  summoned  to  attend 
and  testify  and  to  produce  books  and  papers 
at  a  hearing  before  a  city  council  ...  as 
to  matters  within  their  authority.  .  .  ." 
Section  10  of  that  chapter  provides  the  method 
for  compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by 


application  to  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
( ■ourt  or  the  Superior  Court. 

In  Volume  27  of  the  Opinions  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  at  page  52,  it  is  stated  that  the 
City  Council  has  the  power  to  summon  wit- 
nesses, as  mentioned  above,  according  to  statute 
to  testify  in  any  matter  for  which  the  City 
Council  has  authority  to  investigate.

Beference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  October  1, 
1970,  and  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  September  28,  1970,  requesting  in- 
formation pertaining  to  properties  located  on 
West  Newton  Street  between  numbers  54  and 
102,  which  are  owned,  according  to  the  order, 
by  Ferdinand  Aranella. 

Investigation  revealed  that  from  January  1 
through  September  30,  1970,  there  was  a  total  of 
137  police  calls  to  the  properties  (see  enclosure). 
An  examination  of  the  records  disclosed  that  no 
police  officers  were  injured  in  the  course  of  re- 
sponding to  these  calls. 

There  is  no  accurate  way  of  determining  the 
cost  of  such  police  response;  however,  the  figures 
indicate  an  unusual  number  of  services  rendered 
to  a  limited  area,  which  necessarily  detracts 
from  normal  patrol  routines  to  other  sections. 

It  was  further  revealed  that  the  properties 
from  54  to  72  West  Newton  Street  are  now 
owned  by  the  United  Community  Development, 
Inc.,  84  State  Street,  Boston,  which  acquired 
them  approximately  three  months  ago  from  Fer- 
dinand Aranella.  This  same  firm  is  negotiating 
to  obtain  the  properties  from  74  to  102  West 
Newton  Street,  with  the  transfer  of  ownership 
tentatively  set  for  June,  1971,  but  which  may 
be  as  early  as  January,  1971.

Dear  Mrs.  Hicks: 

In  your  consideration  of  the  order  to  amend 
Schedule  B  of  the  Classification  and  Compensa- 
tion Plans  for  the  Officers  and  Employees  of 
Suffolk  County,  Docket  No.  933,  you  have 
orally  posed  the  following  questions: 

1.  May  the  salary  of  the  position  to  be 
established  be  paid  out  of  the  civil  process 
fees  collected  by  the  Sheriff's  fines? 

2.  If  the  salary  may  be  paid  out  of  proceeds 
from  civil  process  fees  is  there  need  for  a 
Council  order? 

3.  Is  it  necessary  to  pass  on  the  duties  of 
the  position? 

4.  Is  it  necessary  for  the  incumbent  to 
perform  all  the  duties  set  forth  in  his  position 
description? 

5.  May  the  Sheriff  require  the  incumbent 
to  perform  duties  that  are  not  listed  in  the 
position  description? 

With  regard  to  Questions  1  and  2,  the  Sheriff, 
an  elected  official,  has  the  authority  to  appoint 
deputy  sheriffs  (for  service  of  process).  G.  L., 
c.  37,  s.  5.  The  law  makes  no  provision  for  the 
salaries  of  the  deputies  other  than  providing  a 
schedule  of  fees  for  the  service  of  process. 
G.  L.,  c.  262,  s.  8.  The  only  requirement  placed 
on  the  deputies  is  that  they  individually  or 
jointly  report  their  gross  earnings  to  the  County 
Treasurer.  G.  L.,  c.  262,  s.  8A.  (A  similar  pro- 
vision applies  to  the  Sheriff.    G.  L.,  c.  37,  s.  22.) 

Unfortunately,  under  the  present  state  of  the 
law,  there  is  no  way  of  requiring  the  Sherilf  to 
pay  the  salary  for  the  new  position  out  of  the 
fees  collected  for  the  service  of  process.  It  is 
my  view,  therefore,  that  your  action  as  Count> 
Commissioners  is  required  to  establish  the 
position. 

With  regard  to  Question  3,  Rule  3  of  the  Rules 
for  Administering  Pay  Schedule  and  Lists  of 
Positions  Which  Constitute  Classification  and 
Compensation  Plans  for  Officers  and  Employees 
of  Suffolk  County  requires  the  appointing 
authority  seeking  to  establish  a  new  position  to 
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submit  a  full  statement,  of  the  circumstances  and 
a  description  of  the  duties. 

In  order  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  may 
establish  the  grade  compensation,  it  is  appro- 
priate that  the  position  description  be  made 
part  of  the  order,  so  that  each  may  determine 
the  appropriateness  of  the  pay  scale. 

With  regard  to  Question  4,  once  the  position 
is  established  the  appointing  authority  normally 
requires  the  incumbent  to  perform  all  of  the 
duties  called  for  by  the  position  description,  al- 
though realistically  the  daily  performance  of 
of  each  of  the  listed  duties  is  not  required. 
Rule  3,  previously  cited,  places  the  responsi- 
bility of  investigating  all  positions  established 
under  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan 
on  the  Supervisor  of  Personnel. 

Whether  a  change  in  classification  is  warranted 
because  the  actual  performance  is  nqt  in  accord 
with  the  position  description  is  within  his  prov- 
ince. Therefore,  should  the  appointing  author- 
ity not  require  performance  of  all  the  duties 
listed,  the  incumbent  would  be  subject  to  re- 
classification. 

With  regard  to  Question  5,  whether  or  not  the 
appointing  authority  may  require  the  incumbent 
to  perform  duties  not  listed  in  the  position  de- 
scription is  not  subject  to  a  definitive  reply 
unless  the  nature  of  the  additional  duties  is 
known.  Generally  speaking,  if  the  additional 
duties  are  reasonably  related  to  the  duties 
listed  in  the  position  description,  the  incumbent 
cannot  be  heard  to  complain.

Bedevelopment  Authority  (BBA)  and  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  (BIIA).  To  this  end 
the  committee  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the 
content  and  progress  of  city,  BBA,  and  BIIA 
policies  and  programs,  assist  in  developing 
priorities  and  goals,  and  make  such  criticisms 
or  suggestions  as  to  it  shall  seem  desirable  in 
regard  to  the  formulation  or  the  carrying  out  of 
city,  BBA,  or  BIIA  policies  or  programs,  and 
each  of  the  several  departments,  boards,  and 
commissions,  including  the  BBA  or  BHA,  shall 
cooperate  in  furnishing  to  the  committee  such 
information  as  it  may  request  from  time  to  time.

In 
this  city  he  has  been  the  champion  of  truth 
against  skepticism,  order  against  anarchy,  kind- 
ness over  cruelty,  the  noblest  ideals  of  man 
over  human  depravity,  and  now  warworn, 
worldworn,  physically  worn,  as  tall  as  the  cedars 
of  Lebanon,  serene  with  strong  hope,  he  lays 
aside  his  shepherd's  staff  and  goes  back  home. 

The  heartbroken  sheep  of  his  flock,  the  sor- 
rowful children  of  his  love,  can  have  him  no 
longer,  and  with  faith  and  resignation  bid  then- 
father  depart.  Depart,  great  soldier  of  God,  in 
the  name  of  God  who  created  you,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  who  redeemed  you.  May  the  armies  of 
confessors,  martyrs,  saints  meet  you.  May  the 
choirs  of  the  angels  greet  you,  lift  the  crown  of 
thorns  from  your  brow,  the  cross  from  your 
shoulder,  take  from  you  the  sword  of  truth  and 
the  breastplate  of  justice.  These  are  now  passed. 
You  have  finished  the  course.  May  the  God 
who  knew  you  first  and  loved  you  best  take  you 
to  Himself  in  an  eternal  embrace,  in  peace,  in 
joy  forever. 

Now  sleep  deep,  calm,  peaceful  sleep,  to 
awaken  to  look  with  unending  ecstasy  upon  the 
unveiled  beauty  of  the  face  of  your  God.

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  adopted  an 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  herein  called  the  plan,  for 
the  Sumner  Street  Public  I  lousing  Urban  Re- 
newal Project,  herein  called  the  project,  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  said  plan  has  been  approved 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  provides  for  the  acquisi- 
tion, demolition,  and  removal  of  structures  in  the 
area  covered  by  said  project,  herein  called  the 
project  area,  the  installation  of  site  improve- 
ments and  public  facilities,  and  the  disposition 
of  land  in  the  project  area  for  uses  in  accordance 
with  the  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  will  need  financial 
assistance  from  the  United  States  of  America 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1919,  as 
amended,  herein  called  Title  I,  and  also  local 
grants-in-aid,  in  order  to  carry  out  and  complete 
the  project;  and 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  such  local  grants-in- 
aid  may  consist  of,  among  other  things,  cash 
grants,  donations  (at  cash  value)  of  certain  real 
property  (exclusive  of  land  in  streets,  alleys,  and 
other  public  rights-of-way  which  may  be  va- 
cated in  connection  with  the  project)  in  the 
project  area,  certain  demolition,  removal,  or 
other  work  or  improvements  in  the  project  area 
at  the  cost  thereof,  and  the  provision,  at  their 
cost,  of  public  buildings  or  other  public  facilities 
which  are  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  urban 
renewal  objectives  of  the  project  in  accordance

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for 
linancial  assistance  from  the  United  States  of 
America  under  Title  I  in  the  form  of  a  loan  and 
grant; 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  benelits 
to  accrue  to  the  city  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein  con- 
tained, and  for  other  good  and  valuable  con- 
sideration, the  city  and  the  Authority  do  hereby 
agree  as  follows: 

(1)  'To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  project  the 
Authority  will  comply  with  all  necessary  condi- 
tions, statutory  or  otherwise,  to  obtain  a  capital 
grant  from  the  United  States  under  Title  I  in 
the  maximum  amount  allowed  by  law. 

(2)  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  will  commence 
and  carr\  out  within  a  reasonable  time  each 
successive  phase  of  the  project  as  funds  are  made 
available. 

(15)  The  city  will  make  local  gratits-in-aid  to 
the  Authority  in  a  total  amount  which,  when 
added  to  the  local  grants-in-aid  provided  to  this 
project  on  account  of  undertakings  by  any  other 
entity  and  the  local  grants-in-aid  assigned  by  the 
Authority  to  this  project  from  other  projects  of 
the  Authority,  will  equal  one-third  of  the  actual 
net  project  cost  of  this  project  as  finally  deter- 
mined  and   approved    by    the   Department   of 
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Housing  and  Urban  Development  in  accordance 
with  Title  I  and  in  accordance  with  a  loan 
and  grant  contract  to  be  entered  into  between 

the  Authority  and  the  I  'nilcd  States  of  America, 
which  one-third  is  currently  estimated  at 
$1,494,600. 

(I)  (a)  After  the  execution  of  said  loan  and 
grant  contract,  the  city,  acting  by  the  ap- 
propriate department  thereof,  upon  request  by 
the  Authority,  and,  where  applicable,  after  the 
laying  out  of  appropriate  streets  and  public 
ways,  and  the  acquisition  or  dedication  of  land 
for  parks,  playgrounds,  or  other  public  open 
space  in  accordance  with  the  plan,  will  commence 
construction  of,  and  thereafter  diligently  prose- 
cute to  completion,  the  improvements  as  re- 
quired by  the  plan  for  the  project  in  accordance 
with  a  schedule  to  be  established  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Director  of  the  Authority,  and  sub- 
mitted to  such  appropriate  department. 

(b)  Such  improvements  shall  consist  of 
street  improvements,  street  lighting,  water 
service,  street,  and  traffic  signs,  sewers  and 
drains,  lire  alarms,  and  police  signals.  The 
nature  and  location  of  such  improvements  are 
to  be  determined  by  reference  to  the  plan  for  the 
project,  and  the  description  thereof  by  reference 
to  the  Project  Improvements  Report  and  other 
supporting  documentation,  which  are  part  of 
the  aforesaid  application  for  liuancial  assistance. 

(5)  (a)  If  the  city,  acting  by  the  Mayor  or  the 
appropriate  department  thereof,  should  fail  to 
construct  any  of  the  improvements  set  forth  in 
section  I  above,  in  accordance  with  such  section, 
then  the  city  shall,  upon  demand  by  the  Au- 
thority, pay  to  the  Authority  the  cost  of  each 
item  of  work  or  portion  thereof  to  which  such 
failure  relates,  which  cost  shall  be  the  amount 
contained  in  the  Project  Improvements  Report 
and  other  supporting  documentation  to  the  ap- 
plication for  said  loan  and  grant  contract  re- 
ferred to  in  section  4,  and  such  amount  paid  to 
the  Authority  shall  be  considered  as  a  cash  local 
grant-in-aid  by  the  city  to  the  project. 

(b)  If  the  facilities  set  forth  in  section 
(4)  (b)  are  not  constructed  pursuant  to  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Mayor  and  the  schedule 
referred  to  in  section  (4)  (a),  then  the  city  shall, 
upon  demand  by  the  Authority,  pay  to  the  Au- 
thority the  cost  of  each  such  facility  listed  in 
section  (4)  (b)  not  so  constructed,  which  cost 
shall  be  the  amount  contained  in  the  supporting 
documentation  to  the  application  for  the  loan 
and  grant  contract,  and  such  amount  paid  to 
the  Authority  shall  be  considered  as  a  cash  local 
grant-in-aid  by  the  city  to  the  project. 

(6)  (a)  If,  during  the  course  of  the  project, 
revised  estimates  of  net  project  cost  are  deter- 
mined and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  which  make 
necessary  additional  local  grants-in-aid  to  the 
project,  the  city  will,  upon  demand  by  the  Au- 
thority, pay  to  the  Authority  such  amounts  of 
money  as  will,  together  with  all  other  local 
grants-in-aid  made  or  to  be  made  to  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  previously  approved 
estimate  of  net  project  costs,  total  one-third  of 
such  revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost. 

(b)  Upon  completion  of  the  project  by 
the  Authority  and  the  final  determination  and 
approval  as  aforesaid  of  the  actual  net  project 
cost  thereof,  the  city  will  make  such  additional 
cash  payment,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary  to 


bring  the  total  local  grants-in-aid  for  the  project 
up  to  an  amount  equal  to  one-third  of  said 
actual  net  project  cost  as  so  dually  determined 
and  approved,  and  if,  upon  such  dual  determina- 
tion and  approval  the  local  grants-in-aid  there- 
tofore made  to  the  project  shall  total  an  amount 
in  excess  of  one-third  of  said  actual  net  project 
cost  as  so  dually  determined  and  approved,  Midi 
portion  of  the  excess  as  was  paid  in  cash  shall  be 
refunded,  without  interest,  by  the  Authority 
to  the  city. 

(7)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the 
vacating  of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
rights-of-way  within  the  project  area  as  may, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Authority,  be  necessary 
or  desirable  in  carrying  out  the  plan,  and  the 
laying  out  as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets 
and  ways,  with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within 
the  project  area  in  accordance  with  the  plan; 
and  the  Authority  agrees  not  to  sue  the  city  for 
any  damages  for  any  such  vacating  or  laying  out; 
and  the  Authority  further  agrees  to  reimburse 
the  city  for  any  such  damages  recovered  by 
others  under  chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  as  amended,  or  any  other  provi- 
sion of  law  for  such  vacating  or  laying  out. 

(8)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  rec- 
ommend to  the  proper  boards  or  ollicers  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change,  or 
modify,  to  the  extent  necessary  or  desirable  (in 
the  judgment  of  the  Authority)  to  permit  carry- 
ing out  the  project,  the  statutes,  ordinances, 
rules,  and  regulations  regulating  land  use  in 
Boston  and  prescribing  health,  sanitation,  and 
safety  standards  for  buildings  in  Boston. 

(9)  The  Authority  recognizes  that  the  city, 
in  accordance  with  chapter  12 IB  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts,  may  require  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes,  betterments,  and  special  assess- 
ments on  all  property  held  by  the  Authority  as 
part  of  the  project.  The  city  hereby  agrees 
that  if  such  payments  are  required  pursuant  to 
said  chapter  1 21 B,  they  shall  not  be  required 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such  payments  eligi- 
ble as  project  costs  under  the  applicable  regula- 
tions of  IIUD  in  ell'ect  from  time  to  time,  and 
further  agrees  that  any  such  payments  required 
will  be  based  upon  assessments  in  the  tax  year 
during  which  the  property  is  acquired  by  the 
Authority. 

(10)  The  city  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
"workable  program"  heretofore  adopted  by  it, 
and  shall  cooperate  with  the  Authority  in  such 
other  lawful  actions  and  in  such  other  lawful 
ways  as  may  be  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  the  project 
in  all  its  phases. 

(11)  The  city  will  take  appropriate  steps  to 
assure  that  no  member  of  its  governing  body 
nor  any  other  city  ollicial  who  exercises  any 
functions  or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or  ap- 
proval of  the  project  shall,  prior  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  project,  voluntarily  acquire  any 
personal  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  prop- 
erty included  in  the  project  area,  or  in  any  con- 
tract or  proposed  contract  in  connection  with 
the  carrying  out  of  the  project. 

(12)  It  is  further  understood  that  the  parties 
recognize  that  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964  and  the  regulations  and  policies  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment effectuating  that  title  prohibit  discrimi- 
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nation  on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  sex,  or 
national  origin  in  the  policies,  practices,  and 
uses  of  the  public  facilities  proposed  for  credit 
to  the  locality's  share  of  the  cost  of  an  urban 
renewal  project  receiving  financial  assistance 
from  the  United  States.  The  City  of  Boston 
covenants  that  the  public  facilities  herein  pro- 
posed as  local  grants-in-aid  will  be  available  to 
and  serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race, 
color,  sex,  or  national  origin.  Without  being  by 
way  of  limitation,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
parties  that  this  antidiscrimination  covenant 
shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 

(13)  This  agreement  shall  take  elfect  as  a 
sealed  instrument. 

In  witness  whereof  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Boston  Bedevelopment  Authority  have  re- 
spectively caused  this  agreement  to  be  duly 
executed  as  of  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  August  3)  for  appropriation  of

funds  for  a  study  of  the  Assessing  Department 
recommending  passage  of  the  following  order: 

The  committee  recommends  that  this  study 
concern  itself  in  part  with  procedures  to  fa- 
cilitate the  early  declaration  of  the  tax  rate  in 
order  to  avoid  having  to  pay  interest  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes,  which  this  year  as  of  September  28, 
1970,  amounted  to  $1,678,493.50.  Also,  early 
declaration  means  early  collection.  Why  not 
take  advantage  of  existing  law  to  collect  taxes 
from  major  corporations  in  the  city  during  the 
month  of  June  in  order  to  avoid  huge  borrowing? 

The  thrust  of  this  study  should  be  to  eliminate 
the  use  of  repetitive  overevaluation  as  an  abate- 
ment technique  and  to  decrease  the  present  in- 
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tolerable  level  of  abatements  due  to  negotiation 
which  have  increased  from  $4,000,000  in  1967  to 
over  $10,000,000  in  1970. 

The  committee  also  favors  making  records 
pertaining  to  abatements  public  so  that  the 
public's  confidence  in  this  important  department 
can  be  restored.  It  also  hopes  that  this  study 
would  suggest  new  techniques  to  improve  the 
operation  of  this  department  and  that  it  will  be 
meaningful  and  will  result  in  tax-saving  beneiits 
to  the  city. 

The  report  was  accepted. 


MINORITY    REPORT    OF    COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  submitted  the  following 
report: 

The  matter  before  us  is  an  order  submitted 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Finance  Commission  in  the  liscal  year 
1970,  in  addition  to  the  appropriations  hereto- 
fore made,  the  additional  sum  of  $38,500  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated  from 
available  funds." 

It  is  accompanied  by  a  communication  from 
the  Finance  Commission  which  requests  the 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a 
study  of  the  procedures  and  practices  of  the 
Assessing  Department  which  will  also  explore 
the  techniques  for  developing  revenue  from 
sources  now  tax-exempt  in  Boston. 

"It  is  a  delinite  disservice  to  our  City  to 
raise  the  value  on  a  piece  of  properlx  before 
the  tax  rate  is  fixed,  and  again  after  the  rate 
is  established  refunding  the  abatement  with 
interest  with  the  overcharge,  and  then  place 
the  valuation  at  a  higher  level  for  the  following 
year. 

"I    announce    now,    without   equivocation, 
that  a  halt  will  be  made  to  the  circle  of  assess- 
ment increases,  and  abatements  and  that  the 
values  fixed  by  the  incoming  Board  of  Asses- 
sors   will    be    honest    appraisals."       (Mayor 
Hynes'  Inaugural  Address,  January  2,  1950.) 
At  the  time  ol'  this  statement,  the  practices 
referred  to  had  reached  a  point  where  they  had 
seriously  affected  Boston's  financial  picture.     In 
that    year    8,900    applications    for    abatements 
were  filed.    The  number  of  applications  dropped 
to  3,890  in  1965.    This  year,  1970,  with  Novem- 
ber 14,   1970,  as  the  deadline  for  the  filing  of 
abatement  applications,  already  5,950  applica- 
tions for  abatement  have  been  (iled.     A  chart 
showing  the  activity  from   1900  to  date  is  at- 
tached at  the  end  of  this  report. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  low  point 
coincides  with  the  time  when  public  attention  is 
focussed  on  the  activities  of  the  Assessing  De- 
partment and  its  pracitces.  Research  will  show 
that  the  low  points  correspond  with  the  times 
that  either  the  media,  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau,  or  others  have  released  studies 
on  the  same. 

Thus  experience  shows  us  that  an  elfective 
deterrent  is  to  have  the  full  activities  of  the 
Assessing  Department,  especially  with  regard  to 
assessments  and  abatements,  carried  out  in  the 
open. 

The  dangers  of  the  practice  of  overassessment 
and  abatement  are  well  established  by  a  series 


of  articles  appearing  in  The  Christian  Science 
Monitor,  written  by  Robert  C.  Bergenheim, 
covering  my  activities  as  Council  President  and 
member  during  the  early  1950's,  republished  by 
me  in  a  booklet  entitled  The  Millstone  Around 
Boston's  Neck,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Document  Room. 

Studies  alone  are  not  the  answer.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  since  1950  we  have  had  several  studies 
made,  the  most  recent  being  1959.  At  that 
time,  following  recommendations  of  the  studies 
made  by  the  city  and  the  Real  Instate  Board, 
the  city  engaged  Reeves  as  a  consultant  at  $100 
per  day,  and  put  through  an  equalization  plan, 
a  copy  of  which  is  attached. 

Too  often  studies  act  as  a  sedative,  dampening 
the  interest  of  the  public  in  curbing  an  abuse,  or 
in  desired  reform. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  city  should, 
without  any  further  delay,  adopt  a  policy 
whereby: 

1.  The  assessors  be  required  by  regulation 
and  ordinance  to  follow  a  policy  whereby  the 
real  estate  assessment  on  any  property  on  which 
an  abatement  has  been  granted  shall,  in  the  next 
three  years  ensuing  the  abatement,  be  assessed 
at  a  figure  no  higher  than  the  adjusted  assessed 
valuation,  unless  the  said  assessor  shall  in  writing 
state  the  reason  for  a  higher  assessment;  and 
that  a  record  of  such  be  kept  in  a  book  accessible 
to  the  public  on  the  counter  in  the  Assessing 
Department. 

2.  The  District  Assessors  and  other  personnel 
in  the  Assessor's  Oflice  be  allowed  to  carry  out 
the  duties  assigned  to  them  under  the  plan  of 
reorganization  of  the  department  already  in 
effect.  (A  cursory  observation  indicates  that  the 
District  Directors  have  never  been  permitted  to 
carry  out  their  authority.  In  my  opinion,  this 
accounts  for  some  of  the  abuses.) 

3.  The  Administration  should  'select  a 
method  whereby  the  present  assessors,  or  a 
panel  of  real  estate  experts,  review  the  millions 
of  dollars  of  assessed  properties  for  which  there 
is  a  tax  agreement  based  on  a  set  figure  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  the  tax  rate.  This  is 
especially  important  when  one  bears  in  mind 
that  some  of  these  agreements  were  granted  at  a 
time  when  the  city's  real  estate  tax  rate  was 
$100,  compared  with  the  current  tax  rate  of 
$156.80.  It  seems  only  logical  and  simple 
.justice  that  the  payments  under  these  agree- 
ments be  proportionately  increased  to  reilect  the 
increased  tax  rate  of  the  years  as  compared  with 
the  year  in  which  the  agreement  was  made. 

A  review  be  made  of  the  payments  made  under 
chapter  121A  of  General  Laws  and  so-called 
federally-assisted  221-D-3.  While  the  law  pro- 
vides for  a  periodic  review  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  of  the  formula  under  which  payments 
are  being  made,  there  is  no  evidence  thai  this  is 
being  done,  whether  because  of  an  oversight  or 
a  shortage  of  help. 

4.  Consideration  be  given  to  posting  each 
year  in  an  accessible,  public  place  on  each  street 
in  the  week  immediately  following  the  setting 
of  the  assessments  a  list  by  street  number  of  all 
the  properties  on  said  street  witli  the  assessed 
valuation  for  the  current  year.  (This  could  tend 
to  increase  the  elliciency  and  accuracy  of 
assessors  with  respect  to  the  assessment  of 
properties  on  an  equal  and  proportionate  basis.)

An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a   Commission   on   the   Physically    Handi- 
capped 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as  follows: 
The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are   hereby 
amended    by    inserting    after    chapter    18    the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  18B 
Commission  on  the  Physically  Handicapped 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  the  Physically 
Handicapped,  consisting  of  the  deputy  mayor 
and  eight  other  persons  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
each  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  munici- 
pal election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  There 
shall  be  no  restriction  as  to  the  number  of  terms 
a  board  member  may  serve.  The  aforesaid  ap- 
pointees shall  include  a  practicing  physician 
currently  competent  and  involved  in  service  to 
the  physically  handicapped;  an  educator  simi- 
larly active  and  knowledgeable  in  this  area;  a 
member  of  the  Board  to  Facilitate  the  Use  of 
Public  Buildings  by  the  Physically  Handicapped; 
a  member  of  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee 
on  Behabilitation ;  a  representative  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Council  of  Organizations  Serving  the 
Deaf;  two  persons  representing  the  Massachu- 
setts Council  of  Organizations  for  the  Handi- 
capped; and  a  representative  of  the  blind  com- 
munity. 

The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members 
of  the  board  to  serve  as  chairman.  The  vice- 
chairman  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  board.  The  board  may  also  appoint  a  cleri- 
cal assistant.

Whereas,  The  annual  budget  will  not  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  or  legislated  upon 
until  February,  1971,  at  the  earliest;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  case  of  the  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  procurement  of  equipment

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  General  Court 
passed  on  August  22,  1970,  and  the  Governor 
signed  on  August  28,   1970,  chapter  835  "Es- 
tablishing a  Career  Incentive  Pay  Program  for 
Regular  Full-time  Police  Officers  and  Providing 
for  Partial  Reimbursements   by  the  Common- 
wealth for  Certain  Cities  and  Towns";  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  835  establishes  a  means  by 
which  policemen  may  increase  their  salaries  up 
to  30  percent  by  taking  college  courses,  acquiring 
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college  credits,  and  attaining  college  degrees;  and 

Whereas,  In  Boston  approximately  26  percent 
of  the  police  force  is  now  eligible  to  receive 
benefits  under  chapter  835;  and 

Whereas,  The  remainder  of  Boston's  police- 
men, approximately  three-fourths,  would  not 
now  receive  benefits  under  chapter  835,  though 
they  might  attend  courses  and  so  qualify;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  Boston's  policemen  who 
have  served  the  city  for  as  many  as  thirty  or 
forty  years  are  not,  practically  speaking,  likely 
to  receive  benefits  under  chapter  835;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  acknowl- 
edge the  years  of  service  given  it  by  its  policemen 
as  well  as  providing  for  appropriate  recognition 
for  those  policemen  who  make  elforts  to  improve 
their  educational  attainment  since,  in  the  words 
of  Police  Commissioner  Edmund  McNamara: 
"College  training  is  important  not  only  for  the 
performance  of  the  primary  police  task  of  pre- 
ventative patrol,  but  also  contributes  to  the 
leadership  ability  desirable  for  promotion  to 
positions  of  ever-increasing  responsibility.  The 
infusion  of  college  training  into  the  police  service 
can  also  eventually  lead  to  the  acceptance  of 
police  work  as  a  truly  professional  career,"  and 

Whereas,  Some  have  suggested  that  the  City 
Council  should  not  accept  the  provisions  of 
chapter  835  because  such  acceptance  would  tend 
to  create  two  classes  of  police  officers,  one  with 
long  years  of  service  and  no  college  training, 
the  other  with  relatively  less  years  and  some 
college  training  and  more  money;  therefore  be  it 

Besolved  by  the  Boston  "City  Council  that: 

1.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  re- 
quested to  make  every  effort  to  establish  an  in- 
centive pay  program  designed  to  encourage 
Boston  policemen  to  remain  in  the  employ  of 
the  city. 

2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  render  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
following  type  service-incentive  pay  program 
would  be  legally  permissible  for  the  City  of 
Boston : 

a.  Establish  a  system  which  would  give 
five  points  for  each  year  of  service  completed 
by  a  Boston  policeman. 

b.  Establish  a  service-incentive  pay  in- 
crease program  which  would  give  a  3  percent 
pay  increase  for  ten  points  (two  years);  a  6 
percent  pay  increase  for  twenty-five  points 
(five  years);  a  10  percent  pay  increase  for  forty 
points  (eight  years);  a  15  percent  pay  increase 
for  sixty  points  (twelve  years);  a  20  percent 
pay  increase  for  one  hundred  twenty  points 
(twenty-four  years);  a  30  percent  pay  increase 
for  one  hundred  fifty  points  (thirty  years). 

3.  The  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
be  hereby  requested  to  estimate,  along  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  prob- 
able dollar  amount  and  tax  rate  impact  of  im- 
plementing such  a  program  as  outlined  above. 


4.  The  Administrator  of  the  Safe  Streets 
Program  is  hereby  requested  to  indicate  whether 
the  city  might  be  eligible  for  federal  funds  to 
either  partially  or  fully  reimburse  the  city  for 
such  a  service-incentive  pay  program  as  out- 
lined above.

REQUESTING  ACTION  BY  COUNCIL  ON 
SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION 
AND   TAX   ORDERS 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Roston, 
Ollice  of  the  Mayor,  November  7,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Your  Honorable  Body  lias  had  before  you  for 
consideration  since  July  of  this  year  a  group  of 
supplemental  appropriation  requests  on  which 
no  action  has  been  taken.  Since  it  is  now  the 
middle  of  November,  and  the  end  of  the  year  is 
drawing  near,  I  have  reexamined  these  appro- 
priation requests  and  have  determined  that 
some  of  these  requests  remain  urgent  and  re- 
quire action,  while  others  can  be  reduced  or 
eliminated,  not  because  of  any  lessening  of  their 
importance,  but  rather  because  it  is  now  too  late 
in  the  year  to  take  the  necessary  action  to  carry 
out  their  purpose. 

The  request  for  appropriation  of  $290,000  for 
pensions  and  annuities  in  the  city  budget  and 
$10,000  for  pensions  and  annuities  in  the  county 
budget  are  still  required  to  cover  deficits  im- 
pending as  a  result  of  cost-of-living  increases  in 
the  pensions  of  certain  veterans.  The  request 
for  $174,949  for  the  Library  Department  is 
required  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  increased 
salaries  retroactive  to  January  7,  1970,  as  a 
result  of  a  collective  bargaining  agreement 
arrived  at  in  late  spring  with  professional  li- 
brarians and  bookbinders.  The  request  for 
$40,000  for  the  Law  Department  is  still  required 
to  provide  for  the  cost  of  positions  added  and  for 
salary  increases  to  maintain  comparability  to 
Civil  Service  personnel.  The  request  for 
$94,889  for  the  Office  of  Human  Rights  is  re- 
quired to  prevent,  year-end  deficits  as  a  result 
of  our  response  to  serious  difficulties  in  inter- 
group  relations  arising  in  several  areas  of  the 
city  which  required  action  by  that  office  to 
avoid  the  development  of  very  serious  condi- 
tions. The  request  for  $25,000  for  the  Admin- 
istrative Services  Department  is  still  required 
to  pay  for  the  assistance  of  a  consultant  in  de- 
veloping a  method  by  which  the  interests  of 
upper-level  civil  service  employees  in  the  city 
government  can  be  protected  and  safeguarded 
in  view  of  their  recent  exclusion  from  representa- 
tion in  the  collective  bargaining  process.  Of  the 
total  request  for  the  Parks  and  Recreation  De- 
partment of  $445,000,  the  amount  of  $190,000 
is  still  required  for  the  overtime  account,  which 
was  originally  underbudgeted. 

The  request  for  $135,000  for  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  for  alterations  and  repairs,  the 
request  for  $25,000  for  the  Fire  Department  for 
revision  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Code,  the  request 
for  $15,000  for  a  stall  for  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, and  the  request  for  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  for  $30,000  for  an  engi- 
neering survey  of  facilities,  $25,000  for  repairs 
to  swimming   pools,   and   $200,000   for   miscel- 


laneous repairs  and  improvements  to  parks  and 
playgrounds,  can  be  eliminated,  since  i1  is  too 
late  in  the  year  to  undertake  any  of  these  ac- 
tivities. 

In  view  of  the  length  of  lime  these  requests 
have  been  before  the  City  Council,  and  in  view  of 
the  real  danger  of  city  employees  and  pensioners 
being  faced  with  pa>less  paydays,  1  strongly 
urge  that  you  give  early  consideration  and 
action  to  the  requests  which  I  have  indicated 
above.

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  become  evident  to  the  Boston 
City  Council  that  the  purpose,  the  method  of 
operation,  and  the  precise  function  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Justice  Administration  has  not 
been  satisfactorily  justified;  and 

Whereas,  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration,  who,  as  part  of  the  Mayor's 
submitted  Boston  1970  Comprehensive  Justice 
Plan,  has  been  given  the  responsibility  to  dis- 
tribute federal  funds  as  part  of  the  National 
Crime  Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968;  and 

Whereas,  The  Office  of  Justice  Administration 
presently  employs  thirty-four  stalf  members, 
nineteen  of  whom  were  hired  between  September 
7  and  November  2;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  indication  how  many 
more  will  be  added  to  the  staff;  and 

Whereas,  The  specific  reason  for  the  need  lor 
such  an  expanded  staff  for  an  Olfice  of  Justice 
Administration  is  unclear,  since  there  already 
exists,  as  part  of  the  Mayor's  1970  Compre- 
hensive Justice  Plan,  a  Coordinating  Committee 
for  Administration  consisting  of  thirteen  mem- 
bers and  an  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Ad- 
ministration of  Justice  consisting  of  seventeen 
members;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  indicated  in  the  1970 
Operation  Plan  that  "the  committee  will  seek 
to  establish  the  necessary  working  relationship 
with  surrounding  communities,  and,  where  ap- 
propriate, will  expand  its  membership  to  be 
representative  of  the  interests  of  those  com- 
munities," which  approach  is  inconsistent  with 
a  return  to  good  old-fashioned  law  and  order  in 
the  core  city,  and  is  contrary  to  an  expansion 
of  an  immediate  positive  program  of  visible  and 
tangible  evidence  of  increased  safety  in  Boston, 
namely,  in  the  form  of  the  very  best  crime  pre- 
vention equipment,  education  training  programs 
for  police  officers,  massive  lighting  programs  in 
high  crime  areas,  and  similar  desperately  needed 
programs;  and 

Whereas,  Top  organizational  leadership  is 
vaguely  lumped  under  the  description  of"  Police, 
Courts,  District  Attorney,  Penal  Institutions, 
and  Other  Justice-Belated  Agencies,"  which 
description  only  tends  to  further  confuse  the 
public  as  to  the  exact  organizational  chain  of 
command;  and 
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Whereas,  The  present  employment  practices 
are  inconsistent  with  the  Dumber  of  employees 

listed  on  the  Comprehensive  1970  Justice  Plan 
Organizational  Chart;  and 

Whereas,  The  1970  Comprehensive  Justice 
Plan  indicates  that  the  Director  of  the  Office 
of. Justice  Administration  was  appointed  hy  the 
Coordinating  Committee  for  the  Administra- 
tion of  .Justice,  who  were  in  turn  appointed  hv 
the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  The  Director,  therefore,  is  solely  re- 
sponsible for  hiring  and  for  the  overall  direction 
of  staff;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  no  specific  evidence 
that  this  is  so,  nor  has  there  been  any  indication 
of  the  manner  in  which  compensation  is  deter- 
mined for  those  employed  or  what  the  exact  pro- 
cedure is  for  creating  a  new  position;  and 

Whereas,  The  policy  of  expending  and  distrib- 
uting public  funds  should  be  handled  in  a  clear, 
concise  manner,  and  at  present  such  an  admin- 
istrative situation  does  not  exist;  and 

Whereas,  Records  and  minutes  of  meetings 
have  not  been  made  available  for  public  exam- 
ination, and  a 'complete  justification  of  proce- 
dure has  not.  been  made;  and 

Whereas,  We  already  have  competent  city 
agencies  in  need  of  direct  federal  funds  en- 
trusted with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
relief  from  the  deep-rooted  problem  of  crime  in 
the  streets;  and 

Whereas,  City  agencies  are  only  receiving  a 
percentage  of  what  they  have  already  requested 
of  the  federal  government  to  achieve  the  objec- 
tives of  their  proposed  programs;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  unclear  why  it  is  necessary  to 
have  a  bureaucratic  maze  of  committees  to  tell 
existing  agencies  how  to  administer  funds  for 
programs  they  have  formulated,  submitted,  and 
are  prepared  to  initiate;  and 

Whereas,  An  expenditure  of  matching  funds 
in  the  form  of  "LEAA  state  block  grants,  un- 
used funds  allocated  by  the  state  last  year, 
HUD-Model  Cities  funds,  LEAA  discretionary 
grants,  and  others"  will  be  required,  which  will 
ultimately  result  in  an  increased  tax  burden;  and 
Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  the  duly 
elected  governmental  body  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
responsible  for  budget  authorizations  and  appro- 
priations; and 

Whereas,  Said  Council  is  prepared  and  capa- 
ble to  review  said  authorizations  and  appro- 
priations; and 

Whereas,  City  government,  as  must  be  the 
case,  is  capable  of  resolving  its  own  problems  on 
the  local  level;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  itself 
petition  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  instruct  his 
Advisory  Committee  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice;  the  Coordinating  Committee  for  the 
Administration  of  Justice;  and  the  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Justice  Administration,  to  appear 
before  the  proper  committee  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  forthwith,  to  justify  and  explain  the 
method  of  distribution  of  federal  and  matching 
public  funds  and  the  reason  for  such  a  complex 
system  of  committees.

On  October  5,  1970,  the  Mayor  submitted  to 
the  Council  for  acceptance  under  G.  L.  c.  44, 
s.  53A,  a  proposed  order  authorizing  the  Col- 
lector-Treasurer to  accept  in  the  name  of  the 
city  grants  aggregating  SI, 2311,540  under  section 
301(c)  of  the  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968  (P.  L. 
90-351).  The  Council  referred  the  matter  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance, 
which  held  a  public  hearing  commencing  Tues- 
day, November  10,  1970. 

You  have  asked  if  the  City  Council  has  power 
to  modify  the  proposed  order  submitted  by  the 
Mayor.    I  have  two  conclusions: 

First,  because  of  federal  restrictions,  the 
$1,233,540  comes  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
form  of  three  grants:  (1)  the  grant  awarded 
September  22,  1970,  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000 
for  the  eight  purposes  identified  on  the  first  page 
of  the  letter  from  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council 
dated  October  2,  1970;  (2)  a  discretionary  grant 
in  the  amount  of  $173,540  to  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  vertical 
policing  and  security  project;  and  (3)  $60,000 
discretionary  grant  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  criminal  laboratory 
equipment.  It  is  my  understanding  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  Federal  Law  En- 
forcement Assistance  Administration  that  the 
$1,000,000  grant  cannot  be  subdivided  and  ac- 
cepted in  part  or  rejected  in  part  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Second,  however,  the  City  of  Boston  has  the 
power  to  reject  one  of  these  three  grants  while 
accepting  the  other  two  or  rejecting  two  of  these 
three  grants  while  accepting  one  of  them. 
Section  53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
allows  an  officer  of  a  city  to  expend  grants  of 
funds  from  the  federal  government  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  Under 
this  statute,  it  is  the  function  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  to  approve  or  disapprove  ac- 
ceptance of  such  grants.  Neither  the  Mayor 
nor  the  City  Council  has  the  power  to  modify 
such  grant  or  grants.

June  19:    Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe 
Streets  Act  approved  bv  President  Johnson. 
1969 
August  3:    Mayor  submits  order  for  Council 
approval  authorizing  Police  Department  to  ex- 
pend 889,878  of  Safe  Streets  Act  funds  to  "study 
an  integrated  communications  and  information 
system."     (This  was  the  first  Safe  Streets  Act 
fund  to  be  made  available  to  any  agency  of  the 
City  of  Boston.) 


NOVEMBER   16,   1970 
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November  17:  Mayor  asks  Council  to  au- 
thorize acceptance  of  two  Safe  Streets  Act 
grants,  as  follows: 

(1)  $45,000  to  enable  the  City  of  Boston 
"to  participate  in  the  formation  of  a  compre- 
hensive state-wide  plan  for  the  improvement 
of  law  enforcement  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth." Letter  of  transmittal  from  Mayor 
states  that  $45,000  will  be  spent  as  follows: 
for  personnel,  $24,016;  consultants,  $14,000; 
travel,  $2,275;  supplies  and  administration, 
$2,209;  rent,  $1,500;  and  equipment,  $1,000. 

(2)  $31,830  "for  programs  and  projects 
dealing  with  prevention,  detection,  and  con- 
trol of  riots."  Approximately  $20,000  of  this 
was  to  be  used  for  riot  control  training  for  the 
Boston  Police  Department  (BPD);  $5,000 
was  to  be  used  for  riot  control  equipment  for 
the  BPD;  and  $5,000  was  to  be  used  for 
preparation  of  a  plan  for  the  administration  of 
justice  in  an  emergency. 

Council  accepts  $45,000  planning  grant  under 
suspension  of  rules  but  refers  $31,830  riot  control 
grant  to  committee. 

December  22:   Council  passes  order  accepting 
$31,830  riot  control  grant. 
1970 

February  2 :  At  request  of  Councillor  Iannella 
Mayor's  office  submits  list  to  Council  of  all  em- 
ployees in  Mayor's  office  as  of  January  29,  1970. 
This  shows  three  full-time  and  three  half-time 
persons  working  in  Mayor's  office  under  Safe 
Streets  Act  budget.  No  organization  name 
given. 

February  23:  Council  passes  order  of  Coun- 
cillor Piemonte  requesting  information  from 
Mayor  concerning  federal  funds  available  to 
local  law  enforcement  agencies  and  the  status 
of  the  Boston  program. 

March  25:  Mayor  transmits  to  Council  a 
letter  from  John  A.  Fiske,  Chairman  of  the  Co- 
ordinating Committee  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice  prepared  in  answer  to  questions  contained 
in  Council  order  of  February  23.  Fiske's  letter 
states  that  while  no  plans  have  been  drawn  and 
submitted  for  participation  by  Boston  in  the 
Safe  Streets  Act  program,  the  Mayor's  Coordi- 
nating Committee  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice  and  its  staff  are  working  on  such  plans. 

April  27:  Councillor  Saltonstall  introduces  res- 
olution calling  upon  the  Mayor  to  release  funds 
"already  available  under  the  Safe  Streets  Act" 
to  permit  adaption  to  Boston  of  the  Indianapolis 
plan  allowing  policemen  to  take  patrol  cars  home 
during  off-duty  hours. 

May  18:  Council  passes  resolution  of  Coun- 
cillor Saltonstall  requesting  the  Mayor  "to 
make  a  report  to  the  Council  concerning  the 
status  of  the  city's  request  for  Safe  Streets  Act 
funds  and  concerning  the  city's  plans  for  ex- 
pending such  funds  when  and  if  received."  This 
request  for  information  was  never  answered  by 
the  Mayor. 

June  29:  Mayor  submits  proposed  order  to 
approve  acceptance  of  $45,000  Safe  Streets  Act 
grant  for  research  in  juvenile  delinquency  to  be 
conducted  for  the  city  through  a  contract  with 
Citizenship  Training  Group,  Inc. 


August  3:  (1)  Council  passes  order  under  sus- 
pension of  rules  to  authorize  acceptance  of  a 
Safe  Streets  Act  grant  of  $150,000  for  a  compre- 
hensive program  to  combat  drug  abuse  to  be 
administered  by  the  Coordinating  Council  on 
Drug  Abuse;  (2)  Council  passes  order  to  author- 
ize acceptance  of  Safe  Streets  Act  grant  of 
$45,000  for  research  in  juvenile  delinquency. 

August  31:  Council  passes  three  orders  under 
suspension  of  the  rules  accepting  Safe  Streets 
Act  grants  for  the  BPD  as  follows:  (1)  purchase 
of  communications  equipment  ($30,300);  (2) 
study  of  criminalistics  laboratory  ($5,000);  (3) 
Police  Department  personnel  study  ($18,000).

In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  June  24,  1964, 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  pertaining  to  the  Down- 
town Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Renewal 
Project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in- 
aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary  project 
improvements  as  required  for  the  completion  of 
Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Project. 
The  accompanying  letter  from  the  Director  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shows  that 
currently  an  additional  $6,000,000  is  needed  to 
meet  this  obligation. 

Under  section  20  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws,  appearing  in  St.  1969,  c.  751,  the 
city  may  raise  funds  for  this  purpose  through  the 
issuance  of  bonds. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  you  adopt  the

On  June  11,  1964,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
on  June  8,  1964,  approving  the  Downtown 
Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 
In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  June  24,  1964, 
between  the  city  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  respect  to  the  project,  the  city 
agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid  to  the  Au- 
thority to  cover  necessary  project  improvements 
as  required  for  the  completion  of  the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $8,000,000 
was  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  August, 
1964. 

Work  on  project  improvements  has  now  pro- 
gressed to  the  stage  where  it  has  become  evident 
that  additional  funds  in  the  amount  of  $6,000,000 
will  be  required  to  complete  the  necessary  im- 
provements which  the  city  is  obligated  to  pro- 
vide under  the  terms  of  the  cooperation  agree- 
ment in  the  Waterfront  Project.  This  increase 
in  costs  is  due  to  the  continued  rapid  rise  in  con- 
struction costs  as  well  as  the  extraordinary  work- 
ing conditions  which  make  the  construction  of 
project  improvements  more  costly. 

The  anticipated  additional  costs  are  sum- 
marized as  follows: 

Remaining  funds  unencumbered  of  $8,000,000 
authorized,  $3,455,700;  additional  funds  needed 
to  complete  project  improvements,  $9,455,700; 
total  funds  needed,  additional  bond  issue, 
$6,000,000. 

The  Authority  recommends  that  the  city  au- 
thorize the  issuance  of  the  necessary  additional 
bonds  so  that  construction  of  remaining  project 
improvements  in  the  Waterfront  Project  may 


be  continued  without  interruption.  These  im- 
provements include  the  completion  of  construc- 
tion of  relocated  Atlantic  Avenue,  the  con- 
struction of  sanitary  sewer  and  storm  systems, 
new  seawalls,  a  marine  park,  and  a  public  walk- 
way along  the  waterfront.  The  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  new  and  existing  streets, 
the  installation  of  water  mains,  street  lighting, 
and  traffic  control  systems  are  also  included 
under  this  program.

I  have  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Vet- 
erans' Services  requesting  an  appropriation  in 
the  amount  of  $1,500,000  to  provide  for  the 
sharply  increasing  costs  of  veterans'  benefits, 
resulting  from  recent  liberalization  of  these 
benefits  by  the  General  Court  and  from  the 
recent  sharp  increases  in  hospital  and  other 
medical  rates.  Documentation  of  these  cost 
increases  is  provided  with  the  Commissioner's 
request. 

I  find  it  painful  to  present  such  a  large  ap-

However,  the  city  is  required 
by  state  law  to  pay  these  benefits  for  eligible 
veterans,  and  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  these 
benefits  would  so  greatly  exceed  their  budget 
was  not  realized  by  the  department  until  quite 
recently.  Since  we  have  funds  available  to  pro- 
vide for  this  appropriation,  it  seems  to  me  to  be 
proper  in  the  fiscal  sense  to  appropriate  those 
funds  at  this  time.

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PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE  CRE- 
ATION OF  ECONOMIC  DEVELOP- 
MENT AND  INDUSTRIAL  CORPO- 
RATION

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  an 
order  for  a  petition  under  the  Home  Rule  Amend- 
ment. This  petition  proposes  the  creation  of  the 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Corpo- 
ration of  Roston,  a  quasipublic  corporation  de- 
signed to  assemble  and  develop  property  within 
the  city  for  industrial  and  manufacturing  uses. 
This  proposed  legislation  was  recommended  to 
me  by  the  city's  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission,  and  I  have  accepted  and  en- 
dorsed it. 

Studies  conducted  by  the  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission  since  it  was  created  in 
1969  have  confirmed  the  historic  pattern  of  in- 
dustrial migration  from  the  city  to  the  suburbs. 
The  Roston  Industrial  Survey,  which  was  under- 
taken by  the  commission  during  the  fall  of  1969 
and  completed  during  the  spring  of  this  year, 
identified  some  ninety-five  manufacturing  firms 
which  indicated  a  desire  to  leave  the  city.  If 
these  firms  leave,  the  city  would  lose  almost 
12,000  jobs  and  experience  an  annual  payroll 
loss  in  excess  of  $80  million. 

The  severity  of  this  situation  becomes  even 
more  dramatic  in  view  of  the  commission's  find- 
ing that  the  manufacturing  sector  of  our  economy 
is  the  prime  source  of  good  jobs  paying  high 
wages  for  many  Roston  residents. 

The  commission  concluded  that  the  primary 
cause  of  the  industrial  exodus  from  Roston  was 
the  fact  that  the  city  lacks  space  for  expansion 
or  relocation  which  can  be  developed  on  a  basis 
that  is  competitive  with  suburban  locations. 

The  proposed  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Roston  will  meet  this 
problem  head  on.  In  substance,  the  corporation 
is  empowered  to  assemble  space  —  both  land  and 
buildings  —  within  existing  manufacturing  and 
industrial  zones  by  either  purchase  or  eminent 
domain  and  to  develop,  sell,  or  lease  these  facili- 
ties for  manufacturing  uses  at  prices  which  will 
be  more  competitive. 

The  basic  organization  and  powers  of  the  cor- 
poration are  as  follows: 

Organization:  The  corporation  will  be  com- 
posed of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  four  of  whom  must  be  members  of  the 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission.  One 
member  must  be  experienced  in  financial  mat- 
ters, one  in  real  estate,  and  one  in  municipal 
government.  The  Mayor  will  designate  the 
chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the  corporation. 
The  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
will  serve  as  an  advisory  council  to  the  corpo- 
ration. 

Corporate  Powers:  The  corporation  will  have 
the  power  to  acquire  land  within  designated 
economic  development  areas  by  purchase  or 
eminent  domain.  An  economic  development 
area  is  defined  as  any  blighted  open  or  decadent 
area  which  is  zoned   for  general  or  restricted 


manufacturing  uses  or  general  or  waterfront  in- 
dustrial uses.  The  corporation  will  be  em- 
powered to  develop  as  well  as  sell  or  lease  its 
projects  to  private  persons  or  corporations. 

Designation  and  Approval  of  Projects:  The 
corporation  is  required  to  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  its  development  plans  for  each  project  prior 
to  undertaking  such  a  project.  Subsequent  to 
the  public  hearing,  the  corporation  is  required  to 
submit  its  development  plan  to  the  city's  plan- 
ning agency  for  review  and  comment  and  to  the 
Mayor  for  his  approval. 

Financing:  The  corporation  is  empowered  to 
issue  revenue  bonds  and  purchase  money  mort- 
gages to  finance  its  projects.  It  may  issue 
debentures  to  provide  working  capital.  The 
debentures,  revenue  bonds,  or  mortages  do  not 
constitute  a  debt  of  the  city.  In  addition,  the 
city  may  make  direct  appropriations  to  the  cor- 
poration or  issue  its  general  obligation  bonds  for 
the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  The  indebtedness 
incurred  by  the  city  on  behalf  of  the  corporation 
will  not  increase  the  existing  debt  limit  of  the 
city. 

Tax  Exemption:  The  corporation's  property 
will  be  exempt  from  taxation,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  city  and  the  corporation  shall 
agree  on  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  city  in  lieu 
of  taxes.  Property  sold  or  leased  by  the  cor- 
poration to  an  urban  development  corporation 
or  other  firms  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  121A  of  the  General  Laws  will  be  tax 
exempt  and  make  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
according  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  121A. 

This  proposed  legislation  is  being  submitted 
to  you  in  the  form  of  a  home  rule  petition  be- 
cause some  of  the  elements  of  the  legislation  are 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  to 
enact  in  ordinance  form.  Thus  they  require  the 
approval  of  the  General  Court. 

Therefore  I  recommend  your  favorable  action 
on  the  proposal.

(c)  "Development  plan,"  a  detailed  plan,  as 
it  may  exist  from  time  to  time,  for  an  economic 
development  project,  which  plan  shall  be  con- 
sistent with  local  objectives  respecting  appropri- 
ate land  uses,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  complete 
to  indicate  the  boundaries  of  the  area,  such  land 
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acquisition,  such  demolition,  removal,  and  re- 
habilitation of  structures,  and  such  development, 
redevelopment,  and  general  public  improvements 
as  may  be  proposed  lo  be  carried  out  within  such 
area,  zoning  and  planning  changes,  if  any,  and 
proposed  land  uses,  maximum  densities,  ami 
building  requirements. 

(d)  "Economic  development  area,"  any 
blighted  open  area  or  any  decadent  area,  as 
respectively  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws,  which  is  located  in  the  city 
and  is  zoned  for  general  or  restricted  manu- 
facturing uses  or  for  general  or  waterfront  in- 
dustrial uses,  whether  restricted  or  not. 

(e)  "Economic  development  project,"  a 
project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a 
development  plan  (1)  for  acquisition  by  the 
corporation  of  the  land  and  all  improvements 
thereon,  if  any,  within  an  economic  develop- 
ment area  covered  by  a  development  plan  and 
for  clearance  and  development  of  the  land  so 
acquired;  or  a  project  (2)  for  the  rehabilitation 
or  conservation  of  an  economic  development 
area,  or  for  the  restoration  and  renewal  of  any' 
such  area  or  portion  thereof,  or  for  the  demoli- 
tion, removal,  or  rehabilitation  of  improve- 
ments on  land  within  an  economic  development 
area  whenever  necessary  to  eliminate  unhealth- 
ful,  unsanitary,  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessen 
density,  mitigate  or  eliminate  traffic  congestion, 
reduce  traffic  hazards,  or  eliminate  obsolete  or 
other  uses  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare;  or 
a  project  (3)  involving  any  combination  of  the 
foregoing  types  of  project.  An  economic  de- 
velopment project  may  include  improvements 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the 
economic  development  project,  together  with 
such  site  improvements  as  are  necessary  for  the 
preparation  of  any  site  for  uses  in  accordance 
with  the  development  plan,  and  making  any 
land  or  improvements  acquired  in  the  area  of 
the  project  available  for  redevelopment  or 
rehabilitation  by  private  enterprise,  including 
sale,  initial  leasing,  or  retention  by  the  cor- 
poration for  industrial  or  manufacturing  uses 
in  accordance  with  the  development  plan.  An 
economic  development  project  may  also  include 
the  construction  by  the  corporation  of  any  of  the 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  for  in- 
dustrial or  manufacturing  uses  contemplated  by 
the  development  plan  and  the  repair,  removal, 
or  rehabilitation  by  the  corporation  of  any  of 
the  buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities 
located  in  the  area  covered  by  the  development 
plan  and  which,  under  such  plan,  are  to  be  re- 
paired, moved,  or  rehabilitated. 

Section  2.  Statement  of  Findings.  It  is 
hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  blighted  open 
areas  exist  in  parts  of  the  city  of  Boston  zoned 
for  industrial  or  manufacturing  uses;  that  each 
such  area  constitutes  a  serious  and  growing 
menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of 
the  city;  that  each  such  area  constitutes  an 
economic  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  ar- 
rests the  sound  growth  of  the  city,  and  retards 
the  economic  well-being  of  the  commonwealth; 
that  each  decreases  the  value  of  private  invest- 
ments and  threatens  the  sources  of  public 
revenue;  that  redevelopment  of  each  such  area 
in  accordance  with  a  development  plan  for  the 
elimination  of  substandard  conditions  and  the 
prevention  of  their  recurrence  is   necessary  to 


retain  existing  industries,  and  attract  new  in- 
dustries, and  promote  the  sound  economic 
growth  of  the  city ;  that  the  menace  of  such 
decadent  or  blighted  open  areas  is  beyond 
remedy  and  control  solely  by  regulatory  process 
in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and  cannot 
be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  oper- 
ations of  private  enterprise  without  the  aids 
herein  provided;  that  the  acquisition  of  property 
for'  the  purpose  of  eliminating  decadent,  sub- 
standard, or  blighted  open  conditions  therein, 
preventing  recurrence  of  such  conditions  in  the 
area,  the  removal  of  structures  and  improvement 
of  sites  for  manufacturing  and  industrial  uses, 
the  disposition  of  the  property  for  redevelop- 
ment incidental  to  the  foregoing,  the  exercise  of 
powers  by  the  corporation,  and  any  assistance 
which  may  be  given  by  the  city  or  any  other 
public  body  in  connection  therewith  are  public 
uses  and  purposes  for  which  public  money  may 
be  expended  and  the  power  of  eminent  domain 
exercised;  and  that  the  acquisition,  planning, 
clearance,  development,  rehabilitation,  or  re- 
building of  such  decadent  and  blighted  open 
areas  for  industrial  or  manufacturing  purposes 
are  public  uses  and  benefits  for  which  private 
property  may  be  acquired  by  eminent  domain 
or  regulated  by  wholesome  and  reasonable 
orders,  laws,  and  directions  and  for  which  public 
funds  may  be  expended  for  the  good  and  welfare 
of  the  city  and  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  3.  Creation  of  Corporation.  There  is 
hereby  created  a  public  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, to  be  known  as  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment* and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston,  in 
this  act  called  the  corporation,  which  shall  be  an 
instrumentality  of  the  commonwealth,  consist- 
ing of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  mayor 
of  the  city,  four  of  whom  shall  at  all  times  be 
members  of  the  development  and  industrial  com- 
mission of  the  city.  At  least  one  member  shall 
be  experienced  in  financial  matters,  one  in  real 
estate  matters,  and  one  in  municipal  govern- 
ment. The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the 
seven  members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice- 
chairman.  Each  of  the  seven  members  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official 
duties  as  a  member  of  the  corporation.  A 
majority  of  the  seven  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business, 
but  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership shall  be  required  for  any  transaction. 

Of  the  members  of  the  corporation  first  ap- 
pointed, two  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one 
year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  current 
year,  two  for  two  years  from  said  date,  and 
three  for  three  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such 
member,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term.  Whoever 
shall  at  any  time  be  a  member  of  the  corporation 
for  a  term  expiring  on  a  date  certain,  shall, 
unless  sooner  removed,  continue  to  hold  office 
after  the  expiration  of  his  term  until  the  qualifi- 
cation of  his  successor;  and  the  appointment  of 
a  successor  to  any  person  so  holding  over  after 
the  expiration  of  his  term  shall  be  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term  which  would  have  begun  at 
such  expiration  if  the  successor  had  then  been 
appointed. 
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Any  member  may  be  removed  by  the  mayor 
for  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  wilful  neglect 
of  duty,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a 
public  bearing,  unless  the  same  are  in  writing 
expressly  waived.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  members  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  mu- 
nicipal employees. 

Before  the  issuance  of  any  bonds  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  each  member  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  execute  a  surety  bond  with  a 
surety  company  authorized  to  transact  business 
in  this  commonwealth  as  surety,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  $50,000  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  such 
surety  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  corporation 
counsel  of  the  city  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
state  secretary.  The  members  of  the  corpo- 
ration shall  receive  no  compensation  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties  hereunder;  but  each 
member  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  actually 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  corporation  shall  at  least  once  every  three 
months  consult  concerning  industrial  develop- 
ment policies  and  programs  with  the  develop- 
ment and  industrial  commission  of  the  city, 
which  shall  serve  as  an  advisory  council  to  the 
corporation. 

Section  4.  General  Powers  and  Duties.  The 
members  of  the  corporation  shall  adopt  a  cor- 
porate seal  for  the  corporation,  and  designate 
the  custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time 
appoint  and  at  pleasure  remove  a  director,  a 
clerk,  a  treasurer,  or  such  other  officers  of  the 
corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
may  determine  their  duties  and  their  compen- 
sation, which  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation; 
shall  cause  at  all  times  accurate  accounts  to  be 
kept  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  funds 
of  the  corporation;  and  shall  make  a  report  an- 
nually in  December  to  the  mayor,  containing  an 
abstract  of  such  accounts  and  detailed  infor- 
mation of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including 
prices  paid  for  land  purchased  or  taken  and  any 
buildings  constructed  thereon,  contracts  for 
construction  of  facilities  and  for  the  leasing 
thereof,  and  such  other  detailed  information  as 
may  be  deemed  helpful  to  the  mayor.  The 
offices  of  treasurer  and  clerk  may  be  held  by  the 
same  person.  The  corporation  shall  cause  an 
audit  of  its  books  and  accounts  to  be  made  at 
least  once  in  each  fiscal  year  by  certified  public 
accountants,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be 
treated  as  an  item  of  current  expense.  Except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  have  full  power  to  exercise  care  of  its 
property  and  the  management  of  its  business  and 
affairs,  and  to  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  or 
other  property  not  needed  for  its  business  or 
affairs  by  deed  or  other  instrument  sealed  with 
the  corporate  seal,  signed  and  acknowledged  by 
a  majority  of  the  members,  or  in  like  manner  to 
authorize  such  sale  and  conveyance  by  any  of  its 
officers  or  agents.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with  a 
surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in 
this  commonwealth  as  surety,  in  such  sum  as 
the  members  may  determine,  the  premium 
therefor  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation.  Neither 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  nor  any  rule 
made  thereunder  shall  apply  to  any  person  em- 
ployed or  engaged  by  the  corporation  under  this 
act. 


Section  5.  Specific  Powers.  The  corporation 
is  hereby  authorized: 

(a)  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name,  and 
plead  and  be  impleaded. 

(b)  To  adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of 
its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure. 

(c)  To  make  and  enter  into  all  contracts  and 
agreements  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties  and  the  execution  of  its 
powers  under  this  act,  and  to  employ  consulting 
engineers,  superintendents,  managers,  and  such 
other  engineers,  construction  and  accounting  ex- 
perts, and  attorneys,  and  such  other  employees, 
agents,  and  consultants  as  may  be  necessary  in 
its  judgment,  and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

(d)  To  receive  and  accept  from  any  federal 
agency  or  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  grants, 
loans,  or  advances  for  or  in  aid  of  an  economic 
development  project  or  projects,  and  to  receive 
and  accept  contributions  from  any  source  of 
either  money,  property,  labor,  or  other  things  of 
value,  to  be  held,  used,  and  applied  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  such  grants,  loans,  advances, 
and  contributions  may  be  made. 

(e)  To  borrow  money  and,  from  time  to 
time,  to  make,  accept,  endorse,  execute,  and 
issue  bonds,  debentures,  promissory  notes,  bills 
of  exchange,  and  other  obligations  of  the  cor- 
poration for  moneys  borrowed  or  in  payment  for 
property  acquired  or  for  any  of  the  other  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation,  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  such  obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge, 
deed,  indenture,  agreement,  or  other  instrument 
of  trust,  or  by  other  lien  upon,  assignment  of, 
or  agreement  in  regard  to  all  or  any  part  of  the 
property,  rights,  or  privileges  of  the  corporation. 

(f)  To  issue  revenue  bonds  of  the  corpora- 
tion, payable  solely  from  revenues,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  a 
project. 

(g)  To  invest  any  funds  not  required  for  im- 
mediate use  or  disbursement  in  certificates  of 
deposit  or  in  obligations  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  or  in  obligations  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  which  is 
guaranteed  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States. 

(h)  To  provide  such  advisory  services  and 
technical  assistance  as  may  be  desirable  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

(ij  To  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  plans, 
designs,  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates 
of  cost  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  de- 
velopment, redevelopment,  rehabilitation,  re- 
modeling, alteration,  or  repair  of  an  economic 
development  project  and  from  time  to  time  to 
modify  such  plans,  designs,  drawings,  specifica- 
tions, and  estimates. 

(j)  With  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  to 
designate  areas  of  the  city  as  economic  develop- 
ment areas. 

(k)  To  acquire  and  hold  by  bequest,  devise, 
grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  lease,  judicial 
order,  or  decree,  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its 
objects  and  purposes,  any  property,  either  real 
or  personal,  or  any  interest  therein;  and,  with- 
out limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  to 
acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  79  or  chapter  80  A  of  the  General 
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Laws  in  so  far  as  such  provisions  may  be  ap- 
plicable, such  private  lands,  or  an\  interest 
therein,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  provisions 
of  section  40  of  said  chapter  79  shall  apph  lo 
any  taking  by  the  corporation,  except  that  the 
security  therein  required  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city.  Without  the 
specific  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council 
of  the  city,  the  corporation  shall  not  take  by 
eminent  domain  any  property  used  in  whole  or 
in  part  for  dwelling  purposes. 

(1)  To  make  relocation  payments  to  persons 
and  businesses  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying 
out  any  economic  development  project. 

(m)  To  procure  insurance  against  any  loss 
in  connection  with  its  property  and  other  assets 
and  operations  in  such  amounts  and  from  such 
insurers  as  it  deems  desirable. 

(n)  To  clear  and  improve  property  acquired 
by  it,  and  to  eDgage  in  or  contract  for  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  development,  redevel- 
opment, rehabilitation,  remodeling,  alteration, 
or  repair  thereof. 

(o)  To  arrange  or  contract  with  the  city  for 
the  planning,  replanning,  opening,  grading,  or 
closing  of  streets,  roads,  alleys,  or  other  places, 
or  for  the  furnishing  of  facilities,  or  for  the 
acquisition  by  the  city  of  property  or  property 
rights,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  property  or 
services  in  connection  with  a  project. 

(p)  To  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  transfer, 
option,  exchange,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
property,  either  real  or  personal,  or  any  interest 
therein,  as  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration may  require,  subject  to  such  limitations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

(q)  To  take  mortgages,  including  purchase 
money  mortgages,  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property  within  economic  development  areas, 
to  foreclose  the  same  when  in  default,  and  to 
bid  for  and  purchase  property  at  any  foreclosure 
or  other  sale;  and,  in  such  event,  to  deal  with 
such  property  in  such  manner  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
corporation  therein. 

(r)  To  manage  any  project  whether  owned  or 
leased  by  the  corporation  and  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  the  commonwealth  or  the  city 
or  any  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  or  with 
any  person,  firm,  partnership,  or  corporation 
either  public  or  private  for  the  purpose  of  caus- 
ing any  project  to  be  managed. 

(s)  To  act  with  respect  to  one  or  more 
projects  as  a  corporation  organized  under  section 
3  or  section  18B  of  chapter  121A  of  the  General 
Laws;  provided  that  the  accounts  for  each 
project  shall  be  kept  separately  and  the  income 
of  one  project  shall  not  be  expended  •  upon  or 
for  the  benefit  of  another  project. 

(t)  To  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or 
convenient  to  carry  out  the  powers  expressly 
granted  in  this  act. 

Section  6.  Development  Plan.  No  economic 
development  project  shall  be  undertaken  until 
(1)  a  public  hearing  relating  to  the  development 
plan  for  such  project  has  been  held  after  due 
notice  before  the  corporation  and  (2)  the  devel- 
opment plan  has  been  approved  by  the  mayor. 
The  corporation  shall  give  notice  of  the  public 
hearing  to  the  senator  for  every  senatorial  dis- 
trict of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  the  represent- 
ative for  every  representative  district  thereof, 


within  which  the  project  or  any  part  thereof  lies, 
and  also  to  such  persons,  groups,  and  organiza- 
tions within  the  project  area  as  have  requested 
in  writing  that  such  notice  be  given  them. 

Whenever  the  corporation  determines  that  an 
economic  development  project  should  be  under- 
taken in  the  city,  it  shall  applj  to  the  mayor 
for  approval  of  the  development  plan  lor  such 
project.  Such  application  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  development  plan  for  the  project,  a  state- 
ment of  the  proposed  method  for  financing  the 
project,  and  such  other  information  as  the  cor- 
poration deems  advisable. 

W  ithin  sixty  days  after  the  submission  of  the 
development  plan,  the  mayor  shall  give  written 
notice  to  the  corporation  of  his  decision  with  re- 
spect to  the  plan.  If  the  development  plan  is 
approved,  the  corporation  shall  have  the  powers 
and  duties  imposed  by  this  act  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  said  economic  development  project. 
Prior  to  submission  of  the  plan  to  the  mayor, 
the  corporation  shall  submit  the  development 
plan  to  the  planning  agency  of  the  city  for  re- 
view. The  corporation  shall  not  be  required  to 
submit  the  development  plan  to  the  department 
of  community  affairs  of  the  commonwealth  for 
approval. 

Section  7.  Rents  and  Charges.  Rents  and 
charges  for  services  or  facilities  furnished  or  sup- 
plied by  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to 
supervision  or  regulation  by  any  department, 
division,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth,  or  any  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof,  and,  if  derived  from  a  project  in 
connection  with  which  revenue  bonds  have  been 
issued,  shall,  with  all  other  revenues  derived 
from  the  project,  except  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  cost  of  mainte- 
nance, repair,  and  operation  and  to  provide  such 
reserves  therefor  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
or  in  the  trust  agreement,  but  including  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such 
reserves  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
the  interest  on  said  revenue  bonds  as  may  be 
provided  for  in  such  resolution  or  trust  agree- 
ment, and  including  also  the  proceeds  of  any 
and  all  sales  by  the  corporation  of  property 
within  the  project  area,  be  set  aside  at  such 
regular  intervals  as  may  be  provided  for  in  such 
resolution  or  trust  agreement,  in  a  sinking  fund 
which  is  hereby  pledged  to  and  charged  with  the 
payment  of  (1)  the  interest  upon  such  bonds  as 
such  interest  shall  fall  due,  (2)  the  principal  of 
the  bonds  as  the  same  shall  fall  due,  (3)  the 
necessary  charges  of  paying  agents  for  paying 
principal  and  interest,  and  (4)  the  redemption 
price  or  the  purchase  price  of  bonds  retired  by 
call  or  purchase  as  therein  provided. 

Section  8.  Liability  of  the  Corporation.  The 
corporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort 
in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  corporation. 
The  members,  employees,  officers,  and  agents  of 
the  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  as  such  on  its 
contracts  or  for  torts  not  committed  or  directly 
authorized  by  them.  The  property  or  funds  of 
the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attach- 
ment or  to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the 
corporation  refuses  to  pay  a  judgment  entered 
against  it  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  superior  court,  sitting  within  and  for  the 
county  in  which  the  corporation  is  situated,  may, 
by  writ  of  mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer  of 
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such  agency  to  pay  such  judgment.  The  real 
estate  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to 
liens  under  chapter  254  of  the  General  Laws, 
but  the  provisions  of  sections  28  and  29  of  chap- 
ter 149  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  applicable 
to  any  construction  work  by  the  corporation. 

Section  9.  Exemption  from  Taxation;  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Real  Property  Taxes.  The  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property 
used  for  essential  public  and  governmental  pur- 
poses and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and 
from  betterments  and  special  assessments;  pro- 
vided that,  in  lieu  of  such  taxes,  betterments,  and 
special  assessments,  the  city  may  determine  a 
sum  to  be  paid  to  the  city  annually  in  any  year 
or  period  of  years,  such  sum  to  be  in  any  year 
not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  would  be  levied 
at  the  current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of  the 
assessed  value  of  such  real  estate,  including 
buildings  and  other  structures,  for  the  three 
years  preceding  the  year  of  acquisition  thereof, 
the  valuation  for  each  year  being  reduced  by  all 
abatements  thereon. 

The  city  may,  however,  agree  with  the  cor- 
poration upon  the  payments  to  be  made  to  the 
city,  or  the  corporation  may  make  and  the  city 
may  accept  such  payments,  the  amount  of  which 
shall  not  in  either  case  be  subject  to  the  fore- 
going limitation.  The  last  paragraph  of  section 
6  and  all  of  section  7  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  be  applicable  to  pay- 
ments under  this  section. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  taxatioa,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed,  of  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  corporation  for  an  eco- 
nomic development  project  and  sold  by  it,  or 
the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  real  estate  of  the  commonwealth  is 
taxed,  of  real  estate  so  acquired  by  the  corpora- 
tion and  leased  by  it;  provided,  however,  that 
real  estate  so  acquired  by  the  corporation  and 
sold  or  leased  to  an  urban  redevelopment  cor- 
poration or  other  entity  operating  under  chapter 
121A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to  an  insurance 
company  or  savings  bank  or  group  of  savings 
banks  operating  under  said  chapter,  shall  be 
taxed  as  provided  in  said  chapter  and  not  other- 
wise. 

The  corporation  and  the  debentures,  revenue 
bonds,  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  transfer,  and  the 
income  therefrom  (including  any  profit  made  on 
the  sale  thereof)  shall  at  all  times  be  free  from 
taxation  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  sub- 
division thereof. 

Section  10.  Debentures.  To  provide  funds 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  corporation,  in- 
cluding working  capital,  the  corporation  may 
from  time  to  time  issue  debentures;  provided, 
however,  that  such  debentures  outstanding  at 
any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  85,000,000.  Such 
debentures  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city  or  a 
pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  subordinated 
to  all  other  obligations  of  the  corporation  and 
shall  be  payable  at  such  time  or  times  and  in 
such  installments,  if  any,  as  the  corporation 
shall  determine,  but  solely  out  of  the  net  assets 
of  the  corporation;  and  the  holders  thereof  shall 
be  entitled  to  interest  thereon  but  only  out  of 


the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation,  and  in  no 
event  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  rate  specified 
therein. 

Such  debentures  may  be  secured  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation  and 
a  corporate  trustee,  which  shall  be  located 
within  the  commonwealth  and  shall  be  a  trust 
company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company.  Such  trust  agreement  shall  contain 
such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the 
rights  and  remedies  of  the  debenture  holders  as 
may  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  viola- 
tion of  law.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or 
trust  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  commonwealth  which  may  act  as  depository 
under  such  trust  agreement  to  furnish  such  in- 
demnifying bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities 
as  may  be  required  by  the  corporation.  Such 
trust  agreement  shall  set  forth  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  the  debenture  holders  and  of  the 
trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  debenture  holders.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  such  trust  agreement  may  contain 
such  other  provisions  as  the  corporation  may 
deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of 
the  debenture  holders.  All  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  agree- 
ment may  be  treated  as  an  item  of  current 
expense. 

Debentures  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any 
department,  division,  commission,  board,  bu- 
reau, or  agency  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any 
political  subdivision  thereof  and  without  any 
other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any  other 
conditions  or  things  other  than  those  proceed- 
ings, conditions,  or  things  which  are  specifically 
required  by  this  act. 

Section  11.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 
The  city  may  raise  and  appropriate,  or  may  bor- 
row, or  may  agree  with  the  corporation  or  with 
the  federal  government  or  the  commonwealth 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in  aid 
of  the  corporation,  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  powers  of  the 
corporation,  including  defraying  part  of  the  de- 
velopment, acquisition,  and  operatine  costs  of 
any  project.  Indebtedness  of  the  city  au- 
thorized under  this  section  shall  be  outside  the 
limit  of  indebtedness  prescribed  in  section  10  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  and  shall  be 
payable  within  twenty  years  and  otherwise  sub- 
ject to  sections  16  to  27,  inclusive,  of  said  chapter 
44:  provided,  however,  that  the  total  amount  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  outstanding  at  any  one 
time  under  this  section  and  clauses  (1),  (2),  and 
(4)  of  section  20  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  city's 
equalized  valuation  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
said  chapter  44.  Indebtedness  incurred  under 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  approval  under  sec- 
tion 22  of  said  chapter  121 B  in  like  manner  as 
indebtedness  incurred  under  said  section  20. 

Section  12.  Revenue  Bonds.  The  corpora- 
tion is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  by  resolu- 
tion, at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
issuance  of  revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost 
of  a  project.  The  principal  of  and  interest  on 
such  bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds 
herein  provided  for  such  payment.  The  bonds 
of  each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rates,  and  shall  mature  at  such  time  or 
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times  not  exceeding  forty  years  from  their  date 
or  dates  as  may  be  determined  l>>  the  corpora- 
lion,  and  may  be  made  redeemable  before  ma- 
turity, at  the  option  of  the  corporation,  at  such 
price  or  prices  and  under  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  may  be  fixed  by  the  corporation  prior 
to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The  corporation 
shall  determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  including 
any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto,  and 
the  manner  of  execution  of  the  bonds,  and  shall 
lix  the  denomination  or  denominations  of  the 
bonds  and  the  place  or  places  of  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  which  may  be  at  any  bank 
or  trust  company  within  or  without  the  com- 
monwealth. In  case  any  ollicer  whose  signature 
or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on 
any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such 
ollicer  before  the  delivery  of  such  bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be 
valid  and  sullicient  for  all  purposes,  as  if  he  had 
remained  in  oflice  until  such  delivery.  The 
bonds  may  be  issued  in  coupon  or  registered 
form,  or  both,  as  the  corporation  may  determine, 
and  provision  may  be  made  for  the  registration 
of  any  coupon  bonds  as  to  principal  alone  and 
also  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  and  for 
the  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of  any  bonds 
registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.  The 
corporation  may  sell  such  bonds  in  such  manner, 
either  at  public  or  at  private  sale,  and  for  such 
price  as  it  may  determine  to  be  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  corporation. 

The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  project, 
and  shall  be  disbursed  in  such  manner  and  under 
such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  the  corporation  may 
provide.  Prior  to  the  preparation  of  definitive 
bonds,  the  corporation  may,  under  like  restric- 
tions, issue  interim  receipts  or  temporary  bonds, 
with  or  without  coupons,  exchangeable  for  defini- 
tive bonds  when  such  bonds  have  been  executed 
and  are  available  for  delivery.  The  corporation 
may  also  provide  for  the  replacement  of  any 
bonds  which  shall  become  mutilated  or  shall  be 
destroyed  or  lost.  Revenue  bonds  may  be  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  without  obtain- 
ing the  consent  of  any  department,  division, 
commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof  and  without  any  other  proceedings  or 
the  happening  of  any  other  conditions  or  things 
other  than  those  proceedings,  conditions,  or 
things  which  are  specifically  required  by  this 
act. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
vide by  resolution  for  the  issuance  of  revenue 
refunding  bonds  of  the  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  refunding  any  revenue  bonds  then  out- 
standing and  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  including  the  payment  of  any  redemption 
premium  thereon  and  any  interest  accrued  or 
to  accrue  to  the  date  of  redemption  of  such 
bonds,  and,  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  corpora- 
tion, for  the  additional  purpose  of  constructing 
or  reconstructing  any  extensions  or  improve- 
ments of  the  project.  The  issue  of  such  bonds, 
the  maturities  and  other  details  thereof,  the 
rights  of  the  holders  thereof,  and  the  duties  of 
the  corporation  in  respect  to  the  same  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  insofar 
as  the  same  may  be  applicable. 

While  any  bonds  issued  by  the  corporation 
remain    outstanding,    the    powers,    duties,    or 


existence  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  dimin- 
ished or  impaired  in  an\  wa\  that  will  aflfed 
adversely  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  holders 
of  such  bonds. 

Hevenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  I  lie  city,  but 
such  bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds 
herein  provided  therefor  from  revenues.  All 
such  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  shall 
contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  neither  the  corporation  nor  the 
commonwealth  nor  the  city  shall  be  obliged  to 
pay  the  same  or  the  interest  thereon  except  from 
revenues,  and  that  neither  the  faith  and  credit 
nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  commonwealth  or 
of  the  city  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  or  the  interest  on  such  bonds. 

All  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have 
and  are  hereby  declared  to  have  all  the  qualities 
and  incidents  of  negotiable  instruments  as  de- 
fined in  sections  3-104  of  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code  of  this  commonwealth. 

The  term  "cost  of  a  project,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  costs 
(whether  incurred  prior  to  or  after  the  issue  of 
bonds  or  notes  hereunder)  of  acquisition,  site 
development,  construction,  improvement,  en- 
largement, reconstruction,  alteration,  machin- 
ery, equipment,  furnishings,  demolition,  or  re- 
moval of  existing  buildings  or  structures  (in- 
cluding the  cost  of  acquiring  any  lands  to  which 
such  buildings  or  structures  may  be  moved), 
financing  charges,  interest  prior  to  and  during 
the  carrying  out  of  any  project,  interest  for  up 
to  two  years  after  the  completion  or  estimated 
completion  date  of  any  project,  planning, 
engineering  and  legal  services,  administrative 
expenses,  the  funding  of  notes  issued  for  capital 
purposes,  such  reserves  for  debt  service  or  other 
capital  or  current  expenses  as  may  be  required 
by  a  trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  notes 
or  bonds,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to 
the  determination  of  the  feasibility  of  any 
project  or  to  carrying  out  the  project  or  to  plac- 
ing the  project  in  operation. 

Section  13.  Trust  Agreement.  In  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  corporation  such  revenue  bonds  or 
revenue  refunding  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a 
trust  agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation 
and  a  corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust 
company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  the  commonwealth.  Such 
trust,  agreement  may  pledge  or  assign  the 
revenues  to  be  received,  but  shall  not  convey 
or  mortgage  any  project  or  part  thereof. 

Either  the  resolution  providing  for  the  is- 
suance of  bonds  or  such  trust  agreement  may 
contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  en- 
forcing the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  bond- 
holders as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper 
and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including  (with- 
out limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing) 
provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing 
for  remedies  in  the  event  thereof  (which  may 
include  the  acceleration  of  maturities)  and 
covenants  setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and 
limitations  on,  the  corporation  in  relation  to 
the  acquisition,  construction,  improvement, 
enlargement,   alteration,   equipping,    furnishing, 
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maintenance,  operation,  repair,  insurance  and 
disposition  of  property,  the  custody,  safeguard- 
ing, investment,  and  application  of  moneys, 
the  use  of  any  surplus  bond  or  note  proceeds, 
and  the  establishment  of  reserves.  Such  resolu- 
tion or  trust  agreement  may  also  contain  cove- 
nants by  the  corporation  in  relation  to,  among 
other  things,  (a)  the  establishment,  revision  and 
collection  of  such  rents  and  charges  for  services 
on  facilities  furnished  or  supplied  by  the  corpo- 
ration as  shall  provide  revenues  sufficient  with 
other  revenues  of  the  project,  if  any,  to  pay 
(i)  the  cost  of  maintaining,  repairing,  and 
operating  the  project  and  of  making  renewals 
and  replacements  in  connection  therewith, 
(ii)  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  said 
revenue  bonds  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable,  (iii)  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  better- 
ments, and  special  assessments,  and  (iv)  reserves 
for  all  of  such  purposes,  (b)  the  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  will  be  applied  and  the  use  and  disposi- 
tion thereof,  (c)  the  use  and  disposition  of  the 
gross  revenues  of  the  corporation  from  the 
project,  any  additions  thereto  and  extensions 
and  improvements  thereof,  including  the  crea- 
tion and  maintenance  of  funds  for  working 
capital  and  for  renewals  and  replacements  to 
the  project,  (d)  the  amount,  if  any,  of  additional 
revenue  bonds  payable  from  the  revenues  of 
the  project  and  the  limitations,  terms,  and  condi- 
tions on  which  such  additional  revenue  bonds 
may  be  issued,  and  (e)  the  operation,  mainte- 
nance, management,  accounting,  and  auditing 
of  the  project  and  of  the  income  and  revenues 
of  the  corporation.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
bank  or  trust  company  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  to  act  as  depository 
of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  or  of  revenues  and  to 
furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge 
such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the  corpo- 
ration. Such  trust  agreement  may  set  forth  the 
rights  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  and  of 
the  trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual 
right  of  action  by  bondholders  as  is  customary 
in  trust  agreements  or  trust  indentures  securing 
bonds  and  debentures  of  corporations.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  foregoing,  such  trust  agreement 
may  contain  such  other  provisions  as  the  corpo- 
ration may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  bondholders.  All  expenses  in- 
curred in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such 
trust  agreement  may  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  operation  of  the  project.  The  pledge 
by  any  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  from  the  time  when  the 
pledge  is  made;  the  revenues  or  other  moneys 
so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  received 
by  the  corporation  shall  immediately  be  subject 
to  the  lien  of  such  pledge  without  any  physical 
delivery  thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of 
any  such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  as 
against  all  parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in 
tort,  contract,  or  otherwise  against  the  corpora- 
tion, irrespective  of  whether  such  parties  have 
notice  thereof.  Neither  the  resolution  nor  any 
trust  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created 
need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records 
of  the  corporation,  and  no  filing  need  be  made 
under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  14.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investment. 
Revenue  bonds  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 


made  securities  in  which  all  public  officers  and 
public  bodies  of  the  commonwealth  and  its 
political  subdivisions,  all  insurance  companies, 
trust  companies  in  their  commercial  departments 
and  within  the  limits  set  by  section  54  of  chapter 
172  of  the  General  Laws,  banking  associations, 
investment  companies,  executors,  trustees,  and 
other  fiduciaries,  and  all  other  persons  whatso- 
ever who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized 
to  invest  in  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  a 
similar  nature  may  properly  and  legally  invest 
funds,  including  capital  in  their  control  or  be- 
longing to  them;  and  such  bonds  are  hereby 
made  obligations  which  may  properly  and  legally 
be  made  eligible  for  the  investment  of  savings 
deposits  and  the  income  thereof  in  the  manner 
provided  by  section  50  of  chapter  168  of  the 
General  Laws.  Such  bonds  are  hereby  made 
securities  which  may  properly  and  legally  be 
deposited  with  and  received  by  any  state  or 
municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or  political  sub- 
division of  the  commonwealth  for  any  purpose 
for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  authorized  by  law. 

Section  15.  Remedies.  Any  holder  of  bonds 
or  debentures  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  of  any  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  and 
the  trustee,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights  herein 
given  may  be  restricted  by  the  trust  agreement, 
may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action, 
mandamus,  or  other  proceeding,  protect  and 
enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  as  granted  hereunder  or  under 
the  trust  agreement,  and  may  enforce  and  com- 
pel the  performance  of  all  duties  required  by  this 
act  or  by  the  trust  agreement  to  be  performed 
by  the  corporation  or  by  any  officer  thereof. 

Section  16.  Inconsistent  Provisions  of  Other 
Laws  Superseded.  Insofar  as  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
any  other  law,  general  or  special,  excluding  the 
Boston  zoning  code,  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  controlling. 

Section  17.  Separability.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable;  and  if  any  of  its  provisions 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  re- 
maining   provisions. 

Section  18.  Construction  of  Act.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect 
the  purpose  thereof;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  render  chapter  40D  of  the 
General  Laws  inapplicable  to  the  city.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority 
Board  of  Directors  has  recently  approved  a 
request  from  the  major  in-fill  developer,  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  America,  that  it  be  allowed 
to  assign  its  rights  under  contracts  previously 
entered  into  between  it  and  the  BHA;  and 

Whereas,  Serious  question  is  raised  as  to 
whether  the  approved  assignments  are  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  city,  as  to  whether  the  as- 
signments are  legal,  and  as  to  whether  the  as- 
signments conform  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  City  Council  approval;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered  by  the  City  Council  that: 

1.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  instructed  to 
prepare  a  written  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the 


approved  assignments,  and  as  to  whether  the 
approved  assignments  conform  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  Cits   Council  approval. 

2.  Tin-  Chairman  of  the  BHA  Board  of 
Directors  be  requested  lo  provide  the  City  Coun- 
cil with  a  written  statement  explaining  the 
reason  and  import  of  the  assignments  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  BHA  Board. 

3.  The  Director  of  the  BBA  be  requested  to 
provide  the  City  Council  with  a  written  state- 
ment explaining  the  manner  in  which  the  ap- 
proved assignments  will  facilitate  the  so-called 
"In-Fill  Housing  Program." 

4.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  indicate  to  the  City  Council  whether 
the  approved  assignments  conform  to  his  original 
concept  of  the  "In-fill  Housing  Program,"  or 
whether  the  assignments  are  to  be  taken  as  a 
signal  that  the  program  objectives  and  modus 
operandi  have  been  changed. 

And  be  it  further  ordered  that: 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Benewal  hold  a 
public  hearing  within  three  weeks,  to  which  will 
be  invited  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  Chairman,  Director,  and  Legal  Counsel 
of  the  BHA;  Director  of  the  BRA;  President  and 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  America;  President  and  Executive  Offi- 
cers of  D.C.A.  Development  Corporation, 
Stylon  Corporation,  Urban  Housing  Associates 
A,  Urban  Housing  Associates  B,  Urban  Housing 
Associates  Z,  Urban  Housing  Associates  C,  and 
Urban  Housing  Associates  D. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


CERTAIN  INFORMATION  RE  CABLE  TV 

Coun.  ATKINS  recalled  from  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  the  order  (re- 
ferred February  2)  requesting  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  furnish  certain  information  re  cable 
television.    Said  order  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  One  of  the  continuing  needs  of  the 
city  is  for  greater  communication  between  the 
government  and  the  people,  as  well  as  among 
the  people  themselves;  and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  communica- 
tions techniques  has  proceeded  rapidly,  to  the 
point  that  the  so-called  cable  television  is  now 
within  the  reach  of  small  communities  or  groups 
who  were  previously  unable  to  afford  the  high 
cost  of  commercial  television ;  and 

Whereas,  Creative  use  of  the  cable  television 
capability  might  result  in  more  availability  of 
broadcast  time  for  such  noncommercial  uses  as 
adult  education,  preschool  education,  prepara- 
tion for  civil  service  exams,  presentation  of  in- 
depth  reporting  of  news  items  of  interest  to  a 
small  population,  publicizing  of  services  avail- 
able to  promote  the  health  and  welfare,  training 
laboratories  for  the  development  of  skilled  media 
personnel;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  status  of  cable  televi- 
sion licensing  is  vague,  and  the  city  has  no  an- 
nounced plan  for  developing  fair  and  equitable 
regulations  to  govern  the  availability  of  local 
franchises;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that 

1.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  memorandum  outlining  the  current 
legal  status  of  municipalities  in  regulating  the 
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availability  of  cable  television  franchises  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
suggest  guidelines  by  which  the  City  of  Boston 
might  proceed  to  devise  regulations  covering 
this  new  industry. 

3.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
investigate  procedures  in  use  by  other  states  or 
cities  throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
nation  from  which  Boston  might  benefit. 

4.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
investigate  the  advisability  and  legality  of  re- 
stricting franchise  availability  to  applicants  who 
either  do  not  now  possess  any  media  outlets 
(radio,  television,  newspaper,  magazine)  or  to 
those  applicants  with  not  more  than  one  media 
outlet  already. 

5.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  further  re- 
quested to  compile  a  list  of  those  applicants  who 
have  already  sought  to  acquire  a  franchise  to 
operate  in  the  City  of  Boston,  either  from  city 
agencies  or  from  state  agencies. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Reso- 
lutions hold  public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  reports  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  such  other  reports  or  testimony  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  clarify  the  role  to  be  played  by  the 
city  generally  in  the  regulation  or  licensing  of 
cable  television. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  fore- 
going order  by  striking  therefrom  paragraph  6 
and  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 

Be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  requested  to  furnish  said  data 
to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolu- 
tions without  delay,  and  further,  upon  receipt  of 
same,  the  Chairman  of  the  said  committee  cause 
a  hearing  to  be  held. 

The  amendment  was  adopted;  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  Coun. 
LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  appoint  three  members  of  the  City 
Council  to  act  as  a  special  commission  on  cable 
TV  relative  to  setting  up  standards  and  guide- 
lines as  a  result  of  studying  cable  TV  licenses 
granted  in  other  major  cities  so  that  the  ordi- 
nance may  be  strengthened  in  this  respect. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    APPRO- 
PRIATIONS  AND   FINANCE 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Iannella  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following: 

Interim  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations and  Finance,  to  which  was  referred 
Docket  No.  956,  authorizing  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  to  accept  a  grant  of  $441,277.49  for 
Manpower  Development  and  Training. 

Your  committee,  having  held  three  meetings 
on  this  matter  to  date,  reports  the  following: 

(1)  The  proposal  calls  for  city  involvement 
in  a  federally  sponsored  and  funded  Public  Ser- 
vice Careers  Program. 

(2)  Under  the  terms  of  this  program  the 
city  would  pledge  itself  to  employ,  at  its  own 


expense*  147  Boston  citizens  who  would  be  ac- 
corded status  as  provisional  employees  and 
assigned  to  new  and  existing  vacant  positions 
in  municipal  departments. 

(3)  The  federal  government  would  provide 
the  funds  to  train  these  employees  who  ordi- 
narily do  not  have  the  training  capacity  and  skill 
for  advancement. 

(4)  There  is  a  grave  question  of  whether  or 
not  this  program  is  in  compliance  with  present 
civil  service  law  and  regulation. 

(5)  The  city's  obligation  under  the  terms  of 
this  program,  then,  would  appear  to  be: 

(a)  Agreement  to  provide  jobs  for  those 
selected. 

(b)  Assisting  in  the  recruitment  and 
selection  process. 

(c)  Assisting  the  employees  to  develop 
the  capacity  to  take  and  pass  the  civil  service 
examinations. 

(d)  Guaranteeing  permanent  full-time  em- 
ployment to  those  who  pass  civil  service  ex- 
aminations. 

(6)  Your  committee  has  had  great  difficulty 
obtaining  information  on  the  basis  of  which  in- 
telligent decisions  could  be  made.  We  did,  how- 
ever, discover  that  the  Mayor's  Office  has  been 
working  on  this  proposal  for  nearly  one  year; 
that  the  Department  of  Labor's  Regional  Ad- 
ministrator, Mr.  Lawrence  Rogers,  indicated 
in  June  his  tentative  approval  of  the  Mayor's 
proposal;  that  the  City  Council  did  not  receive 
the  final  proposal  until  November  9,  1970;  that 
A.B.C.D.,  the  agency  in  the  city  with  the  great- 
est amount  of  experience  and  success  in  conduct- 
ing manpower  programs,  was  asked  to  take 
little  or  no  role  in  drawing  up  the  proposal, 
though  it  is  expected  to  play  the  major  role  in 
recruiting  the  applicants. 

(7)  Your  committee  has  further  diiliculty  in 
making  a  decision  since  the  proposal  as  sub- 
mitted is  now  obsolete  because  those  vacant 
positions  provided  have  now  been  filled. 

(8)  Your  committee  has  sought  to  obtain 
some  specific  information  and  will  continue  to 
do  so: 

(a)  How  will  this  program  be  insulated 
against  becoming  a  mere  extension  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  patronage  operation? 

(b)  What  will  be  the  expectation  of  city 
funds  during  and  at  the  end  of  this  program? 

(c)  Do  the  jobs  that  are  now  vacant  need 
to  be  filled  in  the  light  of  a  rising  tax  rate  and 
increasing  general  unemployment? 

(d)  Could  this  program's  objectives  be  as 
easily  or  more  completely  achieved  under  the 
auspices  of  either  A.B.C.D.  or  Model  Cities? 
Your    committee    feels    strongly    that    there 

should  be  more  city  involvement  in  this  pro- 
gram. 

Your  committee  regrets  that  this  matter  was 
not  submitted  earlier  so  that  each  and  every 
member  could  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to 
peruse  and  examine  this  proposal. 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  committee  that  one  more 
public  hearing  will  be  required  to  assess  the 
various  information  being  sought,  assuming  the 
Mayor  will  cooperate  by  supplying  the  neces- 
sary information.  At  such  time  as  the  matter 
has  been  properly  presented  to  and  understood 
by  your  committee  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  city,  appropriate  action  will  be  recommended 
to  your  Honorable  Body. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

Your  committee,  to  which  was  referred  (today) 
the  amendment  to  the  comprehensive  city  dem- 
onstration program,  incorporating  therein  the 
Neighborhood  Service  System  Program,  Plan- 
ning Program,  After  School  Group  Work  Pro- 
gram, and  After  School  Block  Program,  makes 
the  following  report. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  matter  on 
November  17,  1970.  Representatives  of  the 
Model  City  Agency,  Action  for  Roston  Com- 
munity Development,  Inc.,  and  the  Ecumenical 
Center  in  Roxbury,  Inc.,  were  present  and  testi- 


(ied.  During  the  course  of  this  hearing  it  was 
revealed  that,  ;is  ■■<  result  of  a  federal  interagency 

,i'ji i  cnn'iii .  i  in-  I  )''|mi  i  mi-Mi  di  I  lousing  and 
I  rban  Development  -■  n< I  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  decided  thai  the  funding  source  for 
the  so-called  Neighborhood  Service  Program 
(NSP)  covering  the  last  seven  months  of  I  lie 
\ear  1970  would  l.e  shifted  from  OFO  to  HUD. 
Since  .lime,  1007,  VSP  has  been  funded  b.\  OEO 
through  ABCD.  The  Ecumenical  Center  in 
Roxbury,  Inc.,  has  been  the  operating  agency. 

Ry  letter  dated  December  1,  1969,  HUD  in- 
formed the  Model  City  Agency  and  the  Ecu- 
menical Center  that  funds  would  be  provided  as 
an  add-on  to  the  Model  Citv  budget  for  the 
period  June  1,  1970,  to  December  31,  1970.  The 
Model  City  Agency  requested  from  HUD  a  con- 
firmation of  the  procedure  for  implementation 
of  the  "add-on"  to  the  Model  City  budget.  By 
l.etter  dated  August  26,  1970,  HUD  confirmed 
the  funding  process  and  indicated  a  method  of 
implementation. 

The  resolution  authorizes  the  inclusion  of  \SP 
for  the  period  June  1,  1970,  to  December  31, 
1970,  in  the  comprehensive  city  demonstration 
program,  and  authorizes  the  Model  City  Ad- 
ministrator to  expend  money  granted  by  HUD 
for  this  purpose. 

NSP  includes  the  following  so-called  core 
services : 

Neighborhood  Service  System  Program  — 
central  administration  and  intake,  information 
and  referral  system. 

Planning  Program  —  planning  strategies  and 
new  programs  for  the  Ecumenical  Center  with 
involvement  of  residents  of  Roxbury  and  North 
Dorchester. 

After  School  Group  Work  Program  —  tutor- 
ing and  other  activities  are  carried  out  for 
children  and  teenagers. 

After  School  Rlock  Program  —  comprehensive 
outreach  activities  on  a  block  basis. 

These  programs  and  a  seven-month  budget  in 
the  total  amount  of  §280,23:5  is  attached  to  the 
resolution. 

The  resolution  filed  by  the  Mayor  with  the 
City  Council  has  the  approval  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Roard.  No  additional  city  funds 
are  appropriated  or  encumbered  by  the  pro- 
posed action  by  the  City  Council. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Neigh- 
borhood Service  System  Program,  Planning 
Program,  After  School  Group  Work  Program, 
and  After  School  Rlock  Program  be  approved, 
and  that  the  resolution  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
on  November  9,  1970,  be  approved  by  the 
Council,  authorizing  the  Model  City  Adminis- 
trator to  expend  funds  granted  by  the  federal 
government  for  the  purposes  of  said  programs. 
Louise  Day  Hicks,  Chairman. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  resolution  was 
adopted . 
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In  connection  with  the  foregoing  report,  the 
following  was  made  a  part  of  the  record:

Model  City  Administrator. 
Dear  Mr.  Parks: 

This  is  in  answer  to  your  memo  to  me  of 
June  26,  1970.  You  ask  whether  the  Model  City 
Agency  under  the  first  and  second  year  plans, 
as  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  HUD,  may 
pay  for  services  to  be  performed  in  a  portion  of 
the  city  located  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
model  neighborhood.  The  area  to  be  covered, 
which  is  outside  the  model  neighborhood,  I  be- 
lieve, is  that  marked  in  ink  on  your  Exhibit  B, 
attached  hereto. 

You  indicate  that  you  are  currently  negotiat- 
ing with  ABCD  pursuant  to  a  HUD  Directive 
that  your  agency  fund  the  Neighborhood  Service 
Program  (NSP),  and  that  the  area  indicated  on 
Exhibit  B  is  the  NSP  area.  You  indicate  fur- 
ther that  you  plan  to  propose  to  the  City  Council 
an  amendment  to  the  first  year  plan  to  add  a 
description  of  the  NSP  Program  and  a  corre- 
sponding budget. 

Assuming  that  such  an  amendment  to  the 
plan  is  approved  by  the  City  Council,  I  know  of 
nothing  which  would  legally  prevent  you  from 
undertaking  the  funding  of  the  program  with 
first  year  funds.  The  resolution  approving  the 
first  year  program,  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
on  November  25,  1968,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  November  27,  1968,  does  not  limit 
the  operation  of  the  program  to  the  model  neigh- 
borhood. Nor  does  the  resolution  approving  the 
second  year  program,  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  27,  1970,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  April  28,  1970,  or  the  ordinance  "Es- 
tablishing for  a  Limited  Time  a  Model  City 
Agency  and  a  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and 
Defining  Their  Powers  and  Duties"  (Ordinances 
of  1969,  chapter  16,  as  amended),  or  the  grant 
agreement  between  HUD  and  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. On  the  contrary,  the  basic  booklet  pub- 
lished by  HUD  to  describe  the  legal  requirements 
for  a  Model  City  Program,  "Improving  the 
Quality  of  Urban  Life,"  states  clearly  that  proj- 
ects need  not  be  limited  to  the  model  neighbor- 
hood areas  (see  pages  6  and  7). 

Should  second  year  funds  be  involved,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  amend  the  second  year  plan  as 
well.

OBDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  AN  EXEC- 
UTIVE OFFICE  OF  ADMINISTBA- 
TION,  A  DEPABTMENT  OF  BUILD- 
ING BEGULATION,  AND  A  DEPART- 
MENT OF  GENERAL  SEBVICES, 
AND  ABOLISHING  THE  ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE SERVICES  DEPARTMENT, 
THE  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT, 
AND  THE  HOUSING  INSPECTION 
DEPARTMENT 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
an  Executive  Office  of  Administration,   a 
Department  of  Building  Begulation,  and  a 
Department     of     General     Services,     and 
Abolishing     the     Administrative     Services 
Department,     the     Building     Department, 
and   the   Housing    Inspection    Department 
of  the  City. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.     The  Bevised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  4, 
as  amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  4 
Executive  Office  of  Administration 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Executive  Office  of  Ad- 
ministration, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
a  board,  known  as  the  Commission  on  Ad- 
ministration, consisting  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  Commissioner  of  Administration,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  board,  and  four  other 
officers,  known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
for  Administration,  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
for  Budget,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for  Per- 
sonnel Belations,  and  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner for  Planning.  The  commissioner  of  ad- 
ministration and  the  four  deputy  commissioners 
shall  each  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote 
his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

The  commission  on  administration  shall 
divide  the  executive  office  of  administration 
into  an  administrative  division,  a  budget  divi- 
sion, a  personnel  relations  division,  a  planning 
division,  and  such  other  divisions  as  said  com- 
mission shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  adminis- 
tration shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and 
perform  the  duties,  of  a  department  head  with 
respect  to  the  making  of  contracts  and  the  ap- 
pointment, suspension,  discharge,  compensa- 
tion, and  indemnification  of  subordinates  for 
the  department. 

Administrative  Division 
Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  administration  to  make,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  adminis- 
tration, studies  and  recommendations  with 
respect  to  the  organization,  activities,  policies, 
and  procedures  of  all  departments,  boards,  and 
officers  so  that  the  administration  thereof  shall 
be  economical  and  efficient. 
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Bulled  I  )i\  ision 
Section  4.  1 1  shall  he  the  fluty  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  budget  to  review,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioner  of  administra- 
tion, all  aspects  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city 
and  make  recommendations  for  continual 
modernization  and  improvement  in  the  basic 
fiscal  policies  and  procedures  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  the  means  by  which 
the  budget  can  be  used  to  effectuate  policy 
decision.  The  deputy  commissioner  for  budget 
shall  prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioner of  administration,  the  annual  and  all 
supplementary  budgets  to  be  submitted  by  the 
mayor  to  the  city  council,  and  shall  report  to 
the  commissioner  of  administration  on  all  subse- 
quent revisions  of  the  items  in  any  budget.  The 
deputy  commissioner  for  budget  shall  also  pre- 
pare, under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of 
administration,  all  transfer  orders  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  mayor  to  the  city  council  under 
section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909. 
The  deputy  commissioner  for  budget  shall 
further  prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioner of  administration,  the  form  of  esti- 
mate sheets  to  be  used  by  each  officer,  board,  and 
department,  and  each  division  of  a  department, 
for  which  the  city  appropriates  money,  and  the 
form  of  monthly  report  of  such  officer,  board, 
and  department,  and  each  division  thereof,  show- 
ing expenditures  to  date  of  all  appropriations 
by  item.  The  deputy  commissioner  for  budget 
shall,  in  addition,  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  budget 
commissioner  by  any  statute  other  than  section 
56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws. 

Personnel  Relations  Division 
Section  5.  The  deputy  commissioner  for 
personnel  relations  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  administration,  (a )  con- 
tinually review  the  labor  relations  and  personnel 
administration  of  the  city  in  all  its  aspects,  make 
from  time  to  time  recommendations  for  improve- 
ments in  basic  personnel  policies  and  procedures, 
and  be  generally  responsible  for  the  management 
and  operation  of  labor  relations  and  personnel 
administration  functions,  (b)  establish  and 
maintain  personnel  records,  as  complete  as 
practicable,  for  all  persons  in  the  service  of  the 
city,  (c)  make  a  continuing  study  of  personnel 
problems,  employment  conditions,  and  economic 
changes  affecting  the  several  departments  of  the 
city,  (d)  recommend,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
commissioner  of  administration  and  the  several 
officers  appointing  subordinates,  programs  de- 
signed to  provide  opportunities  for  career  service 
with  the  city  and  administrative  policies  tending 
to  improve  and  coordinate  the  handling  of  per- 
sonnel matters,  (e)  supervise  the  administration 
of  all  compensation  plans  established  for  persons 
in  the  service  of  the  city  and  recommend  such 
changes  in  those  plans  as  from  time  to  time  shall 
seem  to  him  necessary  or  advisable,  and  (f)  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  on  the  budget  commissioner  by  sec- 
tion 56  of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
deputy  commissioner  for  personnel  relations 
shall  furnish  the  deputy  commissioner  for  budget 
such  assistance  as  the  latter  shall  require  in 
connection  with  the  performance  of  his  duties 
under  section  4  of  this  chapter. 

The  commissioner  of  administration  may,  sub- 
ject t»  the  civil  service  law  and  rules,  appoint 
for  the  personnel  relations  division  a  supervisor 


of  personnel,  who,   under  the  direction   of   the 

deput)  commissioner  for  personnel,  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  upon  the  deputy  commissioner  for  per- 
sonnel b>  clauses  <\,i,  "  i,  <<\),  (<i),  and  <\)  of  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  section. 

Planning  Division 

Section  6.  The  deputy  commissioner  for 
planning  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioner of  administration,  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
the  public  facilities  commission  by  clause  (a)  of 
section  3  of  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966. 

Section  2.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
chapter  9,  as  amended,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  chapter: 

Chapter  9 
Department  of  Building  Regulation 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Department  of  Building 
Regulation,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
an  officer,  known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Build- 
ing Regulation,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  Janu- 
ary following  the  next  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  building 
regulation  such  divisions  as  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation  shall  from  time  to  time  ad- 
judge necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
department,  including  any  division  required  by 
section  8  of  this  chapter. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  building 
regulation: 
.  (1)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special 
law,  or  by  the  Boston  Building  Code,  upon  the 
building  commissioner  of  the  city. 

(2)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  section  120  of 
the  Boston  Building  Code  upon  the  board  of 
examiners  and  shall  issue  the  licenses  provided 
for  by  said  section  120. 

(3)  Shall  assign  a  street  number  to  each 
building  on  a  street  and  require  such  number  to 
be  affixed  to  or  inscribed  on  the  building  by  the 
owner,  and  may  determine  the  form,  size,  and 
material  of  any  such  number  and  the  place  and 
mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it. 

(4)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special 
law  on  the  wire  commissioner  and  on  the  fire 
commissioner  as  successor  to  the  wire  commis- 
sioner, and  shall  carry  out  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  law  relating  to  wires  and  inspec- 
tion of  wires  and  the  installation  and  use  of 
electrical  conductors  and  appliances  in  buildings 
in  the  city. 

(5)  Shall  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  a  board  of  health,  by  section  12  of  chapter  83, 
and  section  127  of  chapter  111,  of  the  General 
Laws,  by  sections  122,  123,  124,  and  125  of  said 
chapter  111  insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said 
sections  122,  123,  124,  and  125  apply  to  places 
of  human  habitation,  and  by  sections  127A.  and 
127B  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but  only  inso- 
far, as  said  sections  127A  and  127B  relate  (a)  to 
enforcing  so  much  of  the  state  sanitary  code  as 
concerns  standards  of  fitness  for  places  of  human 
habitation,  housing  and  sanitation  standards  for 
farm  labor  camps,  and  requirements  for  the  dis- 
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posal  of  sanitary  sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and 
(b)  to  adopting  such  public  health  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  state  sanitary  code  or 
other  provisions  of  law,  a?  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  regulation  may  he  nec- 
essary to  make  and  keep  all  places  of  human 
habitation  fit  for  such  habitation. 

(6)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  of  the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner 
of  the  city,  by  sections  13,  14,  19,  20,  21,  and 
22  of  chapter  382  of  the  acts  of  1885,  as  amended, 
by  chapter  185  of  the  acts  of  1897,  by  chapter 
219  of  the  acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  by  section 
128  of  chapter  550  of  the  acts  of  1907,  as 
amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any  other  pro- 
vision of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

(7)  Shall  receive  all  complaints  of  violations 
in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation,  of  any 
and  all  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  or 
safety  in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation. 

(8)  Shall  refer  in  writing  to  the  fire  commis- 
sioner for  investigation  and  prosecution  all  com- 
plaints of  violations  of  the  Boston  Fire  Preven- 
tion Code  and  maintain  written  contact  with 
said  commissioner  with  respect  thereto. 

(9)  Shall  inspect  places  of  human  habitation 
and  enforce  therein  the  provisions  of  law  speci- 
fied in  the  preceding  clauses  of  this  section  and 
all  other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  in 
or  about  such  places. 

It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
the  fire  commissioner  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code.  To  aid 
him  in  discharging  such  duty  but  without  any 
lessening  of  his  responsibility,  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation  may  olfer  him,  and  he  may 
accept,  assistance  designed  to  unify  action  upon 
complaints  received  by  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulations. 

Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission 
Section  3.     There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building   regulation    the   commission   estab- 
lished by  chapter  625  of  the  acts  of  1966. 

Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 
Section  4.     There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  regulation  the  commission  established 
by  chapter  616  of  the  acts  of  1955. 

Board  of  Appeal 
Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  regulation  a  board,  known  as  the 
Board  of  Appeal,  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows:  one  member 
from  two  candidates  nominated,  one  by  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects  and  one  by  the 
Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  one  member 
from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity,  one 
member  from  two  candidates  nominated,  one  by 
the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one 
by  the  Massachusetts  Heal  Estate  Association, 
one  member  from  three  candidates  nominated, 
one  by  The  Master  Builders'  Association  of 
Boston,  one  by  the  Building  Trades  Employers' 
Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  one  by 
the  Associated  General  Contractors  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Inc.,  and  one  member  selected  at  large 
by  the  mayor.  All  members  of  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  be  residents  of,  engaged  in  business 
in,  Boston.  The  members  of  the  board  of  appeal 
in  ollice  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect  shall 
serve,  in  the  case  of  the  member  appointed  upon 


nomination  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects 
or  the  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  for  a 
term  expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity, 
for  a  term  expiring  four  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  or  the  Massa- 
chusetts Real  Estate  Association,  for  a  term 
expiring  five  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Master  Build- 
ers' Association  of  Boston,  the  Building  Trades 
Employers'  Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or 
the  Associated  Central  Contractors  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Inc.,  for  a  term  expiring  one  year,  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  member  selected  at  large  by 
the  mayor,  for  a  term  expiring  two  years,  re- 
spectively, from  May  1,  1970.  As  the  term  of 
any  member  in  olfice  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
as  such  member  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Vacan- 
cies in  the  board  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  man- 
ner for  the  unexpired  term.  No  member  of  the 
board  shall  act  in  any  case  in  which  he  has  a 
personal  interest;  and  when  a  member  is  so  dis- 
qualified or  absent  or  when  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  ollice  of  a  member,  the  remaining  mem- 
bers shall  designate  a  substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation;  but,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  appeal  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the  com- 
missioner of  building  regulation. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  appeal  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in 
sections  117,  118,  and  119  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  and  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  665 
of  the  acts  of  1956. 

Committee  on  Licenses 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  regulation  a  committee  of  the  Public 
Safety  Commission,  known  as  the  Committee 
on  Licenses,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  regulation,  the  fire  commissioner,  and 
the  commissioner  of  trallic  and  parking,  ex 
olliciis.  Said  committee  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on 
the  board  of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  148 
of  the  General  Laws,  by  chapter  577  of  the  acts 
of  1913,  and  by  chapter  349  of  the  acts  of  1953, 
and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

The  committee  on  licenses  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  building  regulation  except  as  he  acts 
as  a  member  thereof;  but,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  mayor,  the  committee  on  licenses 
shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make 
any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
commissioner  of  building  regulation. 

Weights  and  Measures  Division 
Section  8.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  regulation  a  division,  known  as  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Division,  under  the 
charge  of  a  sealer  appointed  by  the  mayor  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules.  The 
mayor  may  likewise,  subject  to  the  civil  service 
law  and  rules,  appoint  for  such  division  a  chief 
deputy  sealer  and  not  exceeding  seventeen  dep- 
uty sealers.  The  sealer  shall  have  Hie  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  him 
by  section  8  of  chanter  656  of  the  acts  of  lOfiS. 
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Zoning  Commission 
Section  9.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  depart- 
ment of  building  regulation  the  board,  known  as 
the  Zoning  Commission,  provided  lor  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956,  as 
amended.  Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  provided  by  statute. 
Said  board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervi- 
sion or  control  of  the  commissioner  of  building 
regulation;  but,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor,  the  zoning  commission  shall  not  com- 
municate with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual 
or  other  report,  except  through  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation. 

Building  Limits 

Section  10.  The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
paragraph  (b)  of  section  202  of  the  Boston  Build- 
ing Code  shall  continue  as  established  by  chap- 
ter 4  of  the  ordinances  of  1913  as  follows: 

All  that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  included 
within  a  line  beginning  at  the  intersection  of 
the  boundary  lines  between  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  cities  of  Somerville  and  Everett;  thence 
by  the  boundary  lines  between  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  cities  of  Everett  and  Chelsea  to  the 
intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Trumbull 
street  extended  northerly;  thence  by  said  center 
line  of  Trumbull  street  extended,  the  center  line 
of  Trumbull  street,  and  said  center  line  ex- 
tended southerly  to  the  harbor  line;  thence  by 
said  harbor  line  to  its  intersection  with  the  east- 
erly line  of  Pier  No.  5  belonging  to 'the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  Company ;  thence  by  a  straight 
line  across  Boston  Harbor  to  its  intersection 
with  the  harbor  line  at  the  easterly  corner  of 
Pier  No.  1,  in  South  Boston;  thence  by  the 
harbor  line  in  the  northerly,  easterly,  and  south- 
erly portions  of  South  Boston  to  an  angle  in  said 
harbor  line  nearly  opposite  the  intersection  of 
the  center  line  of  Columbia  road  with  the  center 
line  of  location  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad; 
thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the  said  intersection ; 
and  by  the  center  lines  of  Columbia  road,  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  Seaver  street,  Columbus  avenue, 
Atherton  and  Mozart  streets,  Chestnut  avenue, 
Sheridan,  Centre,  and  Perkins  streets,  South 
Huntington  avenue,  Castleton  street,  and  the 
center  line  of  said  Castleton  street  extended  to 
the  boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  town  of  Brookline;  thence  by  said 
boundary  line  to  a  point  therein  one  hundred 
feet  southwest  of  Washington  street  in  the 
Brighton  district;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to 
and  one  hundred  feet  southwesterly  from  the 
center  line  of  Washington  street  to  an  angle 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the 
extension  of  a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred 
feet  northwesterly  of  the  center  line  of  Market 
street;  thence  by  said  extension  and  said  line 
parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  northwesterly 
of  the  center  line  of  Market  street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Western 
avenue;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  and  one 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Western 
avenue  and  said  line  extended  to  a  point  in  the 
boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Boston  and 
the  town  of  Watertown  south  of  Watertown 
Bridge,  so  called;  thence  by  said  boundary  line 
and  the  boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  cities  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville  to 
the  point  of  beginning.  Also  those  portions  of 
the   Hyde  Park    district    upon    or   within    one 


hundred  feet  of  the  following-named  streets  and 
squares:  Everett  square,  so-called;  Fairmount 
avenue  from  River  street  to  the  Neponset  river; 
River  street  from  the  location  of  the  Boston  & 
Providence  Railroad  to  Winthrop  street;  Hyde 
I 'ark  avenue  on  the  easterh  side  from  the 
northerly  side  of  Oak  street  to  Everett  street; 
Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the  westi-rl\  side  from  the 
northerly  side  of  Pine  street  extension,  so-called, 
to  a  point  on  said  Hyde  Park  avenue  opposite 
the  southerly  line  of  Everett  street;  Harvard 
avenue  from  River  street  to  Winthrop  street; 
Maple  street  from  River  street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  and  eighty  feet  southerly  therefrom; 
Central  avenue  from  River  street  to  Winthrop 
street;  Davison  street  from  Fairmount  avenue 
to  a  point  three  hundred  feet  northeasterly 
therefrom;  Grove  street;  Pierce  street  from 
Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Knott  street  from 
Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
feet  easterly  therefrom;  Railroad  avenue  from 
Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Station  street  from 
the  Neponset  river  to  a  point  three  hundred  feet 
northeasterly  from  Fairmount  avenue;  Walnut 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  southwesterly  therefrom;  Maple 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  westerly  there- 
from. 

Section  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
chapter  14  the  following  chapter: 

Chapter  14A 
Department  of  General  Services 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Department  of  General 
Services,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  General  Services  Board, 
consisting  of  an  officer  known  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  General  Services,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  of  General  Services, 
and  an  officer  known  as  the  Purchasing  Agent. 
The  commissioner  of  general  services,  the 
assistant  commissioner  of  general  services,  and 
the  purchasing  agent  shall  each  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected  and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  general 
services  such  divisions  as  the  general  services 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  department. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  general  ser- 
vices shall  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  per- 
form the  duties,  of  a  department  head  with 
respect  to  the  appointment,  suspension,  dis- 
charge, compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
subordinates  for  the  department  (and  the  several 
officers  thereof),  including  an  auctioneer,  who 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
prescribed  for  the  auctioneer  in  the  office  of  the 
board  of  real  estate  commissioners  by  section  2A 
of  chapter  652  of  the  acts  of  1945  (as  amended  by 
section  3  of  chapter  633  of  the  acts  of  1951),  and 
including  also  a  superintendent  of  markets,  who, 
subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
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assistant  commissioner  of  general  services,  shall 
have  the  charge  and  control  of  Faneuil-hall 
market  and  Faneuil-hall  market  limits;  shall 
preserve  order  therein;  shall  make  such  changes, 
and  place  or  allow  to  be  placed  in  said  market 
such  pipes,  drains,  and  other  appliances  as  he 
may  deem  proper;  and  shall  take  and  forthwith 
destroy  any  article  of  food  which  in  his  opinion 
is  diseased,  unwholesome,  or  tainted,  and  is  kept 
for  sale  within  such  market  limits.  Said  super- 
intendent may  assign  stands  within  such  market 
limits  for  the  sale  of  provisions  and  other 
articles,  and  may,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
thereof,  remove  from  one  place  or  stand  to 
another  within  such  limits,  or  to,  and  to  be  kept 
in,  a  proper  storage  place  until  the  expense  is 
paid,  any  merchandise,  vehicle,  or  animal,  not 
under  the  charge  of  any  person,  or  not  im- 
mediately so  removed  on  the  direction  of  said 
superintendent  or  his  deputies. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  of  general  ser- 
vices shall  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  severally  conferred  or  imposed  on  the 
board  of  real  estate  commissioners,  its  chairman, 
and  its  committee  on  foreclosed  real  estate,  by 
chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  194)5,  as  amended; 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  real  estate 
commissioners  by  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of 
1946,  as  amended;  and  shall  also  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
statute  on  the  board  of  street  commissioners  in 
relation  to  the  abatement  of  taxes. 

Section  4.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  have  the  care,  custody, 
and  management  of,  shall  make  all  repairs  in 
and  upon,  and  shall  keep  in  repair  the  furniture 
of,  all  buildings  and  parts  of  buildings  belonging 
to  or  hired  by  the  city,  not  wholly  in  charge  of 
one  department,  or  for  which  no  other  provision 
is  made  by  statute  or  ordinance,  whether  the 
same  are  used  for  city  or  county  purposes,  and 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  hire  such 
buildings  or  rooms  as  may  be  required  for  such 
purposes;  shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  the 
city  hall  and  the  city  hall  annex;  shall  have  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  flags  belonging  to  the 
city  hall  and  to  the  old  state  house;  shall  display 
the  national  flqg  upon  the  city  hall  on  every  day, 
except  Sundays,  weather  permitting;  and  shall 
cause  to  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
general  services  board  a  statement  of  all  build- 
ings belonging  to  or  used  by  the  city,  and  of  the 
land  and  appurtenances  thereof,  of  the  condi- 
tion of  such  buildings  and  land,  and  the  nature 
and  amount  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been 
made  during  the  preceding  year  relative  thereto. 
Section  5.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  have  the  care,  custody, 
and  management  of  Kaneuil  hall,  shall,  weather 
permitting,  every  day  except  Sundays,  display 
the  national  flag  upon  the  building  in  which  said 
hall  is  located,  shall,  upon  vote  of  the  city  coun- 
cil approved  by  the  mayor  and  payment  of  the 
charge  prescribed  by  clause  (158)  of  section  1 
of  chapter  30  of  these  ordinances,  permit  the  use 
of  said  hall,  and  shall  hold  all  persons  signing  the 
application  for  such  permit  jointly  and  severally 
liable  for  all  damage  done  to  said  hall  at  or  in 
connection  with  the  meeting  for  which  such 
permit  is  granted. 

Section  6.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  lease,  from  time  to  lime, 


by  instruments  approved  as  to  form  by  the  cor- 
poration counsel  and  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor,  the  stalls,  cellars,  and  second  floor  in 
Faneuil-hall  market  for  terms  of  three  years  at 
the  rents  established  by  the  city  council  and 
upon  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  corporation  counsel  and  the 
mayor. 

Section  7.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  have  the  care,  custody, 
and  management  of  the  Dillaway  house,  so 
called,  in  the  Hoxbury  district  of  the  city,  may 
establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  and 
preservation  of  said  house  as  a  historical  relic 
of  the  revolutionary  war,  and  may,  upon  vote 
of  the  city  council  approved  by  the  mayor,  lei 
or  lease  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  house  to  a 
historical  society  or  other  association  organized 
for  historical  purposes. 

Section  8.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  designate,  in  the  places 
named  in  orders  of  the  city  council,  a  suitable 
room  to  be  used  for  a  ward-room  lor  the  ward 
in  which  it  is  situated.  If  any  such  room  cannot 
be  so  used  at  any  time,  said  assistant  commis- 
sioner shall  provide  accommodation  elsewhere 
for  any  public  meeting  in  such  ward  for  which  he 
shall  issue  a  permit. 

Section  9.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of,  shall  determine  the  use  of,  and  provide  for 
opening,  closing,  lighting,  and  heating  the  ward- 
rooms; shall  frame  and  keep  in  some  conspicuous 
place  therein  a  copy  of  this  and  the  following 
section,  and  as  soon  as  a  list  or  a  revised  list  of 
voters  in  a  ward  is  prepared  by  the  election  com- 
missioners shall  keep  posted  or  hung  up  a  copy 
thereof  in  the  ward-room  of  the  ward  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  readily  accessible  to  the  public, 
and  such  copies  shall  be  altered,  revised,  or  re- 
moved only  under  the  direction  of  the  election 
commissioners  or  said  assistant  commissioner. 

Section  10.  The  assistant  commissioner  of 
general  services,  when  a  written  application 
(containing  a  copy  of  the  call  for  a  meeting 
notifying  all  persons  who  may  be  present  that 
it  will  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section) 
is  made  to  him  by  not  less  than  five  legal  voters 
of  a  ward  for  the  use  of  a  ward-room  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  such  meeting,  and  when  he  is 
paid  such  sum  of  money  as  will  in  his  opinion  be 
suflicient  to  defray  the  expense  of  opening, 
lighting,  heating,  and  closing  the  ward-room 
during  the  time  specified  in  the  permit,  may  issue 
a  permit  for  the  use  of  such  ward-room,  which 
permit  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  by  the 
mayor.  Said  assistant  commissioner  shall 
specify  in  the  permit  the  time  and  purpose  of 
the  meeting,  and  that  the  meeting  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  following  provisions,  viz.:  Only  legal 
voters  in  the  ward  in  which  such  meeting  is 
held,  and  to  whom  no  objection  is  made  by  the 
majority  of  such  applicants  as  are  present  or  by 
the  presiding  ollicer  of  such  meeting,  shall  mark 
or  vote,  or  remain  at  such  meeting,  and  the 
members  of  the  police  force  present  shall  keep 
the  peace  at  such  meeting,  obe>  the  lawful 
orders  of,  and  remove  such  persons  as  shall  be 
designated  by,  the  majority  of  such  applicants 
.as  are  present,  or,  after  I  he  election  of  a  presiding 
ollicer  of  lite  meeting,  such  persons  as  shall  be 
designated    by    such    presiding    ollicer.      Said 
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assistant  commissioner  shall  request  the  police 
commissioner  to  detail  police  sufficient  to  en- 
force such  provisions. 

Section  11.  The  purchasing  agent  shall, 
when  satisfied  of  the  legality  of  any  requisition 
in  writing  signed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  requiring  material  or  supplies  of 
any  kind,  at  once  comply  with  such  requisition 
and  furnish  the  material  or  supplies  requisi- 
tioned, shall  require  suitable  evidence  that  the 
material  or  supplies  furnished  are  accepted  by 
the  officer  issuing  the  requisition,  and  shall  keep 
suitable  records  of  all  requisitions  received  and 
materials  and  supplies  furnished. 

Section  12.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  shall,  when  satisfied 
of  the  legality  of  any  requisition  in  writing 
signed  by  any  officer  to  whom  the  city  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  furnish  printing  or  binding, 
supply  the  printing  or  binding  requisitioned, 
and  shall,  wherever  practicable,  standardize 
all  such  printing  and  binding.  All  printed 
matter  done  for  the  city  shall,  so  far  as  it  can 
legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint  of  the  union  label 
of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  of  Boston. 

Section  13.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  num- 
ber and  print  as  city  documents  copies  of  the 
mayor's  inaugural  or  annual  address,  the  de- 
partment reports,  and  such  other  matter  as  may 
be  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  form  of  a  city 
document  by  the  city  council  or  by  the  mayor. 
The  number  of  copies  of  each  document  to  be 
printed  shall,  unless  specified  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, be  determined  by  the  mayor;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  minimum  shall  be  two  hundred, 
of  which  number  one  hundred  copies  shall  be 
bound  in  sets  of  volumes  containing  all  such 
city  documents  with  an  alphabetical  index. 
All  city  documents  and  sets  of  volumes  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  city  messenger  and  distributed 
in  such  manner  as  the  city  council  may  direct. 
Special  publications  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  printed  on  order  of  the  city  council  approved 
by  the  mayor,  to  which  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  except  as  to  distribution,  shall  not 
apply. 

Art  Commission 
Section  14.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  general  services  a  board,  known  as  the  Art 
Commission,  consisting  of  five  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor  as  follows:  one  from 
three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects,  one  from  three  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston, 
one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  one 
from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  and  one  from  three  candidates  nom- 
inated by  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  commissioners  in 
office  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect  shall 
serve,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects,  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1975,  in 
the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  for  a  term  expiring  May  1,  1974,  in 
the  case  of  the  commissioner  appointed  upon 
nomination  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  for  a 
term  expiring  May  1,  1973,  in  the  case  of  the 
commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Copley  Society  of  Boston,  for  a  term  expiring 


May  1,  1972,  and  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner 
appointed  upon  nomination  of  tin-  Trustees  of 
tne  Public  Librarj  of  'In-  '^ii\  of  Boston,  foi  •< 
term  expiring  Ma>  I,  1971.  As  the  term  of  an) 
commissioner  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect,  or  of  an\  subsequent  commissioner,  ex- 
pires, his  successor  xli;ill  lie  appointed  in  like 
manner  as  such  commissioner  for  a  term  of  five 
years.  Vacancies  in  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  members  of  the  art  commission  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  Any  secretary 
elected  by  the  commission  outside  of  its  own 
membership  shall  also  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. 

The  art  commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  or  control  of  the  general  services 
board  or  any  member  thereof;  but,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  art  commission 
shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor  except 
through  the  commissioner  of  general  services  and 
shall  not  make  any  annual  or  other  report  except 
through  the  general  services  board. 

The  art  commission  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law 
on  the  board  of  art  commissioners  in  existence 
immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  chap- 
ter 8  of  the  Ordinances  of  1953. 

Public  Safety  Commission 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  general  services  the  board,  known  as  the  Public 
Safety  Commission,  provided  for  by  section  1  of 
chapter  203  of  the  acts  of  1959.  Said  board  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  pro- 
vided by  statute. 

Section  4.  Section  13  of  chapter  1  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the  words 
"real  property"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "general  services." 

Section  5.  Section  15  of  said  chapter  1  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sen- 
tence: "All  rooms  in  the  city  hall  and  other 
public  buildings,  not  assigned  by  this  ordinance, 
may  be  assigned  by  the  assistant  commissioner 
of  general  services  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor." 

Section  6.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  clauses  (1)  and  (4)  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  respectively,  the  following  clauses: 

"(1)  The  commissioner  of  administration, 
twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  the 
deputy  commissioner  for  administration,  twenty- 
three  thousand  dollars;  the  deputy  commissioner 
for  budget,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars;  the 
deputy  commissioner  for  personnel  relations, 
twenty- three  thousand  dollars;  and  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  planning,  twenty-three  thou- 
sand dollars. 

"(4)  The  commissioner  of  building  regula- 
tion, twenty-two  thousand  dollars." 

Section  7.  Said  first  paragraph  of  said  sec- 
tion 5  of  said  chapter  3  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clauses  (11A)  and  (16)  and  by 
inserting  after  clause  (10)  the  following  clause: 

"  (10A)  The  commissioner  of  general  services, 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  the  assistant  com- 
missioner of  general  services,  eighteen  thousand 
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five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  purchasing  agent, 
twenty  thousand  dollars." 

Section  8.  Said  section  5  of  said  chapter  3 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  third 
paragraph,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  4 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1965,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph : 

"Each  member  of  the  board  of  appeal  in  the 
department  of  building  regulation  shall  receive 
for  every  day  or  part  thereof  of  actual  service 
thirty-five  dollars;  but  in  no  event  shall  any 
member  of  said  board  receive  in  any  one  year 
more  than  forty-two  hundred  dollars  in  the 
aggregate  for  services  rendered  by  him  under  the 
building  code  and  the  zoning  law." 

Section  9.  The  last  paragraph  of  said  sec- 
tion 5  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "real  property  department"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "department  of  gen- 
eral services." 

Section  10.  Section  12  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"director  of  administrative  services,"  wherever 
they  occur,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance,  the  words  "deputy  commissioner  for 
administration." 

Section  11.  Section  16  of  said  chapter  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "ad- 
ministrative services  board"  in  line  7  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner 
of  administration." 

Section  12.  Sections  89  and  90  of  chapter  29 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
severally  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"assistant  commissioner  of  real  property," 
wherever  they  appear,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  words  "assistant 
commissioner  of  general  services." 

Section  13.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amenel^d 
by  striking  out  clause  (146)  and  by  striking  out 
the  words  "building  commissioner"  wherever 
they  appear  in  clauses  (3),  (4),  (47),  (48),  (49), 
(51),  (52),  (53),  (92),  (94),  (96),  (97),  (145), 
(153),-  (164),  (258),  (307),  (349),  and  (358),  and 
inserting  in  place  of  said  words,  in  each  instance, 
the  words  commissioner  of  building  regula- 
tion." 

Section  14.  The  administrative  services  de- 
partment, the  administrative  services  board, 
and  the  offices  of  the  director  of  administrative 
services,  the  deputy  director  of  administrative 
services  for  fiscal  affairs,  the  supervisor  of 
budgets,  and  the  supervisor  of  personnel  are 
hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties,  and 
appropriations  of  said  department  other  than 
those  pertaining  to  the  purchasing  agent,  the 
art  commission,  and  the  public  safety  commis- 
sion are  hereby  transferred  to  the  executive 
office  of  administration  established  by  section  1 
of  this  ordinance.  The  offices  of  the  purchasing 
agent,  the  art  commission,  and  the  public  safety 
commission,  and  their  respective  powers,  duties, 
and  appropriations,  are  hereby  transferred  to, 
and  placed  in,  the  department  of  general  ser- 
vices established  by  section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  15.  The  building  department,  in- 
cluding the  offices  of  the  building  commissioner 
and  of  the  board  of  examiners,  is  hereby  abol- 
ished; and  the  powers,  duties,  and  appropria- 
tions of  said  department,  the  offices  of  said  com- 
missioner and  said  board  are  hereby  transferred 


to  the  department  of  building  regulation  estab- 
lished by  section  2  of  this  ordinance.  The  of- 
fices of  the  Rack  Ray  architectural  commission 
established  by  chapter  625  of  the  acts  of  1966 
and  of  the  Reacon  Hill  architectural  commission 
established  by  chapter  616  of  the  acts  of  1955, 
and  their  respective  powers,  duties,  and  ap- 
propriations are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
placed  in  said  department  of  building  regulation. 
The  offices  of  the  board  of  appeal,  the  com- 
mittee on  licenses  of  the  public  safety  commis- 
sion and  ,the  zoning  commission,  and  their 
respective  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations 
are  hereby  transferred  to  and  placed  in  said 
department  of  building  regulation. 

Section  16.  Chapter  16A  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
housing  inspection  department,  the  housing 
inspection  board,  and  the  offices  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  housing  inspection  and  the  assistant 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection  are  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers,  duties,  and  ap- 
propriations of  said  department  (including  its 
weights  and  measures  division)  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  building  regu- 
lation established  by  section  2  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  17.  Chapter  22  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  real 
property  department,  the  real  property  board, 
and  the  offices  of  the  commissioner  of  real 
property,  the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property,  and  the  associate  commissioners  of 
real  property  are  hereby  abolished;  and  the 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  de- 
partment are  hereby  transferred  to  the  depart- 
ment of  general  services  established  by  section  3 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  18.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  de- 
partment or  agency,  or  division  of  either, 
created,  or  a  department  or  agency,  or  division 
of  either,  not  abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and 
every  such  person  shall,  upon  such  reappoint- 
ment, retain  all  rights  to  retirement  with  pen- 
sion that  shall  have  accrued  or  would  thereafter 
accrue  to  him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  As  used 
in  this  section,  the  term  "agency"  shall  be 
construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953. 

Section  19.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of 
the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so 
construed  that  no  person  holding,  whether 
under  general  or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service  law 
and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance,  be  without  a  similar  office  or  position 
or  be  reduced  in  rank,  grade,  or  compensation. 

Section  20.  Anything  in  this  ordinance  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  all  rules,  regula- 
tions, orders,  votes,  and  resolutions  adopted, 
passed,  or  promulgated  by  any  board  or  officer 
abolished  or  reorganized  by  this  ordinance 
shall,  if  in  full  force  and  effect  when  this  ordi- 
nance  takes   effect,    remain    in    full    force   and 
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elfect  unlil  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  by  the 
hoard  or  officer  succeeding  under  this  ordinance 
lo  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  or  officer 
so  abolished  or  reorganized. 

Section  21.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
oi'  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Section  22.  This  ordinance  shall  take  elfect 
on  December  thirtieth  in  the  current  year.

Dear  Councillor  Hicks : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November  19 
pertaining  to  chapter  752  of  the  Acts  of  1970, 
entitled  "An  Act  Providing  for  the  Appointment 
of  Four  Additional  Court  Officers  for  the  Supe- 
rior Court  for  Suffolk  County,"  and  understand 
your  question  to  be  whether  the  power  of  the 
General  Court  to  enact  that  law  was  subject  to 
section  8  of  the  so-called  Home  Rule  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts. 

On  May  4,  1970,  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  reiterated  their  opinion  that  the 
Legislature  is  not  precluded  "from  acting  on 
matters  of  state,  regional,  or  general  concern, 
even  though  such  action  may  have  special  effect 
upon  one  or  more  individual  cities  or  towns.  If 
the  predominant  purposes  of  a  bill  are  to  achieve 
state,  regional,  or  general  objectives,  we  think 
that,  as  heretofore,  the  Legislature  possesses 
legislative  power,  unaffected  by  the  restrictions 
in  art.  89,  §8."  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1970)  723,  726. 
The  Superior  Court  is  the  great  trial  court  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  clearly  a  matter  of 
State  concern.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the 
General  Court,  in  enacting  St.  1970,  c.  752, 
although  that  act  relates  only  to  the  Superior 
Court's  sitting  in  Suffolk  County,  was  not  sub- 
ject to  section  8  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment. 


As  you  maj  already  know  and  as  the  \cting 
Governor's  action  under  Article  LVI  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  attests  fsee 
L970  Senate  Documenl   \<j.  L603),  the  Cit>  of 

Roston  opposed  St.  1970,  c.  752,  until  the  pro- 
vision for  its  acceptance  b\   the  city  was  added.

On   motion   of  Councillor   O'Leary    Rule    10 
of  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended 
in    order    to    introduce    the    following    interim 
report: 
Gentlemen, 

The  Executive  Committee,  having  considered 
proposals  for  the  reopening  of  the  Summer  Street 
Bridge,  submits  the  following  interim  report: 

The  committee  has  met  on  a  number  of  occa- 
sions with  representatives  of  the  Penn  Central 
Railroad,  the  involved  city  department  heads, 
and  the  public  relative  to  finding  a  solution  to 
the  state  of  disrepair  in  which  the  Summer  Street 
Rridge  has  remained  for  the  past  two  years. 

Recause  of  the  detrimental  effects  this  dis- 
repair has  had  on  the  safety  and  welfare  of  all 
those  concerned  and  because  of  the  severe 
handicap  said  disrepair  places  on  the  overall 
traffic  pattern  within  Roston,  your  committee 
has  sought  a  method  of  repair  which  would 
return  the  expansion  between  the  two  divisions 
of  Summer  Street  to  normal,  and  which  would 
take  the  least  amount  of  construction  time. 

At  its  last  meeting  the  committee  conducted 
a  hearing  at  the  South  Roston  Branch  Library, 
and  at  that  time  a  tentative  proposal  was  put 
forth  which  called  for  the  erection  of  a  causeway 
at  the  present  location  of  the  Summer  Street 
Bridge.  Through  a  show  of  hands,  by  a  well- 
represented  gathering  of  South  Boston  residents, 
their  state  representatives  and  senators  and 
community  officials,  it  was  unanimously  decided 
that  a  causeway  would  be  acceptable. 

At  the  close  of  this  hearing  Commissioner 
Casazza  had  assured  the  committee  that  final 
plans  would  be  developed  with  the  City  Council, 
the  Penn  Central  Railroad,  the  officials  at  the 
United  States  Naval  Shipyard,  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  and  that  these  plans 
would  be  presented  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  and  officials  of  the 
Penn  Railroad  make  available  to  the  motoring 
public  the  Congress  Street  extension  at  all  times. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

I  have  received  a  City  Council  resolution 
passed  on  November  9,  1970,  which  you  received 
on  November  19,  1970,  requesting  written 
answers  to  questions  concerning  an  order  now 
before  the  City  Council  to  accept  chapter  835 
of  the  Acts  of  1970,  "An  Act  Establishing  a 
Career  Incentive  Pay  Program  for  Regular 
Full-Time  Police  Officers  and  Providing  for 
Partial  Reimbursements  by  the  Commonwealth 
for  Certain  Cities  and  Towns." 

1.  The  first  question  is  the  earliest  date  on 
which  the  City  Council  can  act  upon  the  statute, 
which  did  not  take  effect  until  November  25, 
1970.

Dear  Mr.  Sullivan: 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule 
has  before  it  a  resolution,  copy  enclosed,  which 
raises  the  issue  of  whether  the  ladies  who  are 
employed  by  the  city  should  be  permitted  to 
wear  pant  suits  during  working  hours.  This  is 
a  question  which,  I  suppose,  falls  within  your 
official  domain,  insofar  as  such  a  matter  can  ever 
be  determined  by  a  mere  male. 

Prior  to  putting  the  city  to  the  expense  and, 
possibly  to  the  unfavorable  notoriety  of  holding 
a  public  hearing  on  this  subject,  I  write  to  inquire 
whether  the  city  has  an  official  policy  on  this 
delicate  issue. 

I  need  hardly  remind  you  that  the  winds  of 
sartorial  change  are  blowing  vigorously,  and 
therefore  that  public  officials  may  have  to  look 
at  matters  of  dress  with  a  fresh  eye.  It  would 
seem  also  that- there  are  issues  of  compassion 
here  —  compassion  for  the  ladies  who  must  suffer 
the  chill  drafts  which,  as  we  learned  last  year, 
percolate  through  the  corridors  of  New  City  Hall 
in  the  winter  months,  and  compassion,  too,  for 
the  men  in  the  Hall  who  hope  against  hope  that 
their  female  colleagues  will  not  be  driven  to 
joining  the  midi-skirt  conspiracy. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Committee  is  well  aware 
of  the  need  for  maintaining  an  atmosphere  of 
dignity  and  efficiency  in  city  buildings  —  an 
atmosphere  that  might  be  impaired  by  unduly 
outlandish  garb,  whether  designed  for  females 
or  males. 

I  know  that  as  a  married  man  with  daughters 
of  an  independent  cast  of  mind  you  may  not  be 
free  to  be  unduly  explicit,  or  even  entirely 
candid,  in  regard  to  this  complicated  question. 
However,  if  you  find  it  possible  to  advise  me  that 


the  city  has  no  fixed  policy  prohibiting  such 
intrinsically  modest  garb  as  the  pant  suit,  I 
think  that  this  would  bring  an  end  to  a  po- 
tentially explosive  controversy.

I  have  before  me  your  thoughtful  letter  rela- 
tive to  the  pant  suit  issue  which  has  forced  itself 
upon  us. 

I  want  to  say,  first  of  all,  that  I  appreciate  the 
fact  that  the  City  Council  did  not  raise  the 
question  of  the  propriety  of  the  mini-skirt  even 
when  it  was  reaching  new  heights  of  popularity 
with  our  younger  employees. 

As  for  the  pant  suit  specifically,  I  would  say 
that  this  is  a  question  which  each  girl  must 
answer  for  herself.  For  some  it  is  a  weighty 
question  which  must  be  viewed  from  every  angle.

9.  That  the  areas  to  be  included  within  the 
Comprehensive  Code  Knf'orremeril  Program  be 
as  designated  on  the  city  base  map  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk  on  November  24,  1970,  and  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Whereas,  Section  1 17  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  authorizes  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  make 
grants  to  municipalities  and  counties  to  assist 
them  in  carrying  out  programs  of  concentrated 
code  enforcement  in  deteriorated  or  deteriorating 
areas  in  which  such  enforcement,  together  with 
certain  public  improvements  to  be  provided  by 
the  locality,  may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  decline 
of  the  area ;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  found  and  determined 
by  this  Body  that  there  exists  in  this  locality 
certain  deteriorated  or  deteriorating  areas  for 
which  a  program  of  concentrated  code  enforce- 
ment, combined  with  certain  public  improve- 
ments, may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  decline  of 
the  area;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  grant  of 
funds  pursuant  to  section  117  will  impose  cer- 
tain obligations  and  responsibilities  upon  the 
City  of  Boston,  among  which  is  the  obligation 
to  assure  that  any  persons  who  may  be  displaced 
as  a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  and  public 
improvements  programs  are  relocated  into  de- 
cent, safe,  and  sanitary  housing  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin  under  any  program 
or  activity  receiving  federal  financial  assistance, 
and  Executive  Order  11063  prohibits  discrimina- 
tion on  basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  or  national 
origin  in  sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of  resi- 
dential property  (including  land  intended  for 
residential  use)  or  in  the  use  or  occupancy 
thereof;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston : 

1.  That  applications  be  filed  with  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  code  enforce- 
ment grants  under  section  117  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  of  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  undertaking  and  carrying  out  code  en- 
forcement programs,  which  cost  is  now  estimated 
to  be  $17,000,000,  in  areas  to  be  designated  and 
specially  described  in  such  applications,  and  that 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  execute  and  file  such  applications, 
to  provide  such  additional  information  and  fur- 
nish such  documents  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, to  execute  such  contract  or  contracts  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  grants  applied  for,  to 
execute  and  file  requisitions  for  funds,  and  to 
act  as  the  authorized  representative  of  the  City 
of  Boston  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  code 
enforcement  programs. 
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2.  That  during  the  period  of  the  contract 
for  the  code  enforcement  grant  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton will  maintain  a  level  of  expenditures  for 
code  enforcement  activities,  exclusive  of  expend- 
itures in  any  federally  assisted  code  enforcement 
or  Title  I  Urban  Renewal  Project  areas,  that  is 
not  less  than  the  average  yearly  expenditure  for 
such  activities  throughout  the  locality  for  the 
two  full  fiscal  years  immediately  preceding  the 
filing  of  the  application. 

3.  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for,  and 
will  provide  in  a  timely  manner,  all  necessary 
improvements  for  the  code  enforcement  area. 

4.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  ade- 
quate amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  which  is  available  to  persons  displaced 
as  a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  and  related 
public  improvements  programs,  at  prices  which 
are  within  their  financial  means  and  which  are 
not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities  than 
the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and 
families,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Body  that 
such  displacees,  if  any,  will  be  relocated  in  accord- 
ance with  applicable  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full 
compliance  by  the  City  of  Boston  with  regula- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964  and  applicable  executive 
orders. 

6.  That  such  federal  funds  as  may  be  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  section  117  of  the  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  may  be  expended 
for  the  purposes  for  which  granted. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  amendments 
were  adopted;  the  resolution  as  amended  was 
adopted. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON     ORDI- 
NANCES AND   RESOLUTIONS 

Coun.  O'LEARY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  October  5)  regulating  certain  resi- 
dential rents  and  evictions — recommending 
passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 

An  Ordinance   Regulating   Certain   Residential 

Rents  and  Evictions 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition 
of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of 
new  housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and 
critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably 
priced  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  pri- 
vate rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  resi- 
dential rents  are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that 


rents  will  not  be  increased  unreasonably  and 
landlords  will  receive  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  housing  accommodations,  and  unless  evic- 
tions of  tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled, 
such  emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures 
resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious  threats 
to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston : 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797 
of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863 
of  the  Acts  of  1970,  be  it  declared  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial 
and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reason- 
ably priced  rental  housing  units  exists  because 
of  (1)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of  exist- 
ing housing,  (2)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing,  and  (3)  inadequate  municipal  tools 
presently  available  to  regulate  residential  rents; 

And,  also  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797 
of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863 
of  the  Acts  of  1970,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by 
section  2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial 
rehabilitation,  addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  di- 
rector of  the  board. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building 
or  structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  located 
within  the  city,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof, 
occupied  or  intended  for  occupancy  by  one  or 
more  individuals  as  a  residence,  not  including  the 
following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or 
regulates  the  rents  thereof,  other  than  housing 
accommodations  regulated  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969 
or  of  this  ordinance,  or  finances  or  subsi- 
dizes; except  federally  subsidized  buildings 
under  the  221(d)3  and  236  programs. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  occupied  by  the  owner  con- 
taining no  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  or 
containing  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which 
is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his  perma- 
nent residence;  provided  thai  two  or  more  ad- 
joining buildings  or  structures  under  common 
management  shall  constitute  a  single  building 
or  structure  for  this  purpose. 
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(iii)  Mousing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  l>y  conversion  from  a  non- 
housing  use  completed  alter  December  1, 
1968. 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  in  con- 
dominiums and  cooperatives. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  college  fraternity  or  sorority  house, 
dormitory  of  an  institution  of  higher  education 
or  private  school,  hospital,  extended  medical 
care  facility,  convent,  monastery,  or  nonprofit 
home  for  aged. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by 
the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be 
provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection 
with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation, including,  without  limitation: 
services,  furniture,  furnishings  and  equipment; 
repairs;  decorating  and  maintenance;  provision 
of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone, 
and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry 
facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yard  and  other  common 
areas,  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitor  service, 
removal  of  refuse  and  parking  facilities. 

(g)  Landlord:  an  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
or  any  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord 
of  providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  real  estate  taxes, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  es- 
tate broker's  commission,  insurance,  utilities  in- 
cluded within  the  rent,  including  mortgage  in- 
terest and  amortization  but  no  allowance  for 
obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Person:  an  individual,  corporation,  part- 
nership, association,  or  other  organized  group 
of  individuals,  or  the  legal  successor  or  represent- 
ative of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration  paid  or  payable, 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agree- 
ment, for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  to 
a  housing  accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord 
and  a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  or  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Kent  Board,  (a)  Composition. 
There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as 
the  Kent  Board,  consisting  of  live  residents  of 
the  city  appointed  by  the  mayor,  including  one 
tenant  who  owns  no  housing  accommodations, 
one  landlord  who  owns  or  manages  at  least 
twenty  rental  units  in  the  city,  and  three  mem- 
bers representing  the  public  interest,  none  of 
whom  may  own  or  manage  more  than  five  rental 
units  in  the  city.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  term, 
by  the  mayor.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairman  to  serve  in  that  capacity 
for  a  term  of  one  year. 


(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof 
of  actual  service  $35. 

(c)  Powers  and  duties.  The  hoard  shall,  as 
provided  in  sections  3,  4,  and  5,  establish  and 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged 
for  housing  accommodations,  and  shall  grant  or 
deny  certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under 
section  ii.  The  board  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion 
as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capi- 
tal improvement  on  the  rents,  provided  that  said 
landlord  demonstrates  that  such  advisory  opin- 
ion is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  necessary 
financing  for  said  improvement. 

(d)  Regulations.  The  board  shall  have  power 
to  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  including 
without  limitation  regulations  under  section  3 
and  section  5  and  regulations  establishing  a 
schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or  de- 
creases for  improvement  or  deterioration  in  spe- 
cific services  and  facilities. 

(e)  Investigations.  The  board  shall  have 
power  to  gather  studies  and  information  con- 
cerning the  supply  and  quality  of  housing  of  all 
types,  and  regarding  the  level  of  and  changes  in 
rents  and  prices  of  consumer  commodities,  and 
shall  report  to  the  mayor  and  the  city  council 
semiannually  on  such  matters. 

Section  3.  Base  Kent.  The  board  shall, 
within  ninety  days  following  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  by  regulation  establish  as  the 
base  rent  for  all  housing  accommodations,  except 
rents  in  those  housing  units  now  in  existence  and 
included  under  chapter  10  of  the  ordinances  of 
1969,  the  rent  in  effect  therefor  on  December  1, 
1968,  or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that 
date,  then  the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  landlord  can  demon- 
strate that  said  rent  was  insulficient  to  yield  a 
fair  return  on  property  as  of  said  date,  the  board 
shall  set  as  the  maximum  rent  such  higher 
amount  as  would  have  been  necessary  to  yield 
a  Fair  return  to  the  landlord  on  that  date. 

Section  4.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Kent  and 
Proceedings  Before  the  Board,  (a)  Notice.  A 
landlord  shall  notify  the  board  and  the  tenant 
or  occupant,  if  any,  of  the  amount  of  a  rent 
increase  for  a  housing  accommodation,  in  writ- 
ing, prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  such 
increase.  Notice  to  the  tenant  or  occupant  shall 
include,  on  a  form  previously  approved  by  the 
board,  a  statement  of  the  rent  previously  paid 
for  the  accommodation,  of  the  tenant's  or  occu- 
pant's right  to  appeal  such  increase  to  the 
board,  and  of  information  as  to  the  procedures 
for  instituting  such  an  appeal.  In  the  case  of 
an  existing  tenancy  notice  shall  be  given  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date. 
A  tenant  or  occupant  wishing  to  oppose  a  rent 
increase  shall  register  a  complaint  on  a  form  to 
be  provided  by  the  executive  director  within 
fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  said  notice  of  the 
proposed  increase,  provided  that,  upon  a  show- 
ing of  good  cause  or  excusable  neglect,  the  said 
fourteen-day  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
board  for  a  further  period  of  no  more  than  thirty 
days. 

shall  send  a  written  notice  to  the  landlord  and  a 
copy  to  the  tenant,  containing  a  description  of 
the  case,  and  informing  either  party  of  his  right 
to  request  a  public   hearing  by   notifying    the 
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board  of  such  request  by  certified  mail  within 
ten  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  The  board 
shall  schedule  a  hearing  within  thirty  days  of 
receipt  of  the  original  complaint.  Notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be 
sent  to  both  parties  and,  if  either  party  season- 
ably requested  a  public  hearing,  notice  of  same 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city  not  less  than  ten  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  hearing.  The  conduct 
of  any  public  hearing  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  11  of  chapter  30 A 
of  the  General  Laws.  The  board  shall  satisfy 
itself  that  each  tenant  or  landlord  who  brings 
proceedings  before  the  board  shall  have  avail- 
able such  legal  assistance  as  is  reasonably  neces- 
sary to  prosecute  effectively  his  case  before  the 
board. 

(c)  Fair  Net  Operating  Return.  The  fair  net 
operating  return  shall  be  12  percent  of  the  fair 
market  value  available  for  financing  and  profit 
with  an  allowance  in  expenses  up  to  7  percent 
for  management  fees.  The  board  shall  also  con- 
sider the  following  among  other  relevant  factors : 

(i)  Increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes. 

(ii)  Unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases 
in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses. 

(iii)  Capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations. 

(iv)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living  space 
of  housing  services. 

(v)  Increases  or  decreases  in  normal 
financing  expenses,  including  mortgage  in- 
terest and  amortization  but  no  allowance  for 
obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(vi)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the  hous- 
ing accommodations,  other  than  ordinary 
wear  and  tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  or  maintenance. 

(d)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board 
may  review  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing  ac- 
commodation does  not  comply  with  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and  such  lack 
of  compliance  is  not  caused  by  the  tenant's 
neglect  or  misconduct.  The  board  may  refuse 
to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than 
thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  un- 
less such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 

Section  5.  Board  Proceedings,  (a)  General 
Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regulation. 
The  board  may  adjust  maximum  rents  by  regula- 
tion applicable  to  any  class  of  housing  accom- 
modations. Prior  to  making  any  adjustment  of 
maximum  rents  under  this  subsection  a  public 
hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  quorum  of 
the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  pur- 
pose of  such  hearing  shall  be  published  three 
times  in  at  least  one  newspaper  having  a  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  the  last  publication  to  be 
not  less  than  five  days  prior  to  such  hearing. 

(b)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individual 
Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  this  section,  the  board  shall,  without 
holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum 
rent,  of  an  individual  housing  accommodation 
if  a  hearing  has  been  held  with  regard  to  the 
maximum  rent  of  such  housing  accommodation 
within   twelve  months,   or  provisions  regarding 


due  notification  of  rent  board  and  tenant  have 
been  previously  made  under  chapter  10  of  ordi- 
nances of  1969. 

(c)  Judicial  Review.  Any  person  aggrieved 
by  an  order  of  the  board  issued  pursuant  to  this 
section  may,  within  twenty-one  days  after  the 
date  of  such  order,  appeal  to  the  district  court 
within  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  lies. 

Section  6.  Provision  of  Information.  Upon 
receipt  by  the  board  of  a  complaint  due  to  a 
petition  for  an  upward  adjustment  of  a  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive 
director,  upon  his  request  and  within  ten  days 
after  his  written  demand  therefor,  information 
pertaining  to  the  housing  accommodation  or  ac- 
commodations involved  in  the  petition  or  action 
and  to  the  building  or  structure  wherein  such 
housing  accommodation  is  located  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  director. 

Whoever  fails  to  file  or  withholds  any  informa- 
tion required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  or 
whoever  knowingly  gives  false  statements  in 
connection  therewith  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
penalties  under  section  10,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  up  to  $50  per  day  for  each  such  failure  or  false 
statement,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  landlord  seeking 
an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  may  be 
denied  such  adjustment  in  its  entirety. 

Section  7.  Executive  Director  and  Staff. 
The  board  shall  employ  an  executive  director 
and  such  additional  staff  as  may  be  necessary 
to  perform  the  following  functions: 

(a)  Investigate  at  the  request  of  the  board 
any  petition  or  action  for  a  rent  adjustment 
brought  under  section  5  and  any  application  for 
a  certificate  of  eviction  brought  under  section  8. 

(b)  Seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  agreement  of  the  parties. 

(c)  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the 
assessing,  building,  fire,  or  housing  inspection 
departments. 

(d)  Bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a  court 
of  law  to  enforce  any  order  of  the  board. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall 
bring  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  except  for  nonpayment  of 
rent  unless: 

(i)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation 
or  covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord. 

(ii)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  a  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation. 

(iii)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  to  be  used  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(iv)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease 
or  rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  has  re- 
fused, after  written  request  or  demand  by  the 
landlord,  to  execute  a  written  extension  or 
renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  dura- 
tion and  in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  or  violative  of  any  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 
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(v)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  re- 
pairs or  improvements  required  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the 
lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
the  housing  accommodation  to  any  prospec- 
tive purchaser  or  mortgagee. 

(vi)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a 
lease  term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord. 

(vii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law. 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the 
housing  accommodation  from  housing  use. 

(ix)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  except  for  nonpay- 
ment of  rent  shall  apply  to  the  board  for  a  cer- 
tificate of  eviction.  Such  application  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive  di- 
rector. Upon  receipt  of  such  an  application,  the 
board  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the 
tenant  of  the  housing  accommodation  and  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  on  the  application  within 
seven  days.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  pur- 
pose of  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  at 
least  one  member  of  the  board  prior  to  the  de- 
cision of  the  board  to  grant  or  deny  the  certificate 
of  eviction.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts 
attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid 
and  in  compliance  with  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section,  the  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 
Any  application  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
granted  unless  denied  by  the  board  within  ten 
days  of  such  application. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated 
this  ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a 
criminal  prosecution  for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  pos- 
session of  any  housing  accommodations  operated 
by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  author- 
ized by  the  statute  or  regulation  under  which 
such  accommodations  are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing 
accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of  said  board 
concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a 
certificate  of  eviction,  either  party  concerned 
may  appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  juris- 
diction of  which  the  housing  accommodation  in- 
volved is  located. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person 
who  demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any 
payment  of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  law- 
ful rent,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 


ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  here- 
under promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter 
provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment 
is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  or 
to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and 
costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus  liquidated 
damages  in  the  amount  of  $100,  or  not  more 
than  three  times  the  amount  by  which  the  pay- 
ment or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained,  whichever  is  the  greater;  provided 
that,  if  the  defendant  proves  that  the  violation 
was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to 
take  practicable  precautions  against  the  occur- 
rence of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such 
liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the 
overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  violation,  the  board  may  settle  the  claim 
arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such  action. 
Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar 
any  other  person  from  bringing  action  for  the 
violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a 
settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the 
board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement 
thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  viola- 
tion has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs 
under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a),  and  the 
person  against  whom  the  violation  was  com- 
mitted shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits 
of  any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account 
of  any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person 
prior  to  the  institution  of  the  action  in  which 
such  judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  the  violation.  A  single  action 
for  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  committed  by  the  same  defendant 
against  the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  af- 
fected is  located  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints 
brought  under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept,  re- 
ceive, or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regula- 
tions, or  orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or  other- 
wise to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
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month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation,  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or 
order  hereunder  promulgated,  or  whoever  know- 
ingly makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony 
before  the  board,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies 
the  board  with  any  false  information  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by 
impi^sonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days, 
or  both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case 
of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense  such  person 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$3,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  superior  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and 
of  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated 
by  the  board. 

Section  12.  Duration.  This  ordinance  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  December  31,  1972,  or 
until  a  prior  determination  by  the  mayor  and 
city  council  that  the  present  rental  housing 
emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  13.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and 
if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdication,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  re- 
maining provisions. 

Section  14.  Repealer.  Chapter  10  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969  is  repealed.  Orders  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  under  the  provi- 
sions of  said  chapter  10  in  effect  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect 
according  to  their  terms.  Any  matter  pending 
before  said  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  considered 
by  the  board  as  if  brought  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE    REPORT 

Conn.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

On  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  ordinance, 
referred  November  30,  1970,  regulating  certain 
residential  rents  (Docket  \To.  930),  the  Executive 
Committee  submitted  a  report  recommending 
passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  1  ear  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy. 

An   Ordinance    Regulating  Certain    Residential 

Rents    and    Evictions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insutlicient  supply  of 
new  housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and 
critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably 
priced  rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt 
with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the 
private  rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  resi- 
dential rents  are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that 
rents  will  not  be  increased  unreasonably  and 
landlords  will  receive  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  housing  accommodations,  and  unless  evic- 
tions of  tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled, 
such  emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures 
resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious  threats 
to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 


Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law ,  including,  without  Limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and    Article   17  of  the 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  ol  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  fi63  of 
the  Acts  of  1970,  be  it  declared  b\  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial 
and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reason- 
ably priced  rental  housing  units  exists  beca  ise 
of  (1)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing,  (2)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  hous- 
ing, and  (3)  inadequate  municipal  tools  presently 
available  to  regulate  residential  rents; 

And,  also  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article 
2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  \mend- 
ments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts 
of  1969  as  amended  by  chapter  P.63  of  the  Acts 
of  1970,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by 
section  2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director 
of  the  board. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building  or 
structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  located 
within  the  city,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof, 
occupied  or  intended  for  occupancy  by  one  or 
more  individuals  as  a  residence,  not  including 
the  following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or  regu- 
lates the  individual  rents  thereof,  other  than 
housing  accommodations  regulated  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  or  of  this  ordinance,  or  finances  or  sub- 
sidizes; except  federally  subsidized  buildings 
under  the  207,  220,  221(d)3,  and  236  pro- 
grams. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or 
structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a  non- 
housing  use  completed  after  December  1,  196ft. 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
monthly  rent  in  eirect  on  December  1,  196!$, 
or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that  date, 
the  first  rent  iu  clfcct  thereafter,  was  at  least 
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$160  in  the  case  of  a  studio;  $185  in  the  case 
of  a  one-bedroom  apartment;  $235  in  the  case 
of  a  two-bedroom  apartment;  or  $285  in  the 
case  of  an  apartment  having  three  or  more 
bedrooms. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  condo- 
miniums and  cooperatives. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  college  fraternity  or  sorority  house, 
dormitory  of  an  institution  of  higher  education 
or  private  school,  hospital,  extended  medical 
care  facility,  convent,  monastery,  or  non- 
profit home  for  aged. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection 
with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation, including,  without  limitation, 
services,  furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment; 
repairs;  decorating  and  maintenance;  provision 
of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone, 
and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry 
facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yard,  and  other  common 
areas;  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitor  service, 
removal  of  refuse,  and  parking  facilities. 

(g)  Landlord:  an  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation, 
or  an  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord 
of  providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  maintenance,  repair, 
management  fee,  real  estate  broker's  commis- 
sion, insurance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent, 
but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amorti- 
zation nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  de- 
preciation. 

(i)  Person:  an  individual,  corporation,  part- 
nership, association,  or  other  organized  group  of 
individuals,  or  the  legal  successor  or  representa- 
tive of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration  paid  or  payable, 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agree- 
ment, for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  to  a 
housing  accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord 
and  a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Roard.  (a)  Composition. 
There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the 
Rent  Roard,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the 
city  appointed  by  the  mayor,  including  one 
tenant  who  owns  no  housing  accommodations, 
one  landlord  who  owns  or  manages  at  least 
twenty  rental  units  in  the  city,  and  three  mem- 
bers representing  the  public  interest,  none  of 
whom  may  own  or  manage  more  than  three 
rental  units  in  the  city.  Members  of  the  board 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled,  for  the  un- 
expired term,  by  the  mayor.  The  board  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  to  serve  in 
that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 


(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof 
of  actual  service  $50. 

(c)  Powers  and  duties.  The  board  shall,  as 
provided  in  sections  3,  4,  and  5,  establish  and 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged 
for  housing  accommodations,  and  shall  grant  or 
deny  certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under 
section  8.  The  board  may,  at  the  request  of  any 
landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion  as 
to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Regulations.  The  board  shall  have  power 
to  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  including, 
without  limitation,  regulations  under  section  3 
and  section  5  and  regulations  establishing  a 
schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or  de- 
creases for  improvement  or  deterioration  in 
specific  services  and  facilities. 

(e)  Investigations.  The  board  shall  gather 
studies  and  information  concerning  the  supply 
and  quality  of  housing  of  all  types,  and  regarding 
the  level  of  and  changes  in  rents  and  prices  of 
consumer  commodities,  and  shall  report  to  the 
mayor  and  the  city  council  semiannually  on 
such  matters. 

Section  3.  Adjustment  of  Rents.  The  board 
shall  have  jurisdiction  over  any  case  brought 
by  or  on  behalf  of  a  tenant  seeking  either  a  re- 
duction of  his  present  rent  in  accordance  with 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  or  relief  from  a  rent 
increase  effective  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  may  at  its  discretion 
initiate  a  complaint  on  behalf  of  a  tenant  or 
tenants  where  rental  levels  or  housing  conditions 
so  violate  community  standards  as  to  warrant 
public  action.  In  any  such  case  the  board  shall 
have  power  to  set  the  rent  at  a  level  equal  to  the 
base  rent,  as  defined  in  this  section,  adjusted  up- 
ward or  downward  in  conformity  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section. 

(a)  Rase  Rent.  The  base  rent  shall  be  the 
rent  in  effect  on  December  1,  1968,  or,  if  there 
was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that  date,  then  the  first 
rent  in  effect  thereafter;  or  any  adjusted  rent 
last  established  in  conformance  with  chapter  10 
of  the  ordinances  of  1969,  provided,  however, 
that  if  the  landlord  can  demonstrate  that  said 
rent  was  insufficient  to  yield  a  fair  return  on  the 
property  as  of  said  date,  the  board  shall  set  as 
the  base  rent  such  higher  amount  as  would  have 
been  necessary  to  yield  a  fair  net  operating  in- 
come to  the  landlord  on  that  date. 

Section  4.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  and 
Proceedings  Refore  the  Roard.  (a)  Notice.  A 
landlord  shall  notify  the  board  and  the  tenant  or 
occupant,  if  any,  of  the  amount  of  a  rent  in- 
crease for  a  housing  accommodation,  in  writing, 
prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  such  in- 
crease. Notice  to  the  tenant  or  occupant  shall 
include,  on  a  form  previously  approved  by  the 
board,  a  statement  of  the  rent  in  effect  Decem- 
ber 1,  1968,  or  any  adjusted  rent  last  established 
in  conformance  with  chapter  10  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1969,  a  statement  of  the  rent  presently 
paid  for  the  accommodation,  of  the  tenant's 
or  occupant's  right  to  appeal  such  increase  to  the 
board,  and  of  information  as  to  the  procedures 
for  instituting  such  an  appeal.  In  the  case  of  an 
existing  tenancy,  notice  shall  be  given  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
board  and  the  new  tenant  prior  to  the  effective 
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dale  of  (he  new  tenancy.  The  board  may  dis- 
approve the  increase  any  time  within  forty-live 
days.  A  tenant  or  occupant  wishing  to  oppose 
a  rent  increase  shall  register  a  complaint  on  a 
form  to  he  provided  by  the  executive  director 
within  fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  said  notice  of 
the  proposed  increase;  provided  that,  upon  a 
showing  of  good  cause  or  excusable  neglect,  the 
said  fourteen-day  period  may  be  extended  by  the 
board  for  a  further  period  of  no  more  than  thirty 
days.  No  rent  increase  shall  be  effective  unless 
the  landlord  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  and  unless  the  board  has  not  denied 
the  increase  within  forty-five  days. 

(b)  Adjustment.  On  complaint  registered 
under  section  4(a),  or  actions  initiated  under 
section  3,  the  board  shall  by  order  make  such 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward,  of  the 
base  rent  for  any  housing  accommodation  as 
may  be  necessary  to  remove  hardships  or  correct 
other  inequities  and  in  so  doing  shall  observe  the 
principle  of  maintaining  rents  for  housing  ac- 
commodations at  levels  which  will  yield  to  the 
landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations. 

(c)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determin- 
ing whether  the  maximum  rent  for  housing  ac- 
commodations yields  a  fair  net  operating  income, 
the  board  shall  consider  the  following  among 
other  relevant  factors: 

(i)  Increases  or  decreases  in  properly 
taxes;  that  is,  the  tenant's  proportionate  share 
as  it  relates  to  the  number  of  housing  ac- 
commodations in  the  taxed  parcel  assessed 
pro  rata  depending  on  the  amount  of  space 
occupied  and  the  rent  charged.  Further,  that 
in  the  event  that  owner  of  said  parcel  received 
any  form  of  tax  relief  for  the  year  in  which  the 
additional  tax  was  added  to  the  tenant's  rent, 
the  landlord  shall  be  responsible  for  crediting 
the  tenants  with  a  proportionate  share  of  said 
tax  relief. 

(ii)  Unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases 
in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses. 

(iii)  Capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations. 

(iv)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living  space 
or  housing  services. 

(v)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the  hous- 
ing accommodations,  ol  her  than  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair, 
replacement,  or  maintenance. 

(d)  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  by  a  tenant 
the  board  shall  send  a  written  notice  to  the  land- 
lord and  a  copy  to  the  tenant,  containing  a 
description  of  the  case  and  informing  either  party 
of  his  right  to  request,  a  hearing  by  notifying  the 
board  of  such  request  by  certified  mail  within 
ten  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  If  a  hearing  is 
timely  requested  by  either  party,  notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  landlord  and  tenant,  and  tlie 
hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  at  least  one 
member  of  the  board  prior  to  the  decision  by  the 
board  to  grant  or  deny  an  adjustment  of  base 
rent.  The  board  may  consolidate  complaints 
relating  to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same 
building,  and  all  such  complaints  may  be  con- 
sidered in  a  single  hearing. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this 
section  the  board  may  refuse  an  upward  adjust- 
ment of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the 
ellective  housing  accommodation  does  not  com- 
ply with  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston 


Building  Code  or  Fire  Prevention  Code,   and 

such  lack  of  compliance  is  not  caused  by  the 
tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct,  and  the  landlord 
has  been  given  fifteen  daw  notice  of  such  non- 
compliance. The  board  ma>  refuse  to  make  a 
downward  adjustment  of  a  have  renf  if  it  de- 
termines that  the  tenant  is  more  than  thirty 
days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  unless  such 
arrearage  is  authorized  l>\  law. 

(v)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
accommodations,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  re- 
placement or  maintenance. 

(c)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board 
may  refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected 
housing  accommodation  does  not  comply  with 
the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building 
Code  or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  and 
such  lack  of  compliance  is  not  caused  by  the 
tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct.  The  board  may 
refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is 
more  than  thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 

Section  5.  (a)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  In- 
dividual Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  ordinance,  the  board  ma> , 
without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the 
maximum  rent  of  an  individual  housing  accom- 
modation if  a  hearing  has  been  held  with  regard 
to  the  maximum  rent  of  such  housing  accom- 
modation within  twelve  months,  unless  there 
has  been  a  change  in  the  tenancy  since  the  hear- 
ing was  held. 

(b)  Legal  Assistance.  The  board  shall 
satisfy  itself  that  each  tenant  who  brings 
proceedings  before  the  board  shall  have  available 
such  legal  assistance  as  is  reasonably  necessary 
to  prosecute  effectively  his  case  before  the  board. 

Section  6.  Provision  of  Information.  Upon 
receipt  by  the  board  of  a  petition  for  adjust- 
ment of  a  maximum  rent,  or  upon  action 
initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of  a  maxi- 
mum rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the 
executive  director,  within  seven  days  after  his 
written  demand  therefor,  information  pertaining 
to  the  housing  accommodation  or  accommoda- 
tions involved  in  the  petition  or  action  and  to 
the  building  or  structure  wherein  such  housing 
accommodation  is  located  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  executive  director. 

Whoever  fails  to  file  or  withholds  any  in- 
formation required  to  be  filed  b\  this  ordinance 
or  whoever  knowingly  gives  false  statements  in 
connection  therewith  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
penalties  under  section  10,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  up  to  $50  per  da\  for  each  such  failure  or  false 
statement,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  landlord  seeking 
an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  may 
be  denied  such  adjustment  in  its  entirety. 

Section  7.  Executive  Director  and  Stall'.  The 
board  shall  employ  an  executive  director  and 
such  additional  stall'  as  may  be  necessary  to 
perform  the  following  functions: 

(a)  Investigate  at  the  request  of  the  board  any 
petition  or  action  for  a  rent  adjustment  brought 
under  section  5  and  any  application  for  a 
certificate  of  eviction  brought  under  section  (t. 

(b)  Seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  agreement  of  the  parties. 
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(c)  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the 
assessing,  building,  fire,  or  housing  inspection 
departments. 

(d)  Bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a  court 
of  law  to  enforce  any  order  of  the  board. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall 
bring  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  unless: 

(i)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent 
to  which  the  landlord  is  entitled. 

(ii)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation 
or  covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord. 

(Hi)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
■creating  a  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation. 

(iv)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(v)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  has  refused, 
after  written  request  or  demand  by  the  land- 
lord, to  execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal 
thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration 
and  in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with 
or  violative  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
(vi)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the 
lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
the  housing  accommodation  to  any  prospective 
purchaser  or  mortgagee. 

(vii)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a 
lease  term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord. 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother, 
sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law, 
or  daughter-in-law. 

(ix)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the 
housing  accommodation  from  housing  use. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that 
his  purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the 
board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.   Such  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
executive    director,    and    a   copy    thereof  shall 
simultaneously  be  sent  to  the  tenant  by  registered 
or    certified    mail,    return    receipt    requested. 
The   tenant   may    request   a    hearing   on   such 
application  within  five  days  after  receipt  by  him 
of   his    copy    thereof,    and,    if  requested,    such 
hearing    shall    be    scheduled    within    five    days 
thereafter.   Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord 
and  tenant,  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 


before  at  least  one  member  of  the  board  prior 
to  the  decision  of  the  board  to  grant  or  deny 
the  certificate  of  eviction.  If  the  board  finds 
that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's 
petition  are  valid  and  in  compliance  with  sub- 
section (a)  of  this  section,  the  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  issued.  Any  application  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  granted  unless  denied 
by  the  board  within  fifteen  days  of  the  hearing 
on  such  application,  provided  that  an  applica- 
tion for  eviction  based  on  nonpayment  of  rent 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted  unless 
denied  within  five  days  of  such  hearing. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated 
this  ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a 
criminal  prosecution  for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover 
possession  of  any  housing  accommodations 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding 
is  authorized  by  the  statute  or  regulation  under 
which  such  accommodations  are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing 
accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of  said  board 
concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  which  the  housing  accommodation  in- 
volved is  located. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person 
who  demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any 
payment  of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful 
rent  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  here- 
under promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter 
provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment 
is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  or 
to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and 
costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus  liquidated 
damages  in  the  amount  of  $100,  or  not  more 
than  three  times  the  amount  by  which  the  pay- 
ment or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained,  whichever  is  the  greater,  provided 
that  if  the  defendant  proves  that  the  violation 
was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to 
take  practicable  precautions  against  the  occur- 
rence of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liqui- 
dated damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  over- 
charge or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promul- 
gated fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  occur- 
rence of  the  violation,  the  board  may  settle  the 
claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter 
bar  any  other  person  from  bringing  action  for 
the  violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which 
a  settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the 
board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain   the  costs  it  incurred   in  the  settlement 
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thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  viola- 
tion has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a),  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall 
be  awarded  licmidated  damages  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits 
in  any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account 
of  any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person 
prior  to  the  institution  of  the  action  in  which 
such  judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  the  violation.  A  single  action 
for  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  committed  by  the  same  defendant 
against  the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  af- 
fected is  located  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints 
brought  under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept, 
receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occu- 
pancy of  any  housing  accommodations  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated, 
or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  pro- 
mulgated. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de- 
mand, accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation,  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony 
before  the  board,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies 
the  board  with  any  false  information  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or 
both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  superior  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board. 

Section  12.  Duration.  This  ordinance  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  December  31,  1972,  or 
until  a  prior  determination  by  the  mayor  and 
city  council  that  the  present  rental  housing  emer- 
gency no  longer  exists 


Section  13.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and, 
if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  afreet  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  14.  Repealer.  Chapter  10  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969  is  repealed.  Orders  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Rent  Appeals  under  the  provisions 
of  said  chapter  10  in  effect  on  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  according 
to  their  terms.  Any  matter  pending  before  said 
Board  of  Rent  Appeals  on  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  considered  by  the  board 
as  if  brought  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  new  draft. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  Docket  No.  909, 
an  order  for  acceptance  of  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970,  "Enabling  Certain  Cities  and 
Towns  to  Control  Rents  and  Evictions,"  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee  November 
30,  1970,  be  accepted.

Besolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  be  authorized  to  hold  hearings 
and  to  receive  testimony  on  ways  and  means  by 
which  a  projected  tax  increase  of  $30  for  1971 
might  be  averted;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  authorize  the 
committee  to  call  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  provide  the  committee  with  all  relevant  data, 
including    projections    for    1971    expenditures, 
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possible  areas  of  savings  and  reductions  in  cur- 
rent spending  programs,  and  other  information 
deemed  to  be  necessary  and  appropriate,  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  authorized 
to  invite  representatives  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
notably  the  Deputy  Mayor,  Edward  T.  Sullivan,

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL 
LAW  AUTHORIZING  CITY  TO  ES- 
TABLISH A  BOSTON  HOUSING  FI- 
NANCE AGENCY  AND  TO  BORROW 
FUNDS  THEREFOR 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 


to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows : 

An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Es- 
tablish a  Boston  Housing  Finance  Agency 
and  to  Borrow  Funds  Therefor. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  as  a  re- 
sult of  public  actions  involving  highways,  public 
facilities,  and  urban  renewal  programs,  and  as 
a  result  of  the  spread  of  slum  conditions  and 
blight  to  formerly  sound  neighborhoods,  there 
now  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  acute  short- 
age of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  avail- 
able at  low  rentals  which  persons  and  families 
of  low  income,  elderly  persons,  and  veterans 
who  will  be  returning  from  Vietnam  can  afford. 
This  shortage  is  inimical  to  the  safety,  health, 
morals,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  Boston 
and  the  sound  growth  of  that  city.  The  contin- 
ued inadequacy  of  the  supply  of  such  housing 
inhibits  the  carrying  out  of  needed  slum  clear- 
ance projects  and  results  in  the  continued  exis- 
tence and  proliferation  of  substandard  and  deca- 
dent housing,  with  all  its  attendant  consequences 
of  disease,  crime,  injuries,  retardation  of  educa- 
tion, and  high  costs  for  municipal  services  such 
as  welfare  and  police  and  fire  protection.  This 
public  exigency,  emergency,  and  distress  have 
not  been  met  in  any  way  by  private  agencies. 
Private  enterprise,  without  the  assistance  con- 
templated in  this  act,  cannot  achieve  the  con- 
struction of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  at 
rentals  which  persons  and  families  of  low  income 
can  afford  in  situations  where  permanent  better- 
ment of  living  conditions  is  to  be  hoped  for. 
Moreover,  experience  has  demonstrated  that 
concentration  of  low-income  persons  and  families 
even  in  standard  structures  built  with  public 
subsidy  does  not  eliminate  undesirable  social 
conditions  and  does  not  permanently  eliminate 
slum  conditions. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  establish  by  vote  of  the  City  Council, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  a  Boston  Hous- 
ing Finance  Agency,  which  shall  be  subject  to 
such  administrative  control  as  the  City  Council 
may  by  ordinance  determine.  The  Boston 
Housing  Finance  Agency  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  and  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  herein  provided.  The  Boston  Housing 
Finance  Agency  is  hereby  constituted  a  public 
instrumentality,  and  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
confirmed  by  this  act  shall  be  deemed  the  per- 
formance of  an  essential  governmental  function. 
The  Boston  Housing  Finance  Agency  shall  con- 
sist of  three  persons,  appointed  in  such  manner 
as  the  city  shall  by  ordinance  determine. 

Section  :\.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act 
the  following  words  and  terms  shall  have  the 
following  meanings  unless  a  contrary  intent  is 
clearly  indicated: 

(a)  "Earned  surplus"  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  in  generally  accepted  accounting 
standards. 

(b)  "FHA"  shall  mean  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration,  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  any  suc- 
cessor of  its  functions. 

(c)  "  Secretary  of  housing  and  urban  develop- 
ment" shall  mean  the  principal  executive  officer 
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of  the  United   States   Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 

(d)  "  Low-income  persons  or  families"  shall 
mean  those  persons  and  families  whose  annual 
income  is  less  than  the  amount  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  obtain  and  maintain  decent,  safe, 
and  sanitary  housing  without  the  expenditure 
of  over  25  percent  of  such  income  for  basic 
shelter  rent  plus  the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of 
heat  and  hot  water. 

(e)  "Annual  income"  shall  mean  a  family's  or 
person's  gross  annual  income  less  such  reasonable 
allowances  for  dependents  (other  than  spouse) 
and  for  medical  expenses  as  BHFA  determines. 

(f)  "BHFA"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Housing 
Finance  Agency. 

(g)  "Project"  shall  mean  a  number  of  dwell- 
ing units  constructed,  rehabilitated,  or  con- 
verted to  a  cooperative  or  condominium  with 
the  assistance  of  a  mortgage  loan  from  the  BHFA. 

Section  4.  General  Grant  of  Powers.  The 
BHFA  is  hereby  authorized  to: 

(a)  Make  first  mortgage  loans,  including 
mortgages  insured  by  the  secretary  of  housing 
and  urban  development,  to  finance  the  building 
or  rehabilitation  of  housing  designed  and  planned 
to  be  available  at  low  and  moderate  rentals  for 
low-income  persons  and  families  and  others  upon 
the  terms  set  forth  in  section  5. 

(b)  Adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  its 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

(c)  Adopt  an  official  seal. 

(d)  Sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name. 

(e)  Make  and  execute  contracts  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
exercise  of  its  power  and  functions. 

(f)  Acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  personal 
property  for  its  corporate  purposes. 

(g)  Enter  into  agreements  or  other  transac- 
tions with  a  federal  or  state  agency. 

(h)  Acquire  real  property,  or  an  interest 
therein,  by  purchase  or  foreclosure,  where  such 
acquisition  is  necessary  or  appropriate  to  pro- 
tect any  loan  in  which  the  agency  has  an  inter- 
est; sell,  transfer,  and  convey  any  such  property 
to  a  buyer  and,  in  the  event  such  sale,  transfer, 
or  conveyance  cannot  be  effected  with  reason- 
able promptness  or  at  a  reasonable  price,  to 
lease  such  property  to  a  tenant. 

(i)  Invest  any  funds  held  in  reserves  or  sinking 
funds,  or  any  funds  not  required  for  immediate 
disbursement,  in  such  investments  as  may  be 
lawful  for  fiduciaries  in  the  Commonwealth. 

(j)  Borrow  money  by  the  making  of  notes  and 
the  issuance  of  bonds,  and  secure  such  bonds  by 
the  pledge  of  revenues,  mortgages,  and  notes  of 
others. 

(k)  Employ  an  executive  director  and  such 
other  agents,  employees,  professional  and  busi- 
ness advisers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
necessary  in  its  judgment  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion. The  executive  director,  professional  ad- 
visers and  business  advisers  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  provision  of  chapter  31  or  section  9A 
of  chapter  thirty. 

(1)  Appear  in  its  own  behalf  before  boards, 
commissions,  departments,  or  other  agencies 
of  government,  municipal,  state,  or  federal. 

(m)  Sell,  at  public  or  private  sale,  any  mort- 
gage or  other  obligation  securing  a  mortgage 
loan,  including  sales  of  mortgages  to  the  Federal 
National  Mortgage  Association,  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 


Cn)  Procure  insurance  against  any  loss  in 
connection  with  its  property  in  such  amounts, 
and  from  such  insurers,  as  may  be  neces^;ir> 
or  desirable. 

(o)  Consent,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any 
contract  with  noteholders  or  bondholders,  when- 
ever it  deems  it  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  ful- 
fillment of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  to  the  modi- 
fication, with  respect  to  rate  of  interest,  time  of 
payment,  or  any  installment  of  principal  or  in- 
terest, or  any  other  terms,  of  any  mortgage, 
mortgage  loan,  mortgage  loan  commitment, 
contract,  or  agreement  of  any  kind  to  which 
the  BHFA  is  a  party. 

(p)  Make  and  publish  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  the  grant  of  mortgage  loans  under 
this  act,  the  regulation  of  borrowers,  the  delinea- 
tion of  general  housing  market  areas,  and  the 
setting  of  dependency  and  medical  expense 
allowances. 

(q)  Do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  con- 
venient to  carry  out  its  purposes  and  exercise 
the  powers  expressly  given  and  granted  in  this 
act. 

(r)  Accept  gifts  or  grants  or  loans  of  funds  or 
property  or  financial  or  other  aid  from  any- 
federal  or  state  agency  or  private  fund. 

(s)  Establish  a  special  financing  program  to 
enable  low-income  families  or  persons  to  owrn 
one-,  two-,  and  three-family  homes,  provided 
that  the  total  number  of  low-income  families 
eligible  hereunder  shall  not  exceed  1  percent 
of  the  total  number  of  families  resident  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  provided  that  the  structures 
acquired  hereunder  may  be  new'ly  built,  existing 
or  rehabilitated,  provided  such  structures  con- 
form to  the  local  building  code  and  the  State 
Sanitary  Code,  and  provided  that  the  BHFA 
shall  find  that  making  of  such  loan  shall  not 
create  or  contribute  to  an  undue  concentration 
of  low-income  families  in  any  one  neighborhood. 
The  BHFA  may  purchase  such  structures  in  its 
own  name  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  same 
by  low-income  families.  Any  structure  so  pur- 
chased by  the  BHFA  shall  be  conveyed  by  a  low- 
income  family  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  such  purchase.  A  down  payment  or  equity- 
investment  of  not  less  than  2  percent  of  the 
purchase  price  shall  be  required  of  each  pro- 
spective buyer,  which  may  be  made  in  the  form 
of  a  money  payment  or  in  any  other  form 
approved  by  the  BHFA. 

(t)  Establish  a  program  to  finance  the  building 
or  rehabilitation  of  housing  designed  for  con- 
dominium or  cooperative  ownership,  convert 
existing  housing  however  financed  to  such  form 
of  ownership,  and  finance  the  ownership  of 
individual  shares  of  cooperative  housing,  and 
individual  units  of  condominium  housing,  and 
in  connection  therewith  to  make  first  mortgage 
loans  to  finance  the  organization  and  the 
construction  or  rehabilitation  of  cooperative  or 
condominium  housing  projects,  to  assist  and 
advise  tenants  and  owners  during  a  period  of 
conversion  from  ownership  to  cooperative  or 
condominium  ownership,  and  to  make  first 
morgage  loans  to  finance  the  ownership  of 
cooperative  shares  or  condominium  units  in 
existing  as  well  as  newly  built  or  rehabilitated 
buildings  for  low-income  persons  and  families 
and  others  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  section  5, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  loans  to  individual 
owner-occupants  the  loan  value  ratio  shall  not 
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exceed  98  percent  of  the  project  cost  or  value 
as  determined  by  the  BHFA,  and  clauses  (2), 
(3),  and  (4)  of  paragraph  (g)  of  section  5  need 
not  be  made,  and  provided  that  in  the  case  of 
loans  with  respect  to  occupied,  existing  housing 
to  be  converted  to  cooperative  or  condominium 
ownership,  BHFA  shall  determine,  prior  to  any 
loan  commitment,  pursuant  to  rules  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  by  it,  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  the  persons  and  families  who  are  tenants 
before  such  a  conversion  shall  have  agreed  to 
purchase  units  after  conversion  to  ensure  the 
economic  feasibility  of  the  conversion  and  to 
ensure  that  the  conversion  will  not  create  undue 
hardship  through  the  displacement  of  such 
tenants. 

Section  5.  Mortgage  Loans,  (a)  Purpose.  The 
BHFA  may  make  mortgage  loans  to  sponsors 
of  such  housing  projects  containing  two  or  more 
dwelling  units  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  BHFA 
have  promise  of  supplying  well-planned,  well- 
designed  apartment  units  which  will  provide 
housing  for  low-income  persons  or  families  in 
locations  where  there  is  a  need  for  such  housing. 
Such  loans  may  include  construction  loans  and 
permanent  loans.  Such  projects  may  include 
ancillary  commercial  facilities  to  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  the  then  applicable  BHFA  regulations. 
On  all  construction  loans  for  the  construction 
of  eleven  or  more  dwelling  units  the  BHFA  shall 
require  (1)  the  payment  of  prevailing  wages 
as  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  labor  and 
industries  as  provided  in  sections  26  to  27D 
of  chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  and  (2)  a 
bond  furnished  by  the  sponsor  or  an  equivalent 
escrow  arrangement  or  a  letter  of  credit  for 
10  percent  of  the  material  cost  with  the  sponsor 
and  supervised  by  the  BHFA  to  assure  payment 
out  of  the  construction  loan  funds  for  all  labor 
and  materials  eligible  for  payment  protection 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  254  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(b)  Eligible  Mortgagor.  The  BHFA  may 
make  loans  to  individuals,  joint  ventures,  part- 
nerships, limited  partnerships,  trusts,  corpora- 
tions, cooperatives  and  condominiums,  whether 
nonprofit  or  organized  for  profit. 

(c)  Interest  and  Charges.  The  BHFA  shall 
have  authority  to  set  from  time  to  time  the  in- 
terest rates  at  which  it  shall  make  loans.  In 
connection  with  the  making  of  mortgage  loans 
and  commitments  therefor,  and  in  addition  to 
such  interest  charges,  the  BHFA  may  make  and 
collect  such  fees  and  charges,  including  but  not 
limited  to  reimbursement  of  the  BHFA's  financ- 
ing costs,  service  charges,  insurance  premiums, 
and  mortgage  insurance  premiums,  as  the 
BHFA  determines  to  be  reasonable.  BHFA 
will  permit  a  2  percent  parking  fee  included 
in  the  mortgage  where  approval  is  required. 

(d)  Limited  Profit.  A  mortgagor  may  not 
make  distributions  in  any  one  year  with  respect 
to  a  project  financed  by  the  BHFA  in  excess  of 
6  percent  of  the  mortgagor's  equity  in  such 
project.  The  mortgagor's  equity  in  a  project 
shall  consist  of  the  difference  between  the  mort- 
gage and  the  total  project  cost.  "Total  project 
cost"  shall  include  construction  costs  including 
job  overhead  and  a  builder's  and  sponsor's  profit 
and  risk  fee,  architectural,  engineering,  legal,  and 
accounting  costs,  organizational  expenses,  land 
value,  interest  and  financing  charges  paid  during 
construction,  the  cost  of  landscaping  and  off-site 


improvements,  whether  or  not  such  costs  have 
been  paid  in  cash  or  in  a  form  other  than  cash. 
With  respect  to  every  project,  the  BHFA  shall, 
pursuant  to  regulations  adopted  by  it,  establish 
the  mortgagor's  equity  at  the  time  of  the  making 
of  the  final  mortgage  advance,  and  for  purposes 
of  this  paragraph  that  figure  shall  remain  con- 
stant during  the  life  of  the  BHFA's  mortgage  on 
such  project. 

(e)  Use  of  Nondistributed  Profits.  When- 
ever a  mortgagor  accumulates  earned  surplus  in 
addition  to  such  reserves  for  replacement  as  the 
BHFA  may  require  in  excess  of  10  percent  of  the 
initial  annual  rent  roll  for  the  project,  rents  in 
the  project  shall  be  reduced  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary to  lower  the  earned  surplus  accumulation  to 
such  10  percent  figure  in  the  following  fiscal  year. 
Every  ten  years  the  mortgagor  may  seek  the 
approval  of  the  BHFA  to  an  increase  in  the  re- 
placement reserves  to  the  extent  warranted,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  BHFA,  by  increased  price 
levels  of  unusual  maintenance  and  repair  re- 
quirements. 

(f)  Amortization  and  Befinancing.  The 
ratio  of  loan  to  project  value  and  the  amortiza- 
tion period  of  loans  made  under  this  act  which 
are  insured  by  FHA  shall  be  governed  by  the 
FHA  mortgage  insurance  commitment  for  each 
project  concerned,  but  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
years.  In  the  case  of  a  mortgage  loan  not  in- 
sured by  FHA,  the  ratio  of  loan  to  project  value 
and  the  amortization  period  of  loans  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  regulations 
formulated  and  published  by  the  BHFA,  but  in 
no  event  shall  such  loan  value  ratio  exceed  90 
percent  of  project  cost  as  determined  by  BHFA, 
except  that,  in  the  case  of  loans  to  nonprofit 
sponsors,  such  loan  shall  not  exceed  100  percent 
of  the  project  cost,  nor  shall  the  amortization 
period  exceed  fifty  years.  A  loan  hereunder  may 
be  prepaid  after  a  period  of  twenty  years  or 
sooner  with  the  permission  of  BHFA,  for  the 
purpose  of  conversion  of  the  project  to  co- 
operative or  condominium  ownership  or  owner- 
ship by  an  occupant;  provided,  however,  that 
nonprofit  sponsors  may  prepay  their  loans  prior 
to  maturity  only  with  the  consent  of  BHFA. 
The  BHFA  shall  grant  such  consent  if  it  finds 

(1)  that  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  the 
prepayment  of  the  loan  will  not  result  in  a 
material  escalation  of  rents  charged  to  tenants 
in  the  project,  and  (2)  that  the  need  for  low- 
rental  housing  in  the  area  concerned  is  no 
longer  acute. 

(g)  Prior  to  making  a  loan  commitment  or 
loan  under  this  act,  the  BHFA  shall  find  (1)  that 
low-income  persons  and  families  can  afford  the 
adjusted  rentals  set  for  25  percent  of  the  units 
in  the  proposed  project  on  the  basis  of  the  use 
of  not  more  than  25  percent  of  annual  income, 

(2)  that  there  exists  a  shortage  of  decent,  safe, 
and  sanitary  housing  at  low  rents  available  to 
persons  and  families  of  low  income  within  the 
general  housing  market  area  to  be  served  by  the 
proposed  project,  (3)  that  private  enterprise 
without  the  assistance  contemplated  by  this  act 
cannot  supply  such  housing,  (4)  that  such 
project  either  is  itself  designed  to  house  persons 
and  families  of  varied  economic  means  or  will 
not  create  or  contribute  to  an  undue  concentra- 
tion of  low-income  families  in  any  one  neighbor- 
hood, and  (5)  that  programs  of  public  agencies 
within  the  general  housing  market  area   to  be 
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served  by  the  project  have  accomplished  or  will 
accomplish  within  the  next  five  years  the 
elimination  by  demolition,  condemnation,  effec- 
tive closing,  or  compulsory  repair  or  improve- 
ment of  unsafe  or  unsanitary  dwelling  units 
situated  within  such  market  area  substantially 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  units  to  be 
provided  by  such  project,  provided  that  the  ac- 
complishment of  such  elimination  may  be  de- 
ferred beyond  the  five-year  period  in  any 
general  housing  market  area  where  there  con- 
tinues to  be  an  acute  shortage  of  decent,  safe,  or 
sanitary  housing  available  to  persons  and  fami- 
lies of  low  income.  Where  more  than  one  family 
is  living  in  an  unsafe  or  unsanitary  dwelling  unit, 
the  elimination  of  such  unit  shall  count  as  the 
elimination  of  units  equal  to  the  number  of 
families  accommodated  therein.  The  finding 
as  to  the  elimination  of  unsafe  and  unsanitary 
dwelling  units  need  not  be  made  in  the  case  of 
any  project  located  on  the  site  of  a  substandard 
area  or  of  any  project  undertaken  within  an 
urban  renewal  or  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment area. 

Section  6.  Rental  Levels  and  Schedules, 
(a)  The  BHFA  shall,  pursuant  to  regulations 
adopted  by  it,  make  the  following  rental  deter- 
minations for  each  housing  unit  located  in  a 
project  to  which  BHFA  has  made  a  mortgage 
loan  hereunder:  (1)  the  market-rate  rental, 
which  is  the  rental  which  would  be  appropriate 
if  the  project  had  been  originally  financed  at 
then  current  market  interest  rates;  (2)  the  below- 
market-rate  rental,  which  is  the  market-rate 
rental  adjusted  for  the  extent  to  which  the  ap- 
plicable BHFA  loan  interest  rate  is  below  such 
then  current  interest  rates;  and  (3)  the  adjusted 
rental,  which  is  the  below-market-rate  rental, 
further  adjusted  downward  at  least  10  percent 
to  make  available  units  to  low-income  persons 
and  families  who  could  not  otherwise  rent  units 
at  the  below-market  rental  without  expending 
more  than  one-fourth  of  their  annual  income  for 
such  housing.  These  rental  determinations  may 
be  reviewed  and  adjusted  by  BHFA  from  time 
to  time. 

(b)  Subject  only  to  the  rights  of  FHA,  if  any, 
the  rents  to  be  charged  for  housing  units  which 
receive  loans  hereunder  must  be  approved  by 
the  BHFA.  In  each  project  financed  under  this 
act  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  units  in  the 
project  shall  be  rented  at  all  times  to  low-income 
persons  or  families  at  the  adjusted  rental.  The 
remaining  units  not  made  available  at  rentals 
not  lower  than  the  below-market  rental  for  the 
unit  and  sufficiently  high  as  determined  by 
BHFA  may  be  reviewed  and  adjusted  by  BHFA 
from  time  to  time. 

(c)  All  rentals  received  by  the  mortgagor  in 
excess  of  the  below-market  rental  established  for 
each  unit  shall  be  applied,  pursuant  to  such  regu- 
lations as  BHFA  shall  make  and  publish  from 
time  to  time  and  subject  to  any  applicable  re- 
quirements of  FHA  or  any  other  public  agency 
providing  rental  assistance,  supplement,  subsidy, 
or  other  similar  payments,  to  reduce  rentals  so 
as  to  make  units  more  available  to  low-income 
persons  and  families. 

Section  7.  Tenants,  (a)  Prior  to  making  a 
loan  commitment  under  this  act,  the  BHFA 
shall  approve  a  tenant  selection  plan  submitted 
by  the  applicant  for  such  a  loan.  The  BHFA 
shall  make  and  publish  regulations  from  time  to 


time  governing  the  terms  of  such  tenant  selection 
plans.  Such  plans  shall  include  criteria  for 
tenant  selection  which  establish  income  limits 
for  eligible  tenants  which  may  vary  with  the  size 
and  circumstances  of  the  person  or  family.  For 
the  purpose  of  initial  selection,  the  annual  income 
of  the  applicants  shall  not  exceed  six  times  the 
annual  rental  for  the  unit  to  be  occupied. 
Tenant  selection  plans  shall  provide  that  as  be- 
tween applicants  equally  in  need  and  eligible 
for  occupancy  of  the  unit,  preference  shall  be 
given  to  persons  displaced  by  public  action  or 
natural  disaster. 

(b)  At  least  once  every  two  years  tenants 
whose  annual  incomes  subsequently  increase  to 
the  point  where  such  incomes  exceed  seven  times 
the  rental  then  being  charged  for  the  unit  occu- 
pied shall  have  the  rental  for  that  unit  increased 
to  a  figure,  not  in  excess  of  the  market  rate  rental, 
which  will  equal  one  seventh  of  the  tenant's  then 
net  annual  income. 

Section  8.  Insurance  of  Bonds  and  Notes. 
(a)  The  BHFA  shall  have  the  power  and  is  hereby 
authorized  from  time  to  time  to  issue  its  negotia- 
ble bonds  and  notes  in  such  principal  amount 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  BHFA  shall  be  necessary 
to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  achieving  its 
corporate  purposes,  including  the  making  of 
mortgage  loans,  the  payment  of  interest  on  bonds 
and  notes,  and  all  other  expenditures  of  the 
BHFA  incident  to  and  necessary  or  convenient 
to  carry  out  its  corporate  purposes  and  powers. 
The  BHFA  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  issue  renewal  notes,  to  issue  bonds  to  pay 
notes,  and  whenever  it  deems  refunding  ex- 
pedient to  refund  any  bonds  by  the  issuance  of 
new  bonds,  whether  the  bonds  to  be  refunded 
have  or  have  not  matured,  and  to  issue  bonds 
partly  to  refund  bonds  then  outstanding  and 
partly  for  any  other  purpose.  The  refunding 
bonds  shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to 
the  purchase,  redemption,  or  payment  of  the 
bonds  to  be  refunded. 

(b)  The  notes  and  bonds  shall  be  authorized 
by  resolution  of  the  members,  shall  bear  such 
date  or  dates,  and  shall  mature  at  such  time  or 
times  in  the  case  of  any  such  note,  or  any  re- 
newals thereof,  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  of  such  original  note,  and  in  the 
case  of  any  such  bond  not  exceeding  fifty  years 
from  the  date  of  issue,  as  such  resolution  or 
resolutions  may  provide.  The  notes  and  bonds 
shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  be  in 
such  denominations,  be  in  such  form,  either 
coupon  or  registered,  carry  such  registration 
privileges,  contain  such  terms  and  provisions 
relating  to,  but  not  limited  to,  pledges  of  the 
BHFA's  assets,  setting  aside  of  reserves,  limita- 
tions on  additional  notes  and  bonds,  and  such 
other  matters  as  may  affect  the  security  or  pro- 
tection of  the  notes  and  bonds,  be  executed  in 
such  manner,  be  payable  in  such  medium  of 
payment,  at  such  place  or  places  and  be  subject 
to  such  terms  of  redemption  as  such  resolution 
or  resolutions  may  provide.  The  notes  and 
bonds  of  the  BHFA  may  be  sold  at  public  or 
private  sale,  at  such  price  or  prices  as  the  BHFA 
shall  determine.  No  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
BHFA  shall  be  sold  by  the  BHFA  at  private 
sale,  however,  unless  such  sale  and  the  terms 
thereof  have  been  approved  by  the  City  Trea- 
surer. The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  notes 
and  bonds  of  the  BHFA  outstanding  at  any  one 
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time  shall  not  exceed  the  sura  of  $500,000,000,  of 
which  $100,000,000  shall  be  used  only  to  make 
mortgage  loans  in  cities  or  towns  which  have 
been  found  to  have  a  rate  of  unemployment  of 
at  least  6  percent  in  the  issue  of  "Area  Trends  in 
Employment  and  Unemployment"  published  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  for  the 
October  preceding  the  making  of  any  such  loan. 

(c)  Neither  the  members  of  the  BHFA  nor 
any  person  executing  the  notes  or  bonds  shall  be 
liable  personally  on  the  notes  or  bonds  or  be 
subject  to  any  personal  liability  or  accounta- 
bility by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

(d)  The  BHFA,  subject  to  such  agreement 
with  noteholders  or  bondholders  as  may  then  exist, 
shall  have  power  out  of  any  funds  available 
therefor  to  purchase  its  notes  or  bonds,  which 
shall  thereupon  be  cancelled,  at  a  price  not  ex- 
ceeding (1)  if  the  notes  or  bonds  are  then 
redeemable,  the  redemption  price  then  applicable 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  next  interest  pay- 
ment date  thereupon,  or  (2)  if  the  notes  or  bonds 
are  not  then  redeemable,  the  redemption  price 
applicable  on  the  first  date  after  such  purchase 
upon  which  the  notes  or  bonds  become  subject 
to  redemption  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  date. 

Section  9.  Credit  of  the  City  or  any  Sub- 
division Thereof  Not  Pledged.  Bonds  and  notes 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the  city  or  of 
any  such  political  subdivision,  but  such  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  mortgage  loans  made  under  this  act, 
reserve  funds  created  therefor  by  the  BHFA, 
and  any  mortgage  insurance  contracts  pertaining 
thereto.  All  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  contain 
on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  neither  the  BHFA  nor  the  city  nor  any 
political  subdivision  thereof  shall  be  obligated 
to  pay  the  same  or  the  interest  thereon  except 
from  such  proceeds,  reserve  fund,  or  mortgage 
insurance  contracts,  and  that  neither  the  faith 
and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  city  or 
any  political  subdivision  thereof  is  pledged  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on 
such  bonds. 

Section  9 A.  Working  Capital  Fund,  (a)  The 
BHFA  shall  create  and  establish  a  general  fund , 
herein  referred  to  as  the  "Working  Capital 
Fund,"  and  shall  pay  into  such  Working  Capital 
Fund  any  monies  appropriated  and  made  avail- 
able by  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  such  Working 
Capital  Fund,  and  any  other  monies  which  may 
be  available  to  the  BHFA  for  its  general  purposes 
from  any  source  or  sources  other  than  proceeds 
from  the  issuance  and  sale  of  notes  or  bonds  by 
the  BHFA. 

All  monies  held  in  the  Working  Capital  Fund, 
including  without  limitation  any  income  or  in- 
terest earned  by  or  increment  to  such  fund,  shall 
be  used  by  the  BHFA  for  its  general  purposes, 
and,  to  the  extent  authorized  by  BHFA,  any 
such  monies  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  to 
make  and  keep  BHFA  self-supporting  shall  be 
made  available  for  the  purposes  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  organizational  and  ad- 
ministrative overhead  incident  to  the  inception 
and  early  operations  of  the  BHFA,  the  sum  of 
$300,000  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  General 
Fund  of  the  city  and  made  available  by  the 
BHFA  for  the  purposes  of  the  Working  Capital 
Fund,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  BHFA  and 


which  sum  the  BHFA  shall  repay  the  common- 
wealth in  ten  annual  installments  beginning 
with  the  commencement  of  the  sixth  full  year 
after  the  receipt  of  such  funds. 

Section  9B.  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  (a)  The 
BHFA  shall  create  and  establish  a  special  fund, 
herein  referred  to  as  the  "Capital  Reserve 
Fund,"  and  shall  pay  into  such  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  any  monies  appropriated  and  made  avail- 
able by  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  such  fund, 
any  proceeds  of  sale  of  notes  or  bonds  to  the  ex- 
tent provided  in  the  resolution  of  the  BHFA 
authorizing  issuance  thereof,  and  any  other 
monies  which  may  be  available  to  the  BHFA 
for  the  purpose  of  such  fund  from  any  other 
source  or  sources.  All  monies  held  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  bonds  of  the  BHFA  as  the  same 
mature,  the  purchase  of  bonds  of  the  BHFA,  the 
payment  of  interest  on  such  bonds  of  the  BHFA, 
or  the  payment  of  any  redemption  premium  re- 
quired to  be  paid  when  such  bonds  are  redeemed 
prior  to  maturity;  provided,  however,  that 
monies  in  such  fund  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
therefrom  at  any  time  in  such  amount  as  would 
reduce  the  amount  of  such  fund  to  less  than  the 
maximum  amount  of  principal  and  interest  ma- 
turing and  becoming  due  in  any  succeeding 
calendar  year  on  all  bonds  of  the  BHFA  then 
outstanding,  except  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  principal  of  and  interest  on  such  bonds  of  the 
BHFA  maturing  and  becoming  due  and  for  the 
payment  of  which  other  monies  of  the  BHFA  are 
not  available.  Any  income  or  interest  earned  by 
or  increment  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  due 
to  the  investment  thereof  shall  be  used  by  the 
BHFA  for  the  purposes  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

(b)  The  BHFA  shall  not  issue  bonds  at  any 
time  if  the  maximum  amount  of  principal  and 
interest  maturing  or  becoming  due  in  a  succeed- 
ing calendar  year  on  such  bonds  then  to  be 
issued  and  on  all  other  bonds  of  the  BHFA  then 
outstanding  will  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  at  the  time  of  issuance 
unless  the  BHFA,  at  the  time  of  issuance  of  such 
bonds,  shall  deposit  in  such  fund  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bonds  so  to  be  issued,  or  otherwise, 
an  amount  which,  together  with  the  amount  then 
in  such  fund,  will  be  not  less  than  the  maximum 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  maturing  and 
becoming  due  in  any  succeeding  calendar  year 
on  such  bonds  then  to  be  issued  and  on  all  other 
bonds  of  the  BHFA  then  outstanding. 

(c)  To  assure  the  continued  operation  and 
solvency  of  the  BHFA  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  public  purposes  of  this  act,  provision  is  made 
in  paragraph  (a)  for  the  accumulation  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  of  an  amount  equal  to  the 
maximum  amount  of  principal  and  interest 
maturing  and  becoming  due  in  any  succeeding 
calendar  year  on  all  bonds  of  the  BHFA  then 
outstanding.  In  order  further  to  assure  such 
maintenance  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  and  paid  to  the 
BHFA  for  deposit  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
such  sum,  if  any,  as  shall  be  certified  by  the 
chairman  of  the  BHFA  to  the  mayor  as  neces- 
sary to  restore  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  an 
amount  equal  to  the  maximum  amount  of 
principal  and  interest  maturing  and  becoming 
due  in  any  succeeding  calendar  year  on  the  bonds 
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of  the  BHFA.  The  chairman  shall  annually, 
on  or  before  December  first,  make  and  deliver  to 
the  mayor  his  certificate  stating  the  amount,  if 
any,  required  to  restore  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  amount  aforesaid,  and  the  amount 
so  stated,  if  any,  shall  be  appropriated  and  paid 
to  the  BHFA.  during  the  then  current  fiscal  year 
of  the  city.  Such  amount,  if  any,  shall  be  repaid 
to  the  city  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  BHFA 
from  monies  in  the  Working  Capital  Fund  in 
excess  of  the  amount  required  to  make  and  keep 
the  BHFA  self-supporting. 

(d)  In  computing  the  amount  of  the  Capital 
Beserve  Fund  for  the  purposes  of  this  section, 
securities  in  which  all  or  a  portion  of  such  fund 
are  invested  shall  be  valued  at  par  or,  if  pur- 
chased at  less  than  par,  at  their  cost  to  the 
BHFA. 

Section  10.  Trust  Agreement.  In  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  BHFA  bonds  and  notes  issued  by 
it  shall  be  secured  by  a  trust  agreement  by  and 
between  the  BHFA  and  a  trustee,  which  may  be 
any  trust  company  or  bank  within  the  city  hav- 
ing the  powers  of  a  trust  company.  Either  the 
resolution  providing  for  the  issuance  of  bonds 
and  notes  or  such  trust  agreement  may  contain 
such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the 
rights  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  as  may 
be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of 
law,  including  covenants  setting  forth  the  duties 
of  the  BHFA  in  relation  to  the  custody,  safe- 
guarding, and  application  of  all  money. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  city  to 
act  as  depository  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  and 
notes  or  of  revenues  and  to  furnish  such  in- 
demnifying bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities 
as  may  be  required  by  the  BHFA.  Such  trust 
agreement  may  set  forth  the  remedies  of  the 
bondholders  and  noteholders  and  of  the  trustee, 
and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of  action 
by  bondholders  and  noteholders.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  such  trust  agreement  may 
contain  such  other  provision  as  the  BHFA  may 
deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of 
the  bondholders  and  noteholders.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such 
trust  agreement  may  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  operation  of  the  BHFA. 

Section  11.  Advisory  Committee.  To  assist 
the  BHFA  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  from  among  interested  citi- 
zens of  the  city  an  advisory  committee  of  fifteen 
persons,  including  persons  with  experience  or 
training  in  urban  renewal,  building,  social  work, 
mortgage  financing,  the  municipal  bond  market, 
architecture,  land  use  planning,  and  municipal 
government.  It  shall  be  the  role  of  the  advisory 
committee  to  assist  the  BHFA  and-  its  staff  in 
formulating  policies  and  procedures  dealing  with 
site  selection,  tenant  selection,  rent  levels,  design 
objectives,  and  such  other  questions  relevant  to 
the  BHFA's  underlying  goal  of  providing  housing 
for  low-income  families  and  attaining  balanced, 
attractive  communities. 

Members  of  the  advisory  committee  shall  re- 
ceive no  compensation.  They  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  or  chapter 
268A. 

Section  12.  Bonds  and  Notes  Tax  Exempt. 
The  creation  of  the  BHFA  is  in  all  respects  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  for  the 
improvement   of  their   health,    safety,   welfare, 


comfort,  and  security.  Its  purposes  arc  public 
purposes,  and  the  BflFA  will  be  performing  an 
essential  governmental  function.  The  city  cov- 
enants with  the  purchasers  and  all  subsequent 
holders  and  transferees  of  the  notes  and  bonds 
issued  by  the  BHFA,  in  consideration  of  the 
acceptance  of  any  payment  for  the  notes  and 
bonds,  that  the  notes  and  bonds  of  the  BHFA 
issued  pursuant  to  this  act  and  the  income  there- 
from shall  at  all  times  be  free  from  taxation. 

Section  13.  Bonds  and  Notes  Eligible  for  In- 
vestment. Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the 
provision  of  this  act  are  hereby  made  securities 
in  which  all  public  officers  and  public  bodies  of 
the  city  and  its  political  subdivisions,  all  in- 
surance companies,  trust  companies  in  their 
commercial  departments  and  within  the  limits 
set  by  section  40  of  chapter  172  of  the  General 
Laws,  banking  associations,  investment  com- 
panies, executors,  trustees  and  other  fiduciaries, 
and  all  other  persons  whatsoever  who  are  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  invest  in 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  city  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including 
capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them,  and 
such  bonds  and  notes  are  hereby  made  obliga- 
tions which  may  properly  and  legally  be  made 
eligible  for  the  investment  of  savings  deposits 
and  the  income  thereof  in  the  manner  provided 
by  section  50  of  chapter  168.  Such  bonds  and 
notes  are  hereby  made  securities  which  may 
properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with  and 
received  by  any  state  or  municipal  officer  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the  city  for  any 
purpose  for  which  the  deposit,  of  bonds  or  other 
obligations  of  the  city  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  by  law. 

Section  13A.  Interest  Subsidy  Program.  In 
addition  to  its  other  powers  and  to  the  extent  of 
appropriations  or  grants  or  other  financial  aid 
directed  to  the  purpose,  the  BHFA  may  operate 
an  interest  subsidy  program.  Such  program 
shall,  pursuant  to  regulations  adopted  by  the 
BHFA,  provide,  on  behalf  of  the  low-income 
persons  and  families  living  in  projects  financed 
under  this  act  and  renting  units  at  or  below  the 
adjusted  rental,  an  additional  rental  subsidy  not 
to  exceed  the  difference  between  that  portion  of 
the  rental  of  such  units  which  is  attributable  to 
the  mortgagor's  interest  payments  and  the 
amount  which  would  have  been  attributable  if 
the  interest  rate  for  the  financing  of  the  project 
were  1  percent  per  annum. 

Section  13B.  Resident  Ownership  Subsidy 
Program.  BHFA  shall  create  and  establish  a 
special  fund,  herein  referred  to  as  the  Besident 
Ownership  Fund,  and  shall  pay  into  such  fund 
any  monies  appropriated  and  made  available  by 
the  city  and  any  grants  or  financial  aids  received 
from  others  for  the  purposes  of  such  fund.  All 
monies  held  in  the  Resident  Ownership  Fund 
shall  be  used  solely  to  assist  low-income  families 
or  persons  to  own  homes  or  cooperative  housing 
shares  or  condominium  units  the  purchase  and 
rehabilitation  of  which  are  financed  under  this 
act  by  providing,  as  designated  by  appropriation, 
(a)  a  subsidy  to  such  families  or  persons  not  to 
exceed  the  difference  between  the  amount  re- 
quired annually  to  pay  interest  and  debt  service, 
real  property  taxes,  fire  insurance,  reasonable 
management  costs,  and  reasonable  maintenance 
costs  on  such  a  home  share,  or  unit,  and  25  per- 
cent of  such  family  or  person's  annual  income,  or 
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(b)  mortgage  funds  on  an  interim  basis  prior 
to  the  issuance  of  refunding  notes  or  bonds 
therefor  for  mortgage  loans  made  by  the  BHFA 
pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  it  in  clause  (b) 
of  section  4,  or  (c)  special  advice  and  assistance 
to  such  families  and  persons. 

Section  14.  Annual  Report.  The  BHFA 
shall  annually  submit  to  the  Mayor,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  City  Council,  and  the  state,  within 
ninety  days  after  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year,  a 
complete  and  detailed  report  setting  forth  (a)  its 
operations  and  accomplishments,  (b)  its  receipts 
and  expenditures  during  such  fiscal  year  in 
accordance  with  the  categories  and  classifica- 
tions established  by  the  BHFA  for  its  operating 
and  capital  outlay  purposes,  (c)  its  assets  and 
liabilities  at  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year,  status  of 
reserve,  special,  or  other  funds,  and  (d)  a  schedule 
of  its  bonds  and  notes  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  its  fiscal  year,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  amounts  redeemed  and  incurred  during  such 
fiscal  year. 

Section  15.  Inspection  of  Books  and  Records. 
The  books  and  records  of  the  BHFA  shall  be 
subject  to  an  annual  audit  by  the  auditor  of  the 
state. 

Section  16.  Liberal  Construction.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and 
its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to 
effect  the  purposes  thereof. 

Section  17.  Severability.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  re- 
maining provisions.

INVESTIGATE   DEFECTION    OF    LITHU- 
ANIAN SEAMAN 

Coun.  LANGONE  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  Lithuanian  seaman  named  Mr. 
Simas,  a  radio  operator  on  the  vessel  Sovetska 
Lilva,  attempted  to  gain  entry  and  asylum  in 
the  United  States  by  jumping  from  a  Soviet 
fishing  boat  onto  a  Coast  Guard  cutter  in  the 
United  States  territorial  waters  off  the  coast 
of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  This  Lithuanian  seaman,  after  much 
deliberation  by  the  United  States  Coast  Guard, 
was  refused  asylum  and  was  returned  to  the 
Soviet  officials;  and 

Whereas,  At  approximately  the  same  time 
four  East  German  citizens  leaped  into  the  ocean 
off  the  coast  of  Florida  from  a  Soviet  cruise  ship 
en  route  to  Cuba;  and 

Whereas,  The  Coast  Guard  authorized  their 
entry  into  Florida,  where  their  status  is  being 
determined  by  the  United  States  Government; 
and 

Whereas,  Although  the  two  situations  are 
analogous  and  similar  in  nature,  they  were 
handled  differently  by  the  federal  officials;  and 


Whereas,  The  United  States  is  regarded  as 
the  home  of  the  free  and  the  land  of  the  brave; 
and 

Whereas,  Our  country  symbolizes  a  place  of 
freedom  for  those  oppressed  and  kept  against 
their  will  behind  the  Iron  Curtain;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
requests  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in  the 
United  States  Congress  to  seek  an  inquiry  into 
the  circumstances  attendant  on  the  facts  of  this 
matter  concerning  the  attempted  defection  of 
this  Lithuanian  seaman  and  the  reason  why  he 
was  returned  to  the  Soviet  fishing  boat;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  inquiry  also  include  the 
reason  why  the  Soviet  fishing  boat  was  allowed 
to  fish  within  United  States  territorial  waters, 
causing  great  harm  and  depletion  of  our  supply 
of  fish.  This  is  causing  a  serious  shortage  of  fish 
with  a  resultant  loss  of  income  to  our  American 
fishing  industry. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

ACCEPTANCE  OF  GIFT  TO  ESTABLISH  THE 
PERCIVAL  PROCTOR  BAXTER  BE- 
QUEST FUND 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  7,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

When  James  Phinney  Baxter  of  Portland  in 
Cumberland  County  in  the  State  of  Maine  died  on 
May  8,  1921,  he  left  a  will  dated  October  8,  1919, 
and  a  codicil  thereto  dated  October  8,  1920,  which 
were  severally  allowed  by  the  Probate  Court  for 
the  County  of  Cumberland  on  July  19,  1921, 
Docket  No.  12992. 

Item  thirteenth  of  the  will  provided  in  part  as 
follows: 

"First:  I  direct  my  Trustees  to  pay  from  the 
income  of  my  estate  to  the  City  of  Boston,  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  the  first  payment  to 
be  five  thousand  (5 ,000)  dollars  and  to  be  made 
within  three  (3)  years  after  the  final  probate  of 
this  will;  the  balance  of  forty-five  thousand 
(45,000)  dollars  to  be  paid  said  city  by  my 
Trustees  within  ten  (10)  years  of  the  final 
probate  of  this  will,  in  such  installments  and  at 
such  times  within  the  said  ten  (10)  years  as  my 
Trustees  may  determine,  provided  and  on  the 
condition  that  said  City  of  Boston  is  or  shall 
become  legally  authorized  to  accept  said  be- 
quest and  does  accept  said  bequest  in  writing 
with  my  said  Trustees  within  three  (3)  years 
after  the  final  probate  of  this  will,  on  the  terms 
and  conditions  herein  set  forth;  that  is  to  say, 
said  City  of  Boston  shall  hold  said  sum  and 
invest  and  reinvest  said  Trust  Fund,  together 
with  all  accumulated  income  thereon,  at  all 
times  in  interest  bearing  United  States  Govern- 
ment or  state  or  municipal  bonds,  legal  for 
Savings  Banks  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. All  of  said  sums  so  paid  to  said  city  by 
said  Trustees,  with  all  the  accumulated  income 
thereon  shall  remain  invested  at  interest  as 
above  provided  and  shall  accumulate  until  the 
year  A.D.  2020,  or  until  said  sums  with 
accumulated  interest  thereon  shall  amount  to 
one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  as  the  City  of 
Boston  may  determine  at  that  time.  In  and 
during  the  year  A.D.  2020,  or  within  one  (1) 
year  after  said  sums  shall  amount  to  one  million 
(1,000,000)  dollars  as  aforesaid,  said  City  of 
Boston  shall  expend  so  much  of  said  accumu- 
lated sum  as  is  necessary  to  at  least  complete 
the  foundation  for  a  suitable  building  to  be 
erected  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  commemorate 
the  lives  and  deeds  of  the  founders  of  New 
England,  and  said  cffy  shall  complete  such  a 
building  in  all  details  on  or  before  December 
31,  A.D.  2025,  or  within  five  (5)  years  after  the 
said  sum  shall  amount  to  one  million 
(1,000,000)  dollars,  using  for  this  purpose  the 
entire  accumulated  sum  and  income  therefrom 
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together  with  such  sums  as  may  be  given  by 
others  for  the  same  purposes.  Said  bequest  is 
made  on  the  further  condition  that  said  city,  or 
the  Treasurer  thereof,  shall  keep  accurate  ac- 
counts of  the  amounts  and  names  of  all  parties 
to  whom  payments  are  made  in  the  erection 
and  construction  of  said  building,  which  ac- 
counts shall,  during  the  office  hours  of  said 
Treasurer,  be  open  for  examination  to  the 
public,  and  on  the  further  condition  that  the 
city  shall  publish  annually  at  its  own  expense, 
during  the  process  of  construction,  in  one  of 
the  six  (6)  Boston  newspapers  having  had 
during  the  previous  year  the  largest  circulation 
in  Boston,  the  names  of  ali  persons  to  whom 
said  city  has  paid  any  sum  or  sums  for  the 
erection  or  construction  of  said  building  and 
the  amounts  thereof.  Publication  of  final  ex- 
penditures shall  be  within  one  (1)  year  after 
completion  of  building.  A  part  of  said  accumu- 
lated sum  may  be  used  by  said  city  for  the 
purchase,  grading,  and  making  ready  of  a  lot  of 
land  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  building 
herein  provided  for,  or  such  building  may  be 
erected  on  land  then  owned  or  acquired  by 
the  said  city,  according  to  the  discretion  of  said 
city. 

"Should  the  proposed  building  be  erected 
by  the  City  of  Boston  as  provided  for  under  the 
terms  of  this  trust,  I  direct  that  one  member 
from  each  of  the  following  named  societies,  if 
the  same  be  then  in  existence,  be  placed  upon 
the  board,  committee,  or  other  body  having 
charge  of  the  design  and  construction  of  said 
building;  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  of 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  the  New  England 
Historic-Genealogical  Society  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society,  both  of  Boston 
Massachusetts.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  said 
trust  and  the  completion  of  said  building  in 
manner  above  provided,  my  said  Trustees  or 
their  successors  shall  be  relieved  from  all 
liability  hereunder. 

"I  further  suggest  that  additional  funds  be 
raised  for  the  erection  and  completion  of  this 
building  by  an  appeal  to  the  state  governments 
and  the  citizens  and  people  of  the  six  (6)  New 
England  States  and  to  those  citizens  of  other 
states  who  are  descended  from  New  England 
ancestors,  and  I  suggest  that  this  appeal  be 
made  jointly  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, by  said  City  of  Boston,  by  the  said 
societies  herein  named,  and  by  others  who  may 
be  interested  in  the  purposes  of  this  trust. 

"It  is  my  wish  that  this  Commemorative 
Building  be  built  and  used  for  the  purposes 
outlined  in  an  address  'To  the  Patriotic  People 
of  New  England'  entitled  'A  New  England 
Pantheon,1  which  address  was  published  by  me 
in  the  year  1917,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
this  will. 

"If  after  accepting  said  trust  sum  on  the 
terms  above  mentioned,  the  said  City  of  Boston 
at  any  time  fails  to  comply  with  all  and  singular 
the  conditions  herein  mentioned  and  fails  to 


complete  the  building  provided  for  before 
December  31,  A.D.  2025,  or  before  the  expira- 
tion of  five  (5)  years  after  said  accumulated 
fund  shall  have  amounted  to  one  million 
(1,000,000)  dollars,  then  the  said  Trustees  or 
their  successors  shall  have  and  recover  from  said 
city  all  said  sums  so  paid  said  city  by  my 
Trustees  and  all  accumulated  income  there- 
on .  .  ." 

Item  second  of  the  codicil  modified  the  above- 
quoted  part  of  the  will  as  follows: 

"Second:  I  hereby  alter  and  amend  that 
portion  of  Item  thirteenth,  subdivision  first,  of 
my  said  will,  wherein  I  bequeath  certain  sums 
of  money  to  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
and  to  other  legatees  under  said  subdivision 
first,  and  I  hereby  direct  my  said  Trustees  to 
pay  the  said  bequest  to  the  City  of  Boston  out 
of  the  principal  of  my  trust  estate  instead  of 
out  of  the  income  of  said  estate;  and  in  case  the 
said  City  of  Boston  does  not  accept  the  said 
bequest,  then  in  any  event  said  bequest  or 
bequests  shall  be  taken  and  paid  to  the  legatee 
or  legatees  named  in  said  subdivision  first  from 
the  principal  of  my  said  estate  instead  of  from 
the  income  thereof,  as  provided  in  said  sub- 
division first,  in  which  case  the  Trustees  of  my 
said  will  shall  not  pay  the  income  of  my  trust 
estate  for  the  purposes  provided  in  said  Item 
thirteenth,  subdivision  first;  and  I  direct  that  all 
other  provisions  of  said  subdivision  first  shall 
remain  as  provided  in  said  will." 
The  bequest  thus  given  to  the  City  of  Boston 
was  accepted  pursuant  to  an  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  July  24,  1922,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  July  25,  1922.  The  initial  $5,000 
was  received  in  1924,  and  the  remaining  $45,000 
in  1931. 

When  James  Phinney  Baxter's  son  Percival 
Proctor  Baxter  died  on  June  12,  1969,  he  left  a 
will  dated  September  9,  1966,  which,  as  he  was 
likewise  of  Portland  in  Cumberland  County  in  the 
State  of  Maine,  was  allowed  by  the  same  Probate 
Court  on  July  15,  1969,  Docket  No.  67165. 

Percival  Proctor  Baxter's  will  reads,  in  pertinent 
part,  as  follows: 

"Eighth:  Under  the  trust  agreement  referred 
to  in  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  I  have 
provided  for  a  bequest  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($200,000)  as  follows: 

"City  of  Boston,  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. This  bequest  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  has  been  given  in  trust  to  supple- 
ment a  gift  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  made  to 
the  City  of  Boston  by  my  late  father,  James 
Phinney    Baxter,    toward    the   erection   of  'A 
Suitable  Building  to  Be  Erected  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  Commemorate  the  Lives  and  Deeds 
of  the  Founders  of  New  England.'  " 
The  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company, 
as  the  letter  from  it  transmitted  with  this  message 
indicates,  considers  the  trust  instruments  confiden- 
tial and  declines  to  open  them  to  inspection,  but 
asserts  that  the  relevant  provision  thereof  reads  as 
follows: 
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"2.  To  the  City  of  Boston,  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($200,000)  to  be  held  by  said  City 
of  Boston  as  Trustee  in  trust  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of,  and  for  the 
purposes  expressed  in,  that  portion  of  subpara- 
graph "first"  of  Item  "thirteenth"  of  the  will  of 
my  late  father,  James  Phinney  Baxter,  dated 
October  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  nineteen,  and 
the  codicil  thereto  dated  October  eighth,  nine- 
teen hundred  twenty,  wherein  he  bequeathed  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  to  the 
said  City  of  Boston  in  trust  toward  the  erection 
of  'A  Suitable  Building  to  Be  Erected  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  Commemorate  the  Lives  and 
Deeds  of  the  Founders  of  New  England.' 

"I  make  this  bequest  in  trust  in  order  to  add 
to  and  increase  the  said  trust  created  by  my 
said  father  for  the  above-named  purposes  as 
expressed  in  his  will." 

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  at  an  early  date,  an  order  authorizing  the 
Collector-Treasurer  to  accept  the  $200,000  which 
has  been  tendered  pursuant  to  the  testamentary 
and  trust  provisions  last  quoted. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  James  Phinney  Baxter's 
bequest  is  to  accumulate  until  the  year  A.D.  2020, 
or  until  such  bequest  with  accumulated  interest 
thereon  shall  amount  to  $1,000,000  as  the  city 
shall  determine  at  that  time,  and  then  used 
together  with  such  sums  as  may  be  given  by  others 
for  the  same  purposes.  The  $200,000  currently 
tendered  is  clearly  a  sum  given  by  another  for  the 
same  purposes.  The  order  submitted  herewith 
provides  for  it  to  be  set  up  as  the  Percival  Proctor 
Baxter  Bequest  Fund  so  as  not  to  becloud  the  time 
when  the  James  Phinney  Baxter  bequest  with 
accumulated  interest  thereon  amounts  to 
$1,000,000.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $200,000  tendered  to 
the  City  of  Boston  pursuant  to  the  will  of  Percival 
Proctor  Baxter,  late  of  Portland  in  Cumberland 
County  in  the  state  of  Maine  (who  died  June  12, 
1969  -  Cumberland  County,  Maine,  Probate  No. 
67165),  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company,  Trustee  under  an  indenture  of  trust 
executed  with  said  Percival  Proctor  Baxter,  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  accepted  with  gratitude;  and 
that  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed  to 
receipt  therefor  and  establish  therewith  the  Perci- 
val Proctor  Baxter  Bequest  Fund,  to  be  held  upon 
the  trust  set  forth  in  said  will.

ORDINANCE  INCREASING  MAXIMUM 
CHARGE  FOR  TOWING  VEHICLES  IN- 
TERFERING WITH  PLOWING  OR  RE- 
MOVAL OF  SNOW 

The  following  was  received: 


City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  7,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

As  a  result  of  a  recommendation  by  the  State 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  Legislature  at 
its  last  session,  by  St.  1970,  c.  310,  increased  from 
$12  to  $25  the  maximum  charge  for  towing  away 
motor  vehicles  during  snow  removal  operations. 
Specifically,  St.  1970,  s.  310,  amended  section  6B 
of  chapter  159B  of  the  General  Laws  (the  chapter 
regulating  carriers  of  property  by  motor  vehicle)  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  maximum  charge  that  may  be  made 
by  any  person  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  for  the  towing  away  of  motor  vehicles 
during    snow    removal    operations   when   such 
towing  is  ordered  by  the  police  or  other  public 
authority,  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  such  motor  vehicle,  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  department  (the  State  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities)  after  public  hearing." 
I  believe  it  would  be  for  the  welfare  of  the  city 
if  Boston's  ordinances  were  amended  to  conform. 
Accordingly,  I   submit  herewith,  and  recommend 
that  you  adopt,  an  ordinance  changing  to  $25  the 
$12  limitation  in  Rev.  Ord.  (1961)  c.  21,  s.  37,  as 
amended  by  Ord.  1962,  c.  2.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF 
COUNCILLOR  IANNELLA 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted 
the  following  report: 

1.  That  this  member  recognizes  that,  due  to 
the  high  increase  in  crime  and  to  the  city's  need  to 
improve  its  capacity  to  fight  crime,  the  federal 
government  has  provided  for  the  establishment  of 
innovative  programs  to  develop  new  techniques 
and  new  approaches  to  prevent  crime;  that  in  order 
to  accomplish  this  goal  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration  (OJA)  should  use  these  federal 
funds  to  develop  action  programs  to  reduce  crime 
in  the  streets. 

2.  That  the  OJA  has  established  a  political 
bureaucracy,  which  is  apparent  by  the  fact  that 
this  agency  has  hired  some  forty  employees  whose 
annual  salaries  are  approximately  one-half  million 
dollars. 

3.  That,  rather  than  dissipate  these  federal 
funds  by  increased  salaries,  there  should  be  a 
greater  utilization  of  these  funds  to  develop  more 
effective  action  programs  to  make  out  streets  safe. 

4.  That  the  staff  of  the  OJA  should  be  con- 
siderably reduced,  as  its  accomplishments  to  date 
do  not  justify  the  number  of  current  employees. 

5.  That  the  OJA  should  be  as  equally  account- 
able and  fiscally  responsible  for  the  expenditures 
of  public  funds  as  all  other  city  agencies. 

6.  That  a  greater  utilization  should  be  made  of 
the  professional  experience  and  competence  of 
career  employees  in  the  police  service,  the  courts, 
and   in   the   field   of   correction   to   develop   and 


administer  these  federally  funded  programs;  that  to 
date  too  much  dependence  is  placed  on  sincere  but 
inexperienced  OJA  staff  members  responsible  for 
planning  and  developing  these  programs. 

7.  That  more  emphasis  should  be  placed  on 
equipping  the  police  officer  with  multiband 
walkie-talkies  and  the  latest  equipment  necessary 
to  deal  with  riots  and  civil  disorders;  establishing  a 
mobile  crime  laboratory;  providing  more  police 
motorcycles  for  greater  visibility;  and  establishing 
within  the  Police  Department,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Telephone  Company,  a  dial  911  system  that 
will  afford  instant  response  to  any  crime  situation. 

8.  That  the  future  emphasis  of  OJA  should  be 
to  obtain  increased  federal  funds  to  light  up  our 
streets  as  an  effective  crime  deterrent  measure. 

9.  That  the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Dele- 
gation should  be  requested  to  initiate  legislation  to 
amend  Public  Law  90-351,  the  "Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968,"  to  provide 
for  the  direct  allocation  of  funds  from  the  Federal 
Law  Enforcement  Administration  to  local  govern- 
ment to  avoid  the  unnecessary  state  agency  and  to 
enable  the  police  to  more  readily  request  funds  for 
practical  police  purposes  to  control  and  reduce 
street  crime. 

10.  That  on  March  30,  1970,  the  Council 
issued  a  policy  statement  disapproving  the  system 
of  dual  payroll;  that  this  agency  is  continuing  this 
policy  contrary  to  Council  decision,  and,  therefore, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  dual  payroll  practice  be 
terminated  forthwith. 

11.  That  the  Council  establish  a  permanent 
Committee  on  Crime  Prevention  and  Citizen  Pro- 
tection to  provide  information  and  guidance  to  the 
City  Council  in  all  matters  dealing  with  police,  the 
courts,  jails,  and  house  of  correction,  and  other 
related  programs  such  as  drug  abuse  control, 
juvenile  delinquency,  etc.;  that  this  information 
would  be  most  useful  to  the  Council  in  developing 
a  budget  program  approach  to  this  critical  area.

Dear  Councillor: 

One  of  the  questions  that  has  been  raised  in 
consideration  of  the  order  authorizing  expenditure 
of  federal  funds  by  the  Office  of  Justice  Adminis- 
tration concerns  the  activity  of  the  Office  of 
Justice  Administration  employees. 

In  discussion  of  this  matter  with  other  members 
of  the  city  administration  and  members  of  the 
Council,  a  consensus  was  reached  that  it  would  be 
very  desirable  -  indeed  necessary  -  to  formulate 
for  the  Office  of  Justice  Administration  and  for 
other  departments  and  agencies  a  personnel  pro- 
cedure. This  procedure  would  do  two  things  -  it 
would  codify  the  procedures  by  which  individuals 
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aie  hired,  institutionalizing  such  things  as  a  check 
for  the  Police  Department  for  possible  criminal 
records;  it  would  also  set  up  further  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  employees.  In  the  case  of  the 
Office  of  Justice  Administration,  this  would  in- 
clude the  relevant  sections  of  the  Federal  Hatch 
Act,  as  well  as  applicable  state  laws  and  city 
ordinances.  It  would  also  make  clear  the  em- 
ployees' obligation  to  devote  their  full  time  during 
working  hours  to  city  business,  and  would  set 
down  guidelines  for  activity  to  prevent  any  conflict 
of  interest  between  employees'  private  and  public 
activities. 

The  details  of  such  a  cori"  will,  of  course,  be 
subject  to  a  vote  of  our  Coordinating  Committee, 
which  gives  full  representation  to  the  city  depart- 
ments affected  by  OJA. 

I  will  keep  you  informed  of  our  progress.

Dear  Councillor  Iannella: 

Now  that  the  smoke  has  cleared  and  true  facts 
have  been  brought  out  about  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration,  it  has  been  demonstrated  in  the 
hearings  we  have  had  that  guidelines  suggested  by 
the  Council  should  be  prerequisite  to  our  approval 
of  the  grant.  I  have  suggested  the  following 
guidelines: 

1.  The  first  order  of  business  on  approval  of 
the  grant  may  be  to  replace  the  funds  taken 
from  other  Council  approved  projects,  and  to 
discontinue  the  practice  of  advance  funding. 

2.  The  staff  of  OJA  be  reduced  immediate- 
ly from  thirty-nine  to  twenty. 

3.  The  surcharge  to  cover  the  administrative 
cost  of  Safe  Street  Act  funding  should  not 
exceed  7  percent. 

4.  Any  increase  in  staffing  for  OJA  will 
require  approval  of  the  Council. 

5.  The  City  Council  shall  have  a  semiannual 
review  of  the  operations  of  OJA. 

6.  That  current  OJA  personnel  will  not 
qualify  for  research  work  on  approved  projects; 
but  that  qualified  personnel,  outside  or  in- 
ternal, will  be  selected  by  the  department 
receiving  the  funds. 

Many  of  my  colleagues,  including  myself,  have 
also  indicated  that  they  have  guidelines  they  would 
like  to  have.  It  would  be  an  act  of  futility  to  accept 
the  grant  without  having  prior  approval  of  these 
guidelines  from  the  administration. 

Therefore  I  am  suggesting  that  we  pass  today  a 
series  of  guidelines  to  be  brought  to  the  executive 
branch  and  withhold  all  action  of  this  matter  until 
the  Mayor's  office  determines  in  writing  what 
guidelines  they  will  accept.

Because  the  Council  has  been  so  busy  on  rent 
control  during  the  past  two  days  I  have  had  time  to 
touch  some  bases  in  connection  with  the  six 
specific  suggested  guidelines  contained  in  Coun- 
cillor Timilty's  letter  of  November  30,  1970. 
Although  I  have  not  had  time  to  present  these  to  a 
meeting  of  the  Coordinating  Committee,  I  have 
discussed  them  with  individual  members  of  the 
committee  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration.     The  consensus  is  as  follows: 

1.  "The  first  order  of  business  on  approval  of 
the  grant  may  be  to  replace  the  funds  taken  from 
other  Council-approved  projects  and  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  advance  funding." 

We  can  certainly  agree  that  the  first  order  of 
business  on  approval  of  either  the  $1,233,540 
action  grant  or  the  $60,000  continuation  plan- 
ning grant  will  be  to  replace  any  funds  bor- 
rowed from  other  Safe  Streets  Act  projects 
previously  approved  by  the  Council.  If  the 
situation  ever  arises  again  where  funds  have  to 
be  borrowed  from  other  projects,  the  Director 
of  the  Office  of  Justice  Administration  will 
notify  you  in  writing  one  week  prior  to 
submitting  the  requisition  for  payment. 

2.  "The  staff  for  OJA  shall  be  reduced  immedi- 
ately from  thirty-nine.to  twenty." 

This  suggestion  is  unworkable,  inappro- 
priate, and  contrary  to  the  entire  effort  to  use 
federal  money  to  improve  public  safety  in 
Boston.  If  information  is  ever  presented  to  any 
member  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  or  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Justice  Administration 
to  suggest  that  any  particular  staff  member  of 
the  OJA  is  not  useful  or  performing  desirable 
work,  the  director  would  take  appropriate 
action. 

3.  "The  surcharge  to  cover  the  administrative 
cost  of  Safe  Street  Act  funding  should  not  exceed 
7  percent." 

Although  our  present  budget  calls  for  a  5.8 
percent  administrative  surcharge  in  1970  and  7 
percent  in  1971,  we  feel  that  in  order  for  any 
ceiling  on  the  surcharge  to  be  practicable  it 
should  be  10  percent.  The  10  percent  figure 
appears  to  me  to  be  acceptable  to  the  Coordi- 
nating Committee  and  is  acceptable  to  the  staff. 

4.  "Any  increase  in  staffing  for  OJA  will 
require  approval  of  the  Council." 

This  suggestion  is  unworkable  as  such.  The 
Council  must  remember  that  we  reasonably 
anticipate  receiving  in  the  next  year  millions  of 
Safe  Streets  Act  dollars  in  addition  to  the  funds 
now  before  the  Council.  Each  program  will  be 
presented  to  the  City  Council  for  review  as 
soon  as  the  grant  award  is  received  by  the  city. 
5.  "The  City  Council  shall  have  a  semiannual 
review  of  the  operations  of  OJA." 

We  have  no  objection,  but  feel  that  the  City 
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Council  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  review 
the  operations  of  the  staff  each  time  a  grant 
award  is  presented  to  the  Council. 
6.  "That  current  OJA  personnel  will  not  quali- 
fy for  research  work  on  approved  projects;  but  that 
qualified   personnel,   outside   or   internal,  will  be 
selected  by  the  department  receiving  the  funds." 

This  suggestion  is  hard  to  understand.  As  we 
informed  you  during  the  hearing,  the  state 
requires  the  staff  of  the  committee  to  do  a 
great  deal  of  the  evaluating  of  projects  funded 
by  the  Safe  Streets  Act.  Within  these  limits  we 
will  continue  our  search  for  quality  and  will 
hire  the  best  people  for  the  job,  whether 
outside  or  inside. 

I  reiterate  the  pressing  need  to  act  promptly, 
today  if  possible,  to  accept  these  funds.  We  are  still 
at  the  beginning.  We  can  work  out  sensible 
guidelines  with  the  City  Council  as  we  go,  but  in 
the  meantime,  pending  Council  approval,  we  are 
going  nowhere.

My  reactions  were  put  together  in  some  haste 
because  of  the  time  pressures  we  are  all  under.  As  I 
said  in  the  December  2  letter,  I  have  not  had  time 
to  present  the  guidelines  suggested  by  Councillor 
Timilty  to  a  meeting  of  the  Coordinating  Commit- 
tee. It  may  well  be  that  we  will  be  able  to  go 
further  in  agreeing  to  specific  suggestions  than  my 
letter  of  December  2  indicated.  For  example,  I  am 
firmly  committed  to  working  out  a  better  method 
of  keeping  the  City  Council  informed  on  any 
matters  of  interest  to  the  Council,  such  as  pro- 
posed increases  in  staffing  for  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration  and  Safe  Streets  Act  funding  priori- 
ties for  agencies  in  Boston. 

The  point  is  that  my  response  of  December  2 

was  written  in  haste,  and  time  is  necessary  to  reach 

final  agreements  as  desired  by  members  of  the  City 

Council,  the  Coordinating  Committee,  and  its  staff.

1970,  and  entitled  "Ordi- 
nance Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents  and 
Evictions"  (hereinafter  called  "the  ordinance"),  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  phrase  "in 
accordance  with  subsection  (a)  of  this  section"  in 
the  third  line  thereof.

A  current  review  of  the  appropriation  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  indicates 
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that  there  will   be  a   deficit  of  approximately 
$650,000  under  Personal  Services  in  1970. 

By  agreement  the  increases  granted  nurses  and 
house  officers  in  fiscal  1970  were  not  included  in 
the  original  appropriation,  with  the  stipulation 
that  a  supplementary  appropriation  would  be 
approved  after  final  negotiations. 

The  deficit  under  Gruop  I — Personal  Services 
will  be  offset  in  part  by  savings  in  other  codes. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  your  approval 
of  a  supplemental  appropriation  under  Group  I 
— Personal  Services  in  the  amount  of  8435,000  to 
meet  the  net  deficit  incurred  as  the  result  of 
negotiated  contracts  with  the  nurses  and  house 
officers  in  1970.

Gentlemen : 

This  letter  is  in  response  to  your  order  «f 
November  23,  1970,  requesting  information  rela- 
tive to  assignments  of  rights  under  certain  con- 
tracts relating  to  the  Infill  Housing  Program. 

Enclosed  are  (1)  a  communication  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  in  response  to  the  first 
question  of  said  order,  (2)  a  communication  from 
the  General  Counsel  of  the  BHA  to  the  BHA  Ad- 
ministrator which  the  BHA  Chairman  has  agreed 
to  submit  in  reply  to  the  second  question  of  said 
order,  and  (3)  communications  from  the  BRA 
Director  and  from  the  President  of  DCA  Devel- 
opment Corporation  which  together  serve  as 
replies  to  the  third  question. 

In  response  to  the  fourth  question  of  said  or- 
der, I  make  the  following  reply.  The  assign- 
ments conform  to  my  original  concept  of  the 
Infill  Housing  Program  and  are  not  a  signal  of  a 
change  in  program  objectives  and  modus  operandi. 
The  assignments  to  which  you  refer  reflect  two 
transactions.  The  first  was  the  acquisition  of 
DCA  by  Stylon  Corporation  in  March  of  this 
year,  followed  by  a  change  in  Stylon's  name  to 
DCA  Development  Corporation.  Since  the 
principals  of  DCA  assumed  management  control 
of  DCA  Development  Corporation  as  part  of  the 
transaction,  I  do  not  regard  this  transaction  as 
affecting  the  Infill  Housing  Program. 

The  second  assignment  involved  assignment 
of  contractual  rights  to  limited  partnerships 
(Urban  Housing  Associates  A  and  B)  for  the 
first  two  groups  of  Infill  units.  This  form  of 
operation  was  clearly  contemplated  in  the  orig- 
inal rental  assistance  contracts.  The  limited 
partnership  form  is  a  means  by  which  the  de- 
veloper can  obtain  needed  financing  by  selling 
off  tax  shelters  to  individual  investors  as  limited 
partners.  This  procedure  is  customary  and  is 
not  only  expected,  but  encouraged  by  provi- 
sions of  federal  tax  law.  Since  DCA  Develop- 
ment Corporation  is  the  sole  general  partner  of 
these  limited  partnerships,  it  continues  to  be 
fully  responsible  for  execution  of  the  contracts. 

I  trust  that  this  explanation,  plus  the  enclo- 
sures, proves  that  these  assignments  conform  to 
our  original  intent.

Gentlemen: 

On  November  23,  1970,  your  Honorable  Body 
requested  my  written  opinion  as  to  the  legality 
of  certain  assignments  of  rights  under  rental 
assistance  agreements  between  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  the  major  infill  housing 
developer.  Furthermore,  you  asked  whether  in 
my  opinion  these  assignments  conform  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  your  approval  of  the 
Infill  Housing  Program. 

I  have  examined  the  two  rental  assistance 
agreements,  the  rights  under  which  are  assigned 
or  now  proposed  to  be  assigned  by  the  developer. 
In  my  opinion  the  assignments  are  legal  and 
binding. 

Inasmuch  as  the  two  rental  assistance  agree- 
ments differ  somewhat  in  their  provisions  as  to 
assignment,  I  will  take  them  up  separately. 

1.  Rental  assistance  agreement  dated  Oc- 
tober 30,  1969.  This  is  an  agreement  between 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  Urban 
Housing  Associates  A  ("Urban"),  a  limited 
partnership.  Section  10  thereof  contains  the 
following  language  relative  to  assignments: 

"Section  10.  Assignment.  Urban  shall  not 
assign,  transfer,  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  project  or  any  part  thereof,  directly  or 
indirectly,  except  to  the  mortgagee,  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development, 
or  their  designees,  unless  all  terms  and  con- 
ditions hereof  are  made  binding  upon  any 
transferee,  provided  that  the  foregoing  shall 
in  no  way  limit  or  restrict  the  powers  reserved 
to  the  Federal  Housing  Commissioner  under 
the  regulatory  agreement  with  Urban  or 
otherwise." 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  nothing  in  this 
provision  requiring  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority's approval  for  an  assignment  that  com- 
plies with  the  terms  imposed.  Accordingly, 
when  Urban  Housing  Associates  Z  (the  name 
having  been  changed  from  Urban  Housing  As- 
sociates A)  decided  to  assign  the  contract,  it  did 
not  have  to  seek,  nor  did  it  seek,  the  Housing 
Authority's  approval. 

The  assignment  runs  to  "new"  Urban  Housing 
Associates  A,  a  limited  partnership  in  which 
DCA  Development  Corporation  is  the  general 
partner.  I  have  studied  a  copy  of  the  instrument 
which  assigns  rights  and  duties  under  the  con- 
tract and  I  find  that  the  assignment  conforms  to 
the  requirements  of  section  10  of  the  rental 
assistance  agreement  set  forth  above,  in  that  the 
assignee  expressly  agrees  to  be  bound  by  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  rental  assistance 
agreement. 

2.  Rental  assistance  agreement  dated  June 
18,  1970.  This  agreement  is  between  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  America.  Its  provisions  relating  to 
assignment  are  as  follows: 

"Section  11.  Assignment.  Neither  DCA 
nor  Urban  shall  assign,  transfer,  convey,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  project  or  any  part 
thereof,  directly  or  indirectly,  except  to  the 
mortgagee,  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  or  their  designees,  unless 
all  terms  and  conditions  hereof  are  made  bind- 
ing upon  any  transferee,  provided  that  the 
foregoing  shall  in  no  way  limit  or  restrict  the 
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powers  reserved  to  the  Federal  Housing  Com- 
missioner   under    the    regulatory    agreement 
with  Urban  or  otherwise.    This  provision  shall 
not  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  dwelling  unit  to  a 
tenant  or  other  low-income  family  under  any 
program.    Upon  the  transfer  of  title  of  a  dwell- 
ing   unit   to   a    tenant   or   other    low-income 
family  this  agreement  shall  cease  to  apply  to 
such  unit.    From  time  to  time  DCA  may,  with 
respect  to  any  number  of  units  to  be  assisted, 
assign   its   rights    hereunder   to   any    limited 
partnership  of  which  DCA  is  the  sole  general 
partner  and  which  is  organized  in  substantially 
the  same  manner  as  Urban  Housing  Associates 
A,  owner  of  the  first    group    of   infill    units, 
provided,  however,  that  such  limited  partner- 
ship assumes  by  appropriate  document  all  of 
the  obligations  of  DCA  hereunder." 
As  you  know,   Development  Corporation  of 
America  was   acquired   on    March    2,  1970,  by 
Stylon  Corporation,  which    thereafter   changed 
its   name   to   DCA   Development   Corporation. 
The  assignment  proposed  in  respect  of  the  rental 
assistance  agreement  dated  June  18,  1970,  is  in 
fact  a  twofold  assignment,  to  wit: 

(1)  Development  Corporation  of  America 
assigns  to  its  parent  DCA  Development  Cor- 
poration. 

(2)  DCA  Development  Corporation  assigns 
to  Urban  Housing  Associates  B,  a  limited 
partnership  in  which  DCA  Development  Cor- 
poration is  the  general  partner. 

Because  section  11  of  the  rental  assistance 
agreement  dated  June  18,  1970,  does  not  ex- 
plicitly permit  the  assignment  by  Development 
Corporation  of  America  to  another  corporation 
(as  distinguished  from  a  limited  partnership),  the 
approval  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  was 
secured  before  the  assignment  could  take  effect. 
By  the  following  vote  the  BHA  approved  (on 
November  10,  1970)  the  proposed  assignment 
with  respect  only  to  the  184  units  for  which 
DCA  Development  Corporation  represented 
financing  to  be  committed: 

"Voted:  1.  The  assignment  by  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  America  of  all  its  right, 
title,  and  interest  in  and  to  a  certain  rental 
assistance  agreement  dated  June  18,  1970,  by 
and  between  Development  Corporation  of 
America  and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
insofar  as  it  relates  to  184  dwelling  units  for 
which  FHA  has  issued  a  mortgage  insurance 
commitment  on  August  28,  1970,  Project 
023-35049,  Boston  Infill  Group  II,  to  DCA 
Development  Corporation  is  hereby  approved. 
"2.  DCA  Development  Corporation  may 
be  substituted  for  Development  Corporation 
of  America  as  the  general  partner  of  Urban 
Housing  Associates  B. 

"3.  The  assignment  by  DCA  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  all  of  its  right,  title,  and 
interest  in  the  assistance  agreement  dated 
June  18,  1970,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  184 
dwelling  units  for  which  FHA  has  issued  a 
mortgage  insurance  commitment  on  August 
28,  1970,  Project  023-35049,  Boston  Infill 
Group  II,  to  Urban  Housing  Associates  B  is 
hereby  approved. 

"4.  The  proposed  agreement  relative  to  all 
of  the  foregoing  is  hereby  approved  subject  to 
the  approval  of  Housing  Assistance  Adminis- 
tration and  to  such  amendments  as  that 
agency  may  require." 


You  will  note  that  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority's vote  is  conditional  upon  approval  of 
the  assignment  by  the  Housing  Assistance  Ad- 
ministration of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development.  This  ap- 
proval has  not  yet  been  forthcoming.  The 
proposed  assignment,  therefore,  has  not  been 
executed.  I  have,  however,  studied  a  copy  of 
the  proposed  instrument,  and  in  my  opinion  it 
will,  if  executed,  effectuate  a  legal  and  binding 
assignment. 

In  the  second  part  of  your  question,  you  ask 
my  opinion  if  the  approved  assignments  conform 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  your  approval  of 
the  Infill  Housing  Program.  I  find  nothing  in 
either  the  "Memorandum  of  Understanding 
Relative  to  the  Infill  Housing  Program"  nor  in 
the  cooperation  agreement  between  the  City 
and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  dated  March 
28,  1969,  that  would  appear  to  forbid  these 
assignments.

023-35049,  Boston  Infill  Group  II  to  Urban 
Housing  Associates  B  is  hereby  approved; 

4.  The  proposed  agreement  relative  to  all  of 
the  foregoing  is  hereby  approved  subject  to  the 
approval  of  Housing  Assistance  Administration 
and  to  such  amendments  as  that  agency  may 
require.

The  above  is  a  program  which  has  been  de- 
veloped under  the  long-term  leasing  provisions 
of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended,  whereby  the  Housing  Authority  pro- 
vides assistance  to  occupants  of  the  units  for 
periods  not  to  exceed  forty  years,  in  accordance 
with  an  annual  contributions  contract  between 
the  Authority  and  Housing  Assistance  Admin- 
istration. 

Development  Corporation  of  America  agreed 
to  build  1,000  units  under  the  program  and  was 
awarded  two  contracts,  one  for  208  units  dated 
October  30,  1969,  and  one  for  792  units  dated 
June  18,  1970. 
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The  latter  agreement  provided  a  schedule  of 
construction,  starting  as  follows: 

Not  less  than  180,  June  29,  1970;  not  less 
than  250,  October  12,  1970;  not  less  than  362, 
March  8,  1971. 

There  is  no  specific  date  for  start  of  the  first 
208  units.  My  memorandum  to  the  Authority 
of  October  27,  1969,  stated,  "I  have  been  in- 
formed by  the  developer  that  immediately  upon 
execution  of  the  agreement  they  will  receive 
their  final  commitment  from  FHA  for  the  long- 
term  financing."  It  was  expected  by  all  that 
construction  would  start  almost  immediately. 
No  construction  has  started  under  either  agree- 
ment as  yet. 

Development  Corporation  of  America,  a 
Massachusetts  corporation,  was  regarded  basi- 
cally as  the  developer  of  the  1,000  units  of  infill 
housing.  The  first  208  units  were  to  be  assisted 
under  a  contract  with  Urban  Housing  Associates, 
which  was  a  limited  partnership  organized  by 
Development  Corporation  of  America.  Devel- 
opment Corporation  of  America  is  the  only 
general  partner,  and  all  others  are  limited  both 
as  to  investment  and  liability.  It  was  a  creation 
to  bring  in  investors.  It  is  intended  to  create 
other  partnerships  for  each  group  of  units  in  the 
second  agreement. 

In  the  period  since  the  execution  of  the  As- 
sistance Agreements,  Development  Corporation 
of  America  became  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of 
Sty  Ion  Corporation,  which  is  a  corporation  pub- 
licly owned  and  its  shares  traded  on  the  Amer- 
ican Exchange.  Stylon  then  changed  its  name 
to  DCA  Development  Corporation,  a  Delaware 
Corporation.  The  officers  of  DCA  Development 
Corporation,  I  am  informed,  are  the  same  as 
Development  Corporation  of  America  but  they 
have  only  managing  control,  i.e.,  they  do  not 
control  a  majority  of  the  stock.  DCA  De- 
velopment Corporation  is  presently  listed  on  the 
American  Exchange  and  traded  thereon. 

What  the  consideration  for  the  foregoing  was 
I,  of  course,  do  not  know,  but  there  is  no  question 
that  one  of  the  principal  assets  disposed  of  was 
the  assistance  agreements  entered  into  with  the 
Authority  which  will  carry  the  1,000  units  after 
construction. 

The  situation  now  presented  is  that  DCA  De- 
velopment Corporation  has  arranged  its  financing 
on  the  first  agreement  and  partially  on  the 
second.  For  some  reason,  which  has  not  been 
fully  disclosed  to  me,  the  original  Urban  Housing 
Associates  A  has  been  supplanted  by  a  new 
Urban  Housing  Associates  A  and  a  transfer  of 
assets  made  through  a  conduit,  Urban  Housing 
Associates  Z,  so  that  the  208  units  are  now  to  be 
developed  by  the  second  Urban  Housing  Associ- 
ates A.  This  partnership  is  essentially  the  same 
as  the  first  except  that  the  general  partner  now 
is  DCA  Development  Corporation  (formerly 
Stylon  Corporation).  The  assistance  agreement 
of  October  30,  1969,  has  been  assigned  to  the 
new  Urban  Housing  Associates  A.  The  closing 
for  this  financing  is  scheduled  for  November  9, 
1970.  A  letter  of  DCA  Development  Corpora- 
tion sets  up  a  construction  schedule  to  start 
concurrently  with  the  financing. 

The  problem  comes  with  the  second  agreement 
for  the  792  units,  which  I  am  informed  are  to  be 
split  up  into  four  groups  (Urban  Housing  Asso- 
ciates (B-C-D-E). 


The  Authority  is  presently  asked  to  approve 
an  assignment  to  DCA  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  all  of  the  interest  of  Development  Cor- 
poration of  America  in  the  Assistance  Agreement 
with  respect  to  184  units  (group  II)  and  a  further 
assignment  from  DCA  Development  Corpora- 
tion. It  will  be  asked  to  approve  similar  assign- 
ments for  further  groups  of  units. 

The  effect  of  the  assignments  will  be  to  set  up 
each  group  as  a  unit  independent  of  the  others, 
and  any  default  by  another  group  will  not  affect 
the  operation  of  the  others. 

While  it  was  contemplated  that  assignments 
were  to  be  made  by  Development  Corporation  of 
America  to  other  partnerships  of  various  groups, 
I  do  not  believe  that  it  was  contemplated  that  the 
basic  responsibility  for  completion  of  the  1,000 
units  could  be  assigned,  i.e.,  that  one  of  the 
assignees  could  be  allowed  to  default  completely 
upon  its  share  of  the  792  units. 

The  assistance  agreement  contemplated  as- 
signments to  a  group  of  which  Development 
Corporation  of  America  would  be  the  general 
partner.  Development  Corporation  of  America 
is  not  the  general  partner  now  contemplated,  but 
a  new  corporation,  DCA  Development  Corpora- 
tion (formerly  Stylon),  is  substituted. 

The  Authority's  approval  of  DCA  Develop- 
ment Corporation  as  a  substitute  for  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  America  as  a  general 
partner  is  required. 

I  am  concerned  about  the  application  of  the 
annual  contributions  contract  to  the  split  up 
assistance  agreement.  The  annual  contributions 
contract  provides  for  only  forty  annual  contri- 
butions. The  construction  schedule  is  such  that 
certain  groups  will  be  completed  prior  to  others, 
and  upon  completion  it  is  supposed  that  annual 
contributions  will  commence.  The  delayed 
completion  dates  might  extend  the  contributions 
period  to  over  forty  years. 

I  would  recommend  that  provisions  be  made 
in  the  proposed  agreement  for  the  splitting  of 
the  assistance  agreement  to  cover  each  group 
separately  for  forty  annual  contributions.  This 
will  require  Housing  Assistance  Administration 
approval,  as  does  any  alteration  of  the  assistance 
agreement.  The  language  presently  in  the 
agreement  proposed  may  well  be  inadequate. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  a  definite 
construction  schedule  be  set  up  in  any  amend- 
ment to  the  assistance  agreement  for  all  of  the 
792  units  and  a  total  responsibility  be  established 
for  this  completion. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  provision  be  in- 
serted for  the  sale  of  tenants  of  the  first  fifty 
units  to  be  accelerated  in  the  event  that  there  is 
a  default  by  any  one  of  the  group  partnerships. 

Although  there  has  been  delay  in  the  pro- 
visions of  the  infill  housing,  the  program  proposed 
still  seems  to  be  the  only  feasible  method  whereby 
the  units  can  be  made  available  to  house  low- 
income  tenants.  The  method  proposes  substi- 
tution of  parties,  but  the  consent  thereto  by  the 
Authority  and  approval  by  Housing  Assistance 
Administration  are  only  the  means  to  accom- 
plish the  basic  purpose.  There  is  no  legal  ob- 
jection to  be  made  if  the  Authority  decides  to 
accept  the  proposal.

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  City  Council 
order  submitted  by  Councillor  Atkins  relating  to 
the  Boston  Infill  Program.  The  Council  order 
questions  the  assignment  of  the  rights  and  obli- 
gations of  Development  Corporation  of  America 
pursuant  to  a  rental  assistance  agreement  ex- 
ecuted by  DCA  and  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority, to  individual  Urban  Housing  Partner- 
ships organized  by  DCA. 

In  accordance  with  the  understandings  set 
forth  in  a  "cooperation  agreement"  executed  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  BRA,  and  DCA  on 
August  25,  1969,  subsequent  to  approval  of  the 
Infill  Housing  Program  by  the  City  Council, 
DCA  requested  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
to  provide  subsidy  payments  to  low-income  fam- 
ilies eligible  for  occupancy  in  the  proposed  infill 
housing.  The  BRA,  with  HUD  approval,  en- 
tered into  two  rental  assistance  agreements,  the 
first  providing  for  subsidy  payments  for  the  first 
section  of  208  DCA  infill  housing  units,  and  the 
second  for  subsidy  payments  for  the  remaining 
792  units  of  the  proposed  1,000-unit  DCA  total. 

Infill  Housing  Section  I 

The  first  rental  assistance  agreement  was  en- 
tered into  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
Urban  Housing  Associates  A,  a  limited  partner- 
ship organized  on  May  20,  1968,  of  whom  the 
general  partners  were  Gerald  L.  Diamond,  Alvan 
R.  Corkin,  and  myself,  principal  stockholders 
and  officers  of  Development  Corporation  of 
America.  We  became  the  general  partners  indi- 
vidually because,  at  that  time,  corporations 
were  not  authorized  to  serve  as  general  partners 
in  a  limited  partnership  under  Massachusetts 
law.  When  the  Infill  model  house  on  East 
Springfield  Street  was  built,  this  limited  partner- 
ship purchased  the  land  and  became  the  owner 
of  the  land  and  building. 

In  March,  1970,  subsequent  to  becoming 
owner  of  the  East  Springfield  Street  property, 
we  changed  the  name  of  this  partnership  from 
Urban  Housing  Associates  A  to  Urban  Housing 
Associates  Z,  in  order  to  eliminate  concerns  of 
the  mortgagee  and  FHA  with  respect  to  the 


security  of  the  Section  I  mortgage  loan  arising 
from  the  ownership  of  other  property.  We  ini- 
tiated this  change  of  name  with  the  intention  of 
creating  a  new  limited  partnership  to  be  called 
Urban  Housing  Associates  A,  which  would  be- 
come the  owner-mortgagor  of  the  208  dwelling 
units  covered  by  the  first  rental  assistance  agree- 
ment. Subsequently,  on  September  30,  1970, 
we  followed  through  on  this  intention  and  formed 
a  new  limited  partnership  called  Urban  Housing 
Associates  A  in  which  DCA  Development  Cor- 
poration became  the  sole  general  partner  under 
Massachusetts  law,  as  amended. 

Since  the  original  partnership  which  entered 
into  the  assistance  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  now  called  Urban  Housing 
Associates  Z,  had  to  transfer  all  of  its  interest 
in  the  Assistance  Agreement  to  the  new  partner- 
ship called  Urban  Housing  Associates  A,  we 
drafted  an  assignment  and  discussed  the  facts 
with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  Section  10 
of  the  assistance  agreement,  a  copy  of  which  is 
enclosed,  authorizes  the  assignment  of  all  or 
part  of  the  original  Urban  A's  interest,  provided 
all  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  agreement 
are  made  binding  upon  the  transferee.  There  is 
no  provision  in  the  assistance  agreement  for  ap- 
proval of  such  an  assignment  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority.  Accordingly,  we  executed 
the  assignment  in  which  new  Urban  Housing 
Associates  A,  as  transferee,  assumed  all  the 
rights  and  obligations  under  the  assistance 
agreement. 

The  effect  of  the  Assignment  is  to  accomplish 
the  obvious  intention  of  the  Infill  Program,  as 
reflected  in  the  memorandum  of  understanding, 
the  cooperation  agreement  and  the  rental  assist- 
ance agreement.  The  first  group  will  now  be 
developed  by  a  limited  partnership,  as  had  been 
the  clear  intention  of  DCA  from  the  beginning. 
The  general  partner  will  be  DCA  Development 
Corporation,  a  publicly  held  corporation,  of 
which  Alvan  R.  Corkin,  Gerald  L.  Diamond, 
and  I  are  officers,  directors,  and  major  stock- 
holders. 

From  my  initial  discussions  of  this  Program 
with  Mayor  White  and  the  BRA  and  throughout 
all  subsequent  negotiations  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  the  various  federal  agen- 
cies, it  was  always  clearly  understood  by  all 
concerned  that  our  portion  of  the  Infill  Program 
would  be  developed  by  DCA  under  my  super- 
vision but  that  the  housing  would  be  financed 
under  a  series  of  separate  mortgages  each  cover- 
ing approximately  200  units  with  the  owner- 
mortgagor  being  a  limited  partnership  in  which 
DCA  or  the  DCA  management  would  be  the 
general  partner. 

The  assignment,  for  which  specific  authoriza- 
tion was  provided  in  the  assistance  agreement, 
was  made  only  because  we  discovered  that  the 
infill  model  house  could  not  be  included  within 
the  first  mortgage  package  after  it  was  in  the 
name  of  the  original  Urban  Housing  Associates 
A.  Our  company  continues  to  be  responsible 
for  the  development  of  the  208  dwelling  units 
covered  by  the  Assistance  Agreement  as  origi- 
nally contemplated,  and  the  entire  transfer  has 
been  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions which  were  inserted  specifically  to  cover 
such  an  eventuality. 
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Infill  Housing  Section  II 

The  City  Council  order  requests  that  repre- 
sentatives of  Urban  Housing  Associates  "B," 
"C,"  and  "D"  be  present  at  the  forthcoming 
Council  hearing.  With  the  exception  of  Urban 
Housing  Associates  B,  these  limited  partner- 
ships have  not  yet  been  created,  but  are  referred 
to  in  the  second  rental  assistance  agreement, 
dated  June  18,  1970,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed. 
That  contract  was  entered  into  between  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  and  Development 
Corporation  of  America  (DCA).  In  accordance 
with  the  understanding  which  I  described  above, 
that  a  series  of  limited  partnerships  would  be 
formed  as  sites  for  each  group  of  approximately 
200  units  were  identified,  specific  provision  was 
made  in  the  assistance  agreement  for  the  assign- 
ment by  DCA  of  its  right  under  the  assistance 
agreement  to  a  series  of  proposed  limited  partner- 
ships identified  as  Urban  Housing  Associates 
"B,"  "C,"  "D,"  and  "E,"  of  which  DCA  was 
to  be  the  sole  general  partner.  Each  such  part- 
nership would  become  the  owner-mortgagor  of  a 
portion  of  the  units  covered  under  the  agreement. 

As  you  know,  on  March  2,  1970,  Development 
Corporation  of  America  was  acquired  by  Stylon 
Corporation,  and  I  was  elected  president  of 
Stylon  Corporation.  Gerald  L.  Diamond  be- 
came executive  vice-president  of  Stylon  Corpora- 
tion, and  both  he,  I,  and  Alvan  R.  Corkin  are 
directors. 

On  May  21,  1970,  the  name  of  Stylon  Cor- 
poration was  changed  to  DCA  Development 
Corporation  to  reflect  the  redirection  of  the 
company's  major  activities  into  the  housing 
development  field. 

Since  we  are  now  a  publicly  held  company 
it  became  essential  that  the  parent,  DCA  De- 
velopment Corporation,  serve  as  the  general 
partner  in  these  partnerships.  The  rental 
assistance  agreement  refers  only  to  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  America,  the  now  merged 
subsidiary.  We  have  prepared  a  proposed 
agreement,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  which, 
among  other  things,  assigns  all  of  the  interest 
of  DCA  in  the  rental  assistance  agreement  to 
DCA  Development  Corporation.  This  agree- 
ment also  provides  that  DCA  assigns  all  of  its 
interest  in  the  rental  assistance  agreement  (as 
already  provided  for  in  said  agreement)  with 
respect  to  the  184  dwelling  units  which  comprise 
Group  II  to  Urban  Housing  Associates  B,  a 
limited  partnership  in  which  DCA  Develop- 
ment Corporation  is  the  sole  general  partner. 

The  agreement  further  provides  that  Urban 
Housing  Associates  B  will  assume  all  of  the  rights 
and  obligations  of  DCA  under  the  second  rental 
assistance  agreement.  This  agreement  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
but  has  not  yet  been  executed. 

The  reference  to  so  many  proposed  or  existing 
limited  partnerships  with  similar  names,  com- 
pounded by  the  acquisition  of  DCA  by  Stylon, 
and  Stylon's  subsequent  name  change,  admit- 
tedly creates  a  superficially  confusing  situation. 
When  it  is  understood,  however,  that  the  persons 
whom  the  Mayor  and  all  local  and  federal 
agencies  have  regarded  as  responsible  for  the 
development  of  the  Infill  Housing  Program 
(i.e.,  myself,  and  other  key  officers  in  DCA 
management)  remain  the  same,  it  can  be  readily 
seen  that  there  has  been  no  substantive  change 


in  the  Infill  Program  as  it  was  proposed  by  the 
Mayor  and  accepted  by  the  City  Council.

ALTERNATE  TRAFFIC  ROUTE  BY 
SUMNER  STREET,  EAST  BOSTON, 
ELDERLY   HOUSING  PROJECT 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen : 

This  constitutes  an  interim  report  of  progress 
on  an  alternate  traffic  route  by  the  Sumner 
Street,  East  Boston,  elderly  housing  project  as 
requested  by  a  resolution  introduced  by  Coun- 
cillor Langone  and  adopted  in  City  Council  on 
September  28,  1970. 

A  traffic  and  transportation  study  of  this  area 
was  made  by  Mr.  Rick  Kuner  of  the  Transpor- 
tation Studies  Department  of  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority.  He  makes  proposals  for 
both  the  short-term  and  long-term  uses  in  the 
Maverick  Square  area,  and  his  report  and  maps 
are  incorporated. 

The  possibility  of  widening  Bremen  Street 
and  extending  it  to  the  dock  area  was  investi- 
gated by  the  Law  Department.  Any  such  plan 
depends  on  the  amount  of  land  that  can  be  ac- 
quired by  the  city  from  the  Penn  Central  Trans- 
portation Company.  Their  local  counsel  is 
investigating  that  aspect  and  will  report  his 
findings  to  the  Law  Department.  An  on-the 
site  inspection  indicated  that  the  spur  tracks 
adjacent  to  the  housing  project  site  run  into 
Pier  1  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  and 
are  considered  a  part  of  the  water-land  trans- 
portation system  (see  pictures).  The  available 
width  of  land  along  the  right  of  way  without 
acquisition  or  relocation  of  the  tracks  appears 
to  be  less  than  thirty  feet.  The  Law  Depart- 
ment is  awaiting  a  reply  from  the  railroad's 
legal  counsel  as  to  the  possibility  of  track  relo- 
cation or  land  acquisition  and  will  pursue  nego- 
tiations when  those  facts  are  known.

Sumner  Street,  East  Boston,  Urban  Renewal 
Project — Alternate  Traffic  Circulation  Schemes 
Prepared  by  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
Transportation  Studies  Department,  No- 
vember 27,  1970. 
Background 

The  BRA  has  proposed  an  urban  renewal  proj- 
ect on  a  9.6-acre  site  immediately  south  of 
Maverick  Square.  The  proposed  reuse  is  280 
units  of  public  housing  for  the  elderly  and  twenty 
units  of  family  public  housing.  Within  the 
project  area  it  is  proposed  to  discontinue  and 
abandon  Lewis  Street  and  Webster  Street  [in- 
cluding the  railroad  tracks],  to  extend  Bremen 
Street  as  a  60-foot  right-of-way  from  Sumner 
Street  to  Marginal  Street,  and  to  upgrade  Mar- 
ginal Street  to  a  60-foot  right-of-way  from 
Lewis  Street  to  Bremen  Street  Extension.    Lewis 
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Street  will  be  left  open  for  pedestrians  and  emer- 
gency vehicles  only.  The  MBTA's  East  Boston 
Line  [Blue  Line]  runs  under  Lewis  Street.  These 
proposed  changes  are  indicated  on  Map  1  which 
is  attached. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  in  response  to 
a  City  Council  resolution  introduced  by  Coun- 
cillor Langone  and  adopted  on  September  28, 
1970,  calling  upon  all  city  agencies  involved  in 
this  matter  to  look  at  an  alternate  traffic  route 
to  the  dock  area. 
Alternate  Traffic  Boutes 

The  question  of  whether  the  Third  Harbor 
Crossing  will  be  constructed,  and,  if  it  is,  what 
specific  alignment  it  will  take,  has  not  been  re- 
solved. In  addition,  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  has  proposed  a  seaport-oriented  de- 
velopment adjacent  to  Marginal  Street,  but  has 
not  submitted  detailed  plans  or  estimates  of 
daily  truck  traffic  to  this  department.  All  of 
this  suggests  that  any  major  street  work  be  done 
in  conjunction  with  the  Third  Harbor  Crossing  if 
it  is  built  or  after  the  decision  has  been  reached 
not  to  build  it.  In  the  meantime,  there  are  two 
alternate,  inexpensive,  traffic  schemes  that  could 
be  implemented  if  necessary. 

1.  Bremen-Orleans  one-way  pair  [from  Por- 
ter Street  to  Sumner  Street].  This  alternate, 
shown  on  Map  2,  sets  Bremen  Street  one  way 
southbound  and  Orleans  Street  one  way  north- 
bound from  Porter  Street  to  Sumner  Street.

Becommendation 

At  present  Lewis  Street  is  open  and  provides 
satisfactory  access  to  the  1800  Club  and  the 
dock  area.  At  such  time  in  the  future  as  devel- 
opment plans  are  ready  for  construction  either 
traffic  alternate  can  be  put  into  effect  quickly 
and  inexpensively.  In  order  to  make  the  neces- 
sary street  closings  and  extensions,  action  by  the 
Public  Improvements  Commission  will  be  re- 
quired. 

The  two  alternates  that  are  suggested  do  not 
preclude  either  the  construction  of  a  Third  Har- 
bor Crossing  or  the  widening  of  Bremen  Street 
at  some  future  date,  nor  do  they  preclude  the 
operation  of  seaport  activities  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Port  Authority.

Whereas,  The  constant  threat  of  crime  and 
violence  has  invaded  the  lives  of  the  taxicab 
driver  and  his  family,  and  the  terrifying  reality 
of  misguided  criminal  perversion  has  made  the 
lot  of  the  hard  working,  conscientious  taxicab 
driver  a  horrifying  nightmare;  and 

Whereas,  Desperate  circumstances  require  up- 
standing citizens  to  propose  drastic  measures  in 
a  sincere  effort  to  protect  themselves  from 
bodily  injury  and  far  too  often  death;  and

Whereas,  The  criminal  element  in  our  society 
would  wrench  safety  and  security  from  us  and 
would  establish  terrorist  fear  in  its  stead,  those 
who  would  impose  their  deadly  will  on  the  good 
law-abiding  citizen  must,  instead,  be  given  their 
just  due  —  the  full  impact  of  the  will  of  the 
people;  and 

Whereas,  This  resounding  declaration  of  in- 
tention has  been  sounded  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Hold-up  Committee  of  the  Boston  Taxicab 
Drivers'  Association;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  incumbent  upon  us  as  legislators 
to  establish  a  significant  and  meaningful  pro- 
gram of  immediate  remedial  action — "A  Decla- 
ration of  Protection  for  the  Taxicab  Driver  in 
the  City  of  Boston";  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  public  hearing  be  conducted 
at  once  by  the  full  membership  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  in  order  that  all  concerned  persons 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  this  serious 
condition  in  an  open  and  forthright  manner.

Whereas,  The  residents  within  the  city's  hous- 
ing projects  as  well  as  the  citizens  throughout  the 
city  are  demonstrating  an  increasing  concern  re- 
garding present  lighting  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  The  crime  rate  within  many  of  the 
city's  housing  projects  is  increasing  more  rapidly 
than  in  other  areas  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  estimated  by  experts  in 
the  field  that  an  increased  expenditure  of  $1  mil- 
lion for  street  lighting  will  increase  Boston's  lit 
areas  by  150  percent;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  said  order  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  public  hearing  as 
soon  as  possible  to  expedite  the  installation  of 
the  requested  improved  street  lighting  facilities.

POLICY   RE   PRODUCTS   OF   BLAUER 
MANUFACTURING   COMPANY 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  all  the  Council- 
lors, offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Blauer  Manufacturing  Company, 
Inc.,  131  Beverly  Street,  Boston,  a  clothing  firm 
manufacturing  police,  firemen,  and  other  uni- 
form rainwear,  has  been  under  contract  with  the 
International  Ladies'  Garment  Workers'  Union, 
Local  24,  for  more  than  twenty  years;  and 

Whereas,  Blauer  has  refused  to  sign  a  new  con- 
tract but  instead  has  transferred  its  productive 
facilities  to  other  states  where  it  is  operating  on  a 
nonunion  basis,  has  abolished  the  jobs  of  its  local 
manufacturing  employees,  and  has  been  on 
strike  for  the  last  thirteen  weeks;  therefore  be  it 

Besolved,  That  (a)  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
various  departments  shall  not  purchase  any 
products  manufactured  by  Blauer  until  Blauer 
reopens  its  Boston  shop  and  reemploys  its  former 
employees;  and  (b)  city  employees  who  have  a 
clothing  allowance  are  hereby  urged  not  to  pur- 
chase clothing  made  by  Blauer. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The  rules  were  suspended.

INSTALLATION   OF   CENTRAL   MAIL

Whereas,  Tenants  in  the  various  housing 
projects  under  the  control  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  are  experiencing  difficulty  in  receiving 
checks  due  to  theft;  and

tenant  being  furnished  a  key  to  his  own  in- 
dividual mail  box,  which  would  greatly  curtail 
or  eliminate  this  type  of  thievery  which  is  sorely 
plaguing  the  people  who  reside  in  the  various 
housing  projects  throughout  the  city.

have  been  paid  or  security  for  the  payment 
thereof  has  been  deposited."

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CER- 
TAIN RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND  EVIC- 
TIONS 

The  following  was  received: 

=  City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  21,  1970. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I    return   herewith   without  my  signature  and 
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disapproved  "An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain 
Residential  Rents  and  Evictions,"  approved  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  December  4,  1970. 

My  objections  thereto  are  that  (1)  there  is  no 
provision  for  establishment  of  maximum  rents  on  a 
city-wide  basis  by  the  Rent  Board  within  a 
specified  period  after  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance;  (2)  there  is  no  requirement  that  land- 
lords obtain  Board  approval  prior  to  increasing 
such  rents;  (3)  there  is  no  authorization  given  to 
the  Board  to  adjust  maximum  rents  by  regulation 
applicable  to  a  class  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions; (4)  there  is  no  requirement  that  information 
concerning  all  covered  housing  accommodations  be 
registered  with  the  Board  within  a  specified  period 
after  the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance;  (5)  there 
is  no  definition  of  "maximum  rent";  (6)  there  are 
inaccurate  section  references  in  sections  2  (d),  3, 
and  7;  (7)  no  jurisdiction  is  conferred  upon  the 
Board  to  make  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rents  upon  petition  of  a  landlord  or  other- 
wise; (8)  the  distinction  between  "existing  ten- 
ancy" and  "vacancy"  for  purposes  of  the  notice 
requirements  of  section  4(a)  is  unclear;  and  (9)  the 
use  of  the  term  "fair  return  on  the  property"  in 
section  3(a)  is  ambiguous. 

In  order  to  understand  my  reasons  for  taking 
this  action,  I  believe  it  useful  to  review  my 
objections  to  the  present  tenant-initiated  complaint 
system  of  rent  control  embodied  in  chapter  10  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1969.  In  June  of  this  year,  after 
six  months'  experience  under  chapter  10,  it  became 
clear  to  me  that  additional  controls  were  needed. 
In  particular  I  observed  the  following  major  defects 
in  the  present  system:  (1)  Tenants,  whether 
through  ignorance  or  fear,  often  failed  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  rights  given  to  them  by  the 
ordinance  to  object  to  rent  increases;  (2)  the 
requirement  that  rents  be  regulated  on  a  case- 
by-case  basis  made  it  impossible  for  the  Board  to 
provide  relief  to  more  than  a  tiny  fraction  of 
deserving  tenants,  and  the  Board  was  having  no 
success  whatever  in  holding  down  general  rental 
levels  throughout  the  city;  (3)  landlords  generally 
failed  to  comply  with  registration  requirements; 
(4)  without  eviction  controls  landlords  could  de- 
feat the  ordinance  by  the  threat  of  eviction  or  by 
evicting  "troublesome"  tenants;  (5)  penalties 
were  too  low  to  deter  violations. 

Following  enactment  of  a  Home  Rule  petition 
giving    the    city    necessary    additional    powers,    I 
submitted    to    your    Honorable   Body   a   compre- 
hensive rent  control  ordinance  on  October  5,  1970. 
This   ordinance    contained  the  following  features 
designed   to   meet  the   five  defects  listed  above: 
(1)   provision  for  the  establishment  of  maximum 
rents  on  a  city -wide  basis,  with  a  requirement  that 
landlords  obtain  Board  approval  prior  tojncreasing 
such    rents;   (2)   authorization   for   adjustment  of 
maximum  rents  by  general  regulation  applicable  to 
a  class  of  housing  accommodations;  (3)  expanded 
and     strengthened     registration     requirements; 
(4)   eviction  controls;  and  (5)  strengthened  pen- 
alties. 

During  its  deliberations  the  City  Council  dras- 
tically amended  my  original  submission  and,  in  the 


process,  cut  the  heart  out  of  it.  The  final  version 
contains  a  number  of  technical  defects  which 
would  have  to  be  corrected  before  the  ordinance 
could  be  properly  administered  even  in  its  present 
form.  These  include  many  inaccurate  references 
and  vague  or  misleading  provisions.  My  principal 
objections,  however,  concern  the  major  substantive 
changes  made  in  the  ordinance.  Of  the  five  central 
elements  contained  in  my  original  submission, 
listed  above,  only  the  last  two  survived.  Provisions 
dealing  with  the  establishment  of  maximum  rents 
on  a  city-wide  basis  with  requirement  of  Board 
approval  for  subsequent  increases,  adjustment  of 
rents  by  regulation,  and  expanded  registration  were 
either  deleted  or  drastically  weakened.  The  effect 
of  these  changes  is  to  preserve  the  present  horse- 
and-buggy  system  of  case-by-case  rent  review, 
which  experience  has  proved  ineffective  as  a  means 
of  controlling  rental  levels  generally  and  uniformly 
throughout  the  city.  While  I  expect  some  amend- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  normal  course,  I  cannot 
accept  the  complete  elimination  of  these  indispen- 
sable items.  I  have  no  choice,  therefore,  but  to 
disapprove  the  ordinance. 

But  I  will  not  stop  there.  The  need  for 
comprehensive  rent  controls  persists,  and  I  intend 
to  exhaust  all  avenues  to  achieve  it.  I  have 
considered  resubmitting  my  earlier  ordinance.  But 
it  was  so  emasculated  in  the  legislative  process  that 
I  have  chosen,  instead,  to  submit  an  order  accept- 
ing the  state  rent  control  law.  This  law,  with 
limited  exceptions,  must  either  be  accepted  or 
rejected  in  its  entirety.  It  is,  I  believe  a  sound  and 
well-constructed  rent  control  system  which  in- 
cludes all  of  the  ingredients  that  I  regard  as 
essential  to  alleviating  the  housing  crisis  facing  this 
community.  I  therefore  urge  you  to  take  prompt 
favorable  action  on  it.

ENABLING  CERTAIN  CITIES  AND 
TOWNS  TO  CONTROL  RENTS  AND 
EVICTIONS,  ORDINANCE  REPEALING 
AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CER- 
TAIN RESIDENTIAL  RENTS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  accepting  chapter 
842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  "An  Act  Enabling  Certain 
Cities  and  Towns  to  Control  Rents  and  Evictions," 
accompanied  by  an  ordinance  repealing  chapter  10 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  "An  Ordinance  Regu- 
lating Certain  Residential  Rents." 

Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  authorizes  the 
city,  upon  acceptance  thereof,  to  establish  a 
comprehensive  system  of  rent  and  eviction  con- 
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trols.  I  believe  such  a  comprehensive  system  to  be 
essential  to  protect  tenants  against  rapidly  rising 
rents  and  unjustified  evictions.  The  proposed  order 
provides  that  said  chapter  842  be  administered  by 
a  Rent  Control  Board  of  nine  members,  including 
two  tenants,  two  landlords,  and  five  representatives 
of  the  public  interest.  I  recommend  that  the  act  be 
administered  by  a  Board,  rather  than  a  single 
administrator,  because  I  believe  a  Board  to  be  a 
more  appropriate  body  to  exercise  the  broad 
quasi-legislative  regulatory  powers  conferred  by  the 
act.  I  recommend  an  expansion  of  the  size  of  the 
Board  from  the  present  five  to  nine  because  the  act 
requires  the  city  to  rely  on  the  services  of 
uncompensated  Board  members.  I  have  chosen  not 
to  recommend  the  exemption  of  any  category  of 
"high-rent"  or  "luxury"  apartments  at  this  time, 
since  the  act  gives  authority  to  the  Board  to 
decontrol  any  such  class  of  housing,  if  experience 
should  indicate  that  controls  are  not  warranted. 

I    urge    you    to    take    prompt   action  on   the 
proposed  order  and  ordinance.

INVESTIGATION  OF  DEATH  OF  JOHN  FLAH- 
ERTY, JR.,  IN  GALLIVAN  HOUSING

On  November  9,  1970,  the  City  Council 
adopted  an  order  requesting  that  the  flashing 
signals  at  the  intersection  of  Bennington  and 
Moore  Streets  in  East  Boston  be  changed  to  a 
traffic  control  installation.  A  copy  of  this  order 
was  transmitted  to  us  on  November  13,  1970,  by 
Mr.  Edward  T.  Sullivan. 

Subsequent  to  this  correspondence,  we  con- 
ducted a  traffic  volume  count  study  of  the  area 
during  the  hours  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  We  found 
that  there  were  391  vehicles  northbound  and  261 
vehicles  southbound  on  Moore  Street  during  this 
period.  These  volumes  are  substantially  below 
national  and  state  standards  for  the  installation  of 
traffic  control  signals.  It  is  our  conclusion,  there- 
fore, that  to  place  a  signal  at  this  location  would 
not  substantially  inciease  the  safety  of  the  area, 
and  it  would  lead  to  congestion  and  other  diffi- 
culties which  could  be  as  bad  as  or  worse  than 
those  it  was  intended  to  correct.

LEGISLATION  AND  HOME  RULE 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 


1.  On  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred November  23)  approving  a  petition  for  a 
special  law  to  create  an  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation  in  Boston,  the  com- 
mittee having  considered  the  same  recommends 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 
An  Act  Creating  the  Economic  Development  and 

Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 
Section    1.  Definitions.  Unless   a  contrary  in- 
tention clearly  appears,  the  following  words  shall, 
in  this  act,  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "City,"  the  city  of  Boston. 

(b)  "Corporation,"  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  created 
by  section  3  of  this  act. 

(c)  "Development  plan,"  a  detailed  plan,  as  it 
may  exist  from  time  to  time,  for  one  or  more  eco- 
nomic development  projects  within  an  economic 
development  area,  which  plan  shall  be  consistent 
with  local  objectives  respecting  appropriate  land 
uses,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  complete  to  indicate 
the  boundaries  of  the  area,  such  land  acquisition, 
such  demolition,  removal,  and  rehabilitation  of 
structures,  and  such  development,  redevelopment, 
and  general  public  improvements  as  may  be  pro- 
posed to  be  carried  out  within  such  area,  zoning 
and  planning  changes,  if  any,  and  proposed  land 
uses,  maximum  densities,  and  building  require- 
ments. 

(d)  "Economic  development  area,"  any  blight- 
ed open  area  or  any  decadent  area,  as  respectively 
defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  121B  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  which  is  located  in  the  city  and  is  zoned 
for  general  or  restricted  manufacturing  uses  or  for 
general  or  waterfront  industrial  uses,  whether  re- 
stricted or  not. 

(e)  "Economic  development  project,"  (1)  a 
project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a  de- 
velopment plan  for  acquisition  by  the  corporation 
of  land  and  the  improvements  thereon,  if  any, 
within  an  economic  development  area  covered  by  a 
development  plan  and  for  clearance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  land  so  acquired;  or  (2)  a  project  for 
the  rehabilitation  or  conservation  of  an  economic 
development  area,  or  for  the  restoration  and  re- 
newal of  any  such  area  or  portion  thereof,  or  for 
the  demolition,  removal,  or  rehabilitation  of  im- 
provements on  land  within  an  economic  develop- 
ment area  whenever  necessary  to  eliminate  un- 
healthful,  unsanitary,  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessen 
density,  mitigate  or  eliminate  traffic  congestion,  re- 
duce traffic  hazards,  or  eliminate  obsolete  or  other 
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uses  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare;  or  (3)  a 
project  involving  any  combination  of  the  foregoing 
types  of  project.  An  economic  development  proj- 
ect may  include  improvements  necessary  for  carry- 
ing out  the  objectives  of  the  economic  develop- 
ment project,  together  with  such  site  improve- 
ments as  are  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  any 
site  for  uses  in  accordance  with  the  development 
plan,  and  making  any  land  or  improvements  ac- 
quired in  the  area  of  the  project  available  for  re- 
development or  rehabilitation  by  private  enter- 
prise, including  sale,  initial  leasing,  or  retention  by 
the  corporation  for  industrial  or  manufacturing 
uses  in  accordance  with  the  development  plan.  An 
economic  development  project  may  also  include 
the  construction  by  the  corporation  of  any  of  the 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  for  indus- 
trial or  manufacturing  uses  contemplated  by  the 
development  plan  and  the  repair,  removal,  or  re- 
habilitation by  the  corporation  of  any  of  the  build- 
ings, structures,  or  other  facilities  located  in  the 
area  covered  by  the  development  plan  and  which, 
under  such  plan,  are  to  be  repaired,  moved,  or  re- 
habilitated. 

Section  2.  Statement  of  Findings.  It  is  hereby 
declared  that  decadent  or  blighted  open  areas  exist 
in  parts  of  the  city  of  Boston  zoned  for  industrial 
or  manufacturing  uses;  that  each  such  area  consti- 
tutes a  serious  and  growing  menace,  injurious  and 
inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  and  welfare 
of  the  residents  of  the  city;  that  each  such  area 
constitutes  an  economic  Liability,  substantially 
impairs  or  arrests  the  sound  growth  of  the  city,  and 
retards  the  economic  well-being  of  the  common- 
wealth; that  each  decreases  the  value  of  private 
investments  and  threatens  the  sources  of  public 
revenue;  that  redevelopment  of  each  such  area  in 
accordance  with  a  development  plan  for  the 
elimination  of  substandard  conditions  and  the 
prevention  of  their  recurrence  is  necessary  to  retain 
existing  industries,  and  attract  new  industries,  and 
promote  the  sound  economic  growth  of  the  city; 
that  the  menace  of  such  decadent  or  blighted  open 
areas  is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by 
regulatory  process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police 
power  and  cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise  without 
the  aids  herein  provided;  that  the  acquisition  of 
property  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  decadent, 
substandard,  or  blighted  open  conditions  therein, 
preventing  recurrence  of  such  conditions  in  the 
area,  the  removal  of  structures  and  improvement  of 
sites  for  manufacturing  and  industrial  uses,  the 
disposition  of  the  property  for  redevelopment 
incidental  to  the  foregoing,  the  exercise  of  powers 
by  the  corporation,  and  any  assistance  which  may 
be  given  by  the  city  or  any  other  public  body  in 
connection  therewith  are  public  uses  and  purposes 
for  which  public  money  may  be  expended  and  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  exercised;  and  that  the 
acquisition,  planning,  clearance,  development,  re- 
habilitation, or  rebuilding  of  such  decadent  and 
blighted  open  areas  for  industrial  or  manufacturing 
purposes  are  public  uses  and  benefits  for  which 
private    property    may    be    acquired   by   eminent 


domain  or  regulated  by  wholesome  and  reasonable 
orders,  laws,  and  directions  and  for  which  public 
funds  may  be  expended  for  the  good  and  welfare 
of  the  city  and  of  this  commonwealth. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  and  declared  that 
there  exists  in  the  city  a  condition  of  substantial 
and  persistent  unemployment  and  underemploy- 
ment which  cause  hardship  to  many  individuals 
and  families,  waste  vital  human  resources,  increase 
the  public  assistance  burdens,  impair  the  security 
of  family  life,  impede  the  economic  and  physical 
development  of  the  city,  and  adversely  affect  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  people;  that  unem- 
ployment and  underemployment  have  been  caused 
in  part  by  industrial  and  manufacturing  companies 
moving  from  the  city;  that  many  existing  industrial 
and  manufacturing  facilities  within  the  city  are 
obsolete  and  inefficient;  that  such  facilities  are 
underutilized  or  vacated,  thereby  creating  addi- 
tional unemployment;  that  such  obsolescence  and 
abandonment  of  existing  facilities  are  causing 
serious  injury  to  the  economy  of  the  city;  that  the 
manufacturing  and  industrial  sector  of  the  econ- 
omy provides  the  best  opportunity  for  better  jobs 
at  higher  wages  for  inhabitants  of  the  city;  that 
new  industrial  and  manufacturing  sites  are  required 
to  attract  and  house  new  industries  and  to  retain 
existing  industries  in  need  of  expansion  space;  that 
the  unaided  efforts  of  private  enterprise  have  not 
provided  and  cannot  provide  the  necessary  indus- 
trial sites  within  the  urban  environment  due  to 
problems  encountered  in  the  assembly  of  suitable 
building  sites,  the  provision  of,  adequate  public 
services,  the  unavailability  of  private  capital  for 
development,  and  the  inability  of  private  enterprise 
alone  to  plan,  finance,  and  coordinate  industrial 
development  projects. 

Section  3.  Creation  of  Corporation.  There  is 
hereby  created  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate, 
to  be  known  as  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston,  in  this  act  called 
the  corporation,  which  shall  be  an  instrumentality 
of  the  commonwealth,  consisting  of  seven  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  city  council  of  the  city,  four 
of  whom  shall  at  all  times  be  members  of  the 
development  and  industrial  commission  of  the  city. 
At  least  one  member  shall  be  experienced  in 
financial  matters,  one  in  real  estate  matters,  and 
one  in  municipal  government.  The  mayor  shall 
designate  one  of  the  seven  members  as  chairman 
and  another  as  vice-chairman.  Each  of  the  seven 
members  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  official  duties  as  a  member  of  the 
corporation.  A  majority  of  the  seven  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business,  but  the  action  of  a  majority  of  the  entire 
membership  shall  be  required  for  any  transaction. 
For  the  purposes  of  section  11A  of  chapter  30A  of 
the  General  Laws  the  corporation  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  an  authority  established  by  the  general  court 
to  serve  a  public  purpose  in  the  commonwealth. 

Of  the  members  of  the  corporation  first  ap- 
pointed two  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one 
year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  current  year, 
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two  for  two  years  from  said  date,  and  three  for 
three  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  of  any  such  member,  or  of  any 
subsequent  member,  his  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In 
the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  to 
serve  for  the  unexpired  term.  Whoever  shall  at  any 
time  be  a  member  of  the  corporation  for  a  term 
expiring  on  a  date  certain,  shall,  unless  sooner 
removed,  continue  to  hold  office  after  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  until  the  qualification  of  his 
successor;  and  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to 
any  person  so  holding  over  after  the  expiration  of 
his  term  shall  be  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
which  would  have  begun  at  such  expiration  if  the 
successor  had  then  been  appointed. 

Any  member  may  be  removed  by  the  mayor  for 
malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  wilful  neglect  of  duty, 
but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public 
hearing,  unless  the  same  are  in  writing  expressly 
waived.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees. 

Before  the  issuance  of  any  bonds  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  each  member  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  execute  a  surety  bond  with  a  surety 
company  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this 
commonwealth  as  surety,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
$50,000  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  such  surety 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  corporation  counsel  of 
the  city  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state 
secretary.  The  members  of  the  corporation  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties  hereunder;  but  each  member  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  actually  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties. 

The  corporation  shall  at  least  once  every  three 
months  consult  concerning  industrial  development 
policies  and  programs  with  the  development  and 
industrial  commission  of  the  city,  which  shall  serve 
as  an  advisory  council  to  the  corporation. 

Section  4.  General  Powers  and  Duties.  The 
members  of  the  corporation  shall  adopt  a  cor- 
porate seal  for  the  corporation,  and  designate  the 
custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time  appoint 
and  at  pleasure  remove  a  director,  a  clerk,  a 
treasurer,  or  such  other  officers  of  the  corporation 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  determine 
their  duties  and  their  compensation,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  the  corporation;  shall  cause  at  all  times 
accurate  accounts  to  be  kept  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation;  and 
shall  make  a  report  annually  in  December  to  the 
city  clerk  of  the  city,  containing  an  abstract  of 
such  amounts  and  detailed  information  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  including  prices  paid  for 
land  purchased  or  taken  and  any  buildings  con- 
structed thereon,  contracts  for  construction  of 
facilities  and  for  the  leasing  thereof,  and  such  other 
detailed  information  as  may  be  deemed  helpful. 
The  offices  of  treasurer  and  clerk  may  be  held  by 
the  same  person.  The  corporation  shall  cause  an 
audit  of  its  books  and  accounts  to  be  made  at  least 


once  in  each  fiscal  year  by  certified  public  account- 
ants, and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  treated  as  an 
item  of  current  expense.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  the  corporation  shall  have  full 
power  to  exercise  care  of  its  property  and  the 
management  of  its  business  and  affairs,  and  to  sell 
and  convey  any  real  estate  or  other  property  not 
needed  for  its  business  or  affairs,  by  deed  or  other 
instrument  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal,  signed 
and  acknowledged  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  or 
in  like  manner  to  authorize  such  sale  and  con- 
veyance by  any  of  its  officers  or  agents.  The 
treasurer  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  with  a  surety  company  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth  as 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  members  may  deter- 
mine, the  premium  therefor  to  be  paid  by  the 
corporation.  Neither  chapter  thirty-one  of  the 
General  Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder  shall 
apply  to  any  person  employed  or  engaged  by  the 
corporation  under  this  act. 

Section  5.  Specific  Powers.  The  corporation  is 
hereby  authorized: 

(a)  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name,  and 
plead  and  be  impleaded. 

(b)  To  adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  its 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  alter 
the  same  at  its  pleasure. 

(c)  To  make  and  enter  into  all  contracts  and 
agreements  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  perform- 
ance of  its  duties  and  the  execution  of  its  powers 
under  this  act,  and  to  employ  consulting  engineers, 
superintendents,  managers,  and  such  other  engi- 
neers, construction  and  accounting  experts,  and 
attorneys,  and  such  other  employees,  agents,  and 
consultants  as  may  be  necessary  in  its  judgment, 
and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

(d)  To  receive  and  accept  from  any  federal 
agency  or  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  grants, 
loans,  or  advances  for  or  in  aid  of  an  economic 
development  project  or  projects  and  to  receive  and 
accept  contributions  from  any  source  of  money, 
property,  labor,  or  other  things  of  value,  to  be 
held,  used,  and  applied  for  the  purposes  for  which 
such  grants,  loans,  advances,  and  contributions 
may  be  made. 

(e)  To  borrow  money  and,  from  time  to  time, 
to  make,  accept,  endorse,  execute,  and  issue  bonds, 
debentures,  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange, 
and  other  obligations  of  the  corporation  for 
moneys  borrowed  or  in  payment  for  property 
acquired  or  for  any  of  the  other  purposes  of  the 
corporation,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  such 
obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge,  deed,  indenture, 
agreement,  or  other  instrument  of  trust,  or  by 
other  lien  upon,  assignment  of,  or  agreement  in 
regard  to  all  or  any  part  of  the  property,  rights, 
privileges  of  the  corporation. 

(f)  To  issue  revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation, 
payable  solely  from  revenues,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  a  project  or 
projects. 

(g)  To  invest  any  funds  not  required  for 
immediate  use  or  disbursement  in  certificates  of 
deposit  or  in  obligations  of  the  government  of  the 
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United  States  or  in  obligations  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of,  and  interest  on,  which  is  guaranteed 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

(h)  To  provide  such  advisory  services  and 
technical  assistance  as  may  be  desirable  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

(i)  To  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  plans, 
designs,  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates  of 
cost  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  develop- 
ment, redevelopment,  rehabilitation,  remodeling, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  economic  development 
project,  and  from  time  to  time  modify  such  plans, 
designs,  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates. 

(j)  To  designate  areas  of  the  city  as  economic 
development  areas. 

(k)  To  acquire  and  hold  by  bequest,  devise, 
grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  lease,  judicial  or- 
der, or  decree,  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its  objects 
and  purposes,  any  property,  either  real  or  personal, 
or  any  interest  therein;  and,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  and  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  deem  proper,  or  by  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  79  or 
chapter  80A  of  the  General  Laws,  in  so  far  as  such 
provisions  may  be  applicable,  such  private  lands,  or 
any  interest  therein,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  for 
providing  for  the  relocation  of  persons  and  busi- 
nesses displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  an 
economic  development  plan.  The  provisions  of 
section  40  of  said  chapter  79  shall  apply  to  any 
taking  by  the  corporation,  except  that  the  security 
therein  required  shall  be  deposited  with  the  col- 
lector-treasurer of  the  city.  Without  the  specific 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city 
the  corporation  shall  not  acquire  any  property 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  dwelling  purposes;  and, 
prior  to  the  approval  of  a  development  plan,  the 
corporation  may  institute  proceedings  under  said 
chapter  80A,  but  no  property  of  any  kind  shall  be 
taken  under  said  chapter  79. 

(1)  To  make  relocation  payments  to  persons 
and  businesses  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out 
any  economic  development  plan,  including  such 
payments  on  a  pro  tanto  basis. 

(m)  To  procure  insurance  against  any  loss  in 
connection  with  its  property  and  other  assets  and 
operations  in  such  amounts  and  from  such  insurers 
as  it  deems  desirable. 

(n)  To  clear  and  improve  property  acquired  by 
it,  and  to  engage  in  or  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  development,  redevelopment, 
rehabilitation,  remodeling,  alteration,  or  repair 
thereof. 

(o)  To  arrange  or  contract  with  the  city  for  the 
planning,  replanning,  opening,  grading,  or  closing 
of  streets,  roads,  alleys,  or  other  places,  or  for  the 
furnishing  of  facilities  or  for  the  acquisition  by  the 
city  of  property  or  property  rights,  or  for  the 
furnishing  of  property  or  services  in  connection 
with  a  project  or  projects. 

(p)  To  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  transfer, 
option,    exchange,    or   otherwise   dispose   of  any 


property,  either  real  or  personal,  or  any  interest 
therein,  as  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion may  require,  subject  to  such  limitations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

(q)  To  loan  on  mortgages,  including  purchase 
money  mortgages,  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property  within  economic  development  areas,  to 
foreclose  the  same  when  in  default,  and  to  bid  for 
and  purchase  property  at  any  foreclosure  or  other 
sale;  and,  in  such  event,  to  deal  with  such  property 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  corporation  therein. 

(r)  To  manage  any  project,  whether  owned  or 
leased  by  the  corporation,  and  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  or 
any  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  or  with  any 
person,  firm,  partnership,  or  corporation,  either 
public  or  private,  for  the  purpose  of  causing  any 
project  to  be  managed. 

(s)  To  act  with  respect  to  one  or  more  projects 
as  a  corporation  organized  under  section  3  or 
section  18B  of  chapter  121A  of  the  General  Laws; 
provided  that  the  accounts  for  each  project  shall  be 
kept  separately,  and  the  income  of  one  project 
shall  not  be  expended  upon  or  for  the  benefit  of 
another  project. 

(t)  To  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or 
convenient  to  carry  out  the  powers  expressly 
granted  in  this  act. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  directed  and  required 
to  exert  every  reasonable  effort  to  assist  in  the 
relocation  of  persons  and  businesses  displaced  as  a 
result  of  carrying  out  an  economic  development 
plan  and  to  make  payments  as  authorized  by  clause 
(1)  of  this  section  to  defray  moving  costs,  as 
defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  79A  of  the  General 
Laws,  incident  to  such  relocation. 

Section  6.  Development  Plan.  No  economic 
development  project  shall  be  undertaken  until  (a)  a 
public  hearing  relating  to  the  development  plan 
covering  such  project  has  been  held  by  the  corpora- 
tion after  due  notice,  and  (b)  the  development  plan 
has  been  approved  by  the  city  council  and  the 
mayor,  except  that  if,  within  ninety  days  after  the 
submission  of  a  development  plan  to  the  city 
council  for  approval,  the  city  council  has  not  voted 
to  disapprove  it,  such  plan  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  approved  by  the  city  council.  If  no  economic 
development  project  covered  by  an  economic 
development  plan  is  commenced  within  seven  years 
after  the  approval  of  such  plan,  the  approval  of 
such  plan  shall  lapse. 

Every  development  plan  submitted  to  the  city 
council  for  approval  under  this  act  (i)  shall  require 
that  every  person  occupying  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  economic  development  area  covered  by  such 
plan  during  the  period  of  forty  years  after  the 
approval  of  such  plan  shall  make  every  reasonable 
effort,  in  employing  persons  in  his  business,  to  give 
to  the  fullest  practicable  extent  preference  to 
residents  of  the  city,  and  (ii)  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  report  on  such  plan  by  the  planning  agency  of 
the  city  to  which  such  plan  shall  have  been 
submitted  before  its  submission  to  the  city  council, 
by    a    statement    of    the    proposed    method    for 
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financing  each  project  covered  by  such  plan,  and 
by  such  other  information  as  the  corporation 
deems  advisable. 

Notice  of  the  public  hearing  required  by  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  section  shall  be  given  by  the 
corporation  to  (1)  such  persons,  groups,  and 
organizations  as  have  requested  in  writing  that  such 
notice  be  given  them,  (2)  every  public  agency, 
whether  of  the  city  or  of  the  commonwealth, 
likely  in  the  judgment  of  the  corporation  to  have 
an  actual  or  potential  interest  in  the  development 
plan,  (3)  the  senator  for  every  senatorial  district  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  the  representative  for 
every  representative  district  thereof  within  which 
the  economic  development  area  or  any  part  thereof 
lies,  and  (4)  each  publicly  appointed  or  elected 
local  advisory  committee,  and  each  community 
group  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  public 
funds,  whose  territory  covers  all  or  part  of  the 
economic  development  area.  In  the  course  of 
preparing  a  development  plan  the  corporation  shall 
consult  with  each  of  the  aforesaid  so  far  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  corporation  it  is  practicable. 

If  a  development  plan  is  approved  by  the  city 
council  and  the  mayor,  the  corporation  shall  have 
the  powers  and  duties  imposed  by  this  act  to 
undertake  and  carry  out  the  economic  develop- 
ment projects  covered  by  such  plan.  The  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  required  to  submit  a  development 
plan  so  approved  to  the  department  of  community 
affairs  of  the  commonwealth  for  further  approval. 

Section  7.  Rents  and  Charges.  Rents  and 
charges  for  services  or  facilities  furnished  or  sup- 
plied by  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to 
supervision  or  regulation  by  any  department,  divi- 
sion, commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the 
commonwealth,  or  any  political  subdivision  there- 
of, and,  if  derived  from  a  project  in  connection 
with  which  revenue  bonds  have  been  issued,  shall, 
with  all  other  revenues  derived  from  the  project, 
except  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  such  cost  of  maintenance,  repair,  and  opera- 
tion and  to  provide  such  reserves  therefor  as  may 
be  provided  for  in  the  resolution  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  or  in  the  trust  agreement, 
but  including  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  such  reserves  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  said  revenue 
bonds  as  may  be  provided  for  in  such  resolution  or 
trust  agreement,  and  including  also  the  proceeds  of 
any  and  all  sales  by  the  corporation  of  property 
within  the  project  area,  be  set  aside  at  such  regular 
intervals  as  may  be  provided  for  in  such  resolution 
or  trust  agreement  in  a  sinking  fund  which  is 
hereby  pledged  to  and  charged  with  the  payment 
of  (1)  the  interest  upon  such  bonds  as  such  interest 
shall  fall  due,  (2)  the  principal  of  the  bonds  as  the 
same  shall  fall  due,  (3)  the  necessary  charges  of 
paying  agents  for  paying  principal  and  interest,  and 
(4)  the  redemption  price  or  the  purchase  price  of 
bonds  retired  by  call  or  purchase  as  therein 
provided. 

Section  8.  Liability  of  the  Corporation.  The 
corporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort  in 
the   same   manner  as  a  private  corporation.  The 


members,  employees,  officers,  and  agents  of  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  liable  as  such  on  its 
contracts  or  for  torts  not  committed  or  directly 
authorized  by  them.  The  property  or  funds  of  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment  or 
to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the  corpora- 
tion refuses  to  pay  a  judgment  entered  against  it  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  superior 
court,  sitting  within  and  for  the  county  in  which 
the  corporation  is  situated,  may,  by  writ  of 
mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer  of  such  agency  to 
pay  such  judgment.  The  real  estate  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  subject  to  liens  under  chapter  254 
of  the  General  Laws,  but  the  provisions  of  sections 
28  and  29  of  chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
be  applicable  to  any  construction  work  by  the 
corporation. 

Section  9.  Exemption  from  Taxation;  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Real  Property  Taxes.  The  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property 
used  for  essential  public  and  governmental  pur- 
poses and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from 
betterments  and  special  assessments,  provided  that; 
in  lieu  of  such  taxes,  betterments,  and  special 
assessments  the  city  may  determine  a  sum  to  be 
paid  to  the  city  annually  in  any  year  or  period  of 
years,  such  sum  to  be  in  any  year  not  in  excess  of 
the  amount  that  would  be  levied  at  the  then 
current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of  the  assessed 
value  of  such  real  estate,  including  buildings  and 
other  structures,  for  the  three  years  preceding  the 
year  of  acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each 
year  being  reduced  by  all  abatements  thereon. 

The  city  may,  however,  agree  with  the  corpora- 
tion upon  the  payments  to  be  made  to  the  city,  or 
the  corporation  may  make  and  the  city  may  accept 
such  payments,  the  amount  of  which  shall  not  in 
either  case  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  limitation. 
The  last  paragraph  of  section  6  and  all  of  section  7 
of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  so  far  as 
apt,  be  applicable  to  payments  under  this  section. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed  of  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  corporation  for  an  economic 
development  project  and  sold  by  it,  or  the  taxation 
to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  real 
estate  of  the  commonwealth  is  taxed  of  real  estate 
so  acquired  by  the  corporation  and  leased  by  it; 
provided,  however,  that  real  estate  so  acquired  by 
the  corporation  and  sold  or  leased  to  an  urban 
redevelopment  corporation  or  other  entity  operat- 
ing under  chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to 
an  insurance  company  or  savings  bank  or  group  of 
savings  banks  operating  under  said  chapter,  shall  be 
taxed  as  provided  in  said  chapter  and  not  other- 
wise. 

The  corporation  and  the  debentures,  revenue 
bonds,  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  transfer,  and  the 
income  therefrom  (including  any  profit  made  on 
the  sale  thereof)  shall  at  all  times  be  free  from 
taxation  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  subdivision 
thereof. 
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Section  10.  Debentures.  To  provide  funds  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  corporation,  including 
working  capital,  the  corporation  may  from  time  to 
time  issue  debentures;  provided,  however,  that 
such  debentures  outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall 
not  exceed  $5,000,000.  Such  debentures  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city,  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city,  and 
shall  be  subordinated  to  all  other  obligations  of  the 
corporation  and  shall  be  payable  at  such  time  or 
times  and  in  such  installments,  if  any,  as  the 
corporation  shall  determine,  but  solely  out  of  the 
net  assets  of  the  corporation;  and  the  holders 
thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  interest  thereon  but  only 
out  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation,  and  in 
no  event  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  rate  specified 
therein. 

Such  debentures  may  be  secured  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  shall  be  located  within  the 
commonwealth  and  shall  be  a  trust  company  or 
bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company.  Such 
trust  agreement  shall  contain  such  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  debenture  holders  as  may  be  reasonable  and 
proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  which  may 
act  as  depository  under  such  trust  agreement  to 
furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge  such 
securities  as  may  be  required  by  the  corporation. 
Such  trust  agreement  shall  set  forth  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  the  debenture  holders  and  of  the 
trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  debenture  holders.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  such  trust  agreement  may  contain  such 
other  provisions  as  the  corporation  may  deem 
reasonble  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the 
debenture  holders.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  agreement  may 
be  treated  as  an  item  of  current  expense. 

Debentures  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any 
department,  division,  commission,  board,  bureau, 
or  agency  of  the  commonwealth,  or  of  any 
political  subdivision  thereof,  and  without  any 
other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any  other 
conditions  or  things  other  than  those  proceedings, 
conditions,  or  things  which  are  specifically  re- 
quired by  this  act. 

Section.  11.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City.  The 
city  may  raise  and  appropriate,  or  may  borrow,  or 
may  agree  with  the  corporation  or  with  the  federal 
government  or  the  commonwealth  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in  aid  of  the  corpora- 
tion, such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  and  powers  of  the  corporation, 
including  defraying  part  of  the  development,  ac- 
quisition, and  operating  costs  of  any  project. 
Indebtedness  of  the  city  authorized  under  this 
section  shall  be  outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness 
prescribed  in  section  10  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  shall  be  payable  within  twenty 
years  and  otherwise  subject  to  sections  16  to  27, 


inclusive,  of  said  chapter  44;  provided,  however, 
that  the  total  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
outstanding  at  any  one  time  under  this  section  and 
clauses  (1),  (2),  and  (4)  of  section  20  of  chapter 
121B  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  exceed  5 
percent  of  the  city's  equalized  valuation  as  defined 
in  section  1  of  said  chapter  44.  Indebtedness 
incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  approval 
under  section  22  of  said  chapter  121B  in  like 
manner  as  indebtedness  incurred  under  said  section 
20. 

Section  12.  Revenue  Bonds.  The  corporation 
is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  by  resolution,  at 
one  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for  the  issuance  of 
revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  a  project  or 
projects.  The  principal  of  and  interest  on  such 
bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds  herein 
provided  for  such  payment.  The  bonds  of  each 
issue  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at  such 
rates,  and  shall  mature  at  such  time  or  times  not 
exceeding  forty  years  from  their  date  or  dates  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  corporation,  and  may 
be  made  redeemable  before  maturity,  at  the  option 
of  the  corporation,  at  such  price  or  prices  and 
under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  corporation  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds.  The  corporation  shall  determine  the  form 
of  the  bonds,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be 
attached  thereto,  and  the  manner  of  execution  of 
the  bonds,  and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or 
denominations  of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or  places 
of  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  which  may  be 
at  any  bank  or  trust  company  within  or  without 
the  commonwealth.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall 
appear  on  any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  bonds, 
such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless 
be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  the  same  as 
if  he  had  remained  in  office  until  such  delivery. 
The  bonds  may  be  issued  in  coupon  or  registered 
form,  or  both,  as  the  corporation  may  determine, 
and  provision  may  be  made  for  the  registration  of 
any  coupon  bonds  as  to  principal  alone  and  also  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  and  for  the  recon- 
version into  coupon  bonds  of  any  bonds  registered 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest.  The  corporation 
may  sell  such  bonds,  in  such  manner,  either  at 
public  or  at  private  sale,  and  for  such  price,  as  it 
may  determine  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
corporation. 

The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  solely 
for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  project  or 
projects^and  shall  be  disbursed  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  the  corporation 
may  provide.  Prior  to  the  preparation  of  definitive 
bonds  the  corporation  may,  under  like  restrictions, 
issue  interim  receipts  or  temporary  bonds,  with  or 
without  coupons,  exchangeable  for  definitive 
bonds  when  such  bonds  have  been  executed  and 
are  available  for  delivery.  The  corporation  may  also 
provide  for  the  replacement  of  any  bonds  which 
shall  become  mutilated  or  shall  be  destroyed  or 
lost.    Revenue    bonds   may   be   issued   under   the 
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provisions  of  this  act  without  obtaining  the  con- 
sent of  any  department,  division,  commission, 
board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the  commonwealth,  or 
of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  and  without 
any  other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any 
other  conditions  or  things  other  than  those  pro- 
ceedings, conditions,  or  things  which  are  specifi- 
cally required  by  this  act. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
vide by  resolution  for  the  issuance  of  revenue 
refunding  bonds  of  the  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  refunding  any  revenue  bonds  then  outstanding 
and  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
including  the  payment  of  any  redemption  premium 
thereon  and  any  interest  accrued  or  to  accrue  to 
the  date  of  redemption  of  such  bonds,  and,  if 
deemed  advisable  by  the  corporation,  for  the 
additional  purpose  of  constructing  or  recon- 
structing any  extensions  or  improvements  of  the 
project.  The  issue  of  such  bonds,  the  maturities, 
and  other  details  thereof,  the  rights  of  the  holders 
thereof,  and  the  duties  of  the  corporation  in 
respect  of  the  same  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
applicable. 

While  any  bonds  issued  by  the  corporation 
remain  outstanding,  the  powers,  duties,  or  exist- 
ence of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  diminished  or 
impaired  in  any  way  that  will  affect  adversely 
the  interests  and  rights  of  the  holders  of  such 
bonds. 

Revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the  commonwealth 
or  of  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city,  but  such  bonds 
shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds  herein 
provided  therefor  from  revenues.  All  such  revenue 
and  revenue  refunding  bonds  shall  contain  on  the 
face  thereof  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  neither 
the  corporation  nor  the  commonwealth  nor  the 
city  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  same  or  the  interest 
thereon  except  from  revenues,  and  that  neither  the 
faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  the  city  is  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  such 
bonds. 

All  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act-shall  have  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  have  all  <the  qualities  and 
incidents  of  negotiable  instruments  as  defined  in 
section  3-104  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code 
of  this  commonwealth. 

The  term  "cost  of  a  project,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  costs  (whether 
incurred  prior  to  or  after  the  issue  of  bonds  or 
notes  hereunder)  of  acquisition,  site  development, 
construction,  improvement,  enlargement,  recon- 
struction, alteration,  machinery,  equipment, 
furnishings,  demolition,  or  removal  of  existing 
buildings  or  structures  (including  the  cost  of 
acquiring  any  lands  to  which  such  buildings  or 
structures  may  be  moved),  financing  charges,  in- 
terest prior  to  and  during  the  carrying  out  of  any 
project,   interest   for   up   to   two   years  after  the 


completion  or  estimated  completion  date  of  any 
project,  planning,  engineering,  and  legal  services, 
administrative  expenses,  the  funding  of  notes 
issued  for  capital  purposes,  such  reserves  for  debt 
service  or  other  capital  or  current  expenses  as  may 
be  required  by  a  trust  agreement  or  resolution 
securing  notes  or  bonds,  and  all  other  expenses 
incidental  to  the  determination  of  the  feasibility  of 
any  project  or  to  carrying  out  the  project  or  to 
placing  the  project  in  operation. 

Section  13.  Trust  Agreement.  In  the  discretion 
of  the  corporation  such  revenue  bonds  or  revenue 
refunding  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  com- 
pany or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  the  commonwealth.  Such  trust 
agreement  may  pledge  or  assign  the  revenues  to  be 
received,  but  shall  not  convey  or  mortgage  any 
project  or  part  thereof. 

Either  the  resolution  providing  for  the  issuance 
of  bonds  or  such  trust  agreement  may  contain  such 
provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights 
and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law, 
including  (without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing)  provisions  defining  defaults  and  pro- 
viding for  remedies  in  the  event  thereof  (which 
may  include  the  acceleration  of  maturities)  and 
covenants  setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and  limita- 
tions on,  the  corporation  in  relation  to  the 
acquisition,  construction,  improvement,  enlarge- 
ment, alteration,  equipping,  furnishing,  main- 
tenance, operation,  repair,  insurance,  and  disposi- 
tion of  property,  the  custody,  safeguarding,  invest- 
ment, and  application  of  moneys,  the  use  of  any 
surplus  bond  or  note  proceeds,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  reserves.  Such  resolution  or  trust  agree- 
ment may  also  contain  covenants  by  the  corpora- 
tion in  relation  to,  among  other  things,  (a)  the 
establishment,  revision,  and  collection  of  such 
rents  and  charges  for  services  or  facilities  furnished 
or  supplied  by  the  corporation  as  shall  provide 
revenues  sufficient  with  other  revenues  of  the 
project,  if  any,  to  pay  (i)  the  cost  of  maintaining, 
repairing,  and  operating  the  project  and  of  making 
renewals  and  replacements  in  connection  there- 
with, (ii)  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  said 
revenue  bonds  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable,  (iii)  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  better- 
ments, and  special  assessments,  and  (iv)  reserves  for 
all  of  such  purposes,  (b)  the  purpose  or  purposes 
for  which  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  will 
be  applied  and  the  use  and  disposition  thereof,  (c) 
the  use  and  disposition  of  the  gross  revenues  of  the 
corporation  from  the  project,  any  additions  there- 
to and  extensions  and  improvements  thereof, 
including  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  funds 
for  working  capital  and  for  renewals  and  replace- 
ments to  the  project,  (d)  the  amount,  if  any,  of 
additional  revenue  bonds  payable  from  the  reve- 
nues of  the  project  and  the  limitations,  terms,  and 
conditions  on  which  such  additional  revenue  bonds 
may  be  issued,  and  (e)  the  operation,  maintenance, 
management,    accounting,    and    auditing    of    the 
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project  and  of  the  income  and  revenues  of  the 
corporation.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  to  act  as  depository  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  bonds  or  of  revenues  and  to  furnish  such 
indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities  as 
may  be  required  by  the  corporation.  Such  trust 
agreement  may  set  forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  bondholders  and  of  the  trustee,  and  may 
restrict  the  individual  right  of  action  by  bond- 
holders as  is  customary  in  trust  agreements  or  trust 
indentures  securing  bonds  and  debentures  of  cor- 
porations. In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  such  trust 
agreement  may  contain  such  other  provisions  as 
the  corporation  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  security  of  the  bondholders.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such 
trust  agreement  may  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  operation  of  the  project.  The  pledge  by 
any  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is 
made;  the  revenues  or  other  moneys  so  pledged 
and  then  held  or  thereafter  received  by  the 
corporation  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the 
lien  of  such  pledge  without  any  physical  delivery 
thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  any  such 
pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  as  against  all 
parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract, 
or  otherwise  against  the  corporation,  irrespective 
of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof. 
Neither  the  resolution  nor  any  trust  agreement  by 
which  a  pledge  is  created  need  be  filed  or  recorded 
except  in  the  records  of  the  corporation,  and  no 
filing  need  be  made  under  the  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code. 

Section  14.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investment. 
Revenue  bonds  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
made  securities  in  which  all  public  officers  and 
public  bodies  of  the  commonwealth  and  its  politi- 
cal subdivisions,  all  insurance  companies,  trust 
companies  in  their  commercial  departments  and 
within  the  limits  set  by  section  54  of  chapter  172 
of  the  General  Laws,  banking  associations,  invest- 
ment companies,  executors,  trustees,  and  other 
fiduciaries,  and  all  other  persons  whatsoever  who 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  invest  in 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  a  similar  nature  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including  capital 
in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them;  and  such 
bonds  are  hereby  made  obligations  which  may 
properly  and  legally  be  made  eligible  for  the 
investment  of  savings  deposits  and  the  income 
thereof  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  50  of 
chapter  168  of  the  General  Laws.  Such  bonds  are 
hereby  made  securities  which  may  properly  and 
legally  be  deposited  with  and  received  by  any  state 
or  municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or  political 
subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  for  any  purpose 
for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obligations 
of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  by  law. 

Section  15.  Remedies.  Any  holder  of  bonds  or 
debentures  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  of  any  coupons  appertaining  thereto,  and  the 


trustee,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights  herein  given 
may  be  restricted  by  the  trust  agreement,  may, 
either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action,  manda- 
mus, or  other  proceeding,  protect  and  enforce  any 
and  all  rights  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth 
or  granted  hereunder  or  under  the  trust  agreement, 
and  may  enforce  and  compel  the  performance  of 
all  duties  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  trust 
agreement  to  be  performed  by  the  corporation  or 
by  any  officer  thereof. 

Section  16.  Inconsistent  Provisions  of  Other 
Laws  Supersede.  Insofar  as  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  general  or  special,  excluding  the  Boston 
Building  Code  and  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  controlling. 

Section  17.  Separability.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable;  and  if  any  of  its  provisions 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  18.  Construction  of  Act.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect 
the  purpose  thereof;  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  render  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  inapplicable  to  the  city.

PUBLIC  SERVICES 


for  Government  Center  Urban  Renewal  Area, 
Docket  No.  966,  order  for  loan  of  $4,800,000  for 
Washington  Park  Urban  Renewal  Project,  and 
Docket  No.  975,  order  for  loan  of  $6,000,000  for 
completion  of  Downtown-Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall 
Urban  Renewal  Project,  states  that  the  chairman 
and  members  have  requested  the  director  of  BRA 
on  numerous  occasions,  during  sundry  hearings,  for 
information  relative  to  the  breakdown  of  funds  to 
be  expended  by  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  for 
completion  of  urban  renewal  projects  in  the  city. 

To  date  the  information  has  not  been  forth- 
coming, and  therefore  your  committee  makes  this 
interim  report,  since  no  final  action  can  be  taken 
on  these  matters  without  receipt  of  the  requested 
information.
